SIGNS. Th Signs of a cold diſtemper of the Brain,are taken either from the Cauſes above men- 
tion'd,by the preſence of which we may eafily conjecture of the condition of the diſtemper;or they 
_ aretaken from the effets of the diſtemper; which that they may be particularly examined and tri- 
. edaweſhall fetch from their original,namely,fromAQions, Paſſions,Excrements and habit of Body.

 2.The Paſſions, which declare a cold diſtemper of the Brain,are cold Diſeaſes,asPallies,Legarthy 
Catarch,or Defluxion,and many others,with which if the ſick party have been formerly troubled, 
may well conjefure that heis lubject to this diſtemper of acold Brain. This will further appear, if - 
the !ick man be better incleer, hot and dry weather,than in cold, moiſt winter, and rainy weather. 
Moreover, an often and plentiful ſending forth of tnot and flegm from the mouth and noſtrils, is a 
cleer demonſtration of abnnduace of.cold flegm and moiſture in the Brain. | 
- 3-From the Habit of the Body we may have ligrs both general and particular of this Diſtemper: 
The general Signs are taken from the whole Habit or Conſtitution; for if- the whole Conſtitution 
be cold and moiſt, then without queſtion the Brain,which is moſt cold and moiſt of all 6ther parts, 
_ 5s the ſame. Thereforea skin which is cold, ſoft;fmooth,and white; a body ſoft and low,not fleſhy, 
with ſmall veins, Geclare a cold conſtitution or temper. The particular ſigns of a cold Brain are - 
in the head ; as palenels of Face,no yeins to be ſeen in the Eyes,ſoft hair, ſmooth and thin,growing 
flowly,red,and not curling,continuing the whole life without baldneſs, and when the head is quick- 
ly offended with outward Cold,and refreſhed with Heat. |

Fourthly,Ule a mean inſleep and waking 3 for as with moderate fleep the ſtrepgth is repaired, 
lo with too long the body is made cold, burdened with excrements, eſpecially the brain - but too 
much watching makes the body thin,ſpends the Spirits, and feeds upon the ſound parts of the Body. 
Let not therefore ſleep be too long,but according to cuſtom commonlyſeven hours are allowed, but 
more or lefſe may betaken accordingas age and cuſtom ſhall require ; if you offend in either ex- 
treme, it is better to offend in too much waking than in too much ſleep.

The firſt and chief Cauſe is Flegmandwateriſh humor contained in the Brain ; of which (when 


there is but a {mall quantity, that moiſtneth and cooleth the ſubſtance of the Brain, ſtopping up 
its Pores and paſſages) cometh Coma. | 
But if the ſame quantity of Humorſo gathered together become putrified and corrupt,or grow 
into a Tumor or Swelling,or be diſpe:{ed throughout the Brain,it procureth a Lethargie. 
When it is gathered in a great quantity without corruption, and that the Humor is fucked up 
into the ſubſtance of the Brain,it cauſeth a Cars. 


 Andlaftly, When the Humor is fogreat in quantity that it doth not onely fill the Brain, but al- 


- ſo the Ventricles thereof, ſtopping and ſtraightning them,& alſo when it doth offend the Original of 


the Nerves which come from the Brain,and is placed inthe baſis or bottom ofthe Skull,and when 
it hindereth the paſſage ofthe Animal Spirit,it begets an Apoplexy. | 
Secondly, Sleepy Diſeaſes ſpring alto from abundance of blood in the Brain,for if the ſtore of 
blood contained be more raw,wateriſh and cold,it thickens the Animal Spirits,and makes them un- 
fit to move; as alſo the abundance of Humor charging the Brain,hindreth the free paſſage of the 
Spirits,and according as theHumor is more or leſs inquantity,more or lets in coldnefs,it produceth 
a greater or a leſſer Diſeaſe : So that both Coma,Carus,and Apoplexy may be cauled thereby. ;- 
But drouſie Diſcaſes,efpecially the Apoplexy,are uſually cauted by blood out of its Veſlels,ftop- 


ping and compreſſing the Ventricle of the Brain, and that falleth out either from a Vein broken 
- inthe Brain, or from an oyerfulneſs of the Veſſels, or from fome great Bruiſe or Contuſion of the 


Head, or from ſome Cut or puntured Wound, by which the Veins of the Btain are divided, 
and ſo ſend forth much blood. And the Fratture onely ofthe Skull compreſſing of the Brain may

Thirdly, it is without doubt that a Tumor in the Brain,burdening it with'its Weight,may w—— 


duce a ſleepy. Diſcaſe. This is reported by Platerzs to be found in a certain Baron, who for a long 
time was ſottiſh and ſleepy,did nothing rationally nor deſired Meat, neither did eat any thing but 
what was forced into him,went not to Bed but by compulfion,but would fit al day at the Table 
leaning-on his Arms with his Eyes ſhut,neither did he anfwer at any time without much asKing and 
importunity,and then vety little to the Purpoſe, Andafter his death his Skull was opened,and there 
was'found in his Brain a great Kernel, hard,and of a callous body; the cauſe whereof might be ſorne 
ſtroke upon the Head, which he had reccived long _—_ the beginning of his Diſeaſe. — [©

Fourthly,M ny vapors flying into the Brain may be the cauſe of a ſleepy Dilcaſe : for ifthe va- 
pors be many and grols,that they burden the Animal Spirits,and darken fem as with a miſt,evenas 


' the Clouds inthe greater World darken and obſcure the Beams of the Sun.Bur if they be over-moiſt 


they do ſo wet the Brain,that it becomes weak and faint in its funRions and performances:Therefore 
Drunkards ſieep projoundly from th:Vaporofthe winegand the abundance ofCrudities ſent up into 
the Brain. So Children that are troubled with the worms,are often taken with ſleepy Dileaſes from 
the abo undance of grols and thick Vapors which ariſe from crude and wateriſh Humors. So in in- 
termitting Feavers or Agues,fometimes in the beginning of the Diſcale there is irref#{table ſleep,b 

reaſon of the crude and ftinking Himors which are contained in the Veins,elpecially in the Melera- 


ick Veins,which Humors being made thin by the heat of the fit of the Ague,lend many Vaporsto 


the Head,and produce ſuch fleep as ends with his cold Fit ſometimes,and at other times continues 
to the end of the Fit,according as the Vapors are more grols or thin; or as they are more or leſs 
in quantity,and fo are longer and ſooner diſcuſſce and diſperſed. ” SP 

Fifthly, Many times fo great a ſleeping Diſeaſe is begot by the too frequent uleof Medicines cal- 
ledVarcoricks,that do produce fleep,that many unawares by'the unskiltull uſe of Opium have ſlept 
their laſt. Thefe is alſo the ſame ſtupifying force in lome livingGreatures,as inthe Torpedo,orCraw- 
£/h. So. Plutarch reports inthe death of C!copatra,That the Sting ofa Viper cauſeth deadly fleep. 
But in Mans Body this ſtupid fleeping- condition comes from the 4; + "90a of Humors,which is 
ſeen in malignant and peſtilential Feavers hence it is,that in thoſe Diſeaſes they are very ſleepy 
oftentimes, which'is a certain ſign of Venenolity and malignity,and ſomtimes of death - 

DI AG NOSTICKS. The Diagnoſticksor Signs which ſhew the differences of theſe ſleeping 
Diſeafes wereſet downin the beginning of this Ghapter : Bur the ſigns of the Cauſes that produce 
theſe Dilcales are thele. gp 

When ſleepy Diſcafes come from Watery Humors putrifying in the Brain,thele are the ſigns ; 
A Flegmatick Conſtitution, old Age,Infancy, a cold and moiſt Dwelling and Seaſon, a ſtopping of 
an accuſtomed ſpitting,and blowing of Noſe, and when rhe Sick: man before th&eoming of the Dif- 
eaſe was troubled with heavineſs ot the Head,dimneſs of the Sight,aud dulneſs of the whole Body ; 
and when in the Diſeaſe there is a defluxion of Rheum fram the Noſe or Mouth; or when the fick 
Party feeleth it trickle down his Throat. | 


That ſleeping Diſeaſes are bred of blood, appears by a plethorick or full Body, red Face, pain

of the Head,going before the Diſeaſe. 


A Tumor or ſwelling in the Brain is ſcarce by any ſigns to be known, butis onely manifeſt 


after death by opening of the Skull, as was before mentioned. |

That the Diſeaſe comes from Vapors flying into the Brainzappears from thoſe ſigns which ſhew 
the particular Difeaſes of thoſe parts from whencethe Vapors are ſent up to the Brain. A Surfet 
SoinS before, with crude and ſharp belchings and other ſigns of crude Humors in the Stomach and 
other parts of the lower Belly, ſhews that the Diſeaſe comes from Vapors which are ſent from the 
Stomach : But if the Vapors come from worms, you ſhall know that in the Chapter'ofthem. 

. PROGNOSTICK. As for the Prognoſis or fore-knowledge' of things in theſe Diſeaſes; Every 
ſleeping Diſeaſe is dangerous, but by how much deeper the ſleep is, and the fick-man harder to be 
awaked, by ſo much greater is the danger ; and therefore a Carus,is more dangerous then a Coma or 
a Lethargie,but an Apoplexy is worle than a Carus,for if it be violent, it is altogether incurable,as 
Hippecrates obſerveth in his4.2.Aphoriſm of the SecondSe&ion,which is thus: Its impoſſible to cure 
a ſtrong Apoplexy.and not very ealie to cure a weake one;a ſtrong Apoplexy is when the breathing 

is unevenand diſorderly and ſometime intermitfing, and if ſuch a breathing is very violent, the 


Diſeaſe is ſtronger,if the breath be opt it is moſt ſtrong,but when there is lome order in the breath- _ 


ing;the Diſeaſe is weaker,which is declared by Gzler in his Comment upon the ſaid Aphoriſms. 
_ A ſleeping Diſcaſe is very dangerous which comes upon an acute Diſeaſe, for it either ſignifies 


| theextinRion of theNatural heat,or a poyſonous malignant quality which hath ſeized on the Brain. 
That Diſeaſe which comes by conſent of the lower parts, and fromVapors wich arife from them, 


is leſs dangerous.

Sleeping Diſeaſes in old men are for the moſt part deadly ; for in regard of their want of Natu- 
ral heat,they haivng a weak ConcoQtion and weak Expullion,it comes to paſs that they cannot over- 
comeand expel that Humor which cauſeth the Diſeaſe, much leſs can they expel that Humor 


which aboundeth in the Brain, for ſince the Brain is the coldeſt part ofthe body,it muſt needs inold 
people have its heat diminiſhed and extinguiſhed ſooner than any other parts. 


In a Lethargie,ifa Tumor happen under the Ears,or if matter orfilth come forth ofthe Ears,and 
the ſymptoms abate,it is a ſign of health, for it ſheweth the ſtrength Nature hath got over theCauſe

\ for applies Galer”s Plaiſter, which he in his Fifth Book of erhod, andfourth Chapter, uſeth with 
ood {ucceſs for ſtopping blood in Arteries and Jugulars, and bending the Patients Neck gently he 
comes to his ſtrength, and is cured. This Plaiſter is made of Frankincenſe, Mioes, the Hairs of a 
Hare mixt with the White of an Egg, having twice as much Frankincenſeas Aloes, as Galen teach- 


eth in the place mentioned, ſometimes an equal part of each,when the Bodiesare harder.And Galen 
commends the Operation before-written, when he faith, Thi Plaiſter ſtops the flux of the Fugular 


Veins without a Ligature or binding, But this I would take notice of, That the blood doth not flow 
forth ſo violently in one that hath an Apoplexy,/ as in one that hath a Quinzy, becauſe the blood is 
congealed ; as HHypocrates ſhews in his Second Book Of Diſeaſes, in the former, from whence the 
Veins and Arteries called Cazodites or Fugulars, arc ſtopped : but in the later the blood is hot and 
thin, becauſe they who have the Quinzy, have always an acuteFeaver whital.

' internal and external Senſes with a ſtifneſs of all the Members : and ſometimes the Senles are not lo 
much hindred but the ſick-party heareth thoſe that ſpeak unto him:lometimes the members are nor 
ſo ſtiffbut they may be bent and bowed by them that ſtand by, and pur into divers poſtures. 
CAUSES. TheCauſes of this Dileaſe are divers: Galer in his Comments, Aphoriſm 3. 
Set. 2: ſays, That a Catalaplis comes from a cold Diſtemper of the Brain, which Diſtemper chiefly 
ſeizeth upon the hinder part of the Head,makes it ſtiff and thick,from whence the Nerves procecd- 
ing are alſo made iff, and ſuch a Diſtemper may ſeiſe upon all the Nerves, whether it come of an 
external or internal Cauſe : but fome queſtion this Cauſe, ſuppoſing that no living body can be to 
cold as to have {ucha Congelation : But Galez anſwereth this in his 5. Chap.of his Book of the Dil- 
| ference of Diſeaſes, by a reaſon taken from Experience in theſe words : ©For thoſe whoin a Jour 
*ney are taken with cold which is unto death, are thus ſtiff, whom the Greeks call Emproſtenos,or- 
«© Bowers forward : Op:ſtotonos, or Bowers backward : Teranos extend ſtreight : and others that 
& are killed with cold are taken with this Catoche or Congelation. Therefore Galen teacheth us, 
That a Catalepſis may be got by external cold, and Reaſon may eaſily perwade us to. it, for they 
which are killed upon the way with great cold dofirſt g! ow ſtiff, they have a ſtiffneſs of Congela- 
tion before they die,therefore:cold may bring a leſs ſtiffneſs than that which bringeth death.So we 
{ee that Congelation of the Nerves or Catalepſis,may come ofa cold Diſtemper, and the ſooner if 
it be mixt with a dry Diſtemper. | | To | 
But this diſeaſe is moſt often gotten by a cold and dry diſtemper joyned with matter, that is an 
Humor or melancholy Vapor,from whence cometh a Conſtipation or Congealing of the hinder part 
of the brain,an Extenſion of the Nerves,and allo a ſtiffneſs of the ſame:froin this Humor it cometh 
(1 ſay) not onely in reſpe& of the quality, which is cold and dry,but alſo in reſpe&t of its quantity, 
which by Repletion makes a Diſtention, or ſtretching torth of the Nerves. 
e/Etius 1n his Sixth book and fourth Chapter, faith, That a Congelation may be cauſed of blood 
unto which thin Rondteletius conſents, laying, That it comes to paſs when the Veins and Arterics 
ofthe brain are to full, that the body groweth ſtiff, and diſtended or ſtretched out like thole bodies 
that are congealed with cold Weather : he confirms his Opinien by Hiſtory of a Noble-woman ta- 
ken with a continual Feaver called Syzochxs, who had in the nineteenth day a Congelation, which 
was cured by a large Flux of blood from her Nole. Rn 218 


Senaertws hath found out a neiy Cauſe, which he faith is a congealing Spirit by which the Animal 
Spirits are fixed,and made immoveable : he denies that the force of Congealing and Fixing depends 
upon a cold and dry diſtemper, but riſeth from ſome hidden quality. Such Congealing Spirits are | 
found in the greater World, as in Thunder, when men are thereby made ſtiff, and as it were con- 
gealed : As Cardanus reports of eight Mowers,which ſupping under an Oak, were ſtruck with Thun- 
der fo asthey kept the ſame ſhape of body,the one ſeeming to cat, the other to lav hold of the Por, 
another todrink,when they wereall dead. It is,utually reported, that Wine will be congealedin the 

Veſſel by the Spirit of Thunder : In Earthquakes many times ſuch Spirits break forth tuddenly our 
_ of the Earth,as make Men and other living Creatures to be ſtiff and ftar';. Moreover,Sermerias ad- 
deth,that there is a great congealing force in Nitre and other Minerals : he brings no Examples, we 
ſhall onely bring one Inftance taken trom Lead, whole Vapor doth ſo fix and congeal Mercury, or 
Quick-filver, that it becomes thereby malleable, or to be beaten with the Hammer. | 

This Opinion of Sexnertus were-not wholly to be reje&ed,if he had not made this the only cauſe

There are many kinds of Palleys ; for either it is in-all the parts of the Body below the 

| Head, and thenit is called meg7aiz4 or elle it pofſeſſeth onely one ſideof the body 

and then itis called jwr>xizz ; or it poſſeſſeth but one part of the body, and then it is called a 

Particular Palſey, although ſome Authors ufeall theſe terms, as Paralyſis, Hemiplegia, Paraple- 

gia, Pareſis, and Reſolutio, promiſcuouſly for one and the ſame Diſeate, which isa lols of Sence 

and motionin any other part of the body. I | 

\ - There is therefore a double Palley one called Perfet? in which Sence and Motion is quite gone, 

. _ - another I-perfe&in which Sence and motion are decayed and diminiſhed, and ifit be a ſmall di- 

minution, it is not a Palſey, but a numbneſs or dulneſs called Torpor or Stupor, which is the way to 

a true and perfe&& Palſey , and the fore-runner thereof. |

CAUSES. The Cauſes of a Palley are generally all thoſe which hinder the paſſages of the A- 
nimal Spirits into the Nerves and Muſcles. | 
The cheif of all is a wateriſh Humor, which by ſtopping, compreſſing, condenſing, or making 
thick, refrigerating or making cold, hinder the paſſage of the Animal Spirits. 
This watery Humor comes from the Brain,and falls uponthe Nerves and Marrow of the Back:So 
a light Apoplexy turns into a Palfey, when the Humor that cauſed it falls from the Head upon the 
Marrow and beginning of the Nerves,and fo gets into the ſubſtance of them, and ſhuts up thoſe in- 
ſenſible paſſages through whichthe Spirits come to the parts; or deſcending by the hollow of the 
Back-bone, arid by tne Marrow of the Back, and rurning upon the Neryes, it comprefſeth and 
ſtreightneth them, whereby the Animal Spirits are hindred in their Motion. 
__ . Moreover, the fame Humor may fo thicken the ſubſtance of a Nerve by itscoldneſs, that it can- 
not be paſſed through by the Animal Spirits. © | 
And laſtly, The paſſage ofthe Animal Spirits to the parts of the body may be ſo hindred by a 
ſimple Diſtemper in coldand moiſtneſs,that the Native temper of a Nerve, and the heat init may be: 
deſtroyed, andthe Animal Spirit not perform his office ; for the heat of the Animal Spirits muſt be 
joyned with the Natural heat of the part for the performance of its Office. + + 
There is a Controverſie whether other Hymors may be the cauſe of a Palſey, which we will not 
omit, thoughthey are very ſeldom mentioned by others. 66; |

28. and 43. talksof a Palſey which'came of a Cholerick Cho- 
lick; which is cured by cooling means : and in our time the Cholick of the People of Poitiers in - 
France is very remarkable, for irturns for the moſt part into a Palſey ; and all men of underſtand- 
 ingacknowledg it to proceed of a Cholerick matter , of which I ſhall ſpeak more at large in my

| Book, of a young man who had an extenuation for want of nouriſhment in his Limbs; and when

' And Reaſondoth clearly ſhew this ; for Choler, Melancholy, or any other humor falling upon 
the Nerves : if they fall upon them inwardly, they may ſtop the inſenſible paſſages of the Nerves,or 
if they fall upon them outwardly,they may fo preſs upon them that they may bring a Palſey.Nor do 
the Reaſons which Rondelitins gives to the contrary any way convince, when he ſaith, That Choler 
and Melancholy do rather dry than ſoften and mollifie the Nerves; and Choler is more likely to . 
| produce a Convullion by his ſharpneſs and griping, than a Palley : For although commonly a Palſey 
be called a reſolution and ſoftning sf the Nerves, which is always in a Palſey, that comethof flegm, 
yet it is not requiſite that a reſolution of the Nerves ſhould be in every Palſey, becauſe. it comes 
more properly and eſſentially from a ſtopping and hindering of the paſſage of the Animal Spirits, 
which when it may be cauſed by a compreſſion or ſraitning of the Nerves, and the like, it doth not 
always proceed of ſoftning and mollifying. But the opinion of a Palſey coming from a relaxing and 
 ſoftning of the Nerves came from hence 3 namely, Becauſe the parts which have the Palſey being 
notable to be ſtretched forth, ſeem as it were to be relaxed arid foftned : for the motion of parts 
is by the extenſion or ſtretching forth of the Muſcles, and by contra&ion or drawing together of 
the ſame to their Original, which extenlion when the parts do want, they are ſaid to be relaxed,al- 
though they have neither been extraordinarily moiftged nor ſoftned. | 
Moreover, Since there are divers forts and degrees of Choler, it is not neceſſary that every ſort 
ſhould have ſuch acrimony and ſharpneſs as is able to beget a Convulſion. : 
| Furthermore, There is a various mixture of Humors and Flegm, or Water may be mixed with 
that Choler which produceth the Palſey, and ſo contemperate or mittigate his ſharpneſs. Such a 
mixture doth often happen in Baſtard Tertian Feavers, which are probable to be thoſe which Fer- 
nelius laith, turn into Palleys. | I” 
Finally, This is very manifeſt from the Scorbutick Palſey, or that which is joyned with the Scur- 
y, which hath often a Convulſion accompanying it (as Galen in many places, and Sennertus in his 
'Bapk of the Scurvy, the fifth Chapter : )) And albeit a true Scorbute or Scurvy is ſeldom ſeen in 
our Country, yet we often ſee certain Scorbutick Infirmities, in which ſome ſymptoms of the true 
Scorbute do evidently appear. And therefore in our 74. Obſervation, and the firſt Century, and in 
our. 98. Obſervation, and in the ſecond Century, were given two Examples of Scorbutick Palſeys 
accompanied with, Convullions. | : Ea 
There may be divers other Cauſes of a Palſey which are little obſerved. | | 
As firſt, A cold and moiſt diſtemper ſimple and without Matter, may by congealing of the Spi- 
rits, not only hinder their paſſages and influence upon the parts, but alſo by deſtroying the temper 
_of the Nerves, make them uncapable of receiving the Animal Spirits, whereby they have Senſe and . 
Motion - and this cold and moiſt diſtemper from over-coldneſs of the Air, or from the touching of 
.a cold thing, as Galen teacheth 4. de Loc.. Aff. Chap. 4. Of a certain man who (when in a cold lea- 
fon and a great ſtorm, he had wrapt his wet Cloak a long time about his Neck) fell into a Palſey in 
his hand, the Nerves which come from the Neck and Marrow of the back-bone , being thereby 
made too cold ard moiſt. | _ | 
Some of our late Writers have reported, That a Palſey may be procured by a ſtupifying or num- | 
ming quality, which is inherent in ſome Medicines and Poyſons, ſometimes in the Humors them- | 
felves. And hence they ſay comes that Palſey which is caught by touching the Torpedo or Cramp- ; 
fiſh : bur it isnot ſo much to be termed a Palſey which cometh by that way, as a Stupor, or ſtupi- 
fation and numneſs ; ſuch like as that which Goldſmiths and Gilders have often by the touching 
and much uſing of Quick-filver , and Looking-glaſs-makers alſo, which is often feenin Yenice. And 
Plater ſuppoſeth, that Wine by a narcotick or ſtupiſying quality begets Palſeys and Numneſs : 
although others differ from his Judgment, yet Fernel:us ſeems to ſavor his opinion, affirming in the 
place above-cited,that he once ſaw a man whoſe skin by gluttony and drunkennefs was all over fty- 
pified and inſenſible. And Perrws Fabims in his Notes upon Altimar, Chap. 14. reldtes a Story of a 
certain Barbar, who after he had been ſtrongly tipling of Wine awaked at Mid-night, and fell ſud- 
denlyinto an univerſal Palſey of all the parts of his body beneath his face, ſo deprived of Senſc and 
Motion, that he felt not when he was cut and ſcarrified "ou a knife,nor when he was pricked deeply

with Needles : But bis Surfeit and drunkennels being paſt, he was cured in the ſpace of three days 
only by Revullions, and reſolving oyntments applied ro the back : Notwithſtanding this Author 
doth not impute this Palley to thenarcotick or ſtupifying quality of the Wine ; bur to thoſe orols 
Vapors which aroſe from his Surfeit, and ſtopped the Nerves, and this cauſe may be accounted a- 
mong others that produce this Diſeaſe. _ 
 'Wehave ſhewed in our Treatile of ſleeping diſeaſes, that there is a ſtupiſying quality in corrupt 
and malignant humors, which being carried to the Nerves, may hinder their a&ions: and fince the 
humors which produce the Scorbute have a venemous and malignant quality, they may alſo have a 
ſupifying force which may cauſe alfo a Palley with the Scorbute, or a Scorbutick Palley, although 
(as we ſaidbefore) anobſtruttion or ſtopping or prelling of the Nerves, may be ſufficient to cauſe 
a Palley alone.

- Forif the right or left ſide of the face hath the Palſey, and no other part be hurt, the Brain is only . 
hurt in that. part from whence the Nerves are brought that come to thole {ides of the face : But if 
the parts'under the Head be hurt, together with theface, then it is a ſign that the Back-bone is hurt 
as well as the Brain; and if the parts beneath the Head are hurt, and not the face, the fault is only 
in the Back-bone : If half the body have the Paley, only one half of the Back-bone is affected ; 
but if the whole body ſuffer, then is the Original pf the Back-bone hurt. When the Palſey is inthe 
Legs,'the-part affe&ed is about the bottom of the Marrow of the Back, and the Yertebre or turning 
bones of the 0s-S4crum, and fo we muſt ſearch out for the place whence the Nerves ſpring, which 
are brought to that part which is troubled with the Palley. = : | 
- "Sometimes alfo the ſearching into the outward Caule doth much avail for the knowledge of the 
part affeted : Two Examples whereof are brought by Galen, one whereof we mentioned before 
out of his Fourth Book; de loc. affett. cap. 4. Concerning a mian in a cold ſtormy time wrapt his 
wet Cloak ſo long about his Neck till he fell into a Palſey in his hand, Another is in the Firſt Book, 
de loc. affett. chap. 5. of Pauſanias Syru,who loſt the ſenle of three fingers; and when Galen under- 
ſtood that he fell from his Chariot upon his Back, he concluded that ſome part was hurt in the Ori- 
vinal of that Nerve which comes from the ſeventh vertebra, or Sponail ; therefore (after he had in 
vain applied Medicines to the fingers) he uled means tothe Back, and fo wrought a brave Cure. 
* The Diagnoſis or knowledg of the Cauſes of this Diſeaſe is fetcht from the primary Cauſes, the 
Difcaſes aforegoing,and the temperament and conſtitution of the lick party : and therefore when 
external cold Cauſes and moiſt went before, when the Patient is old, when he is flegmatick of con-.

SIGNS. The ſigns of an Epilepſie are of three ſorts; Either they are ſuch as ſignifie an-ap- 
proaching Epilepfie, or one that is preſent, or ſuch as ſhew the difference of Epilepies. - -...., 
"The ſigns of an Epilepſie approaching are twofold - Either they ſignific the firſt coming at. the 
Difeaſe; or ſome fit to beat hand. The ſame ſigns ſerve for both, but moſt ſurely in thole who 
. areafually poſſeſſed therewith, do they ſhew the condition of it in its return; for: in thoſe who 
never had this diſeaſe formerly, theſe ſigns are doubtful for the moſt part, and may deFlare many 
Head-diſcaſes ; but all of them together may give ſome certainty. of 981 to naidet;

'choly, becauſe they ſometimes are in one object, and diſcourſe well concerning other; ſo ſaith Ge- 
len of Theophilus, that he had wiſdom in other things,. both to diſcourſe,' and to know his friends. 
'Biit-we ſay further of Theophils, that notonly his Imagination, but alſo his Reaſon was hurt; be- 
cauſe he really thought the Fidlers were there, and delired they ſhould be put forth : For when the 
Imagination alone is hurt, the Reaſon being not hurt acknowledgeth the error of Imagination, as in

The Patient is toſſed toand fro, and cannot remain in the ſame place ; he layeth hold with his 
lands upon his head, and defires to tear and ſcratch his face, plucking his hair - but as the Diſeaſe 
mcreaſeth, his body groweth faint, and he cannot uſe ſuch violence. 


A moſt ſharp and firong Feaver always accompanieth this Diſeaſe, which comes from the great . 


Inflammation of the Brain. 


©'LaRtly, In this Diſcaſe the Patient never takes Meat or Drink, neither can you take any courſe 


to Sive them any thing, and therefore their ſtrength ſoon faileth. |

"Aﬀter the Wound or Contuſton is received, there is a kind of numbneſs and ſadneſs in the body, 
 the;Animal Spirits beginning to be weakned by the matter which is got.out of its Veſſel.

_- Diſeaſe increaſeth, there ariſeth a kind of Feayer when the matter begins to putrifie, thence comes 


Head-ach and drouſinels ; after, when putrifation is increaſed, all the Symproms grow ſtronger, 
- theFeaver ſharper; the Patient riſing from ſleep ſuddenly roareth out , and then preſently lieth 
down again, he often brings his hand.to his head : Hence it is, that many before they die do ſend 


forth filthy green matter out of their Mouth and Noſe. 
PROGNOSTICK\, As to the Prognoſtick part thus : 


- ©'This Diſeaſe is moſkdangerous, and commonly deadly, even in three days ſpace , as Hippocrates 
ſheweth in his 51 Aphoriſm, Se&.7. laying, Thar they who have a mortified and pitrified Brain, 


die in three day s, but if they live longer, they recover. Galen in his Comments teacheth, that we are 


not to underſtand here by a Sphacelus, a compleat corruption of the Brain, becauſe that is\uncura- 


ble, but ſuch as is at hand by reaſon of the great Inflammation. 


In thoſe wkich recover (who are very few) there is no remembrance of things paſt ; they can 


neither remember their Diſeaſe, nor any thing concerning it. 

CURE. We muſt make great haſt for the Cure of this Diſeaſe, for if we do not apply Reme- 
dies in the beginning, there is'no time for Cure. | 
Therefore in the firſt beginning of this Diſeaſe, we muſt let blood in great plenty, and very often

( Aria is Delirium, or alols of Wits without a Feaver, with raging and fury. 
| It is diſtinguiſhed from a Phrenzy, in that there is in a Phrenay an acute Feaver coming | 
from the Inflammation of the Brain and its Membranes ; but a - aria hath no Feaver in reſpect of 


its being; but a Feaver may be joyned with a Maria, coming from ſome other Cauſe, but not 


from that which produceth a 44714. And therefore in a Phrenzy a Feaver is ſymptomatical, but 
ina Mana it is eſſential and original, coming from ſome other cauſe : And ſo is Galen to be under- 
ood, Book 3. de loc. affett. Chap. 7. where he ſaith, The Melancholy Fuyce which 5s made of Choler 
burnt begets beaſtial Madneſs, ſometimes without, ſometimes with a Feaver. 25 

It is diſtinguiſhed from Melancholy by the Symptoms-which declare the Diſeaſe ; for Mania is 
with fury and boldneſs, but Melancholy is with fear and ſorrow. ; PINS” 

CAUSES. The immediate Cauſes of a ana, according to Galen, are a cold and dry diſtem- 
per coming of the black Choler which is uſed with many difficulties. GN On 

For if there were ſuch a diſtemper in the Brain, that it would diſturb the Mind, it ſhould pro- 
duce a Feaver, when a lefs heat than will produce a Delirium, can produce a Feaver, as appears in 
thoſe that are inflamed by the Sun. . | | 

To this doubt divers Authors anſwer diverſly : The Anſwer of the moſt ſolid is, That the heat 
which producetha Feaver muſt be ſmoaky, that the vapors ſent to the heart may cauſe it, and this 
vaporing heat ought to be in a moiſt matter,{uch as. in putrid Feavers : but in a Madneſs the humors 


- are aduft and burnt, fo that no vapors can ariſe from them. In one word they ſay, that the heat ina 
Madneſs or 42nza, is as heat in alive Coal, but heat in a Feaver is as heat in the flame. And this 


Anſwer is urged with a ſtrong Inſtance ; namely, in an HeRick Feaver there is more conſumption. 
of moiſture than in a Mania : yet the Feaver continueth to the ablolute conſumption of all mot- 


 fiure, even Radical alſo, and the death of the Patient. 


Plateruybeing perſwaded by this and other Reaſons, ſuppoſeth that beſides the hot and dry di- 
ſtemper, there is a malignant and venomous quality, which is the chief cauſe of a Delirium. . A great 
probability of this Opinion is, that a raging from the Mother comes from Seed corrupted and poy- 
{oned in that part.Becauſe Hydrophobia or fear of water, which is a kind of Mania coming from 
the biting of a mad Dog, is cauſed in any conſtitution without the mixture of Melancholy: And the - 


diſeaſe which comes from the bite of a Tarantula,is called a kind of madneſs. And laſtly certain poy= 


{ons do caufe madnefs, as is reported of rhe Brain of a Weeſil and Nightſhade. Therefore it is pro- 
bable that ſome certain poylon bred in the body may be the chief cauſe of madneſs; ſince malignant 
Feavers which are very mild, and ſo ſometimes that the Pulſe and Urin is like tothoſe that are in 
health,uſe to produce Deliriums more than burning Feavers without -malignity. And Experience 
teacheth us, that madneſs happens often not only in melancholy men, but allo in all Natures and A- 


- ges, clpecially if it be hereditary, or come from Parents : and is often cured by hot Medicines 
. Which have ſpecial virtue againſt it. But we muſt confeſs that this Diſeaſe is oftneſt in melancholy 


people, becauſe that humor is more fit to receive ſuch poyſon. And Galen ſeems to acknowledge 
that n_ to come upon melancholy,in his Comment upon Aphor. $6. Se&. 6. where he ſaith, 


| That the Cauſe of a Mania is 4 melancholy humor, not always , but when it is burnt above meaſure, 
| or when it 1s putrified, and bath received a malignant ſharpneſs. There remains yet one difficulty, 


That mad-men can endure the coldeſt Weather naked without hurt,and to be hot externally,which 
ſheys aft extraordinary heat. But we anſwer, that this is not proper to all mad folks, for ſome-can- 
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not ehdure cold, biit go as warm as they can. .And the other are not diſturbed with the external 
Air by reaſon of Cuſtom, becauſe from Cuſtom there. is no Paſſhon: ſo we lee tender Women in 
Winter go with naked Breaſts, which are hot to the touch, albeit according to Hippocrates Cold is 
. a preat Enemy to the Breaſt. . 

The matter producing this Diſeaſe is contained in his Veins and Arteries, either of the whole 
body, or thoſe neareſt to the Brain, or inthe Veſſels of the Brain, and in reſpec ofthe difference of 
the place containing, greater or lighter ſymptoms do ariſe.

| But we may doubt how fear and ſadneſs may be ſaid to be the Eſſence of Melancholy ; when we 


perceive that in many melancholick people there is much laughter and appearance of joy. For ſome 


laugh, ſome ſing, ſome think themſelves to be very rich Kings and Monarchs. We anſwer, That 
there are divers degrees of Melancholy, and divers mixtures of melancholick Humors with others 
from whence come varieties of Paſſions, ſo that they who have much bloud or fleem mixed with 


| melancholy, may havejoy and cheerfulneſs : but that Diſeaſe is not at that time a true Melancholy, 
- but is more hke Fooliſhneſs. |

The Immediate Caule of Melancholy (that Imay uſe the words of Galen). is 
a dark ſpirit or vapor very black;for-when the Animal Spirits ought in their own Natures to.be pure 
thin and tranſparent for the cheerful performing of the Aftions of the Brain,and to cauſe cheertulneis 
if they change their conſtitution ,and become dark and ob{cure,they produce ſorrow and fear. *Ga- 
lex in his 2. de ſympt.cauſ. chap. 6. by an example —_—_ external darkneſs, doth explain 
the matter : Of thoſe things ({aith he) which are without the Buay, we ſee nothing that doth more ter- 
rifie us than darkzeſs : therefore when darkneſs. doth encompaſs the rational part of Man, it 1s nece- 
ſary that that man ſhould: exceedingly fear who doth always carry about with him another cauſe of fear 
beſides that which 1s extetnal, i SOQET; x On VEE S214 7 = 
The Cauſe of this evil diſpoſition of the Spirits is a melancholick Humor, which being poſſeſſed 
with thicknels darkneſs anc olacknets, coth infe& the Spirits, and makes them cloudy and dark. 
And this melancholick Humor is cold and dry, and therefore proper for fixing and condenſing of 
the Spirits, which fixing and conden.ing or thickning of the Spirits muſt needs cauſe ſorrow and hea- 
vineſs ; For if the humor be thin and hot as is black Coler,' (from which-comes madneſs) it doth _ 
rather produce fury and boldneſs than fear and forrow. Therefore the immediate.cauſe of melanchyg. 
ly is thickneſs and darkneſs of the Spirits Animal ; but the neceflary condition,. and without which 
it cannot be, is a cold and dry diſtemper. But if any ſhall inſtance of an Hypochondriack Melancho- 
ly from Galez?s third Book, de locts affeftis, chap. 7. That it is an Inflammation in the Hypochondria, 
and therefore the hot diftemper doth prevail. We anſwer, That that inflammationor burning of the 
 Hypochondria comes from the heat of bloud long retained in the Spleen and Meſeraick Veins by 
xea{on of ObſtruQions; from whence many vapors are ſent up into the Brain, which though they be 
hot, yet are overcome by the coolneſs of the Brain, and are caſily brought to a cold and dry temper 
- which is proper to melancholy. But if the heat ofthoſe Vapors be ſuch that they ſpoil the temper of 
the Brain, ard make it hot and dry, then comes madneſs and not melancholy. So that in Madneſs 
or Mania and Melancholy, there is this difference : that inthe firſt, namely, aria, there is a hot 
and dry diſtemper : In the other, called Mclancholy, a cold and dry diftemper. |

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The former mentioned darknels of the Spirits confirmed by Galen is rejeted of Averroes in this 
_ - reſpe&, Becauſe darkneſs brought upon the Animal Spirits, and the black Choler of a melancholick 
humor cannot infect the Internal Senſes : according to that vulgar Axiom, There is nothing in the 
Underſtanding which was not firſt inthe Senfe : therefore ſince that black Choler, or Internal dark- 
neſs was not firſt repreſented to the eyes, it cannot be perceived by the Internal Senſes, We anlwer, 
That the blackneſs ofa melancholick bumor, or the darkneſs of the ſpirits doth not affe&t the Inter- 
nal Senſes under the notion of colour : but as they are fomewhat beſides Nature in the Brain hin- 
dring its Ations. For the Animal Spirits for the perfe&t performance of the Actions of the Brain, 
ought to be pure, thin and clear. But if (on the other ſide) they be impure, thick and dark, they 
hinder the Aions of the Brain by infe&ting the Species which are ſent thither, even as a coloured 
Glaſs doth repreſent the Species of the Obje& to the Eye with its own tinAure. 
A cold and dry diſtemper, which is propounded for a neceſſary condition to this difeaſe of Melan- 
_choly, may be oppoſed by this Argument taken from Avicer in Fen. 1. Lib. ." Tratt. 4. Chap. 18. 
| he faith, That Stammerers are for the moſt part melancholick, But theſe Stutterersare very moiſt in 
temper, according to Galen, Comment. Aphor, 32. Set. 6. where Hippocrates faith, That Stam- 
.merers are moſt ſubje& to looleneſs : And Galezi thereupon ſaith, That Srammerers have the mos- 
.  ſteſt temper, as appears.in Children who are moſt ſubjef to looſneſs. We anſwer, That Avicen's Text 
1s not to be underſtood of thoſe which are true Stammerers, which cannot pronounce the letter R, 
of which Hippocrates and Galen ſpake in the Aphoriſm aforeſaid, who are of a moiſter part : But of 
thoſe which are called Trazl: and Stutterers, which repeat the ſame ſyllahle very often before they 
can pronounce a whole word, which comes from their head long fancy when they ſtrive to ſpeak very 
quickly, for then the tongue ſoldeth its ſelf, and is conſtrained to ſtop and ſtay inthe produttion of 
words ; And theſeStutterers are of a melancholick temper. | 3 
| Laftly, It may be doubted, -how darkneſs of the Spirits ſhould be an immediate cauſe ofa me- 
lancholy Delirium, when every hurt aQion depends immediately upon ſome diſeaſe ; but this tene- 
brofity or darkneſs can be referred to no kind of Diſeaſe. We anſwer, That tenebrofity or darkneſs 
is a-diſeaſe. in number, by reaſon that the coming thereof doth increaſe the number of thoſe things

' The ſubſtance of the Brain being large needs much nouriſhment; of whence comes neceſſarily a- 
bundance of Excrements, eſpecially by reaſon of the cold and Moift Diſtemper of the part, which 
Excrements if they have only their moderate. and natural quantity are receivedinto the fore-Ven- 
tricles ofthe Brain, and are ſent by the Choana, as by a Funnel to the moiſt Glandels, and fo are ſpit: 
forth every day fromthe Palate; but if they grow more plentiful,and yet conſiſt in their natural con- 
dition, they are diſperſed about the Brain and 24enznges, and ſoare ſent forth, not only by the Pa- 


late, - but alſo.by the Noftrils. 


But when'the Brain is affeed with diſtemper and weakneſs, or is conſtrained to receivetoo much 
and diſproportionable nouriſhment, which it cannot ſufficiently. conco&, there is great increaſe of

CAUSES. In the place from which, or the part which {endeth forth, we may obſerve two kinds 
of Cauſes : One is that which begetteth much moiſture in the body,, the other is that which makes 
the humours flow: that is called the generating, this the expelling cauſe. — A 
The generating cauſes conſiſt in the hindring of-ConcoRion, which comes either from the fault in 
the nouriſhment, or in the faculty, | | 
The Concottion of the Brain is hindered chiefly from diftemper either cold or hot. 
. . Acold diſtemper cauſeth that the nouriſhment brought to the Brain is ill concoed and turned 
into flegm 5 as alſo that the Vapours brought from the inferiour parts are not ſufficiently diſcufled, 
but are turned and condenſed into water. _ | | 
But a hot diſtemper doth attra& more plentifully nouriſhment and vapours, ſo that Nature can- 
not ſufficiently diſcuſs them. | 4 
The Conco&ion of the Brain is hindered through the nouriſhment,either when there is toomuch, 
or when it hath evil qualities; ſo cold,grols,and ilimy meats and drinks immoderately taken cannot 
be perfe&ly concoRed, and make the Brain crude and moiſt. So ſharp and windy nouriſhment ſend 
many vapours to the head. i | 
To theſe you may adde external cauſes, which ule tofill the head with ſuperfluous humidity, as 
Southernly Air, long ſleep, eſpecially at Noon, idlelife, and the like. KE” 
Although the Brain be called the chieflending part, yet is not always the chief cauſe ofdeflui- 


- on; but for the moſt part the matter is ſent from other parts to the Brain : for after evil humours 


are colleed either in the Veins,or any peculiar part,as the Liver,Spleen,Meſentery, Womb,not one- 


Ty many Vapours are fent from them to the Head, but alſo the humours themſelves are carried to 


the Head,anddeſcend again tothe inferiour parts : and the fault lieth moſt in the iriſeriour partsin 
the breeding of a Defluxion, whole diſtemper isdivers; and the ObſtruRion allo divers. Re 

For a hot diſtemper of the Bowels makes abundance of vapours, from which comes Defluxiofi,as 
in a Still or Alembick : but a cold diftemper by weak decotion begets crude humours,which upon 
the leaſt occaſion fly tothe brain. 

But the ObſtruRions of the parts ofthe lower belly hinder the voiding of Excrements, whence it 
comes that they being increaſed by degrees, when they cannot find their free and ordinary courſe 
fly up to theBrain. And to this doth alſo concur the weakneſs of the Brain,fit to receive theſeEx- 


- crements, ſor (as we ſaid) the ſtronger parts do disburden themſelues upon the weaker, and it of- 


ten happens that the Brain by reaſon of its ſoft and looſe ſubſtance is weakeſt, and can lels retiſt than 
folid and compact ſubſtances. | | | | \ 

* The impulfive Cauſes are too much heat of the Brain or cooleneſs, or ſome conco&ion of humors; 
too much heat doth extenuate and diffuſe the humors contained in the Brain, and opens the Pores 
by which they uſe to flow : ſuch is the heat of the Head with the Sun or Fire, or too much cover- 
ing,ſmelling of hot Spices, and other paſſions. © RES RE ns 

- Coldneſs doth compreſs the Brain, and ſtrains forth the humour therein contained, as a Sponge is 

ſqueezed in the hand. Such change is often in Winter, and eſpecially in ſudden alteration of Ar : 
as when a, Southern Wind hot and moiſt is turned intoa North Wind cold and dry ; or when one 
Soing —_—_ a hot place comes ſpeedily into a cold. To theſe cauſes you may add coldnels of the 


_ Feet, which by ſympathy is communicated to the Brain. 


Many there are who deny the aforeſaid compreſſion ofthe Brain by cold, becauſe cold doth in- | 
craſſate and condenſe the humiours,and makes them leſs apt to flow : neither doth the example of a 
Sponge prove any thing,which will not empty it ſelf in the Air. But this Opinion delivered by *p- 
pocrates in lib. de loc. in homine, ſeems to be true; Fluxions (faith he) come of cold,when the fleſh and 
veins of the Head are extended ; for thoſe when the Head 15 cold and contratted, bound together and 
excluding, do ſtrain forth moiſture, And alſo the fleſh dath aſſiſt them, and the hairs are on end, 
as being every where ſtrongly preſſed ; and therefore whatſoever is ſtrained from thence falls where it is 
occaſioned. From whence it is manifeſt, that a contra&ion and: compreſſion of the parts may be 
made by cold, and from thence a humour may be expreſſed. Neither doth it hinder that denlati- 


- onor thickning of humours, which is made þytold, as we faid ; for it may be ſo when the whole 


body is equally cold. But when the external parts are offended by ſudden cold, they are pre- 
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ſently ſtrained, and ſtrainthe humour contained, Of leſs force is that argument againſt the Sponge; 
that it is not expreffed by the cold air; for, there is another teaſon to be given of living parts, whoſe 
heat and ſpirits fly from the ſence of cold, and cauſe the parts wherein they are to be contrated; 
which cannot bein a Sponge full of water. Yet we muſt confeſs, that this is not the onely way by 
which a Defluxion comes through cold ; for cold ofthe feet will producea Catarrh, by communi- 
cating a cold diſtemper to the brain by the chiefeſt Nerves that come through the marroxy of the 
back bone ; and this coolneſs goes into the innermoſt parts of the brain,not the external, as cold air, 
which affe&s the head immediately : therefore we may rather think in this caſe, that the Retentive 
Faculty of the brain is weakned by cold of the head, ſothat it cannot contain the ſuperfluous hu- 
mours which are many, but lets them flow forth. 4k by ys 
There is alſo another way very uſual, by which a Catarrh of a cold cauſe corneth, namely the 

Roppage of the external Pores,elpecially in the time wherein the body requireth moſt ſiveat Hence 
it comes, that men very much inflamed, running ſuddenly into the cold air, are troubled with Ca- 
tarrhs. So Catarrhs come to be moſt frequent in Autumn, becauſe the body being made thin, and 
the Pores opened inthe Somer, caſting forth many excrements by infenſible tranſpiration, if they be 
preſently ſtopped by contraRtion of the body with cold, do cauſe humours and vapours to fly into 
the head and centre ofthe brain. So about the beginning of Autumn there are not onely Cararrhs, 
but alſo abundance of watry humours are ſent forth by moſt men in their Urine and by Stool, which 
cauſe Fluxes of the belly at that time. But if any ask why Defluxions do not laſt all the Winter, 
when by reaſon of cold the Pores are always ſtopped : We anſwer, That Nature doth in Winter 
diſcharge her {elf by other ways rather than by ſweat, namely by Stool, Urine, and Spittle. How 
great that Evacuation is which is uſually by inſenſible tranſpiration,is pleaſantly taught by Sanfori- 
24, in his book de Statica Medicina, where he faith, That it is larger than all the ſenſible Evacuations 
put together ; 1o that iſthe meat and drink of one day be eight pound in weight,the infenſibletran-

{piration will be ſix pound : heis very curious in this matter. What light he hath left to the finding 
out of Cauſes, and curing Diſeaſes, I leave to be judged by the Learned, | 
In the part receiving you mult conſider the imbecillity,or other diſpoſition to receive and attra& 
Defluxion. In regard of weaknels it is an uſual ſaying among Phyſicians, That the ſtronger part do 
always lay the ſuperfluous burden upon the weaker; as in Commonyealths the great ones tay the 
chiefeſt burden upon the poor Commons. | 
Now the weaknels of the parts is either Natural or Adventitious. A natural weakneſs comes from 
the ſoftneſs and looſneſs of the parts of the Glandules and Lungs,which do eafily entertain Defluxi- 
ons : but adventitious weakneſs is from a diſtemper,or from ſolution of continuity. A cold ditem- 
; per by weakning the native heat cauſeti the part to have leſs power to reſiſt the humour flowing un- 
toit. And a ſolution of continuity or vound makes the part more fit to receive Defluxions by its 
weakneſs: hence aroſe the uſe of Cauteries or Ifſues, becauſe the part being thereby weakned, the 
humours do flow flrom the other parts unto it. And fo the Lungs being ulcerated, receive the hu- 
mours from the head, and from all other parts. | 
Among other diſpoſitions for the attracting of a Defluxionheat is chiefly. to be reckoned ; for we 
may obſerve, that parts inflamed do plentifully attrat humours.So ina Conſumption many humours 
are drawn from the Head to the Lungs, not onely by reaſon of the Ulcer, but alſo by reaſon of the 
Inflammation. Whence H:ppocrates ſpeaking of a Phthifis or Conſumption in his firſt book of Diſea- 
ſes faith thus,The Lungs being inflamed draw humours from the whole body ,and eſpecially fromthe head, 
and the head being made hot from the body, ſpits forth that thick matter. | 
There are two ways by which the humours are carried fromthe head into the inferiour parts,ei-_ 
ther internal or external. The internal way is when the humour flows from the parts under the Skull, 
chiefly from the Ventricles of the brain, and makes divers diſeaſes and ſymptoms according to the 


diverſity of the parts receiving,of which ſome have peculiar names,according to the vulgar Verles #7 
Schola Salern : . | 


That Rheum 1s call d Catarrhus which doth fall 
- * Upon the Breadt, upon the Faws wecall 

I: Branchus, Coryza through the Noſe doth fall. : 
— Whenthe humour flows upon the Breaſt, the diſeaſe keeps the general name of a Catarrh or De- 
fluxion : when it falls upon-the Jaws,and Aſpera Arteria or rough Arteries, it-is called Branch, 
Raucedo, or Hoarſneſs : when it flows into the Noftrils,it cauſeth not onely a Coryza or Murrh, but 
Oz.ena or Polypua. But in other parts it produceth various effeQts : if it fall upon the Nerves, it 
produccth a Torpor or Numbneſs, a Palſie, Convulſion, Trembling ; ifin the Ears, Deafneſs,Swel- 
ling; if inthe Eyes, Ophthalmy or Inflammation, Tears, Blindneſs ;. if upon the Vo#laor Palate, 
Swelling,Looſneſs or Laxity,or Ulcer ; ifin the Throat, the Quinzy ; if on the Lungs, the Pleuri- 
ſie, Inflammation or Impoſthumation, Cough, Shortneſs of breath, Spitting ofþbloud, Confumption z 
if intp the Stomach, Vomiting, Want of appetite; ifinto the Bowels, it cauſeth Diarrhea and Dy- 


lentery 
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ſentery : therefore it is rightly conceiyed, that the greateſt part of diſeaſes that trouble Mans bodY 
have their original from the Head. | | | | Ws | 

Moreover, ſometimes the kumour flows from the Brain with the bloud into the Veins, whengE 
comes the diſeaſe called Febris Catarrhalrs, when Nature is ſtrongly moved toexpel the ſuperfluous 
humonr, and the Spirits being thereby much diſturbed are inflamed, and cauſe a Quotidian Fever t 
hence it is that a Defluxion is reckoned among the Cauſes of a Quotidian Fever. And always before 
the coming of the Joynt Gout or Inflammation called Eryſipelas tuch a Fever doth precede. 

The external ways by which the. humour flows from the Head, are thoſe which are without the 
Skull under the Skinz and Fernelizs ſuppoſed, that the humours were chiefly carried between the 
fleſh and the skin,although by the continuity of the Muſcles, Membranes, and Nerves, as alſo the 
Veins and Arteries,the humours uſe to flow into the Eyes, Teeth, Jaws,Neck,Shoulders, Joynts, and

DIFFERENCES. Some Authors make difference of Catarrhs, which are theſe; ſome are called 
Ferini or wild, ſome fſuffocating, ſome epidemical or common. £ 

A wild violent Catarrh is that which by its ſharpneſs ulcerateth the Lungs,and brings a Conſum- 
ption,and it comes of a ſharp and ſalt humour riſing from a hot Liver,and is ſent into the brain, and 
from thence into the Lungs. | KI Fu 

A ſuffocating Catarrh is when the humour flows violently into the hollow ofthe Lungs,and is till 
- renewed to the danger of ſtrangling. | 

Laftly,an epidemical Catarrh hath'a malign quality,and is common among the people,and comes 
from the corruption of the Air. | 

DLAGNOSTICK. The knowledge of this diſeaſe is from three ſigns ; of the Subjea, ofthe Dif- 
eaſe, and of the Cauſe. ” I . | 

The ſubject or body apt to fall into a Catarrh is known by the ſlender fabrick of it, eafily pierced 
with either hot or cold air; as allo by the too compa fabrick of it, which hindereth a free tranſpi- 
ration, as alſo a weak and cold brain,which cannot diſcufs the vapours which are ſent unto it,or ſuffi- 
ciently concoR its own nouriſhment;as alſo a hot brain that attrats too many vapours : alſo the con- 
trary actions of the Stomach and Liver, when one is hot and the other cold. 

The Signs which ſhew. the Diſeaſe either declare it to be coming or preſent. | 

The aforeſaid Cauſes ſhew it to be coming, but eſpecially heavineſs in the head,dulnefs and numb- 
nels of the ſences,long ſleep, much ſnorting, a inotty Noſe, and moxe ſpitting than uſual, coſtiveneſs 
of body, and abundance of wind. Cn” | m

That the cavity of 
the eye doth not ſuffer with the pericranium, although it reach to it, by reaſon that the pain of the 
pericranium comes for the moſt part of external cold, for a cold part will eaſily ſuffer from the like 
quality : but that cold cannot reach tothe hollow of the eye, becaule it is preſerved by the heat, 
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 bloud, and ſpirits ofthe cyes. But if arany time a. Headach cometh of external heat,or the like, the © 
" $kin of the head is onely afteRed,not the pericranium which lieth deep. But this Dotrine of Ronde- 


[etizz doth not altogether take away all difficulty ; for although all things which he alledgeth ſhould 
be granted, yet ifa painarile from a Tumor gathered upon the pericranwm, or of ſome other (cauſe 
that diſſolveth continuity and divideth,there is no reaſon why the grief ſhould not reach to the hol- 
low of the eye. We can ſay this in defence of Galer, That this ſign was given by him for two rea- 
ſons : Firſt, becauſe the Membrane which reacheth to the hollow of the eye from the pericranium is 
not ſoſenſible, and therefore cannot ſuffer but abſolutely : but the Coats of the eyes which come 
from the meninges are very ſenſible,and therefore have great pain. Moreover,that Membrane which 
cometh from the pericranimm doth not touch the eye 10 inwardly and deeply-towards the Optick 
Nerves, as the Coats which come from the meninges , whence it is that the external pain cannot ex- 
tend it ſelf to the roots of the eyes, as Galen ſaith. : TR 

A pain by propriety is conftant and permanent,nor doth it follow the Diſcaſe of other parts: but 
a pain by-conſent or ſympathy depends upon the infirmity ofanother part,ſo that as that increaſeth 
or diminiſheth,the Headach increateth or diminiſheth. Now this pain by ſympathy is either by con- 
ſent from the whole body as in Fevers; or from ſome peculiar part,as the Stomach, Liver, Spleen, 
or Mother. | 
But we may know what part is affeted when a pain is communicated to the head by its proper 
 Apricking pain comes from a ſharp cholerick humour or vapour which toucheth the Membranes 
of the Brain. A heavy pain comes from much thick and cold matter, namely Flegm or Melancholy - 
compreſſing the ſenſible parts. An extending pain comes from wind or mild humours, which work 
themſelves into the Membranes, anddiſtend them. A beating or pulfative pain comes of thin chole- 
rick bloud or ſpirits abounding,by which the Arteries being ſtretched and fwoln, do beat more ve- 


_ hemently and ſhake the Membranes, and fo ſtriking the adjacent parts, cauſe in them a ſence of Pul- 
ſation, as Galen teacheth more at large, 2. de loc. aff. c.3, |

He Diſeaſesof the Eyes are ſo divers,that it ts very hard to lay them down clearly and plain= 
ly, and to diſtinguiſh one from the other ; which that we may endeavour as much as may bt, 
and clear up our Treatiſe for Prattice, we will thus divide them; the Diſeaſes by which the 
am 8 S:2ht 15. immediately hurt nay firſt be expounded,and afterwards the reſt which happen to the 
Parts of which the Eyes are compounded, or which are near unto them, without any,or very little hurt to 
the Sight. The Sight 1s burt whenit 13 diminiſhed, abolsſhed or depraved. Sight aboliſhed u called 
T@AoTs in Greeh, in Latine Caecitas. But Sight diminiſhed hath divers Names according to the 


degree and marner of the diminution ; of which the chief are Amblyopia, Myopia, NyRalopia, and 
Acies Veſpertina. 
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of the Eye, the remote Objets are better -ſeen, becauſe it 5s neceſſary that the Obje& ſhould be at a 


fur ther diſtance, that the Conus or Point of. the Pyramis may come to the Cryſtalline Humor, and there 

be terminated. But if the Objetts come nearer the Eye,the Conus goeth bythe Cryſtalline, and they 

are ſeen more obſcurely.

. thing which by reaſon of the great diſtance could not be ſeen, is now plainly perceived;, becauſe the Co- 

nus of the Pyramis is extenaed as far as the Cryſtalline, which' before ended mm the Pupilla, or in the 
watry Humor, or inthe white Humor, On the contrary, Old Men are helped with Convex SpeStacles, 
by which the Beams are united,and the Conus of the Pyramis is made ſhorter, and ſo things are better

SIGNS. This Difeaſe is known,in that the eyes ſeemto be in their natural condition,and there is 
no fault apparent in them,onely the Pupilla ſeems blacker and larger. But in diftinguiſhing the diffe- 
rences of Cauſes there is great difficulty : for although the Diſeaſe coming of bloud or matter is 
known by Inflammation, Impoſtume, or Wound going before, yet no certain fign can be given, by 
which we can diſtinguiſh a compreſſion made with Flegm from an Obſtru&ion; but we may in ſome 
part conje&ture, tor in the Obſtruction onely of the Oprick Nerve the Eye is onely affeed, byr a 
compreſſion be made of the fame Nerve by flegm gathered about the roots of the eyes and procdſles, 


that matter poſſeſſeth other parts of the Brain,and then all or ſome of the other fences are hurtzbut 


if itſeize onely upon the Optick Nerves, there is more plenty of humour ſent forth at the Noftrils, 


and the Patient perceives a heavinels in the forepart of the head, eſpecially about the Eyebrows. 


PROGNOST ICK. As to the Prognoftick part, if this Diſeale be abſolnte, that is, if there be a 
total loſs of ſight,eſpecially itit come from Obftru&tion of the Optick Nerves, it is for the moſt part 
incurable : as we ſee in Palties allo, that they are {carce or never cured which come from the ob- 
ſtru&ion of the Nerves, elpecially if the Patient be old.But if the obſtrution be imperfe&, which 
onely cauſeth a diminution of fight, but not blindneſs,there is more hope of recovery,although it can- 
not be brought about without much pain and long uſe of Medicines. | 

But if the Ditcaſe come of humours gathered in the forepart of the Head, which compreſs the 
Nerves,it may be more calily cured. So faith Fabricius Hildanm, obſerv.19. cent.g. That a certain 
man after a ſtrong Vomut loſt his ſight, and that he cured him with giving him the ſame Medicine 
again; for as the humours being too much ſtirred by a violent Vomit, and caſt upon the Optick 
Nerves compreſſing them, did hinder the paſſage of the Spirits to the Eyes; ſo the fame. humours 
being - carried away by the fame Medicine,the Biteaſe became cured. Almoſt the like ow is men- 
tioned by Sernertus,of a certain Student,who taking too ſtrong a Purge became ſuddenly blind. He 
alſo affirmeth, That certain Women, after they nad conceived with child, became blind through the 


_  kreightneſs of the Optick Nerves, and that the Diſeaſe went away after four or five moneths, or in

the time of their Delivery. 
We alſo have ſeen ſome which fell ſuddenly into extreme diminution of fight, who within fifteen 
days were cured by univerſal Evacuations and ſome Revulfions, and by the eafineſs of the Cure we _ 
ſuppoſe that the humour was not faſtned within the ſubſtance of the Nerve,but onely gathered toge-_ 
ther in the Brain about the Original ofthoſe Nerves. ..

For it is diſallowed in this caſe by almoſt all PraRitioners, becaule it is a Chronical Diſeaſe of 
long continuance, coming of a cold diſtemper and ofa flegmy huniour. Hence they fear leſt by 
bloud-letting the Brain ſhould be made more cold, and ſo beget more flegm; and leſt the conjuntt 
cauſe of the Diſeaſe ſhould be more incraflated or thickned, and ſo become more difficult to be 
diſcufſed arid diſhpated. But although their Opinion may take place as to old men,and ſuch as are of 
aflegmatick Canfſtitution,yet it is not to be admitted to themthat are young, or of a hot Conſtituti- 
on,eſpecially ifthere be manifeſt ſigns that bloud doth predominate, for then there is no-doubt- but 
ſeaſonable bloud-letting may much profit. Nay,where the aforeſaid ſigns of bloud do appear, it is 
profitable in the judgment of Paxlma and eAriua,after the Vein inthe Arm is opened,to open the par- 
ticular Veins in the Head, and thoſe which are neareſt the Eyes, namely the Frontal and Temple 
Veins, and thoſe which are in the corners of the Eyes near the root of the Noſe. But you may bct- 
ter apply Horſleeches to the Forehead, as alfo behind the Ears.

{ome by a wound in the forchead have been cured of blindneſs; in which it is moſt probable, that 
the caule of their blindneſs was the compreſſion of the Optick Nerves by the Veins and Arteries ad- 
joyning,and ſwelling with too much bloud,which the wounds aforeſaid emptied forth.

Finally, Other depravations of Sight may come from the inverſion of the Cryſtalline,be it greater 
or leſs; as when ſtrait things appear crooked, or when the objeRs ſeem to be folded ; which hap- 
pened to a cettain Phyſician (as Sexnerras reports) who going up a Ladder to take a Book from a 
ſhelf, and turning his eyes violently upwards, ſaw all things afterwards turned upwards, as though 
men walked upon their heads, which came by the attra&ionand diſplacing of the Cryſtalline. For a 
quarter of a year a ter when again he turned up his Eyes violently, his Natural Sight returned, and 
all things appeared in right order. | | | 

Hence it appears, that by a violent motion of the Eye that the Cryſtalline may be diſplaced, and 
again by the ſame motion be {et right. 1 ſuppole that the dilplacing of the Cryſtalline was thus, It 
was ſo inverted, that the fore-part of it (which-is more depreſſed than the other) was not right a- 

ainſt the Pupilla ; but rather its fide, which being more round and convex, might reoreſent the 

Gecies of the objeRs inverted, as we may alſo obſerve in round Glaſſes,. which diſcover the obje& 
inverted; add this is true from the Principles of the Optick Art : for ina Medium that is convex 
and thick, the ſpecies are 19 broken, and as it were croſs cut, that they which come from the upper 
part of the obje&, do repreſent the lower. part; and fo contrarily, but if the inverſion of the Cry- 


 talline beleſs, fo as both the depreſſed part of the Cryſtalline, and alſo the Convex part thereof, 


be right againſt the Pupil/a, the objefts may feem crooked. Although that depravation of Sight 
whereby objeAs ſeem crooked may come by other means; namely, when any part of the Cryſtal- ' 


| line iqgmixed with the watery humor, then by reaſon of inequality of the Cryſtalline in regard of - 


thickneſs, the refraQions are divers, which are the.cauſe of depravation of Sight whereby things 
appear crooked. This may be demonſtrated by a clear Example : ' A ſtaff put halt into the water 
appears crooked for this cauſe, namely, the ſpecies of that part in the water, when it is carried out 


- of the water into the Air, from a thicker to a. thinner Medium, is broken by the perpendicular ; 


but that part which is in the Air is not broken, becauſe it doth not pals through divers Mediums as 


that whichis in the water. Hence-it-comes that the ſtick ſeems crooked. After the ſame manner 


the ſpecies of the object which is carried into the thicker part of the Cryſtalline -is more broken, 


than that which is carried to the thinner, which is in its natural ſtate, and not mixed underneath 


with the watery humor; and fo by reaſon of the divers refrations the obje&s appear crooked.

[He Watery Humor is out of its Natural Condition, when it is diſtempered in quantity or qua- 
+ lity. When the diſtemper is in quantity, it-is infarged or diminiſhed, and makes the Pupil be 
dilated or contraQed, which diſeaſes ſhall be mentioned in their places. When the diſtemper is in 
quality, it becomes thicker, and that comes from another humor mixed with it, and that is called 
Suffuſion, which we here ſpeak of. For although Galen 1. de Symp. cauſ. cap. 2. ſheweth, that a Suf- 
fuſion may come from the condenſation of the watery humor,.without the acceſs of an excrementi- 
tious humor. Yet becauſe it happensſeldom, and is known rather by imagination than art, and is al- 
together incurable , omitting that,we ſhall ſpeak of that Suffuſion only which cometh from the af- 
flux of another excrement orhumor. | This is called in Greek v=ixvuz, in Latin Suffuſio, by the A- 

rabians Water, vulgarly a Catara:F. Some Authors would diftinguifh theſe names, and make them 

ſignifie divers forts of thisdileafe : They call jt in the beginning (when the ſight is only a little 
darkned)) a'Suffuſion ;; but when it is grown older, and ſomething gathered into the Pupil, appears 
like water, then they call it only Aqua, Water; but when the matter is grown thick in the Pupilla, 
and the ſight almoſt gone, then they call it a Cararat#, A Suffuſion comes from a ſerous watery 
humor ſpread in the ſpace between the Coz7ea andthe Cryſtalline : aud fince a Watery Humor is 
contained in, that ſpace, it may well be reckoned among the Diſeaſes of the Watery Humor. 

This is the caule of a true Suffuſion 5 there is another Baſtard-Suffuſion which comes from vapors 
ſent from the ſtomach and other parts into the Eyes, Galen 4. de loc. aff.cap. 2. taught, that vapors 
may be ſent from. the Head to the Eyes,and make a Baſtard-Suffuſion; but although Authors ſpeak 

, of two forts of Suffuſions, yet they are for the moſt part united, and a ſpurious or falſe Pleurilie is _ 
complicated or joyned with a true one ; becauſe vapors ſent from the lower parts to the Brain, are 
eaſily carried to thole parts of the head which are weakned with any diſeaſe, and this aÞpears in that 
all troubled with Suffuſions are leſs troubled,and feebetter in the morning than at noon or night, be- 
caule after dinnxr or {upper many. yvaporsare ſent up from the ſtomach to the eyes which diſturb the 
ſight. And Experience teacheth; that men ſo diſeaſed have their (ight more. dull and dark preſent-. 
ly after meat, than a few hours after. Moreover, all that have a Suffuſion relate that they ſee inthe 
Air little Bodics, as Gnats, Flies, Hairs, Cobwebs, and the like; which could not be but by the 
groſs vapors which are ſent to the Eye,and there move: for although Authors ſuppoſe that theſe re- 
preſentations depend upon ſome thick humors contained in the Eye, which make a Suffuſion ; yer 
this is not credible, becaule then ir ſhould always move in the Eye, to repreſent thole little Bodies

A true Suffuſion doth for the moſt part affe& only one Eye, but if both be affected, they arenot 
at one time, or alike affeRed, as ina ſpurious Suffuſion. ' D TR 
Secondly, In a true Suffuſion, ſome dark matter appeareth in the Pupilla, which doth not ina ſpu- 
rious or Baſtard Suffuſion. But this is not always a.true ſigngdor if the Suffuſion cometh of a thin 
and ſerous humor, becaule it is no thicker than the watery humor, there appeareth no change in the 
Eye,by which Phy ficians are ſometimes deceived,not knowing that kind of Suffulion, they take it for 
| Gutta Serena, perceiving no change in the Pupilla : but this kind is eaſily diſtinguiſhed from Gurta 
Serena. Firſt, in Gurta Serena the Sight is quite gone, or much diminiſhed, no Hurt appearing in the 
Eye.

T2 Natural Conſtitution ofthe Cornea Tunicle is deſtroyed when it loſeth its brightneſs and 

tranſparentnels, or when it is infeted with another colour. 
It loſeth brightneſs when it is grown thicker, noxwthe Cornea doth grow thick by drineſs,as inold 

' men,which is incurable - or by groſs humors faſtned upon it,which happeneth often in Ophthalmy, 
when cither by too much uſe of Reſolving Medicines the inner parts of the Humor are diſſolved, 
and the thick remain. Or when by an extraordinary uſe of cold Medicinesthe humors are thickned ; 
and the Cornea doth not onely become thicker in that part unto which the humor is faſtned, but it 
alfo contraQeth a white colour, which is called Lexcoma or Albugo; ſometimes this allo comes 
from a Scar after an Ulcer,whereby the Cornea is made thicker in that part, and loſeth its tranſpa- 
rentneſs. : 

DIFFERENCES. The Differences are divers, as they are more or leſs thick ; one doth poſ- 

{eſs onely the Superficies of the Cornea ; another lies more deep and pierceth the whole Cornea ;

Beginnins with an Ophthalmy ; We ſay, that itis as the word in Greek, ſheweth, onely an In- 
flammation of the Eye, and by all Authors it is uſed for the Inflammation of the Adnara, or Conjun- 
awa, It is called by the Latines Lippitudo or bloud-ſhotnels, ſince Cornelirs Celſus.- 


DIFFEFENCES. This Inflammation as it is greater or leſs, hath a threefold Differcnce. The 
firſt is called in Greek Taraxis,in Latme Conturbatio,which according to Paulus cometh from an ex- 
ternal Cauſe,namely, the Sun,Smoak- Duſt,Oyl, and the like : but it may alfo come of an internal, 
namely,by fault of the Stomach afcer drinking of Wine,or other Diſtempers ; and this 1s a light [n-

Nor is one Purge ſuihcicnt,but you muſt repeat them at a diſtance,if the Diſeaſe be old firſt gi- 
ving good Preparatives by Apozemes or Juleps proper for the Humor offending : therefore in the 
beginnins aiiay the heat ot the Humors with cooling Juleps,and ſuch as thicken ; or with Emulfions 
mace of the greater Cold Seeds, Lettuce and white Poppy-ſeeds, in ſome cooling decoCtion, with 
a little Rolewater. 

After univertal Revulſions and Evacuations come to TopicalMedicines with that part,which from 
the beginning mult be repelling; yet tne loundeft Practitioners do warn us not toule repelling Me- 
dicines to the Eycs at firlt, becaule jor the moſt part they ſtop the Humor and retain it in the Eye, 
and fo increale the grief and inflammation : For Gale: Comment. Aphor. z 1.Sect.6. reproves a certain 
Oculiſt which uſed theſe kind of Medicines in the beginning of the inflammation; for they may be 
ſuſpe:ied in the beginning n#t to ſtay violent Defluxions,but rather to keep them from coming forth. 
Hence it cometh to pats, that when the Humors are ſharp, the Corzea is ſometimes ulcerated, but 
when they are many it'is ſtreaked and ſometimes broken.

Solenander commends highly the Deco&ion of Quince-leaves, which are to be gathered without 
breaking in the beginning of the Spring, and kept diligently that they be neither duſty nor muſty, 
nor otherwiſe defiled ; and when you uſe them,boyl one handful of them in pure water, and let the 
Eyes be often waſhed therewith : It isa wonder (faith he) to ſee how it doth preſerve, cleanſe and 
ſtops Rheums in the Eyes. | 
Sometimes in an inveterate Ophthalmy much filth-like matter is gathered in the Eyes which can 
ſcarcely be cured with Collyriums or other Remedies : but in this caſe fine Cotten dried at the fire 
and laid like a ſmall Pillow upon the Eye and rowled down,is very good ; for the next morning you | 
may take much filth away.with it. And with this Remedy uſed many Nights together many Eyes 
have been cured which could not otherwiſe 5 and this kind of Medicine prevails chiefly amongChil- 
dren that have fore Eyes. x | 
For a Concluſion of this Chapter,it will not be amiſs to ſet down the Experimental Medicines of 
Zacutus Luſitanm, who cured an Old Ophthalmy which would no otherwiſe be removed in a whole 
year with a Mercurial Unguent,although there wasno ſign of the French-Pox : being perſwaded by 
Mercurialts, who in his Book of the French-Pox ſaith, When you ſee any Diſeaſe that will not be cu- 
red by ordinary means, imagine it to bethe French- Pox. He asked the Patient if ever he had the 
French Diſeaſe,or ever lay with a foul bodied Woman ? He denied all,hut only confefled that he 
' Tay with one Man once intne Bed,whom he ſuſpe&ed to be Frenchified - Upon this Conjefure,the 
Phyſician preſcribed a Sudorifick Diet of Sarſa'for twenty days,but tono end. And though the Diſ- 
eaſe was chiefly in the upper parts, ſo that it was to be feared left if he Fluxed himat the mouth with 
Mercury,that the humors ſhould fall more into the Eyes ; but in regard it was old,and the force of 
the Defluxion was attained,he preſcribed the Unguent of Mercury after his Body was well purged, 
and by it in ſeven days ſpace after plentiful ſalivation or ſpitting,his pains ceaſed, that Inflammation 
was gone,the itching abated which was before in his Eye lids, with much Acrimony. And fo leaving 
him only an Iflue in his Arm to breath the Brain, and preſcribing a good Diet, which he kept, the 
Patient returned to his former health.

whole Tunicle be corroded, the watry Humor will flow out, and the Uvea ſtart forth. 

CURE. TheCure ofthis Dilcale, as of other U'cers, is by cleanſing and drying means, but they 
muſt be very gentle by rcafon of the tendernels of the part, and exquiſiteneſs of the Senſe. Butyou 
muſt firſt uſe tuch riings as reveal and hincer the Flux of Humors fi om the Eyes: as in Ophthalmy 
either old or new, were declared. And if there bean Inflammation with it, yon muſt mix things that 
are proper for that, With which allo you may uſe things that afſwage pain, if there be any. 

Theſe things do moderately dry and cleanſe : Sugar, Honey,Saffron, Myrrh,Frankincenſe, Aloes, 
Sarcocol, Tutty and Cerus; of which you may make theſe following Medicines :

CHAP. XV. | 
Of Agylops, and Fiſtula Lacrymalis 


Itherto we have ſpoken of the Diſeaſes of the Eyes which happen in the Humors and upon the 
Tunicles; it remaineth that we ſpeak of the Diſeaſes of the Corners of the Eyes and Eye- 
lids. | 
And firſt of the Tumor inthe great Corner of the Eye, by the root of the Noſe called e-£gylops, 
and Anchylops, if not broken. | 
This little Tumor is either with or without Inflammation. | 
CAUSE. When it is inflamed itis like a {mall Phlegmon or Bile,red about,with a ſnooting paitt. 
And it comes of thin and cholerick bloud that flows into the part by the Veins of the Temples,Fore- 
head and Face,and ſo impoſtumateth 5 which being often, produceth an Ulcer, which ſpeedily turns 
hollow, and then it is called F:tula Lacrymalis. And if this continueth one year, there is a Caries 
or foulnels of the Bone,as Hippocrates ſairh,45.Set.s. In Ulcers of a year old the Bone is foul. And 
this Caries is known by the Cavity which is known by the finger and by the ſtinking matter flowing 
from it, | | 
Sometimes it comes without Inflammation, and then it is bred of a thick ſlimy humor,like Pulſe 
or Honey : As the Tumors called Atheromata, Stertometa, Melicerrs, which are without pain.

CAUSES. Both theſe Diſeaſes come from the Diſtemper of the Brain or Ears. 


Acold diſtemper of the Brain, or Repletion or Weaknels, or ſome other hurt in that part,cſpe- 


ciaily in which is the riſe and progrels of the hearins Nerve, may caute Deainels or thick Hearing. 


SIGNS. The Diſeaſes of the Ears areeither in the inſide or outſide thereof. | 
| In the Exterior Cavity, a perfe& or an imperfe& ſtoppage from a Tumor, Impoſthume or Bloud, 
Martter,Flegm,and other things comingeither from within or without ,may caule a defect in the hea- 


Ting. But you muſt obſerve;that the ſtoppage of the external paſſage cannot make a'perfe& and ab- 


ſolute Deafneſs, but only a thick hearing, becauſe lounds may be carried by the Mouth alfo to the 
Ear : For there is an open way from the internal Cavity of the Ear to the Palate,by which ſounds do 
eaſily pals and infinuate themſelves into the Ears-and this paſſage is made for the purging of the 
Ears. And many Experiments do ſhew, that a ſound'may pals through the open Mouth to the Ears. 

We may obſerve, that they who are very thick of hearing, will open their Mouths that they may 
better hear thole that ſpeak unto them. And if youſtop both Ears cloſe, and irike a Muſick Inftru- 
ment with a ſtick held in your Teeth, you will hear the ſound better. 4nd when you travel in the 

Night, you will better hear any. man coming afar off, if you put one end of your Sword or Staff 
between your Tceth, and faſten the other end upon the ground. 2: 


The Humors which are gathered into the internal Cavity of the Ear, and eſpecially ſuch as flow 
from the Head do cauſe deafneſs or thick hearing in the inner-part of the Ear,and theſe are for the 
moſt part flegmy,and ſometimes cholerick ; as appears Aph. 28. Set.4. where Hippocrates faith, That 
cholerick Evacuations are good for deaf men; ſometimes bloudy are good, for it is manifeſt, that 
the deafneſs accompanied with the Criſis comes from the Flux of bloud to the Ears. Now the hu- 
mors-are ſoretimes ſent from the whold Body to'the Ears, as in continual Feavers, and eſpecially 
thoſe that are malignant, The ill compoſition of the Inſtruments of Hearing produceth the tame ef- 
feQts ; as -when the Timpane or Drum groweth too looſe by a viotent noiſe or over-moiſtneſs: and 
for this reafon deaf people are moreithick of hearing in Southerly- weather, becauſe the Membrane 


is relaxed þy the mviſtneſs of the Air; or when the Timpane is over-ſtretched or dried after a vio- 
lent Diſeaſe, long watching or faſting ; or when it is broken by violent motions,or eating by a cor- 


roding humor : Sometimes bloud cometh forth after a great hurt and-matter without hindrance to 
the hearing, becauſe the paſſage is between the Bone and the Membrane. Or when any parts of the 
Ear;either originally,or by ſome outward caule, as ſtroke,fall,or thelike,are put out of their natu- 
ral order. Moreover, a cold Diſtemper uteth to produce this Diſcale, coming either from the cold 
Air, or very cold Water poured in, or over-much uſe of ſtupefattive Medicines called Narcoticks.

"The Spirit of Wine wherein white Hellebore hath been infuſed, being dropped into the deaf Ear, 


Others commend the clarified Juyce of Ivy.mixed with ſtrong white Wine. 
The Galls of Beaſts, as of Hairs, Goats, Partridges, are much commendedif they be uſed freſh, 


with an equal portion of Honey, and warmed in the ſhell of an Onion: 


The fat dripping of an Eel is much uſed, Put a great Eel upon the Spit, and take the dripping up- 
on Bay-leaves and drop it warminto the Ears. f 

Zechius commends Ants Eggs, in theſe words : Ants Ergs mixed with the Fuyce of an Onion, aud 
dropped into the Ear, do cure the oldeſt deafneſs. .

Laſtly, if the Diſcaſe be fo ſtubborn that it will not yield to the Medicines preſcribed, it will not ' 
be amiſs to uſe the laſt Remedy which is preſcribed, by Fonſeca, conſult. 58. tom.2. namely, an 
Unction with Quick-lilver, becauſe when Deafneſs comes of the French Pox, it is fo cured, and it 
may be when it comes otherwiſe ; and the reafon is, becauſe Quick-filver doth diflolve and difcuſs 
hard tumors, when they are gathered upon any part, and theretore when Flegm is gathered inthe 
Ears which no other means can difſolve,Quick-filver may diflolve it. But this Remedy-muſt not be 
tried but in a deſperate condition; for it is doubtful what the event will be, and the UnRion with 
Quick-ſilver doth much weaken the Brain,and caute defluxions. So that ſome who have been cured 
of the Pox by Quick-filver, haveatter fallen deaf by defluxion ;.although ſometimes (as Lfaid)deaf- 
neſs coming of the French Pox is cured thereby, and Quick-filver rightly uſed after due Purgation

There are divers torts of ſounds in the Ears, which proceed either from the 
quantity-of the vapors as they are more or few,thinner or thicker, {wift or ſlowin motion; for if the 
vapor be much, thick, and of quick motion, it will make a noile like {wift running water, or like a 
Drum, orlike ſome ſuch Mulical Inftrument, or a ruſaing Wind or thelike; but if it be little, 
thick, and move quick; the noile is like the falling of a Tree or Houle. 43 

If it be much thin, and ſwift in motion, it cauleth a hiſſing, or is like falling ofa gentle water. If 
it belittle, thin, and quick in motion, it cauſeth a tinkling, If it be much, thick, and of ſlow motion 
it makes a murrhuring noiſe.If the matter be little, thick, and flow in motion,it makes a kind of whiſ-.

Chap. 2. Of Sarcoma, and Polypus. 


Ometimes there is not only an Ulcer, but an excreſcency of fleſh in the Noſe, which maketh pre- 
_J ternatural Tumors called Polypus and Sarcoma. | 
Sarcoma is fleſh growing in the Noftrils without any certain ſhape, but like the proud fleſh of an 
Ulcer. | : | 
But Polypws is an Excreſcency of fleſh growing with ſmall roots,and ſpreading and hanging down 
tothe lower part of the Noſe, like the Fiſh called Polypas, from whence it hath the name. Rhaſis 
calleth it the Hemorrhoids of the Noſe, becaule like thoſe of rhe Fundament, This fleſh is loft, lome-= 
times white, ſometimes red and blew,and if it grow big,it hangeth out of the Noſe; but if it Srow in 
the higheſt part of the Nole, it ſometimes hangeth down to the Palate,and tops the common paſſa- 
ves, and may ealily be ſeen behind the Vuula. In Southernly weather, and at theFull Moon, it is 
much {welled. But in a Northernly dry time, and at New Moon, it is leſs. It differs from Sarcoms

Both are cured with the ſame Medicines, which are ſo to be orderedthat the ſuperflu- 
ous fleſh may be'taken away ; but firſt you muſt remove the antecedentCaule,that is, the ſlimy hu- 
mor which cometh from the Head,whichyou muſt do by a drying and attenuating Diet,general pur- 
ging,by Revnliion, derivation and drying of the head; all which may be done by thoſe Remedies 
which are preſcribed in the cure ofthe cold diſtemper of the Brain, being deſcreetly uſed; and al- 
though many Authors commend the Deco&tion of Guajacum with'a drying Diet, you muſt take 
heed leſt by ſo doing you mix the Flegm with hot humors, and ſo itturn into aCancer. E, 
After this,you muſt take off the ſuperfluous fleſh with Cauſticks,or with Sifſers made purpoſely, 
and then cicatrize.

PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoſtick of the Stink in the Noſe coming of an Ulcer, Polypu or Sar-

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is by curingthe Catarrh ; for it requires the ſame Evacuations, 
Revullions, and Derivations ; except that here you muſtnot uſe Errhines,leſt they ſhould draw the 
Humorsto the part affeted ; But Gargariſms and Maſticatories after Univerlals, are very good. 
And belides theſe, Authors do commend thoſe things which properly do belong tothe ſtopping 
of a Catarrh; as the vapor of boyled Marjerom; or of Marjerom water taken into the. Noſe. The 
fume of Vinegar ſprinkled upon a red hot Iron is good for the ſame; and the better if red Roles 
have formerly been infuſed therein. Ifthe Detluxion be very cold, dry Fumigation of Nigella,Fran-

_ Chap. 6. Of Sternutation, or Neezing. 


A Lthough Neezing come often to ſound men, and uſethto be ſo light an AﬀeR that it deſerveth 
not 'the name of a Sympton; yet ſometimes it is{o troubleſome, that it requireth a Phyſirian : 
As we may read in Foreſtwa,Ovſ.127. L:ib.10.in his Hiſtory ofa certain Maid which had ſo grievous 
a Fit of Neezing from a ſharp ſalt Catarrh, that ſhe had the Advice of many Phyſitians. This is con- 
firmed by the old Cuſtom of ſaying, God bleſs you, to him that neezeth : which ſome ſay came from 
hence, Inthe rime of og the Great, there was an ordinary Diſeaſe of Neezing, by which the 
Patients died ; albeit ſome lay that Cuſtom is' more ancient. Er, © OS 
Sternutation is alwift motion of the brain, with which the breath is forced out of the Noſe for the 
throwing forth ofthings that offend: By the brain we underſtand not only the ſubſtance thereof, but 
' the whole body with its Membranes ; eſpecially the fore Membranes, which are eſpecially contra&- 
__edinthis diſeaſe, which we may gather from hence, becauſe when we hold up the head we Neeze 
more eaſily; for then the matter provoking ( which for the moſt part is windy and tends naturally 
upwards) 15 more cafily carried to that part. ; 1 
But the motion which happens in Neezing belongs to the natural Expullive Faculty of the brain 
and its Membranes according to Galen 2. de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 1. where diſtinguiſhing Neezing from 
Trembling and Palpitation, he faith, That Palpitation comes only from a diſcaſe : Trembling from 
Nature and a diſeaſe : but Neezing from Nature only. _ — OE had ea 
But Galen at the firſt ſight ſeems to contradi himſelf ;*who inCep.4. ofthe ſame book ſaith That 
a Gough and Neezing are Symptoms of the Voluntary Faculty, but it is no. contradiQtion: and Galen 
clears himſelf wiſely ſaying, That in Neezing the Animal Faculty doth concur only fecondarily ; 
becauſe in Neezing,breath is ſent from the Head;and from the Lungs ; yet the Head gives the origi- 
; nal ofthe motion to the Breaſt; for when it haſteneth to ſend forth thole things that offend in the 
Noſe,it uſeth both ways at once to ſend forth breath. One way which it maketh by it ſelf, another 
way which -maketh by the Nerves, deſcended like long armsinto the breaſt z whence Galen, Com. 
Aﬀ. 51. Seft.7. teacheth, That Neezing comes withantecedent inſpiration, or taking in of breath, - 
when Nature gathers it together to make Sternutation, thenthe Air which goes forthof the breaſt, 
joyned with that which is drawn by the Nole into the brain, doth expel with noiſe and- violence 
whatſoever offendeth the Membranes of the Noſtrils which have moſt Exquiſite Senſe. 
_ From thisplace of Galen,'we may gather, That the irritation which cauſeth Sternutation is made 
chiefly in the Noſe ; which is confirmed, Aph. «1. 1b. 7. where he ſaith, They only Neeze of thoſe 
_ thus affected which have a ſharp moiſture flowing from the head, as when you put ſharp things into the 
Noſe : For a4a Congh is a certain natural motion to purge the Arteries which are in the-Lungsy" ſo 
doth Neezing the paſſages of the Noſe. Oe" OR 26 


But it may be obje&ted, That many ſtanding bare-headed,or etherwiſe inthe cold Air,do prefent-

 DIF. The Differences of Hemorrbagia are theſe : Some are Critical, lome Symptomatical) 

Critical Hemorrhagia's are inacute Feavers,by the force of Nature endeavoringto expel thetauſe 
of the Diſeafe this way, as eſpecially in thoſe Diſeaſes which are joyned with the Inflammation of 
ſome Entrail,elpecially oftheLiver,or of the Spleen,which are many times diſcharged by theſe ways3 
ſometimes it comes without a Feaver, when Nature diſchargeth her ſelf of the ſuperfluous bloud; 
whence we ſee many in their youth have an Hzmorrhagy by fits, and others bleed other ways. 

A Symptomatical Hzmorrhagy happeneth chiefly in Chronical Diſeaſes, in which filthy bloud is 
produced by reaſon of the debility of the Liver, or fome other great diſtemper, which either flows 
through thoſe Veins by the weaknels of the retentive faculty,or is fent forth by the expullive, as ari 
unprofitable burden, becauſe impure bloud is not fit to nouriſh the Body. ol 
DIAG. Heamorrhagia is known of its ſelf; But its Cauſes are thus diſtinguiſhed: That which 
cometh by Anaſtomoſis hath this common with that which comes by Rexiz or rupture,in that in-both 
the bloud floweth plentifully ; but in this they are diſtinguiſhed : If a hlow or a fall went befote;we 
ſhould ſuppoſe it to be Rexin:But when Ruption cometh from Plerhora,or much bloud;as atfo aper- 
tion of the Veins; thus they may be diſtinguiſhed : When the Veſſel is broken, the bloud floweth - 
conſtantly ; when. it is opened, at a diſtance,and by fits only; becauſe the Orifices of the Vellels uſe 
to be knit and cloſed when there is le[s plenty of the Humor which-dilateth flowing thereof ; Þut 
broken Veſſels ſtand always open,and therefore bloud continually floweth till the ſolution of conti= 
nuity be united. Moreover the opening of a Vein is diſtinguiſhed from the breaking by theſubſtance 
of the bloud : For if it be thin, it comes from a Veſlel opened ; if thick,it comes from a broken Veſ: 
ſel. Hence it is thatHzmorrhagy comes in young men for the maſt part by the opening of theVeſlels, 
becauſe their bloud is thin ; bur in old men from Ruption, becaule theirs is thick.

That bloud harh come irom the Noſe to the quantity of four pints by a Criſis without any decay of 
ſtrength. And this teems to be taken out of Galen who in his Book de Progr. ad Poſthum. cap. 13. 


ſuffered a young Komar to bleed four pints and an half, beſore he would ſtop it. 


Which as it may fall out well in very Plethorick people, 1o in others it may endanger life : and it 


is certain that a Critical Hzmorrhagy,, although it is the work of nature, yet ſometimes is beyond 


meaſure ; for Nature being burdened with bloud, and ſtirred up to expel it, ſometimes cannot keep 
within meaſure,but maketh too great an Evacuation : whence we ought to fear a great dejeRion of 
trength, and death, and then it is opt, as often as any notable infirmity followeth.

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Notwithſtanding the applying of Cupping:-glaffes to the Hypochondria is net altogether ſafe; for 
the bloud then being hot may be drawn in; too great a meafure into theLiver, or the Spleen, and 
inflame them. Of which there is an example in Fabricius Hildanus, Obſ. a7. Cent.2, of a Couttier 
who bled violentlyat the Noſe; to whom, with other Remedies, there were great Cupping-glafles 
applied to his Liver : The bloud ſtopr, bur there followed a great Inflammation ofthe Liver. There- 
fore you muſt be wary in applying Cupping-glafſes to the Hypochondria, and never uſe them, but 
when all othex Remedies fail, and after divers Phlebotomies : For after the plenty of bloud is taken 
out of the Veins, there is leſs danger of attraciing too much bloud to the Liver to inflame it; but 
which way ſoever they are applied, they draw bloud and Spirits to thoſe parts whereby their heat 
is encreaſed, which ſeems to be contrary to the opinion of Hippocrates, Aph. 13. Se. 5. where he 
faith, That in thoſe parts from-whence bloud cometh, or is about to come, you muſt uſe cold things. 
The Interpreters ſay, that cold things are to be applied to thole parts from whence the motion of 
the bloud beginneth, as the Liver ana Spleen. 


Foreſtu commendeth Cupping-glaſſes to the Feet, by Experience, Ob/. T” Lib. 13. in theſe 


words : When a Gentleman exceedingly bled at the Noſe, and no Remedies would help hin, having loſt 
at leaſt twelve pound of bloud from both Noſtrils;, I was ſent for, and after he had bled a whole day, [ 
commanded two Cupping-glaſſes without Scarritcation to be applied, one to his Liver, the other to the 
Spleen, and the bloud ſeemed to ſtay 4 little;, but after my departure, when his Wife percerved him to 
| bleed again out of both Noſtrils, and that his cupping had done no good, ſhe commanded that the cupping 

ſhould be ſet upon h1s feet, and the blond wonderfully ſtopped beyond expettation: But after the Cupping- 


glaſſes had been a while fixed,the Patient fell into a ſwonnd ;, and therefore they took them off, and threw =

And the Juleps formerly preſcribed will do this, as alſo the Tinaure of Roſes to cool the Liver 
and ſtrengthen it, is very good.

. A Tongue by bloud flowing into it; which bloud as it is either pure, cholerick, flegmatick, 
or Melancholick, producethcither a true Phlegmon, or a Phlegmon Eriſipelous, cedematous, or 
{chirrous,which ſometimes comes to ſuppuration: of which there is an Example in Foreſts, Ob/.24. 
Lib. 14. ofa Brewer which had a great Inflammation of his Tongue that brake,which came to ſup-

Alſo the Tongue often ſuffers a ſoft and looſe tumor, which is pure adematous, by the falling of 
Rheum from the Head ; of which Galen propounds an Example, Lib.

CAUSES. The Original of it was a forceable breach of the bridle of the tongue, by the pain 
whereot bloud was attraaed to the part ; which being ſent thither continually cauſed this largeneſs. 
But in this caſe FT obſerveth that it is bigger atnight, and leſs in the morning, and always li- 
vid or bleiviſh: The x aſon,whereof he faith is, becaule in the ConcoRion and afhmilarion of the

DIFFERENCES. But the Differences of theſe Tumors are thee ; If there be any inflammation, 
then there is pain, heat, and rednels alſo in the tongue, wherewith alfo the face is ſomewhat infe- 
Qed; but if the Tumor come originally from flegm, the tongue is white, and thereis much fpittle, 
whole taſt is kweet or without taſt. If there be only a' bare increaſe in the tongue, there are no figns 
of other Tumors or Vitious Humors. RF” 
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 PROGNOSTICK. As to the Prognoſtick : Tumors in the tongue for the moſt part do not en» 
danger the life unleſs they grow 10 big that: they caule ſuffocation,or come from a malignant melan- 
chollick humor ; from whence they prove Cancers, which is known by their hardnels, blewneſs and 
pricking pain. RE 
CURE. You muſt begin the Cure of the Inflammation of the tongue with Repullſive and Reppel- 
ling Remedies, and therefore firſt, after you have given a laxative Clyfter, open a Vein, and take 
away as much bloud as the Patients ſtrength will permit. 
Then apply Cupping-glafſes, with 4carrification to the Shoulders. 
After that uſe cooling and repeiling Gargariſms, and among the reſtthe Juyce of Lettuce is com- 
mended of Galen to waſh the tongue with often, ſeth.

Finally, A fleſhy Tumor of the tongue, or the over-growing of the tongue,coming of the ſuper- 
fluous fleſh, although it {ſcem to be uncurable yet it is ſhewed by Claudius by Chyrurgery to be 
done, in the place cited ; namely, if whatfoever be luperfluous be taken away with an Incifion- Knife 
firſt having fit preparations, all which are preſcribed by him in the ſame place. 


CHAT. IL 
Of the Tumor called Ranula under the Tongue. 


Lthough in the former Chapter divers Tumors of the tongue are laid down by us;yct there re- 
maineth one called Batrachss in Greck, in Latin Ranula., for ſince it differs from the reſt ig. 
Naturezand requires a different way of Cure,we thought it beſt to deſcribe it in its proper Chapter. 

__ Ranulaisa Tumorunder the tongue in that part by which it is bound to the Ligament; and for 

the moſt partit is ſo large that it is above thelower Tecth ; a cleft being in the middle dividing the 

right {ide of itfrom the left, it repreſenteth the hinder parts of a Frogs, from whence it is called R- 

aula,a little Frog. Others ſay it is called ſo,becaulſe they who have it, have an impediment in their 

Speech;and croak like Frogs, when they ſpeak. It is like the-Tumor Oedema, or Meliceris, from 

which when it is opened, there comes as it were the white of an Egg, or matter like Hony. And.be- _ 

caule the ſaid matter is contained ina Bag, therefore it is accounted Meliceris. In theſe bags fome- 
times is found a ſtone as manv obſerve, which Schenkizs alto oblerveth. Ob, 388. Lib. 16G. 

'  DIAGNOSTICK. The knowledge of this diſcale is not difficult, for when the tongue is liſted 

up, there is ſeen a certain looſe and ſoft carnoſity, and on both fides of the Ligament there is a cer- 

tain round {welling likea ©eafe, Bean or Cheſnut. | 

PROGNOSTIGK. This diſeaſe is commonly without danger : But in Children ſometimes it 
threatnethſuffocation by reaſon of the nearnels of the Larynx to the rough Artery. In Men if they 
have painand a Feayer there is danger, for it may turn to a Squinancy. Allo that Ranula is dange- 
rous which is black or dusky and hard, and inclinns to the nature of a Cancer, and this muſt not 
be touched. : | 

CURE. Far the Cure of this Diſcaſe, firſt you muſt take away the antecedent Cauſe by bloud- 
letting and with purging agreable to the age and nature of the Patient. 

Andif the Dileaſc be old you muſt uſe Cauteries and {weating Drinks. 

Then you muſt endeavour to difſolve the Tumor with Topicks, thus : | OE 
"Take of Pomegranate Peels, dried Hyſop and common Salt, of each two drams;, make a Powder 
thereof ro hold under the Tongue, and uſe it often. - 

Foreſtus ſpeaks of a Girl of twelve years of age, that was cured intwo days ſpace with this only | 
Medicine; whoſe Author is Nicholas Florentinus, who inſtead of common Salt, uſeth Sal Armoniack, 
to men, becauſe it pierceth more, and difſolveth better. And Foreſts uſeth the ſaid Powder to a 
Student made with common Salt ; as alſo a Deco&tion made of equal parts of Galls, Allum, and 
Pomegranate flowers: And laſtly, he commanded the part to be rubbed with parched Salt, and Sal 
gem andthe Patient was cured without manual Operation, which is ſeldom ſeen, becauſe thoſe Tu- 
mors are of the nature.of Impoſthumes,andare contained ina little bag, ſo that when the matter hath 
big diſcuffed, they have'been filled again. Os = 

If this Tumor cannot he cured with diſcuſſing Remedies, you muſt open it, which muſt be com- 
monly done, for it is very ſeldom diſcuſſed. _

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You muſt not make a {mall Orifice when you open it, becauſe the matter contained inthe Bag 
will be again gathered ahd the bag filled (unto which the part being looſe and ſoft,is very much di- 
{poſed) but you muſt make a very long Incifion through the height of the Tumor in both ſides, that 
the whole matter may be diſchagredat once: then you muſt waſh the Ulcer, firſt with gentle things, 
' as the DecoRton of Mallows : and then with Clenſers, as white Wine and Hony of Roſes, or Dia- 
moron, and after with Oxymel titl it be clean and free from the Bag : And finally, to heal it up, 
waſh the mouth with red Wine in which Allum is diffolved. |

If the Diſeaſe be old, and the Ulcer will not be cured by the aforeſaid Remedy, let it be touched 
with Oyl of Sulphur twice every day, mixed with Roſe-water, one drop of Oyl to fix of Water ; 
for 1o the Diſtemper will be correRed, and the part dried, which muſt be often waſhed for confir- 
mation; with red Wine with Allum- diffolved in it.

CHAP. 1II. 
Of the T aft being Hurt. 


HE Ta as other Senſes, and all a&ions of the Body, is hurt three waysz By being Dimi- 

niſhed, Aboliſhed,Depraved : It is lefſened when it ſcarce perceivethremits favors and ſtrong 
favors but a little: It is Aboliſhed when it no ways perceiveth thoſe ſavors whether they begreat 
or little ; It is Depraved when the objects ſeem to be of another taſt. | _ | 

CAUSES. The Cauſes of Diminiſhing and Aboliſhing the taſt are the ſame, only they differ in 
degrees; for if they be light and weak they Diminiſh; it great, they Aboliſh the taſt. 

And theſe Caules arecither a Defe& of the Animal Spirit in the part, or a Diſtemper ofthe third 
part of Nerves which come to the tongue ; or the tongue it ſelf is Preternaturaſly affected. 

The Spirits fail, either by reaſon of their ſcarcity, as in dying men; or of the obſtrufion of the 
Nerves of the third Conjugation by which they are carried, or by reafon of a Tumor bred in that 
part ofthe Head from whence thoſe Nerves do ariſe. 

The tongue is either covered with a moiſt ſlimy matter,or hath Tumors, Puſtules or Ulcers, and 
by theſe the proper a&ion of Taft may be diminiſhed or aboliſhed. _ 

The taft is depraved when the tongue is infeted with anevil Humor, as in Feavers, when the 
tongue is infeted with Choller, all things taſted are thought bitter ; otherwile if it be with Salt 
flegm or Melancholy all things appear to be ſalt or ſowr, for the outward objeRts being brought to 

| the tongue do move the vicious juyce of it, which at that time ſtriking upon the tongue moit,leaveth 
its ſavor thereon, and ſothole things which are taſted, ſeem to be of the ſame taſt, . 

[t happeneth alſo ſonietimes that the tongue perceiveth the ſavors of the juyces contained in its - | 
ſelf, although no external Object be applied, as Galen teacheth, 1 de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 4. And it is 
confirmed by daily experiencein men in Feavers, whoſe tongue is covered with Choller; which if 
it be very bitter,they find a continual bitternels on the tongue though they take nothing into their 
mouths. | | 


DIAGNOSTICK. The Diverſity of the Cauſes aforeſaid is known by the diverſity of the taſks 


and difpolition of the Tongue, for a ſweet taft and rednels of the tongue ſignifieth bloud, bitterneſs - 
and yellownels Choller, whitenels with {weerneſs Flegm, blackneſs and ſharpneſs Melancholy, a 
Nauſeous taſt ſheweth that evil humors are contained in the ſtomach ; Puſtules, Tumors and Ulcers 
are manifeſt to the Eyes. And laſtly, ifthe taſt be hurt, and there appear no change in the tongue, 
you muſt ſuppoſe that the Caule licth in the Brain or Nerves. —

Galez in his Comments ſaith, That they who naturally ſtammer, have either a moiſt Brain or Tongue, 
or beth.

Cap.1. in thele words; 7 is 
not 45 ſome Phyſitians think, that the Brain it ſelf will not impoFthumate, reaſoning thns;, That which 
5 ſoft, as the Brain, and bard as a bone, ts not exteuded, and that will not 1mpoſthumate which can- 
not be extended. But this is &rroneom, becaufe that which us ſoft, if it þe viſcous or clammy may be ex- 
rended, and bones are impoſthumated, as Galen teacheth, and we will ſhew in our Chapter of the Teeth. 
Moreover, we ſay,that whatſoever 15 nouriſhed is extended and increaſed with the nouriſhment, and it is 
likewiſe poſſible that it may be extended and augmented with its ſupetfiuity, and that 1s an Impoſthume. 
This Avicen teacheth from the DoRrine of Galen, who Lib.5. de com.med. ſec. loc. cap.8. {ith Be- 
cauſe the teeth cannot grow without nouriſhment, they are only obnoxious to theſe two Diſeaſes following, 
namely, of want and ſuper fiuity of nouriſhment ; by wart of nouriſhment they grow drier and thinner, 
and by ſuper fluuty of it, there will be an Inflammation about the fleſhy parts. Thus Galeu. But its pro- 
bable that pain 1s more uſual (if it þe vehement)in thoſe parts which have moſt exquiſiteſenſe,name- 
ly,the Nerve and the Membrane in the hole of the tooth next to the root,whichdoth not only ſuffer 
diſtenſion and veilication,butalſo ſomerimes infammation of the humors flowing down ; for if bloud 
be mixed with other humors, then the pain hath two cauſes, namely, Diſtenſion and Compreſſion, 
which come from the hardneſs of the tooth, which the Membrane being inflamed cannot indure: and 
this Inflammation of the Membrane is for the moſt part accompanied with the Inflammation of the 
Gums : which alto is reckoned by Galen and Avicen among the caules of the-Tooth-ach. 

Now the Humors commonly flow from the Head upon the teeth and parts adjoyning, ſometimes 
from the inferior parts ; for when any bad humors.efpecially watery bred in any part,are abounding 
in the Veins, Nature deſiring to caſt off her burden, fends them to weakeſt parts. And if the teeth 
by reaſon of the diſtemper, foulneſs or eroſion are ſuch, the Flux will chiefly come thither. Charles 
Piſo propounds an Experiment of this (who allo thinks the tooth-ach comes chiefly from a ſerous 
humor){b.de morb.ab illuv.ſec.abſ.7. where he reports that himſelf being troubled with the tooth- 
ach for many days, half an hour after he had taken a purging Medicine vomited up above a pint of 
_ clear water with ſuch ſucceſs that ten years after he was never troubled with it.By which Experience 

he always preſcribed Medicinesthat purge waterto them who were ſo troubled, and with good ſuc- 
cels. Moreover, he ſtriveth to prove thatiit comes from this caule, by this ſign, Becauſe they who 
have the tooth-ach do continually ſpet. | 

Beſides the Cauſes mentioned, there are alſo Worms in rotten teeth, and they breed of any mat- 
ter which is contained and putrified in the Cavities,whether it be Excrementitious,or come of putri- 
fying meats,eſpecially fleſh and ſweet meats, which by reafan of their clamminels Rick to the Cavi- 
ties of tie teeth, | 

- Others think that the tooth-ach comes ſometimes from Wind contained between the Cavity and 
the Nerve, which doth violently ſtretch the inyard Membrane, whence cames 1uch intollerable 
Pain. | 

The principal external cauſes of Tooth-ach are all thoſe things which cauſe defluxions ; the chief 
are,Cold Air,South-Winds,ftaying inthe Sun or Night Air, Surfers, and all faults in Diet. Add to 
theſe, things that debilitate the part, and make it more fit to receive a Deftuxton, as rottenneſs and 
hollownels in the teeth,” which ſometimes make violent pains. 

DIAGNOSTICX. The diverſity of Cauſes is known by divers ſigns. For pain when it comes . 
from hot humors is ſtronger,the conſtitution hotter,the age younger : if Summer there is heat ſen(1- 
bly inthe part,and inflammation of the Gums oftentimes ; it is better for the uſe of cold,and worte 

for hot things. But if it come from a cold humor, the ſigns contrary to theſe will appear. 
- I Worms are the caule of pain, it will be intermitting, coming and going often, and ſometimes 
the motion of the Worm will be felt. _- 

' When it comes from Wind,it is known by the exceſs of pain,and ſenſible ſtretching, and it ends

PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoſtickis divers, according to the variety of the Canſes; for that 
pain which comes from a hot, thin,watery,ſharp and ſalt humor is more violent, but ſooner at anend, 
by reaſon of ſudden change of the humor; but that which comes from a cold and flegmy humor,

Cones abutidance of blotid flows fromthe Guins either critically, or Symptothatically, al- 
hough the former be very ſeldom, yer it is ſometimes ; ſo we may ſee by Experience, and Þb 
reading. So ſaith Dodonems, Ob/. 14. A certain Quarrier having the Small Pox had a Flux of bloud 
fromhis Gums, and being ſtopt,it made his Urine bloudy, which being ſtopt, it returned again to the 
Gumis,and there continued till he recovered of the Small Pox. Amatus Luſitanu. Curat. 5. Centur.s. 
fays thatſome have had benefit by bleeding at the Gums, and have been worſe when it was ſtopped: 
Alſo Zacurus LuſitanuyObſ.86.1id.1. Praxis admir. tpeaks of a Goldſmith, who when he fell into a 
Feaver by labouring at the Furnace, being of'a ſtrong conſtitution, loſt much bloud by opening a 
Vein, and amended, ſo that the ſeventh Uiy (having had an itching of his Guins,and a pain inthelow- 
er Lip) the bloud guſhed from the Veins of his lower Gums for three days in ſucha quantity, that 
he loſt above five pints more,and the more he bled,the more hisFeaver abated,and when it was gone 
the bloud ſtopped. 

The Gums bleed Symptomatically when the bloud is ſharp, and the Liver or Spleen diſtemper- 
ed: . So that inthe Scurvy this Flux is ordinary. 

Sometimes after a tooth is drawn,there is {o great a Flux of bloud by reaſon the Artery is torn, 
which is the root of the tooth, that ſometimes Men have died thereof. 


CURE. The Cure of a Symptomatical Flux is by bleeding and purging, and otter Remedies for 
the Bowels. Asalfo by Topicks aftringing made into Gargariſms, Powders Liniments or Opiates. 
[f it come from a tooth drawn,you muſt let bloud and Cup to make Revullion, and apply aſtrin- 
gents to the pars,as a Cataplaſm made ofBole- Armeniack, Terra Sipillata,Sanguis Draconis,and the 
like aſtringents made up with the white of an Egg. Alſo Thyme alone with the white ofan Egg is 
good. But if they do not ſuffice, you muſt lay the Patients finger upon the part, and let him hold it 
there till the bloud congeal above the Orifice of the Artery. 1t it cannot be ſtopt with ſlight things 
ule ſtronger. Yalerioſa, Obſ. 3. ib. 5. reports, that an old Woihan who had a Tooth taken forth 
with the tingers only had a violetit bleeding upoti ir from the Artery under the Gutn z which he ſtopt 
with burnt Vitriol wheh other things failed / which is excellent both for aſtringency and burning.

Chap. 5. Of the Ulcers of the Mouth and Faws, 


TE ſmall and ſuperficial Ulcers of the Mouth are uſually Aphthe or a Thruſh, although in Ga- 
len and Hippocrates, it is ſometimes uſed for Ulcers in other partsz but they which are deeper 
are ablolutely called the Ulcers of the Mouth and Jaws : Such as are in the French Pox. 

CAUSES. Thele Ulcers breed of ſharp Humors or Vapors coniing from divers parts into the 
Jaws; ſoin malignant Feavers they often happen, or to thole that have hot Livers, or foul Bodies : 
So the Children have the Thruſh,as Hip. Aph. 24. Seft.3. either from ſharpneſs of the Miik which 
ulcerates thoſe tender parts in its paſſage, as Galen teacheth in his Comment upon the fame Apho- 
riſm, or from the Corruption of the milk in the Stomach by which ſharp vapors are ſentto the 
mouth, as Galen affirms, 9. de compoſ. med. ſec. loc. cap. ultimo.. 

DIFFERENCES. Now theſe Ulcers are divers,as lome are ſlighter,and ſome more dangerous 
ſome are in Children, ſome in Men ; ſome are joyned with Inflammation, ſome are without ; theſe 
divers degrees are according to the variety of the Humors oi which they come. For they proceed 


either of Bloud, Choler,Flegm, or Melancholy,or Choler Aduſt,which hath not only a burning, but 


often a malignant quality, and begets evil conditioned Ulcers | 
DLAGNOSTICK. Theſe Differences are known by their proper ſigns, for if the Ulcers be Red- 

diſh they come of Bloud if Yellow, of Choler : if White, of Flegm : if Livid or Blew, from Me- 

lancholy, if they ſtink they are foul. a

If the pain will not be removed withtheſe Revullions and Topicks, but the humors are ſtill drawn 
thither by it, which cauſeth want of ſleep, and Conſumption of the Body, which endanper the life : 
the laſt Remedy is Narcoticks, which will aſſwage the pain, and ſtop the flux : you muſt give it ac- 
cording to the ſtrength and age ofthe Patient.

He Relaxation of the Uvula comes froma Rheume falling from the Brain upon it, with which

| WP is cured by the lame means with the Inflammation of the Tongue, and of the Ulcers of the

A wateriſh humor falling upon the Uyula or Collumella, doth ſo moiſteh,ſoften and relax it,that 
it will be extended tothe upper part of the Qeſophagus,and Wezand, and cauſe a Nauſeouſneſsand 
the Patient will ſeem to have ſomething in his Throat which he cannot fwallow down,by which you 
may know it without looking into the mouth. 

CUKE, The Cure is firſt by the Antecedent Cauſe, that is, by evacuating the humors flowing 
from the Head, by revelling and deriving them with ſuch Medicines as were preſcribed in the cure 
of a Catarrh. | _ | | 
 Thechief Topicks are Aftringents and Repellers, ſuch as were preſcribed in the Cure of the Ul- 
_  cers of the Gums and Jaws, and ſhall be preſcribed in the Chapter following of the cure of the An- 
gina, to which afterwards you muſt add fome Refolvers and Dryers : And though the Gargariſms 
in thoſe Chapters mentioned are here good, yet when there isno Inflammation, the ufe of Powders 
is better: for with them the Uvula relaxed is more powerſully dried and aftringed..

The manner of applying this Powder is to depreſs the Tongue with a Speculum Oris, and then 
blow up ſome powder in your Uvula ſpoon : dothis often till the Humor be ſpent ; The Inſtrument 
invented by Fabricius Hildanu, Obſ. 21. Cent. 2.. is the beſt for this. . 

And if the Uvula relaxed cannot be brought toits former condition by theſe means,but continueth 
extended and painful, your laſt Remedy is to cut ofa piece thereof : in which Operation you muſt 
take ſome Cautions. The firſt is from Hippocrates, 3. Progn. Text. 21. where he ſaith, Thar 
Uunla's are cut and ſcarrified, and burnt when they are red and ſwollen, but not without danger,

3. upon a Student, who had his 
Uvula hung down like a thong, long,and without bloud init ; which when Medicines could not cure 
he cut off, and after touching the part with a little Spirit of Vitriol, he cured the Patient.

He word Angina taken generally, fighifies every Diſeaſe of the Jaws and Throats, by which 
T breathing and ſwallowing are hinared, when there is no defect in the Lungs and Breaſt. 

_ DIFFERENCES. | | 

And this is twofold, a legitimate and proper Quinzy, anda Baſtard or improper. 

A Legitimate Quinzy comes from an Inflammation, by whichthe Muſcles of the ſawsand Throat 
being (yelled, do ſtop and contra&tthe ways of breathingand ſwallowing. This Inflammation doth 
either poſſe(s the Throat or the Jaws, called 7harynx. Both theſe parts have both internal and ex- 
ternal Muſcles; And though for the moſt part the Pharynx and Larynx, Jaws and Throat,do ſuffer 
in an Angina by reaſon of their nearneſs, yet one is more affected than the other : Hence many diffe- 
rences of Symptoms do ariſe, in reipc@ whereof Galen in 4. de loc. aff. cap. 5. makes four ſorts of .- 
Angina's ; which the Grecians before his time named too curiouſly. One iscalled Sunanchen, ano- 
ther Cunanchen, the third Paraſunanchen, and the fourth Paracunagchen, If the Inflammation be in 
the inward and proper Mulcles of the: Larynx, it is called Cimanche, if it be in the inward Muſcles 
of the Pharynx, Sunanche; if in the outward Mulclgs of the Larynux, Parachunanche; and in it the 
outward Mulclesof the Jaws or Pharynx, it is cated Paraſunanche. | | 

Not only the Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat are for the moſt part inflamed as aforeſaid,but alſo 
the parts adjacent, and the outward part ofthe Neck, as ſhall be ſaid in the Diagnoſtick and Prog- - 
noſtick of this Dileaſle. NI, ——_— | 

In all theſe kind of Aygina's, when there is great danger by the difficulty of {wallowing, then _ 
thoſe things which are given ule to fly out at the Nole, elpecially if they be l1quid things,which are 
more hard to be ſwallowedat that time ; becaule they ſpread themſelves abroad;and therefore can- 
_ not ſo ealily be comprehended of the Muſclesto be ſent into the Oe/ophagws, which Vaſcles cannot 

ſufficiently contra&t theraſelves by realon of the inflammation; but tolid nouriſhmenrs beins more 
corpulent,need only the ſuperficial ation oi theMulcles,and are ſwallowed down by a ſmall concrac- 
jon of them. But it ſometimes falls out that ſolid things areharder,and liquid things eaſier to be ſwal- 
lowed, which dependeth upon the diverſity of the part affeQed : For the Muſcles of the Larynx 
are ordained ſor to ſwallow Meat, as well as for the voice: and when the meat is thrown into the 
Oeſophagm,the Larynx is lifted up with the Tongue. But for to ſwallow drink, We uſe the Tongue 
moſt, which while it is drawn inwards, it brings the drink from the Lips to the Jaws. If therefore 
the Muſcles that move the tongue are moſt affected, it is harder to ſwallow down drink. But if the 
- Muſcles of the Larynx are more hurt, it is harder toſwallow meat. |

CURKE. The Cure ofthe Angina is made by the ſame indications which are obſerved in the cure 
ofall Inflammations, fo the humor flowins to the part 15d be revelled and repelled, that which is 
there to be derived and diſſolved : but if it csnnot be diſſolved, it is to be digeſted and ſuppura« 
ted ; all which may be doneas followeth : 

Firſt, Appoint a ſlender, cooling and moiſtening Diet of Barley, Cream, Chicken Broth or Capon 
- Broth, with cool Herbs and the like. If the Patient cannot ſwallow by reaſon of the narrowneſs 
of the Oefophagus,to that from thence you fear lots of ſtrength and death; you may free him from 
that danger by putting down a Catheter into the Oefophagus, to which you may fit a Syringe, by 
which you may fend Broth into the Stomach. The Practical Phylicians uſe nouriſhing Clyſters, 
by which ſome Nouriſhment may be carried from the Liver to the Meſeraick Veins. Let his 
Drink be Barley Water, and other things uſed in acute Feavers. Let the Air þe temperate and 
without extremity, for the cold will ſtop the Pores, and the hot will encreale the Defluxion and 
Inflammation. The Patient muſt lie with his Head high; and his Neck upright, that he may bet- 
ter breath : he muſt avoid much ſleep, as in internal Inflammations : for as Hippocrates faith,

They who grow crooked upon an A#thmaor cough,die before they come toripeneſs of age, be- 
cauſe the gibboſity hindreth the convenient growth ot the'breaſt, nevertheleſs the Lungs 'get their 
due increaſe and bigneſs, «but have not room enough to dilate themſelves; from whence the heat 
of the heart being tiot ſufficiently fanned, the Patient dieth. 

APleuriſie or Peripneumcnia coming upon an Aſthma is deadly, becauſe the Lungs being weak- 
ned by a long diſeaſe, cannot reſiſt ſo great a Diſeafe coming thereupon and expel the matter. 

CURE. The Cure of the Aſthmi is twofold, namely, in the Paroxy/m, and out of it. 

Inthe Fit preſently you muſt open a Vein, a Clyfter being given,if the bloud do ſeem any way to 
abound, for when the Veins are empty of bloud, the Reſpiration is more free.

. But Sepralizs his experience muſt not be preferred before-ſo many fameus Phyſicians experience) 
both old and modern : Forif it didnot profit ſome which he and others have cured,mary other things 
might hinder, as namely the evil diſpoſition of the Patient, and contumacy ofthe Difeaſe, or other 
things not well ordered which concerned the Cure, -or the Medicine it ſelf not well made. And 
whereas he faith, that the nitrous parts do fall tothe bottom by long boyling,and are loſtinthe ſtrain- 
ng,it is ridiculous 5/for. only the earthly parts db ſettle, but the nitrous part once taken into the Li- 
quor, isnever ſeperated. Hence it is that the longer you boyl Broth the alter it is. Butthis Salt 
doth cut, extenuate and open,it is fo far from incrafſating being falt.Neither hath the freſh or other 
parts of a Cock ſuch a glutinous ſubſtance as he imagineth,as you may find in Neats-feet or Calves- 
teet,but rather an attenuating quality,becaufe it is full ofnitrous ſubſtahce. And if purging and al- 
tering Medicines be made according to the Precepts of Pharmacy and Arr, they do'leave all their 
ſtrength in the DecoQtion becaule daily experience teacheth us, that ſuch Broth of arfold Cock doth 
purge. And if we may oppole our experience to that of Septalizz, we can truly ſay, that we have 
found admirable effects of theſe Broths inviolent Afthms's and Cholicks.'

A true Pleuriſie is the inflammation of the Membrane that goeth about the Ribs, or of the 
internal intercoſtal Muſcles. co | 
But a Baſtard Pleuriſie is the inflammation ofthe external intercoſtal Muſcles, 
There are alſo other pains of the Side and other parts of the Breaſt which are improperly called a 
Baſtard Pleuriſie, #iz, When the Mediaſtinum is inflamed, the Lungs cleave to the Ribs, or when 
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ſerous humors flow from the head to the Membranes of the Breaſt, or when wind doth tear the + 


Muſcles or Membranes of the Breaſt, or vapors riſing from the Stomach as in Worms. 
 Wehaveſaid, that ina true Pleurifie not only the Membranc Pleara,but allo the internal Mul. 
cles are inflamed, becaule it is impoſſible but the inflammation of the Membrane ſhould be commu. 
nicated to the contagious Mulcles. 

Beſides, Others do affirm that the Lungs are inflamed in every Pleurifie,and confirm their Opini- 
onby Authority,Reaſon and Experience: The Authority is that of Hippocrates,lib.de loc. in homine, 
wherche ſaith, that Per:pneumonia is, when both parts ofthe lungs are inflamed : but if onely one 
part be inflamed, it isa Pleure:ie. Alſo Reaſon may ſeem to confirm this, for the ſigns of a Pleurifie 


arc alſo the ſigns of a Periputumonia, namely a Cough, continual Feaver, difficulty of breathing,and -

Alſo the Prognoſtick and Cure are the ſame in both. | | 


They lay moreover, that they have found by experience in the opening of thoſe who have diedof__ 


- Pleuriſies, that their Lungs appeared always to be inflamed. 


It is to be granted that in many the Lungs are affeed as well as the Plenra, for the defluxion 


may eaſily fa)}-upon both, becauſe the lungs are faſtned to the upper-part of the Pleura :,þut we muſt 
avouch,that often the Pleura alone is onely affefted and not the lungs ; or at leaſt they areſo lightly 
 affeced,that the Diſeaſe cannot be ſaid to bean affeR of that part. The Authority of Hippocrates in 
this is caſt off by ſome as falſe; and contrary to many of his own Aſſertions,in which he acknowledg- 


eth the'Plexra only as the part affected, eſpecially in his 1. 1:b. de morbis, where he ofcen ſaith, that Y ; 
Choler and Flegm do tick to the ſide and cauſe vehement pain. But 4e7t;anu doth reconcile this, - 
ſaying, Fhat Hippocrates ſpeaks in that place of Peripneumonia, which comes of a Defluxion from the 


Head, a portion whereof falls upon the Pleura,and he calls it by the name of a Pleuriſie, thathe may 
diſtinguiſh that which inflameth one part ofthe lungs,from that which inflameth both : For the ſame 
- nature of a Diſcaſe being in both the Pleurifie and Peripneumonta, makes the likeneſs of Symptoms 
in. both, being both from Inflammation, and nearly adjoyned, od 3, gat. 
And though many who have died of Pleurifies have been found to have their lungs affeRted, it is 
not to be concluded that it is fo in all ; for the moſt vehement Pleuriſies. which uſe to cauſe death, 
do many titnes turn into a Peripneiwmenia. But many do witnels, and we have found by experience, 
that in, many bodies dead of Pleuriſics, the Plewra onely hath been found putrified.

A Lthough the Word gh ignifies every Conſumption,yet it is moſt properly takeii for that 
extenuation of body which cometh after an Ulcer in the Lungs. | 

For this Extenuation of body comes from a putrid lingring Feaver,which turneth to an HeRick > 
and this Feaver comes from the Ulcer in the Lungs,from which by reaſon of theirnearnels to the 
Heart, putrid Vapors are continually ſent thither and cauſe the Feaver,which after is diſperſed from 
the Heart into the whole Body - fo all the parts being too cold and dry,and receiving the intempe- 
rate putrifying heat,do not well concoct their nouriſhment, but are ill nouriſhed, from whence you 
may plainly perceive a Conlumption of the ſubſtance of the whole Body : For that Feaver by rea- 
ſon of its continuance from the perſeverance of the Cauſe turnethHeRtick,and it's often joyned with 
aputrid Feaver,which is known by tne Urine, and by the Diſtemper extraordinary at ſometimes; 


* inſomuch that in ſome Conſumptions you may obſerve fits of an intermitting Feaver. 


CAUSES. A ſharp and corroding Humor either coming from other parts, or breeding iti the 
Lungs, isthe immediate Gaule of an Ulcer in the Lungs. 

Firſt ſharp and ſalt Rheum falls from the Brain,which beings violent,eafily ulcerateth the Lungs: 
Sometimes klegm that is not ſharp nor falt will do the lame, namely, if it be long in them, and pu- 
trifie,and from the putreiaCtioh ariſeth an Acrimony, which corroding uiceraterh; yer this putrid 
flegm in the Lungs doth'not always ulcerate, as we may obſerve in a Catarrh when putrid matter 
is pet forth, and the Lungs are found. - Iu . | ET ne 

But there are two Conditions for the cauſing of an Ulcer; one in reſpect of the Matter flowing, 
another in reſpe& of tne Lungs. In reſpett of the Matter it is required that it ſhould be fo diſpoſed, 
that when it is putrified it begets a ſharpneſs which 'may cauſe an Ulcer.In reſpe& ot the Lungs , 
they rauſt be extraordinary tender, and difpoled to corruption, which ih a word is called a Vitious 
Conſtitution of the Luygs, coming from the Parents utually, of which we will ſpeak here- 
after. | . WS! | 

Now the Humors that exulcerate and putrifie the Lungs, come from the parts adjoyning, as the 
Pleura, Mediaftinum,Diaphragma,rough Artery ,and eſpecially from an Inflammation in them,which 
comes to Suppuration and turns into an Empyema ; of which Hippocrates ſpeaks,Aphor. 15.5eR.5. 
They who fall from a Pleuriſie into an Empyema, if the Empyema break, mn forty days and come awayz 


"arecured; but if mot, they fall into a Conſumption. 


The Humor is in the Lungs,when from ſome Veſſel broken,corroded,or opened by a wound, the 
blood flowing doth putrifiez or when an Ulcer is left there from the ſmall Pox. 

Sometimes from the evil conſtitution of the Lungs , evil Humors proceed , which corrupt their 
{ubſtance and cauſe a Conſumption 3 and this-comes commonly from the Parents, from whence a 
Confumption is reckoned among the hereditary Dileafes, of which it is the chief, fo that we may 


!. obſerve how many whvle Families are taken away with this Diſeaſe. 


This evil Conſtitution of the Lungs is not in the firſt qualities, but hath ſome malignant and vene- 
mous quality,by which it becomes infectious. Although we deny not but a ſoft and Ioofe ſubſtance 
of the Lungs, and therefore more fit for corruption, doth much conduce to the breeding of this 


Diſeaſe. | 
This evil Conſtitution of the Lungs cauleth that ſome fall into Confumptions without a Diſtilla- 


| tion, Inflammation, or any other evident cauſe, but onely from the fault of the part that corrupt- 
_ ethits own Nouriſhment. 


Sometimes it comes from a Puſtula bred in the Lungs and broken, which by F:ppocrates, 1, de 
morbis, is made two-fold. CI oa 

One by him is called a Crude Puſtule, becaule'it never comes.to Suppuration, but growing by 
degrees ſtops the Paſſage of the Breath, and at length kills the Patient. | 
The other is that which comes to Suppuration, and is called the [mpoſthume of the Lungs, and 
theſe come two ways, cither by Defluxion, or Congeſtion ; and the Matter gatheredis either in a 

The thickneſs of the Bag often cauſeth that ſuch an Impoſthume is carried many years in the Lungs 
mndiſcovered,and without any hurt to the Body. From whence Hippocrates faith, Aph. 41. Se. 6. 
They who have an Impoſthume in the Body, and feel it not, it 15 by —_ of the thickneſs of the Matter, 
or of the place wherein it is that they feel it not. For this caule many who ſeemed to be in perte& 
health have ſuddenly died by an Impoſthume broken within ; of which there are examples in Fer- 
neling, lib. 5. de morb1s, de part. morb. & ſympt. c. 10. among which he mentioneth two Phyſicians 
who foreſaw the danger without ſigns. | | Ah als 

| If the Matter which comes from the Impoſthume broken flow into the Ventricle ofthe ny 
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Sick preſently die : but if it come to the Bronchia or paſſages in the Lungs, it may be fpit up if 
the Body be ſtrong,and the Matter little in quantity 3, but commonly there is an Ulcer remaining 
in the Lungs which cauſeth a Conſumption. | 

Moreover, there are External Caules, as Contagion, which is the chiefeſt ; for this Diſcaſe is{y 
infetious,that we may obſerve Women to be infetted by their Husbands,and Men by their Wives, 
and all their Children to die of the ſame ; not only from the infeftion of their Parents Seed, but 
from the Company of him that was firſt infected. 


And this Contagion is more eaſily communicated to them that are of kin, whereof it is not ſafe 


for a Brother or Siſter to enter into the Chamber for the 2aſmara or Vapors infe&tive,which come - 


from their Lungsand infe& the whole air of the Chamber, and being drawn in by others (cf pecially 
if they are any way diſpoſed to the ſame Diſeale,) beget the ſame Dilcale in their Lungs. 

There are other External Cauſes, eſpecially very hot or cold Air; the hot Air doth melt down 
the ſharp Humors which are contained in the Brain, and ſends them to the Lungs. The too cold Air 
by aſtringing, compreſſing and ſqueeſing, doth cauſe the like Defluxion : but the Air in Autumn 
is moſt dangerous, becaule by its inequality in heat and cold, it cauſeth ſharp and falc Diſtillations 
whence Hippocrates ſaith, Aph. 10. Se&t. 3. Autumn ts the worſt time for people in Conſumptions. Se- 


condly, Sharp and Salt Meats aid Drinks do caule a Conſumption , 'which fills the Head with ſalt 


and ſharp Vapors. And laſtly, All thoſe Internal and External Caufes which uſe to produce ſpit- 
ting of blood, which uſeth to end in a Conſumption, may be ſaid to be Caules thereof. | 

Among the Antecedent Cauſes,cvil Humors throughout the whole body are accounted the chief, 
which being moved by External Cauſes, are ſent to the brain,and from thence to the Lungs. Among 
which you may reckonthe ſuppreſſion of the Terms, Hemorrhoids,or other uſual Evacuations,which 
do caule Catarrhs and Defluxions. | 

The aforeſaid Cauſes do produce this Diſeaſe, eſpecially among thole whom Fippocrares calleth 
Phthirodeis, and Pterugodeis,that is, fuch as have a ſtraight and diſtreſſed Breaſt, a long Neck, and 
Shoulder-bones ſticking forth,who muſt of neceſſity fall into this Diſeaſe, if they have tender Lungs, 
of an hereditary inclination thereunto. Alſo they are inclined toa Conſumption who have a weak 
Head, which is eaſily filled with ſuperfluous Humors , which are ſent to the Organs or Inftruments 
of the Spirits. - | 

DIF FERENCES. There are no true and proper Differences of Confumptions, but ſuch as 
come from the variety of their Cauſes. Yet Hippocrates doth lay down many-kinds which are worth 


the obſerving, which muſt be reducednot toa true Conſumption, but to one in general, which is 


withoutan Ulcer of the Lungs. And firſt, L:b.s.Epid.Se&.2.T ext.z7. He ſpeaksof a Conſumption 


which came froma running of the Reins, in his Hiſtory : 4 Satyr called Grypalopex, being twenty - 


five years old, had Nofurnal Pollutions,and daily loſs of Seed;, who when he came to be thirty years of 
Age, fell into a Conſumption and died. For by the continual lols of Secd the Nouriſhment of the 

| Body is taken away; by whichthe ſolid parts are conſumed and dried. 
There is another kind in Hip. 2. de orb. called the Conſumption ot the Back, which comes from 
too much Lechery,which deſtroyeth the whole habit of the Body,and takes away the Nouriſhment 


from the ſolid parts ; this happens to new Married Folks who are unſatiable, andis the chiefeſt of 


the Conſumptions of the Back ; for Heppocrates lays down four kinds thereof. The firſt is that men- 
tioned, which comes from Lechery. The ſecond is laid down, Ltb.2. de inter affe&. text. 13, which 
comes from too much blood, and nouriſhment going to the Spinal Marrow, by which the Natural 
heat and all other Faculties are ſtifled and deſtroyed. Now ip, 5. Epid. ſheweth that the body 
may conſume by toq much blood, in a ſtory concerning one, who when nothing would nouriſh him, 
but he ſtill grew leaner, was perfeatly cured {when other Medicines failed.) by bleeding in both 
Hands as long as the Veins would diſcharge. The third kind is ia the place mentioned, namely, 
when the Marrow of the Back is dried,by which the whole body drieth and conſumeth. Z:ppocrares 
mentioneth two Caules of this drinels ; one is the obſtruction of the Veins which go-to the back with 
nouriſhment ; another is the flowing of Choler from the Head upon the Back, which X/ippocrates 


ſheweth in his Book De /oc:s i2 homzre. ' The fourth is deſcribed in the ſame Book, and it comes © 


from a Diſtillation vpon the Marrow of the Back, in theſe words: Adoreover, when a Defluxion falls 
upon the Back,, this kind of Conſumption cometh with pain in the Loins, and ſeeming emptineſs to 
the Patient in the Internal parts of the Head. In the ſame Book, Numb. 18. he ſaith thus : Wher 
there is a Defiuxion upon the Marrow, there 1s a ſecret undiſcerned Conſumption. He calls it Se- 


cret, becauſe when the body decays,you cannot 1o ealily find out the Caule; he calls it Undiſcern- 
able, becauſe you cannot perceive the inconveniencies of the Defluxionat the firſt. But it ceaſethto | 
be ſecret and undiſcernable,ifthe Detfluxion be not only upon the Marrow of the Back,but alſo up-.

To theſe Signs of Hippocrates we may add an evil formation of the Breaſt and Youth, which meets- 
ing with the aforetaid Signs, muſt needs declare a Conſumption to be at hand.  _. _ + 
The evil faſhion of the breaſt is when it is narrow, and the Shoulder-blades ſtick up like wings, : 
when the fore-part_ of the breaſt is narrow,& the hinder-part broad,for then the breaſt is both ſmall 
and evil proportioned. The ſtraitneſs of the breaſt ſhews want ofnatural heat,and the evil propor- 
tion ſhews its weakneſs: For if the natural heat were much and vigorous,the breaſt would have there- 
by been extended: But ſuch and fo great is this diſpoſition that Hippocrates calls it a Natural Con- 


ſumption; coming from a principle in Nature. Wherefore they who are thus made mult of neceſliry 
_ fallinto a Confumption,except tote other Diſeaſe take them off. Which by the way is obſerve- 
able, for if they have any acute Dileate who are thus inclined,they ſeldom efcape, becaule the na- 


tura] heat is weak and little, and therefore will eaſily be overcome by a ſtrong Diſeaſe. Therefore 
the moſt wary Phyſicians in ſuch kind of natures and habits do uſe to prognoſtick rather deathan4 


danger, than healthor recovery, when they tall into any Diſeaſe. 


In them who are inclinable to this Diſeaſe, Youth is moſt dangerous, according to Hippocrates, 
Aph. 9. SeR. 5. eſpecially from cighteen to thirty five years,in which time there is much blood for 
to break the Veſſels; as alſo it is thenthin and ſharp, more proper to open and corrode the Veſſels. 
In Children the Catarrh is made ſlow with much. moiſture - In old Men it is allayed with Cold, but

The firſt Sign is, That the Lungs are exaſperated in progreſs of time, that is,the Cough is more 
violent'; for the Diſeaſe increaſing, the Diſtillation is ſtronger, and the Lungs are pierced there. 
with,and provoked to cough forth that which hurteth them, which Cough dothnot only come from 
- the matter flowing down,but from that which flowed formerly; for being not coughed upit grow- 
eth foul by long continuance, by which meansthe Lungs are more torced to expulſion. 

The ſecond Signis, The weight of the Breaſt which comes from the matter gathered into the 
Lungs; for albeit the Lungs of themſelves do feel little or nothing, yet becauſe they-are tied to the 
Breaſt by Membranes, they perceive a weight when they are burdened. 

The third Sign is, A ſharp pain before and behind ; for the matter contained in the Lungs doth _ 
with its evil quality offend them,as well as with its quantity and putrefaQion, by which the Mem-' 
branes are pricked,which cauſe great pain,for the pain in the Membranes is always pricking. Now 
this pain is perceived before and behind ; becaufe thete Membranes are joyned before to the Ster- 
non, and behind tothe Back and the cauſe of this pain is from a great Cough, called by Hippe- 
_ crates, A malignant or c: uel Cough. | =; | 

The fourth Sign is, When ſharp heat falls into the body, and there followeth a violent Feaver . 
for when through progreſs of time the matter putrefieth more,it is probable that the Feaver will be 
greater, ; for although the matter from the beginning do only putrefie in the Lungs,yet by reaſon 

of the Suppuration made in the Breaſt with an Ulcer, the filth is communicated to the Humors con- 
rained in the Veins; from which come divers ſorts of putrid Feavers,and theſe differ from that Feayer 
which comes only-from the Ulcer inthe Lungs, through the filthy Vapors which arecarried from 
them into the Heart,which turns toan HeRick ; and therefore ina Conſumption there is a HeRick 
Feayer often joyned with a putrid. | | 

The fifth Sign is, When a great quantity of Flegm falls from the Head to the Lungs z which 
Hippocrates.confirms,when he ſhews the Cauſe of that great Defluxion,namely, The Lungs by their 
Heat drawing Flegm from the whole body. Hence it is that the- Humors contained in the whoſe 
body are the matter ofa continual and great Flux which doth ſo trouble men in Conſumptions. The 
\ Lungs by the filth which they have contraRed,grow hot 5 by which heat, Flegm is drawn from the 

brain,which the brain fetcheth from the whole body : And this is one of the principal Caules of the 
extenuation of the whole body ; for all the Humors good and bad are carried to thoſe parts, and 
{ſo the whole body decayeth. _ FT Trey 

The ſixth Sign is, Spitting ofthick rotten Flegm for when the matter putrefieth and there is an 
Ulcer, Quittor or Filth muſt needs come from thence,and therefore the Spittle is mattery+: but it 
is between thick and thin; for after that it hath by long continuance in the Lungs grown thick,it is 
'made thinner by the addition of that which breaks from the Ulcer , and fo it becomes moderate, 
which Hippocrates calls Subcraſſum or thickiſh. 20S ed 

'To thele mentioned Signs of H:ppocrates,you may add this as moſt certain,namely, The Extenua- 
ting the body with a lingring and conſtant Feaver. For beſides the putrid Feaver above mentioned 
which come and go by fits,and grow from the Humors which putrekie in the Veins: there is alſo al- 
ways preſent a lingring daily Feaver coming from the vapors lent fromthe Ulcer to the heart,which 
corrupteththe nouriſhment ofthe whole body,and makes it dry and hot, from whence the body 

muſt needs grow extenuated. | 

"To theſe you may add Sweating at Night,viith which menin Conſumptions are often troubled as 
| ſoon as they begin to ſleep; for by ſleep the heat is drawn in which increafeth the Inflammation of 
the Lungs,and the heat inwardly increaſed, cauſeth abundance of vapors which are thickned in the 
skin, and turned into ſweat. 


Moreover,there is a continual rigour which comes from the ſharpneſs of the matter which prick- 
eth the Membranes. | | 


And laſtly,you may add ſweetneſs of Spittle, which uſeth to-come when it begins to ſuppurate, 
which is the original of ſaltneſs. ROO 
Hippocrates ſhews alſo the Signs of a Conſumption confirmed in his 11. Text. of the Book above 
mentioned, in thefe words : The longer this Diſeaſe laſteth, the more abſolute matter will be [pet and 
the Feaver be the ſharper , the Cough more frequent and ſtrong, the body will more conſume, and yet 
the body is diſturbed downward from Flegw, and this comes fromthe Brain, when any man comes to thit 


he muſt periſh. | 
Ia 
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Intheſe words, we may obſerve that thereare five Signs of a Conſumption confirmed; 
 Thefirſt is, The Spittle being more matrery, or rather matter it ſelf. | 

The ſecond is, A ftrong Feaver and ſharp, more putrefying, and the Ulcer more foul. 

Thethirdis, An often and violent Cough more than formerly ; often becauſe ofthe great provo- 
cation and little evacuation,therefore nature laboureth to do that at divers times which ſhe cannot 
do at once:and it is a ſtronger Cough, not only becauſe the greater{narpneſs of thewater doth more 
violently ſtir up the expullive faculty, but alſo becauſe of the wearing away of the ſolid parts, the 
breaſt is made more hollow ; hencecomes a hoarle andſounding Cough, as from a hollow place. 
The fourth Sign is , Pining and want of Appetite, which makes them leaner 3 now the want of 
Appetite comes from the Diſtillation which doth not only fall upon the ſpiritual Members,but alſo 
- upon the Natural, eſpecially the Stomach, whoſe mouth is thence weakned to the loſs of Appetite ; 
as alſo from the putrid Vapors ſent thither either from the Feaver or the Ulcer. : 

The laſt Sign is, A looſe Belly which comes from Flegm falling from the Head, by which in time 
the Stomach and Guts are weakned, and the retentive faculty deſtroyed ; and this kills the Pati- 
ent, as we will ſhew more at large in the Prognoſticks. | 

To theſe Signs of Hippocrates we may add ſome other: 

The firſt is, A great extenuation of the whole body, fo that all the Muſculous fleſh is conſumed, 
and the bones appear only covered withskin; and hence it is that the Nails are crooked , becauſe 
the fleſh'which was in the tops of the Fingers to hold up the Nails is conſumed. 

To this you may add difficulty of Breathing,both becavſe the Faculty is weak,as alſo becauſethe 
Bronchia of the Lungs areſtopt with putrid matter ; as alſo becauſe the part is for the moſt part 
putrefied and conſumed, and therefore cannor take in ſufficient air to cool the heart; ſo that what 
the Lungs cannot do by one breathing, it muſt do by often. 

-Andlaftly, We may add that in a confirmed Contumption that is deſperate, the Hair falls off, 
the Cheeks wax blew,except it be after Meat, andthen the Vapors ſent up make the red Lice breed 
in abundance, and the feet ſwell. | 

Neither need we ſo many Signs, for if any ordinary man,faith Areru, ſhall ſeea man pale,weak; 
and coughing, and very lean, he will conclude him to be in a Conſumption. = Do 

Yet we muſt obſerve diligently, That ſometimes a violent Catarrh falling upon the Lungs will re- 
ſemble a Conſumption , ſo that filth like matter ſhall be ſpit forth, and thence may a Feaver come 
through putrefa&ion and extenuation of body : but they who are ſo, may eaſily be cured by dili- 
gence in means, therefore let us diſtinguiſh this rightly from a Conſumption, which is chiefly done 
by diſcerning between putrid Flegm and Matter. Thus, = | 

Matter is of a dun colour,and leſs white than Flegm ; fometimes of divers colours,and being put 
into hot Water it ſinketh and diflolveth ; but Flegm ſwims at the top and ſticks together by reaſon

of its flimineſs, and will not diffolve. 


, But i:ſome of the Spittle diſſolve and the reſt not, it is made of Flegm and Matter, which often 
apneth. = h 
| PROG NOSTICK. As for the Prognoſtick, it is very hard to cure a new Ulcer in the Lungs ; 
but it is impoſſible to cure an old, becaule it is opened by the continual motion of the Lungs and 
by coughing, ſo that it will not be united ; as allo the force of the Medicine is gone beſore it can 
come at it, and the loſt ſubſtance of the Lungs cannot be repaired. 
Moreover,an Ulcer, Spitting, Feaver, and leanneſs require contrary Remedies, for thoſe things 
which dry the Ulcer, do hinder Spittle, increaſe the Feaver and Leanneſs ; and moiſt things which 
are good againſtthe Feaver and Leapneſs do make the Ulcer more foul. OO 
Sometimes the Ulcer ſeemscured,and there is a Scab upon it,but with the leaſt motion it falls off _ 
and the Diſcaſe returns. 
A Conſumption which comes from a ſmall Ulcer of ſhort continuance, although it be difficult,ye; 
1s not incurableif proper Medicines be timely uſed: and they who have gathered Obſervations men_ - 


tion many ſo cured 5 now there is moſt hope when the Patientis ſtrong, the Spittle white, even, of 


one colour and eaſily raiſed ; if the Humor falling fromthe Head paſs through the Noſe, and if 
thereupon the Feaver abate,if the Appetite be good,and there be no thirſt,and if the belly be bound 
and in good order,if the Patient have a good habit of body,young,and have his breaſt large & hairy. 

They whoſe Spittle ſtinketh or have looſe bellies, or cannot ſpet, are near death, as #ppocrates

ED H E Heart hath many Diſeaſes, Similary, Organick, and Common * bitt becauſe few will ſubmit 

I» zo the Phyſician, in regard of the Nobleneſs of the Part, which will not endure grievous Diſ- 

hb — eaſes, but a man ts ſuddenly gone, and there is no time for Phyſick : We -who intend to bring all © 

our Labours mto Prattice, will lay down only three Diſeaſes of the Heart, which are uſual, and re- 

2p quire many Medicines, and we ſhall bring them into three Chapters. The firſt ſhall be of Swooning z 
the ſecond of Palpit ation of the Heart: And the third of weakneſs. 


Chap. I. Of Syncope, or Swooning. 
Yncope is defined by Galen, 12. Meth. c. 5. to be aſudden failing of all the ſtrength ;, For al- 
though the heart only ſuffer, and the Vital Spirits are only intercepted ; yet when it fails, the 

reſt muſt ſuffer, becauſe they have a continual and neceſſary influence from it. 
| It iscalled aſudden failing of all the ſtrength, that it may be diſtinguiſhed from other Diſcaſes,in 
which the ſtrength goes by degrees;till death come; nor is the Doctrine of Avicer againſt; it Fer. 1. 
Lib.3.Tratt. 2.cap.2. where he propounds the Sign of a Syncope that comes by degrees ; for al- 
though the Caules that difſolye the Spirits do ſometimes work by degrees, yet.when they grow 
great, they make a ſudden Syncope ; and therefore Avicez rather propounded the Signs that go be- 
fore a Syncope, than thoſe that accompany it. 
Moreover, This definition may ſeem to agree with an Apoplexy, in which thereis a ſudden fail- 
ing of all the ſtrength ; but in an Apoplexy there is ſtrength in the Heart,and the Pulſe is generally 
great and full. And alſo there is great hinderance of breath, with ſnorting; but in a Syncope the 
breath is no ways ſtopped. | | 
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Of Syncope, or. Swooning, 
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Chap. 1. 


The queſtionis, Why , when the ARion of the heart ceafeth; doth the Attion of the brain alſo 
ceale,lince the Animal Spirit is made of the Vital by way of ConcoRion, and muſt thereiore ſtay 
ſome time 1n the Brain,although the Vital donot conſtantly come to it ? We anſwer, Thatthe brain 
asall other parts, for the perfeRing of its ations, doth always ſtand inneed of adventitious heat 
which is brought to it by the vital ſpirits,and therefore when the vital ſpirits come not,neither doth 
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heat come from the brain to perform its fun&tions. 


Thereare other Dileaſes very like to Syncope,differing only in degrees from it, namely, Eclſts, 
Leipothymia and Aſpbyxia: Ecluſts, is a light fainting : Leiporhymia, or Leipopſychia , or Apopſy- 


_ ehia, 15a very ſtrong and great fainting : Syncope is the greateſt, which ifit go 1o far that the Pulle 
| inthe whole body ceaſcth to beat, it is called &4/phyxia, which is next unto death:4 | 


+ The word Syncope was not uſed by Hippocrates,and the Ancient Greeks; but they call'd this DiC- 
eale Leipothymia, Lipopſychia and Aſphyx1a. But it was invented a little defore G aley's time, and u- 
ſed 4 "0 greateſt ; fo Galen, 1. ad Glauc, cap. 1. faith, Leipothymia is an imperfe&t Syncope, and 
oes before it. | 
By what hath been ſaid, it appears, that the part affeRed is the Heart, where the Vital Spitits are 
all made; by whole influence the natural heat and ſpirits in every part are made to a& : therefore 
when that ceaſeth by ſtoppage of the Influx of the Vital Spirits, it is neceſſary that the ſtrength of 
all parts ſhould fail, and their actions ceale. be | 
CAUSES. The immediate Caule of this Diſeale, is the DefeR of the Vital Spirits,not wholly, 
for then ſudden death would come; but ſo great, that Nature is conſtrained (left the ſtrength of 
the Heart ſhould totally fail) to fetch the Spirits from the other parts to the Heart,by which means 
the parts loſe their Fun&tions. | | 
Now this defe& of Spirits comes four ways: Either becauſe they are naturally few; or becauſe 


they are diſſipatedand ſpent; or becauſe they are preternaturally altered or corrupted ; or laſtly 


becaule they are ſuffocated and deſtroyed. They are few by fault of the faculty making, or matter 
from which they are made. The Faculty is hurt either by a Diſeaſe proper to the Heart, or by con- 
{ent from another part. DD 

The proper Diſeaſes of the Heart which are the chief, are great diſtempers which overthrow the 


" Natural temper,or deſtroy the ſubſtance of the parts,or of the Natural heat; as Swooning, Feavers 


ſharp and malignant, Synta#ice or Col:zquantes, or fainting, peſtilential,heQtical , -or Maraſmodes, 


-— which conſume; to this come organical Diſeaſes, as too much conftrifion and dilatation, and con- 


ſtant {olutions, which come to the Ventricles of the Heart. 

The Faculty may be hurt by conſent from other parts whick have great ſympathy with the heart, 
as the Brain and Liver, and ſometimes from the mouth of the Stomach, by reaſon of its nearneſs and 
exquiſite ſenſe, from whence a Syncope is divided into a heart and ſtomach Syncope. - The Cardiaca 
or Heart Syncope,is when the Heart is principally affe&ed; but the Sromachra,or Stomach Syncope 
is that which comes by conſent from the Stomach. Sometimes it comes from the Mother, by filthy 
vapors ſent from thence to the heart, from whence comes the Suffocation of the Matrix, Apnea, 
or want of breath and Hyſterical Syncopes, as thote Vapors do affault the Lungs, Diaphragma, or 
the Heart. | | 

The fault is in the Matter,when the Air or blood is defeRive or corrupted ; from whence the Vi- - 
tal Spirits are generated.There is a defeR of Air,when the reſpiration and Tranlpirationis hindred; 


| butthe defeR of Blood is when Nutrition is hindred ; there is a corruption of both; when their qua- 


lities are chinped: ſo when the Air is infeted in the time of Peſtilence, it begets Lezporhymia and 
Syncope, as allo ſtinking vapors, and ſweet alfo do the tame with ſome Women; and the blood is 


. Corrupted from evil Meats. 


Too great Evacuation , whether ſenſible or inſenſible do diſperſe the Spirits. The ſenſible are 
chiefly of blood, from the Mouth, Noſe, Womb,Belly, Hemorrhoids, Phlebotomy, & great Wounds; 
@ next of other humors,which though they are Excrementitious,yet becaufe of their great Evacua- 
tion, the Spirits are much diſperſed, and cauſe a Syncope. Theſe humors are diſchargea by vomit, 


ſtool, urine,fveat,the opening of a great impoſthume, eſpecially it it be inward, as an Empyema; or 


outward, as in a Dropſie when the Navel is tapped. | 
The infenfible Evacuations are by the RarifaQion vf the Skin, and by the acrimony and thinnefs 
of the Humors, immoderate heat,hot Baths or Hovules,preat Labours. Alſo long watehing and faſt- 
lechery,great anger,and joy, long and violent ficknels to diffipare the Spirits : as alſogreat pain 
0 the heart, ſtomach, guts, reins, cars, teeth, and of all nervous parts. - 
Anevil diſpoſition of the Bowels doth alter and corrupt the Spirits,and whatſoever doth procure 
a malignant quality whichis adverſe to the heart, as air, ſtinks, venemous and peſtilential taken in 
by the breath, or bred in the body from putrefa&ion of humors: as alfo poyſon takenin,or applied: 
outward, ot ſent to the heart by biting of venemous Creatures. bo 
Laftly, The vehement returning of blood and _ to the Heart, and an abundance of evil ul

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pors gatheredabout the heart and the parts.adjacent, and too much cold and thick blood gathered 
about the heart and its veins, arteries, and parts adjacent, do {uffocate and deſtroy the Spirits. -- | 


Welately ſaw a Noble Lady,a Virgin,which from her Infancy was lo ſubje& to this Diſeaſe;that 
with every light paſſion of the mind ſhe was taken therewith, taken with a violent Syncope which 
uſhered death in by a ſudden return of blood and ſpirits to her heartzfor when ſhe ſhould have been 
married to a fine young man which loved her dearly,and her Parents,Friends and Kindred were fo. 
lemnly met about it,they gave her a Pen to writeher hand tothe Contract; bur ſhe having not fully 
written her name, fell down dead upon the ground : hence wecalily conjecture, ..that there was a 

oreat and ſudden retraction of the Blood and Spirits to zhe Heart by a vehement paſſion of the 
mind which choaked the natural heat, and the Spirits therein, of which ſhe died ſuddenly. | 

Petriu Salins Diverſus ſaw (as he reporteth, Lib. ae aff. part. cap.4.) a Girl of fourteen yearsold 
fell into a Syncope from abundance of cold and thick blood gathered about her heart and the great 


veſſels; for having for a whole day a heavinels of head with giddineſs and diſturbance, ſhe died the - 


next day aſter ſuddenly : after being opened, the blood appeared fo congeated in the great Artery 


and Yena Cava or hollow Vein, that taking it by the end, you might draw it out like a Swordfrom 
a Scabbard. Eck | 


Wherefore we judged, That the fudden death came from the interception and ſtopping of the. 


Veins by congealed Blood. | 2 Tn 
This happeneth ſcldom,for you ſhall ſeldom'ſee Blood in dead Bodies ſo congealed, for the veins 

have fych a property to retain blood,that even after death they keep it thin,though without them it 
oroweth-always thick. Dee | ; ww 

| But Salizs gives the Reaſon of this Congealation, by comparing it with blood without the Veſlels, 
which as ſoon as it is cold,is congealed ; and the looner fromthe coldnets, thickneſs and flimineſs of 
the Melanchollick or Phlegmatick humor therein contained. | 
* Something like to this may befall blood conſtrained in the Veins, which abounding with vicious 
juyce thick and cold,doth {o fill the greater Veins, that it ſtops the ſpirits,and ſo extinguiſneth them; 
. and then the blood grows cold and thick,from thole humors which otherwiſe would have been thin. 
| The Spagyricks refer thisto- a congealing_ Spirit, made ofa peculiar and extraordinary mixture of 
bumors, which ſince it ſeldom happeneth;the diſeaſe isvery rare z And truly a ſimple Refrigeration 
cannot cauſe that concretion, for then in dead bodies,efpecially in Winter, the bluod would always 
be thick inthe Veins,but we find it always thin : but we may tuppoſe that this congealin 
like that which cauſeth a Catalepſis or Congelation, vhich makes the parts inflexible. 

The Chymiſts do acknowledg ſuch kind of Congealing Spirits to be in many Creatures, Vege- 

tables and Minerals; ſuch as are reported to þe raiſed out of the Earth,in ſome Hiſtories of Men and 
Beaſts who have been congealed by filthy vapors coming from Earth-quakes or Dens, fo that their 
bodies became preſently ſtiff. And C:r/44nm laith, That ſuch Spirits are in Thunder-bolts, inhis Hi- 
ſtory of the eight Mowers, who {upping under an Oak,were truck ſtiff, and remained as at firſt, the 
one ſeeming to Eat, the other to reach the Pot, and the other to Drink. 
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DIAGNOSTICK. The Signs to know this Diſcale by, either is from the SubjeR which is more 
capable to receive it, or fromthe Fit either coming or preſent, or from the Caules that produce it. 
The SubjeRs which are moſt fit to receive a Syncope are men, who by fome natural debility or 


weakneſs from ſome Diſeaſe, became faint-hearted. Women rather than Men, eſpecially in their 


Terms, or with Child : As alſo they who have fine Conſtitutions, ſubject to the Jaundice,Spleen, or 
Melancholly. 


Theſe things ſignifie that a Syncope is coming to thera who are ſubjet to it z Anxiety and ſudden 


diſturbance of minq, heavinets in the head, s1ddinels, an apprehenſion of divers colours, green and 
yellow, a ſudden and often change of the colour inthe face, and of the beating of the Pulle. 


_ When Leipothymy is preſent the ſame ſigns are, but greater; and there is often a cold iweat, as 
allo the fick complain of their faintneſs. |

_. But theſe ſigns ſhew a Syncope, a ſudden failing of all ſtrength, a ſlow pulſe, low, and at length 


ſtopping, a pale and blewiſh facc,coldnels of all the body, eſpecially externally ; a cold 
cially in the Temples, Neck. and Breaſt, from whence the Diſeaſe is named. 

The Signs of the Cauſes are commonly manifeſt,for Feavers malignant,acute,{yncopal or fainting, 
cauſe a proper Syucope or Swooning, are cafily known: as alſo thole external Cauſes which make a

You mult alſo give often cooling Juleps made of Syrup of Sorrel, Violets, and Apples,of Lem- 
m6nis with cooling tnatters; and Lapis Prunelle, Let the Porgs be cloſed with anointing the Skin 
with Oyl of Roles, Myttles of Maſtick.

CHAP. 1. 
Of the Palpitation, or beating of the Heart. 


| A*® in Syncope the motion of the Heart is diminiſhed, 16 in this Diſeaſe it is depraved. It is 
: wrongly ſtiled by ſome a trembling of the Heart, when trembling isa paſſion of the Animal 
and Voluntary Motion, andis not proper to any parts, but ſuch as have voluntary motion. 
Galen in his Book of Trembling; Palpitation and Convullion, faith, That Palpitation comes only 
from'the. Diſcaſe that is from the Caule which lifteth up, and depreſſeth the part, without any help 
of: the Faculty ; but trembling comes partly from the Ficulty,partly from the Diſeaſe. Hence it is 
that-many uſing the word Palpitation indifferently to any part, think it is in the Heart, asinthe 
- Skin and Muſcles, in which it comes from wind driven violently thither; for ifthe Heart be moved 
as a Bladder by water or wind, they ſuppoſe that to be a Palpitation. But the reaſon is different ; 
for the Skin and Muſcles cannot naturally dilate and contra themlelves,but by Diſeaſes. But the 
Heart hath anatural Faculty: to contraR and dilate it ſelf, therefore a Palpitation cannot be without 
its motion. And they do in vain muſter up Galer*s Realons ſo thought by them, to prove that the 
Palpitation ofthe Heart comes not by Nature,but by a Diſeaſe, or caufe of a Diſeaſe. For Galen in 
all thoſe places ſpeaks of no other Palpitation than that which is in the skin and other external parts, 
and not of the Palpitation of the Heart,which is of another nature; and Galen 2. de ſympr. canſ. cap. 


_ < 2. faith, thatthe Palpitation of the Heart and Arteries is different from that of the other parts. 


Therefore the Palpitation of the Heart is an immoderate and preternatural ſhaking of the part, 
with a'great Diaſtole or dilatation, and a vehement Syſtole or contra&ion, which ſometimes is ſo 
great,that as Fernelis oblerves, it hath often broken the Ribs adjoyning, and ſometimes diſplaced 
them which are over the Paps;and ſometimes it hath ſo dilatedan Artery forth into an Aneuriſmas 
big as ones Fift, in which you might both fee and feel the Pulſation. _ 

This immoderate ſhaking of the Heart comes from the Pulſative Faculty provoked. | 
-  -Buthere may be objetted, That in Feavers all theſe things are found, for this is an immoderate 

Syſtole and Diaſtole, by the provocation of the Faculty through tome troubleſome matter, or by 

increaſe of heat in the Heart. I 

' To this we anſwer, That the motion of the Heart in Feavers is diſtinguiſhed from Palpitation,only 
' by its degrees, and the depraved motion of the Heart when it is vehement,is called Palpitation 
but d- be not vehement, it is called a quick,great and ſwift Pulſe,and is referred to the differences 
. of Pultes. | 

CAUSES. Now the efficient Cauſes of this Palpitation may be referred to three Heads - Ei- 
ther it is ſomewhat which troubleth and pricketh, orneceſlity of Refrigeration, or defect of Spirits; - 
which two'later may be referred to the increaſe of Cuſtom. by 

The moleſting Cauſe is moſt uſual, fo that many Authors knew no other, the others are rare,and 
that is either a Vapor or Wind which troubleth the Heart cither in quantity or quality , or both. 
The quality is either manifeſt or occult. | 
© A'Vapor troublelome in a manifeſt quaiiry; either in the Heart and its parts adjoyning; or it is | 
ſent from other parts; and thisſuddenly getring to the innermoſt parts ofthe Heart, doth ſtir up 
the ys 1m Faculty, which being naturally very ftrong, ariſeth powerfully with all its force to 
expel the Enemy. _ To ; | 

| - 
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In the Heart,and thereabout,eſpecially in the Pericardium, are gathered ſometimes cold and thick 
 Humors, which ſend up vapors to the Venrticles of the Heart, which cauſe Palpitation. | 

But from more remote parts,vapors and wind are ſent to the Ventricles of the Heart;as. from the 
Stomach; Spleen, Mother, and other parts of the lower belly. | 

Many times a Vapor: that troubles the Heart by an occult quality, ariſeth in malignant Feavers, 
Plague, and after Poyſon, and fometimes from Worms putretied, andthe Terms ſtopped from cot- 
rupt ſeed, or other putrid matter, which do much ftir up the Expullive Faculty thereof. 

Divers Humors do moleſt the Heart, either with their quantity or quality;tfo too much blood op- 
preſſing the Veins, Arteries, and Ventricles of the Heart, 1o that they cannot move freely, makes 4 
Palpitation by hindering motion, which that the Faculty may oppoſe,it moveth more violently. $9 
Water in the Pericardiwum, being in great quantity, doth comprels the ſubſtance of the Heart and 
its Ventricle, fo that they cannot treely dilate themſelves. The ſame do Humors flowing in abun- 
dance to the Heart, as it happens ſometimes in Wounds, Fear and Terror. | 

Humors offending in quality hurt the Heart, if they be venemous, purrid, corrupt, ſharp, or too 
hot, eſpecially burnt Choller coming to the Heart, and provoking its expultion. 

Alſo Tumors;though ſeldom,caule this Diſeaſe ; as Inflammation of the Heart, Impoſthumes, or 
Swelling in the Arteries of the Lungsnear the Heart; which Galen faith befel Antipater the Phyſi- 
cian, 4+ de loc. aff. by which, after an unequal Pulſe, he fell into a Palpitation andan Aſthma, and fo 
died : fo Dodonew reports, That he found a Callus in the great Artery next to the Heart,which cau- 
{ed a Palpitation for many years. Alfo Tumors in the Pericardium, whether they be without hu- 
mors and ſcirrhus,or without humors.in them,as the Hydatides,or watery Puſtules and little ſtones 
bones and pleces of fleſh are ſometimes growing in the Heart, which cauſe Palpitation. So Platerus 
| reports, thatin one who had a long Palpitation , and died thereof, there was found a Bone in his 

Heart.But Schenkeus reports, That ina Prieft(who was from his youth to the age of forty two)trou- 
bled with a Palpitation, there was found inthe bottom of his Heart an Excreſcenſe of fleſh which 
weighed eight drams, and reſembled another Heart. 4 | 

The ſecond Caule of Palpitationis neceſſity of refrigeration,which is,when there is a preternatu- 
ral heat in the Heart, by which the Spirits are inflamed within; and therefore the motion of the 
Heart and Arteries are increaled,that what is ſpent may be reſtored,and the heat cooled; and this 
_ cones ſometime from an interna! cauſe,which is rare,but oftner of an external, as anger, vehement 
exerciſe, and the like. As Platerxs oblerved in a young man, who being hot and angry at Tennis, 
ſell into a Palpitation of the heart, and ſo died. | Sa pi+2, |

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That which comes by contert from other parts, is known by the proper Signs of the parts affeg. 
ed,{fo we know that-ir is from the tomach,when there is want of appetite,loathing,vomiting of bale 
Humors, and gnawing at the ſtomach. A troubleſome breathing about the Pancreas or Spleen, or 
any other Dilcaſe of the Spicen, iheweth that the marter lurketh there,from whence the vapors fl 
. to the Heart; fo ſuppreſſion of the Terms, and Hyfterical Fits, declare that it comesfrom the 
Womb. 

The Water abounding in the Pericardium is harder to be known, but we may conje&ure, ifthe 
Pulſe be weak and faint,and the Patient bemoaneth himſelf, that his heart as it were is ſometimes in 
Water, and is ſuffocated, and if it be conſtant, and he incline to an Atrophy or Hectick. 


If malignant humors cauſe it, there will be great change in the Pulle,a loſs of ſtrength,ſometimes 


fainting, and other (igns of malignity. : 

If it come from a Tumor, there is remarkable variety in the Pulſe, and the motion of the heart is 
different from the natural, very unequal and inordinate;and if the Humor be hot,there will be great 
mflammation in the body,great thirſt,difficulty of breathing and fainting will follow with death:but 
if the Tumor be hard, and in the Pericardium, the Diſeaſe is conſtant, and the Patient decays by de- 
Srees,without any manifeſt caule: if fleſh,or any more {ſolid thing grow to the heart,there will be 
a continual Palpitation from the beginning of the Diſeaſe to the end of life. | 

Laſtly, You'may know when it comes by want of Spirits by the precedent caules,which deſtroyed 
the Spirits, and by the quick and ſmall Pulſe, and when it comes from the leaſt labour or motion. 
Sometimes the like befalls them that are well from walking or other motion, with a change of Pulſe 
and a reſembling Palpitation. | 


PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoftick is to be taken thus : It is dangerous from the hihderance of

A Lthough Weakneſs of ſtrength doth generally comprehend the hinderance of all A&ions Ani- 
mal,Vital,and Natural; yet more particularly it comprehends the Vital, which are known by 
a weak Pulle : yet this weaknels uſeth to be found inall great Diſealſes,in which Nature doth yield, 


Therefore as in Palpitation the Aion of the Heart , that is Pulfation, is depraved; fo in Weak- 


nels it is diminiſhed. 


Which is the ſame with a Syncope, but it differs in this, In a Syncope it is ſo littlethat it is hard» 
ly perceived ; but in-weaknels the Pulſe is manifeſt andnot fo little. 

In this alſo the Animal Faculty is always offended ; whence comes weak motion without hurt of 
the Brain, Nerves or Muſcles, but from the defect of Vital Spirits which are not fo ſufficiently ſent 
to the Head that they may be made Animal, 


CAUSES. The immediate Cauſe of Weaknels is defeRt of the natural heat and ſpirits fromwhicti 


thelifeand ſtrength ot the parts do depend.

Of the Diſeaſes of the Stomach. 


The Preface, FEI | 


A; there are divers Aftions of the Stomach, ſo there are divers Hinderances of thoſe Aftions ; 
\ which cauſe variety of Diſeaſes * For this Part being to concott Meat, and make the Chyles fot 
the performance thereof , firſt it 1s conſtrained to deſire Meat and Drink, by the Appetite, which 
may be diminiſhed, aboliſhed, or depraved. When it 3s aboliſhed, it is called Anorexia, and Apoſitia: 
When it is diminiſhed, it « called Inappetenitia , and Loathing. But when it t depraved, it 18 called 
Dogs-hunger, or Pica, or Malacia. Too great deſne of Drinkzs called Sitis Morbola. Theſe Diſ- 
eaſes mentioned do concern the attrative Faculty ; they which concern Concoftion, as it is diminiſhed , 
aboliſhed or depraved, are comprehended under the name only of Concottion hindred : If the Retentive 
and Expulſive Faculties be hurt, it conſiſts in Vomitting and Hiccoughs. There are divers hinds of 
Vomitings according to the divers Condition and Nature of the Matter vomited forth. And becauſe the 
Stomach ts of exquiſite ſenſe of Feeling by reaſon of the Famous Nerve it hath from the ſixth Conjugati- 
01, it ts therefore as other ſenſible parts ſubjett to pains, and it hath ſometimes Tumors (as ther parts) 
and Inflammations, Impoſthumes and Ulcers. That therefore we may in this Bookexplain all the ordina- 
ry Diſeaſes of the Stomach, we will comprehend it in Eleven Chapters. The firſt, Of Inappetentia, or 
Loathing of Meat. The Second, Of Fames Canina, or Dogs Appetite. The Third, Of Pica and Ma- 
lacia, or Green-ſickneſs.

'45 Nappetentia, and Loathing, is either from the aboliſhed or diminiſhed Aion of the Stonnach : 


When it is aboliſhed it is called Anorexia and Apoſitia ; but when it is diminiſhed it is called Dy- 
ſorexia, but by Cuſtom Anorexia, and Apoſitia are uſed for both. BE 
CAUSES. The Caules of this Diſcaſe are divers, which that we may bring into order, let us 
con{ider the Natural Cauſes of hunger or Appetite : Thele are called by Galen (lib. 1.de ſymp.cauſ. 
cap.7.) Symptoms ; and are Five: The firſt whereof is emptineſs of the parts. The ſecond is the Na- 
tural Appetite of thoſe parts ſo emptied. The third is the ſucking and attraQion of the Meleraick 
Yeins in the Stomach and Guts. The fourth is the ſenſe of their ſucking in the Stomach. The fifth 
is the Animal Appetite which cometh from the Nerve in the mouth of the Stomach which comes 
from the Brain,and is endued with great ſenſe and feeling.

"Therefore the firſt Cauſe which is Emptineſs of Parts,if it be wanting there is no attrationmade 
by them from other parts and the Stomach,and ſo there is no Appetite: now this emptineſs is want- 
ing either when the parts arefilled with plenty of crude juyces, by reafon of gluttony or drunken- 
nels; or for want of exerciſe,or uſual evacuations,or when there is {o much fat that it is ſufficient to 
nouriſh the parts. Alſo the greatſtoppage of the Pores of the Skin,doth hinder the emptineſs of the 
parts ;.or great weakneſs of the natural heatſo that it can diſperſenone or but little of the ſubſtance 
of the parts : or the calling of that heat tothe concoRion of the matter of a Diſeaſe whereby the 
nouriſhment of parts is negle&ed, as in Feavers. . ns | 
The ſecond Caule is Natural Appetite, and the attra&tion of nouriſhment to the Stomach ; and 
this is depraved when the parts though empty,will not draw by the Veins, by reaſon they have loft 
their ſtrength, but languiſh and forget their duty ; as hapneth in acute, malignant, peſtilential , 
ſynte&ick, and hefick Feavers : And in immoderate Evacuations , asin the Flux of the Liver, 
nd, Hemorrhoids, Bleeding at the Noſe, great Sweat, much Lechery, long Faſting, and the

The third Cauſe is the Attraction of the Stomach by the Meſeraick Veins, which uſeth to be de- 
praved by ſtoppage of thoſe Veins, by which means the empty parts cannot attra& their Chylus, nor 
make the mouth ofthe ſtomach ſenſible: ſo we may perceive Children troubled with Struma,to con- 


' fume by along Flux of Chyle, by reaſon all the Melentery is full of Glandules which ſtop its Veins, 


and hinder the paſſage ofthe Chyle to the Liver, by which means it is fent halfconcoRed forth by

- The fourth and fifth Cauſes, whichare ſenſe of fucking, and Animal Appetite,do require a good 
diſpoſition in the ſtomach,brain,and nerves: Therefore-whatloever can alter their dilpoſitions,may 
alſo deſtroy Appetite ; ſo every great diſtemper of the belly, eſpecially if it be hot and dry, doth - 
hinder Appetite.Great heat by dilperling the moiſt ſubſtance of the ſtomach, doth take away Appe- 
titez as alſo great cold not only pofitive as when the bowels are 1o cold that they are ſtupified by 


- Air,Water,Froft,Snow,and the. like; but alſo privative,when the native heatis fpent,which Galere 


calls Narcoſis or Stupefaction,as by long bleeding, Feavers and the like,by which the ſtrength of the 
ſtomach and other parts is confumed. Evil alſo and corrupt Humors, whether hot or cold,do cauſe 
want of appetite : The hot are cholerick, aduſt, putrid, or virulent, whether they are bred in the 
ſtomach for want of concoRion, or brought from other infirm parts. 
 TheCold Humors are, flegmy andſlimy, gathered in the ſtomach by evil ConcoCtion,or coming 
com = whole body, as in them who by often vomiting bring the corruption of other parts into the

A cold Diſtemper and much Flegm is 
known by cooling we egy nom or ſuch as diſperſe the natural heat, and extinguiſh it; as alſo 


from the ſenſe of weight in the ſtomach, from ſharp belching, - or from a ſlimy thick humor ſent out 
of the Mouth, or by Stool. 


The ſame is fignified by a.long Catarrh, and a Diſeaſe in ſome part which may ſend Flegm or- 


Melancholy tothe ſtomach, as ofthe Spleen, Womb,or the like. Alſo the Diſtempers of the Brain 


and Nerves are to be known by their proper ſigns. 


PROGNOST ICK. As a good Appetite is good in all Diſeaſes, as Hip. Aph. 33. SeR. 2. ſays, 
To be rightin mind, and to be willing to take that which is brought, is good - ſo want of Appetite 
uſeth to be an evil ſign. For it ſignifieth a great digreſſion from the natural ſtate; and it comes, as 
Galen teacheth,Gom. in 3. Epid. either from evil Humors inthe mouth ofthe ftomach,or from the 
 loſsof the faculty,whole duty it was to be ſenſible of the want of nouriſhment, and contequently to 


deſire it, So Hip. in 1 Epid. faith concerning men in Conſumptions that died in the time of an Epi- 


demical D.ſeafe, they always abhorred Meat and drink. And fo Galen, Comment in 3. Epid. faith, - 


that he hath ſeen many in q Plague time which could take no ſuſtenance, and died. ' But ſome who 

were ſtronger, and rook courage,and did cat, recovered. So in Hp. 3. Epid. Sc. 1. eAgr. 2. Her. 

mocrates, who died the twenty ſeventh day abhorred meat all the time, and inthe laſt days could not 

raft. Andie. 2. of the ſame Book, er. 6. EurianaQtis her daughter, who abhorred meat all the 
while, and drunk nothing worth ſpeaking of, died twelve days after. 


But we muſt obſerve, That loathing of meat isſad if it come from thedeſtruQtion of rhe Natural 


heat; but ir is not ſo dangerous if it come from abundance of evil humors,and Cacochymiazas you 
may ſee in Hip.7. Epid. by the Son of Cleomis, who without a Feaver abhorred meat for two months, 
through ab'1ndance of crude and viſcid Flegm, which at loſt he vomited up. So in the beginning of 
| Dileales, and eſpecially of Feavers, want of Appetite isnot ſo dangerous,becaule then nature bein 

buſie about the concoRing of filthy humors, is called from her uſual deſire of meat.But.after,when 
oy Feaver is appeaſed, and the humors that cauſed the Diſeaſe being ſpent, ſhe returns to her old 
cuſtome. 

In Children, want of Appetite is worſe than in others, becauſe their ſubſtance is moiſt,caſily difſi- 

pated, and requires more uſe of nouriſhment to reſtore them. 


In Men recovered of a Diſeaſe, loathing threatneth a relapſe, by reaſon the reliques of the Dif- 
caſe caule it. wY | 


In a continual diſeaſe, loathing and ſincere dejettions are evil, Z:p. Aph.6.SeR.7. Loathing is an 


evil ſign in long diſeaſes; but they who are like to eſcape, have the contrary, that is,a good appe- 
.  tite. But ſincere deje&tions coming do cauſe a worſe Prognoſtick, becauſe Hippocrates underſtands 
by ſincere dejections,fuch as have no humidity mixed with them,when the humor alone without any 
water,is caſt forth, whether Choller or Melancholy ; for theſe ſtools do ſhew that all the natural 
humility is burnt up by. the heat ofthe Feaver. |, | 
In long diſeaſes of the Guts, loathing of meat is evil, and with a Feaver worſe; Hip. Aph. 3. 
Sect, 6. when there are deep and putrid Ulcers in a Dyſentery,the Stomach ſufferipg with the Guts 


doth 
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doth not well concot,which offence ariſing higher; affe&s the mouth of the totnach with loathing. 
There are ſome in Dyſenteries, who abhor meat from the beginning of the Dileaſe,by reaſon of the 
evil humors which come from the Liver; for the ſuperfluous part ofthem comes to-the mouth of 
the ſtomach, which is not always dangerous. But in long Diſeaſes when it is ſo, there is either a pu- 
trefa&tion abdut the Ulcer, ora great Inflammation, both which are deſperate. 

CURE. The Cure of this Difeaſe, if it come from the diftemper of other parts; muſt be by the 
Cure of it. But if it come only from a fault in the ſtomach, it is to be reduced to a hot or cold di- 
ſemper joyned with Matter. þ-- 

A hot diſtemper is to be cured firſt by purging of Choler gentle and often. And this may be made 
of Rhubarb, Myrabolans, Tamarinds,Syrup of Roſes, or of Succory with Rhubarb : or if the Pa- 
tient be {ubje& to vomiting, you muſt give him a gentle one. $24 

The ſame Humor is to be altered with Juleps or cooling Broths,in which you muſt tot omit the 
Spirit of Vitriol or Sulphur ; becauſeall ſharp things do not only allay Choler,but provoke an Ap- 
petite. Hence it is that we uſe all Sallets in Summer to provoke Appetite. | 

Or you may alter and purge this Humor at once with a convenient Apozeme; to which, for the 
ſtomach add half a handful of Sea Wormwood, and half an ounce of Citron Myrobalans.

The word Boulimia comes apo to bou kailimon, becaulſethe Particle box put to the other words,in- 
creaſe the {ignification, as.if it were compared to the greatneſs of an Ox. It isalſo called Phagedai- 
za, which word is given to Ulcers which eat thefleſh and enlarge, and therefore called Ulcera Pha: 
gedazna, that is, ſpreading Ulcers: Now itis called Fames Carina, or Dogs Appetite, becauſe they 
who have it are as hungry as Dogs. | | 
_- But. yot-may oblerve,that thele'two words, Boulimia and Fames Canina,are ſometimes confound- 
* ed, and uled for the ſame thing; and ſometimes diſtinguiſhed, fo that: it is called Fames Canina, 

when after much feeding, they vomit like Dogs. 'But ome purge rather than vomit, when Nature 
throweth: down thit which.it cannot concoc&. , In Boxlimia, vomit doth not follow, but ſometimes 
Leipothymia. There ate ſome who feed unſatiably, and yet vomit not nor purge, but conco all ; 
and if they have not preſently more, areſick. As Senzertus reports of a Scholar, who was black co- 
loured, who'cat not'only inthe day,but night,and digeſted it without vomiting z he could not befa- 
tisfled with delicate Meats;but required grols; and therefore would cat no Bakers Bread, but ſuch 
as the Country people made, and would eat as many raw Parfnips in a Summer morning as could be

Hence it appears, that this Diſeaſe is a Symptom ot an Action depraved, in reſpect of quantity, 
which aQion beirig increafed is called Dog-like, or an Appetite beyond Natural meaſure. The part 
affe&ed is chiefly the Mouth of the Stomach. The cauſe containing is fenle of ſucking,and vehement

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The want of Food,. by reaſon whercof the Veins do continually ſack fiom the Stomach, either it 
comes from too great evacuation by bleeding, purging,vomiting,lweating, and the like; or from too 
great a Conlumption of the alimentary ſubſtance, by reaſon of the immoderateheat of the parts; or 
the. thinneſs otthe humors and body,andlooſnels of the pores, watchings,baths,immoderate exercile; 
much venery; all which do diffolve'the ſubſtance, making humidity : and by theſe;emptineſs being 
cauſed, and want of food, the meat is carried from the ſtomach ſooner than it ought. INT 
 Alfothis Fames Canina, or Dogs Appetite, may come from worms which devour the Chylus: as 
Trallianus reports, lib. 7.cap.4. ofa Woman in this diſeaſe, which voided a Worm twelve cubits:

The Hermetical Phyſicians do lay down another cauſe of this wonderful Appetite 3 namely, a 
certain diſſolving ſpirit begot in the body, which by an inherent property doth fo readily conſume 
whatſoever meat js taken,that it doth not allow nature a lawful and neceſſary bound of nouriſhment; 
This they call a hungry,devouring,falt,ſharp,vitriol Spirit: For they ſay,as from divers ſalts,vitriol, 
nitre,common falt,and ſalt Armeniack, with the like, Aqua fortis is made by Chymiſtry, which will 
difſolve the hardeſt Stones,or Metals, into Liquor in a ſhort time : 1o that Gold,which will not be 
difſolvedin a month by a.ſtrong fire, in a quarter of an hour will be diffolved in Aqua Kegia,and be 
turned into a Liquor of the ſame colour. 

This Doctrine is diligently to be examined, for as the digeſtion of the ſtomach in its natural condi- 
tion hath fomething to-be admired by the curious Searchers into Nature : fo the fame being made 
preternatural, hath ſomething to be wondred at. 

This is wonderful in the Natural digeſtion of the Belly, that the nardeſt Meats are digeſted there - 
inand in three or four hours ſpace,areturned into a Ghylous Liquor,ſo thin that it may be ſtrained 

through thenarroweſt branches of the Vere lates : and that Dogs do turn the hardeſt Bones into the 
ſameLiquor.is not to be attributed to a ſtronger concotting heat; becauſe Meat in a Pot, although 
the fire be never o hot,cannot in twenty four hours,or many days be converted intothe ſame. The 
Galeniſts hold, that this comes from the faculty of the ſtomach, which faculty works not without an 
| Inftrument: becauſe ifthere is an /dofyacyraſia,or a certain proportion of the firſt qualities,as is com- 
monly reported,its chiefa&ion muſt be from heat: for cold, moiſture-or d: ynels, do nothing to that 
great diſſolving offood : and heat, as it is ſaid, hath not that power.. Therefore the Idioſyncraſia is 
tomewhat more unknown, and not to be-exprefled. :Let us therefore earch after it in the Macro- 
coſm, or greater World,of which there is a great Analogy or Reſemblance in the little World. And 
therefore the more witty Hermets lay,that there'is a great Spirit or acid liquor {ent from the Spleen 
into the Stomach,which diſſolverh the ſolid nouriſhment,and ſhortly converteth it into Chylous Li- 
quor, and that is the principal Inſtrument of digeſtion. And ſome conjecture, that this may be made, 
becaule Birds who digeſt the hardeſt nouriſhment have aSpleen xound, about their Maw; for the fleſh 
which is found about their ſtomachs, is like the lubſtance of a Spleen,z, from whence there is a more 
noble uſe of the Spleen than what is allowed by the Ancients, who ſaid, that, it was only for the pur- 
ging of the groſſer fort of blood; becaule according to this opinion it ferveth for concoQion of meat. 
Therefore it the Spirit.or ſharp Liquor which comes from the Spleen when it is in its natural condi- 
tion, makes a natural and moderate digeſtian: the {ame fpirit being altered from its natural conditi- 
on and defiled; or-madeſharper or more difſolving,it will Jooner diffolve ſolid nouriſhment;and when 
they are,lo-diffolved-and thrown from the ttomach, itwill,make a new immoderate. Appetite. We

FS Appetite of Drink or Thirſt may be three ways hurt,as that of Meat; by diminiſhing,abo- _ 
lithing and depraving;it is diminiſhed many times by a ſweet inſipid humor,which moiſtneth the 
Tunicle of the. Stomach, or from too much moiſture inthe whole body, from whence it is, that the 
parts do not'draw the drink from the Stomach. It is abolithed by acute Diſeaſes through the inter- 
ception of the ſenſe,when/the Mind is fick, or becauſe the natural faculty is decayed by rhe extin&Ri- 
on of the natural heat : from whence Hp. ſaith, 7t is evil not to thirſt,when a cauſe of thirſt is taken : 
and ſince thirft-diminiſhed dothdepend upon the fame cauſe,from which want of Appetite isprodu- 
ced,and thirſt; aboliſhed,is.only in acute Diſeaſes, we ſhall not ſpeak here ofthem particularly. But 
we will only ſpeak of thirſt depraved, as being moſt uſual: and this is to be divided two ways,as al- 
ſo hunger depraved. The one requiring divers kinds of drinks, the other great quantities and offen, 
That whichdefireth filthy drink is to be referred to Pica, as when they defire Vinegar, Lemmogs, 
and ſalt Water.

The Hermetical Phyſicians lay, That immoderate preternatural thirſt comes from ſome thirſty 
Spirits which are bred of ſulphurous excrements,which will not be latisfied with ſimple cooling and 
moiſtning, but with other Spirits like unto themſelves; as we ſee in Feavers, that a ſtrong thirſt is 


* little allayed with much Water, which with ſharp Spirits of Vitriol, Sulphur, Salt, and the like,will 


be ſatisfied with ales quantity of Water.. | 7 
DIAGNOST 1CK. The knowledg is eafie, for the Patients will complain. But the Cauſes are 
known by their proper Signs; as a hot and dry diſtemper cleaving to the Stomach and other parts; 
as alſo ſharp, faltand bitter humors, ſome whereof are ſometimes caſt forth, or they have their taſts 
intheir Mouths, . if the humors are in the Stomach; but if thirſt'come by conſent from otherparts, 
the Signs of thoſe Diſeaſes will be manifeſt. | | 
PROGNOSTICK. That thirſt which comes from External Cauſes is ſafeſt, for that is quenched 
preſently with drink. But that which comes from Internal Cauſes, is more or lets darigerous; ac- 
cording to their Differences. 
That thirſt which comes with Feavers,and other Diſeaſes caſic to cure,cndeth with them. But if 
it come from great and dangerous Diſeaſes,it is very dangerous; as in a Dropſie in which thirſt is 
not ſlacked, but rather increaſed with drink. | 
CURE. The Cure of this Difeaſe is often in Feavers,and Inflammations of ſome parts z which is 
deſcribed iufficiently in our Method of the Cure of Feavers, Se. 2. Cap. 2. | 
Bur if thirſt be contracted by immoderate Evacuations, cauſing a dry diſtemper of the Stomach, 
and other Cauſes, the Cure is by ſuppreſſing thoſe Evacuations, and by reſtoring the empty parts 
with moiſt Medicines. | | 
Therefore firſt,having ordered a reftoring Diet,as in a HeRick Feaver,Conlumption and Maraf- 
mus. Two Remedies preſcribed by Gale are the beſt, 75. Meth. namely, Milk and Baths. Although 
Hippocrates, Aph. 64. Se&.5. forbids Milk to thirſty people, -that is to be underſtood ofthoſe who 
thirſt from abundance of Choler and putrid numors, in whom Milk is eafily putrefied ; not of thoſe 
who thirſt from drineſs and conſumption. We ſhewed the ufe of Milk in the Cure of a Confump- 
tion. /

Chap. 5. Of the hurt Concoffion of the Stomach. 


, DIFFERENCES. _ ENS ART PER 7 X PETE T ATE 
FX Concottion of the Stomach called Coyloſss, as of all other. parts, is hurt three ways, either 
by diminiſhing, aboliſhing or depraving. This ConcoCion diminiſhed is called Hrgpopep eye 
aboliſhed Apepſia, the depraved is called Dyſpepſia: all which differences arc commended in this 
one word Crudity. Now this Crudity is twofold; cither,nidorous, ſtinking and acidous, or ſharp. 
urned into a ſtinking burnt Matter, as when the 
ſtink of Eggs,or rotten Fiſh,or fryed Oyl,is ſmelt by belching,hich bappens often, in hot.Cholerick 
Bodies. But a ſharp ſour Crudity is, when Meat turns ſour,and the belchings are ſour,and this comes 
from a cold diſtemper. To theſe you may add a third difference of Grudities, when, by;teaſon of.a 
weak heat the Matter is imperfectly. concoRed, and. is turned into flegm without :ſghrnels. _ 
CAUSES. The Cauſes that kinder ConcoRion inthe Stomach, may be broughtinto three Sean 
| | | |  namety, 
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namely, fault inthe Organ, ObjeQ, and things External and Internal. 
The fault in the Organ comprehendeth all Diſeaſes in theStomach, whether they be Similar, or 
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Organical, or Common, all which may overthrow its ations, but diſtemper is commonly the cauſe | 


of hurt-Concottion ; for ſince, ConcoCtion is made by a moderate heat according to Nature, ifat 
_ any time it want its due modergtion, the ConcoRtion is hurt, So a cold diſtemper of the ſtomach 
which diminiſheth the heat,ifif\be gentle,it only weakneth the Concoion,and make a Bradypepſia 
or ſlow ConcoCQtion. Iſ the cold diſtemper be greater,it aboliſheth Concoction, and makes Apepſia, 
But a hot diſtemper doth deprave ConcoQion,and make a Dyfepſia, which is a difficult ConcoRion, 
Theſe Diſtempers are ſometimes ſimple, and in ſuch who have naturally a weak tomach, and ſmall 
Natural heat ; or have a ſharp and burning heat,but they are commonly with matter. Hence in Hy. 
pochondriack Melancholy, much flegm and fermentation of a black humor uſe to caule Crudities, 
Winds, Swellings, Rumblings, and ſour Belchings. | 
The fault of the Obje&, that is, the nouriſhment, which'is the proper Obje& of the Stomach, 


comes many ways, when it offendeth in Subſtance, Quantity, Quality, Time or Order of being . 


taken. | 
- Nouriſhment is vitious-in reſpett of its ſubſtance, when it is too hard and difficult to be conco- 
ed,as Deers fleſh,Hares fleſh,eſpecially if old,and made hard with Salt or Smoak,Bread full of Bran, 
Muſhrooms, Roots, Pulſe, and the like, which are all called Dyſpepta. | 
. Meats offend in quantity, when too much is taken at once, and therefore cannot be overcome b 
the heat : hence come Crudities, which are moſt uſual amongft them who ſurfeit themſelves. If 
there be leſs caten thanis required, it may ſeem to be Crude, becauſe too little Meat will be burnt 
and dried in a Cholerick Stomach. 
Meats offend in quality which are too cold and moiſt,and windy,or they which are too hot,where- 
by the thinner part of the Chyle is burnt, and turned into nidorous vapors. | 
To this thay be reduced the Art of Cookery ,and Sawce- making; for the divers ways of roaſting, 
boyling, and making of Sawce, do alter the ifpoſition of Meat, by which means they become more 
ealie.or hard of ConcoQtion. | 
- The time and order of cating being prepoſterous, may alſo ſpoil the ConcoRion; as if any one 
ſhould omit his uſual time of eating, and fall to it at Midnight,or a little before he goes to ſleep fill 
his Stomach ; or if after taking of ſolid and aftringent things,as Cheele,Pears,Quinces,and the like, 


they take liquid things which do ſoon corrupt. 


Alſo external things may ſpoil the ConcoRion,if they be immoderate : ſo too cold Air by dulling 


the natural heatzifit be weak or too hot,by diſſipating the heat may hinder ConcoGtion; as alfo im- 
moderate exerciſe eſpecially after Meat,by drawing the natural heat forth from the ſtomach to the 
external parts,and ſo diſperſing it extraordinarily;as allo by throwing the Chylus yet imperfe& into 
the Guts. The ſtoppage of the Belly and other excrements,or an immoderate flux,preat watchings, 
ſleep in the day time, great paſſions ofthe mind, eſpecially ſadneſs, and deep ſtudy preſently after 
meat, and the like, do not a little hinder the ation of the Stomach. EY 
' Beſides the Cauſes mentioned, the Hermeticks of late time mention one leſs uſual, and not noted 
by the Ancients,which allo is not plainly demonſtrated by them ; but it is confirmed by ſome con- 
 jeftures, not to be contemned; of which we made mention in the explaining of the Caules of Fames 


_ Carina. Firſttherefore they affirm, That the Natural Conco&ion of the ſtomach is not made by heat - 


only ;, but that quick melting of ſolid Meats by which it is converted into Chylus, is from another 
caule ; fince experience teacheth, that Meat boyling in a Pot'at a ſtrong fire many days, will nevet 
be diſſolved : and bones in a. Dogs Stomach are quickly difſolved,and turned into Chylous Liquor; 
and inthe bellies of Fiſhes which have no aQual heat,all that is brought in is diſſolvedand concoRed 


| the ſame way: Therefore they lay down the principal cauſe of this difſolving to be a certain Spiritor | 


ſharp Liquor ſent from the Spleen into the Stomach, which hath great power to diffolve. And they 
take this Opinion from Galen, by whom it is confirmed, that a Melancholick Humor ſent from the 
Spleen into the Stomach, doth cauſe Appetite, and that cither by aſtringing or wrinklirs the inner 
L unicle of the'Stotnach, or pulling of it by its ſharpneſs, which may be oppoſed ; for if it do it by 
aftrition, then all aftringent things would do the ſame ; and if by pulling, ſharp things rather than 
four would provoke Appetite. Therefore they think it more profitable,that that humor ſhould flir 
up Appetite by accident, by cauſing want of nouriſhment,by diffolving of that which comes in. And 
therefore they allowa morenable uſe of the Spleen than ever the Ancients thought of, namely,to be 
- ahief Inftritnentto ſerve the Stomach in ConcoRion. This may be conjeRured from Birds, which 
diffolve the hardeſt Seeds, & have a ſpleen round about the ſtomach or maw,that it may more pow- 
efolly infpire that rey Fpirit, or communicate unto itſour Liquor. And Zelwont from his 
own experience faith, that that ſ6ur Spirit is very ſtrong in Birds ; for he relates, that when hewas 
a Boy and kept 4'Sparrow,he fave ir his Tongue, which the Sparrow catching with his Bill yures ry 
e415 | : wal

{xallow and that touching the Throat of the Sparrow with the tip ofhis tongue, he ſound it exceed- 
ing ſharp. The diffolving Spirit inherent in the Gizzardsof Birds is proved from Phylital PraAice, 
in which the Gizzards of Hens for to help ConcoRtion are uſually preſcribed in digeſtive Powders, 
-nd it is credible that they produce that effeR by helping the diffolution of the meat, and the ſame 
are preſcribed in the Stone,and they do much diffolve them; and that is more manifeſtly declared in 
that from the Gizzards of Birds, there is a falt taken which is cxcellent to diffolve the Rone » out of 
which ſalt, being in great plenty in their gizzards, Nature being wiſe and provident, knows how to 
draw a {pirit in a living creature, by help whereof with the natural heat the may diffolve ſolid nou- 
riſhment : and it is ordinarily ſeen, that there is a ſpirit made of diffolving falt, as of Vitriol, Nitre ; 
Armoniack, and common Salt, which is more powerful to diſſolve. 

Therefore the Spirit or ſharp Liquor which is ſent from the Spleen into the Stomach while it is in 
irs natural ſtate makes a laudable concoRion; but if it be changedit overthrows the aCtions of the 
ſtomach as aforeſaid, ſrom theſe Poſitions, That a Dog- Appetite was ſtirred up,when that Spirit or 
acid Liquor is too aQtive and powerful to difſolve : $6 on the other ſide,if the diſſolving power be too 
weak,or be defeQtive, there followetha diminiſhed or aboliſhed concoftion. Hence Helmont laith, 
That the i. Aph. of Hip. Se&t. 6. which is this ; In long raging of the Guts, if ſowr belchings ariſe, 
which 4renot formerly,itis a good lign; is thus to be interpreted, becauſe that ſowr belching ſigni- 
fieth that that fermentation which was loſt bythe diſeaſe begins to return. 

Let us hold up this new Doarine by our own Experimient; for ini the year paſt, 1648, we had a 
great Flegmatick and Melancholick Flux for four Months ,an4 were brought thereby to extreamilean- 
nefs,by reaſon all our nouriſhment turnedinto a Flegmatick and ſlimy ſubſtance, from the debil ity of 
the Stomach which could not well concod the ſame, after many Medicines uſed all along that time, 
the chief part whereof profited little or nothing, at length by the often uſe of ver ſharp Vinegar in 
a few days we were perfe&ly cured of that violent diſeaſe ; by the force of whic Vinegar we may 
conjecture that the natural ſowrneſs which was almoſt loft was much reſtored ; we uſed this vinegar 
at our meat with hard Eggs,which being cut in peices we dipped therein, and for ſome days we con- 
tinued the uſe thereof in all our meats. And we manifeſtly perceived,that ifthe vinegar was not very | 
ſharp it did our ſtomachlittlegood. Sr, 
 DIAGNOSTICK. The Knowledge or Diagnoſis of this Diſeaſe, according to the differences of 


{- hirtconcoRiion, is divers. And firſt, Apepſia and Bradypepſia areknown by the {ame {igns, only diffe- 


ring in degrees and theſe {igns are ſowr belchings, vomiting or purging forth of Food either-not,or 
but half concoRed, ſome cauſes of refrigation went before, there is a weight, extenſion and Inflam- 
mation inthe ſtomach, inconvenience by taking cold things; thin urin, wateriſh and pale z ſome- 


times thick and red from that impure and filthy juyce which by reaſon of the imperfeRion of the firſt 


concoRion could not be ſeperated from the Chylus, bur being ſent to the Reins with the ſerous hu- 
mor, makes the urine foul, ſuch as uſeth to be voided by melancholick and Scorbutick perſons.

If the ſtomach is affe&edprincipally, there will be proper ſigns of its diſeaſe ; but if by conſent, 
this ſympathy is to be found out from the proper ſigns of the part affeted; but if the ſymptom de- 
pend upon the fault ot external cauſes or of the objeR, it will appear by the reſation of the Patienr 
and thoſe that ſtand by, from the preſent or foregoing Conſtitution of the ſame. | 
PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoſtick is thus made; The fault of Concoction which comes from 
external cauſes is eaſily helped, by taking away thoſe cauſes, and by ordering a good diet. 
Conco&tion hurt is more eaſily cured when it comes of humors which are brought from other parts 
to the Stomach, than when it is only from the Sromach : for if thoſe humors are purged before they 
faſten any diſeaſe in the Stomach, concoRtion is reſtored. 
The Aboliſhed Concottion of the Stomach is worſt of all, becauſe the whole nouriſhment of the 
oat is fruſtrated, from whence comes moſt deadly difeafes, as Lienery, Dropſie, Atrophy, and the 
ke. | | | 
The Concoction diminiſhed brings its inconveniences, as Cholick,, Cachexy, or evil Habit, and 


.lometimes divers ſorts of Dropſtes. 


The Concoftson depraved is the cauſe of thany Evils ; of Obſrntions, Scabs, Feavers, and the like 
CURE. The Cure is wrought by taking away cauſes external,antecedent, and conjun&, which do 
cauſe, encreaſe and preſerve this diſeaſe. Song WT bi 
And firſt obſerve if the humors be brought front other parts into the Stomach,and inthis caſe they 
muſt firſt be evacuated andrepelled, the diſeaſe of the part ſending to thoſe humors to be amended,and 
the ftomach ftrengthened,the cures of the diſeaſes of other parts muſt be taken from their properChap- 


ters ; But the ſtrengthening of the Stomach may be taken from the cure 6f the Want of Apperire.

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But the Hurt which comes to the Concoction from the proper fault of che ſtomach, that chiefly takes 
* its beginning from cold or hot humors ; and therefore requires the ſame Cure whici was propound- 
cd for want of Appetite coming of the ſame Cauſes, which we will notrepear. 

Laſtly, If the proper cauſe of the Hermeticks afore-mentioned be worth oblerving, you muſt look 
it ; firſt correcting the Evil tate of the Liver,and then reſtoring the Spirits diſſolving,with lome acid 
ſubſtance ; of which kind is Spirit of Sulphur, Vitriol,Salt,juyce of Lemons, Pomegranates,Oranges; 
and Vinegar. | 


Chap. 6. Of Singultus, or Hiccovgh. 


Ingultua or Hiccough, is a depraved motion of the Stomach, by which it deſires to expel ſome- 
g thing that is hurtful. | | 
It is diſtinguiſhed from vomiting, becauſe that which is ſo ſent forth, is contained in the Cavity of 
the Stomach, and it is wholly turned to throw it out; But in S:72gx/r4 the matter offending is fixcdin 
the Tunicles of the Stomach,therefore it doth contract it ſelf, and ſhakes its fibres,or exclude it. And 
that we may comprehend loithing alſo in this definition,we fay that the expultive motion of the Sto- 
mach is three ways For either Nature would ſometimes rife to expel,and cannot ; or it is not ſuff- 
ciently raiſed to this motion,and then it is Nauſea or loathing ſometimes it riſeth and expelleth, and 
then it is Vomiting. Or laſtly, it riſeth to expel, and cannot, and that is S:mgultus. 
This is a Convullive motion,not a Convalion, which is only in the Muſcles, and parts given to vo- 
luntary motion. = | 
CAUSES. The immediate cauſes of S:»gultzs are propounded by Hip. Aph. 39. Set. 6. that is, 
Emprtineſs and Repletion, as of a Convulſion. But Galen and Avicen add a third cauſe, namely, a 
provocation by ſharp matter. Some labour to bring the matter provoking to a kind of repletion,that 
they may excuſe Hippocrates. But when the matter is plain, we need not confound and darken the 
evidences of things for Authors wofds ; for what is more clear, than that Sizgultzz comes from the 
expuliive Faculty provoked ? Therefore whatſoever can provoke is the immediate cauſe of Singultma 
or Hiccough. But humors and vapors offending either in quantity or quality may provoke the Sto- 
mach to expulſion,and ſo repletion and acrimony are two diſtinct cauſes. But it is not eafie to ſhew 
how emptineſs makes a Si2ultus : For fince its Effence is in defect, none will ſay that Nature rifeth 
to expela defect z but rather will be moved to refreſh and repair it, and fo it doth rather move the 
Attractive than the Expulſive Faculty. But if S:»gxltmy follow great Evacuations, as in ſharpFeavers, 
and malignant,and purging with Hellebore, it is not {imply to be attributed to the Evacuation, but 
| _ rather toa malignant quality in the Stomach, coming from the diſeaſe, or ſome Medicine taken. 
The Matter cauſing Smgltm,is either gathered in the Stomach,or ſent from the Liver,Spleen,Guts 
or other parts, or from the whole body. So ſharp nouriſhment,or ſharp medicines,or ſharp humors, - 
© or gnawing worms contained in the Stomach,caulſe a S:2gulras by propriety ; but inflammation of the 
parts adjacent by water or vapors ſent to the Stomach, make it by conſent : as alſo becauſe the Tu- 
mor,eſpecially when the Liver is inflamed, doth comprels the Stomach, by which the expullive Fa- 
 culty is continually provoked. Finally, Humors may be brought from the whole body, or ſharp hu-: 
mors to the Stomach in the diſeaſes of the whole body,as appears in ſharp and malignant Feavers. 


DLAGNOST CK. The: Diagnoſis or knowledge of this diſeaſe is manifeſt of it ſelf. But the ſigns 
of the cauſe are thus to be diſtinguiſhed, fo that if it be by propriety, the diſeaſe is more laſting, and 
there will appear ſigns of the humors contained in the Stomach,and the diſeaſe is afſwaged by vomit. 
The Humor contained in the Stomach is known by vomit, belching, taft in the mouth, and by other 
ſigns. And finally, ifit come from a diſeale in any other part, you may take the ſigns thereof from 
their proper Chapters, | 

PROGNOSTICK. As to the Prognoſtick 3 S:7gultus that comes from any principal cauſe, as 
Meat, Drink or Cold, is not dangerous ; asalſo that which goes before a Criſis by Vomit, and then 
other ſigns muſt be healthful. 

If any have the Hiccough in a great Feaver, the dileaſe is very dangerous, Hp. :n Coacts. Forit 
comes from ſharp humors,and malignant,which pull the Tunicle of the Stomach inwardly, and force 
its expulſive Faculty. And Yalleſius ſaith, That he never knew any extenuated perſons taken witha b8 

and malignant Feaver, who had a Singultus, to eſcape, Soit isin Heppoc. 3. Epid. Set. 2. eASgr. 12+, 
A Woman liying in the Market, had many Hiccoughs upon the twelfth day, and died the Four- 
teerith day of her ſickneſs: Aliſo Platerus obſerved, that a Singultus coming upon the burning Feaveſign 


and cortiriving, is for the moſt part a fore-runner of death, and the ſame is deadly in a Dyſenteryo8/: 
bloudy Flux. ha mY ”

After Vomiting, Swoultys and rednels of he Eyes isevil, Hip. Aph. 3. Se. 7. Theſe two ſigns 
coming after vomi:wmng in acute diſeaſes and continuingany time, therefore are{aid to be deadly,bez 
caule they declare an inflammation ofthe Brain or Stomach; which inflammation is not only the 
cauſe of Hicc9/!15 an readnets of Eyes,but alfo of vomiting. For if Vomiting come from {harp Hu- 
mors that gnaw che mouth of the Stomach, andits Tunicles, when thote humors are thrown out by 
vomit,the $:7u/7;z & Vomiring would ceale,nor would any ſharp vapour be ſent to the eyes, which 
ſhould make them red. Bur when vomiting doth not only not profit, but alſo brings after it Hic- 
coughs and rednels of the Eyes; it is moſt certain that theſe three,namety Vomiting, Hiccoughs arid 
xedne!s of the Eyes,do come from the Inflammation ot the Brain or Stomach: for the Brain being in- 
flamed,oth through abundance of blood ſend it to the eyes,& into their extream Tunicles,whence 
comes rednels; to which ally the Stomach conſenting by the nerves of the ſixth Conjugation, is ealily 
from the inflammation of tne Brain brought to Vomit and Hiccough. Allo the ſtomach inflamed by 
aconcourle of hot blood to the Eyes by realon of the great confent between thoſe parts, brings vo- 
mit, Hiccoughs and redneſs of the Eyes, which the beginning of Suffocations do demonſtrate,and the 
appearance of things before the eyes whichare in the ſtomach Cifordered : whence Hippocrates in 
his Book de loc:5 72 homineatiirms, That the Eyes are chiefly hurt by vomiting. 

$ingultzs from Inflammation of the Liver is hurtful, Z:p. Aph. 17. Se&. 7. which comes then, as 
Galen ſhews in his comment upon that Aphorilm, when the Inflammation is greater and worſe, for 
then it is {o great in the Liver that it lieth upon the ſtomach, and brings the S:7gltus: nay, ſometimes 
by conflux of Matter,there is ſometimes an Inflammation or Eryſ#pelas in the Stomach : or elſe there 
comes gnaw ins from tine fame being tucked into the Tunicles of the Stomach. 

CURE. The Cure of this Ditcale is direRed to the Cauſes, which as I faid, do cither produce it 
by way of Sympathy or Propriety.

Neeſing doth ſhake off rhe Matter which is compaQed in the Tunicles of the Stomach ; as Chry- 
ſimachu the Phyſician in Plato cured Ariſtophanes by Neeling,when he could not be curcd by hold-

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Durer teſtifieth what excellent force Aloes hath in this Diſeaſe, intheſe words, Many when they 
have been almoſt dead with the Hiccough, have beencured with Phroing five days together with Hiera, 
after they have voiaed black glutinous humors. WE 

Plater reports in his Obſervations,that ke cured a Boy of ten years old;that was troubled njoht 
and day tor eight days together with the Hiccough, with the Water of green Nuts, diftilled with 
Rhadiſh firſt macerated in Vinegar, which he gave as a Vomit 3 and though he vorhited notyyct he 
was eaſed; and taking a draught thereof at night, was preſently cured. 

Foreſtus reports, That he cured one with one draught of the Decottion of Dill-leeds,Carva,Pur- 
flane, and white Poppy-leeds, made in ſmall Ale. 

Claudinus doth highly commend Dzaphenicum with Philonium Romanum, when the Cauſe and the 
Symptom are very violent. ne 

Laſtly, Narcoticks only do alone cure this when all other things fail,by ſtupeſying of the ſenſe of 
the part which 1s too exquiſite. | 


Chap. 8. Of Nauſea, and Vomiting. 


N Auſea and Vomiting differ only in degrees, and both are the Motion of the Stomach,by which 
it either expelleth or labours to expel things contained therein; therefore Nauſea is a deſire to 
vomit with trouble,and only ſending and pewking forth a thin wateriſh humor by Salivation : what- 
ſoever troubles the ſtomach either in quantity or quality uſeth to ſtir that up, when it cannot be a- 
voided by reaſon of the weaknels of the ſtomach,por the ſtrength of the upper Orifice,or thickneſs of 
the Matter or ſliminels. 

But Vomiting, which is called in Greek Emorzs, or Emeſia, is a depraved motion of the Stomach, 
which ſhaketh it, by which the Expullive Faculty is ſtirred up by contra&ion of the Fibres of ths 
lower part,and looſning thole in the ſuperior,doth ſenſibly with a violent motion throw upward the 
Matter contained therein, which is troubletom unto it-; it is called a depraved Motion, both in re- 
ſpe& of the Objett troubling it, as alſo in re{pe& of the Motion it {elf , which is from the bottom 
of the ſtomach to the mouth of it, turning it, when the natural motion of the tomach is compulſive 
towards the Guts and Pylorss. 5 
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DIFFERFNCES. The Differences of Vomitings are taken from their Cauſes, which are either 
External or Internal ; therefore it is divided firſt into Natural and Artificial ; the Natural again is 
either without a Diſcaie,or in the IDifeaſe; from whence ariſeth a three-fold Difference, one is cal- 
led Periodical, another Critical, and another Symptomatical. 

Periodical is that which without a Diſeaſe is uled for preſervation often, from whence we read 
in Hppocrates, That the Ancients did vomit twice every month;either at diſtance, or together. 

And there are many in our times, who ule either every Month, or Week ,or Day to Vomit Cho- 
ler or. Flegm ; by whick they are preicrved trom many Diſeafes : and this is not properly a Symp- 
tom, becauſe there isno diſcale preſent ; but it is rather to be termed a Motion of Nature. 

Critical Voniiting often happens in Diſeaſes, and by that the Matter of the Diſeaſe,if preparati- 
on be firſt made, is wholſomly evacuated either all, by which it is cured ; or in part, by which it is 
diminiſhed. = 

Symptomatical Vomiting comes from Nature provoked and weakned, and without eaſe to the 
Patient, becauſe it is not enouph, or it is nouriſhed continually with the Matter that maketh the 
Diſeaſe. | 

Other Differences of Vomitings are taken from the things vortiited, for they are either nouriſh- 
able or excrermentitious, the firſt is of Meat,Chylus,or pure or mixed Blood the latter is of Flegm, 
Choler, Melancholy, Water, Matter, and the like. | 


CAUSES. Artificial Vomiting generally is whatſoever is from an External Cauſez The Ex- 
ternal Cauſes are chiefly Stroaks, Falis, Compreſſion of the lower Belly, Southerly Weather, or in- 
fetious Ayr,Poylſonous Breath, Stinking Smells, violent Exerciſe, Riding,Sayling at Sea, eſpecially 
in a Southerly Wind, beholding or conceiving of ſome filthy thing. And the like External Cau- 
fes which provoke Nature, or move the Humors ; but eſpecially things taken-in have great force, 
not only Vomits called Emerica,and Poyſons which we diſtaſte; but alio nouriſhments either hurt- 

| fulintheir Nature, or hated peculiarly of ſome; as in Hippocrates, who ſpeaks of one who witheat- 
ing of Muſhrooms or Toadſtools, died vomiting. The ſame hapned to a Courtier of Antoninus the 
Emperour, who eating much Mouldy Cheefe died vomiting. The Quality of Food will do the 
fame if it be Fat or Oily, as alſo a prepoſterous order in eating, when moiſtning and _—_ 
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things are eat after altringents, and allo too much food taken, though neyer ſo good, as appears in 
Gluttons ; for then Nature being over-charged, deiires to throw out what ſhe cannot concoR, to 
which ſheis alfo irred up by the evil quality which is brought to thoſe Meats by corruption or 
evil concoction. TY , | 

Thei1nternal Cauſes are either Antecedent or Conjun&. | 

Thg Antecedent Caules either come from the whole Body,or from ſome proper peculiar part in- 
to the Stomach. They come from the waole Body in a Plethory,evil habit or Cachexy,Feavers,and 
other. Difcales of the whole Body. Tae humors are often derived from ſome peculiar part into the 
Stomach in the [Inflammation of the Liver, Spleen,or other ObſtruQions of the Melentery,from the 
Terms ftopped,or Hemorrhoids, from a.Catarrh,or the like. To this you may add tie evil Confor- 
mation of the Porus Cholidoghus when it is not placed in the Duodenam, but intothe Stomach, whence 
they are called Pichrocholi. Ana, who are often troubled with Cholerirk Vomits,' by reafon of this 
evil Confor mation. Alto this vomiting cometh by the Periſtaltick Motion of the Guts, when the 
are ſtoppedin the Cholick, and the humors cannot well get forth, but come upwards; alfo Worms 
coming up into theStomach from the Guts,& pulling the inward Tunicle thereof,do cauſc vomiting. 
And laſtly, An Impoſthume broken in the Spleen, Metcntery,and other parts of the Abdenen heh 
to caule a vomiting 0: Matter. 

The Conjun& Caules of Vomiting are them before mentioned, when they come to the Stomachz 
for while they were in'other, they were Antecedent Gaulſes. Thele are eipecially divers Humors, 
{ome bred in the Stomach, elpecially Flegm,of which there is often much in the Stomach, by Crudi- 
ties,and want of concoRtion when the ſtomach is weak and turns it into Flegm. So allo is there tome- 
times green Choler in the Stomach bred of corrupt humors, as Gates teacheth, Com. in 2. Progn.and 
this clearly appears in fucking Infants, who through corruption of Milk in their ſtomach ule to a- 
void green ſtoolslike Leeks or Verdepreete. | 

This green Choler which comes from corrupt nouriſhment in the tomach, is not the ſame with 
that which cometh from yeliow Choler by Aduſtion and TorretaQtion. | 

SIGNS. The Signs of Vomiting are manifeſt ; - But the Caules as they are divers, ſo they haye 
_ divers Signs, O47 3, 

Firſt then, If Vomiting come from a fault in the Stomach,thereare ſigns of that part being affe&- 


ed, as loathing of Meat, heavinels, extenſion, ſwelling inthe Region of the Stomach, flow and hard 


ConcoRion, ſour and ſtinking belchings, and other ſigns that ſhew the diſtemper of that parr. So if 
It come froma common and organical diſeaſe in the ſtomach,as a Tumor or Ulcer, tie {igns of thele 
diſcaſes will diſcover themſelves. But if vomiting come by {ympathy from the whole body or other 
parts, there will appear ſome diſeaſe of the whole body or lome part. | | 
The whole body isaff-Qzd in Feavers, evil Habit, Jaundies, Atrophy or want of nouriſhment. But

the principal parts from which the humors are {ent more frequently to the ſtomach,” are the Brain, 
Liver, Guts, and Womb." 4 _ 
If the humors flow from the Brain to the Stomach, there will appear ſigns of diſtiilations, frothy 
and flicginy vomiting, and a great loathing at Meat time. _ ao ape 
If the Humor cone from the Liver,itis commonly Choler : and vomiting before Meat, is worſe 
thanafter - and there appears ſome dileale in the Liver, as pain or tumor. _ 


Lf the Matter come from the Guts, either there wilt be Cholick or lliack Paſſion, or the ligns of 
Worms. | 


Laſtly, [fit come from the W omb,thereis conception,fuppreſſion of Terms,or other Symptoms, - 


We miy alſo know by fomeſigns whether the humor be contained inthe cavity of the ſtomach,or 
ſtick to the Tunicles thereof, For ifit be inthe cavity it is eaſily caſt forth, and chere is ſtretching in 
the ſtomach, and trouble after Meat, which will not ceale til} the humors are lent out by vomit, 
which are for the moſt part thrown out alone, and the Meat retained. But if the humors tick to 
the Tunicles, vomiting is chiefly after Meat,and the Meat is caſt forth without the humors,but when 
there is no Meat, there is a loathing, and that which is caſt forth, isthick anu-llimy, and with great 
ſtrainiug. = 


The external Cauſes are known by relation of the Patient,as if he hath eat or drunk tao muchyor 


received a ftroak, or eat any evil thing. 


The ſigns of vomiting to comeare ſhewed by Galen, lib.3. decrif. cap. ult. as head-ach,dark giddi; | 


neſs, trembling ofthe lower Lip, gnawing at the Mouth of the Stomach, oftenand much ſpitting, 


PROGNOSTICK. You muſt take the Prognoſtick thus : | o 
Vomiting from Choler and Flegm, which isneither very thick, nor very much, and which hath 
both thoſe Humors exquititely mingled, is good. For it is commendable in ſubſtance, quantity 
and quality. For of all excrementitious Humors, Flegm and Choler are the mildeſt : if then wy 
Ou = | 6 
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be vomited well mixed, and in a moderate quantity and conliſtence, it hath all the Laudaable cori- 
ditions. | 

Cholerick and Flegmatick Vomitings on a critical day are very good : For not only mixed are 
g00d,but vomiting of one ſingle;if it cauſe the diſeaſe. So in Cholerick Feavers, when Choler comes 
forth-critically, or Flegm in Flegmatick Feavers, the diſeaſe is at an end, or at leaſt there is great 
hopes of recovery. | MED 

A vomiting naturally after a long Flux of the Belly cures the diſcaſe, Aph. 15. Se#. 6. for there is 
a reyullion of the Matter to the contrary'part. And this ſhews that Nature is refreſhed, and gets 
ſtrength; For as the Phyfitian ought to labour for the retraRion of thoſe things that flow to any part. 
So Nature,whenſhe begins to prevail,makesa repulſion to the humor, which flows to the part affeQ- 
ed, that the part may be refreſhed and ſtrengthened. 

Little and violent viomiting in a ſharp Feaver is evil ; for it is not good to void ſparinply ina Cri- 
ſis; for it ſignifieth one of theſe two things, either abundance of Matter which Nature cannot bear, 
but muſt ſend ſome of it forth 3 or the weakneſs of Nature, which ſtriveth in vain to ſend forth that 
which is ſuperfluous. | 

Vomiting of divers colours are evil, it ſignifieth divers humors lurking in the body, and therefore 
Nature will be more put to it with divers enemies ; for if it be troubleſome to Nature to contend 
with divers nouriſhments, how much more dangerous. is it to ſtrive to concott and tame divers pre- 
ternatural humors,eſpecially in acute diſcafes, in which there is but ſhort time to fight, which ſhould 
be long, that there might be more hope of Nature being a Conqueror. 

Green vomiting like Leeks, Verdegreeſe,as allo blew, black or ſtinking, is deadly ; For it fignifieth 
that there is abundance of Choler of thoſe colours. And all thele kinds of Choler uſe to produce 
malignant and deadly diſeaſes. And if there be a ſtink, it ſhews a great corruption of humors, with 
which Nature cannot long conſiſt. ; | | 
\ Inacute Feavers,vomiting without mixture of humors is evil, according to Hip. 1. Prorrhet. For 
a pure Humor is not only crude, but incapable of concoction, becauſe it excludeth not only the a&, 
but the power of concottion. H:ppocrates calls eveay humor that is without mixture, and EVEry CX- 

- crementthat is hot and crude, Acr:ton, becaule it is bred either by the defe& of ſome part,or by rea- 
ſon of the watery ſerous matter is exhauſted by the heat of a Feaver. Therefore in ſharp Feavers it 
ſhews that there is a great inward Inflammation, and for the moſt part ſuch as Nature cannot con- 

ver. | 

; CURE. As for the Cure ; if Vomiting come from a diſeaſe in ſome other part, it needs no other 

Medicines than thoſe which are agreeable to the difeale from whence it comes. | 

But if it come from Cholerick, Flegmatick or Melancholick humors which ſtimulate and provoke 
the Stomach, either by their quantity or quality, you muſtthrow out thoſe humors by Vomitive 

Medicines. | | 

But if they be thick and glutinous, or clammy, they are to be cut and cleanſed, as we ſhewedin 
the Cure of Want of Appetite. T 


The beſt Vomit in this caſe, is that which is indifferent gentle, and not too weak, as warm Qyl; 
nor muſt you give ſtrong ones made of Antimony, which draw violently from remote parts.But ſuch 
as do cleanſe and diſſolve the glutinous humors, as Gy//a T heophraſts, or white Vitriol prepared; but 
Salt of Vitriol brought to a high redneſs by Calcination, is the ſtronger,

If Vomits are unpleaſant,you muſt take away the matter with often Clyſters and gentle Purgations 
with Rhubarb in them, which aftringeth and ſtrengtheneth afterwards.

Of Vomiting Bloud. 
His Diſeaſe is a caſting forth of Bloud from the Stomach by the Mouth; and as all other bleed- 


ing, it comes from the Veins either by Anaſtomoſes, or opening of them by Diapedeſis, or Rari- 
faction, by R:xis breaking, or by Drabroſis corroding, which diſeaſes of the Veins were ſhewed in

For it is evident by Anatomy, 
that the great branch of the Gate-Vein or Porta gocth tothe Spleen, from which many Veins are ſent 
to theſtomach bothabove and below; and thele areſo great,that beingdiſtended:with wind or bloud, 
they are as thick as the middle finger : this we have oblerved in Diffetion. Moreover; the. a; 
reve being wide,as in a natural ſtate,it doth continually ſend Melancholy into the ſtomach 4 to be- 
ingina Preternatural ſtate,it may {end great plenty of bloud. But oblerve here, that in this caſe,that 
bloud is voided by ſtool as well as vomit, both becaule a part thereof which went to the Stomach is 
ſent downwards, and alſo becauſe the Meſeraick veins arc open, and ſend bloud into the Guts, which 
by its long paſſage through the Guts groweth black, and comes forth like Tarr. 
 Theexternal cauſes are, all things that can wound or bruiſe,as alſo great heat which cauſeth boyl- 
ing of the bloud z hence it is that young men to the age of thirty five,are very ſubje to vomit bloud, 
and other bleeding, as alſo great cold by too much aitriction may endanger to break the Veins; the 
ſame doth unſeaſonable Motion and Labour, unuſual Exerciſe, great hollowing, and the like,which 
move the bloud violently in the veins. 


Andfinally, All the Cauſes of Bloud-ſpitting aforementioned. For bloud being violently moved 


either in the Veins or Arteries, whether from an external or internal cauſe, goes ſooneſt to that part 
which is weakeſt, and moſt fit to receive it z and therefore if the Stomach or the Veins going thither 
are ſo difpoſed,there will be vomiting of bloud rather than any other way of bleeding. 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Diagtoftick of this diſeaſe lieth chiefly in the diſcovery of the part from 
whichthe bloud comes... _ -_ | 
If fromthe Stomach, the ſcituation of the part, and the conſtant pain and heavineſs thereof will 
demonſtrate, and there'is leſs bloud, for the veins of the ſtomach are ſmal, and it comes with loath- 
ing, and there is a biting when they ſwallow,asalfo ſometimes it comes forth mixed with meat,flegm 
or Choler. | 

If it come from the Head, there will be tickling about the Jaws and Palate; and ſome bloud will 
be blown out of the Noſe with Snot. 3 there went before it fome Head-ach or heavineſs, which after 
bleeding ceaſeth. ND 

If from the Liver or Splcen there is more plenty of bloud, and ſometimes a Tumor or dolor in the 
part. From the Liver the bloud is red and frothy, from the Spleen it is thick and black. Alſo bloud 
from the Liver goes moſt downwards, becaule it commonly gocs from thence to the Guts through the 
Meſeraick, and muſt aſcend from them into the ſtomach to cauſe vomiting, but it doth eaſicr deicend. 
Contrarily, that which comes from the Spleen is rather by Vomit, becauſe the Veins from the Spleen 
to the ſtomach-are ſhorter and narrower. Fg 

Laſtly, If from the ſuppreſſion ofthe Terms, you may know it from the Woman,andit will come at 
thoſe times, which will be more probable, ifthere be no dilcaſc in any other parrt. | 
- PROGNOSTICK. As for the Prognoſtick : Vomiting of bloud, of what cauſe foever, is dange- 
rous: for it cither threatneth deathſuddenly :or if it ſtay in the ſtomach and putrifie, it breeds faint- 
ings, ſwoonings and ſuffocations. 
Vomiting of bloud from ſuppreſſion of the Terms, is leſs dangerous than that from the Liver or 
Spleen: for when they are brought down it is uſually cured, as H:ppocrates taught, Aph. 34.Se&.5. 
in theſe words: When a Woman vomiteth bloud, if her Courſes break, down, ſhes cured. And in this 
caſe only, the opening of the inferiour Veins doth provoke the Terms,eſpecially if ſhe take lomething

To which add thoſe things 
which concern the part chiefly affeQed, from whence the bloud is ſent into the ſtomach according 
to the divers Nature, and Diſcaſe of the part.

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After vomiting and purging are ſtayed by the Medicines aforefaid,and the ſtrength is reſtored by 
Cordial means, the Patient ſeemeth to be paſt danger; which doth not only ſometimes deceive the 
ftanders by, but allo the Phyſicians themſelves : for after a day or two of reſt and intetmiſſion,the 
ſymptoms return more ſtrong ahd violent,and deſtroy the Patient who was made weak by their for.

ſed; but eſpecially with Blood-letting, which doth revel the burnt and boyling blood, and greatly 
aſſwage it; and you muſt do it twice or thrice, if the ſtrength be not impaired by the firſt, but a- 
ther ſeem to be refreſhed; Some PraRitioners in the time of the fit, when ſtrength is decayed, ad. 
venture to open a Vein, becauſe they ſay the ſtrength is opprefſed. But it cantiot then be done with- 
out danger ; and ſometimes the Patient preſently after dieth, to their ſhame. For though we acknoy- 
leds that there.is.an oppreſſion of the ſtrength by reaſon of the ſuperfluous humor, which is con- 
tained in the Veins, being an Enemy to Nature; yet it cannot he denied, but it is greatly decayed 
by thoſe grievous vomits and ſtools.

\. Chap. 1. Of the Cholick. _ 


TY Cholick takes its Name from the part affe&ed, which is the Gut called Coloz ; which is 


| long and winding, ordained for receivingthe Excrements of almoſt all the Body ; theſe Ex- 
.crements retained too long, uſe to cauſe this pain. | 


CAUSES. Therefore the Cauſes of the Cholick are excrementitious Matter, which by diſtend- 
ing, pricking or corroding, can make a Solution of Continuity ; and theſe are either Winds or 
Humors. | 
Winds are bred of Crudities, or a cold diſtemper of the Stomach or Inteſtines ; and if they be 
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{ent forth by reaſon of the hard excrements, or other things that obftruR the Inteſtines.they are 
is oredt plenty hut upin the Guts, eſpecially the Colon ;, and makes a very violent pain. T7 

Alfo groſs humors, coldand flegmatick, my faſtened upon the Tunicles of the Guts cauſe the 
ſame pain both by gnawing, if they are ſharp or alt 5 as alſo by cooling the part, which by conſe- 
quence muſt ſuffer Conſtriftion and Divulſion, as Galen ſpeaks of himſelf, that having had a great 
Fit of the Cholick did void glaſſy flegm that was aQually cold 3, and by producing Wind which is 
eaſily raiſed from a groſs, ſlimy, and ſlow humor, by a weak heat. | 

Laſtly, Cholerick and ſharp humors; as alfo a Melancholly and ſour by pricking and twitching 
the Guts, make theſe pains - but we may doubt in the ation of theſe Cauſes how the Cholick ſhould 
be ſ#metimes more violent, ſometimes more remiſs, ſince the ſame matter remaineth in the Inteftines. 
To which doubt we thus anſwer, That the matter doth ſometimes lie quiet,and then it cauſeth none 
or very little pain: but ſometimes it is moved and ſtirred up by divers Fermentations which hap- 
pen among the humors, as in an Epilepſie, the Fits of the Mother, and Apues. | 

But you muſt obſerve diligently, that thoſe winds or humors do not only remain in the Cavity of 


* theGuts, for then were they eaſily excluded by evacuating, cleanſing,,and carminative Medicines, 


but for the moſt part they are fixed to the very Goats of the Guts, whence it comes that they are not 
ſo eaſily taken off; but they make a long and a ſtuhborn Diſeaſe which will not caſily be cured. So 
thick Flegmatick and Melancholick humors do flow by degrees through the Veins of Guts into their 
ſubſtance, and do not preſently cauſe pain ; but till they ſo increaſe that they provoke Nature to 
expel them, and ſo being moved they cauſe pain; or ſend out Vapors, which being included in the 
Tonicles of the Inteſtines, do ſtretch and extend them, and finding no paſſage, cauſe a long pain. 
And Choter being after the ſame manner ſpread and ſucked into the Veins of the Guts and the Tu- 
nicles thereof doth ſtir up ſharp pains which uſe to belong, becauſe the Choler is very hard to be 
pulled from the {ubſtance of the Guts. | IT 27 | 
There is another kind of cholerick Cholick, which turns into a Palſie, not known to the Anci- 
ents, which comes of a cholerick humor, not in the Gut Coloz, as the former, but ſuddenly ſent in- 
to the Membranes of the Abdomen, and it is catried thither from the Cyſtis, or bladder of Gall, or 
the Meſentery in the Criſis of continual Feavers, or from great anger, or ſome other external cauſe, 
when by reaſon of Obſtruttions it cannot be ent by the common paſſages, but by a prepoſterous mo- 
tion it is preſently ſent to the aforeſaid Membranes of the Abdomen, hence comes a cruel pain like 
that of the Cholick, which neither by Clyſters, Fomentations, or other Medicines can be- cured; but 
continueth many Months, by which means the Body conſumeth : ſometimes it is like an intermitting 
Feaver, ſometimes and often like a continual lingring Feaver : and at length when the pain begins to 
ceaſe, there is a Palſie, by reaſon the humor gets by degrees into the back by the Membranes of the 
Abdomen : This Palfie doth trouble the upper parts moſt ; but the Thighs and Leps commonly are 


; Pained, in ſome they are wholly reſolved and made numb, becauſe the Choler being light flicth to 


the upper parts : Sometimes it gets into the Brain, and begets Epileptick Convulſions, from whence 


death commonly enfueth. | 
There are other cauſes of the Cholick, but leſs uſual; namely, tones bred in the Guts and knots 


of Worms which ſtop them: the Compreſſion of the Guts from Tumors in the adjoyning parts, or

hard Bodies by obftruRing and diſtending the Guts may make a Cholick, as ſtones bred there, ma- 
ny Cherry-ftones ſwallowed, hard Cheete, and the like: Plarerus reports, -That a certain Gover- 
nour long labouring of the Cholick with Convulfions, after the ule of Clyſters , voided a great 
quantity of hard Cheeſe which had a long time ſtuck in his Guts, becaule before his ſickneſs he had 
eaten immoderately thereof. 

The External Cauſes are cold Air, which conſtringe and indurate the Belly ; or too hot Air, by

move the parts of their bodies ſucceſſively. And this motion is ſometimes inverted by preternatu- 
ral Cauſes,as when the Fibres of the Inteſtines which ought to be contraRed from above downwards, 
are contra&ted upwards ; and whatſoever is in the Guts is not ſent towards the Belly,,. but towards 
the Stomach, and then is this IliaePaſſion.'We obſerve ſomething like this in Vomiting;for when.the 
Fibres of the Oefophagus contra themſelves from the upper part-towards the Stomach,the Meat is 
ſwallowed down 3: but when by an inverted order they contra themſelves fromthe part beneath 
upwards, there is vomiting. This Periftaltick iuverted motion comes from the vehement tirring 
of the Expulſive Faculty of the Guts,. which when it cannot throw downwards the ſuperfluous Ex- 
crementitious matter, doth by a violent motion caft it upwards. 'This motion is ſometimes ſo vio- 


lent, that not only Chyle, and Wind, and excrementitious humors, but the Fzces.alſo and Excre- 


ments which ſhould be ſent out by the Anus are thrown forth; by vomiting; ſo that Clyſters . and

CURE. The Cure of this diſeaſe depends upon taking away the Cauſes, which are to be taken 


from their proper Chapters: but becauſe it is commonly long,eſpecially when it depends upon a hot 
diſtemper of the Liver, and dryneſs of the Guts : and inthe meantime the belly bound brings-many 
inconveniencies. We will ſpeak of its Cure by its ſelf, which is generally done by Emollients and

TN larrhea is that kind of Flux of the Belly, by which-the Excrementitious Humors are fent forth 
without Blood or Food, and without the Ulceration of the lInteftines: -. | 

By the Conditions of Diarrhea properly fo called, it is diſtinguiſhed from other kinds of Fluxes 
decauſe in Lientery and Celiack Paſſion, the Food is caſt forth unconcotted, or half concoted; in 
a Dyſentery and Tenaſmm, Blood is mixed with the Excrements, as in the Flux of the Liver, called 
Hepaticus, and in the Hemorrhoidal Flux. 

DIFFERENCES. Many are the Dffferences thereof z which that they may be clearly explainy 
ed, are to be referred to three Heads : The firſt whereof reſpe&s the matter which is voidedz:the 
ſecond the place from whence it comes ; the third, the manner and efficient cauſe which produceth

Seanertus faith, that this anſwer is probable; but it doth not ſatisfie, becauſe oftentimes there are 
fluxes, in which there is clammineſs with ſharpneſs, and yet there is no Dyſentery.

It is demanded of divers Authors, What'ts that ſnotty and white Matter which is voided in ſuch 
great plenty in Dyſenteries, mixed with blood and other humors ? Some think that it is the fat of 
the Gats; others, that it is that with which the Inteſtines are lined, for the better paſſage of the excre. 
ments ; others, that-it is flegm from the Head or other parts; others, that it is Pus or Matter from 
the Ulcers. But we conclude, that it is nothing elſe but a preternatural excrement of the Guts; 
for they being decayed from their Natural Conftitution, cannot convert their proper nouriſhment 
into their own ſubſtance, bur by an imperſe& way change it into that Matter ; which when it is unfit 


for nouriſhment of thoſe parts,is expelled forth, and then the parts wanting again nouriſhment, at- 


trageth or draweth new, which is changed as the former, and there muſt needs be great encreaſe 
thereof, becauſe the part affected continually draweth blood from the Veins, which is changed int 
this ſlimy ſubſtance, by which it is deceived of its expeation, and therefore again draweth new for 
its nouriſhment, which it tontinually aimeth at; but cannot turn into its own ſubſtance, bur into this 


ſlimy Matter, of which there is ſo great an encreaſe.The ſame thing is one in other parts,and eſpe. 
cially.in great and . profound or deepUlcers. For the part ulcerated, when by reaſon of its evil dif-. 


ofittofi it cannot be well nouriſhed, draws blood continually from the Veins, which is changed into 
Pus or 'Quittory, by which means thewhole body by degrees conſumeth. Nor doth this befal cnly 


parts ulcexated, but others that have no Ulcer or Impoſthume; ſo that although the aforeſaid Ex-. 
crement be like Quittor, yetis not true Pus or Quittor ;;:for that comes ofily from an Ulcer or Im- 


poſthiiſne. This chiefly appears in an Ophthalmy or Inflammation of the Eyes, in which when there 
is no Ulcer or Impoſthume, there is continual Extrement like Quittor, which comes only from the 
diſtemper of the part,and the depravation ofthe Homioſis,or quality by which it makes nouriſhment 
[ike it falf. -The ſame befals men in Aſthma or Phtiſick, and other diſcaſes of the Lungs, for their 
Lungs being diftetpered, do ill concoct their own nouriſhment , but turn it into an Excrement 
like Quittor, which is expelled by coughing, and yet they have no Ulcer in their Lungs, as many 
learned Phyſicians will conclude when they lee the Matter. 

© The External Cauſes of a Dyſentery, are all things that produce ſharp and evil humors, or give 
them (being produced) a diſpoſition to cauſe a Dylentery. The principal are, ſharp Meats,or very 
Ne to putreſaRion, as Fruits ſoon rotten,and all unripe things, Waters that are drunk ordinarily 


wherein there is Crudity or a Mineral, and Medicines which are deadly qualified, and evil Air, as 


Hip. Aph. 11. Se&.3. when the Winter is too cold or dry, the Spring too wet, and too full of South 
 Wwinds\, then there will be Dyſenteries in the Summer. - And Aph. 12. Se&. 3. If the South wind 
blow much in Winter, and it rain much ; but if itbe dry, and the North-wind blow much in the 
Spring, thofe Seaſons produce Dylſenteries. | 
| But the proper diftemper of the Air to produce a Dyſentery, is known in a contagious or Epide- 
mical Dyfentery, which ſometimes is more dangerous than others.As alſo there is an infeRion in the

But it is hard to know whether the thick or thin Guts are ulcerated. Uſually if the pain be above 
the Navil, they fay it is in the thin Guts, and if below, inthe thick ; but this is contrary to reaſon, 
becauſe both the thin and thick Guts are carried both to the tuperior and inferior parts. Therefore 
this ſipn is rather to be taken from the quality of the pain and the Excrements. For if the thin Guts 
are affeQed there is vehement pain, like pins pricking, becauſe they are more Membranous, and of 


more exquiſite ſence. As alſo they go not to ſtool preſently after the pain, and there is blood in e-- 


very ſtool; for becauſe the blood and purulent Matter comes far before it be voided, it is more 
mixed with the Dung ; but if the thick Guts are affeQed, the pain is lels yehement and laſting, 
there is preſently after going to ſtool, the Blood and Matter ſivim uponthe Excrement, or arevery 
little mixed, and in a great Ulceration there are as it were little pieces of ficſh.

TR is a continual deſire to go to Stool, and voiding of nothing but ſlime or bloody 
atter. - | 
CAUSES. The immediate cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is an Ulcer inthe ſtreight Gut called nteſtinumd 
retum:;, from which, Quittar or filthy Matter continually floweth, and ftirreth up the Expullive : 
Faculty, by which means there is a continual deſire of going to ſtool. Moreover, there is voided a 
ſimy Matter mixed with blood, from the depravation of the Homozoſis (or quality that converts 
things into its likeneſs) of the ulcerated part , becauſe it cannot well concot its proper nouriſh- 
ment, and make it like it ſelf, but turns it into another ſlimy ſubſtance; as we ſhewed moreatlarge 
in Dyſenteries, and other Ulcers of the Guts. | "IG 
- But in regard we faid in the Chapter of Dyſentery, that all the Inteſtines might be ulcerated in 
that diſeaſe ; thence it ſeems to follow, that the Ulcers of the ſtraight Gut called Re@w belong to 
a Dyſentery. Yet Cuftom hath ſo prevailed, that when the Re&um is only hurt it is called by the 


"name of Tenaſmus: And becauſe when other Guts are affeRed, if theRe&um ſuffer, there is alſo 


Tenaſmus or needing, although the diſeaſe be then called a Dyſentery ; therefore :Dyſentery and 
Tenaſmus are of the ſame Nature, and have the ſame Cauſe, and differ only in reſpe& of the part 
affeed. And therefore we need not repeat the Cauſes, becauſe they are the fame with thoſe that 


produce a Dylſentery. 


 DIAGNOSTICK. For the knowledg of this diſeaſe, there is no more required but to diftin- 
Suiſh it from a Dyſentery, which you may learn from the definition. For in a Tenaſmus there is a 
contiriual meeting; but in a Dyſentery it is by fits - beſides, in that, after great ſtraining, there is 
voided only a little ſlime, bloody or mattery ; but in a Dyſentery, both Excrements and Humors - 
are continually voided. | 

The Signs of the Cauſes are the ſame with a Dyſentery. 

PROGNOSTICK. As for the Prognoſticks , Celſus, lib. 4. cap. 19. ſaith, that a Tenaſmus 1s 
eaſily cured, and that of it ſelf it never kills any; yet Galen, 5. de uſu partium, cap. 4. reckons it a- 
mong the chiefcſt diſeaſes of the Belly ; and truly it may very well be accounted grievous, in reſpeRt 
of its troubleſomnefs afd long continuance ; yet it is not dangerous, except it come of melancholy, 
for then it tends to a Cancer ulcerated ; beſides, it brings great inconveniences, as Miſcarriageior 
Abortion to Women. So Hip. Aph.27.SeR.7.ſaith, if a Woman with-child have a Tenaſmus, ſhe 
will miſcarry. For the coritiniual ſtraining at ſtool doth much difturb the Womb, which is fonear 
to the ſtraight Gut. Beſides, the fame Muſcles which ferve to throw out the Excrements, are im- 
Ployed for delivery ; therefore wheti they daily compreſs the lower Belly , they cauſe Abortion.

concocted, they putrifie, and became a fit matter to breed worms. 

But there is yet a difficulty concerning Sugar and Hony, which ſince they havea ſubſtance notſih- 


' jeQto putrifaCtion 3 but rather that doth preſerve other things from it, cannot breed worms. This 


Reaſon convincing, we ſay that Sugar and Hony will not breed worms, becauſe their ſubſtance is 
corruptible ; but being once bred, they do feed and maintain them, becauſe the worms loving ſweet 
things do ſtir themfelves at the approach of Hony and Sugar, and get into the Stomach, where they 
grow with ſpeed 5 from whence thoſe ſymproms do arife which are proper to worms. 

SIGNS. The Signs of worms in the Guts are divers, not all in all people alike. The uſual and moſt 
ordinary ſigns are ; A ſtinking breath ſomewhat ſowr (as the Women call it) and tools like Cow 
dung, of a gray colour like Potters Earth diſſolved. Other figns are leſs uſual, as a continual Feaver, 
which is often in a day more violent from the motion of the worms; which heavineſs, cold foreat 
ſometimes and fainting, loathing, vomiting and unquenchable thirſt, The Pulſe is unequal , the Cheeks 
are by turns red and blew, the Eyes ſhine, the Noſe itcheth, the Teeth gnaſh, and ſometimes chat- 
ter, there is aſmall dry Cough and much pittle : ſometimes there is heavineſs of head, and ſleepineſs; 
ſometimes doting, and Epileptick Convulltons: There is often a pain in the belly, by gnawing, ſome- 
times by inflammation and diſtenſion or ſtretching forth like men indropſies : ſometimes there is 
Rarting in the ſleep, and ſome tremble and riſe up, and fall aſleep again ; ſometimes all the body pl- 
neth, and the Patienthath a Dogs Appetite, infatiable, which is moſt uſual in the flat worms, which 
eat up all the food. Moreover, If Gourd worms, called Cucarbitini, be voided, they ate a ſign of 
flat. The Aſcarides are known by the itching of the 4:us or Fundament, and the Excrements are 
many times filled with them. 

Fora Concluſion, The conſuming, putrifaRion, © and eating away of the Gums; is to be reckoned 
among the ſigns of the worms, which is confirmed by this following Obſervation : A certain boy was 
was a long time troubled with eating away ofhis Guts, many Medicines both internally and exter- 
nally were applied, and all invain ; at length he died : ' the body being opened, there were found ſo 
many worttis, that iti ſome places the bowels were eaten through, and many were found inthe empty 
places of his Belly. 

PROGNOST ICK. As fot the Prognoſtick : Many wortns are worſe than few,great than little.Ma- 
ny times they are dangerous, and bring great diſeaſes; as a ſtrong Feaver by fits, fwooning, ſpeech- 
leſsnefs, doting ; epilepſic, cholick, and dogs appetite. ove 

In the beginning of a diſeaſe it isevil for worms to cone forth either alive or dead, eſpecially if 
they come forth alone, and without dung: for when they arc alive,and come forth,they (ignifie great - 
crudity, or want of nouriſhment : but dead, they ſignifie great putrifaQtion, by which they are kill- 


"Worms in the declining of a diſeaſe, coming forth with the excrements, ſignifie Health, if con- 
coRtion appear : for it appears then, that Nature ruleth and maftereth the Excrements. 
. CURE. The Cure of the worms is by.driving them out, becauſe they are wholly againſt Nature, 
And this is done by purging Medicines, which kill worms,andevacuate the matter that breedeththem. 
Rhubarb is the beft, which you may pive in a Flux or Feaver. But you muſt firft give things that 
kill them, or at leaſt that drive them to the inferior inteſtines by things taken at the mouth, or thoſe 
things that draw them down by Clyſters. Ss

L-hough the moderate flux of the Hemorrhoids be healthful, and preſerveth a man from 
many an? grievous Diſeaſes, as Hippocrates taught in Epidemis, and in his Aphoriſms, as from 

a Pleurifie, Peripneumonia, or Inflammation of the Lungs z Nephritis, or the Stone in the Kidneys; 
Madneſs, Melancholy, and innumerable others : Yet the Immoderate Flux is moſt dangerous, and 
brings other pernicious Diſeaſes , as weakneſs of the whole Body, Coolnefs of the Bowels, and 


_ eſpecially of the Liverz an Atrophy or want of nouriſhment, ar evil Habit, and Dropſie by the 


lols of Natural Heat, by ſpending too much blood, which is the Treaſure of Eife, and the Che- 
riſher of the whole Body. ON | | 
CAUSES. And this Immoderate Flux hath the ſame Cauſes which ule to provoke other ſorts of 
bleeding; namely, Blood offending in Quantity or Quality. When it offendeth in Quantity, and 
is brought in great plenty to the Hezmorrhoid Veins, it doth violently dilate them, and open their 
Orifices, by the ſtrength of the Expullſive Faculty : but ſometimes too much blood coming thither, 
doth opprefs the Retentive Faculty. 
Hence it comes that ſhe being defeRive in her duty, there is a great Flux which muſt be re-- - 
ſtrained by art.

The Hiſtory is this : Frederick Corcicus of Vincentia, firſt had the pain, then the imme- 
derate flux of the Hemorrhoids : And when he had in vain tried many things, went to Padua; where 
the Phyſicians by a common conſent, concluded that the bloud mnt be ſtopped, But when many means 
inwardly and outwardly were in vain nſed, mn the end finding no Remedy, they concluded totry this Ma- 
nual Operation : But having no fit Chirurgeon, they ſent for a Neapolitan, who profeſſed this Art, and 
he cut, tied and burnt the Hemorrhoids of Fabricius thus: Firſk he bound hm ſo, that he could no 
ways move, then he ſeperates the Hemorrhoids from the Inteſtines ;, then with a Needle he paſſeth 
thorow, and ſeweth them, and tieth all about ſtrongly - then cutting off the part of the Vein which 
is above the ſewing, he burns it with a hot Iron, It” was a painful Operation from the Ligature; 
Seton and burning : So that Frederick had a Feaver, and great pain.' Byt the Chirurgeon gave 
him a few Medicines, by which he was freed both from Feaver and pain in a few days, to the admi- 
ration of all men there, and recovered from bleeding. . ' But it is not to be omitted, how he. being too 
confident ,and neglefting bleeding and purging which he ſtood after in need of heeping no orderly diet ;, the 
next year he was taken with a peſtilent Feaver, and died.

CHAP. XI. 
Of the Pain of the Hemorrhoids. 


He:Hemorrhoid Veins that are in the end of the RefFum Inteſtinum, or ſtreight Gut, ſometimes 
do {well and cauſe very great pain. 


CAUSES. This ſwelling comes of the ſame cauſe with the flux or bleeding of the Hemorrhoids, 


namely, of bloud offending in quantity or quality, which if it findeth not a way, and cannot open 


the ends of the Veins, there it ſettleth, and by filling of the Veins caufeth a tumorwith Ielatd 
and pain. The principal Cauſe why bloud cannot get out of the Veins, is the thicknels of it, becauſe 
it is Melancholy : for commonly the Zemorrhoid Veins, eſpecially internal, are faid to receive Me. 
lancholy from the Spleen, and ſometimes to purge it forth.

CAUSES. The Cauſes of this Diſtemper are hot Weather, immoderate Exerciſe, much Anger, 
and other great Paſſions of the Mind, and eſpecially hot nouriſhment and Phy ſick, or things ſpiced, 
a pure and ftrong Wine drunken plentifully : To theſe you may add the heat of the Part adja- 


cent, as in ſtrong Feavers the Liver waxeth hot from the heat of the Heart.

Of the Inflammation, Impoſthume and Ulcer of the Liver. 


He Inflammation of the Liver, is a hot Tumor ariſing from blond, xhich is out of its Veſſels,and 
ſent into the ſubſtance thereof. | 
DIFFERENCES. And as the bloud is either pure, or mixed with other Humors, ſo doth it pro- 
duce divers kinds of Tumors. For if it be pure, it makes a true Phlegmon; bur if it be mixed with 
Choler, Flegm or Melancholy, it produceth an Eryfipelous, Oedomatous or Schirrous Phlegmon. 
And if the {aid humors predominate over the bloud, there is a Phlegmonious Eryſipelas, Oedema 
and Schirrus. - | 
There is another difference in re{pec of the place in which the Inflammation is; it is either in the 
eibbous part, or Cavity ofthe Liver. Which is thusto be underſtood according to Galey, 5. de locis, 
aff. cap. 7. An Inflammation cannot be in either part of the Liverdiftin, fo thatthe other ſhall be 
free, becaule the fleſh of the Liver is united in all its parts, and therefore when one part ſuffereth, the 
other alſo ſuffereth in fome meaſure. INNS 
Moreover, That which Galen taught, 13. Heth. Cap. 14. is worth obſervation : When the hollow 
part of the Liver is offended, it isnecefſary that theInflammation reach to the Veins of the Melentery, 
' which comefrom the Gate-Vein. And experience teacheth, that they who have died of this Inflam- 
mation have had, not only an Impoſthume ofthe Liver, but alſo in the Meſentery. | 
| We muſtallo obſerve from ippocrates, ph. 45. Seft.7j. That an Impoſthume ſometimes is only 
in the Membrane which covereth the Liver, and ſometimes in the fubſtance or Parenchyma of it : 
For (faith he) they who have a hot Lover ſup} urated, if pure white Quittor or Matter flow from thence, 
doeſcape : for it 15contained in the T unicle, bit if it be like Lees of Oy! they die, Galen in his Comment 
faith thus 3 They who have Matter inthe T unicle of their Liver, and the ſubFtance not ſuffering, do 
all eſcape : but they who arecorrupted in the very fleſhy ſubſtance of the Liver die : and there is good rea- 


fon to be given why they do. 
CAUSES. The immediate Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are too much Bloud, or the boyling heat, 


thinneſs and ſharpneſs of the ſame; or the motion and ſtirring of it in the Veins; from whence by 
the aforeſaid Cauſes, it is eaſily thrown into thoſe parts which are moſt fit to receive it. The Li- * 
ver is moſt fit to receive bloud abounding when it is too hot, or hath any pain, for heat and pain do 
attraR, or if it have any natural or adyentitious weakneſs; For all parts thatare burdened with any 
Humor, do disburden themſelves upon the weakeft. Among theſe Canſes you way reckon the ob- 
—_—_ of the Liver, by which the thick Humors are retained, andare inflamed by a Preternatural

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| The External Cauſes may be many, as too much heat of the body from the immoderate exerciſe 
the Sun or Fire : but Mears ſharp and ſpiced, immoderate taking of too much ſtrong Wine to, 
much Lechery, Fear, a ſtroak or tall upon the Liver (ide, alſo hot Medicines applied withour re :

tenſion of the Liver; becaule being of its own nature large and very compa, if it be filled with 


much Humor, it will grow very heavy : which the Patient apprehends when he turneth from onefide 
to the other. | CE; 
The Second Sign is Pain, which ſometimes is perceived in one place, ſometimes in two or three 
in the Region ofthe Liver there is a weigaty pain ; lomettmes it is very extending in the lower Ribs 
when the Inflammation reaches to the Ligaments of the Liver which are faſtened ro the Ribs : ſome:

DLAGNOSTICX. The knowledge of this Ulcer, which comes from the ſharpneſs ofthe humors 
without Inflammation aforegoing is difficult. But it may be known by lome higns, And firſt, there 
is an ulcerous painin the right Hypochondrion, and the Patient waxeth lean; and ifir be in the hol. 
low part of the Liver, there are ftools with Pus or Matter,and ſometimes with bloud,and pain of the 
Guts by reaſon of ſharpneſs of the humors, like a Dyſentery, which is diſtinguiſhed from this diſeaſe 
intkis,Becaulſe there is a weight and pricking about the Liver. And ſometimes Authors have obſer. 
ved that pieces of the Liver have bcen voided by ſtool. But if the Ulcer be in the gibbous or ont- 
ward part, the water is mattery without any diſtemper of the Reins or Bladder. There is a ſmall Fez. 
ver in the increaſe of the difeaſe, which turneth into an Heftick, The colour is yellow, and ſome- 
times there are ſmall puſtules which come from the aduſtion of humors in the Face. There is a loath- 
ing of Meat, and eſpecially of fleſh, a ſtinking breath, and often fainting.

That which | is not exquiſite or perfe&t hath ſome kind of Pain ;z and comes from a Matter 16s 
hardned 5 in a word, it is a Schirrus beginning, and not confirmed; but that which: 6 rs 
confirmed, fo that they only differ in Degrees.

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This Melancholick Humor is not pure by its ſelf, but 'commonly mixed with others, as Choler; 
Flegm, and Water, from whence come the diverlity of ſymptoms, which hereafter ſhall be met» 
tioned. Theſe humors breed in the Spleen, eſpecially when it is diſtempered with heat, and alſo in 
the Liver. Hence it is that they draw meat and drink to themſelves; which is not concoQed, that 
which is thin of the Chyle ſooner than that which isthick ': 'and then the thicker part for- watt 'of 
ſomething ro carry'it, ſtays in the Meleraick Veins, and the longer it ſtays, the thicker it grows, 
and ſometimes is burnt - and afterwards coming to thoſe parts, it is not well concoted. More- 
over, thole parts in their Natural ſtate ſhould conco& by boiling, 'now do it by roaſting : Hence 
comes this great aduſtion of humors. mL Dy!

It may alſo be, that this Diſeaſe may be bred without the diſtemper-of theſe parts, from evil

Theſe evil humors are' gathered into the Veins ard Arteries, which | are in the bottom of the 
Stomach, eſpecially in the great branches of the Gate-vein, the Spleeri-veins , and'thoſe of the 
Meſentery, Caul and Belly, in which they have often great and grievous fermentations or work- 
ings; from whence ſtinking Vapors are fent to the Brain, Heart and Midriff, which cauſe thoſe di- 
vers Symptoms in thoſe parts, which we ſhall after mention. | | 

Alſo the humors are contained in the Bowels, eſpecially in the Spleen and Sweet- bread, and the 
Glandules of the Meſentery, the ſubſtance of which parts is ſoft, and like a Spunge, and therefore 
is more ready to receivethem, and harder to caſt them forth. Beſides;the Glandules which are di- 
ſperſed thraugh the Meſentery,to be a prop to the Veinsand Arteries,and to hinder leſt they ſhould 
de preffed by the Guts being full, or by any other thing; If theſe ſwell'much, they do preſs upon 
the Veſſels, and hinderthe paſſage of the humors, whence come obſtruRions in thoſe paſſages. 

Boys and young men are little ſubjeR'to thisDiſcaſe,”by reaſon ofitheir moiſt temper unfit to 
breed Melancholy : bat men often, becauſe the humorsare burnt by heat in youth 3 and when that 
heat decays, and the thin parss are exhaled, there is a great increaſe of Melancholy. 

The Antecedent and principal Caules of this Difeaſe are, firſt, Meats of evil Juyce, atid hard of 
Concoftion, which are fit.to breed Melancholy ; as brown Bread, or unleavened or cruſty, Pulſe, 
Checle, hard Eggs, and fried Meats, Water, Fowl, Beef, Veniſon, Hares, and all ſalt and ſnioaked 
Meats, and many other things of hard ſubſtance. | 

Secondly, Great paſhbns of long continuance, eſpecially Sadnefs, are very powerful to breed this 
Diſeaſe, becauſe they ditperſe the Spirits, by which means the ConcoRtion is weakned, and fo thiteis 

isgreat Crudity, which being burnt by the hot bowels, turn into Melancholy. tt 

Thirdly , Idlenefs , by which the Excrements are retained, eſpecially if there be much ſtudy 

and watching - Hence it is that Learned men, and ſuch as fit much, are very ſubje& to this 
Dileale. 

- Laſtly, The ſtoppage of the Terms and Hemorrhoids, both in reſpe& of theirquality and quan- 
tity produce it : For when Melancholick, {alt and burnt humors, uſed to be diſcharged by thoſe

DIAG NOSTICK.” The knowledge of this Diſeaſe is' taken from the Symptoms which follow; 
and they are many, becauſe almoſt all parts of the body ſuffer thereby when it is high : We ſhall 
reckon them up, admoniſhing firſt, that all do not happen to all Patients, but ſome to one, ſome to 
another, according to the diverſity of the humor, and the part affe@ed. 

Firſt therefore, the Stomach commonly ſuffers, not principally, as Galen from Diocles ſuppoſed ; 
but ſecondarily : When blood coming from the branches of the Gate-vein, to nouriſh the Stomach 
is not good ;, from whence the Stamach being ill nouriſhed, doth ill concott, and turns its Meat ny 
. tocorruption. Hence comes a Circular Evil, when the Liver and Spleen ſend evil blood to the 
Stomach, and the Stomach breeds evil Chyle to return to them, of: which they make bad blood. , 

Therefore in this Diſeaſe the Stomach commonly concoReth ill, xnd turns the chief part ſometimes 
into water, ſometimes into ſharp, ſour and clammy fubſtancez which being not drawn by the Guts 
and Meſeraick Veins, becauſe unfit for nouriſhment, ſtays in the Stomach; and coming upwards 
ſometimes fills the Tongue with Spittle, ſo that the Patients ſpit much, and ſometimes vomit. |

An Aneuriſm ſometimes followeth this great breathing; from the inlarginp of the Ceeliack, 
or lome other Artery,and from the hot blood in them, which being very thin, and fuil of many hot 
Spirits, continually dilateth and tretcherh the Arteries while there is an Aneuriſin, ſuchas Fallpim 
obſerved, Lib.' de T um. preter naturam, cap. 14. in an old woman, who being opened, had an Aneus 
riſm in her Belly, into which he put his fit. From which, mark by the way. the great Providence of 
Nature, which fearing the breaking of an Artery throuph too much inlarging, hath made the Coat 
of it hard as a bone, as Fallopius obſerved in the fame place. Alſo Pareus in his fixth Book , Cap. 


28. tells the like ſtory of an Aneuriſm, found not ji: the Belly, but the Breaſt, in the Venal Arte- 


ry, which was ſo ſtretched that it could contain his fiſt ; and alto the inward-Tunicle thereof was 
Tike a bone. And we have ſeen the like about two years agone, namely, an Aneuriſm it the Breaſt 
by the dilatation of an Artery, which would hold the fiſt of a Boy of fifteen years old ; and the

Aſter the body is well purged, iſit be Spring or Summer, you may give Whey for fifteenor twen- 
ty days, which-will open the Obftruions of the Bowels, and amend the hot diſtemper. Make it by 


boyling and clarifying it, and putting into it every night two drams or halfan ounce of Epithimum. 


You muſt proportion the quality according to the ſtrength ofthe Stomach. For if it cancaſily paſs 
through the Veins, being ſomewhat open and be ſent forth by ſtool and urine, it is good to give it in 
great quantitys,as Mineral W aters preſcribed in the hot diſtemper of the Liver, with this Caution, 
That you ſtrengthen the Stomach with Bags and other things hereafter mentioned, and give every 
day at Evening a Cordial ſtrengthening Opiate. Inſtead of Epithimum, you may mix with the 
Whey, the juyce of Succory, Borrage, or of any other proper cool Herb, thus : | 

Take Goats Whey four or five pints : the juyce of freſh Lemmons four ounces : the new juyce of ſweet 
Apples ſix ources : Conſerve of Roſes 5r Violets,or white Sugar one ounce. Clarifie theſe with whites of 
Eggs.

In bodys that are very lean, after the Obſtructions are a little opened, you may give Aſﬀes Milk 
with Sugar ot Rotes; and if there be rumbling in the Hypochondria, a little Aromaticum Roſatum 
or Diarrhodon Abbatis will do very well. | 
But your ſharp and Vitriol Mineral Waters are beyond all Medicines, which by correRing the 
diſtemper of the Bowels do powerfully open Obſtrudtions, eſpecially the warmeſt, which do make 
the humor thin, and cleanſe it. | 

There is great diſpute among Authors concerning drinking thoſe waters. Somg (with Sexnertus) 
do allow it, becauſe they receive virtue from their Minerals, and do thereby both cleanſe the paſſages, 


and ſend forth the filthy humors which ſtick.to them by ſtool and urine: they warm the ſtomach, and 


ftrengthen the Liver and Spleen : And we may rather fear that theſe waters will hurt by the ule 


ofthem external than internal, by heating and drying. Others (with Claudinas) do altogether de- 
ny them, by reaſon of their drying quality. Others (with Montanw) do neither altogether re- 
jet them, nor wholly approve of them ; they ſay they are good, by reaſon of the coldnels of the 
Stomach, which is always in this diſeaſe, and by reaſon of Obſtruions. But in regard the Liver 
and Spleen are hot, they will have them defended with the cool Oyntment of Galen. And alfothe 
Loins, for then (faith he) the water will not hurt, becauſe it ſtays longer inthe Stomach, and cold 
places, but onely pafſeth through other parts. We ſuppoſe that the uſe of them is convenient, ii the

' You muſt alſo apply ſtrengtheners to the Stomach; becauſe that part doth always ſuffer in this 
Diſeaſe; therefore you muſt uſe thoſe Fomentations, Oyntments and Emplaſters miertioned in the 
Diſeaſes of the Stomach : Alſo thoſe internal which will not inflame the Liver ; andeſpecially the 
Digeſtive Powder to be taken after meat: in a Fit when the Vapors ariſing from the Hypochondria 
do trouble the Heart, Brain and other parts, and produce great Symptoms, as Swoonings, Palpita- 
tions, Tremblings, Convulfions, Head-ach and the like; you may uſethoſe things which are given 
in Swooning or the Mother ; but armong the reft Laudanum ufed wiſely doth wonders. 


CHAP. VI. 
Of the Scurvy. 


-rF*He Scurvy is uſual inthe North, in moſt places thereof Common, but almoft unknown in the 
| T South ; So that all Writers that have praQiiſed in theſe Parts, have never mentioned it : and we 
tay well leave it out, becauſe in our Preface to this Book we proftiifed to meddle only with the uſual 
diſeaſes of the Spleen ; but Experience hath taught us, That our Country is not altogether without 
it ; for though it be not in every Symptom the ſame with that of the North,yet it hath enough to con- 
firmit to be the ſame : for the aforeſaid Authors ſay that one *Symptom is ſufficient to dilcover it ; 
we have ſeen many ſymptoms of it in many people, but becauſe it is not fathiliar here, and all our 
Phyſicians ſay we have it not, we would not abſolutely call it a Scurvy, but we thought it better to 
call it a Scorbutital Diſeaſe, ſuch an one as comes next to it, though it be nota true Scurvy. _ . 

For the Scurvy is nothing elſe but an Hypochondriack Diſcaſe: having a peculiat degreeof Malig- 
_ nity from! which more ſymptoms ariſe than in the Hypochondriack Dilcale : this malignity comes 

from the Putrifation of Melancholy, not of every kind of Melancholy, for it is often corrupted, 
from which other Diſeaſes ariſe and not the Scurvy,as a quartane Ague,an [mpoſthume in the Meſen- 
tery and other parts; but of a peculiar and proper Melancholy which is agreeable to that Malignity. 
This is known-by the infetion which is found in this diſeaſe, becauſe all Authors hold it to be infe- 
Rious. And becauſe all the degrees of Malignity which lie in the Humors and produce diversdifeaſes 
are unknown unts us and all Men, therefore is this of the Scurvy obſcure and hidden ; and it is won- 
. derful that ſo many diſeaſes ſhould ariſe from the variety ofthe Malignity which is in the humors, as 
Malignant and Peftitential Feavers, Small-Pox and Meaſels, Cancers and Elephantialis, the Pox and 
many others. And eſpecially Elephantiaſis comes from a peculiar Malignity in a Melancholick humor, 
aud fo doth the Scurvy, and yet theſe two dilcaſes differ fo much, that none can tel] their divers de- 
grees of Malignity. | | | | 

Divers Symptoms common to both do ſhew a great likeneſs of the Scurvy and Hypochondriack 
Mdlancholy : for all they which were mentioned in the former Chapter are found in this diſeaſe, as 
Crudities and want of ConcoRion in the Stomach, often ſpitting, flegmatick, fharp and ſtinking vo- 
mitings, noiſe in the Hypochondria, belchings, breaking of Wihd downwards, vomiting of bloud, 
and purging of bloud, pains from wind utider the Ribs and inthe Stomach, fometintes Coſtiveneſs,and 
fometimes Tooſeneſs, heat in the Hypochongria, beating of the Left (ide, Urine now thin, then' thick, 
 heart-beating,thirt,drought ofthe mouth,ſhort breatht;,head-ach, noiſe in the ears, dimnefs of ſight, 
giddinefs, ſorrow and ſadneſs,and divers dotings,;convullions, falling-ſicknels, numbneſs, coma, wat- 
chings, troubled ſleep and terrible dreams : The reaforis of all which were ſhewed inthe Chapter 
above, and they may agree with this of the Scurvy. oa Yin 

But if any Symptoms appear beſides theſe, whichare not to be found inthat, nor mentioned by 
Authors, nor belong to another Diſeaſe ; you may conjeaure thar it is the Scurvy : The chief are 
ach arenot all found in one Patient ; but cneof then is ſufficiecr ro ſhew that the Diſeaſe is 
uch.

PROGNOSTICK. As to the Prognoſtick : This Diſeaſe is hard to be cured, as all other that 
come of Melancholy, and here much more hard, becaule of the malignity in the Melancholy which 
doth more cruelly overthrow the body, and will not obey the greateſt part of Medicines. © 

1t is alſo dangerous, becauſe it many times brings a Conſumption or Droplie, anddeſtroys others 
by ſudden death, by an Apoplexy, Swooning, and other acute Diſeaſes. ; 

Yet ſometimes they who have icemed deſperate have been cured, and oftner in this Diſeaſe than. 
inany other : And we have {cen ſome brought to a Conſumption by long pain and Bloody Flux 
(which by many circumſtances we conclude to be from the Scurvy) to have been perfectly cured. 

Moreover, the Pulte is deceitful, eſpecially in the Fits; it will be ſo quick , ſmall and unequal 
ſometimes that the Parient feems to be at Deaths door, yet after his Fit he will riſe from his bed, 
and is as formerly : As we peculiarly oblerved in a Dutch Scholar, unto whom we being ſent for 
inthe time of his Fit, thought that he would preſently die 3 but the next day we ſaw him  Aovrve 
in very good health ; and when we had examined the Circumſtances of the diſeaſe, we concluded 
that he Fad the Scurvy, which he brought out of his own Country where it is very uſual. 

CURE. The ſame Cure is to be uled inthis dilcate as in Hypochendriack Melancholy : becauſe ag 
we ſaid at the firſt, it comes from the fame humor more differing from its natural ftatez therefore 

for the. moſt part it needs ſtronger Medicines. , —- 

But becaule this is a general Rule in Phylick, that we always begin with the weakeſt Medicines, 
and ſo proceed to ſtronger, if the tormer will not cure : It will be good in thisdilcale to appoint the 
whole courſe of Cure for Hypochondriack Melancholy, becauſe a ſtubborn diſeaſe requires a long 

'eourſe 3 and if that-will not root out the dileaſe, let us then uſe the Medicines more ſpecifically 
proper : Andit will not be amits to mix ſome with the other at the beginning, 

Theſ: ſpecifical Medicines are called Aztiſcorbatics, or M:dicines proper for the Scurvy, and 
there are many of them in Authors that have written of this diſeaſe ; whole ſtrength chiefly depends 
upon a Volatile or flying Salt, of which they are very fuij, by which means they make thin and 
fluid, that thick, earthy and ſalt humor, and at length ditculs it. Moreover, they have a certain pre- 
ſervative and oppoling Vertue againſt the poyſon of the Scurvy which is in the Melancholick hu- 
mor. Among theſe, the chief is Dutch Scurvy-grals, which is not in France. Another is, Creſles 
of both forts (but the Water-Crels is belt) Brooklime, Horle-Rhadiſh , the lefſer Celandine, 
Wormwood and Fumitory. To which may be added many others, but of leſs vertue, and all they 
are ſuch which can prepare, corre and tame the melancholick humor. Hence it is that we direted 
the Cure againſt #ypochondriack Melancholy to be uled hexe; Thoſe are Carduus, Ceterach, all

And belides the Capillar Herbs with 
Borrage, Bugloſs and Agrimony betore-mentioned, when there is a Feaver, or we fear heat, you 
may add Endive, Succory, Sorrel, Juyce of Citrons, Lemons, Orenges, and alſo Spirit of Sulphur, 
or Vitriol, or Whey. 

Of theſe former Plants you may make many ſorts of Medicines, which are all gathered by Sew 
nertus out of all Authors, which every man may imitate as he pleaſeth. Yet this we muſt mark, 

whichall Authors mention, That the aforeſaid Plants work more powerfully if you take their 
Juyce, or make them into Conſerves; becauſe the flying ſalt wherein all their vertue remainerh is 
gone by decoction, as alſo if the Plant be dried. . :

and Caul; and the moſt of them have left them out, becauſe they are hard to be known ; and 
. | for the moſt part only fi T0 Diſſetion of dead Bodies 5 AS appears by Stories in Schenkius, 
Sennertus, and others. Yet they are very ordinary and uſual : from whence Fernelius ſaith, That of- 


fentimes there are cauſes of many Diſeaſes in the Meſentery AS of Choler, Melancholy, Diarrhea, 


Dyſentery, Evil Habit, Conſumption, Faintneſs, of lingriag Feavers, Vomitings, Cholicks, Tumors and 
Impoſthumes. And Sylvius called the M:ſentery, the Mother of many D:ſeaſes ; by others ſhe is called 
the Phyſicians Nurſe : We may ſay the ſame of the Sweet bread and Caul ;, for they are ignoble parts, 
and as it were ſmks of the Body, to which the Noble Members do ſend their Excrements, Aud al- 
though theſe parts (as all other) are ſubjeft to all kinds of Diſeaſes, Similary, Organical and Common, .

The ſigns of the diſeaſe (that is) of the ObſtruQtiohs lying in the Hypochondria, and alſo the bin 
of the Cauſes are the ſame with the Obſtruftion of the Liver and Spleen, and arefro m that Af. - oter 
to be taken. But thoſe ſigns which/properly ſhew. the peculiar diſeaſe of the Meſentery, are ftretch-

PROGNOST ICK. As for the Prognoſtick : This Diſeaſe of its ſelf, is not dangerous, becauſe an 
ignoble part can endure great evils without danger of Death-:- moreover you may apply ſtrong Me- 
dicines for the Cure, which being well adminiftred, do commonly bring about the deſired effect ; ex- 
cept Hypochondriack Melancholy riſe from thence, which ulethito. þe called the ſhame of Phyici- 
ans; by reaſon of the-rebellious Nature of the Melancholick Humox, But becauſe this part hath not 
exquiſite ſence, and the ObſtruRions do notalways gently diſturb the Patient, they are often neg- 
lefted, and become the Gauſes of other moſt dangerous diſeaſes.

But the Modern Anoatmiſts have aſcribed very great action unto it ; namely,the firſt preparation of 
the Chyle, and cleanfing' of it, fo that it ray; be brought to the Liver morepure ; which the'milky 
Veins ſeem to confirm; becauſe they are Viſperted throughthe Pancre as: Beſides, 'in the Middle of 
it there is an open paſſage which goes td the Guts, by which itis probable that the Excrements'of the 
Chyle are purged ; therefore the Pancreas hath its Diſeaſes which hurt the whole Body, eſpecially 
ObſtruRions and Tumors, as the Meſentery hath ; namely, when the Chylous matter is crude and 
thick,and is brought to it: from. the Stomach,not ſufficiently digefted, and when it doth not freely 
flow from it.

Yeſalius ſaith that he ſaw in a Body open= 
ed, an Omentum ſo ſwoln that it weighed five pounds, when in its natural condition it would weigh 
ſcarce half a pound. Roxſſetusin lib. de parts ({#ſareo, reports, That in Paris there was found a great 
Impoſthume in the Omentum. Rzolanxs in his Anthropographia, ſaith, That he ſaw an Omentum in 
a Noble Youth of Nineteen years of age, full of Kernels, by which it received abundance of filthy 
Humors, the Meſentery and Pancreas being Impoſthumated, and the Spleen almoſt conſumed. We + 
alſo ſaw a Schirrhus Omentum in a Fryar ot Afonrpelier all over the lower part of the Belly,and four 
fingers thick ; it was of the colour of- the Spleen, to that it was probable that it was cauſed by Me- 
lancholick from thence, becauſe he was of: a Melancholick temper, and'the paſſage is very often by 
branches of the Spleen Veins, to the Omentumz by which branches (as Hypecrates teacheth) the 
water in a Dropſie is brought from the Spleen to the Omentum, from which by degrees it diſtills 
into the Cavity of. the Abdomen. es 
Becauſe the ſwelling of the Omentumcan by no means be diftinguiſhed from that of the Meſen- 
tery, therefore we cannot appoint a diſtin& knowledg. It is true, that the Tumors of the Omenz 
tum are eaſier known at the firſt touch, becauſe it is immediately under the Peritonzum, but the 
Meſentery, is deeper ; but the Tumors of the Meſentery ariſe greater towards the Peritonzum, and 
are ſometimes ſo united to it, and the Muſcles of the lower Belly, that they. are ſent forth by ſuppu- 
ration through the Navil, or other external parts. | | 
Yet this difficulty of Knowledg doth not hinder the Cure, becauſe the ſame medicines ſerve for 
all Tumors that are alike in all the parts of the Belly : but the Cure is worſe to be made in the O«- 
mentum, becauſe it hath not fit way, as other parts have for the purging of its ſelf.

But there is more difficulty about the cauſe of the ſtone-both material-and efficient. Gales and his 
poſterity thought that Flegm was the material cauſe of the Stone, which is thick and ſlimy, fit to be 
hardened, (as they fay of late ) feculent, ſlimy and Tartarous, and heat the efficient, which dry. 
eth and hardeneth that matter, and at length turneth it into a tone. Which Doarine is oppoſed 
with ſtrong Reaſons. os 


Firſt,If ir ſhould come of a ſlimy and thick flegm,then it would often be bred in the Brain and the 
Stomach,in which ſuch flegnrdoth chiefly abound. Neither will it ſuffice to ſay that there is not ſuf- 
ficient heat in thoſe parts to harden itzbecauſe according to.the Doarine of Hypocrates and Galen,a

' More often breed the Stone, when young men have hotter Kidneys ; becauſe the matter of the Stone

Secondly, From Ars/totle, 2, meteor. cap. 4, ag which'grow together by. heat, are melted by 
moiſture, as Clay, But the Rontis never diffolved with\Wattr- Neither doth h hinder to fay that a 
ſtrong heat makes ſach a Concretion or growing together, that it cannot be difſolved by moiſture,as 
in Bricks. For firſt, in Man there is not 1o great a heat;then the not diſſolving of Bricks with Water 
Is not becauſe of the ſtrong heat they had, but'rather front the diſpoſition of the Clay ; for Clay

Fourghly, Stones breed in Rivers and Fountains, in which. there is no heat, and in ſome Dens and 
Holes that are very cold,the water that falls turns into'aftone;from whence ſtr ange ſhapes do ariſe. 
Therefore we muſt find another cauſe beſides heat;and-another Matter be fides clammy and glutinous 

Fifchly, Flegm made hard islike Chalk, and is brittle, as you may ſee in the knots of the Joynts. 
But ſome ſtones are like flints, which they cannot be from Flegm : nor is there ſo much heat in mans

This ſlimy flegm hath deceived the Phyſitians of all Ages, -which is found in the Urine of many 

* Patients, and they thought it to be the immediate cauſe z, but they were out. For firſt, In the tone 
of the Kidneys ſuch Urines are ſeldom made, but often inthe Stone of the Bladder. But if this were 
the matter of the ſtone, it will be alike in both. Therefore this Matter depends eſpecially upon the 
proper Diſeaſe of the Bladder,for it is an Excrement of it diſtempered. The Diſcaſe of the Bladder 

ts this 3 wehave ſeen in the Bodies of them who haye died of the ſtongin the Bladder,and who yoi- 
ded much of that matter,that the Bladder grew fleſhy, as thick as ones Finger or Thumb, ſo that it 
filled the whole Cavity,and lay next the ftone,till by ſtopping the Urine it killed the Patient., But 
in thoſe who made thinclear Urine,their Bladder was not altered «+ The regſon of theſe accidents are 
taken out of Zyp.Aph.66. Sed.y. If there be no Tumor in great and evil wounds, it isevil. And 
Galen gives the Reaſon, becauſe there is a ſuſpition that the Humors which ſhould come by reafon of 
pain to the wound, are gone to ſome noble part. Moreover, it is Natural to all parts; as Galen lb, 
de diff. febr. cap. 11. that they which are ſtronger, ſend that which hurteth them to the weaker, nor 
do they ceaſe ſo doing till it come to the weakeſt. So, when the part wounded is very weak, and 
therefore fit to receive Hymors, if they come not thither, it is a fign that other parts are very weak 3

oided, it-is to be reckoned among 
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which cannot ſend; and that others are weaket than the wounded,to which the Humors are cartied: 
Not only the bad Humors are carried to the wound, but alfo good blood, which Nature fends'to re- 
freſhit. All theſe thinge are in the bladder that hath the Stone, A preit uneven Stonezor ſharp, 
hurts the Tunicle of the bladder; hence comes pain and weakniefs. And Nature to help it; ſends more 
than uſual blood, and the ſtronger parts fend their ſuperfluities. Theſe the Bladder concotteth as 
much as nay be into its ſelf;' and ſo groweth thicker. But when it cannot take in all, elpetially the 
evil humors, hence come many: foul Excrements, which from the nature of the part turn ſo flegma- 
tick. But in them who have clearUrine,either the Stone hurteth not,which cauſeth the attraRtion,ot 
ſome other parts are weaker than the bladder, to which the Humors flow. -o_-Þ  '. : 

- - But becauſe this Do&rine doth deftroy an od Opinion, we will confirm it by a clear Example of 
the Womb. The Wombis Membranous, as the bladder : but in Women with Child it is fleſhy and 
thick ; ſo that in the laſt months it is two Fingers thick 3- becauſe Nature all the time ſends mucti 
blood to it to nouriſh the Child, which when the Child doth not wholly conſume, ſorhe part of it is 
taken into-the Womb,and foit encreaſeth. The ſame is in the Bladder,though preternaturally (which 
in the Womb is Natural)thatwhen much blood comes to it,it converts it ints it {clf,& grows thicker. 

But if without being with Child, - the Womb'be diſtempered and made weak,- then humors ſuper- 
fluous from other parts come to it, which when they cannot be taken into its ſubſtance, tiirn te the 
Whites. | And that Flux is'a proper Excrement of the Womb, as the Flegm is of the Bladder.. The 
fame thing is in the Reins, though not ſo often-; as when by a Stone in them there is pain and weak- 
neſs,Nature ſetids much blood and Humors to them, which when they cannot be turned into the ſub- 
ſtance of the part, they are turned into a ſlimy Excrement, which are voided in abundancezand this 
vulgar Phyfitians take for matter or Pus,which-is only Flegm,or mixed with alittle Pus, as when by 
the grating of the Stone there is an Ulcer. Af

Some Modern Writers being converted with the aforeſaid Reaſons, have madea Juyce,which will 
turn into a Stonezto be the material cauſe of-the Stone called Succus Lapideſtens;and the efficient to 
be Spiritus Lapideſcens; thiey call the former a certain Humor naturally proper to turn into a ſtone: 
And this they deſire to prove by the breeding of ſtones in the Earth,whith are by many Authors ſaid 
to come of Water, and things caft thereinto' to be hardned preſently ; ſome Waters in Caves to be 
made ſtones, and ſome part of the Wine groweth to the Veſſel, called Tartar z and Urines that are 
clear,whien they are cold grow to the glaſs. And although the peculiar fitnefs of the Matter to be thus 
a not ſufficiently known yet ſome fay they have found it out ;faying, that it-is of ſalt mixed 
withfEarth. Some Salts do grow hard in the Sun, and are eaſily diſſolved in Water ; and if they be 
joyned with Earth like themſclves, by the force' of the efficient cauſe they may be ſtones. So we ſee 
in Wines turned to Tartar: but Tartar calcined goes all into Salt ;which ſhews that it is chiefly made 
of Salt. So iri the Urines that have much Salt, efpecially in thoſe whiclf have ſlimy matter, -we ſee a 
 Tartarous Matter cleaving to the glaſs. This ſalt Matter, which is mixed with the Urine, .comes 
from Meat and Drink fo affe&ed, and they arecaſt forth in a found Body, nor are they retained in 
the Reins when the efficient Cable is abſent.

We have called the efficient- Cauſe, Spiritum Lapidificam, or a Spirit that makes a ſtone. Ferne- 
bias calls it a ſtony diſpoſition,” which is inthe Reins commonly Hereditarily. But we like the fore- 
moſt Title beſt. For firſt, ſome have ſtones which have them not Hereditarily, if they eat or drink 
things that breed them,becauſe in them there is both the Mater ial and Efficient Cauſe; therefore the 
Hermites imipute the Efficient Cauſe of Stones to their proper ſeeds, whichin a Matter rightly dif-

- + Moreover,mmany Hiſtories ſhew that Stones come from a Stone-making Spirit,of Men, Beaſts, and 
other things turned into Stones by a Breath or Spirit out of the Earth: So in Aventinus,lib.7. Annal; 
Bavar.An.1343- that more than fifty Country-men and their Cows,were turne&into ſtones. ' And 
ſo ſays Ortelius in his Deſcription of Ruſſia , of whiole Herds of Cattel: So alſo Camerarins reports 
of a SouthWind that bloweth ſometimes of the year in the Province of Chils in Armense, by the 
blaſts whereof whole Troops of Horſe are ſuddenly turned into Statues of Stone,an1 ſtand inthe ſame 
rank and file in which they were. = Ing % 

- * This Stone-making Spirit isnot only in; the Reins of thoſe which have this Diſeaſe, buralfoin 
the Juyce of thoſe things that are caten and drunk feparated from them;ſo that ſometimes both come 
together. Hence it is, that ſome that eat any Meats that incline to the breeding of the Stone, do 
preſently produce it, becauſe there is Stone-breeding diſpoſition, or Stone-making Spirits in their 
Reins. Burt if their Reins be free from this Spirit, ſuch meat will not breed Stones, becauſe their 
Stone-making force is not ſtrong enough without the aſfiſtance of the Reins to convert that matter 
Into Stone. Oa the contrary; if the Stone-making power be greateriin the meats that are taken,and 
they are often caten,Stones will be bred, although the Kidneys have no ſuch diſpoſition or Stone-ma- 
king ſpirit.

The Antecedent and Primary Cauſe; either relpe& the ſupply of matter for the ſtone, or the con- 
Nitytion of the Reins, by realon whereof. the ſtones do more eaſily grow. _ E | 
oe auch, Liver, Spleen and Reins, do much cauſe the breeding and heaping up of matter for 
the lone; chiefly the ſtomach, if it dg;not well concoR, there is crude Chyle brought tothe Liver, 
and from thence impure' and Earthy Juyces are fent.with the Serrum or, Water into:the Reins. A hot 
Liver, doth bake the Chylous matter, and makes.it fit to breed a ſtone 3 asalſo being/too cold it makes 
crude blood moſt fit for the {ame purpoſe. A Spleen weak or ſtopped, or otherwiſe diſturbed, doth- 
not ſufficiently purge the-droſſie part of the blood,but ſends. part of it to the Reins, which will more 
eaſily be turned into a ſtone.

SIGNS. The Signs of the Stone taken by themſelves are equivocal, and common'toother Difea- 
ſes:. but if you conſider them all together, you may have certain knowledg by them., 

Thefir{t Sign isa fixed pain about the Loyns, ſometimes heavy when the Stone is faſtened to the 
ſubſtance ; which being of a dull ſenſe hath a weighty pain z bur as often as the ſtone gets into the 
Head oof the Uretors,then it cauſeth a ſharp-and pricking pain, and this is called the Nephritical pain, 
or pain'of the Reins, and it continueth while the ſtone is there ; neither will it ceaſe to torment the 
Patient.till the ſtone get into the Cavity of the Bladder, or turn back into the hollow of the Kid- 
neys. | 

The Second fign is bloody Ucine,which comes from the opening or corroſion of, the Veins which 
are diſperled into the ſubſtance of the Reins, which comes from the rubbing of the Stone that Ricks in 
the ſubſtance 3 but if there-be but little blood voided,being mixed with Urine, it loſeth its colour, ſo 
that che Urine looks like a Lye. This Sign is not always, but ſometimes depends upon other caules. 
But when ir doth appear, it is one of the chief which diſtingniſheth the Stone from the Cholick. -

The Eighth Sign is loathing and vomiting by the connexion of the Kidneys with the Stomach, by 
the Membrane that comes from the Perironeum,. and-by the Nerve of the ſixth Conjugation, two 
branches whereof reach from the Stomach roxhe inward Tunicle of the Kidneys. Therefore when 
thoſe ſenſible parts in the Kidneys are pulled, the Stomach conſenting is ſtirred yp to exclude that 
which hurteth ; and firſt it ſends out Flegm, then yellow Choler,after green,if the evil continve, be- 
cauſe through long pain and watching the blood is altered in the Veins, and that part which is moſt 
diſpoſed for it, is turned into green Choler, | 

Finally, The Nephritical pain is ſo like the- Cholick, that Galen himſelf was deceived in the di- 
ſtinguiſhing of them, as we ſhewed in the Diagnoſes or knowledg of the Cholick . where alſo we 
laid down figns by which we may diſtinguiſh them, which we ſhall not need to repeat. 

The Sgns aforementioned are equivocal , and one of them can ſcarce give a certain knowledge. 
Some Authors mention others, which are more equivocal and uacerrain, but joyned with others they 
help the Knowledg of the Diſeaſe, therefore it will not be amiſs to mention thein. | 
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Hyp. Aph. 34. Se&. 7. ſaith, They who have bubbles in their Urine, have anold Diſeaſe inthe 
Reins. For theſe bubbles come from thick Humors tull of groſs Vapors which are cither bred in the 
Reins,or ſent from other parts to them,that matter is proper to breed the ſtone, and cannot-be pre- 
{ently cured, therefore the Diſeaſe is long. Galen in his Comment upon this Aphoriſm, ſaith, that 
the mouths of the Arteries which come to the Reins are opened by the ſharpneſs of: the Urine, and 
thence come a Spirit which being mixed with the urine, maketh bubbles. But it is not probable that 
ſuch a groſs Spirit that will remain ſo long,ſhould come from the Arteries,and Urine being cold,may 
long time fo continue, as we {ce many bubbles many hours ſwimming thereupon. And. allo when 
the Arteries are opened by the ſharpneſs of the urine, blood will alſo come forth z And the mouths 
of the Veins having thin Skins, would be more eaſily opened,and fo there would be alſo blood mixed 
with the bubbles. AE 
 Hypocrates alſo Aph. 96. Se&. 4. ſaith, They: who void little bits of fleſh, and things like bairs, 

with a thick Urine, doth is from the Reins. The bits of flcſh come trom the Ulcer of the Reins, of 

"Which we ſhall ſpeak hereafrer. Burt theſe threds or hairs are ſaid by Galez,in his Commentaries, to 
come from thick and crude flegm made long and round by the extraordinary heat of the Reins. Yet 
Galen confeſſeth, 6. loc. aff. cap. 3. that after along ſearch he was ignorant of the cauſe of their 
length. Avicen ſaith, that thele threds grow long in the Veſſels of the Reins,or others; for in regard 
theſe are taken away by Diureticks,and the Patients acknowledg pain in the Reins,it is credible that 
they receive their form from thence. Attuarins doth direRly ſay that they come from the Uretors: 
For when the Reins abound with flegm, it goes with the urine in the Urerors, and ſticking to them, 
and growing thick by heat;it gets a long ſhape like a thred or hair. But Fornel;xs writes, that thoſe 
hairs come from the Paraſtates or Kernels,trom his Obſervarion,in which they grow long like hairs 
from the matter of the Seed, which by force of the Diſeaſe flowing down by degrees,grows thick by 
heat,and that they appear much in thoſe who have lately had a filthy Gonorrhea, and in thoſe Wo- , 
men who have the Whites,or a foul Womb, and in that urine which they,make next after they have 
known a man. * Others ſuppoſe, that thoſe thick-Humors ot which thoſe filaments or hairs are made, 

 arefirſt bred in the Veins, but take their form in the narrow'paſſages of the Reins, through which, 
as through a fieve,they turn ſmall, and after they deſcend into the Uretors,in which they grow dryer 
till they are ſent into the Bladder, neither can they be broken by'reaſon of their roughnels, What- 
ſoever the cauſe is;fince the beſt Authors do agree that theſe hairs breed of thick fleſhin the Kidneys,

Take of the Seeds of St. Johns-wort dried, and fincly powdered, three ounces; Conſerve of Roſes 
or Violets one pound : mix them into an EleAuary; of whidvlet the Patient take half an ounce every 
morning three hours before meat; the firſt two Weeks two days together,and after for fifteen days 
once in a Week ; and after that once ina month, or oftener,:according as the Diſeaſe requireth. 

Conlerve of Roles is better than Violets, becauſe it corre&eth the cent of the Turpentine which 
comes forth of the Seeds of St. Johns-wort beaten. - But Violets agree beſt with the Reins.

In the ule of all Diureticks obſerve this, They muſt not be uſed too often, becauſ? they draw to the 
part affe&ed ; there once or twice ina month.,or ſometimes ſeldomer,is {ufficient,purcing before fire 
' Icft the humors of other parts ſhould be carried to the Reins. - 

Turpentine may be uſed oftener ; for Amatus Lyſitanus in Curat. 68. Cent 2. reports of a Monk 
that.had the Joynt-Gout and the Stone,both,and could find help by nothing : at length by the ule of 
Turpentine he was Cured within fix months of them both.Every morning he ſwallowed the quantity 
of a {mall Nut with Sugar. And the realon why Turpentine often uſed doth not hurt as other Diu- 
reticks, in my Judgement 1is this; Becaule it looſneth the Belly withall ; ſo that thoſe grofs humors 
which by other Medicines would be carried to the Reins, are ſent out by Stool. 


But commonly Turpenrine is uſed feldome, as other Diureticks, either alone,or with other medi-

Moſt wiſe YVerandeus my Maſter,commends'the Waters of fome Baths, Balarvacan or Bituminoxe, 
for Preſervatives againſt the Stone,of which we have ſeen rare effe&s. -We add hiswords: There is 
(faith he) no better Medicine after Purging, than the drinking of Balarvacan Waters: for by the heat 
which comes from the Bitumen, they diſſolve groſs Humors and Stones, and by their Nitrous quality 
they cleanſe, and by their great quantity do not only cleanſe the Guts, but Reins; ſuthat it is incredible 
jo tell what abundance of thick Water ſome have made after it. But when we fear the Inflammation of 
the Guts; we ordered them to abſtain from Wine, and gave them Chicken Broth with cold Herbs and Fu- 
leps. Therefore we put fat Flegmatick, men -into them once a day in the morning, having*firſt anointed 
their Reins and Liver with ſome proper Oyntment ;, and bound them with doubled Linnen Cloaths, that 
the Excrements might be received from the pores opened.

| Lthough we ſhould ſpeak of theſe Diſeaſes of the Reins in order, yet becauſe the Stone in the 
A Kidneys and Bladder are of the ſame Nature, and what hath been ſaid of the one, may agree 
with the other, we ſhall ſpeak next of the Stone in the Bladder. EOF 

CA VSE. The Material and Efficient Cauſe is the ſame of both : only this difference there is, 
That Children are moſt fubje& to the $tone. in the-Bladder, and men to that in the Kidneys, The 
Reaſon of which is given by Galen, 6.Epid.SeRt. z;becauſe thickneſs of Urine, which Children often 
have by Reaſon of their glutcony, is diſſolved by their gentle heat; neither doth it ſtay in the Reins 
by the help of the expullive faculty of the Reins, which is ſtronger in that age; but being fallenintathe 

Bladder, there it ſtays longer, becauſe Children given to play and fleep, piſs more ſeldom. More- 
over, their Urine is not ſo ſharp, neither doth it provoke the expullive faculty of the Bl:dder,while- 
the quantity is burdenfome, and fo the dregs remain becauſe the Paſſage is very narrow ; beſides, the 
Bladder being ſtretched by the plenty of Urine,cannot fo exadly contra it ſelf to empty out all the 
Urine, but ſome remains in the bottom, which is thick and fit to breed the Stone, On the contrary. 
old men do often piſs forth that matter which is in the Bladder, and their paſſage is larger ; but the 
thick Humor remains in the Reins, becauſe it is clammy, and cannot be diſſolved by their weak heat, 
or ſtrain through by reaſon of its dryneſs. Hence Hypocrates in Coacis faith, That the ſtone in the 
Bladder isnot bred after fourteen years of age to threeſcore, except it was there before, 

Fernelzus mentioned a new Opinion of the Stone breeding in the Bladder,ſaying, That every ſtone 
in the Bladder had its beginning from the Kidneys,and grows afterward in the Bladder:For when in 
a fit of the ſtone, it falls from the Reins, if it be great, it ſtays in the Bladder, and by getting new 
Matter it encreaſeth by degrees, For he affirmeth,that in grinding of ſome ſtones taken out of the 
Bladder he found as it were a Kernel which fell from the Reins, of another colour and ſubſtance,and 
that he never knew any that had a ſtonein the Bladder,who was not formerly vexed with pains in the 
Reins.But this Opinion 1s caſt off by divers very good Authors, who by their Experience have found 
the congrary,and have taken many tones from the Bladders of Children, which bave been wholly of 
the ſame colour and ſubſtance within. And common Experience teacheth us,that Children have the 
Stone in the Bladder, who neyer had pain in the Reins, which would be otherwiſe if the Stone came 
firſt from the Reins, It is true, that in men many:times Stones fall from the Kidneys into the Blad- 
def, and encreaſe by the addition of new Matter; but we deny itis always fo, and we conſtantly - 
afhrm, that many Stones have taken their beginning in the Bladder. x05 

DIAGNOSTICK. 
. The knowledge of the Stone in the Bladder is difficult, eſpecially in the beginning, when itis 
little but when it is great it is evident. But we ſhall diſcover it as much as we can by art.

It is not out 
intention to ſtay long upon it, determining this one thing for an end of all Controverſies: That the 
Opinions of Authors, which at firſt ſeem contrary to Truth arid;daily Experience, are always to be

But that we may bring this Aphoriſm to Truth, and praQica) uſe, we ſuppoſe that the Opinion 
of Fohannes Zechins,is the beſt;who makes it a proper ſign of the ſtone of the bladder, and there is 
great uſe of th: Aphoriſm in Phyſical PraQice,when by all other Interpreters,it is made unprofitable, 
And that Zechius may be honored by them who have not his Works, we think it worth our labor to 
repeat his words, which are in his Book of Conſultation, 58. Conſult, Hypocrates ( faith he ) 
Ap. 79. Set. 4 ſaid thus, which was never underſtood yet, either by Galen , or any other. T|, hey 
whoſe Urine hath a ſandy ſetling or ſediment, have the ſtoke in the bladder. Which ſentence, if 
we ſhould take it according to Galen, would be falſe, becauſe we obſerve that many men ds piſs ſand 
all their lives ( whereof 1 am one ) without any ſuſpitien of the ſtone in the bladder. From whence , 
I cannon but wonder at Galen, and all the reſt after him, that they ſhould either not underſtand ſo uſe- 
ful an eAphoriſm( which Ican ſcarce believe ) or by reaſon of its ambiguity paſs it by. The whole 
difficulty ts in the ſignification of the word | Sabulola | in Greek called Plamimodea : Hypocrates 
would have nothing underſtood thereby but thick gravel mixed as it were with fat Earth like Cla 
or ſnot in the bottom of the Urinal \, a certain ſignof a great ſtone inthe bladder. But becauſe there 
5s. nothing conſtant in man, it is not to be admired that ſome that have this Diſeaſe have not this 
fron, as when the ſtone is ſmall, as we obſerved in (ardinal Paleotus. Now the cauſe of this mud: 
dy Excrement hath been ſhewed in another place. So far Zechiusz but where he ſhewed the cauſe 
of it, we could never find. But we plainly ſhewed it in the former Chapter, when we faid that this 

ſnot-like matter is the proper Excrement of the bladder diſtempered,. when it cannot conco& the 
_ great quantity of blood, and ſuperflous humors which are ſent thither, and turn them into its ſelf, 
- but turns them into that conſiſtence like ſnot ; and this evil diſpoſition of the bladder comes from 
the ſtone therein, Let that be perulſed, for it maketh much for the underſtanding of what hath been 
ſaid.

But there ſtill remaineth one difficulty, for ſome have daily flegmatick ſlimy matter in their 
Urine,and yet are free from the ſtone in the Bladder. And Cardars reports of an Auguſtine Monk 
called. Leo, that ſhewed him often fo much congealed flegm in the bottom of his Chamber-pot as was 
| bigger than a Goole Egg and yet he had not the Stone. To this doubt we anſwer, That the ſlimy 

matter that comes from the bladder, is to be diſtinguiſhed from that which comes from other parts, 
becauſe that which comes from the bladder is more clammy and glutinous, ſo that it ſticks faſt to the 
bottom of the Pot or Urinal and cannot be ſhaken off when the Urine is poured forth ; but that 
which is from other parts doth not ſo cleave, but comes preſently forth 'with the Urine ; Experience 
hath taught me this, which hitherto no Author ever yet obſerved. This clammineſs comes from the 
| Nature of the bladder,which is a Membrane; and apt to produce this glewineſs,as you may ſee Glew 
is made of the Membranous Skins of Beaſts. 

This tough glutinous Matter,l fay,comes from the evil diſpoſition of the bladder,which is cauſed 
| by the ſtone there,and we can thus prove it beſides what hath been ſaid ; Becauſe we have known a 
Child of twelve years old, that had a tone in the bladder, and piſſed continually a glutinous matter 
that cleaved ro the bottom of the Glaſs. And after the ſtone was cut forth, he voided the ſame for a 
month, but afterwards none at all. Which clearly ſhews, that matter comes from the evil dif. 
poſition of the Bladder,which could not prefently-be cured after the citing : but after the Bladder 
was cured,that matter appeared no more,which ſhews that it came from no other part but the blad- 
der. | 

For a Concluſion of this, let us take notice. That whenſoever this ſlimy matter appears with all 
the aforeſaid conditions, there is a ſtone in the Bladder z but when it doth not appear, it doth not 
follow that there is no ſtone, for it often happeneth that the ſtone is ſmopoth,or little,and ſo doth not 
hurt the bladder, and the Urine is always clear. This isa true fign, that there is a ſtone when it 
appears ; but when it is abſent, it is not the ſign of no ſtone, 

Nor would. this ObjeRion, or rather Cavil, become a wiſe man, becauſe from our Obſervation 
before nfeationed, we proved that ſuch matter might be voided by Urine, and yet no ſtone in the 
Bladder;tor it was cut forth. It is ſufficient that either a ſtone was lately there, which was the cauſe 
of this Dilcale ; and ſo this kind of mattet ſignifieth, either a ſtone there now, or lately hath been

SIGNS. The Signs of the infla.nmation of the Reins, are a weighty pain in the Reins, {ometimes 
beating,Iif the place be affe&ed where the Arteries are : And this pain extendeth to the parts adja- 
cent, ſo that the Patient can neither fift himſelf up, nor ſtand upon his Feet, and ſcarce turn himſelf: 
and neither lie upon his fide, nor his belly,b:caufe then the part inflamed will hang down ; therefote 
he lies always upon his back, and if he neither neeze,or otherwiſe move his body,the pain is encrea- 
ſed. He hath a numbnels or pain in rhe Leg on the ſame fide, by reafon of the nerve that Sees from 
thence to it. He hath difficulty of Piſſing, by reaſon of the heat which is ſent to the urine, and filth 
mixed with ir coming from the inflamed part. The urine is firſt thin and yellow, but after red and 
thick ; he hath a conſtant ſharp Feaver, which is attended often with watchings, dotings, and other 
great Symptomes : al{o loathing and vomiting,by which he voids Choler, Flegm and other Humors. 
+ Sometimes the Gut Colon is inflam d, and ifir be that part which is near the Liver, it brings the 
like Symptoms : but here is the difference; In the Inflammation of the Reins, the pain reacheth to 
the ſhort Ribs, the back and bladder 3 but that of the Colon tends more to the belly; and there is « 
greater change of Excrements of the Belly, than the Inflarnmation of the Kidneys. 

But in the Inflammation of the Ridnzys, there is a pain about the Pubis and Perineum, in which 
there is heat, and ſometimes redneſs, Thcre is conſtant hear of urine, but that is topped when the 
part ſwelleth, and ſopperh the paſſage. 

The ſtraight Gut ſuffers by reaſon of its nearnels ;, hence it is, that there iz often deſire to go to 
ſtool with burning, ſometimes the Belly is bound, when the Gut is ſtopped by the inflamed Bladder.

The Kind of this Diſeaſe is apparent to the Sences, for it 1s eaſie to know when Blood is mixed 
with Urine, for it is like the waſhing of Aeſh, with ſmall clodders at the bottom z tometimes the 
Urine is like a Lye, when it ſtays too long 1n the Bladder, by which means it grows black. 

The place of the pain ſhews the part affe&ted ; for if it be in the Loyns, 1s ſignifies that the Kid-, 
neys are affected ; but ifit bein the Belly below the Navel, the Bladder is the part ſuffering. More- 
over.if the Blood comes from the Reins,it is mixed perfeRly with.the Urine;bur if from the Bladder 
itis not mixed. Hypocrates ſheweth this Sign in two Aphoriſms, namely, in Aph. 75. ScR. 4. They 
who ſuddenly piſs blood without force, have a Vein bro\en m their Reins , and Aph. 80. of the ſame_ 
Section, If men piſs blood, or there be clots or drops un the Urine, and pain in the lower part of. the Bc i- 
ly; the Peen or Peritceum, theſe have their Diſeaſes from the Bladder. — | 

If it comefrom the ſtone, the ſigns thereof which are mentioned-in its proper Chapter, will ap- 
pear; if they do not, you muſt conclude that it comes from too-much Bood or ſharpnels thereof. The 
2bundance'of Blood will be known by the ſigns of repletion and ſharpneſs; by the ſigns of Cnoler or 
Melancholy predominating 3 allo {alt legm in the Urine will make a great ſtoppage of Urine, and 
piſkngof blood ; this hapneth often in old men that are very apt to be troubled wirh fait flegm. And 
the piſſing of blood from ſharp humors is diſtinguiſhed from that in the ſtone, that in which there 
were firſt pains of the Reins ,and voiding of ſtones; but not in the other whole Urine is clear,withno 
range things therein.

"CURE. The Cure of this Dileaſe is divers, according to the variety of the cauſe.

tomy on the ſame (ile, often and little, for the better revulſton : And by Cupping, Fri&ion and Li- 
gSatures inthe upper parts; and if blood flow violently, Cupping-Glafſes muſt be applied to the Hy-

When watry Cholerick Humors cauſe it, let them be purged with Medicines mentioned in ſpit- 
ting of blood, often repeated at diſtance. To which alſo you may add thele following at your 
diſcretion :

Of Diabetes, or extraordinary Piſſmg. 


Iabetes is a quick and plentiful ſending forth of Drink by Urine; after which there comes a 
violent Thirſt, and conſuming of the whole Body. 

[t is called Diabetes aps tou diabainein, from paſſing through, as Water through a Conduit pipe, 

which is called Diabetes. This Diſeaſes alſo called Dipſacos from the unquenchable Thirſt, and 


| the Piſs-pot Drophie from the continual making of Water. It is ſeldom ſeen, for Galen in 6. de loc. 
aff. cap. 3. ſaith, that he ſaw it but twice. 


C AUSE. Thenext and immediate Caulc of this Diſeaſe from Galex, and all his followers, is 
held to be a hot diſtemper of the Reins, which makes them draw Water violently from the Veins, 
and ſend it to-the bladder, being not ableto contain it themſelves : the Veins being drawn dry, ſuck 
from the Liver, the Liver from the Guts and Stomach; hence comes a continual Thirſt after drink, 
which as {oon as'it is taken, it is forthwith carried from the Liver and Veins into the Reins, where 
by its quzntity it tirreth up the Expulſive Faculty, and burdening the Retentive Faculty, it is ſent to 
the bladder... __ oy : Ty SR. 

Some {uppoſc that this caule is infuſticient, becauſe the hot diſtemper of the Reins is an uſual 
Diſeaſe, but D:abetes is very rare; therefore there muſt be ſomething elſe that is leſs uſual, namely, 
a ſharp or ſalt matter in the Ridneys,either of Choler or of Flegm, which doth continually provoke 
the attraive vertue of chem z as in Cholerick Feavers there is a Thirſt which cannot be quenched 
from the Chol-rick humor which 1s fixed to the Coat or Tunicle of the Stomach, or from Cholerick 
Vapors ſent from ome adjacent part into the ſtomach, by the motion of ſome putrid Choler which 
lodgeth there. This Opinion is probable ; but we think good to add thus much to it, That the Kid- . 
neys alone are not affected in this Diſeaſe, becauſe Choler and other burnt Humors are firſt bred in 
the Liver ; and therefore they cannot be in any quantity in the Kidneys, but the Liver muſt parti-. 
cipate of them. And if we may reaſon where Nature ſeems to he ſilent, we can fay that there is a 
venemous quality concurring for the producing of this Diſeaſe, For that kind of Serpent called Dip- 
ſatos found-in Lybia,when it bites any man,doth ſend into him ſuch a poyſon as begets an unquench- 
able Thirft. The like kind of venom may be'bred in our Bodies by a peculiar corruption of ſome 
humors,which may cauſe ſuch a Thirſt; for Gale teſtifieth, that divers kinds of poylons may breed 
| in our Bodies; And if ſuch a kind of poyfon m3y be bred in our bodies as may cauſe a deteſtation of 


Drink, 
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Drink,as in Hydrophobia,in which the Patient cannot endure the ſight of Water,or any Drink,why 
may not there then be produced another poylon, whick hath the contrary quality, to cauſe a great 
and unquenchgble Thirſt ? And hence may be the reaſon why this Giſeale is {o rare ;becavuſe this kind 
of poy{on is teldom- bredybut Choler and falt flegm, and the Diſeafes from thence are ordinary. and 
as the dileale called Dogs Appetite, which is compared to this for the unſatiable defire of meat, is 
ſcribed by the witelt Phyſitians to an occult quality ; fo this unquenchable thirſt may be faid to

'SIGNS. The Signs of this diſeaſe are clear from what hath been ſaid; as an extraordinary 
making, of Water, an unquenchable Thirſt, and aſudden piſſing forth of what is drunk. a decay of 
the whole Body; for the moiſture which would nouriſh tfie body,is piſſed forth with the drink; and 
though there be often a large Evacuation of Urine in ſharp Feavers,and other caſes, yet that js not 
to be called Diabetes, becaute the aforeſaid Symptomsas great Thirſt and Conſumption of the Body

PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoſtick of this diſeaſe is deadly, for it is incurable, except it bein 
the beginning thereof; for it preſently brings a Conſumption.

CURE. The Cure is wrought by allaying the hot diſtempers of the Kidneys,and by ftrengthening

CHAP. VII. 


Of P:ſing of the Bed; of Involuntary Piſſing, or not 


containing of Orine, 


He not holding of the Urine conſiſts in the hurting of the retentive aRion of the bladder: as Di- 
abetes,or extraordinary piſſing comes from the hurt done to the attraRive faculty,and Dyſuria 
from the diſtemper in the expullive: fo this comes from the Diſorder in the retentive Faculty of the 
Bladder. This comes ſometimes to people awake, and then the diſeaſe is worſe ; ſometimes to them 
aſleep, and then it is leſs, becauſe then the Animal Fun&ions are exerciſed leſs treely. And this in 
time of ſleep comes two ways, either from weaxnels and looſneſs of the SphinQer Muſcle of the 
bladder, as in ſucking Children, weak people, and ſometimes in them of years ; or from the hurt of 
the imagination: for many do piſs their Beds,either from too much drink,or from the exquiſite ſenſe 
of the bladder, and the urines fharpneſs, with ſome conſent of their will, when they dream they are 
piſſing againſt a wal), or other place z and they are ſo accuſtomed to it, that it is done without any 
diſtemper either of the bladder or its SphinRer ; nor are they to be cured with Medicines, but by 
change of their fooliſh Imagination, as Children by Whipping 3 or in thoſe of years, by adorning 
thole places which they dream they piſs upon with ſome coſtly things, and ſhewing them often. 

The ti ue caule of this is in the SphinQer Muſcle, which ſuffers either from its ſelf, or by conſent 
from other parts. | | 

It comes divers ways by confent, as when the whole body is weak, and the vital heat ſpent, as in 
dying men,or when the whole body,or half of it 1s taken with the Palſey,or thole branches of Nerves 
which come from the Os Cacram tothe bladder : ſometimes the looſneſs of the Muſcle comes from 
the pain only,and nearnels to other parts affeRed ; as in Women with Child, from the {welling and 
pain of the Womb, and in the great Dileaſe of the ſtraight Gur. 

The Sphiner mulcle ſuffers divers ways by its ſelf, as when it is wounded, as'in cutting for the 
Stone or in deep Ulcers, which hinder its contraQion and ſhutting, But the chief and uſual cauſe 
is,a colG and moilt diſtemper, which is moſt fit to weaken and make looſe the part. Which is produced 
of a cold and moiſt Native temper, in Youth, old Age, Women, and the diſeaſes of the whole body, 
or ſome parts thereof, coming of a moiſt an] cold diſtemper : to theſe you may add external cauſes 
oftcn mentioned. | 

But here we may diſpute how contrary effe&s may be produced of the ſame cauſe: for Hypocrates 
in Coac. fays That ſtoppage of the urine comes of a cold caule,in theſe words; A ſtoppage of Urine 
coming of a cold cauſe 1s worſt of all : now not holding and ſtoppage are contrary. We muſt anſwer, 
That wacn a cold Diſtemper doth only hurt or aboliſh the ſence of the bladder,there may be a ſup- 
preſſion 0i Ucine, b:caule the blader cannot be ſenſible of provocation to expel urine : but if the 
motive faculty which is in the SphinQer muſcle be hurt by reaſon of the looineſs of it, the urine 
cannot be retained. | EE. —_ 

SIG NS. The Signs of this Diſeaſe, either ſhew this diſeaſe to be by conſent, and theſe muſt be 
taken from the dilcalcs before mentioned, which are apt to produce this not holding the urine;which 2 
if you find, you may conclude, that the diſeaſe comes from them - but if they be abſent, then you 
muſt bethink your elf of the propriety of the diſeaſe to the part,which will be ealily diſcovered if it

He ſtoppage of the Urine is called by Authors Iſchoria ; but when little is voided, it is called 
Strangouria : although this word be larger, and comprehends all dropping of Urine ; but if it 


be without pain, and the Urine come by drops with ſtraining, it is a {mall Iichuria ; but if it be with 


pain; it mult be referred to Dyluria, or ſcalding of Urine. 


Therefore. I{churia, or a whole ſuppreſſion of - Urine, is two-fold, namely true, when the bladder 
is full ; or Spurious, when the Bladder is empty, and nothing comes to it from the Reins, 


CAUSES, A true lf{churia comes of three Cauſes : The firſt is, when the ſence is loſt in the 
| Bladder, by reaſon of the Palley, and obftrution of the Nerve thar comes to it, or by the eyerſion 
of the Spirits, by whoſe defe& it comes, ſo that the bladder feeleth no pricking to expel, as in 
dotings, and fleepy Diſeaſes. = ET L 
The ſecond cauſe is, a cold diſtemper of the bladder, coming from internal or external cold Cau- 
ſes, which dull the ſence of the bladder, and weaken its expulfion. 
The third Cauſe is, the narrownels of the Neck of the Bladder, which will not ſuffer the Urine to 


paſs. Galen gives three cauſes of this, 1. de loc. affett. cap.1. either the muſcle is ſwollen by an In- | 


flammation, Schirrhus or Impoſthume, or the like z or there is a little fleſh grown in the paſſage, by 


reaſon of a former Ulcer; or there is a hardneſs from ſome thick Humor of long continuance. Alſo 


the Paſſage is topped by the Stone, by a Crude and thick Humor, by a clod of blood or matter. 
Beſides, The Urine may be ſtopt by a Tumor in fome part nigh to the neck of: the bladder, from 


the ſwelling of the Womb, from the Excrements in the ſtrait Gut, or from the Hemorrhoids.

thither, when thoſe Nerves which are for the contraRing of the muſcle are well and found, which 


Galen ſaith befel one, 6.de loc aff. cap.4. when the Back-bone was ſtrained. 

This is ca!led a baſtard Iſchuria, in which the urine is ſtopped, and the bladder empty, becauſe no 
Water deſcends into it. T here is a two-fold cauſe why no urine comes to the bladder, either becauſe

There was in.my time a Cardinal, who had not piſſed for four days, 
who was deſperately {woln;and cured by the advice of a weak Phyſitian with Winter CherryWine, 
and he voided as much Urine as would fill a Baton. By that only experiment, that Phyſitian being 
poor, and of ſmall parts,*became a great rich man. Many God beſtows his Bleſſings upon, his ways 
are unſearchable. This kihd of Wine, as Arneldus ſhews, is made by taking five, or ſeven, or more 
Winter-Cherries, and beating them with good Whitewine, and then ſtraining them, and giving

Hop-tice allo beaten with Whitewine, and given to be drunk, are good for the ſame. 

The Oyl of Scorptons, as e Hathiolus preſcribed it,. given five or ſix drops in broth or other 
Liquor, doth powertully provoke urine. 

The often ute of the Cryſtal Mineral doth provoke urine, cſpeciatly when you fear Inflammation, 
which is oiten cauſed in the inward Skin of the Bladder, by the ſtoppage of urine. |

Y the word Dyſuria, we underſtand all painful piſſing,which the Modern Writers call Scalding 
of the Urine. Many Authors make it all one with the Strangury. becaute there is painfvl pit- 
ſing ; but they will have it differ from Dyſuria in this only, becaule in Dyſuria there ts a greater 
quantity of . Urine mage, than in Strangury, which is therefore called piſſing by drops. But we-had 
rather for Inftru&ion ſake, call that Strangury which is piling little without pain, and put thein in 
one Chapter, becauſe they muſt be cured. both the ſame way and to treat here of all painful piſſing 
under the name of Dyſuria, being they come all of the ſame Cauſes, and are cured: by the {ame

CAUSES.) The immediate Cauſe of painful piſſing is a ſolution of continuity #n' the 
Sphiner Muſcle, or the paſſage of the Bladdex : and therefore whatloever can cauſe a wound in 
"thoſe parts, may cauſe heat of Urine.Þ.

The moſt ufual Caufe is ſharpneſs of Urine, ſometimes without mixture of other humors, which is 
cauſed by a hot diftemper of the Bowels,or of the whole Body or by. eating of hot and ſharp Meats 
but it often comes by mixture of hot and ſharp Humors,as Choller ani falt Flegm. Sometimes mat- - 
ter coming from the Reins or Bladder,being ulcerated,may caule ſuch a ſharpneſs of Urine. Some- 
_ times a white Humor like Milk comes plentitully forth wirh.ch- Urine, and caulſ+th ſcalding, which 
is commonly thought to be matter from the Reins ; but Se----/.. denies it for this Reaſon, For if

Therefore do 
not give any thing but a Bolus of Caſſia alone, and indeed that is beſt. But you may make it cooler, 
if you add the Pulp of Tamarinds. Or you may mix it with the Deco&tion of Lettuce, Purſlain,and 
Mallow Tops, and give it many days together, that the ſharp Humors may be brought back trom

After you have bled ſufficiently, you muſt give an ordinary Purge, by way of an Apozeme, ſuch 
as was preſcribed in the Cure of the Obſtructions of the Liver: To v:hich you may add ſome Herbs 
that are proper to the Womb, as Mug-wort, Feaverfew, Peny-royal ; and if the Spleen be ſtopped, 
you may add proper things for that, as Caper barks, Ceterach or Spleenwort, Harts-tongue. lf the 
temper be Cholerick, and there be ſigns of a hot and dry Liver, you muſt take all the hot ſimples out 
of the Apozenme, and put in cold. openers inſtead thereof. ,

"After theſe Medicines,to ſtrengthen the Bowels, and to wear away the reliques of the Obſtru&i- 
ons, an opening and ſtrengthening Opiate will do very well, deſcribed in the place mentioned; to 
which you may add two Jrams of Fecula Brionie, and as much of Salt of Mugwort. | 

But becauſeTometimes the ObſtruRions are ſo great that they will not pretenily be cured, you 
muſt make a Mapiftral Syrup of the Ingredients to th? Apozeme before mentioned, with an encreafe 
of the purging Mececines in quantity, and let the Patient take it twice or thrice in a month. 

The ordinary rills mentioned in the Cure of the ſtoppage of the Liver, are moſt excellent; to 
which you may add the Medicines thzre mentioned, of Tartar, Vitriol and Steel.

years with ſtoppage of her Terms, and could not be cured with divers opening and purging Medi- 
cines and ſome made of Steel, yet that he cured her with nothing but Conſerve of Mugwort. given "3 
thirty days together, drinking after it the diſtiled water of Savin, in which Rhubarb had been a

The fame Zacutws, Obſer. i 15. Lib. 3. tells of a Virgin, which eating much Salt every day, fell 
into a Diarrhea of Choller, mixcd with a Conſumption, which he cured after general Medicines 
with Goats milk ſteeled, and cold things applied to the Liver.

| Aﬀter the Obſtrutions are opened, you mult diſcuſs the flegm like ſerous Humors, that remain in 
the Veins, and in the habit of the Body by ſweats; for which you muit uſe the DecoRion of Guaja- 
cumin cold Conſtitutions, or of China and Sarfa in thoſe that are hot, for fifteen or twenty days, 
with this Caution, That every fourth or fifth day,you give a Purge to cleanſe the Bowels of humors 
which cannot be ſent forth by ſweat 3 and which if they continue, will grow hard and putrifie; and.

Divers Diſeaſes of the Womb may cauſe this Diſeaſe z, namely, acold Diſtemper and dry, which 
thickeneth and bindeth the Body of the Womb ; or a hot and dry diſtemper by drying the part,or 
burning up the nouriſhment thereof, from whence come evil humors, which being faſtened in the 
part,hinder the Terms from flowing. Alſo the Organical Diſeaſes of thoſe parts, as Inflammation or 
Schirrhus, the turning of the inward mouth thereof, 'or compreſſion from the Tumors of the parts 
adjacent, or the QOmentum or Caul growing too thick : The thickneſs of the Womb it ſelf, Ulcer or - 
Scars which they leave, or from the tearing of the Cotyledones, or mouths of the V<ſſels, in a oreat

| The Veſſels of the Womb do often ſuffer Obſtrudtidn, which is the chief cauſe of ſtopping af the 
Terms, and they come from cold and thick Humors z ſometimes there isa ſuppreſſion of thole Veins 
by binding of them, and that is from the parts adjacent being ſtretched and ſwoln, as we ſaid in the 
binding or cloſing of the Womb.

You may know the abunding of blood in the Veins, by the {welling of the Veins in the Thighs 
-and Arms; e{pecially if the Woman be fleſhy and red, and have fed high. You may ſuppoſe there 
is want of blood,if the Woman be fat,ifſhe have had along Feaver went before,or loathing of meat, 
The evil qualiry of the blood is known by the evil habit of the Body, by the diitemper of the Liver, 
and other parts, and eſpecially by the blood it ſelf, if you can ſee ſome of it. The prepoſterous

' reſtored to health by the return of them. Fypocrates may be reconciled to himſelf, by ſaying, That 
after ſix moneths the Diſeaſe is incurable, when the Terms are in the Body or Cavity of the Womb, 
becauſe they putrifie, and come to ſuppuration, as in the After-birth, or Blood retained. But this 
is not to be underſtood of every Suppreſſion. Co | | 

That ſtoppage is leaſt dangerous which comes from plenty of good blood, or Fat 
other Evacuations, becauſe thoſe Cauſes may eaſily be removed. - 

That is harder to be cured which comes from heavineſs of Humors, ObſtruRion of Veſſels; or 
ſtraitneſ:,becauſe that tubborn Humor getting into the innermoſt paſſages,cannot be got forth but 
by loag pains and Medicines, which Women are very unwilling to rgceive. 

That foppage which cometh from the diſtemper only of the Womb is worft, becauſe the part 
being hurt by propriety, is hard to be cured by reaſon of the continual flux of Humors, which the 
part is diſpoled to receive, and therefore it is called the Jakes of the whole Body. 

CURE] The Cure of this Diſeaſe is divers, according to the variety of the Cauſes. And firſt 
if it come from too much blood, you mult abate the quantity by Phlebotomy in the Arm 3 for if the

Firſt, That we mult never uſe Medicines that move the Courſes, but after Univerſal Purgations, 
l<{| the humors being plentifully carried to the Veins of the Womb,ſhould encreaſe ObſtruRions;or 
being'much attentiated,ſhould reach into other parts ofthe Body,and produce grievous Diſcaſes. As 
Schenkins telates in his Obfervations/ That a Phyfitian of Yexice gave a woman that wanted her 
Courles a certain Apozeme to move them, not having firſt purged the Body of Flegm; and alittle 
after ſhe had taken her Apozeme, ſhe fell into a Palley. wah 

"Secondly, That in giving fuch things as bring down the Courſes, we muſt begin with the gentler, 
ptoceeding by hrtle and little to ſuch as are the tronger, _ 

© Thirdly;That Medicaments procuring the Flux of the Courſes, muſt be given in greater quantity 
than ordinary,becaule their vertue is abated in their long paſſage from the Stomach unto the Womb. 

"Fourthly, That Medicaments aforefaid are to be given either in the morning when the Patieot 
is faſting, or ſometimes at her going into, or coming out of the Bath : For fo the Medicine ſlipping 
into a warin and-opened Body doth powerfully exerciſe its ſtreggth ; and this it doth yet more effe- 
&ualty, if it be given alittle before the inferior Veins be opened.

SIG NS. The Signs of this Infirmity, are either of the Diſeaſe it ſelf, or of. its Cauſe. Inij- 
moderate Flux of the Courſes is known by the ill- bearing of the Patient, decay of ſtrength, want of 
appetite to meat, indigeſtion of Humors, ill-Habit of the whole Body, colour of face like a dead 
Corps, ſwelling of the Legs, and other more grievous maladies, cauſed by Natural heat paſt away 
in the Blood. | Sh 

To know the Cauſes,obſerve theſe ſigns following: A thin hahit of Body and ſoftneſs of the Fleſh; 
with ſuch a Diet as tends to encreaſe the Wheyiſh and thinner parts of the Blood; and eſpecially 
the blood it {elf appearing thin and watery in thecloaths coming from the Patient, doth ſhew that 
the blood hath ſoaked through the Veins. 

That the Immoderate Flux is cauſed by an opening of the ends of the Veins,or a breaking of their 
Coats, is known by the foregoing of Wounds, Falls or Bruiſes ; by the uſe of dancings, long out- 
crys, carrying unutal weights by a Perſon corpulent and full of Blood: By ſome foregoing great heat; 
extream Cold, Immoderate carnal Imbraces, great Anger, and the like. The ſame may alſo happen 
after fore labour in Child-birth,or by the unskilful handling of a Midwife, after a miſcarriage;or af.

A Vomit likewiſe doth powerfully draw the blood upwards, and is commended by Hypocrates, 
in his Second Book of wo:nens Infirmities.

Alſo it may ſuffice for the Patient to put her finger into her Throat, and ſo procure Vomit : Yea, 
and the Truth is, it mey ſerve the turn, and will be very profitable for her to provoke her {elf to 
Vomit before her Dinners, but ſo as not to vomit, only to uſe {ſome forcing thereunto. Unto which

from the ſraitneſs of thole pafſages Naturally : For if Virgins have the Veins of their Wombs {6 
large;that their wonted Courſes can flow through them, why may not the Whites likewiſe drop out 
by the ſame paſſages; ſeeing they are many times more, thin and fluxitive than the Blood it ſelf, as be- 
ing Wheyiſh and Cholerick: The ſame is confirmed by the proJuced Experience of moſt Leatned 
Phyſitians; and daily PraQtice teacheth me as much, viz.

| The particulat parts, by whoſe conſent the Womb ſuffers in this Dilcale, are chiefly the Brain, 
Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Meſentery and the Bladder , which diſpatch their Excrements unto tfuch 
parts as are more weakly, and fo more diſpoſed to receive them. —_— PR 
Theſe Excrementitious Humors are bred in the Womb, becauſe when it is unable to digeſt its pro- 
per nouriſhment,by means of the weaknels of its Retentive or ConconQiive Faculty, the greater part 
of its Aliment is turned irito Excrements; being imperfealy digeſte or corrupted rather. It is im- 
perfe&ly digeſted in cold diſtempers of the Womb ; arid it is corrupted in hot diſtempers thereof. 
And ſeeing the Womb by want of Digeſtion is defrauded of its Nutriment, it preſently draws new 
Aliment, which being ruriied into Excrements; is by the Womb expelled as unptofitable z, and new 
Aliment,is continually draw; whereby this flux of Evil Humors from the Womb,becomes both plen- 
tiful and tontinual. The Womb is weakned and, more diſpoſed to the Reception of theſe Excte- 
ments by Child-bearing, travelling id Child-birth; Abortion and Contuſior; Inflattiation; Impoſt- 
humes or Ulcer.

The part affeCted, and the place in which theſe Excrementitious humors cauſing the Flux are 
bred, may be known by thele following tokens. ay | 

If the matter of the Flux is bred in the whole Body, theſe ſigns do ſhew it. viz. Wearineſs and 
heavineſs, not proceeding from any work; of which the Patient is eaſed, having disburdened her ſelf 
by the flux plentiſully ; and then again, when new matter is tollected, ſhe begins to be weary and 
heavy as before ; her Veinsare full; her Feet, Hands and Thighs are apt to be tumbed. And theſe 
ſigns do eſpecially diſcover only a plenitude of humors. But that corrupt humors do abound in the 

whole Body, is known by an evil habit in the whole Body, (that is, an ugly ſickly appearance in the 
looks, and whole outward ſtate of the Body 7 a puffing up of the Hands and Feer, and itching and 
ſtinging in the whole Body, if the humor be ſharp, and many ſuch ſigns as theſe. = ' 
lf the matter offending reſtde in ſome peculiar part, the Symptoms and Excrements proper to 
that part diſcover the (ame. As for example, A pain, heat, and ſwelling of the Liver, with Cholerick 
Excrements, Uo ſhew the Liver to be affeed ; and the ſame Symptoms happening on the left ſide, 
with Excrements of a Melancholick appearance, do argue the flux to ſpring from the Spleen : Fleg- 
matick Excrements, Stomach lickneſs, want of Appetite, and ſometimes extream Appetite, fre- 
quent corruption of the meat, and ſowr belchings,or fatry,(as of the Dripping-pan, or over-ſcorchi- 
ed fleſh ) as ſure tokens of the Stomachs faultineſs. | i 

Pain of the Head, Frothy Excrements, ſome uſual evacuation by the Mouth or Noftrils being 
ſtopped, do witneſs that the flux ſprings from the Head. If none of the aforeſaid figns of ſome part 
affected appear, then we may conjecture that the flux proceeds primarily from the Womb. Alto the 
Woman(in ſuch a caſe) is well coloured, the matter flowing is but little in quantity, being the Ex- 
crement of the womb alone. There have preceded ſuch cauſes as weaken the Womb, as are hard 
Travel, Abortion,a Fall upon the Belly or Back,immoderate Carnal Embraces, eſpecially if the Wo- * 
man have been too young married, Tumors, Ulcers, and others Infirmities of the Womb 
are propounded in their proper Chapters. 

The Humor cauſing the Flux is known chiefly by the colours of that which comes away, which 
were alittle before declared, and which appear in the cloaths wherewith it is received, if, as # pon 
crates teacheth in his ſecond Book of Womens Infirmities,the ſaid cloaths being dryed, ſhall be atter 
waſhed in Water alone, and dryed in the ſhadow : for ſo they manifeſtly declare the colour of that 
Humor which moſt abounds in the Excrements. Hereunto may be added the ſigns of an humor 
abounding in the whole Body, ulually delivered in that part of the Inſtitution of Phyſick, which 
treats of Signs. b 

In the laſt place, Were to propound ſuch Signs as diſtinguiſh this diſeaſe from others like unto 
it ; as namely, Excretion of Purulent matter proceeding from an ulcer of the womb, and the Go- 
northea, or flux of Seed. pe 
_ lr isdiſtinguiſhed from Purulent matter by the ſigns of an ulcer in the womb, which ſhall be 
ſet down in their proper Chapter ; as likewife becauſe the Purulent Matter or Quittor is much 
thicker, whitiſh, and lefſer in quantity, if it be digeſted rightly ; but if it be of a goary, ſanious and 
fleſhly appearance, like blood and water mingled, there 1s then blood athongſt the matter, and it is 
wont ſometithes to come away with ſtrings from the womb, and with exceeding pain: alſo the Wo- 
men that have, Ulcers in the Worhb or its Neck,admit not of Copulation but with pain, which exa(- 
perates their PDileaſe: but thoſe which are troubled only with the Whites, do willingly and 
ly ſuffer them(eives to be embraced by their Husbands. | 
. IntheGonorrhea, the matter which comes away isnot ſo nwch in quantity,is thicker, of a more 

ſhining whiteneſs, holds up longer from flowing, and ſeldom or never ſtinks. But if it be a virulent 
or yenemous Gonorrh&a(tuch as accompanies the Letchers pox)it is known by ſharpneſs of Urine, 
U'cers of the privy parts; and other ſigns that argue Malignity. | 

PROGNOSTICK. The PrediRions or Prognoſticks of this Diſeaſe, are as followeth : 

This diſeaſe in one reſpe& may be called good, in another re{pe& bad: Good, foraſmuch as com- 
monly it is not attended with any danger of death ; and bad, becauſe it is a ſtubborn Diſeaſe, long 
laſting, and moſt exceeding hard ts be tured; foraſmuch as the Flux of evil humors having once 
taken this courſe, is very hardly. turned out of its Channel, becauſe the Womb (as we ſaid-before) 
is the Draught of the whole Body. whereby even in time of health, the ſuperflouous huttiors of the

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If this Infirmity get head, it may bring many other Evils upon the Patient, |as Barrenels, falling 
down of the Womb, Exulceration, Cachexia, Dropſie, and Conſumption. | 
A Flux of Whites, blewiſh, bloody, ſtinking, is worſe than the white, pale, not ſinking. 
The longer this Diſeaſe hath laſted, the harder it is to cure. | 
It attends old Women to the grave for the moſt part, becauſe of their abounding with flegm, and 
the weakneſs of their ConcoQive Faculty. : My 
CURE. The Cure of this Diſeaſe is to be begun by a convenient purging of the Peccant Hu- 
mor. And becauſe flegmatick and wheyiſh Humors do moſt commonly offend, ſuch things as purge 
thoſe humors muſt chiefly be uſed, and with them Purgers of Choler, or Expellers of Melancholy 
muſt be mingled, according as Choler or Melancholy is adjoyned,to the humor offending, An Apo- 
zeme therefore may be appointed both altering and purging for four or five days by way of a ſolemn 
purgation,always remembring that to the purging Medicaments, ſome aſtringent and corroborating 
things are to be added, leſt the Humors of the Body being ſtirred, ſhould fall more abundantly into 
the Womb. | | w— 
Touching Blood-letting,it is a queſtion, whether it be convenient in this Diſeaſe or not: For ſee- 
ing this Flux is cauſed-by ill Humors in the Body, which by blood-letting are drawn into the Veins, 
and ſo may corrupt the Maſs of Blood ; it ſeems there is in this caſe no place for bleeding. Alſo, ſince 
in this lingring Diteale,the Patients ſtrength is much abated,and the Body often brought into a Con- 
ſumption, it ſeems unfit to weaken it yet more by blood-letting, and fo defrauding it of its nouriſh- 
ment. Which Controverſie is thus decided z That if the flux be not pure and ſimple , but in ſome 
meaſure mingled with blood, andit appear reddiſh, that then a vein may be opened ; as alſo if the 
Liver is very much heated,and the ſharpneſs of Choler be joyned with the flux. In other Caſcs, eſpe- 
cially if the Flux have endured long, it is better to abſtain Toms blood-letting. Ss 
Binding of the upper parts of the Body, and Cupping-glaſſes applied to the ſhoulder-blades, and 
to the back,will be very uſeful to draw the Humots upward ; alſo rubbings of thoſe parts will be ſpe- 
cially profitable, firſt with finer and ſofter cloaths,then with rougher and courſer,which Galen daily 
practiſed upon the Wife of Boetizs, whom he cured in the ſpace of thitteen days, as himſelf relates 
in his Book of Prognoſticks dedicated to Poſthumus. © a OI 
- And beſides the Univerſal Purgation already propounded,ordinary Purgations are alſo to be admi- 
niftred,and frequently reiterated,that the ſuperfluity of Excrements may be the better evacuated b 
little and little, and that Nature may get a cuſtom to void thoſe Humors by ſtool, which formerly 
had their recourſe unto the Womb. To this intent, Magiſtrial Syrups, Pills, and uſual Opiates may 
be compounded, ſuitable to the temper-of the Patient, and the Humors offending. In this Diſcaſs 
cauſed by flegm, Mereatus commends a Syrup of the DecoRion of Lignum vite, with Senha, Tur-

. This Immoderate deſire of Carnal Conjun&ion, ſprings from the abundance of Seed, from its A+ 
crimony, and heat tranſcending the bounds of Nature, whereby it is made to heave and work in 206 
emin 
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S:minal veſſels as Yeſt works, whereby the parts made for generation,are vehemently ſtirred up,ang 
Inflamed with luſtful deſires. And from the ſame Seminal matter ſo affe&ed,' Vapors aſcend unto 
the Brain, which diſturb the Rational Faculty, and depoſe it from its throne. Howbeit, the Immo. 
derate appetite of carnal Conjun&ion alone;withour the help of any ſuch vapors,is able of it {elf to 
maſter the Rational faculty, as alſo all other Immoderate paſſions ;, but eſpecially Immoderate Loye 
which is called Eroticus affettus, or Love-Mclancholy. | OY ; 

Now the Seed acquires the aforeſaid qualities, when it is over-long retained in Bodies prone to . 
loft, and full of heat; and therefore this Diſeaſe is incident to Virgins, and young Widows peculi: 
arly ; although it may alſo be-tide married Women,that have impotent Husbands,or ſuch as they do 
not much affe&,whereby their Seminary Veſſels are not ſufficiently disburdened, or their amorous 
affe&ions duly fatisfied. 

Some hold, That the Seed being corruped, acquires a malignant quality which cauſes theſe grie- 
vous Symptoms. But they are not well able, ſo holding,to ſhew any difference between this Ditcaſe, 
and fits of the Mother,which ariſe from the Seed being corrupted,and thereby infeed with a malip- 
nant quality. For although ſeveral degrees of putrifa&tion do produce different degrees of malignity, 
fro:n whence a great variety of {ſymptoms are wont toariſe ; yet theſe manifeſt qualities aforeſaid, 
viz. great plenty ol Seed, its heat, Acrimony, and Fermentation in exceſs, together with the great 
heat of the genital parts, are ſufficient to produce this Diſeaſe we treat of. i, 

Now the Caules producing fo hot, plentiful and ſharp ſtinging Seed, are youthful age, Sanguine 
complexion, and Cholerick or melancholick aduſt 3 meats that nouriſh much, a plentiful table, eſpe- 
cially if the meat be ſpiced ; the frequent ſmell of Spices, Musk, Amber-greece and ſuch like : large 
ſleeping, and upon ſoft beds filled with Feathers,or Down; amorous Courtings, reading of laſcivious 
Books, Dancings, and other pleaſures uſual in the meetings of youthful perſons. 
 SIGNS.)} The Signs of this Diſeaſe may eaſily be gathered out of what hath been already ſaid : 
But becauſe it is wont to diſcover it ſelf gradually,by little and little;it is fit to relate its progreſs.[n 
the beginning, whulſt the ſick perſons do yet injoy their underſtanding, they are more ſad, and filent 
than ordinary,but with a watiton rowling of their Eyes,and a ruddineſs of countenance; which rud- 
dineſs is ſometime more than at others : e{pecially when mention is made of matters belonging to bo- 
dily luſt,for then their breathing is changed,and their Pulle too,by Sympathy of the Heart, which 
made Galen boaſt that he knew the furious luſts of Women by their Pulſe 3 becauſe ſuch Lovers do 
of a ſudden undergo divers changes of their Pulſe, when deſirable obje&s are preſented unto them,or 
brought into their remembrance. Afterwards when the Diſcale is exaſperated, they begin to ſcold, 
and to weep, and ever and anon they fall a laughing,they ſpeak many things without rime or reaſon, 
unadviſedly, out of which.no certain ſenſe can be gathered ; a while after, they repent of this their 
folly,until another fit take them, by reaſon of the inordinate motion of the Peccant matter,which ob- 
ſerves no certain period in its Fomentations. Women poſſeſſed with this kind of dotage when the 
Diſeaſe is come to its height,do openly before all the World ask men to lie with them,expreſſing the 
+ ation of Generation in the moſt proper and broadeſt language their Mother-Tongue affords. 


PROGNOSTICK. | As for the Prognoſticks of this Diſeaſe, It is a curable ſickneſs, if means be 
uſed in time. But if it continue long, and take firm rooting,it turns into a true and perfet Madneſs. 

There is great hope of Recovery, when the diſtance between the fits begin to be longer than ordi- 
mary,or when the Patients Body being grown lean,becometh fat again,and when mention of matters 
pertaining to Generation, doth no longer affect or diſturb them. $ 

CURE.) The Cure of this Diſeaſe tends to corre&t the hot diſtemperof the Bowels; eſpecially of 
the Womb,and the Blood and Seed ; likewiſe to evacuate the ſharp Humors,and Seminal matter of- 
fending. - All whick may be done by the following Remedies. | | 

' And in the firſt place, Blood muſt be often drawn,as far as the Patients ſtrength can bear ; that ſo 

the whole Maſs of Blood, and the Womb it ſelf may be cooled, and the fervent Blood way be with« 
drawn'from the Veins of the Womb. 


And if the Patients monthly Courſes be ſtopt, the inferior Veins are afterwards to be opened, 
that they may by that means be brought down. | 
- But if the Blood ſeems to have recourſe to the Hemotrhoid Veins, which is known by their ſwel- 
ling and redneſs, the {aid Veins are to be opened by Application of Lecches. |

nels of the Womb,and that it may by the moiſturg be ſo relaxed, as of its own accord to expel the Se. 
minal Excrement, and that nothing elſe be done with the Hand, fave a little to open the Womb, &. 
as the Water may pals into its more inward parts 3 foralmuch as the Water will operate as much a« 
any of thoſe Medicines which we are uſed to extinguiſh the ſeed withall. | 

Peſſaries may be compounded to the ſame intent, of the Leaves of Mercury bruiſed, 'with a little 
Myrrh, or the Powder of Ariſtolochia or Birthworth 5 which muſt be put up when the Patient i; in 
the Bath, le& otherwiſe the Womb ſhould be overheated ; and after an hour, it muſt be taken away, 
And afterward, let an Inj<&ion be made into the Womb of Whey, or Barly-Water, with alittle 
Juyce of Nightſhade, Houſleek, or Hemlock, which is eſpecially commended in this Diſcaſe.

And if ſwellings of the Spleen ſhall arife, and'ObftruRions, during this Cure, as it oftentimes 
happens. , they muſt be carefully cured with their proper Medicaments. 

Finally, Becauſe in this Diſeaſe the Brain and Heart are grievouſly affeed by reaſon of Vapour 
ariſing from the Womb, they are both of them diligently to be provided for ; the Brain being {e- 
cured by rubbing and chafing the lower parts, and by Cupping:glaflcs frequently faſtned upon the 
Hips and Groins 5 and the Heart defended by Cordial things outwardly applyed, both Liquid and 
| fvlid, fuch as are deſcribed in our Chapter touching decay of ſtrength. 


Chap. 6. Of the Mother-fits, or Womb-ſichneſs. 


Hen Seed and Menſtrual Blood are retained in Women beſides the intent of Nature,they pu- 
' trifie and are corrupted, and obtain a malignant and venomous quality : from whence veno- 
mous Vapours are elevated and carried to divers parts of the Body,from whence divers Symptoms 
do arife,and thoſe fo divers, that Democritus might juſtly ſay in his Letter to Hypocrates, that the 
Womb is Author of a thouſand ſad Sorrows, wa. innumerable Calamities. And Hypocrates himſelf 
ſays in his Book of . Virgins Diſeaſes, That miſerable Woman-kznd are commonly laden mith incompre- 
henſible and manifold Diſeaſes. All which Infirmities we intend to explain in this Chapter, under 
the name of Morher-fits ; herein imitating Galen, who in his Sixth Book of Parts affe&ted, and the 
\ Fifth Chapter, ſays that the Mother or Hyſterical Paſſion, is but one name indeed, yet compre- 
hending under it divers and innumerable Accidents. Notwirhſtanding all late Writers in a manner, 
do handle the Suffocation of the Womb, under the Title of Hiſterical Paſſion, calling a particular 
Symptom by ſuch a name as is common to many othets, becauſe it, of all the reſt, is moſt frequent and 
moſt troubleſome, But herein the very beft Authors ſeem to have been ſuperfluous in their Treatiſes 
of Womens Diſeaſes, while in different Chapters they deſcribe ſeyeral Diſeaſes ſpringing from the 
Womb, viz. Suffocation of the Womb, Head-ach, Epileprical Fits, Palpitations of the heart, Pulla- 
tion of the Arteries about the ſhort Ribs, and in the Back ; the Diſcaſes of the Stomach, Liver and 
Spleen ariſing from the Wombz,and diverspains in ſiindry parts of the Body ariſing therefromzſeeing 
all theſe Infirmitieg do ariſe from one and the ſame cauſe, and are to be cured by the lelf-ſame Me- 
dicines 5 ſo that the aforeſaid Authors are fain to repeat the ſame things over and over, in ſeveral 
Chapters, not without much wearineſs to the Reader. | 
We therefore, That we may mote briefly andWMethodically ſet down the Nature of all theſe infir- 
mities, think it worth our labour, firſt to ſet down the univerſal Cauſes of them all ; and afterwards 
to declare how thoſe Diſeaſes arile from the ſaid Cauſes, | 
\ CAUSES, Wehave ſhewed in the beginning of this Chapter, that there are two ſpecial 
 Cautfes of all theſe Symptoms; #3z.. the Womans Seed, and the Menſtrual Blood, being retained 
beſides the intent of Nature;and corrupted;and poſſeſſed of a malignant and venomous quality; out 
of which malignant Vapoursdo ariſe, and affli divers parts of the Body. Unto which DoAtrine ge- 
nerally propounded,; two other things of Frhatet moment muſt be added, viz. Firſt, That not only 
the Seed and menſtrual Blood do produce Hyſterical or Womb-ſickneſſes ; but divers Humors alſo 
of an excrementitious Nature flowing ifito the Womb, and by a long abiding, growing putrified, 
and ſending out filthy Vapours.- This is verified by many Ancient Women, who being deftitute 
of menſtrual Blood and of Seed, are yet very much ſubje& to theſe Womb-fickiicfſes or Hyſte- 
rical paſſions. Secondly; That not only Vapours ariſing out of the aforeſaid ſubſtances, are cau- 
. ſes of theſe diſtempers, but the very Hunors themſclvesare a cauſe, which finding no free vent b 
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the Veins 'of the Womb (into which as a Common-ſhore Nature disburthens ſuperfluous Humors ) ' 
by reaſon of the ſtappages of the Monthly Courles or of the Waites, they flow back'again into the 
ſuperior parts of the Body, and do infec the faid parts with that vittous quality, which they have 
contraccd by their long abiding in the Veſſels of the Womb, or by their mixture with Seed, or 
Mcnſtrual Blood corrupted, my Wy TOE RO une oot 
Tacte foundations being thus laid down, let us fee how Hyſterical Symptoms are ſtjtred up by 
the Cauſes aforeſaid, beginning with the Suffocation, or ſtrangling fits of the Mother, which is the 
moſt frequent and principal Sicknels of thete kind of Women, being accompanied with very many; 
and thote moſt grievous Symptoms. For beſides their breathing impaired, and ſometimes aboliſheo, 
their whole Body becomes cold,their Speech and Fulſe is intercepted, fo that they lie likedead Wos 
men z and fome have been accounted dead, and laid out for Burial, and yet afterward Revived. :. 
- Now this Sickneſs cames by fits, which make their return ſorhetimes ſooner, ſometimes later ; 
and endure ſometimes a longer, lometimes a ſhorter time,according to the quantity ofthe Humor of-. 
fending,which 1s {ometimes quickly collecd, and ſometimes long in gathering ; ſometimes ſoon dil- 
cuſſed, and ſometimes long before it can be diſcuſt : For ſuch like cauſes of Dileaſcs in the Bocy of 
Women, have their times of digeſtion and exaltations; which having arrived unto, they do ſudden: 
ly,and as it were in a moment;break forth into ation. Yea, and ſuch Humors being already: colle= 
ed in the Body,may for a ſeaſon lie hid,until being ſtirred by ſome internal and external Cau'e, they 
ſhed forth their poyſonous blaſts and vapors into other parts of the Body.Now the molt {requent and 
noted Caultes of this Commotion and Agitation of theſe Humors, are {weet ſmelling thu:gs com- 
ing near the Patients Noſe, or {weet meats taken in, which quickly bring Women'iubject to this 
infirmity into their fits; alſo vehement Anger, Terror, and other grievous Paffions of the Mind: 
DIAGNOSTIC K. Now there are divers Degrees of this Sicknels, according as the Mar- 
ter offending differs in Quantity, or Malignity. For fometimes the Choaking-Fits, | with want of 
breathing,are light and ſoon go over;zlometimes it is extream,fo-that the Patient breathes not at all, 
and is attended with other, Hyſterical or Womb-ſickneſs, ſuch as Vomiting, Raving, Convulſions, 
 andSwoonings, or Faintings away. | 134; 
 Andfor the moſt part, more grievous Symptoms do ariſe from corrupted Seed, than from Men 
ſtrual Blood, or other corrupted Humors, For look how much Seed retaining its Natural Diſpoſiti- 
on,is of a more excellent Nature than Menſtrual Blood,by ſo much does it degenerate when corrup- 
ted, into a greater or worſer kind of Venom or Poyſon.. _. | 17 ' 1858] 
_. Thereare likewiſe other Differences of this Choaking Mother-ſickneſs to be obſerved, viz. That - 
ſometimes the Patients have their Breath ſtqpt as it were, ſometimes they complain that they are 
choaked,as it were'with a Rope that ſtrangled them; and ſometimes their breathing is muck abated, 
or aboliſhed, without any pain or ſenſe of ſtrangling. The Reaſon of which diverſity is this ; That'the 
ſimple Suffocation, and difficulty of breathing, do ariſe from abundance of vapors, which do fome- 
times very much abound in Hyſterical or Womb-ſick Women, eſpecially when the Hy terical Paſh- 
on,. and Hypochondriacal Melancholy are joyned together. Which vapors or Wins do comprets 
_ the Midrif and Lungs, as it is wont to fall out in the windy 4ſthma; but the ſenſe of choakipg, in 
which the Patient feels her ſelf as it were ſtrangled in her Throat, depends upon a ſpecial propei ty of 
the venomous vapor as there are other Poyfons in the greater World, which have tuch a property. 
of throtling and choaking,as is known of one ſort of Muſhrooms. And that the venomous qualities 
bred in Hylterical Women are divers, Galen does ſufficiently hint in his fixth Book of the parts affe- 
&ed, Chap. 5. where he compares the malignity of this vapor, to the venom of the Fiſh Torpedo, and 
to the ſting of the Scorpion \ which-Poylons,though in quantity they are ſ{mall,in operation they are 
mighty; and being received into mans Body, they do in a ſhort ſpace of time, grievouſly afthidt the 
lame, and produce therein moſt vehement Symptoms. As for Reſpiration diminiſhed or abolithed, 
it is cauſed by the ſaid vapors being endued with a Narcorick or Stupefa&tive power, which bcing 
mighty contrary unto the Heart and vital Spirits, their a&ion is thereby hindered, whence follows a. 
cellation of Relpiration, . becauſe there is now no need thereof. For ſeeing that drawing of Ereath 
is neceſſary to cool our Hearts, when the heart is extreamly cooled by the venomous vapors atore- 
{aid,it needs none of that cooling which is cauſed by drawing in the Air,and fo breathing ceales, be- 
caule there is nouſe thereof, We may alfo ſay, That the faid venomous arid Rupitying vapor, 
does aſſault the Brain,and hinder the Influx of the Animal Spirits,whereby the motion of the Midrif 
and the Muſcles ſerving for reſpiration, is hindred ; add hereunto, That the vital Spirits being de- 
ftroyed, the Animal Spirits, which are made of the vital, muſt needs be deſtroyed likewite. 


- In-the place before alledged,Galen reſolves a Doubt,which is this : That ſeeing it is generally held 
that a man canns6t live without breathing, therefore it is impoſſible that Hyſterical perſons ſhould 
in their fits be quite deprived of breathing. To _— he anſwers, That in an extream cooling og the 
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H-art there is no need of refpiration,which if it were ſtopped,and the Heart vigoroits and hot,pre- 
. ſ-nt death would follow ; but that little warmth which is yet remaining in the Heart,is cheriſhed on. 
ly by tranſpiration, or ventilation through the Pores of the Body } even as Creatures lying all the 
Winter in holes, do live only by tranſpiration, becauſe they are exceeding cold, and that littl= hegr 
they have, needs no ventilation by way of drawing in the Air into their mouths. | 
Beſides,The fore-mentioned c.uſe of Womb ſuffocation,viz. A Malignant and Venomons Vapor, 
ſome add/another,Namely,The aſcen1ing or riſing of the Womb into the ſuperior parts of the Body 
whereby the Stomach and midritffare compreſſed ; from whence, not only Hyſterical Suffocations, 
but»other: fickneſſes alſo do ariſe. This aſcending of the Womb,- Hypocrates propounded in his 
\ Book of the Nature of Women, in theſe words : The Wombs of Women being turned from their Na. 
tural poſture, do ſtrive towards the Liver, and bear violently upon the Miadriff : for they are Car- 
ried upwards, ſeeking moiſture to refreſh them, being over dried with Labor ;, and the Liver is the 
fountain of pleaſing moiſture. And Fervelius in his ſixth Book of Pathology, that is, of Dilcaſes 
and their cauſes. Chap. 16. ſays, he had often felt the Womb thus aſcending, bearing up againſt the 
Stomach like a round Globe, and-grievouſly oppreſling the ſame, from whence it hath been often 
thruſt down by force of hand, and manifcſtly driven back into its proper place. - Euſtachins Ruding 
in the Second Book of his Practice, in the 51. Chapter, faies the ſame thing, viz. That he with 
his own hand} hath felt the Womb ariſing as high as the Navil, and ſometimes above the ſame, and 
hath by little and little thruſt the ſame down into its proper place. . But Galen in his ſixth Book of 
Parts affeed, Chap. 5. oppoſes this Opinion, and teaches that although the Womb may in ſome ſort 
be moved, and aſcend, yet that motion and aſcenſion 1s very litt'e, neither is it any ways poſſible, 
That the Womb ſhould aſcend unto the Stomach, fo far is it from being able to tranſcend the ſame 
ſo far as to reach uuto the Midriff. A very ſtrong Reaſon hereof is brougnt from anatomy, fſeein 
the Womb is to faſtened in its proper place by four very ſtrong Ligaments, that cannot be lifted up 
ſo high. Whereunto the Defenders of this Opinion do make anſwer, That in the falling out of 
the Womb, thoſe Ligaments are fo relaxed that it is wont to come without the Water-gate, and 
therefore it may aſcend as far up as it can go down, when thoſe Ligawents are relaxed or ſlackened, 
To this we reply, That the falling out of the Womb comes to pals by little and little, through 
Jength of time, by the moiſtening and ſoftening of the Ligaments, cauſed by a defluxion of Flegni 
thereupon; but that which they call the Aſcent or riſing of the Womb or Mother, happens in a mo- 
ment, and is as ſoon reſtored; and it is requiſite that the Ligaments ſnould have been firſt relaxed, 
and conſequently that ali Women ſhould be troubled with the falling out of their Wombs who are 
lubje& to this Aſcent or riſing we ſpeak of, becaule the occaſion of this Aſcent being ceaſed, the 
womb would of its own accord, and by its own proper weight fall downwards, and lie continually 
without the Body. 

It is hard to make Anſwer to the Experience of Fernelius, Rudims, and others 3 of which they 
teſtifie themſelves eye-witneſſes, who profets they have with their own proper hands perceived the 
Womd to aſcend like a Globe or Bowl to the Navil and higher, being afterwards by them thruſt 
down into its own proper place. Sennertus makes an{wer to this, that the round Body which was by 
them fo f.1t,was not the Womb, but the Stones, with that blind Veſſel, which from Fallopzns the find- 
er or firſt Obſerver thereof is called Fallopizs his Trumpet, becauſe he likened the ſame to the broad 
end of a Trumpet, For the Stones appertaining to the Womb being pendulous(that is, Hang dang- 
ling moveable as on ſtrings; and the Body of the Trumpet aforelaid being hollow as a pipe, lax and 
apt to move this way,and that way ; when they are filled with corrupt Seed, with vitious Humors; 
and with windy Vapors, and {well and trout again, they may move this way and that way in the 
lover Region of the Belly, and aſcend as high as the Navil. And that ſuch a round ſwelling may 
happen in the Stones and Trumpet, as is ſometimes felt in Hyſterical Women, The Obſervations of 
Riolaniis may teach (propounded in: his Book called Anthropographia, ) where he relates that in 
Hyſterical Virgins ſuch as haye had the Womb-ſicknifs, He had found. their Stones greater than his 
Fiſt, ftrouting with Wheyifh feed ;, alſo the Trumpet of the Womb Amplificd or inlarged and very 
much widened: And Yeſalias oblerved tome ſuchthing in a certain noble young Damſcltroubled with 
{uffocation or ſtrangling of the Womb, in whom one Stone was {welled to the greatneſs of a large 
harid ball; being filled with a faffron-color'd Humor, very ſtinking, and ſendeth forth a filthy and 
poyfonfous kind of Vapor : Which Humor died the adjacent parts yellow, juſt as we ſee the Gut 
Colon where it is carried under the Liver, is by the Bladder of Gall rendered of a clay-like yellowiſh 
Colour. Pe | 

Yet is not Sennertus very far from the judgement of the Authors aforeſaid ; for granting ' as he 
ſaies, that the Stones and Trumpet of the Womb, being filled with corrupt Sperm, viti-us Hu- 
mots, and vapor2us winds, do ſtrout again, move to and fro in the lower Region of the Belly,: and 

_ candſtend as highas thz Navil z ſeeing thoſe parts are contigu us with the Womb, they cannot be 
moved inthz R:-gion of the lower B:liy,nor aſtend unto the Navil unleſs the Womb be moved with 


them 
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them: ſo that this motion may be aſcribed to the whole Womb very well, as it conſifts 6f its own 
perfect parts,together with fuch parts as are knit thereunto. Apain,if the Stones and Trumpet being 
Elted with vitious Seed, Humors or vapors, may be diverily moved to and fro, Why may not the 
Womb being filled with like Humors and vapors, be moved with the ſame motion ? The reaſon 
indeed of Sennertus, which he borrowed from Galen, does convince, that the Womb tied with four 
Ligaments,cannot alcend fo high as the Midriff,no not as high as the Stomach; but it muſt be denied 
that it may be carried as high as the Navil,where the Authors aforeſaid perceived that Globe, both 
| becauſe thoſe Ligaments may be ſomewhat ſtretched by matter working in them like yeſt; and like- 
wiſe becauſe the Womb whiles it is blown,upffills a greater ſpace, and may be perceived towards the 
Navil 3 ſo that whether the whole womb, or the parts faſtened thereunto, viz. The Stones and the 
Trumpet be moved upwards, we may ſtill call it the Riſing of the Womb or Mother; and cleave to 
the Doarine of Hypocrates. * | er 3 SEO : FEI OTIS 
Head-ach from the Womb comes divers ways ; for ſometime it poſſeſſes the whole Head, other-- 
whiles the forepart, and then again the hinder part thereof, and ſometimes it is felt about the Eyes, 
in ſuch manner as if the Patients Eyes would leap out of her Head. i114þ1\ TOE} 
Now thele partsare cauſed by the aforeſaid ſharp and Malignant Vapors mounting into the Head; 
and twitching as it were,or grating upon theſe Membranous parts: Alfo evil Humors brought from: 
the Womb to the Head, may cauſe the faid pains. For vitious Blood, eſpecially the more thin and 
 Wheyiſhparts thereof, aſcend from the Womb into the head, and being ſhed into the Membranous 
parts, breeds thoſe pains. Which pains are ſometimes Pricking, Smarting, and-ſore as an Ulcer, .by 
reaſon of the ſharpneſs of tne Vapors,or humors afcending:Sometimes they are ſtretching,as it were, 
and ſwelling, becauſe of the plenty and multiplicity which deſcend and ſtretch: Sometimes they 
are pulſatory pains beating like the Pulſe, when the Vapors or humors are carried thither in the 
Arteries, or when the Arteries of ſome peculiar part of the Head are filled with over-hot

| The Falling-ſicknels ſprings from the Womb, .being cauſed by the aforeſaid ſharp and Malignant 
Vapors,which being poſſeſſed witha very great Acrimony and malignity,do vehemently and ſharply 
ſmite the Nervous parts, whereby they come to be contra&ted; and whileſt they endeavour to expel 
what offends them, they draw themſelves together, and expreſs. theſe convulſive.motious. 
| Palpitation of the Heart, is often cauſed by the ſaid Vapors, being carried from the womb to the 
Heart, and provoking the expullive faculty of the Heart. ett 5 : | 
Alſo a Pulſation is cauſed in the Arteries of the. Back, and about the ſhort Ribs, by reaſon of ari 
| over hot Blood, carried from the Wornb into thoſe Arteries, and diſtending them,where their Pul- 
ſation becomes greater, which ſmiting the adjacent parts, cauſes a feeling of. the ſaid Pulſation in 
them : Yet, ſometimes ſuch Pullations are cauſed in Hypochondriacal Melancholy, which when we 
come to the Signs of this Diſeaſe, we ſhall diſtinguiſh, EE? 
Divers diſorders are likewiſe raiſed from the womb, in the Stomach, Liver,and Spleen z from the 
Stomach diſorders arile,as appetite loſt,or more than is fit,or deſirous of abfurd things;or Hiccoughs, 
Vomitings,Belchings,and Heart-burning : all which Symptoms do ſpring from the aforeſaid vapors; 
ſent into the Stomach by the Hypogaſtrick,and C#liack Arteries, or other blind paſſages;and thoſe 
Vapors do ſtir up this variety of Symptoms, according to the diverſity of their Nature,and the diffe- 
rent degrees of their putrefaion and malignity. For by their heat they cauſe want of appetite, and: 
thirſt; but if they be cold,they hurt digeſtion. And the coveting of abſurd things( as Chalk,Oatmeal 
Small-Coals,Linſey-wolſey cloath,e#c. is cauſed by the malignantquality of the humors and vapors, 
as we have ſhewed in our diſcourte touchiug that Symptom: and according to the different kind of 
Malignity,it comes to pals that the Patientsappetite inclines her to long for this,or that odd thing;as 
{ome for Coals,others for Clay or Morter, Salt, Cinnamon, Nutmegs, &c. And from a certain kind 
of Malignity ſprings likewiſe the loathing of ſome certain meats; and which ismore wonderful, in 
ſome hath been obſerved an univerſal loathing of all kind of Drink : as Ludovicus Mercatus relates 
concerning anoble Gentlewoman, which would not away with any Drink; and of another, who 
though ſhe deſired Drink,yet did ſhe Vomit it all up again,being likewiſe vexed with other grievous 
Symptoms ; Where we may conjeRure, that the evil Humors in that Gentlewoman, had attained 
ſuch a kind of Malignity, as that is which cauſes Water-Fear in ſuch as have been bitten with a Mad 
Dog. Itisnotwithſtanding undeniable, that the diverſity of 'the parts into which theſe Humors 
and Malignant Vapors are carried,conduce not alittle to the variety of the Symptoms. For, if they. 
are carried unto the mouth of the Stomach, they ſtir up Belchings, and Vomitings ; if they ſtick to 
the Coats of the Stomach,they induce perpetual inclinations to Vomitzif they are endued with any. 
ſingular Acrimony, they cauſe Hiccoughs, or pains of the Stomach; which pains may alfo ariſe from 
the plenty of Humors, weighing heavy upon, and ftretching the parts containing. .. .., 
The Liver is ealily offended by menſtrual Blood retained, and by the Veins flowing back therein- 
to; hence ſprings the Green-ſickneſs, by reaſo of bad Blood flowing from the Womb into the Li-

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ver,-and from the Liver ſhed abroad into the whole Body. Hence come Swellings, Feavers, ind 


. other Diſeaſes very many, in the whole Body, and ſeveral parts thereof: foraſmuch as all of thegj 
are nouriſhed by the Liver, ; 


But if the vitious Blood aforeſaid do flow back from the Womb unto the Spleen, Swellings, G top! | 


pings, and Melancholy. and Hypochondriacal Diſeaſes are wont to be raiſed. 
And, to conclude, Women feel divers kinds of pains in their Loins, Thighs and other parts, which 
arile from filthy Humors, and Vapors conveyed from the Womb into the ſaid parts: All which Sym. 


proms,taking riſe from the womb, fhall be diſtinguiſhed from others which ariſe from other parts, 


and are like them, but produced from'different cauſes, in our following Deſcription of the Signs of 
this Diſeaſe. wc 
In the firſt place therefore, womb-ſickneſs is known for the moſt part by what hath already been 
| ſaidof it. For the fore-recited Symptoms do appear therein, not all in every one, but ſome in one 
Patient, ſome in another, according to the differing condition of the Cauſes. Now theſe Symptoms 
are, Breathing depraved fo, as ſometimes the Patient ſeems to be choaked ; otherwhiles her brea- 
thing is lefſened or wholly taken away, without any trouble of Senſe or Suffocation ; Refrigerati- 
of or cooling of the whole Body,and ſtopping or Interception of the Pulſe ; ſometimes alfo a takin 


away-of Senfe and motion; ſometimes Raving, Convulſions, Swoonings, Vomitings, and Hiccoughs' 


are joyned together. : 


SIGNS. But fora more clear Diſcovery of this Difeaſe, thoſe Signs are firſt to be pro- 
pounded, whichſhew the Dilcaſe approaching, ſuch as have a noylſe in their lower Belly(firſt from 


the Navil downwards with belchingor inclination to Vomit z Wearineſfſes, Yawnings, and ftret- 


chings proceeding from a flatulent matter, which begins to mount from the Womb into, divers parts 


of the Body; a lad Look, pale Face cauſed by the drawing back of the Natural heat from theſe parts, 
to its Fountains, "1-2: er | 


| _ Whea the Diſeaſe gathers ſtrength, a ſenſe of ſtrangling begins to trouble the Patient, as if they 
had ſwallowed ſome'great morſel which ſtuck in their Throac, Afterward their breathing ſtops,and 


their Suffocation is increaſed. . And in concluſion all their Vital and Animal a&ions, are depraved, 


diminiſhed, or aboliſhed. Hence ſpring Ravings,- Convulſions, and other grievous Symptoms. In 


ſome the Womb is ſenſibly toſſed aud tumbled, and gathered round like a Foot-ball ; and felt after 
that manner in divers parts of the lower part of the Body. And when the Hyſterical,or Womb-Fit 
| begins to go over, a certain moiſture lows out of the Water gate, their Guts rumble, they lift up 

their Eyes,redneſs ſprings up in their Cheeks, Senſe and motion is reſtored, their Body grows warm, 
they fetch deep Sighs, and fo the ſick Party by little and little, is freed from her Fit. 


By the'Signs propounded, Womb-fickneſs may eaſily be diſtinguiſhed from ſuch infirmities as are 


of kin,or otherwiſe like the ſame, viz. the Syncope(Swooning-ficknels) Apoplexy ( blaſting, Planer- 
ſtriking ) and the Falling-ſickneſs : howbeit the difference between the Womb-fickneſs, and thoſe 
Diſeaſes aforeſaid, is peculiarly to be'noted.

And in the firſt place, by three general Signs we may conjeAure that theſe Symptoms whichare 
common to Womb-ſickneſs,and the aforeſaid Maladies;do proceed rather from the womb. than from 
any primary miſaffetion of the Heart or Brain. The firſt whereof is, that if the ſick Patient be ſub- 
Jett to Womb: ſickneſs, and hath been often annoyed with the aforeſaid Symptoms, when they come 
freſh, we may conclude the Diſeaſe to be no other than Womb-ſi:knefs. 'The Second is, That when 
women begin to feel thoſe Symptoms, they complain that their womb is out of order. A third is, 
That in womb-ſicknefs, women do feel great eaſe when ſtinking things are put to their Noles, and 
{weet ſmelling things are put in by the Water-gate, which in thoſe other infirmities falls not out. 
And the Hyſterical, or womb-fickneſs is more peculiarly diſtinguiſhed from that which we call 
Syncope, or the Swooning-Fits, becauſe in the Syncope, the breathing and pulſe do wholly ceaſe ; 
but in the womb-ſickneſs, it remains in a ſmall meaſure, till they come into the very height of the 


Fit, wherein is moſt danger. Secondly, The Swooning Fits come more quickly, and ſeize upon 


the Patient as it were ona fudden. But in the womb-fits, there precede evident tokens of the ap- 
proaching Fit. Thirdly, the Patients Face is paler in the Swooning-Fits, than in the Womb-fits ; 
yea verily,ſome Women have a ruddy countenance in their Fits of the Mother, and then the Diſeaſe 
is ſufficiently known by that Sign alone. Fourthly, In the Swooning-Fits, we find commonly 


cold, and Diaphoretick Sweats, which in the womb-fits appear not. Fifthly, the Swooning-Fits 


are ſhorter,and the Patient is ſoon either well or dead;but the ſtrangling Fits of the Mother laſt lon- 
Ser, continuing a whole day,or divers days together ſometimes. But it is to be remembred, that the 
Swooning-(icknels, and the Womb fits are ſometimes joyned together, when the Heart is more grie- 


vouſly afflited than ordinary, or when the Patients ſtrength hath been much weakned by protra- 


Ction of the Diſeaſe ; and then the Symptoms of both Diſeaſes may be mixed one with another. 


The womb Fit is diſtinguiſhed from the Apoplexy ; Firſt berauſe that in the Wombs-Choak- 
| | ing 
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ing Fits, the Joynts are not ſo looſned, neither is the Senſe of feeling wholly gone, as in the Apo- 
plexy;z butif they be-pricked, or have their hairs pull'd off, they give a fufficient Sign with their 
hands that they feel the pain. Secondly, In perſons ApopleRtical, Planet-ſtruck ( as the ſimpler 
ſort do phraſe it ) there is a perpetual ſnorting of the Patient; but in the Womb-ſtranglings, nor. 
Thirdly, Womb-tirangled Patients when their Fit is over, remember what was done and ſaid; du- 
ring their.extremity z but in the Apoplexy itis not lo. I» 

It is diſtinguiſhed from the Falling-ſicknels z Firlt, Becauſe convullive motions are notalways 
zjoyned wich My ſterical Suffocations; and thoſe that do accompany the Womb- Fits are not ſo Uai- 
verlal as in the Falling-ſickneſs , but moleft only one or two members. Secondly The pulſe is great- 
er in the Fits of the Falling-ſickneſs, than it uſes to be when the Patient is well; but in the Mother- 
Fits it is Quite contrary. hirdly, In the Falling- ſicknels, the Patient fomes at the mouth, but in 
the Mother-Fits there is no ſuch foming. Fourthly, In the'Falling-ſicknels, the Patient remembers 
not what was done to her during the Fit,but in the Mother-ficknels ſhe remembers all, as-we ſhewed 
before» Fifthly Thoſe that have Fits of the Mother, do in the end of a Fit come to: themſelves 
like perſons awaked from ſleep, with a noiſe. m the lower part of the Belly, the"womb as it were 
becoming quiet,and returning to its naturabplace,and ſometime much humor flows from the womb; 
which doth not befal ſuch as have the Falling-lickneſs. | EIN | 

We muſt allo enquire how ſuch as are in the Fits of the Mother,may be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe 
that are quite dead ;, ſeeing many Hiſtories relate that fome Women in that caſe have been accoun- 
ted dead, appointed to burial; yea, and ſome buried. The ways which Authors preſcribe to 
make this tryal, are divers: For either they lay teazed wooh, or light Feathers upon the Patients 
mouth, and if they ſtir not, ſhe is given over for dead ;. or they apply a bright Looking-glafs to her 
mouth,which will be dulled with her breath,if ſhe be yet alivezor they ſet a Cup full of Water upori 
her breaſt, and if the water ſtir not, they account. the party dead. Theſe Signs do for the moſt part 
hold good, but they are not perpetual, neither do they put the matter paſt'diſpute ; ſeeing as was 
{aid before, ſome Women in theſe Fits-do live only. by. Lranſpiration,. as thoſe live-wights which 
live in holes all the Winter, and fetch-no.Breath at all by their mouths, ; Which thoughit very {cl- 
_ dom falls out, yet it is a very good Caution; not to. luller women which gle of this Diſeaſs;: to be 
buried fill the third day after their death, or at leaft ti they begin to ſtink, 

The Signs of the Cauſes are likewiſe to be declared z-, which Caules we:have {hewed tobe three, 
viz. Seed retained and corrupted 3 Menſtrual Blood in like manner retained and corrupted ; and 
evil Humors containedin the veſſels, or the Cavity of the womb. - _ | 

If this Diſeaſe ariſe frem Seed retained,or corrupted, there have preceded all thoſe Caufes; which 
might encreaſe,gather together.and corrupt the ſeed in the Veſſels; as flouriſhing age, ripe for gee 
neration, or formerly accuftomed to the aftions thereof, which of late, it hath left off z Sanguine 
complexion, an idle life and given to pleaſures z a rich and plentiful table, with the uſe of fuck 
meats as are ealily corrupted. In ſuch perſons if the Womb-Fits happen, they having their Courles 

well, we may gueſs they come from ſeed retained. : | Wy 

If theſe Womb-Fits depend upon rhe menſtrual Blood retained and corruped, as their cauſe ; and - 
the Patients Courſes are either wholly ſtopt, or flow very little, and to no purpoſe,and ſhe her {elf is 
not to ſeek for carnal Embracements, but well provided And ſome Symptoms do attend this ſup- 
preſſion, as Melancholy, Waſpiſhneſs, Sluggiſhneſs, Drowſinels, Head-ach, ſwelling of the Dugs, 
heavineſs of the Loins and Thighs. A 

That this diſeaſe comes from evil Humors is known,by the Patients having her Courſes well being. 
exerciſed ſufficiently with a&ions of Generation, by her being ſtept into years, or being very fall of 
evil Humors, or being troubled with ſome other Diſeaſe in her Womb. 

| We muſt alſo ſet down the Signs of thoſe other Symptoms which we fortnerly defcribed,as ſpring- 
ing from the Womb, FO | 

Head-ach coming from the womb is known, becaufe the Patient hath not her Courſes right, the 

ain does chiefly trouble her, or is moſt encreaſed at orneer the time of her Courſes flowing, and 
her worb is out of order. Alſo we may diſtinguiſh. whether an Humor,or a Vapor cauſe this pain 
for if the pain be not great, heavy, and preſling, and come by fits, it comes certainly from a Vapor -: 
but if the pain be continual, joyned with heavinels, it ſhews an Humor contained in the part; which 
if it be Chollerick, the pain is biting, pricking, and acute or ſharp if it be Flegmatick, it cauſes

Panting of the Heart, and beating of the Arteries about the ſhort Ribs and Back; Diſeaſes of the 
Stomach, Liver and Spleen: and divers pains may be conceived to ariſe from the womb, if the other 
Signs and Symptoms of the womb affe&ed, before recited, be likewiſe preſent. As alſo, if by put- 
ting ſweet {melling things to the Water-gate, and ſtinking things to the Noſe, the Patient do find

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malady which ſeldom kill the Patients, but uſe to ſtick a long time by them. But fometimes they 

are in danger of death by reaſon of ſwooning fits that happen,or by ſome extraordinary Convulfisn 
Likewiſe if the fits are frequent and hard to be removed, itis to be feared leſt Reſpiration being fa 
often hurt, 'the Native heat ſhould be ſuffocated, and the Patient come to die. 4: 

That Womb-paſſion is worſt,in which more patts are drawn into conſent ; and that is bad which 
{prings from corrupted Seed, or from a long ſuppreſſion of the monthly Courſes. 

In Elderly perſons this Diſeaſe is hardly curable, becauſe of that plenty of Corruption where... 
with they are wont toabound. In younger Women, it commonly ceaſes when they begin to bring 


forth Children. ne” | | | 

In Women with Child, and that lie in Child-bed, it is a dangerous Diſeaſe ; in the former, for 
fear of miſcarriage; iu thelatter becauſe of their weakneſs after Child-bearing. 

For a Womari troubled with theſe Worh-fits, to ſneeze is good, for it ſignifies ſtrength of Brain . 
and by the motion of ſneezing, the malignant 'Vapors which befiege the Brain, are diſcuſſed ; ariq 
likewiſe the vitious Humors contained in the Womb evacuated. 

CURE. Atwor-fald Cure belongs to this Iufirmity : one in the fit, another out of the fit. 
In the fit, thoſe vapors Which cauſe it are to be diſcuſſed and drawn back from the part affe&ed; the 
Humors contained in the Womb which ſend up thoſe Vapors, muſt be voided 3 and the Womb 
when it is removed out of its proper place (which often happens according to Hypecrates) muſt be 
reſtored to the ſame again. ITO? : | 

Firſt therefore, The ſick party muſt be laid upon a bed in ſuch a poſture, that her Neck arid 
Shoulders lie high and ſloaping, but her Thighs and Privy parts lie low and ſhooting downwards,for 
{o the Womb is more eaſily reduced. * | 

Then muſt her lower parts be tied very hard, ſo as to cauſe pain likewiſe. they muſt þe well rub. 
bed andchafed ; alſo Cupping-glaſſes are to be ſet upon her Hips; and a very large Cupping-glafs - 
{et upon het Share is very profitable. 'But-take heed that you do not apply a Cupping-glafs upon 
the Patients Navil, which many ignorantly are wont to do, for by that means the Womb is drawn 
upivards again. When Convullions happen; or ſwooning fits, hard rubbings with coarſe cloathes 
are good upon the Soles of, the Feet, alfo with Vinegar and Salt ; it is good likewiſe to pluck off 
{ome Heirs from the Head and Share, to cratap the fingers of the Patient, whoop aloud in her ears, 
and ſuch like. AE "I | 


It is alſs good to lay vnto the ſoles of her Feet this Epiſpaſtick, or drawing Cataplaſnie or 
Pultis. | 

Take Leaves of Artemiſia, Mugwort, feaverfew, Ruz, of each one handful : Sage, half a band- 
ful : Pidgeons dung powdered three ounces :* Black, Soap an ounce and an half : Amber, Frankincenſe 
. Maſtich powdered, of each a dram and an balf - Fuyce of Rue and Vinegar, allayed with Water, as

At the fame tirhe,ftinking and ſtrong ſmelling things are to be put unto her Noſe; as Partridg fea: 
thers burnt, od Leather burnt, and Brimſtone fired; Jeat or Agate Oyl, a Pomander of Afſafetids, 
Caftorium, Galbanum, Rue moiſtened with Syrup of Artemiſia, or with Vinegar; Garlands of 
Rue, Tanſey,or Wormwood. But if the Woman be Epileptick, or ſubje@ to the Falling fickneſs, we 
muſt abſtain from the ſtronger things before mentioned; becauſe the Brain being therewith offended, 


"is put into a Commotion, by which means the Humors ate troubled ſuddenly in the Ventricks 
thereof, and the Symptoms are made more grievous. |

Authors do likewiſe counſel that the Patients belly above the Navil be ſtrongly girt witha ſwath- 
band, that the Womb may be thereby reduced, and the vapors hindered from aſcending. + .

But IMercatus and Rodericus a Caſtro, do determine 
contrarily, That a vein ought to be opened in the Patiens Ankle or Inftep, when the Diſcaſc ſprings 
from an abundance of Menſtrual blood retained ; and that the Patients ſtrength oppreſſed with the 
burden, the paſſages obſtructed with too much blood ; and the danger of ſuffocation hence ariſing 
can be remedied by no other means but bleeding} ſeeing in this caſe, neither ſtinking ſinells-nor ſweet 
ſmels, nor Cupping-Glaſſes, can bring the Patient out of her fit, Philippus Hoechſterterons in the 
"Tecond part of his Obſervations, makes it appear by certain Hiſtorics,thar bleeding in the Foot hath 
done much good ; Infomuch.as a certain Nun, which had been ſpeechleſs, and in Convulſion firs for 
two days together,two hours after-ſhe had bled, began to ſpeak,and to eat and drink. Iam of Opi- 
nion, a Vein may be opened, if the Pulle-be ſtrong, and there be evident tokens that blood doth ty- 
per-abound : But if the Pulſe be weak, we-muſt forbear, and ſtay till the fit is over for a more con-

Plaiſters are profitably applied under the Navil, of the Maſs of Emplaſtrum Coroneum, which 
mollifies and diſcuſſeth, and {ſo is better than the vulgar womb-plaiſter, which doth ſomewhat bind, 
and therefore may retain the vapors and malignant humors. Plaiſters are likewiſe made of. Galba- 
num and Afſafeetida, or of Caranna, and Tacamahacca, either alone, or with ſome Spices mingled

A certain woman was vexed 
with moſt cruel Symptomes, Head-ach, Belchings, contrattion of the Body, painin the Groin, grinding 
of her Teeth, ſometimes falling to the ground ſpeechleſs, with her mouth ſhut, ſo as ſhe could not open 
it ; and all this through diſorder of the Womb. Many remedies being uſed in vain, a certain old Wo- 
man comes, and gives her thirteen grains of Muk,, and as many of common Dragons blood, in four 

ounces of Orange flower Water, ſhe was cured,- and never felt the like griefs any more. 1 have in the 
like caſe gruen the ſame Medicine divers times, and always with good effett. 

An Els Claw is allo very good in thele fits, according to the experiment of Apollonins Menabeus 
in his Treatiſe of the Elk,Chap. 10in theſe words. I confeſs I have both beard fromothers, and 
found by my ow experience, that an Elks (law is a preſent remedy for the Suffocation of the Mother. 
For being called to nelp a Woman in thoſe Fits, I gave her the raſpins of the Elks Claw with Zedoary ; 
with which, and with other remedies adminiſtred according to the rule of eArt, I did the Cure with Ho- 
nor. And when T underſtood, that ſhe was wont to be troubled with thoſe Fits oftentimes, I injoyned 
her to wear a picce of Elks claw continually about her Ni, ec>. Which when ſve diligently obſerved, for the 
Jpace of three months that I was in the place , ſhe was ever free from thoſe Fits, and gave me oftentimes 
thawks for my advie. | | 

Camphire fired, and caſt into the water, and there abiding till it be quenched, is an excellent

Fypocrates in - 
his Firſt Book of the Nature of Women ſeems to conimend the fare : and there is much reaſon io 
back his Opinion: For an extream refrigeration of the body,and Languiſhment of Natural ſtrength, 
cannot be better holpen,than by giving the Patient a Cup of rich Canary. But Avicenna wholly tor- 
bids it. And indeed, Becauſe this Diſeaſe depends for the moſt part upon Seed retained, or of Blood 
and foul Vapors carred up from the womb; wine by its thinnefs and exceeding piercing faculty, 
doth more exagitate and vex the Morbifical matter z whence we ſee by common Experience, that 
women troubled with this Diſeaſe, are worle if wine be given in their Fits. To comfoſe this Con« 
tention, we ſay, That wine ordinarily isnot to be given during the Fit, but upon excraordinary oc- 
cafion:Namely, when the Patient's ſtrength is extreamly dertay*d, or ſhe hath Swooning Fits joyned 
with the Mother-Fits, or ſeems to be at the laſt gaſp : all other Remedies tryed in yain,we miake uſe 
of wine as our laſt Refuge, and for prefent help. | 

In this Cure we muſt be very careful, if the Patient be with Child, and prudent in our adminiſtra- 
tion of Medicaments z neither muſt we uſe thoſe more vehement and ſtinking ones, left we cauſe miſ- 
carriage ; arid we muſt perform the Cure rather by outward than inward Medicaments. 
| Inthe Courſe of the Cure, care muſt be taken of the Heart and Brain, and if they ſeem much ops« 
preſſed, they muſt be relieved by ſuch Medicines as are proper unto them. To the Heart, wine and 
Orange-ſlower-water, or Imperial water, or Treacle of Andromachw difſolved in wine, muſt be ap- 
plied by wetting things therein, and laying them upon the Region thereof; or hot living Creatures 
are to be applied thereunto. For to ſtrengthen the Head, thoſe Remedies muſt be ufed which are ſer 
down in our Chapter of ſſeepy Diſeaſes. | _ 

VVhen the fit is over, Care muſt be taken to prevent the return thereof, either wholly,or at leaſt 
for a long time : which is dotie by a removal of the Cauſes, and by ſtrengthening the womb. 

In the firſt place therefore at a convenient feaſon;but eſpecially in the Spring and Fall, the Patient 
touſt be yearly evacuated, begitining with a Purging potion, of ſoine other Medicament ſuitable to 
the Nature of the Patient; always adding Hyfſterical things.

Some commend Pexcedanum,or Hog-fennel root, hung in a ſtring about the neck. And our women 
do with good ſuccefs wear a piece of Afaſcetida in a thin rag of cloth. I have known ſome that have 
worn a Fox's Pizzle and Stones dried, tied about their neck in a ſtring, and reſting upon their Nayil, 
and by that means pteſerved themſelves from the Womb-fits.. _

Chap. 7. Of Inflamation of the Womb. 


Nflamation of the Womb, is a Tumor or ſwelling of that part, ſptinging from blood that is 

ſhed into the ſubſtance thereof.

CAUSES. The Cauſes which produce or encreafe this Diſeaſe, may be divers 3 viz. A

womb, with wideneſs of the paſſages; Air extream hot, inflamiag the humors ; or very cold, com- 
paRting and knitting them together,and ſo ſtopping the monthly Courſes flowing,or ready to Row;

- If . the inflamation turn to an Impoſthume, and gather matter, the pain and Fever are encreaſed, 
and ſhaking fits come without any certain courſe; yet commonly they take their turn about evening, 
and all the other ſymptoms are heightned. When ſuppuration is accompliſhed, all the ſymptoms 
are mitigated, and the ſwelling riſes higher, whereby ſometimes the excrement of the guts or urine 
is ſtopped. But if the Inflamation be diſcuſſed without ſuppuration, the ſwelling leſſens, and the 
 1ymptoms become gentler. . _ 

If it turn to a Schirrhus (that is; an hard ſwelling) the Fever, Pain and other ſymptoms are dimi- 
niſhed, the ſwelling abides, becomes harder ;, likewiſe the weight and heavineſs remain both in the 
wor, and the adjacent parts, ſo that the Patient can hardly ſtir her ſelf. 
 PROGNOSTICK. A good prognoſtick cannot be made of this Diſeaſe, becauſe it is very dari- 
ger6us, and for the moſt part deadly.

Chap. 8. Of an Uker of the Womb: 


EE 2 fuppurated inflamation of the Womb, follows an Ulcer, which likewiſe depends upon 
other cauſes, namely, ſo many as may cauſe an Eroſion, fretting or gnawing the ſubſtance of 
the womb. 

CAUSES. The cauſes therefore hereof are, An Impoſthume breaking, ſharp humors flow- 
ing into the Womb, ſharp and corroſive Medicines conveyed into the womb,or taken at the Mouth, 
as was ſaid before touching Cantharides or Spaniſh Flyes. j | 

The Antecedent Cauſes are all fuch things which we have formerly ſhewed, have power to cauſe 

an Inflamation, as Child-birth, violent and unbridled Carnal ConjunRtion, a long flux of ſharp hu- 
mors from the Womb,woundds, falls and bruiſes, and eſpecially a venomous Gonorrhea, and the Le- 
chers Pox, the infe&ion whereof is ſoon communicated to the womb, and its Neck. 

DIAGNOSTICK. The differences of this Diſeaſe are taken from the place, the magnitude, 
the Figure and Complication, with other Infirmities. 

In reſpe&.of the place, that is to ſay, the ſeveral parts of the womb ; the Ulcer is ſometimes poſ- 
ſeſſed of the Neck of the womb, and its inner Orifice z ſometimes it is in the bottom, though but 
ſeldom, Sometimes, and that moſt frequently, it ſeizes the inner ſurface of the womb; ſometimes,but 
ſeldom, it aſſaults the outward ſurface; whence it comes to paſs, that ſometimes the Quittor of theſe 
Ulcers come out by the bladder or Guts 3 or if it ſettle in the Cavity of the Abdomen, Impoſthumes 
ariſeabout the Patients Groyns, of which Hypocrates ſpeaks in his 47 Aphor. Se. 5. 

In reſpe& of Quantity, ſome are great, others ſmall Ulcers, according as they take more or leſs 
ſpace in the womb; which if they belittle and ſuperficial, they differ little from the Scab and Itch 3 
but if oy be great,grievous, and as it were deyouring, they are called by Hypocrates, Nome,that is 
eating Ulcers, 

Inregard of their Figure,Ulcers are called Round, Long, Hollow, or Fiftulous, that is like a Pipe. 

In regard of Complication with other Infirmities,they are called Phlegmonous,Cancerous, Schir-

CHAP. XII. 
Of the Wombs Wind and Water Swelling, or Dropſee. 


He Inflation or blowing up of the Womb with Wind, and its Dropſie, are by Writers confond- 

T ded or jumbled together ; (o that they call the Inflation a Dropſie coming of wind ; whereas 
the Dropſie properly fo called is ingendered by a watry Humor. Yet are they diſtinguiſhed, and 
there is a certain puffing up of the womb with wind, ſuddenly ruſhing in, and ftretching the ſame, 
and cauſing vehement pain, as in the Chollick z which becauſe it continues not, but is ſoon diltuſſed; 
it deſctves not the name of Dropſie z and fuch a puffing up is often ſeen in Hyſterical women which 
have the Womb fits. | +7 
DIFFERENCES, There is therefore to be reckoned a two-fold Dropfie of the 
Womb ; one from wind, which islike that ſort of B:lly-Dtoplie which is termed Tympanices, or the 
Drum-belly Drophie : another ariling from a wheyiſh Humor,anſwering to the Drophie of the belly, 
| called eFſcztes,that is,the Bottle-belly Dropſie : Some add a third ſort,anſwering to the third fort 
of Belly-dropſies, called from its cauſe, Lexcopblegmatia, that is, white-flegm Dropfic, which is ſel- 
dom ſeen in the courſe of Praftice. Yet | have teen a Gentlewoman, *which in one day voided 
ſuch plenty of thick fkegaa out of her womb, as might weigh probably fix or feven pound weight : 
which flegm long retained, might doubtleſs have cauſed in her a Droplie of the Womb. 
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| Wind and water cauſing a Droplie of the womb, are contained either within the Cavity of 
the womb, or in its Membranes, or incertain Bladders. Fouching the Cayity of the womb, 'it is 
fomewhat doubted how wind and Humors can be contained therein, feeing there is ſo caſie a 
Paſſage through the neek and mouth of the womb, We anſiver, the inner. Orifice or mouth of 
the womb, may be cloſed by divers ways; either by thick fegm fticking falt hereunto, and .grow- 
ing bard, or by a Schirrhus,or ſome other cauſe. Mercatus cotxceives, That a ſnotty kind of flegm is 
voided by the mouths of thoſe veins whicl are ordained for the monthly Purgations, and that of 
the {aid ſnotty flegm a ckin-is framed, which covers all the inner ſurface of the womb, within 
which thin.skin, the wheyiſh and windy Matter is contained. But Ferneliwe thinks, That watet 
may be contained in the womb, without any thing amis in its month, but barely by its conftriion 
orpuringel it felf rogether, All theſe ſorts are to be allowedof, and moy be confirmed by divers

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To the ſecond Queſtion we Anſwer thus. That the ſorts of the womb-dropſies may be known 
from one another after this manner. If it ariſe from wind, the lower part of the belly being ſtruck, 
gives a found;the belly is afflited with the pricking pains, which reach ſometimes as far as the Mid. 
riff, Stomach, Loyns, and other parts; ſometimes wind breaks evidently out of the neck of the 
Womb. Likewiſe, women often feel their Wombs riſing like a Globe towards their Stomach. 
Sometimes their breath is ſhort and the ſick woman when ſhe awakes out of ſleep, oftentimes is much 
troubled to fetch her wind. After all meat and drink whatever, they are worſe. They often belch 
and their belchings give them eafe. They are oft troubled with Womb fits or ſuffocation of the Mo- 
ther. Sometimes they are pained below the Navil, ſo as they cannot endure to be touched, Thoſe 
Signs do allo appear in the laflation or Blowing up of the Womb with wind, which differs from this 
Dili aſe(as was {aid before)only in this, that the Inflation is of lefs durance, but a Dropſie of wind 
continues a far longer time. 

But if the Wombs Droplie ariſe from a wheyiſh Humor, the Regions thereof appear ſoft and flag- 
gy; whereas wind ſtretches it ſtiff: there is a greater heavineſs in the part,and a noile as of water floy- 
ng this way and that way : ſome water now and then drops from the Privity. And finally if it ariſe 
from fl-gm, the toftnefs and flagginels of the part wlll be yet greater, and encreaſe daily more and 
more ; and the bordering parts,asall under the Navil, the Privy parts, the fpace between the Privity 
and Fundament, with the Loyns, will be feen with a Phlegmarick kind of Swellin 

To the Third Queſtion we anſwer thus. 
miſ-affeed, as by acute or long fevers, immoderate fluxes of blood, grieyous diſtillations from the 
Head, weakneſſes of the Stomach ; Swellings of the Spleen or. Liver, and other ſtubborn Dileaſes of 
thoſe parts, with wnich the Wombs Drophie began, encreaſing as they encreaſcd ; it will be more 
than an even lay, that the womb receives the matter of its Dropſic from thoſe parts by way of a flux 
of Rhzume. But if this womb ſwelling happen when the whole Body is in good health, and do 
ſucceed particular Dilcales of the Womb, ſuch as are hard Travels in Child-birth, ſupprefſions of the 
monthly courſes, or over-great flux thereof, Ulcers, Cholerick, or Melancholick, or har Tumors, 
we may conjecture, that the Wombs-Drophie doth depend upon. thoſe particular diſpoſitiens, and 
that the matter cauſing the ſaid Tumor is gathered together in the womb it ſelf, . by means of its in-

To the fourth Queſtion, we may anſwer by ſaying, That the matter which is contained in the 
Cavity of the womb, doth make a much larger Swelling than when it is contained in bladders.

And if fo be, little bladders full of water be voided out of the 

womb, it's a moſt certain ſign, that the Humor is contained in the little bladders. wee 
To rhe Fifrh Queſtion we muſt anſiver ; that the wombs-dropſie is Gifferenced from Tumors 

of blood or Choler, ariſing in the womb 3 becauſe in ſuch Tumors or Sweltings thereis a fever and 


a pain which is encreaſed by the leaſt touchz' alfo the Inflamation reaching even to the parts of Ge- - 
neration..

A Rupture of the aforeſaid Ligaments may proceed from all violent Cauſes, as a blow; a fall, dan- 
cing and leaping) lifting ſome heavy burden, or carrying the ſame, violent compreſſion of the Abdo-- 
men :; vehement Coughing which dures long, violent neczing, eſpecially in Child-bed, hard ftrai- 
ning to ſtool, difficult ravail,violent extra&ion of the Child out of the womb,or of the After-birth; 
vehement endeavour of the womb to caſt out ſomewhat offenſive thereunto, as a dead Child, aMole; 
or an After-birth ; for then, according to Galen, in his Third Book of Natural Faculties, the ſame 
thing betides the womb,which is wont to happen to two wraſtlers who endeavour to throw one the 


- other upon the ground, till both fall together. Hereunto add, frequent ſetting of Cupping glaſſes 


upon the Thighs, and very vehement agitation of Body, or of Mind. | 

Relaxation or ſlackening of the Ligaments is cauſed likewiſe by divers cauſes, as by a long laftin g 
Catarrh,divers Crudities,which are caft out into the womb,as the fink of the whole Body. Whence 
it is that women long troubled with the Whites, can ſcarce avoid this diſeaſe, !eſpecially eld erly wo- 
men which are moſt of all troubled therewith. Add hereunto external cavſes,as are over { requent ba- 
thing, eſpecially in cold water ; Southern and moiſt Air, eſpecially being received into the Womb

fing cauſe is tobe taken away, which may be divers, viz. A Stone in the Bladder Ja 1welling in the 
freight Gut,Fatnefs of the Caul, the Legs or Thighs diſtorted, and going aſplay; the Cure of which 
accidents ſee in their proper place. 


In ſtreightnels of the Paſſage, which is chiefly cauſed by hardneſs or dryneſs, we muſt work with

Among things Natural hindering the Reception of the Sperm, in the firſt 
place is reckoned, youngnelſs of Age, in which, by reaſon of the ſmallneſs and ftraitneſs of the Geni- 
tal Parts the woman caunot receive the mans yard, of not without very great pain, which makes her 
worſe tor Genial Embracements. The ſame effe& is cauſed by over-great Age, {ceing that in.elderly 
Virgins,the Genital Parts, through want of being exerciſed in aftions tending to Gereration,do be- 
come withered,flap, and flaggy, and ſo ſtrait that they cannot afterwards eafily admit a mans Yard.

The Fourth and laſt Cauſe of Barrenneſs, (viz. When the woman doth hot yield convenient mat- 
ter to form the Conception, and to augment the ſame) depends upon a want of Seed and Menſtruat 
blood ; ſo over-young women and over-old do not conceive,through want of both thoſe Materials. 
The Age of a woman fit fot to conceive, 1s commonly determined to be from the fourteenth to the 
fiftieth year ofher Age. Yea, and though thole forelaid Materials are not wanting, if yet they are 
ill diſpoſed, they are not fit for Generation. And they may be ill diſpoſed through divers diſtempers, 
and other Diſeaſes ; likewiſe by reaſon of bad Diet,producing none of the beſt blood. 'So women

To the Cauſes hitherto muſtered up, muſt be added a certain diſproportion or unſutableneſs be. 5 
tween the Mans Sperm,and the Womans, which makes they cannot be rightly mingled, nor conſpire 
to-the joynt-making up of an Embrion or Rudimental In:ant'; though there be in the mean while no - 
{enfible defe& either in the Man or Wife. And it ſometimes happens, that the ſame man can have 
a child by another womari,and the ſame woman by another man ; whereas they have lived together 
in the married eſtate barren. It comes likewiſe to paſs, That a woman ſhall live with a man for ten or 
more years together, and not conceive with child, and afterward ſhall begin to conceive and bring 
forth: the Cauſe of which accident is, The change of Temperature cauſed by years, whereby the'Seed 
comes to have another temper, fo that being before diſproportionate to the mans Seed, it comes by 
change of Ape to be fitly proportioned thereunto.

If an hot diſtemper be the cauſe of Barrennels, the ſame Cure is to be uſed, which was deſcribed ir; 
the hot diſtemper of the Liver. But if the Exceſs of heat be yet more violent, recourſe muſt be had 
to thoſe things which have been deſcribed in our Chapter of Wombe-fury,But the Camphire muſt be 
left out of thoſe Medicines, becaule it is held to be a very great Enemy to fruitfulneſs. 

Extream dryneſs hindering Conception, muſt be cured by a reſtorative Diet; and if the Conſump- 
tion of the fleſh be much, we muſt have recourſe to the Cure of an HeRick Fever, viz. Uſe of Milk ; 
frequent Bathing, and ſuch like. ” © 

But the moſt frequent cauſe of Barrennels is a cold and moilt diſtemper of the whole Body and of 
the Womb,which is often accompanied with the Whites, whole particular cure muſt be fetched from 
its proper Chapter. But the following Medicaments may be peculiarly applied to theſe Uiſtempers, 
which by a diſcreet Phyſician may be varied, fo as to make them more heating or drying, according 
as moiſture ſhall the more offend, 

And in the firſt place flegmaticx Humors abounding in the Body are to be evacuated by purging, 


- Diuretick and Sudorifick Medicaments. And certain Revulſions are to be made, by Ifſues in the 


Arms, Neck, or Thighs, Alſo the principal parts are to be ſtrengthened, with Treacle, Mithridate;, 
Tablets, or Loz:nges of Aromaticum Rofatum, ConfeRion of Alkermes and ſuch like. Alfo Purga- 
tions muſt he repeated at certain diſtances of time, if evil Humors do fzem to.abound. 

eAfterward we muſt proceed to ſuch things, which Co by a peculiar vertue or ſpecifick property 
ſtrengthenthe Womb, help Conception, and procure deſire of fleſhly Imbracements, of which kind 
of Medicaments there are innumerable fornis deicribed by Authors.

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- PROGNOSTICK. But the Prognoſtick'of theſe Diſeaſes is not theſame 3 becauſe in women 

with Child they are far more dangerous, and very oftentimes mortal.So faith Hypocrares in. Aphor, 
13. Se. 5. For a Woman witt-Child to be ſeized by an acute Diſeaſe is deadly. For if the Dilca( 
havea Fever joyned with it, there is a two-fold danger attending the ſame (as Galen ſheiys in 
his Commentary vpon this Aphoriſm) one from the Fever, which will kill the Child; another from 


the ſlender Diet which is requilite to the Cure of the Fever, but it is not ſufficient to nouriſh the 


Infant in the Womb. Or it-it be an acute Dileaſe without a Fever, as the Falling-ſickneſs, apg: 
plexy,Univerſal Convulfion of the whole Body, the Mother and Infant cannot withſtand the violence 
of the diſeaſe, -neither can they bear ſuch ſtrong Medicines asare requiſite to the Cure of thoſe dif. 
eaſes: Yet we muſt know that this Prognoſtick is not perpetually true, For we know by the Teſti- 


monies and Examples in Authors, and by daily Experience, That many women with Child having 
acute diſeaſes; eſcape with their lives. 

But Chronical or lingering diſeaſes, as Intermitting Agues, Catarrhs, Tenaſmus, &c. do threaten 
Abortion, and if they cauſe it not, they can hardly be cured before the women be brought to bed, 
but dokeep her company till ſhe lie down. | 

. Diſeaſes Acute and Chronical in the firſt and laſt months, are more dangerous, than in the inter- 
mediate months. For in the firſt months, the bands wherewith the Infant is faſtened to the Womh 
are weak, ſo they may eaſily be broken, and the tender Infant is more eaſily over-preſſed with thole 
preternaturat Cauſes. But inthe laſt months, Namely, the fixth, ſeventh and eighth, the Child 
being-grown greater, requires much nouriſhment, which in theſe Diſeaſes it is deprived of. Alſo'the 
forelaid bands do not ſtick 1o faſt asin the third, fourth and fifth months, in which there is le.s dan- 
ger of Abortion. Therefore Galen doth excellently compare the Child in the womb to Fruirs hanging 
on a Tree, which upon their firſt growing out have very tender ſtalks, fo that they may be eaſily 
ſhakem off with the wind, or any other vislent commotion; and when they are near ripe,they hatg 
not ſo faſt upon the bough, as in the intermediate ſpaces they did. 


CURE. Likewiſe the Cure of the afore{aid diſeaſes in women with Child doth remarkably 


differ, as touching their Diet, and thoſe two grand Remedies, Blood-letting and Purgins ; where-. © 


unto we may add Medicaments which evacuare by other ways, viz. Such as move the Courles, Piſs. 


drivers and Sweat-drivers, becauſe it is feared left by theſe evacuations, abortion may be cauled : of - 
thefe therefore we ſhall only -treat at preſent, referring what elſe belongs to the cure of thete 


Diſeaſes to the proper Chapters, where ſuch reſpeRive dilcaſzs are handled. 

 {Asforthatrer of Diet, it is not for women with Child in Acutediſeaſes to be injoyned too ſpare, 
leſt the little Infant be famiſhed; neither is it to be allowed lo liberal;that the Fever ſhould þe ther 4 
by ſtrengthened ; but we muſt ſteer a middle courſe with this Caution, That in the firſt months of 

their Belly-burden, a thin Diet be enjoyned, and in the latter fomewhat tore folid and plentiful, 
becauſe the Child doth then ſtand in need-of More nouriſhment. Yet if there muſt needs be ſome 
error in Diet, it is better to err in keeping too full, than too ſlender a diet; for recovery is chiefly ta 
be expected from the ftrength of the Mother and the Child, 


Touching Bleeding, that Aphoriſm of Hypoerates, viz. the 13. of Sea. x. is preſently broughr 
in oppoſition,where he ſays, If a Woman with Child be let blood, ſhe miſcarries, efyecially if rhe Child 
be grown. And Galen renders the reaſon in his Comment , becaule the Blood being let our, the 
. Infant wants its nouriſhment, whence follows Abortion. On the other fide, daily Experience 

| thews, That in very many diſeaſes of big-bellied women, eſpecially acute diſeaſes, as the Pleurilie, 
Inflamation of the Lungs, continual Fevers, and fuch like, blood-letting is necefſary, and may be 
adminiſtred, not'only in thefirſt, but alſo in the middle months, and ſometinſes in the laſt months 


of a womans Brlly-bearing. Which if it be omitted, both Mother and Child ate in great danger of 


death. And. to-this latter Opinion the Elder Phyſitians aſſent, not diſſenting from the "mind of 
| Galenand Hypocrates, by ſo doing, For therefore it is they held a woman would mifcarry, if being 

with Child, ſhe were let blood; becauſe blood being taken away, the Child would want its nouriſh- 
ment. So that if blood may ſo be taken away, as that the Infant ſhall not watit its Noutiſhment, 
there will be no danger of Abortion thereby.

And] 
have ſometimes experienced this plentiful Bload letting in th: laſk month, wen the women with Child 
were afflift:d with a 3urninz Fever, 4:4 were fu'l of blood haping, thereby an abatement of the Fevers, 
and an haſtening of the 3urth, both wich I obtained by Bloo4 letting , and ſaved both Child and 
Mother in danger of death, by tois only Remedy. Waich being in ſome Patients omitted, and 
neglefted by Phyſitians, minding more the words of Hypoccates, than the matter it ſelf, bath been 
the cauſe that both Cni;d and Mither hath miſerably periſhed , being ſtrangled by the plenty and 
rvency of blood. So far Salius, Amatus Luſitanus, ia his 57. Cure of his 15S:&ion, let a wo- 
man with Child of eighteen years of Age Blood in the fixth month four times with happy ſuccels, 
ſhe being ina barning Fever. And Rodericus a Caſtro in his third . Book of Womens Diſcaſes, 
Ch ap- 21 writes, that he let a woman of L:sbon blood, who had a Pleurifie in the eighth month, 
and was given over for deſperate by othet Phyſitians, four times and noleſs,one after another,and ſhe 
reco vered,and had a hzalthy Boy. And to conclude,If | may freely relate ſomewhat from mine own 
| Experience, | will ſet down the following Hiftory, which is a rare one, and worthy to be reparded, 
The wife of John Vicules, Cit:zen of Montpelier, had three eMiſcarriages one after another ar ſe- 
veral times of ber being with Child : When ſhe was the fourth time with Child, avout the endof the 
ſecond month, ſh: was taken with the ſame pains of her Belly and Loins, \which had been the u[ ual 
fore runners of her former Mſcarriages. I being called to her, and conſidering ſhe was a Sanguine wo- 
wan, and full of blood, preſently canſed faur ounces of Blood to be taken from her ; amd within balf an 
hour the aforeſaid pains quite ceaſed, and the wonan was ſo well that ſhe would not uſe theſe other 
Medicines which | preſcribed for her to prevent Abortion, Now thele Symptoms appeared in the 
ſelf fame tim:, wherein ſhe was wont to have her courſes, when ſhe was.not with Child.

Yet I would not have a young Phyſlitian moved with theſe examples, be too bold in letting women 
blood in their laſt months of being with Child. But the Nature of the Diſeaſes and of the women 
muſt be diligently conſidered, that Medicaments may be conveniently ſuited thereunto. Alwayes 
remember that. ſins of omiſfion are lighter than (ins of commiſſion, and that it is better in a doubtful 
caſe to fall ſhort, than to outpals the due and fitting bounds. Yet when he finds the evident indicati- 
ons of Blood-lettin z, let him boldly draw Blood, firſt informing the by-ſtanders or friends of the ſick 
there is more danger of Abortion, and of the death of Infant and Mother,from the Cruelty of the 
Diſeaſe, than fro.n Blood-letting : and always remembring that but little blood be taken away, 
that the Child may not mils of its nouriſhment. And if plenty of blood require a larger quantity to 

be taken away, let it be done at divers times, and not allat once. . 
Wherefore the foreſaid Aphoriſm of Hypocrates does hot abſolutely forbid the opening of a 
Vein, but only warns that Phyſitians be wary what they do in that kind. Which js elegantly 
delivered by. Cornelins Celſus in the 10. Chapter of his 2 Book, in theſe. words. The Antients 
did judge that young and old people could not bear Blood-lettings And they perſwade themſeves 
that a woman with Child let Blood would miſcarry. But experience hath ſince taught us, that 
theſe are no general Rules, and there are other conſiderations of more weight , which the prafti- 
tioners are to regard. Por it matters not of what Age the Patient is, nor what ſhe bath.in her Bolly, 
but what her ſtrength is. So that if a young man be weak, or 4 woman not with Child be weak, 
Blood is 4ll taken from them, for the remaining ſtrength dies, and they periſh. But a ſtroag Child, 
and a ſtrong old woman, and a woman with ('vild that is luſty, are. ſafely cured by bleeding. So far 
Celſus. Some latter Phyſitians have dared to open rhe lower Veins in Women with Child, 
to®Cure the Falling-ſickneſs by conſent of the womb, the Venereal and Peſtilential Bubo, 
yea, and to prevent Abortion, as we may ſee in Zacutus Luſitanus in his Book of wonderful 
Cures Obſer. 23. Book 1. and Obſer. 130. and 151.of Book 2. Who by his own and other mens 
| | experlinengs 
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experiments endeavours to prove, that ſuch Blood-letting may be ſafely pratiſed. Which I leay© 
to prudent Phyſitians to conſider of. TO ak | 

We {aid abouc the beginning of this Ghapter,that there is no difference in Curing the Diſeaſes of 
women with child,ſfaving with reſpe& to the greater remedies; which differences muſt be in them thus 
determined, viz That the difcates which hold women not with Child, as vomiting, want of Appe- 
tite and the likez in them being not with Child, they are to be Cured rather by vomiting. than þ 
Blood-letting, becauſe they come from evil humors abounding in the ſtomach and the whole Body; 
but in women with Child, they need rather blood-letting, becauſe they ſpring from Blood retained 
in the very beginning of their being with Child. And experience hath taught that the vomiting which 


is wont often to trouble women with Child,is in the firſt months of Childing exaſperated by Purges; | 


but-by bleeding much abated, yea and wholly taken away, if the Blood-letting be iterated every 
month till the Symptom ceaſe.

* The uſe of | Purging in. women with Child Hypocrates hath defined in Aphor. 1: SeQt. 4. women 
with Child( faith he)are to be purged,if the humor offending:do work in the fourth month,and to the 
ſeventh. But theſe about the ſeventhleſs. - And we muſt take heed what we do when the Child is 
very young, or old. Galen in his Comment fays that there is the ſame proportion between a Child 
in the womb and ſrvit upen' the Free. For fruit when it firſt grows upon the bough, it is held by a 
very tender Ralkind cherefag: quickly falls, being ſhaken by a vehement wind. Afterwards wheri 


they are srown greater, they are nat eaſily ſeparated from the boughs. And yer when they are fully.

Gentle and 
hargilet+. Medicaments have made Phy fitians bolder in this kind,ſucti 1 mean as we uſe at this day,as 
Rhubarb, Myrobalans, Cafſſha,. Manna, Senna, Agarick and the like. But we muſt always remem- 
ber that ſaying of Hypocrates; and we muſt more freely give purgesin the middle months, and more 


 warily in the firſt and laſt. Alſo the uſe of Pills is evermore fulpe&ed in women with Child ;- both 


becauſe they make a greater commotion in the Body,and aifo by reaſon of the aloes,which by reaſon 
of their extream bitterneſs is an enemy to the Child,and'iis thought to open the mouths of the Veins. 


'Butiif {:m-times the uſe thereof ſeems neceſſary, in ſome grievous infirmities of: the ſtomach, which: 


are wor” irequently.to infeſt women with Child the firft months of their being with Child, tet it be 
car*fully waſhed with Roſe-witcr,that the Acrimony thereof may be taken away ; or let it be mixed 
wich firengthening and aſtringent things, as Rhubarb, Maſtich, and ſuch like. TY 
Clyfters are not very fate, becaufe by compreſſing the Womb they may cauſe abortion. So that 

waen there isneed of them,and in women accuſtomed to that kind of evacuation,they muſt be made 
inleſs quantity,. and of ſuch things as are rather mollifying and lenifying,than much purging. | 

' Ina 72rd, touching Sweat-drivers,Piſs-drivers, and ſuch things as move the Courſes, our Opinion 
is,. That Movers of the Caurſes properly ſo called-are never to be uſed in women with Child. And 
Piſs-drivers becauſe they likewile are apt to bring down the Courſes, ought tobe ſulpeed; and if 
the neceſſity of ſome Dilcaſe require the uſe of them,the gentler muſt be made choice of. And finally 
Sweat-drivers may. be ſafely. given, becauſe they drive the Humors out by the Habit of the Body, 
whereby no.danger of abortion is'incurred, inſomuch that women in the middle of their bein 
with Child,” have been cured of the Whores Pox, without harm to their Child.

| Hypecrates in the fecond Book of Popular Sickneſſes, affirms, That to Miſcarry of a Male Con- 
ception of threeſcore days old, helps a woman whofe Courſes are topped : By ſtopping of Courſes, 
he underſtands only their imminution, when women are not ſufficiently, or conveniently purged ar 
their monthly ſeaſons; for by ſuch an abortion or Miſcarriage as aforeſaid, thoſe ſtopped paſſages

The Preſervation from Abortion hath two principal Points or Heads ; The one concerns the woman 
before ſhe be with Child : The other when ſhe is with child. | Ts: 

Before the woman is with child, all evil diſpoſitions of body which are wont to cauſe abortion, 
muſt be removed : as fulneſs of blood, badneſs, of Humors, and peculiar Dilcales of the womb, viz. 
Diſtempers, Swellings, Ulcers, and ſuch like, | | 

Fulneſs of Blood opens the Veins of the womb, or ftrangles.the Infant while it is in the womb. 
This if it be a pure and ſimple plenitude, may be cured by Blood-letting, ſuch as ſhall anſwer the 
quantity of blood ſuper-abounding. : 

But badneſs of Humors is either cholerick and ſharp, fo as to open the Orifices of the Veins or 
by provoking nature to ſtir up the expulſive faculty, whereby the child co nes to be expelled with 
_thoſeevil Humors 3 or by reaſon of plenty of Excrements heaped together in thefirſt Region, and 
diſtending the belly,it ſuffocates the Child 3 or it vitiates the blood in the whole habit of the Body, 
rendring it unfit to nouriſh the Child ;, or it fills the veſſels of the womb which retained the child, 
full of ſlime and ſnot. | | Ox 

This Badneſs of Humors may likewiſe be holpen by blood-letring, but it muſt be, in alefſer 
quantity, ſeeing the principal ſcope of the cure is by frequent purgations, 10 take away the ſuyer- 
fluous Excrements of the Body. Andin the ſpaces between Purge and Purge, ſuch things muſt be 
uſed,as help the diſtemper of the Bowels, mitigate the ſharpneſs of Humors it there be any, or thick- 
en the ſaid Humors, incaſe they be too thin. Or if flegmatick Humors are too rite, they muſt be 
diſcuſſed by Sweat-drivers, Pils-Crivers, and other Remedies. Howbeit we muſt 4iligently obſerve, 
that whatever ill humor abounds, Ifſyes are wonderful profitable.to prevent abortion : of which 
Zacmtus Luſitanus gives a ſpecial note, in theſe words: By moſt happy Experiments I have obſer- 
ved, That frequent abortion cauſed by corrupted Humors which flow from the whole oay to the Womb, 
and by their evil diſpoſition or abundance do kzl the Child, 1s hereby as by a moſt preſent belp prevented : 
Many women did Miſcarry upon this very account, among which ſome having oftentimes brought forth 
aChildof ſeven manths or four months growth, but torn and putrified, could by no other means be freed 
from ſo great a Calamity, ſave by Iſſues made in their Arms and Thighs, which were always.made 
at the beginning of the fiuxion;, by which means they went out their time, and brought forth Children 
healthy, and nor defiled with any Infettion. T, 

The peculiar Dilealcs of the womb, as great Moiſture, Swellings, Ulcers, and ſuch like, muſt be 
cured by their proper Remedies deſcribed in the Chapters which treat of them. . 

In women with Child, if the ſame Cauſes be preſent as in other women, the difficulty is yet great- 
er, becaule big-bellied women cannot fo eaſily bear all kind of Remedies. Yet, left being deſtiture 
of all help, they ſhould remain in-extream danger of Miſcarriage and Death, ſome kind of Remedies

In cafe therefore the Patient be too full of blood, ſhe muſt have a vein opened, though with 
child, eſpecially in the firſt month z and that the ſecond and third time, if need be. Always re- 
membring that there never be much blood taken away at a time.

Chap. 23. Of Gripings after Child-bearing, 


Ripings do ſo frequently betide Women in Child bed,that very few women are free from them: 
But they are not wont toſcek to the Phyſitian for theſe Pains, becauſc within two or three days 
_ they go away. But if they happen more ſharp, and. of longer durance than ordinary, they are forced 
to {end for the Phyſitian, who before he preſcribe any thing, muſt conſider the Cauſes. 

_ The chief Cautes of Gripings and Pains after Child-birth, are the plenty of Blood, its thickneſs, 
ſharpneſs, and narrowneſs of the Veſſels. For the Veins of the Womb having for nine months 


forborn their uſdial Evacuation of Blood,and the Blood being gathered in great quantity, and by its 
Hs retention 


_—_— 
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Tetention becoming thick and ſharp 3 while it goes through the narrow paſſages, it cauſeth Pains, 
which return by Fits,as often as the Womb endeavours a new expulſion of Blood; which being over, 
they ceale till ſuch.time as other blood doth ſeek its way forth. 

Sometimes theſe Gripings are cauſed by Winds, or by Cold received into the Womb, but not {ſo 

ten. 
F Thefe Pains are differenced from others which are wont to afflict the Belly by their continuance 
and by the diſtances of holding up, which they obſerve according to diſtant fits of the bloods iſſuing 
forth; and the Women themlelves can eaſily diltinguiſh theſe pains from all others. 

Thick Blood is known by clotting, but che thin blood by its tenuity, freſh colour, or yellowiſh, 

If the Pain ſpring from wind, it is more wandring, being ſometime in one part of the Belly, and 
ſometimes in another;neither doth it obſerve the diltances in which the Blood ifſues. If cold Air have 
entred the Womb, it may be known by a relation of what hath been ated about the ſick Woman, 

Theſe Pains are not dangerous, but for the moſt part exceeding troubleſom : therefore muſt be 
removed or mitigated as ſoon as may be. | | 

The Cure of theſe Gripings ought to bedireRted to theſe ends; viz. That the Veſſels of the Womb 
be made wider, the Blood thinner, and its ſharpneſs mitigated. All which may be accompliſhed by 
theſe following Mecicaments. | 

Ard firſt of all, let the Patients Belly be gently ſwathed, that her womb may ſettle, and not.be 
moved this way and that way, as often falls out after Child-birth, by reaſon of the ſudgen Evacua- 
tion, | 


Then give her three ounces of Qyl of {weet Almonds new drawn, with an ounce and half of Sy- 
rup of Violets, and two ounces of Hippocras. | | 
Let Clyſters be caſt in of Milk and Sugar, with the Yelks of Epps. 


Or they may be made of a Deco&ion of Chamomel-flowers and Mugwort in Pullet-Broth, adding 


Oyl of Eillies, and the yelks of Eggs. 


Anoint her Belly with Carminating or Wind-expelling and opening Oyls, as Oyl of Dill, Rue 
Jaſmine; or with this following, which being of great efficacy, ought to be made in time conveni- 
ent, and kept in the Apothecaries Shop for ſuch occaſions. |

CHAP. XXIV. 


Of Acute Diſeaſes of Women in Child bed. 


Hat we ſaid before touching the Acute Diſeaſes of Women with Child, we may now repeat 
touching the Acute Diſeaſes of Women'in Child-bed ; viz. Thar they have the ſame Effence 
of the ſame Signs, with the like diſeaſes in women which are not with Child; arid in men. So that 
we ſhall refer the Reader for the Theory of rheſe Diſeaſes, to their proper Chapters. 
DIFFERENCE.) Now the Acute Diſeaſes are for the moſt part continual Fevers, both 
Eſſential, as Synochus putrida, a continual Tertian and the-reft ; and alfo Symtomatical, which ac- 
company inward Inflamations, as the Pleurifie, Inflamation of the Lungs, Inflamation of the 
Liver, Phrenzy, and ſuch like. | S 
Yet there' is apeculiar ſort of Fever, which befalls almoſt all women in Child-hed , Which is call- 
ed by them the Fever of their Milk; which is wont to'befall them about the third or fourth day after 
they are brought to bed, when their milk begins to encreaſe in their Breaſts ; and it ariſeth from the 
reflux of the blood from the Womb to the Dugs;and the motion and agitation thereof. Which kind 
of Feyer is reckoned among the Diary Fevers of the longeſt durance ; neicher needs it any M:di- 
cines, becauſe within three or four days, vzZ, about the ninth after her delivery, it is finiſhed by 
{ſweat.It is diſtinguiſhed from putrid F evers, becauſe commonly it ſeizes the woman about the fourth 
day after her being delivered, and her Dugs begin to be fled with milk, and to b: troubled with 
' hardneſs, pain and heat z with heat and heavinefs in her Back and Shoulders; alfo her Chitd-bed Put- 
gations flow duly, which ſeldom is ſeen in Putrid Fevers es ceiing 
C AUSES.] Now putrid Fevers do befall Women in Child-bed'from' three cauſes, viz Sup- 
preſſion of cheir Chi!d-bed Purgations or dimiritſhing,by tlie heaping together of had Humorsdurins 
the time of their Belly-bearing, which were agitated by their L;abors, or by Errors in their Diet 
Some add immoderate Flux of the Child-bed Purgations,which is, rather a ſign of the ſecret badnefs 
of humors cauſing the Fever, bur cannot be it ſelf any cauſe thereof. wine We 
In ſuppreſſion of the Child-bed Purgations,the Blood and vitious Humors which are colle&ed du» 
ring the whole time of her going with Child, db flow back again into the greater Veins, and there

But if ( the Child-bed Purgations duly flowing ) a Fever ariſe, it cories either from fij fuity 
of Choler,or from Etrors in Diet. Evil humors agitated by th: Labors and pains of. Trave , ocaflly 
_ Inflame, and putrifie and ſir up a Fever. Errors of Dier may happen divets ways ; a ſt in 
point ot cating; in which women that lie ing, are wont to be, very faulty, ſtopping themiclyes with 
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_ pledty and variety of Diſhes, which cannot be by-them digeſted, but cauleth putrefaQtion in their 

Bodies: Another error is committed when Childing-women do unadviledly expole thernlelyes unto 
the cold Air, elpecially while their Milk-fever is ih4ts vigor, which is wont to be terminated by 
{weating and tranlpifation, which:is hihdered by heedlels admiſſion of the cold Airzwhence it comes 
to paſs, \that the Fever which of itſelf was void of danger, and would in a few days have Cealed, is 
changed into a dangerous putridFever. — _ FLINT DOnhE vt 

Thcre is yet another frequent Cauſe of the Fevers of Childing-women, viz. When the Afeer. 
births are.not wholly caſt focth,. but tome portion remains behind. This happens principally in the 
Wombiliver, when a part thereof ſometimes annexed to the Womb, and lett there, doth putrefie . 
which makes the-Child-bed fluxes to come-forth greeniſh, Finking, and Carrion-like; and if within 
few daysit be not (eperated from: the-wornb and excluded, it caſts the ſick woman into great dan- 
ger of death, ſeeingitmay mortifteche'Womb. |

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DIAGNOSTICK.] If Clotters of ' Blood, or any other preternatural thing, ſhall remain in the 
Cavity ofthe Womb atter Child-bearing; it may thereby be known, becauſe the neck of the Womb 
remains ſoft and open,neither:is theinner Orifice thereof {hut, neither is the womb drawn upwards;

He feeling her-womb, perceived the Orifice thereof lax, ſoft; ang 
very wide3.and puiting in his fingers,he.drew forth a Mole as big as as a Gooles Egg, having certain 
holes in ity\containing aclammy, black and ſtinking putrefied matter.,and the Woman was ſoon free 
from the aforeſaid Symptoms, and:quickly recovered her health;-. - -. | | 

Ic happens likewiſe in ſome Women that the Orifice of the womb preſently after their delivery.is 
ſo ſhut vp, that the blood contained within the Womb, ſuddenly clotting and putrefyiug, cauteth 
moſt ſad Symptoms; and when no Art can bring it forth, preſent death follwos. Yer Dr. Harvey 
relates in the place aforc{aid,the Hiſtory of a Woman cured by him of. this Diſeaſe, The Lips of the 
Water-gate were ſwelled, and very hot 3 the mouth of the womb was hard and cloſe ſhur : He 
opened it a little with an Iron Inſtrument which he forcibly put in, ſo as-it would admit an Injetion 
made by a Syringe ; and thereupon, clotted,black and ſtinking Blood, ſome pounds in quantity,came 
away } by which means the ſick Woman had preſent eaſe. | if;

The Dccilion of that famous Queſtion, Whether the Computation of the days of the Womans ſichneſs

'* If an Acute Diſeaſe happen in the middle time of her Lying-in, two things are-to: be'conſidered.: 
The one is, Whether the Morbifick matter be-contained it one particular place, or if it be diiperſed 
through the Veins. The Second, Whether the Woman hath bcen' conveniently purged or not, tn 
regard of quantity. If the dilcaſe proceed from matter ſeattered abroad, as in Fevers, and the - 
Woman hath not been fully purged, the lower Veins, ought to be opened : becaule both the Morbi- 
ck matter will be diminiſhed, and her Naturalflux'will we provoked. Bur if the Woman have been 
ſufficiently purged, and the Dileale get ground, and the Nacural Evacuations have not been-ſufficient 
for the Diſeaſe, the inferior Veins muſt be opened notwithſtanding; and to much Blood mult be ti- 
ken away,that by two Evacuations that may be accompliſhed which the Diſeale requires, according 
to the Do&rine of Galer, in the Ninth Book of his Method, Chap. 5: "2 7A 

If the Fever be very high, and great heat vex the Patient, let that be done which we ſhalbpre- 
ſently declare; which ought to be performed when the Diſeaſe ariſeth of Matter driven into ſome 
corner, and there putrifying. | | 

In a particular Acute Diſeaſe, as the Pleuriſie, Inflamation of the Lungs, Quinſie, and the like , 
,we muſt mark whether the Fluxion be only beginning, ſo that the Diſeaſe is only ready to ſeize upon 

the Patient, or is in its beginning,and very little Blood be collefted in the part, For then the inferior 
Veins are to be opened, that revulſion may be made to ſuch oppoſite parts as are at greareſt diſtance 
from the part affeed, and by that means that prepoſterous motion of Humors may be ſtopped, But 
if the fluxion be already in good mealure begun, 'and an Inflamation bred which proves.very trouble- 
ſome, whether the Woman be ſufficiently purged or not, the Superior Veins are pretently ro be open- 
ed right againf the part affe&ed, becauſe ſuch an Evacuation draws Blood our of the part affe&ed. 
But if the inferior Veins ſhould be opened, which are neither next the part afte&ed, neither can Eva- 
cuate there from,both the ſtrength of the Patient will be weakned by the evacuation,and that matrer 
which is by Nature driven into a corner, and ſubdued, will not be thereby diminiſhed. And fo you 
muſt either draw all her Blood in a manner out of her Veins to revel the matter of the Diſeaſe from 
the part affe&ed; or the Woman will be killed by the Diſeaſe before ſufficient Revulſion be made. 
Neither need we fear, leſt by, taking Blood from the upper Veins, we ſhould, draw the Courle thereof 
from the womb, becauſe infackrCauſesrhe ſyperior parts ofthe BodyHld abound with Blood . And 
although much Blood be taken away, yet are not the Veins fb emptied,that they ſhould be: forced to 
draw new Blood from other parts. Yet for the greater Caution, it will not be unprofitable before 
blood be takey from the ſuperior Veins, to cauſe the Thighs to be luſtily rubbed, and preſently after 
to tie them with bands ſo hard,as to pain the Woman, which muſt abide fo bound till the bleeding be 
over, . and a little after they may be looſned ;, and now and then Cupping-glaſſes muſt be faſtened ro 
the ſame parts, or at leaſt they muſt he again well rubb?d. So we may procure an Evacuation of the 
matter offending, and yet prelerve the Natural courſe oi the blood towards the Womb. 

The fame courſe is to-be taken in vehement and Burning Fevers: For although the matter offend- 
ing be diſperſed through the Body,yet is the Burning heat ſo great about the Heart and Bowels,that 
it cannot be ſo well extinguiſhed by the opening of a ſmall and far diſtant Vein, as by the opening of 
a nearer and greater, fuch'as the Vein called Baſilica. ws 

This Method of Curing may be obſerved not ofity in Child-bed women, but in other women who 
are taken with Acute Dileaſes, and have their monthly Courtes upon them. 

If in the end of a womans Lying-in, an Acute Diſcaſe befall her, the ſame Courſe muſt be followed 
as in the middle, - the ſame conditions being obſerved ; obſerving this for a Rule, that by how much 
a woman is further from the beginning of her Lying-In, by ſo much more fatcly may the upper Veins 
be opened ;, but the nearer ſhe is to the beginning, yea, even inthe middle, we are to open thoſe 
Veins with the greater premeditation. And if the Diſeafe be not importunate, nor the ſharpneſs 
thereof require fuch a thing, and the Natural Purgations be copious, we muſt wholly abſtain. But if 
the Purgations be ſcanty, we muſt open the inferior Veins to ſupply that which is wanting in the E- 
vacuations.*But if the contrary ſhall happen,let us follow the Rule which we preſcribed to be follow- 


ed, in the urgency of an Acute Diſeaſe. 


Theufeof Purging in Childing-women that are held with Acute Diſeaſes, ſhall be comprehend- 
ed in thefe following Maxims. 

While the Child-bed Purgations do naturally flow, a Purge is never to be adminiftred ; forit is 
to be feared leſt Nature bediverted from her Buſineſs. 

But if the Child-bed Purgations are-not kindly, we muſt conſider whether their fault confift in 
Quantity, or in Quality. RY

reſpett of which it requires ſome diverſity in certain Medicines ;, therefore it is that I have reſalvedts 
treat of the Sciatica by itſelf. And becanſe the R heumatick pain incident to the whole Body hath great 
Aﬀinity with the running-Gont which affiitts only the Foynts, I have thought good to annex the Expli- 
cation thereof in this place, ſo that this Book, will conſiſt only of Three Chapters : Of which, the Firſt 
will treat of the pains of the Foynts sn general. e Second, Of the Pains of the Hutkle-bone , called 
Sciatica, The Third, of thoſe Rheumatich, Pains which ſeize all Parts of the Body. | 


Chap. 1. Of Pain in the Foyms, called Arthiitis, 
or the Gout. 
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AI or the Gout, isa pain in the Joynts which comes for the moſt part by fits, ſtirred by 
an Influx of Humors into the ſaid Joynts. COT 
The parts pained are, Membranes, Tendons, Nerves, and all the Nervous parts that are near 
Joynts, which are ſtretched by the Humor which flows into them, or by their ſharpneſs are pri 
and twitched ; but the Ligaments which ſpring out of the Bones are void of ſenſe. Now the 
which cauſe the Gout doſeldom flow into the very Cavities of the Joynts, and that only in an old 
Gout, and where the Cayitics are wider thanordinary, as it happensin an old Sciatica, in which 
ſometimes the Thigh: bone falls out of its place, the Ligaments and other parts non the Joyats 
together, being looſned, and then the Cavity of the Joyntis filled with ſnotty Kind of fl g00,-as we 
i:e in Hypocrates, Aphor. 59. Set. 6. | | | wg ©

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[t is wont here to be demanded, why the Humors flowing into Nervous and M-mbranous Parts 
and diftending and twitching them, they ſhould not caule a Conyullion? We anſwer, that the 


parts affected in the.Gour are chiefly Membranes, which being no inſtruments of motion, they can- 
Not caule a Convulſion,.. though never fo much ſtretched or twitched. And although the Tendon 


- and Nerves ordained for motion ſhould be likewiſe paine&, yet do they not cauſe a Convlſion > be- 


cauſe to make a Convulſion,the Muſcles muſt be drawn back to their Head,and that retra&ion oy he © 


to be matte by a contra&tion of the Nerves which are inſerted into them z but when they are gone 
out fram the Muſcles, or are come unto their extremity, though they be diſtended, ygt can they not

DIEFERENCE. Authors do commonly make four forts of Gouts, according to. the gi. 
verfirg the Joynts affeted;, Chiragra,. or the Hand-gour, when the pain'is in the Hands ; Scia- 
ticaand Iſchias, when itis in the Hip 3 Gonagra, when it is in the Rnees z and Podagra or the Foot- 
gout when it is in the Feet. And the pains of the other Joynts go under the com:non name of Arthy;. 


ts : though Parexs have impoſed proper names upon every one of them drawn from the parts affec.. 


ed; calling the Pain in the Joynts of the Jaw-bone Syagoniagram; in the Neck Trachelagram, in 
the Back-bone Rhachyſagram;, in the SKSylder Homagy am , in the Elbow Pechyagram. But theſe 
Names have not been entertained by Practitioners, Therefore its ſufficient to refer the Pains of thoſe 
Parts to the general namesof Arthrity. 


There are beſides, other differences.of the Gout -as that ſome Gouts are general, occupying all, 


or moſt of the Joynts of the Body ; others particular, reſiding only in ſome one Joynt : ſome are in- 
grafted and Heredetary from the Parents z others are adyentitious cauſed by external Cauſes and 
Errors in Diet«: = "7 XY E ff | | 


Now the humhors which breed the Ggut,may-Have their Coprſe not on'y ifito the Joynts,but ſome- 
times al indther parts of the Body, as the Head, Teeth,. Sides, yea and the internal parts, as the 
Liver and Spleen, and ſtir up divers Pains in theſe parts, which Pains are not to be termed the Gout, 
thoughey are cauſed by the ſame matter which cauſes the Gout. | | 


| Agaitf, all pains ſeated in the Joypts merit not the Name of Gouts, for ſometimes there are ſiet- 


lings in the Joynts, eſpecially in the Knees, from which pains ariſe, gccaſioned by thick, flegmatick, 


and Melaricholick humors, which pains continue veryTong,, but are; not to be reckoned among the 
Gouts, but have a diftin& Nature of theix own, Which difference will more clearly appear by the 
different CharaRers of the Gout,which'we ſhall deſcribe in'our Diagnoſis thereof, that is, in the Art 
of diſcerning the Gout from other Diſcaſes, by certain ſigns and tokens, 

CAUSES. The next immediate Cauſe of the Gout is a ſerous or wheyiſh Humor, either by 
its quantity ſtretching thoſe ſenſible parts which are about the Joynts, or by its ſharpneſs twitching 
thetame. That this matter is wheyiſh, 1s hereby known, becauſe thick Humors could not ſo ealily 
flow into the Joynrs, and they would make a more viſible ſwelling in the Joynts, which is wont to be 
very little: yea in the beginning there appears no ſwelling at all, though there be a moſt bitter Pain p 
and thar the'Tumor which is in the Gout never comes to ſuppuration or ripeneſs of matter,which of- 
ten happens in other thicker humors, if. they have never ſo little Blood mingled with them. But in 
the Gout the blood is drawn to the-Joynts, as appears by the Inflamation of the Parts; yet there 
never fappens any ſuppuration or growing to a mattery Head,becauſe Seroſities or wheyiſh Humors 

rule the roaſt, and they hinder Suppuration. 

But this wheyiſh Humor is ſeldome pure and fincere,but hath other Humors or their ſeroſities and 
thinner'parts joyned with it; whereupon great varietie ariſes, according to the greater or leſſer Acri- 
mony of the Humors mixed with the wheyiſh Humor, according to which the pain is more or leſs ; 


the Tumor is ſometimes notably great, and ſometimes not viſible ; ſome are of a red colour, others 


yellow or white; in ſome the malady is ſoon ended, in others it continues long ; ſometimes a might 
and fervent heat poſſeſſes the parts,otherwhiles little or none is diſcerned ; ſometimes hot things laid 
on do good ; otherwhiles they do hurt, and cold things help. Howbeit, it cannot be denied but that 
the wheyiſh Humor may of it ſelf have more or leſs Acrimony, according as it hath more or leſs Salt 
mixed with it - for ſecing the ſerous or wheyiſh humor is wont to diſſolve and drink up thoſe He- 
terogenieous Salts which are multiplied in the Body by reaſon of the multiplicity of meats we ule 
(whence it is that all the ſerum or wheyiſh humor in usis Salt ) according as this Humor is more or 
leſs ſalt; and according as the Salts mixed therewith have more or leſs ſharpneſs, more or leſs Pain is 
vgpnt to be cauſed. pO Oy! | 
And becauſe in the Gout, as in every Fluxion, four things are conſidered, the matter flowing, the 

part ſending that matter, the part receiving the ſame, and the ways by which the fluxion is made 3 
{eeing we have ſpoke of the matter flowing, we are now to ſpeak of the other. 

Touching the part ſending the humor, there is diſagreement amohg Phyſitians. - Fernelizs would 


have all the material cauſe of the Gout (which he takes to be thin and Flegmatick) to flow from the. 


Head not from the Brain it ſelf, (whoſe Excrements are either yoided by the Noftrils, or flowing 
: through 
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through the Palate,are driven to the Mouth, Throat, Weſand or Stomach;but from the external part 
| of the Head, ſituate without the Skull. For ſeeing very many Yeins derived from the external Tudu- 
Jars do run thither. he ſays they do there lay down their thin and wheyiſh E xcrements; and ſeein 1 
the Skin of the Head is thick and compaRt, and the Humors cannot eaſily breathe through the ſarhe, 4 
in proceſs of time they grow there to a quantity, and as he conceives from thence they flow through | 
the ſurface of the Body, under the Skin, into the Joynts. But others do conceive, That the Head 
is the Fountain of the flood of Gouty Humors, but they conceive thoſe Humors flow from the inner 
parts of the Head, viz. From the Brain Finally,others there be that give ſentence, that theſe faulty 
Humors do flow from the Bowels contained in the lower Belly, namely;from the Liver,Spleen, womb 
and others, and alſo from the whole Body, through the Veins and Arteries into the Foynts. Alj 
which opinions in my Judgement are partly true & partly falſe. We judge they are true, in that they 
fay the humors which cauſe the Gout do flow from the Head by the inward and outward parts,and 
from the Bowels and the whole Body by the Veins and Arteries. And falſe we'ſay they are, becauſe 
they ſay that only the internal parts of the Head,or only the external,or only the inferior Bowels do 
furniſh the Gouty Humor. For ſeeing the whole Body is paſſable to and fro by humors,all parts of the 
Body: may ſend their ſuperfluities to the Joynts,if they be diſpoſed to receive them. Now that diſpo- 
ſition of the Joynts which makes them fit to receive a Fluxion of Humors(that I may take this occa- 
fion to open the condition of a receiving-part) is their weakneſs, either Native from the Parents, or 
ariſing from other Preternatnral Cauſes, which we ſhall ſpeak of by and by. Sceitig therefore it is 
eſtabliſhed by Phyſitians as a moſt ſure Maxim, That the ſtronger parts of the Body empty their Ex- 
crements into the weaker, we may avouch, That allthe parts aforeſaid may difcharge their excrements 
upon the Joynts, if they being weakned, cannot ſufficiently reſiſt the ſame: And that the Opinions 
aforeſaid may be ſeverally refuted. Fernelixs indeed doth clearly enough demonſtrate, That hu- 
mours colle&ed without the Skull, do flow upon the ſurface of the Body, and under the Skin creep 
into the Joynts, ſeeing ſometimes the pain begins in the Head, goes thence into the Dockapepce to 
the Shoulders, and at length into the Joynts. But that the Humors do never flow from 0 er places 
 andparts into the Joynts, he no way proves, neither is any man able to prove after him. In like 
manner, they which ſay that ſuch Fluxions come only from the Brain, ſeem to contend againſt Senſe A 
Foraſmuch as thole parts which compals the Joynts about, do receive Veins and Arteries, by which 
blood is brought unto them to nouriſh them withal, why may not alſo the wheyiſh Humor colle&ed 
in the greater Veſſels be carried unto the ſame parts by the lame ways? Galen hath taught this pre- 
ciſely, in his Comments upon the Aphor. 10.Set. z, where he ſhews, That in the Knobs and Pains of 
the Joynts;the profound partsof the body are purged,the vitious humors being driven from the prin- 
cipal parts of the Body into the Circumference. This is ſeen by the Fever which is oftentimes rai- 
ſed in the beginning of the Gout 3 for it is cauled by wheyiſh Excrements contained in the Veins, put 
into a commotion and working, when Nature fcts her ſelf to expel the ſame; and ſceing ſhe cannot 
drive it all torth, ſhe diſcharges the ſame into the weaker and Ignoble parts. Alfo the third Opi- 
nion, which Sennertus defends, is void of reaſon, and is herein faulty, hecauſe it denies that Gouty 
defluxions &o ever come from the Brain.For ſeeing all parts of the body both inward and outward,do 
receive Fluxions from the Brain, how can the Joynts be free from them? And if Humors cauſing a 
Catarrh do often flow by the Veins and Arteries, whence Rheumatick Fevers daily ariſe z and the 
Humors contained in.the Veins and Arteries ( as Sennertzus himielf affirms ) do eafily flow unto the 
Joynts, it is aclear demonſtration, That a Fuxion is made from the Brain into the Joynts. Alfo 
plen;iful piſſing declares that humors flow from the Brain through the veins, when theſaid piſſing is 
cauſed by ſome commotion of the brain by.reaſon of long abiding in the Sun, or in a very cold Air; 
for then the wheyiſh humors contained in- the brain are agitated by thoſe ProcatarRiek Cauſes and 
driven into the veins and Arteries, through which they flow unto the Kidneys and the Bladder, and 
thence comes ſo plentiful making of Water. | 
The next and immediate internal cauſe of the Gout hath hitherto been ſufficiently expounded s 
now let us proceed to the external and ProcatarCtick caules or occaſions thereof : which we may for 
clearneſs ſake diſtinguiſh into three Tribes or Ranks, The firſt Tribe is of them which afford matter 
convenient to breed the Gout. The Second is of thoſe which do weaken and looten the Joynts, The 
Third is of them which promote the Flux of the Morbifick humor into the Joynts. | ; 
To the firſt Tribe are referred all things which encreate raw and wheyiſtr humors, or any bad hu- 
mors whatſoever : as meats of groſs ſubſtance, hard to be digeſted, and ſuch as aftord many Excre- 
ments, frequent Gluttony and Drunkennefs, immoderate Carnal Embracements, which. is the reaſon. 
the Gout 1s called the Daughter of Bacchus and Venus; idleneſs and a {edentary life, and intermiſſigg 
of ſuch exerciſes as men have been formerly accuſtomed unto; long ſl:ep and unſeaſonable watching, 
ntermiſſion of ſuch natural and artificial Evacuations as men have been accuſtomed unto ; Fear, Sad- 
neſs and contmual Care. X | | 
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"To the ſ:cond Tribe are referred vehement motion and Labour ;, frequent uſe of carnal conjunRi- 
on, eſpecially of that which is celebrated ſtanding; Refrigeration and HumeRation of the Joynts , 
frequent Bathing, Contuſion, Luxation and Fracture of the Joynts. 

To the Third Tribe are referred,Cold Air ſqueezing out the Humors, and Heat melting,difſolving 
and agitating the {aid Humors, and opening the ſecret paſſages z meats of a fervent and ſalt natyre 
which attenuate rhe Humors 3, thin and ſtrong Wine ; Immoderate exerciſe, unbridled Lechery, 
vehement anger, and other Immoderate paſſions of the Mind. [7 

SIGNS. The Signs do either foretel the Gout at hand, or declare the ſame to be preſent. 

Signs of the Gout at hand ; a Senſe in the Joynts more exquilite and quick than ordinary, fo that 
the lighteſt things will hurt them : As for Example, the hard ſetting ot a new ſhoe, long walking, a 
ſmall blow, or a light hitting: againſt a ſtone, or ſome other hard thing. A Fever commonly uſhers 
in the Gout, which is cauſed by wheyiſh Humors,and others contained in the Veins and Arteries, be- 
ing diſturbed and agitated, while Nature endeavours to expel them to thoſe leſs noble parts. But 
the nearer approach of the Gout, and its beginning asit were, is ſignified by a ſtupidity and ſenſe of 
' crawling Pilmires'in the Joynts, and a kind of unuſual heat felt in them. 

The Gout is known to be preſent by an aQual pain tormenting the Joynts, which commonly is at- 
tended with redneſs and ſwelling; which if it appear notat the very firſt,yet is it ſeen preſently after. 
The pain doth uſually ſeize upon the great Toe, eſpecially on theleft foot, and oftentimes it {preads 
it ſelf from thence into other Joynts. The Fever which comes before the pain, doth ſometimes con- 
tioue 5 and ſometimes it goes not before, but comes together with the pain. 

The Signs of the Cauſes are likewiſe to be conſidered; For although the humor cauſing the-Gout 
be principally wheyiſh, yet it is needful to know what other humors are mixed therewith, that we 
may fit our medicines thereunto. | 

And in the firſt place, Choler abounding with the Wheyiſh humor, is known by a vehement and 


- cutting pain, a ſmall ſwelling, a reddiſh or paliſh colour, great heat, and the Fever intenſe and 
perſevering initsſtate or height z thin Urine, 
hurt. 


Signs of Fleg abounding with the Whey, are, a ſoftiſh and ſomewhat loole ſivelling of the parts 
affected, which if a man preſs with his Finger, there remains a pit ; the pain is not ſo great, Urines 
are thick and troubled ; Cold things hurt, and hot things help) little or no heat is felt ; the colour 
| iswhite, little differing from the Natural colour of the part. 
Signs of Melancholy abounding, are an obſcure colour of the part like Lead, deep pain, a thin and 
watry Urine, a wearinels of the whole Body, and the temper thereof inclining to Melancholy. 
PROGNOSTICK. As for the Prognoſtick, The Gout is no dangerous Diſeaſe, but very trou- 
 blefome by the vehemency ot pain, and of very long continuancezſo that for the moſt part it accom- 
panics a man during his lite to his old age 3 yea, andit doth cauſe ſome to live long, becauſe Nature 
at certain ſeaſons drives unto the Joynts vitious Humors, which might caufe other Diſeaſes z and by 
ſo doing frees the nobler parts of the Body from bad humors. | 
| Yetdoth it often fall out in weak Bodies, or ſuch as are decayed with Age, that when Nature can 
no longer expel ſuch Humors as are colle&edin the inner parts of the Body, deadly Diſeaſes do there- 
| upon ariſe; .as moſt ſharp Fevers, Inflamations of the Bowels, Apoplexies, Convulſions, Phren- 
- Zies,Difficulty of Breathing,and inability to breathe unleſs ſitting upright, Panting of the Heart,and 
other moſt grievous Infirmities. | 


Although a diſpoſition rooted in the Bowels tending to breed Goutiſh humors,and Natural weak- 
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neſs of the Joynts cannot be perfealy taken away 5; yet may the Invafions of the Gout be very much 


retarded and kept off;ſo that ſome only by abſtaining from Wine,others by uſual purges frequently 
repeated, have kept themſelves for many years free from the Afſſaults of this Difeale. 

Hypocrates in the Second Book of Prediftions, affirms, that many Gouty perſons may be cured, 
diſtinguiſhing them from ſnch as cannot be cured, in theſe words ; Touching the Cont, this I ſay , 
eAll that are aged, or have ſtoxy knots about their Foynts, or live miſerably, being coſtive, cannot be 


cured by Art of Man that I know of. Such are well cured by a Dyſemery, when u ſeizes upon them ;, 
end by other Fluxions of Humors to the Inferior parts. | 


But he that is young, and hath no ſtony knots 
abort his Foynts, and lives accurately, being inclined to labour, and having a Belly well inclined to ſtool : 
this man having a Skilful Phyſitian may be cured. 
Ati hereditary Gout may well be accounted incurable. 
If the Veins of Gouty perſons do {well with black blood,their Gout leaves them; out of Avicenna. 
nm the Humors which were wont to flow into the Joynts, are derived to the external parts of 
+Skin. | | | 
If the Gout, being accuſtomed to return at certain ſeaſons, ſhall not return, it portends orievous | 
- and dftefitimes deadly Diſcaſes, unleſsthe Morbifick matter by a diligent prevention ſhall be taken

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away. For if through weaknels of Nature, the matter which is gathered together within,ſhall not be 
expelled, ir breeds the greatelt and moſt Caggrrouh Diſeaſcs imaginable. | 

Whoſcever they be that have the Gont, within the ſpace of Forty days the Inflamation is allayed, 
ard they are freed. Hypocrates in 49 Aphorifm of the Fifth Book or Se&ion: For in fuch parts 
as have little Natural heat, the matter offending requires a long time hefore it can be diſcufs'd. 
Howbeit this period of Hypocrates is not certain and perpetual: for ſome are healed {ooner,and fome - 
Hater; which depends upon the quantity, thickneſs, or rebellion of the Mordifick Caules;the ſtrength 
or weakneſs of the parts affeted,and the obedience of the Patients in point of keeping the Diet; ang 
uſing the Medicaments appointed for them, y 1,41 

CURE. The Cure of all Gouts conſiſts herein, viz. That the Flux of Humors into-the Joynts 
may be ſtayed, that which already is come in and abides in the J oynts may be removed, and that the - 
Pain may be in the mean while (if it beſharp) abated ; all which may be performed by the follow- 
ing Medicaments. | 2 

Ard in the firit place, letting of Blood will be very convenient, if there be no want of Bloodin 
the Patient,and if flegm do not abound ; becauſe the blood is agitated by the motion of the Humors 


flowing into the Joynts, and does as it were boyl, and is by pain drawn into the part affeQed:where- 


fore it is neceſſary to draw the {ame back into that part of the Body which is oppoſite to the Part af- 
feed z and therefore if the right Arm be diſeaſed, a Vein muſt be opened in the left; if the right 
Foot be painedza Vein muſt be opened in the right Arm and if the left Foot, in the left Arm. And 
Blood is to be taken away at the firſt beginning of the Diſeaſe ; and as much as needs, muſt be taken 
at one time, if the Patients ſtrength will bear it ; ifnot, it muſt be done at ſeveral times, till the ple- 
nitude of Blood be ſufficiently diminiſhed. | 

One thing we muſt always.remember, That Copious Blood-letting in fuch as can bear it ealily, 


. does exceedingly ſhorten the Diſeaſe, if it be done at the beginning of the Diſcaſe, atleaſt by Piece- 


meal, drawing now a little and then alittle, ' | 

Alſo Purging muſt be uled at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, as ſoon as may be: for ſo both that Hu- 
mor which is influx and is ready to flow, will be drawn from the way to the Joynts; and be brought 
unto the Guts. But in this Purgation two things are worthy of Obſervation, being freqently nored 
by Solenander a Famous PraQtittoner, - 1 FM TT 77 

The firſt is, That this Purgation be not made by ſome mild lenitive Medicaments; whereby the 
Humors are rather ſtirred than evacuated, and are precipitated into the Joynts, whereupon a more 
Srievous pain and ſwelling 1s wont to follow ſuch Purges ; but with ſome ſtrong purgative,which may 
force out the ſtirred humor ,and turn the cauſe thereof from the Joynts. _ 

The other is, That the Medicaments being given, the Joynts about the Knees and Elbows 'be 
Plaiſtered with ſome defanſative, by which the humor which is put in motion by the Medicine; tay 
be intercepted, ſo that it may not ſo much norſo forcibly fall down into the Joynts. | 

To which intent let an Oyntment be made of Bole, Pomegranate Rinds, Balauftins, Roots 6 
Biſtort and Tormentil, red Roſes, with the white of an Egg; and Vinegar ; which being ſpread upon 
inips of Cloath as broad as ones hand, and indifferent long, let them be wrapped about the parts 
aforeſaid. If theſe Simples be not to be had at preſent, wet them only with Vinegar and Water, and 
let them lie on at leaſt a whole day. If the Fluxions be vehement, uſe a Liniment of Bole, Dragons 
Blood,the white of an Egg,and Oyl of Roſes made with Oyl of unripe Olives: or at firſt uſe it with- 
out Oyl, adding a {mall quantity of the Oyl aforefaid, or of Unpuentam Comitiſſe, leſt growing dry 
and hard it cauſe pain. | | 

And for to procure ſuch a Purgation as we have ſpoken of, let the Skilful Phyfitian- preſcribe a 
Medicament fitted to the Nature of the Patient, and ſuch humors as are redundant in his Body : or 
tome of thoſe Sp-cifick Purgations which we ſhall propound in our DoArine of Preſervation from 
the Gout. | 

Vomiting is Jikewile profitable in this cafe, for ſuch as are eafie to Vomit ;, becauſe it brings0ut 
the evil humors by a ſhorter way, and fo there is no ſuch fear left they ſhould ruth into the att at- 
feed. But gentle Vomits are to be uſed, which do only evacuate thoſe parts which are near the Sto- 
mach For it rhey be vehement, and draw humors out of the Veins, they may precipitate the faid hu- 
mors unto the Joynts, Then after Vomitings, Purgation muſt be procured downwards ; yea, -and 
zt one Purgation will not ſerve turn, it muſt be repeated. SA ons LAs 

Aiter tuthcient Purgation, it will be very good to procure Sweat, for ſo the wheyiſh matter witl 
be dilcuſſed by the habit of the Body. But,ſeeing when the Gout pives its firſt Onſet, there happens 
a kind of boyling and working of the Blood, and commonly there is a Fever, hot Sudorificks will 
not be convenient, but only ſuch as are temperate ; amongſt which Sennertis commends Harts- 
horn, citter crude or prepared, without burning; either alone, or with Carduxs Water 5 alikewiſe * 
Antimoniuim Diaphoreticum. In an old Gout without a Fever, a DecoRion' of (hina, Sat fa-peril- 
la, or Saxafras, may be given, qualified with cooling Herbs,as Cichory, Endive, Sorrel and Botrage. 


Or 
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Orafter the Sweat wiped off, it may ſuffice to give the Patience Chicken-Broth, altered with the

Bur Foreſts commends the Root of the greater Burdock, becauſe it cuts, dilcufſeth and provokes 
both Sweat and Urine. And he reports, That a certain Gouty perſon that kept his bed, and could 
not tir a Limb,drank hot Beer in which the great Burdock-root had been boyled;after the drinkin 
whereof, when the Phyſitians could do him no good with all their Medicine», he piſs'd agreat deal 
of white Matter like Milk, and was freed from his pains. DOE: 

Hercules Saxonie puts a great many Loaves hot out of the Oven round about the Patient's Body, 
by which means Sweat is plentifully procured, and the pains removed. 

Alſo a D:coRtion of Elder, Bay-leaves Sage, Roſemary, and fuck like Herbs, will do much good, 
the Patient receiving the Vapour of this DecoRion in a ſweating-Tub, which will makr the ſweat to 
come luſtily. | 


Alſo the waters of Natural hot Baths do provoke {weat,and do readily diſcuſs the Matter contain- 


hot in the morning 


ed in the Joynts. 4nd therefore when the ſick are not able to go unto them, their water is wont to be 


brought unto them, and heated in aCaldron for them to bathe in. Eraſtus in his 15. Counſel, prefers 
this above all others, for caſing the pains, but he boyls ſo much Salt in the Water, as gives if an evi- 
dently brackiſh taſte. | 

In the beginning of the Fluxion of Gouty Humors, in the ſpaces free from Purgations, ſuch things 
muſt be given as ſtop the Flux, which have been propounded by me in the Cure of an hot Catarrh 
eſpecially Juleps-of Waters, or DecoQions and Syrups which do cool and thicken. 

Yea,and the truth is,We are ſometimes compelled to uſe Narcotick or StupefaCtive Medicaments; 


for they both ſtop the flux of Humors, and they mitigate the rage of the pains. Of theſe ſort of Me- 


dicines, new Venice Treacle is moſt convenient, which may often be repeated without danger, from 
half adram go a dram. Unto which may profitably be added alittle Bole-Armenick to ſtop the flux 


' of Humors, Howbeit, inſtead of Treacle, Laudanum, Opiatum, and other Narcoticks, may conve- 
niently be ſubſtituted. 


After due Evacuations have been celebrated, & other things given inwardly which have reſpe& to 


the antecedent Cauſe, we muſt proceed unto local Applications, ſuch as mitigate the pain,and diſculs 
the Contingent Cauſe : Which are not preſently to be uſed, before the univerſal Remedies aforeſaid 
have been firſt applied for otherwiſe they are wont to do more hurt than good. For either the mat- 


ter which Nature intended to drive into the Joynts, is driven back into the inner parts of the body, 


whereby grievous Symptoms are raiſed z or it is forced into the Joynts, and the pain is exaſperated ; 
or the part is effeminated, and made lax, and ſo the fluxion is encreaſed. 

Which Cautions being commonly negle&ed, and external things untimely and heedleſly applied ; 
the Patientsreceive commonly more hurt than good thereby. And thoſe external Medicines do either 
reſpeGt rhe pain alone, or the Cauſe likewiſe of the pain, viz. The humor,which bath took its courſe 
into the part, and cauſed both the pain and ſwelling. 

Such things as mitigate pain are very neceſſary in this caſe,becauſe the extremity thereof weakens 
the Patient, and draws the humors to the parts affeted, Furthermore, by the uſe of Anodines, the 
parts are relaxed,and the humor which before did flow into the more deep parts about the Joynts, is 
diffuſed to the more ambient parts. and external. Whence it is that the pains of the Gout are moſt 
vehement before the part ſwells; but after it is ſwollen they are mitigated. . Now there are man 
Anodine or Pain-charming Medicaments propounded by Authors to be applied to thoſe parts which 
are troubled with the Gout. But the chief are theſe which follow. - 

Luke-warm Milk applied to the part affeed,by wetting Linnen Cloaths therein,and laying them 
on, doth afſwage the pain ; as alſo if the part be ſprinkled and bedewed therewith, eſpecially when 
it comes treſh ſrom the Dugs 3 which Amatas Luſitanus doth very much commend, in the 41. Cure 
of his Sixth Century, in theſe words : One mightily tormented with the Gout, cauſed a ſhee-Goat tobe 
brought into his Chamber, and her Milk to be milked out upon his pained Foynts ;, by which he perceived 
the pains evidently leſſened. And there is good reaſon for it : For Milk newly mil.ed doth aſſawage, 
mitigate and leſſen pains | It is a medicine commonly uſed by the great Turk: and by thoſe who ſetk. 
Profit and Honcur, highly to be prized: _ 

Of Milk likewiſe is made the Cataplaſm of white Bread Crums boyled therein, adding the Yelks 
of Eggs, and a little Saffron. | 
- - Alfothe Leaves of Henbane or Violets are boyled in Milk, or in Vinegar and Water, and profi- 
talylg upon the part affe&ted.

Other Cataplaſms are likewile made of greateſt efficacy, compounled on this manner : 

T ake water of white Mullein, and of Fern Roots and Branch, of each half a pint : Caltined Vitriol 
exquiſuely powaered, one ounce and an half : Meal four ounces : Saffron two drams. Make all into & 
Pultts. 

Take Mallows, leaves ani Roots, as muth 4s you pleaſe, boyl them un a new earthen Veſſel, with 
equal parts of Wine and Vinegar, till a third part be conſumed; then aad as much courſe Rye bran as 
will make it into a Pultis;, which being well wrought together and ſpread upon a Linnen Cloath, let it be 
applied to the parts pained, as hot as the Patient can endure it. Solenaider doth exceed ngly com-

Foreſtus relates that a Cataplaſm made of Duck-weed and Chamomel-Flowers boyled in Milk, 
adding a little Barly-meal, willdo Miracles. | 

 Montagnana affirms this following to be moſt excellent in extream pains. 

Take the Telks of ten Eggs beat them in a Frying-Pan with half a pound of Oyl of Roſes. Let them 
boyl gently till they grow thick, adding two drams of Saffron ;, and lay it on hot. 

* In thebeginning of the F lux, many lay on a Cataplaſm of Salt and Soot, wrought into a Body 
with whites of Eggs. 

Or of two ounces of Chamomel Flowers ; red Roſe Leaves one gunce and an half: Mullein flo- 
wers half an ounce: Powder them and boyl them in ſweet Milk to the Riffnels of a Pultis, adding 
three or four Yelks of Eggs. | 

Or of Barly-meal , and Bean-meal, of each one handful : Flowers of Chamomel 'and Roſes, of 
each half a handful : Mullein Water, and Willow Water, or Plantane water and Wine, of each as 
much as ſhall ſuffice, Incorpotated all together in form of a Pultis.

Frog-ſpawn-water ſtilled in May, applicd to the parts pained, doth wonderfully: aſſwage the 
pains, and tempers the Inflamation and redneſs of the part. Theſe following Simples may profitably 
be mingled therewith. & | | 

Take Frog-ſpawn-water, Water of Tapſus Barbatus, or Iullein, and of Fern, of each one pound 
and an half. Infuſe Lapis Tutie, and Litharge of Gold, of each two ounces : Witriol Caltined, and 
Allum, of each one ounce, Foment the pained parts therewith warm. | 

An Intufion of Litharge made in Vinegar ,the Vinegar beigg a little Evaporated;till it grow ſwee- 
tiſh, doth much good to an hot Gout: | 

Oyl of Calves-feet is excellent to allay the pains of the Gout, and it is thus prepared : 

Let the Calves-feet be beaten, and the Bones broken, then boyl them all toa Pap. T ake the Oy 
which ſwims on the top of the Water, mingle ut with Aqua vite, and Salt, and therewith bathe or avoint 
the parts pained, | \' 

Alſo Oyls and Fats are by many uſeil. But ſeeing the Inflamations which befall thoſe Members 
which are troubled with the Gout,doth draw very near the nature of an Eryſipclas or red fiery fwel- 
ling, oftentimes thoſe fat things may do more hurt than good; for by ſtopping the pores, they may 
keep in the Humor, and fo encreale the pain.  -— | 

According as Sennertus makes relation of a man troubled with the Gout,who found great good by 
very new Sheeps milk Cheeſe laid upon the pained part : for as ſoon as the Cheeſe being heated by 
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the pained part, began to melt and ſheds its Butter, the pains were encreaſed, Yet in fome Bodies 
Oyl of Roles, and fuck like, may do good, eſpecially mixed with other Medicaments; - becauſe i. 
| cording to the different Nature of Mens Bodies, leveral things do good to leveral. perſons, ' anq 
therefore we mult be furniſhed with a mighty company of Medicaments, that upon/all-occaſions we 
may have change; becaulz there is {carce any one lo effeual, as to do good to all that are troubled.

Again the humor which hath already flowed into the 
part, is the more driven inward, by which means, the pains become more violent. But yet, if in 
the beginning of the Gout there be a great afflux of humors, eſpecially hot ones, which threaten ſharp

ains to' follow, it will be convenient in ſome meaſure to repreſs the ſame, by applying repellers, not 


alone, but mixed with ſuch things as mitigate Pain, after univerſal and, ſufficient Evacuations. For 
then ſuch things as do overmuch relax, do help forward the afflux of Humors.- And therefore, we 
- may add unto the forclaid Cataplaſms and other remedies, Plantane, Lettuce, Purſlain, Houſleek, and 
ſuch like, as alſo alittle Vinegar, As for Example, .

He Pain of the Sciatica or Hip-Gout doth herein chiefly difter from other ſorts of the Gout, be- 
cauſe in theſe the Pain poſſeſſes only the Joyntsz but this is not only in the Hip, bur it holds 
the top of the Buttotk alſo, the Loyns and the Os Sacram, and reaches into the Thigh and Leg even 
to the very Foot. Which comes to pals by reaſon of Nerves ariſing out of the Loyns and Os Sacrum, 


which are carricd unto the Hip, and are from thence derived and ſpread unto the Thigh, the Leg 
and Feet. 


CAUSES. The cauſe of this Pain is the ſame which was propounded in othcr forts of the Gout.

DIAGNOSTICK.] The Knowledg of this Diſeaſe is taken from the part aﬀfefted : from whence 
it alſo took its Name; for the Pain doth efpecially afte&t the Region or part of the Hucklebone » for 
it hath this property, that no Humor, nor Inflammation or change of the colour, appears as is wont 
to be in other ſigns of the Gout, becauſe the lowing- Humors do infintate themſelves into more 
profound or dep parrs, and into fuch a are larger, and covered with much fleſh, an they are not 
diffuſed into the ſurface of the Boy, nor the very Skin, as in other Gouts. 

PROGNOSTICK.} This peculiar Prediction belongs to the Hip-Gout, that if it continue long, 
it puts the Hip out of Joynt : for a Wheytth and Flegmatick Humor doth infinuate it {elf into the 
hollow of the'Joynt which is very large, and if it bide there long, its thinner part is diſcuſſed, ths 
thicker remaining, which becomes tnotty, and foftens and looſens the bands which knit together the 
bones which belons unto that Joynt ; lo that the bone of the Hip falls from 1ts Socket, whence 
follows Luxation, and thereupon limping or halting, and a Conſumption of the whole Thigh be: 
cauſe the Bone being ſlipt out of its feat, doth-preſs upon the Muſcles, Veins and Arteries, by which 
means motion is hindered, and Blood and Spirits cannot conventently flow into the inferior Parts. 
The aforetaid Do@rine is confirmed by two Aphoriſms of HTypocrates,vjz. The 59 of the 6 SeRion. 
Such whole Hips after long pains, ſlip. out of Joynt and in again, they have Snotty Excrements 
in that Part. Andthe 60 Aphoriſm of the ſame Section ; Such as being troubled with long Pains 
of the Sciatica, come to have their Hip disjointed, their Thigh Conſumes, and they halt except they 
be burnt. pp | | 
CURE. The Cure of the Hip-pan hath many things common with the other ſorts of Gouts; yet 
in-many things differs becauſe of the ſtructure and largenels of the Joynt ; therefore it is to be diftin- 

uiſhed from the former Gouts, and to be handled in this Chapter by it ſelf. 

And in the firſt place a Clyſer or gentle Purgative being premiſed, the Vein of the Arm on the 
ſame ſide muſt be opened for revulſion ſake - afterwards for derivation ſake, the "Vena Poplitis muſt 
be opened about the Knee, or that Vein near the outward Ancle-bone, which is called the Sciatica 
Vein, becauſe of the great good which the opening thereof is wont to do jq this Difeafe 3 which 
alone being opened doth often heal this Difeafe.

Alto Bloog drawn out of the Hemorrhoids by Leeches, doth wonderfully help thoſe that are Hip- 
Gouty, becauſe the Blood contained in the Veins of the Hip is thereby drawn out : for there is the 
greateſt conleat and fellow-feeling that can be between thele parts by means of their Veins. ' 

Strong Purgations are proper in this cafe, for lighter purges do rather precipitate the Humors into 
the parts affected. And therefore the Archritical Powders are moſt convenient, Caryocoſtinum, 
Pills of HermodaQtils and iuch like. The Chymiſts do ſometimes ſucceſsfully ufe Mercurial and An- 
timonial purges in ſtrong Bodics. | _ | ;

Chap. 3. Of Rheumatich Pains of the whole Body, 


A frqpSouty Diſeaſes properly fo called, it.is worth our while to treat of the Rhevmatick dk 
eaſe, becauſe of - the likeneſs between theſe diſcaſes, which verily is{o great, thatthe general- 
lity of FpyEripns, which know not the Nature of this Rheumatiſin, are-wont to call it the univerſal 
Gout. For in both. diſeaſes the Joynts are pained :, but therein is the difference z In that in the 
qut, only the Joynts are pained 3 But in this Rbeamatiſmus or Rheumatick Malady, not only: - 
e Joynts, but atfo the whole Body, viz. we middle ſpaces between the Joynts, Namiely,; the. 
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Muſcles and: their Membranes, and eſpecially the Skins which cover the Bones, and the whol« 
of the Body; yea verily, and ſometimes the inward parts of the body,as the Stomach, Womb

are troubled with this Rheumatick diſeaſe. 

And although the Greeks call a Catarrh by the name of Rhewna ;, yet this Rheumatiſm 
of differs from a Catarrh,being indeed contained under the general term of Flux of Rhey 
different Nature from that kind of Flux which is commonly called a Catarrh, which c 
from the Brain,and troubles. no more than one or two parts z. whereas.this Diſeaſe we 
from the internal Bowels by the Veins and Arteries, and is ſhed into the whole body. . . 

This is no new Diſeaſe, yet is it not ſufficiently defcribed by the Antients. We have a _. 
Draught thereof in Hypocrates; in his Book de locss in Homitte : and in Galen, Book 1. of the dif- 
ference of Feavers ; and the firſt de compoſitione Med. ſecundum Genera. But the moſt notable anq 
clear place of all, explaining this diſeale, is in the firſt Book of the Differences of Feavers, in ch.7. 
the words are theſe : Underſtand thou, T hat the Rhenmatick diſeaſe ſo called, is cauſed by ſome ſuch 
way 4s this ;, viz. The whole Body being weak, and the principal parts thereof, though they have by; 
little blood, yet finding themſelves burdened, they thruſt out the ſame and expel it to the, fle yy parts of 
the Skin. Whereby 1t appears that the true Nature of this Rheumatick dilcaſe according to Galens 
Dodrine, conſiſts herein, That the whote Body is ſo weak, that when any principal part is bur- 
dened with blood, although tt be in no very great quantity, it tranſmits the fame to the fleſhy parts 
and habit of. the Body. LED $A 

But that is not ſimply to be underſtood which is faid by Galen, That the principal parts being 
burdened with blood, do thruſt the fame unto the fleſhy parts of the Body. For ſo Inflammations 
and Swellings would ariſe in thoſe parts. Whereas Experience ſhews, that in this Dilcaſe called 
Rheumatiſmus, for the moſt part there appears no ſwelling, no Inflammation,'no change of colour in 
the parts pained. | | As aps ; 

CAUSES.) The next and immediate Cauſe therefore of this Diſeaſe, is a wheyiſh Humor, which 
by reaſon of its thinneſs doth not ſwell the parts ;, and becauſe of the ſubſtance thereof, not apt to 
' turn into Matter or Quittor, it never makes any Impoſthynie, but only a certain Inflammatory dif. 
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poſition, ariſing from the fervor of the wheyiſh Humor, , . | 

Now the Primary Original of this diſeate, ought to be aſcribed tp the Liver, which beitg affected 
with an hot diſtemper, and being weakned, breeds not blood convenient for to nouriſh, and affeRs 
the whole Body with the like weakneſs, whereby it becomes exceedingly diſpoſed to receive all fu- 
perfluities. And from the ſame diſtemper and weakneſs of the Liver, great quantities of evil Humors 
do ariſe, which being long detained in the Veins and Arteries, they become vitiouſly corrupted,and 
are there diſſolved and turned into the Nature of Whey, and Blood-watry Liquors,and as an heavy 
burden, are by Nature caſt off into the Ignoble parts, ſhe being not ftrong enough to drive them out 
of the whole body. Now theſe wheyiſh and blood-watry Humors being very ſharp,do prick and cut 
(asit were). thoſe parts unto which they are carried, from whence pains and torments do ariſe. And 
although we conceive the Liver to be the primary Cauſe and Original of this diſeaſe, yet it is appa- 
rent that theſe Humors do ſometimes flow immediately from the Brain, becauſe the pains do often 
begin in the Neck, and afterwards do deſcend unto the Shoulders and. Arms. But the firſt Senera- 
tion of theſe ſharp Humors was inthe overheated-Liver, which being tranſtated from thence into 
the Brain, .do from thence afterward fall down into the inferior parts. 

And although theſe humors are expelled by-the Veins in manner of a Criſis, yet is not their moti- 
on ſo ſudden, but itis performed by little and little; viz,When thoſe evil Humors and. corrupted, do 
| boyl or work in the Veins,and are afterward leifurely by the Veins expelled and vomited as it were 
for which cauſe this motion is wont fitly to be ealled, the Vomiting of the Veins. 

That aſerous or wheyiſh Humor is the principal cauſe of theſe pains,many Reaſons do convince. 
Firſt, becauſe ordinarily they cauſe no ſwelling nor change of colour in the part affeted -_ howbeit 
ſometimes when theHumor doth much abound,it raiſeth the part into a little,and very red Swelling, 
which nevertheleſs is cafily diſcufſed. Secondly, beeauſe theſe pains are exceeding moveable, and 
do ſeize now this, now that part of the body, and are ſuddenly gone from one part into another, the 
former part being quickly. well, and free from all pain 3. whick-ſudden mutationscannot come but 
from an Humor very apt to move, and exceeding thin. Thirdly, Becauſe this diſeaſe is often termi- 
' nated by Sweating. F ark , becauſe there appear many tokens of abundant Serofities in ſuch as are / 
troubled with this diſeaſe; Thin and abundant Urines beyond the Quantity of what they dtink,and 
abundance of Wheyiſh Humors appearing'iin. the blood that is taken from them. | | 

And although a wheyiſh Humor be the principal, and moſt frequent Cauſe of theſe Rheumarick 
Pains, yet probable it is, that wind dothſometimes concur inthe produCtion of theſe pains: Whicts 
we-may conje&ure by the quick paſſage of the pain'from one place to- another, and'becauſe there is 
no weight or heavineſs felt in the parts pained. This is the Opinion of Avicenma, who ſeems to de- 
ſcribe his diſeaſe, and to affign windy Vapors for the cauſe thereof; Fer. 1. Book, 3. Trad. 2. 
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Chap. 2, in theſe words. In pain Cauſed by winds, the extenſion of the part is encreaſed, and the hear 
vineſs diminiſhed, ſometimes it 1s with pricking, and ſometimes with Corroſion ;, and in a flatuous P ain 
there is no beavineſs.. eAnd ſometimes there i5 a Change of the Pain from one place to another, Theſe 
are the words of Avicenna : unto which he joyns thele following, which ſeem to come nearer the. 
deſcription of this Diſeaſe we treat of. Andthe wind is ſometimes in the Coat, and Fibres of the Mem- 
bers, as in the Cholick from wind ; or in the Coats of the 2Auſcles and under the membranes, and np- 
on the Bones, 'or in the Circumference of the Muſcles, between the ſoft fleſh and the Skin, or lurking 
in the member it ſelf. LE 4 abate] | 4 

And if any ſhall objeQ, that Diſeaſes ariſing from wind do not endure ſo long, becauſe windy va- 
pors are ſoon diſcuſſed. We ſhall anſwer, that a wind contained in the parts pained is eaſily diſcu 
{ed, whence comes often change of pains from one part to another ; but there is a ſeminary in the 
Veins from whence winds may perpetually ariſe, and afterwards be carried to the parts aforeſaid. 
Now this Seminary of winds is a thick, viſcid Humor, and Flegmatick, which the Blood taken from 
chem doth often teſtifie to be redundant in ſuch as are troubled with thele pains; it being frequently 
thick and clawmy like Glew, in appearance like crude aid putrid flegm. 

DIAGNOSTICK.] The knowledg of this Diſeaſe may eaſily be learned out of what hath been 
faid : yet ſhall we diſcourſe thereof a little more fully. Firſt therefore ; the parts affeRed with 
theſe pains, viz. The Muſcles and the Membranes, and the Membranes which infold the bones, do 
diſtingviſh this Diſeaſe fromall other. For although the pains of the Letchers Pox, do poſſeſ beth 
the Joynts and the ſpaces between the Joynts, and ſpecially the Membranes covering the bones; yet 
| they differ herein, becauſe they do not ſo univerſally infe& the whole Body, neither are fo conti- 
| a! (ror and day, for they vex the party only inthe nights, and very little in the day time; neither 
do they hinder the Patients from their buſineſs commonly z. whereas this Rheumatick Pain, doth 
Nail them to their Beds, fo as they can hardly ſtir themſelves ; neither can thoſe that look to them 
once ſo much as move them without great trouble and encreaſe of their Torments. And finally other 
ſigns of the Whores Pox have preceded or are prefent;as Gonorrhza,theWhores Boil,Putrefation 
of the Privities, and ſuch like. RD © jos lids 2, 1 | 

Other Symptoms allo there are accompanying this diſcale, which help much to the knowleds 
thereof. For if you lay your hand _ the part pained, you feel a kind of ſharpneſs with Heat, and 
commonly thereis a Feaver joyned therewith, bur it is very ſmall; and ſometimes there is none at all. 
The blood which is taken away, evidently corrupted, thick and clammy like glew, and after many 
times bleeding, it is full of wheyiſh moiſture, and fo changed, that it hath not the appearance of 
blood. When the pain is quite gone or intermits, there remains no weakneſs in the part, as is uſual in 
the Gout : Purging Medicamentsat the beginning do no good,nor things outwardly applied to the 
part affefted z they do rather augment the diſeaſe and the Pain : but when the diſeaſe begins to de 
cline, both are profitable. wag | | | 

PROGNOSTICK. ] As for the Prognoſtick, this diſeaſe is ſeldom or never deadly; but is very 
troubleſome to the Patient by its length : for it continues two or three months, if it be without a 
Fever ; Nay verily, ſometimes if it be not rightly cured, it continues for a year or years. Franciſcas 
Portus, who in an elegant verfe hath written Poems,of Phyſick, ſpeaking of this diſeaſe relates, that 
he was troubled with this diſeafe for two years ſpace, which at length he overcame by the earn- 
eſt Endeavours of fix Phyſitians of Parzs the moſt famous in their times, viz. Baſinus, Belly, Quer - 


Cs, Sanjacobemus, Seguinus, and Hollerins. 
If this Rheumati/m do bg with a Feaver, it is wont to be the ſhorter, but it torments the Pa- 
tient with more direful and cruel pains : and then it finiſheth within twenty or forty days, orat + 
leaſt, it is much leſſened. f | 
This Rheumatick Pain coriiing upon the Neck of other diſcaſes, as an Apoplexy or Convulfion, 
doth make the Caſe leſs Dangerous,tlie Morbifick matter being tranſlated from the intetnal-Parts to 
the habit of the Body. _ | 
Sweats happening in the Declination of the diſeaſe are good. 
Thick and abundant Urines in the Declination, do bring an end to the diſeaſe. >

dedto repeat the fame. Now the condition of the Blood it is which makes this eafie bearance, which 
in this D:feale comes always away very much corrupted. Experience ſhews how profitable this fre. 
quent Blood-letting is; for by the conſtant continuante thereof, the Diſeaſe which is wotit (as wag 
laid in the Prognoſtick ) to be long, is often'maſtered in a ſhort time. And experience ſhews thar'

Thoſe who are likely to have an Impoſthume 
about their Foynts, are freed from that danger, if they void much thick, and white Urin, ſuch as in pain- 
ful Feavers, ſome begin to make upon the fourth day : ard if withal thetr Noſe Bleeds, the Diſeaſe 
will very ſoon break, For the falling down of Humors into the Joynts tending to an Impoſtume, hath 
ſome analogy with this Rheumarick Diſeaſe we treat of, Alfo the ſame Hy pocrates feerns to pro= 
pound a certain adumbration of this Diſeaſe in the ſecond of his PrediRories, and aſcribes the cauſe 
thereof to the ſuppreſſion of tome ulual Hemorrhage or Bleeding, in theſe words. They who bave 
pains and ſwellings about their Toynts, which are allayed not as the Gout uſes to be, in ſuch you ſhall find 
their bowels long, and a white ſetling in their Urine, &c. Afterward he adds; now this Diſeaſe be- 
tides thoſe who in their Childhood and in their youth have been accuſtomed to Bleed at Noſe,

Whiles theſe bleedings are praQtifſed, Cliſters ('as was before ſaid ) muſt be given every day, or

\#f thefe Purgations ſhall not ſuffice to eradicate this Diſeaſe (which is often very rebellious) we 
muſt proceed to ſtronger Purgatives, as ElefFnarinm Diaphenicon, Diaprunum Solutivum, and ſuch 
like, provided there be no Feaver. I have always cured this Diſeaſe (when the foreſaid Medica- 
ments could not do it) with Aercurins dulcis fix times ſublimed, heing given divers times to the 
Quantity of a ſcruple with ten grains of Scammony or Rofin of Jallap. An example of which kind 
of Cure is to be ſeen in my obſervations, viz. in Obſ.

Noty theſe ſtrengtheners we ſpeak of, muſt be of a cooling Vertue;, ſeeing (as was ſaid) the over- 
hot diſtemper of the Liver gives beginning to this Diſeaſe. There is great plenty of fuch Medica: 
ments in Authors ; of theſe | ſhall propound four, which I account moſt eff: Qual and leaſt ingrate- 
ful to the Patient. 

The Firſt is the Tin&ure of Corals, two ounces of which the ſick may take in a morning, two 
hours before Meat, every day on which no other Medicaments are adminiſtred, 

But becauſe the TinQure of Corals cannot long be kept; it is reduced into Syrup for longer keep- 
ing, with Sugar, of which two ſpoonfuls may be taken in the morning : but the Efficacy thereof is 
much leſs, than of the ſimple TinQure, | 

The Second, is the Conlerve of the fruit which grows upon the Roſe-Briar or the Eglantine Briar, 
which is moſt pleaſing to the taſte, cools the Liver, and by a gentle aſtriftion Corroborages the ſame. 
The Patient may take thereof the Quantity of a Cheſnut, Morning and Evening, _, :. 

The Third is the Ele&uary of Tr:aſantalon with a four-fold proportion of Rhubarh, made into 
Lozenges; two drams whereof the Patient may take every day, and drink a little ordinary drink 
thereupon. - - 

The Fourth is a TinQure of Roſes, a Cup whereof the Patient muſt drink, once, twice, thrice 2 
day far from Meals. It is thus made, - :

The aforeſaid Remedies or ſome of them muſt be uſed if courſe one after another, leſt Nature be 
too much accuſtomed to one, and fo the leſs altered thereby. 

When the Diſeaſe is Cured, the Patient muſt be cautious for a time leſt new matter being col- 
led, a Relapſe ſhould happen. The Prevention therefore hereof, will chiefly conſiſt in a ſtate or 
periodical Purgatiofi, to be iterated once or twice every month ; which may fitly be.done by this 
Magiſterial Syrup following, which will do more good by altering and ſtrengthening the Liver than 
by purging.

Chap. 1. Of the Fever Ephemera. 


CAUSES.] _ Dn, 
His Fever is commonly bred of external canfes, and of vehement motions of Body and 
Mind, as Anger, Cares, Labor, Pain, Watching,and Faſting, by which the Spirits are inflamed ; 
alſo by Sleep and Sorrow, by which the hot Humors and Vapors are kept within thc Body. Alfo by 
being heated with the Sun, Fire, or Stove, by which means, hot Air being drawn in with the Breath, 
and received by the Pores of the Body, it doth inflame the Spirits. Alſo by Sarfeiting, Drunkenneſs, 
and efpectally by over-large taking in of Meats and Drinks, that are of an hotnature, as peppered 
Meats, and ftrong Wines, by which more Vapors. are raiſed than can exhale. Alfo by Retention of 
hot Excrements, and that not only of the Dung and Urine, but eſpecially of thoſe Sooty Vapors 
which are wont to paſs through the Pores of the Skin, if thofe Pores be ſhut up with cold, and Allu- 
minovs Bath, and fach like Caufes. . | bw 
Alſo this Ephemera Fever 1s bred of internal cauſes, as from a Bubo, and other Swellings of the 
Thighs or Arms, eſpecially whiles they break ; from an hot fiery Swelling of the Extremiries of the 
Body, when hot Matter ſhutup together in one certain place, doth offend the heart, not by.its pu- 
trefaRion, but heat alone. Alfo by ſome ſmall obſtruQion of the Veſſels, by which means the ſooty 
exhalations berng retained, do cauſe a Feyer ; as is wont to happen in the Diftillations, when they 
ariſe in hot Natures, anda thick habit of Body. 
DIAGNOSTIC K. This Fever is known, , both' when ſome of the cauſes ſpecified 
have gone before; and alſo by a ſwift, frequent,and great Pulfe:' Breathing frequent and great, Head- 
ach and heat; there is neither cold nor ſhaking, no ſenfe of wearineſs, nor want of Appetite, Yet may , 
there be ſometimes a ſhivering or ſhaking fit; Namely, when the Fever is occaſioned by the heat 
of the Sun, or by cold. Feeling the Patients hand we\tfind a mild and gentle heat; the Urineis con- 
co&like that of one in health, unleſs by fome obftruQion or crudity it be changed. Ir is commonly 
terminated in theſpace of twenty four hours, with an caſte-gentle Sweat z yer it reacheth ſometimes 
unto the third day, which if it pals, it degenerates into a ſrmple'Synochus, a Putrid, or an HeRick 
Fever. | | 
CURE.) Far the Cure of this Fever the- Antients did chiefly ufe a Bath of luke-warm 
Water, which they did alfo frequently uſe in their Health. ' But ſeeing it is in theſe times out'of uſe, 
neither is it praQiſed in the cure of theſe Fevers. Neither is it counted ſafe, in regard of a Pletho- 
rick or a Cacochymical Conſtitution of Body, putrefaCtion, or flux of Rheume, which may be in ſuch 
Bodies, or may be feared will happen, : | | 
But this Fever is better cured by a Cooling and moiſtening Diet; as Barly Cream, Cooling 
Broths, Small-drink and Sugar, common Ptifſan Drink, or Fountain-water with Syrup of Lemons 
or Maiden-hair mixed therewith. , 
But the Cure admits fome variation, according to the Nature of the cauſe. So if it ſpring from 
| the heat of the Sun or Air, acooling Diet is good, and the patient mult be conveyed into a cool lodg- 
| Ing and Vinegar of Roſes muſt be applied to his forchead, to the temples and-former part of the 
Head it ſ{elf, if there be pain, as commonly there is when the Fever comes fromthe heat of the Sun. © 
If it come from being in the Cold, efpecially if the Patient being hot with exerciſe, went preſently 
into the Cold, Sweat muſt be provoked, eſpecially towards theend of the Fit. 17 
If it come from the Skins thickneſs and clofingup of the pores, the ſame Cure muſt be ufed ; and 
to both theſe caufes, fmall Wine very well alfaied with water, may be convemient, becauſe it opens 
the pores, and helps to {weat. | i | 
If the Diſeaſe was cauſed by Labor, the patient muſt reft and be nouriſhed more liberally with 
Meat of eafte Digeſtion. If from wearinefs, the patient muſt be artificially rubbed. Tranquility of 
mind, and chearfuwnefs, muſt be oppoſed to Anger ; and Choter muſt be tempered with meat and 
drink of a cooling Nature. To Sadnefs, Recreation of the. Mind is a Remedy, and the uſe of thin 
imall Wine. If the Fever was caufed by watching, let 'the patient ſleep by: application of things 
convenient : If by faſting, let' the patient'eat cooling meats of good Juyce; If by over-cating or 
Drinking, let the patient abftain from Meat and Drink, not omitting ſuch things as ſtrengthen the 
Stomach,both inwardly given, and outwardly apptied : alfo with an Emollient and Laxative Clyfter, 
part of the Crudities is to be taken away. If putrefa@ion be feared, a Vomit may be procured, or a 
purge given.” If the Fever afife of Obſtru&ions; we muſt conſider, whether the patient be pletha- 
rick-or Cacochymical, v5z. Whether the whote Maſs of blood be over great, or only fomebad'Hyu- 
mors abound in the blood. If the patient þe too full of blqod, letting blood'muſt be adviſed; if evil 
Humors only-abound, a purge muſt be defcribed.” 'And if the Obſtruions wiltnot eaſily be removed, 
this Fever changeth into ſome of the other forts of Fevers, whoſe cures ſhalt be defcribed in their

DIeAGNOSTICKR. ThisFeveris known by athick and ſwelling habit of Body, the 
colour of. the Body and Face is ruddy;the Head is pained with a ftretching or diſtending-kind of pain, 
the Patient is ſleepy, hath a beating in the Temples, is unquiet, hath a traitneſs 4n the Cheſt, with 
difficulty of breathing z the Pulte is great, even, frequent, full ; the Veins ſtrut with blood, whence 
a ſtretching kind of wearinels doth proceed ;, the Urine is thick, little differing in colour from a Na- 
tural Urine, only ſomewhat redder ; the heat is to ones hand mild, tempered with a ſteamy Vapor ; 


the Feyer holds an even progreſs; for cither it holds one and the ſame tenor, or it lefſens by degrees, 


or it encreaſeth equally, never remitting or cealing. Whence there are reckoned three Differences of 
this Fever For that which continually encreaſeth, is called Epacmaſtica, That which continually 
decreaſeth, is called Paracmaſtica That which keeps one and the ſame terior, is called Homotonos,

CURE. The Cure of this Feyer is performed by blood-letting, by cooling, and þy ope- 
ning the pores of the Skin. Galen in the ninth Book of his Method, Chap. 4. cures this Fever 


two Remedies only : viz. Letting of Blood till the Patient faint away 3 and by giving a great pb 
tity of Water to the Patient to drink. 


Blood-letting is abſolutely neceſſary in this Diſeaſe, becaule it is bred by fulneſs of blood 3 and a 
Vein muſt preſently be opened at what hour ſoever the Phyſitian is called, unleſs the Patients Sto- 
mach be full of Meat, the digeſtion whereof muſt be expe&ed for certain hours. And although blood 
muſt be-plentifully drawn; and Galezreportsin the fore-cited place,. That he cured the moſt of ſuch 


|. as had this Fever, ſuddenly, by letting them bleed till they fainted away 3 whicti bleeding was at- 


tended by a looſneſs, vomiting of Choler, and plentiful Sweat : Yet in theſe days of ours; that 


ſame large blood-letting is out of date : which is not without danger, ſeeing Galer himſelf relates in 


his Book of Curing by Phlebotomy, Chap. 12. That it befell three Phyſitians, while they were 
practiſing this large Blood-letting,that inſtead of fainting awayztheir Patients died outright. It is bet- 
ter therefore at ſeveral times to take away ſo much blood, as the Nature of the Diſeaſe doth neceſſa- 
rily require, Be | | | | 
Nfore blood-letting, if the Patient be coſtive, or the Guts abound with Crudities, an Emolli- 
ent and Laxative Clyſter muſt be given. _ | 
As for the point of cold water, Galen orders it to be given in ſo great quantity, that the Patient 
_ grow pale, tremble, and be cold all over 3 and ſo he lays, it extinguiſheth the fiery heat, it {treng- 
thens the ſolid parts, and drives out unprofitable Humors by ſtool, by Urine, and by ſweat. But he 
ſays there muſt be many Cautions in the uſe thereof viz. That it be given in the Vigor of the Fe- 
ver, the ſigns of ConcoRion appearing 3 that the Patient have been uſed to drink cold Water in time 
of health, have ſtrong bowels, and full of jJuyce, a fleſhy and well ſet body ;, have a conſtant and vi- 
gorousſtrength,be not full of thick and clammy Humors,have no Tumors in any Bowel,nor Stomach, 
Throat,or Sinews weak.Otherwiſe if theſe conditions be wanting,it is to be feared leſt the Patient fall 
into ſhortneſs of breath, Dropſie, Trembling, Convulſion, Lethargy, or ſome other grievous Diſeaſe. 
This kind of Medicine is likewiſe grown out of date in our times, ſeeing it is hard to obſerve all 
thoſe conditions,and ſo many dangers asattend the undue uſe thereof. Forit is betterto uſe other more 
| ſafe Medicines which cool the whole Body, and the Blood as Juleps, and opening Emulſions, 
Epithems, Liniments, and a Diet altogether cooling. Juleps are made of the Decottion of Barly, 


or Sorrel, or Cichory ;, or with water of Cichory, Endive, Sorrel, Lettuce, adding Syrup of Juyce 
of Cichory, Lemmons, Pomiegranates, Vinegar, &c. Whereunto alſo for the greater cooling and 


opetiing, may be added ſome drops of Vitriol, or Sulphur. If the diſtilled waters ſeem too crude or 
raw, let them boyl with alittle Species T74/antalon, or Diamargaritumfrigidum. 
Emulſions may be made after this manner: _

Chap. 3. Of an Heftick Fever. 


A N Heftick $ever occupies the ſolid parts of the Body, which conſtitute the Habit thereof, and 
| are commonly called Spermatical,or fleſhy ; in regard of which parts it is more fixed and root- 
ed than other Fevers which are in the Spiritsor Humors, For which cauſe it is alſo termed Hahi- 
tual, becauſe it is hecome Habitual,” and can hardly be removed from its ſubje&. | | 
There are many Diviſions of this Fever, For firft of all, there is a primary HeRick, which he- 
]ins of it ſelf; and another Secondary, which follows other Fevers. Secondly, an HeRick Fever 
is ſimple and ſolitary, or joyned with a putrid Fever. Thirdly, ſome He&ticks begin at the Heart : 
others from other parts, as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Womb, and other parts inflamed, 
ulcerated, corrupted, or poſſeſſed with ſome other grievous Dilcale. And this Fever though it 
have its habitual ſeat in the Heart, and the whole Body ; yet it is commonly termed Symptomatical, 
becaule of its firſt Original which it hath from other parts. | | | 
Galen makes three degrees of an Heck Fever. The firſt is the very beginning of an HeRQick, 
in which the Body is hardly extenuated ; yet the moiſt Humidity of the Body is inflamed, conſumes; 
and dries, The Second comprehends the Argument, and therein is an evident extenuation of the Bo- 
dy, the fleſhy and fat fubſtance of the Body periihing. The Third contains the ſtate of the Diſeaſe, 
and its laſts age 3 for it never comes to a declination, becaule therein, viz. in that degree it is incura» 
ble : for then the fibrous and membranous ſubſtance of the Body, is conſumed, and the whole body is 
ſo extenuated, that the Face of the Patient is like that deſcribed by Hypocrates, nothing but Skin and 
Bone, This laſt degree is called Jaraſmus, or rather Heitica Maraſmodes; - becauſe in atrue 
Maraſmus, cold is joyned with dryneſs. Re | 
C AVSES. The Cauſes of an HeRick Fever are divided into an Internal, and External. 
To the External are referred what ever Cauſes may occaſion any of the other Fevers, if the Action 
of Heating be continual! and vehement, or the Patients Body be apt to entertain this kind of Fever : 
Such are, the heat of the Sun, or of the Fire, vehement exercile, Meats and Drinks that are heating, 
immoderate Evacuations, asin alooſneſs and Bloody-flux, vehement paſſions of Mind ; and finally, 
faſting in a Cholerick, Body that is hot and dry of Conftitution ; ſeeing Galen affirms, that thoſe 
Phyſitians that were wont to enjoyn their patients to faſt three days together, did bring Cholerick 
Conſtitutions by that means into burning and Heetick Fevers. | 
| The Internal Cauſes are, burning and Peſtilential Fevers, which do ſpeedily conſume the moi- 
ſture of the heart; alſo a long ſlack Fever. Alſo ſome peculiar Diſeaſe of any of the bowels, as an 
Inflamation or Ulcer; or pytrefaRion of ſome Humor contained therein, or finally, the corruption - 
of the Member it ſelf, which are wont to cauſe a lingring Fever, and an HeRick. 12 
Of thele infirmities peculiarly poſſefling ſome certain Members of the Body,and cauſing an HeRick, 
we have Examples manifeſt enough. For as for what concerns Inflamations, Galen ſaith he ſaw 
a woman that by realon of an Inflamation in her Midriff, fell into an HeQick Fever. And we 
daily obſerve in the Conſumption of the Lungs, or Phthiſis, a complicated HeRick Fever. The 
putrefation of Humors contained in ſome bowel, falls out in great obſtruQions, or cold {wellings. 
The Corruption of ſome Member is often ſeen in the Lungs; ſometimes in the Liver, in-ſuch men 
as are given to Wine, and who uſe much hot "_ ; for acertain filthy corrupt blood is bred in. 
| S112 their 
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their Liver, by which the ſubſtance thereof is corrupted. | Fernelins ſays, he ſometimes met with this 
kind of Fever; and that it is a ſign thereof, when the Patients extreamly covet Wine, bur abominate 
alt kind of Fleſh. | 

DIAG NOSTICK. ASimple Heftick Fever is known, becaule it is continual, without any 
fits, always alike, neither encreaſing nor decreafing, fave that it is lomewhat augmented an hour, or 
twq or three after Meat. The heat under the ſhort Ribs, is at firſtlaying on the hand mild,atterwatrd 
ſharp, biting and dry. The Pulſe is little, frequent and quick the ſick perceive not any F ever, 
they are lazy, and loath to ftir ; and when they ſtir it is with pain, becauſe their ſtrength is in alan. 
guiſhing condition. Their Arteries are hotter than the parts circumjacent, which may be perceived 
þy the touch after the Patient hath waſhed in cold water. The Urine is like that of one in health 
both in point of colour and ſediment. In the progrels of the Dilcale, Oyly ſubſtance tiims on the 
top,and the fediment islike to Meal, which is a ſign that the ſubſtance of the Body doth melt. 

More particularly, we may know not only the feveral degrees of an He&tick, but foreſee it before 
it comes, after this manner. ” | | 

An HeRick Fever at hand, is known, if the cauſes have preceded : v1&. If there have been a bur. 
ning Fever in a Body naturally hot, dry, and of a thin contexture, In an hot ſeaſon of weather, it 
is to be feared the Patient will fall into an HeRick, and fuch remedies as may prevent the ſame are 
to be uſed. | | | | Ln LE . 

The firſt degree of an Heck Fever, if it be joyned with a putrid Fever, is very hardly known : 
if it be alone, not very eaſily. In the firſt day, there are all the ſigns of Febris Ephemera. In the 
ſecond, the dryneſs is augmented,not the heat. On the third day it repeats not,it is not evidently aug- 
mented or diminiſhed. And at length one hour or two after meat,the heat ſeems ſomewhat encrealed. 

In the ſecond degree, the Patient perceives no Feveriſhnefs, only ſome alterations after meals. 
There is a manifeſt dryneſs, a ſmaller and {wifter pulſe, with a certain hardnefs. 

The ſigns of the third degree are moſt manifeſt: the eyes are hollow, dry,and have dry Excrements 
in them, the bones evidently ſtick out, the lively colour of theFace is extinguiſhed: the whole Skin 
is dry, the Midriff, vehemently contracted, ſo that the Patients ſeem to have no Guts. Their pulſe 
is perceived under the ſtomach, in all extenuatec| perſons, ” 

And becauſe a putrid Fever is many times coupled with an HeRtick, they are both exaRly to be 
diſtinguiſhed, becauſe it is of great moment in regard of the Cure, which in this caſe is very much 
differing. Now this coupling may be known by comparing the ſigns of an HeRick propounded, 
with the ſigns of a-putrid Fever, which ſhall be hereafter deſcribed in their proper place. 
 PROGNOSTICK. The firſt degree of an HeRick Fever is eaſily Cured , the third is 
incurable ; the {econd is of a middle nature z and look how much the nearer it approaches to the 
firſt or third, by ſo much is it eaſter or harder to be cured, An HeRick Fever happens moſt com- 
monly from the eighteenth year to the thirty fifth, for in that 4 ge the heat is moſt intenſe, and ſoon- 
eſt-conſumes the Body. But they who before this Age, or a little after, are taken with an HeRick 
| Fever, do more caily eſcape, and are ſometimes cured perfe&ly ; or by a palliative Cure their life 

is protracted a long time, eſpecially if they be Women. | 

CURE. For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we muſt firſt conſider whether it depend upon any 
Diſeaſe of ſome particular part or not : for then the Cure muſt be dire&ed to that Diſeaſe ; as alſo if 
it be ſingle, or combined or complicated with a putrid Fever, And in this caſe the putrid Fever 
is firſt to be cured by bleeding, purging, and by opening Medicaments, and ſuch as hinder putrefa- 
ion; the HeRick Fever in the mean while not being neglefed. But if the Hetick Fever be 
ſingle and alone, the cure muſt be effe&ed only with cooling, moiſtening, and reſtorative things : the 

manner of which muſt be taken from Diet and Medicine. | 
| Diet here, as ir all Chronick Difeaſes, can do much ; Nay in this Diſeaſe it can do more than 
all Mcdicines. Therefore the Patients Diet muſt be by the Phyſitian exaRtly ordered, viz. That it 
may be direQed fo as to cool and moiſten the whole Body. It therefore the Air where the 
Patienr is, be moderately cold or temperate, let him uſe the ſame; if not, let it be cor- 
reed, ſoas thar it may incline to cold and moiſt, For this reaſon Galez in the 10. of his Method 
- Chap. 8. in the Summer when the Air is hot, orders the fick to abide in a Room under the Ground, 
that is very cold and blown through with the wind, open towards the North. By which Remedy 
alone, we have ſeen a man extreamly conſumed, reſtored within a month. Again, the heat of the 
Air in the Patients Chamber muſt be altered, by cold Water being poured out of one Veſſel into 
another, by the very noiſe whereof Sleep is cauſed; alſo by moiſtening the Pavement often with 
cold water ſprinkled thereupon , or by cooling Herbs oftentimes freſh ſtrowed therein : and 
by forbidding any number of. people to come in, which among other things, doth likewiſe heat the 
Chamber. And Galen gives order that when the Air is coldeſt, it ſhould be received by the ſick, 
namely, by drawing it-in by the mouth, becauſe it exceedingly cools the heat of the heart; but it is 
not good for the body of the ſick, leſt it ſtop the pores of the Skin, and hinder the ng» of

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Excrements. But Galez affirms that the breathing in of the cool Air doth the Patients more good, 
than they can receive hurt by the ſtopping of their pores, if that ſhould happen.:, but that may be 
hindered by warm cloathing of the Bodv. Yet itis to be obſerved, that if the He&ick Fever ariſe 
{rom an Ulcer in the Lungs, that the cold Air is not good in that reſpeR, but rather temperate, a 
little inclining to heat, and dry. For which capſe Galen ſent thoſe that had Conſumptions of their 
Lungs, to the Mount T abias, where the Air was more dry than ordinary. _ oy” 
The Meats of the Patient muſt be cooling and moiſtening, and quickly nouriſhing, as Chicken- 
Broths, and Broths of Hens, Capons, Veal, Kid, Wether-Mutton, Yelks of Eggs, with French 
Barly, Lettuce, Purſſain, Endive, Borrage, Sorrel ; The fleſh of Calves, Kids, Pigs, Pheaſants, 
Partridges, young Hares, and fuch like : © Panadaes, Barley-Cream, Water-gruel, Rice-pottage, 
with Sugar and a few Almonds,or rather with the greater cooling Seeds. Boyled Meats are fitter-than 
Roaſted, which are ſooner Inflamed and turned to Choler ; the boyled do more moiften. Butif the: . 
Patient be more diligent with roaft Meats, they muſt be very moderately Roaſted, and tempered 
afterwards with Juyce of Lemmons, Citrons, Oranges, or of unripe Grapes, without Salt. | 
Fiſhes may be eaten, becauſe they cool and moiſten ; but ſuch as are taken out of ſtony places, are 
to be preferred, and ſuch as have a tender friable fleſh, haunting the Sea or pure Waters.  _ ... 
Among fruits, Apples are commended becauſe they breed cold Blood. Alfo Pears are convenient, 
Damask Prunes, and French Prunes boyled in Sugar 3; alſo Raiſins cleanſed, which being prepared 
atter this following manner, do nouriſh the Body without heating, EPI 
Take Raiſins of the Sun cleanſed, one pound : Let them be tempered in Endive, Bugloſs and Roſe- 
water, and very diligently w«ſhed, that the Laxative power may be taken away. eAfterward let 
them be lightly boyled in the ſame Waters, adding a little Sugar, wherewith let them be preſerved for 
aſe > - let the Patients take of them 1n the mornings, and always after meat. ES | . 
And becauſe perſons that are HcRtiical, have the Feyeriſh heat fixed in the ſolid parts of their 
Bodies, by which the Nutriment is eafily and ſuddenly conſumed and diffipated ; therefore PraQi- 
tioners are wont to preſcribe unto them, Meats ſolid and of a clammy fubſtance, as the feet of living 
Creatures 3 the fleth of Snails, Crabs, Tortoiſes, and of Frogs. For lecing their ſorts of fleſh are 
moiſt and clammy, they ealily adhere unto ſuch parts of the Body as want nouriſhment ; neither are 
they eaſily conſumed by the Feveriſh heat : and fo they hinder the drying up of the ſolid parts of 
the Body. Yet ſome do reje& thele.Meats, becauſe hard of digeſtion, and troubleſome to the Sto- 
mach, But this difference is thus. reconciled : In the'beginning of an HeQick, while the digeſtive 
faculty is yet ſtrong, theſe thick and clammy nutriments are convenient : but in a confirmed HeRick: 
they are not to be given, becauſe hard to digeſt. Add hereunto, that they may be ſo prepared and 
qualified, as that thiey tmay eaſily be digeſted ; as by being boyled to a Jelly, or giving only what is 
ſtrained out of therh, being beaten to a maſh, Among other things the Land-Tortoifes are mightily 
praiſed for an HeRtick, not only for a ſingle HeQick, but when joyned with a Conſumption; and 
they are prepared divers ways; For either they are boyled in Water till they are diſſolved,then caſting 
away the ſhells, the fleſh is ſeperated from the bones and boyled again with Cichory,Sorrel,Borrage, 
French-barley, and Prunes, in a fingle HeQick3but in an HeRtick of the Lungs it is boyled with Bram- 
ble Leaves, Purflane, and Plantane. Let the Patient drink the. broth and eat the fleſh twenty days 
together. * Or the Juyce is preſſed out of the Fleſh being beaten. Or little Loaves are made of the 
Fleſh of the Tortoiles boyled in Barley-water, with ſweet-Almonds, Pine-kernels, the cooling Seeds 
and Sugar : Which are lightly baked in an Oven, and are given the Patient at Dinner and Supper.

'Let the Patients drink be Barley-water, either by it felf, or with Syrup of Vinegar, or Pome- 
Sranates mingled therewith, or-Water in which, a piece of Bread hath been boyled, tweetned with 
a little Sugar. But if the Patients ſtomach be very weak, Wine well allaied with water may be al- 
towed, which helps the concoRtion and diſtribution of Nouriſhinents. Galez, Meth. 1. ch. 5.6, 
gives cold Water, with which he boaſts he had ſaved many from the 2faraſvmus. Howhbeit, great 
Caution is to be uted in the giving thereof ; for when the Body is very much pined away, it is to be 
feared leſt thc fnall heat of the Patient ſhould be wholly extinguiſhed.

Motion ot: the body is not good, but the Patient muſt be enjoyned to reſt ; howbeit before Meat; 
if trength will bear ir, ſome light exerciſe will be good 3 or inſtead thereof, a few light frictions or 
rubbings may ſerve turn, eſpecially preſently after fleep, beginning at the inferior parts of the Body ; 
for they provoke the Humors outward. And the Patient muſt be rubbed no longer than tilt alight 
redneſs þegin to appear upon the Skinzfor to rub longer would dry the Body. Carnal Embracements 
muſt he above all things avoided, which do very much conſume the ſubſtance of the Body. 

| Let the Patient ſleep, neither very long, nor very little. For oP encreaſeth the heat of the 
Bowels, by the retiring of the Natural warmthinwards : too ſhort ſleep dries the Body more. But 
there is leſs inconvenience from the ſſeeping a little over-largely, than too ſcantily, becauſe ſleep doth 
exceedingly moiſten, which in this Fever is very much to be defired. Let the Patient ſleep in a ſoft 
bed, and that a Flock-bed, not a Feather-bed, and large enough. Let the Patients Linnen be often 
changed, which muſt be ſprinkled with Rofe-water before they be put on,

detraQtion in this Diſeaſe, Purgers can hardly be convenient, unlefs aputrid Fever be joyned with 
the HeQtick, Yet if the firſt Region of the Body ſeem filled with Excrements, becauſe of Crudities 

ariſmg from a weak Stomach, Purgation may ſafely be uſed with Caſha, Manna, or Syrup of Roſes. 
Nay verily, if ſtrength be not deficient, the Infuſion of Rhubarb may þe given, with a DecoRion of 
Prunes, Tamarinds, Myrobalans, Buglolſs and Violets.

ning 3 it nouriſheth much, and is eaſily diſtributed into all parts of the Body. In the uſe whereof, the 
fame Cautions muſt be obſerved, which are ſet down in the Cure of a Contmacten, 
Amongexternal Remedies, a Bath of freſh Water is principal, for it powerfully cools and moi- 
ſtens, and relaxeth the external parts that they may more readily receive Nouriſhment. Among the 
Ancients the uſe of Baths was moſt frequent, and there were four parts of the bathing place : In the 
firſt ſomewhat warm, they put off their Cloaths : In the ſecond there was a bathing Veſſet of hot 
Water ; Inthe third a bathing Veſſel of cold water : In the fourth the Sweatineſs and Moiſture was 
dried off. Galen in 10. Meth. Chap. 19. doth thus moderate the uſe of theſe parts of the Bath ; That 
the Patients ſhould be brought into the firſt part of the Bath,which was heated with the vapor of the 
Bath, that the pores of their Bodies might be opened ; then being anointed with freſh ſweet Oyl, 
they were to be plunged in the hot water to moiſten their Bodies ; and then they were of a ſudden 
to be thrown into the cold water, quickly to be takeniout again, and to be dried and anointed with 


Oyl, that the pores being; cloſed, the moiſture received from the hot Bath, might be retained. 


But inaſmuch as the Induftrious Diligence of the Ancients in the uſe of bathing, is long fince our 
of uſe; our Practitioners have likewiſe left this Method of bathing HeRical perſons, which they 
Jud unſafe, ſeeing it is to be feared, leſt by the ſudden receiving of the cold water, the Patients 
Body ſhould be hurt, and the patient not be able to endure the ſudden ſenſe of contrary qualities. 
| So that our Pradtitioners do more adviſedly, and more compendiouſly, whiles they convey the- 

patients info a bath of water moderately hot in the morning, after a ſtool procured by Nature, or 
by Art, and two or three hours after they have eaten ſome Broth, or Milk, or the Yelksof Eggs ; 
wherein they abide ſo long, til] it grow luke-warm of it ſelf, and at. laft cold. For-feeing Galen 


conceives the uſe of a cold bath after an hot one to beſo neceſſary, that without it the hot bath doth 


no good , the uſe of a cold bath is ſupplyed,if the Patient tay ſo long in the bath till of it ſelf it grow 
tuke-warm,' and cold, But this Caution 1s to be obſeryed, That wheteasa three-fold quality may be 
had in the ſame bath, the patient muſt abide in the hot a little while, in the luke-warm longer, in the 
cold leaſt of all. | | | 

And although the Antients were wont to make their baths of ſimple water ; yet is it-g00d to make 
them more moiſtening\.by boyling therein Emollient and moiſtening Herbs, as Mallows, Marſhmal- 
lows, Violet-leaves, &c. or with barly and beaten Almonds, eſpecially in the Summer, becauſe a 
bath of. Deco&ion of Herbs is ſooner corrupted, After bathing, rhe'fick is ſoftly to be wiped with 


hot Cloaths ; then to be anointed with. Oyl of Violets, ſweet-almonds with freſh Butter ; and after | 


fome time of reſt, let the patient eat fame broth, or other food, LSLOVG: 

A Bath of water and Qyl is exceedingly.cryed up by 'Zacutus Luſitanus, in the 35. Obſervation of 
the third Book of wonderful Cures ; wherewith he ſays a young woman was Cured, whom a bath of 
fimple water and Goats Milk could not help. The n of which great good, he renders to be this; 
Becauſe a bath made of freſh water, withRore of Oyl igJit, doth ſoften the diſtended Riffparts, doth 
moiſten the dry withered; and by opening the pores obftruRed, and through dryneſs conttaQed, 
it draws the Nourifhment to the outmoſt and moſt diſtant parts of the body. ET

Take Waters of Roſes, Water-lillies, and Purflain, of each three ounces : Tuyce of Pomegranates 
an ouuce : Powder of Diamargaritum frigidum two drams : Bones out of the Stags Heart one ſcruple, 
Camphire four grains : Make an Epithem for the Heart. ;

Among the Symptoms which are wont to come upon this Diſeaſe, the chief is a Looſneſs, which 
is wont to bring the Patients to their death.

generated when a putrid Vapor, or a Preternatural heat, which ariſeth from putrified Humors, 


doth perpetually affiitt the Heart, and ſtirs up therein a continual heat \, from whence likewiſe us 
perpetually diffuſed a Feveriſh heat into the whole Body. But the intermitting Fevers are 


P'*- Fevers are divided into Continual, or Intermitting. The (ontinual, Putrid Fevers, art 


cauſed, when the ſaid V apors are carried unto the Heart, only at certain diſtances of time. Continual 


Fevers are again divided into the Eſſential, and Primary, or Symptomatical. Thoſe are called E ſſential 
and Primary, which ſpring from a putrefattion inflamed inthe common Veins, and not in any particu- 
lar part of the Bady. Thoſe are Symptomatical that ariſe from the putrefattion or ſuppuration of ſome 
particular part inflamed ;, out of "which part bycommunion of thc Veſſels, a putrid vapor may continually 
be carried 'nnto the heart : Such Fevers are ſeen in the Pleuriſie, Inflamation of the Lungs, Infla- 
mation of the Liver, and in the Inflamation of other internal parts. eAgain, the Primary continual 
Fevers are twofold ; for ſome are without any Exacerbation or Fits, and remiſſion, but continue 
a like from the beginning to the end,. and are called Sunoch, or Continentes. But others have manifeſt 
 Exacerbations ar fits, and remiſſions, and are called Sunecheis,' or Continuz, by the name of the kind. 


 eAnd theſe;again from the difference of theer Exacerbations or fits and remiſſions, are divided into three 


ſorts. For ſome are called continual Tertians, which have their Exacerbations or fits every third day; 
others continual. Quotidians, that are exaſperated every day ;, others continual Quartans, that are exaſ- 
perated every "fourth day.' The intermitting: Fevers or Agues, are likewiſe divided into Tertians, 
Quotidians, and Quartans, according as their Fits are wont to return every third, every fourth, or 
every day. . There are other Differences of Fevers likewiſe , which are either Accidental, or ariſe 
from the Compoſition of thoſe afareſaid \ all which we ſhall particularly and briefly Explain.

A Lthough there are divers forts of a continual putrid Fever, yet have Idetermined to deſcribe 
A -the Cyre of them all together, becauſe in a manner the ſame Remedies are ſuitable to all, of 
which ſome differ only in more or lefs, and are accordingly to be varied : which depends more upon 
the Judgement of a Phyſitian,and his Dexterity attained by PraQtice, than upon particular Precepts.

Synochus Putrida is diſtinguiſhed with no fits or exacerbations, but its whole time is taken up as it 
were with one fit, which reaches from the beginning to the end of "the Diſeaſe ; and of this,as of a 
ſimple Fever there are made three differences, The firſt whereof is, that which continues all alike, 
during from the beginning to the end. The ſecond is, that which encreafes by degrees. The third is 
that which decreaſes by little and little, The firſt is named Acmaſtica or Homotonos, and happens 
when the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe, the manner of putrefaction is one and the ſame. The ſecond is 
called Epacmaſtica,when more putrifies than is diſſipated. The third is called Paracmaſtica, when lef; 
putrifies than is diſſipated : Yet although theſe kind of Fevers do perpetually increaſe or decreaſe 
or keep the ſame tenor yet doth not this hinder, but that they have four times, if they determinate 
in health 3 but ſome have them longer, others ſhorter, if they be conſidered according to the vehe- 
mency of the Symptomes. So that which is called Homotones, hath a very brief beginning and aug- 
mentation, but a long ſtate. The Epacmaſtick hath along augment z the Paracmaſtick a long decli- 
nation, but the other times do quickly paſs away. Yet we muſt know, that the times of putrid Fevers 
are two ways conſideredzeither with reſpect ro the Symptoms, or with reſpect of .co&ion &crudiry, 
which two in other Fevers do commonly coincide and happen at one and the ſame time: Butin theſe 
continent Fevers called Synorhos, it is not ſo. For their times ought, not ſo much to be defined by 
the increaſe and decreaſe of the Symptoms, as by the ſigns of ConcoCion or non concoRtion, which 
appear chiefly in the Urines, \ : 

Now Gale propounds two-forts of this continent Fever, called Synochus : one ſpringing from 
Blood putrifying, of which. he treatsin the ſecond of his Method, Chap. 6. and 9. asalſo in the 9g, 
of his Method, Chap. 3. and 5. another ariſing of Choler putritying in the greater Veſſcls of the 
kind of burning Fevers, which he explains in his ſecond of the Differences of Fevers, and the ſe- 
cond of Criſes, Chap. 6. The firſt is called Synochizs Sanguenen >, and the other Synochus Bilioſa. For 
although the whole Maſs of Humors contained in the Veins do go under the name of Blood, yer do 
we acknowledge four parts thereof, which the more temperate is ſpecially called Blood ; the hotter 
part,Choler the rawer and colder, Flegm ; and the thicker and more dreggy Melancholy. So then, 
if that more temperate part, which is more eſpecially called Blood,do furmount the reſt in quantity, 
and the whole mals putrifie, that Fever is cauſed which we terrii Synochus Sanguimmea. But if the 
thinner and hotter part of the Blood, which is of the Nature of yellow Choler, do exceed the reſt, 
and putrifie, that Fever is cauled, which we term Synochus Bilioſa. | 2s os 

Synochus Putrida is ingendred by the ſame cauſes which are wont to produce the ſimple Synochzs. 
And fo not only the ſhutting the pores of. the Skin, but the OQbſtruRion of the Veſſels alfo, by reaſon 
of much Blood, and thick and clammy Humors, is wont to cauſe this Fever. For ſeeing by ſuch like 
ObſtruRions, the Tranſpiration of Fuliginous Vapors is hindered, putrefaCtion is bred in the Blood 
redounding within the Veins. | : 

A continual Tertian, which every third day doth more afflict the Patient than ordinary, takes its 
riſe from bad arid Cholerick blood putrifying in the Yena Cava. And the cauſes thereof are all 
fuch things as multiply this Humor in the Body, as an hot and dry diſtemper of the Liver, Meat hot 
and dry, Youthful Age, Faſting, or very ſpare Diet ; vehement and frequent exerciſe, hot and dry 
conſtitution of the Air, over-great Watchings, and ſuch like. | | 
A continual Quotidian ( which the Barbarous Writers term Lateca or lurking, becauſe it bath a 
certain hidden and concealed heat ) is produced by flegmatick blood putrifying within the Veins ; 
and therefore it hath its gs + 1 and fits every day. It is wont to aſſail flegmatick bodies, tas of 
Infants; and Children, and old Men; as allo of fuch asare of a fat and corpulent conftitution,given 
to idlenels arid cramming of Belly-chear, and inhabiting moiſt places. This kind of Fever happens 
but ſeldom, becauſe flegm is hardly putrified, | . 

A continual Quartan, is that which is exaſperated rings day, being cauſed of Melancholy, 
blood putrifying in the blanches of Yena Cave. And wane may caule this Fever, whichare 
apt to breed Melancholy blood, and to cauſe the ſame to putritie, Howhbeit this kind of Fever is

The accidental differences of Fevers are taken from their evil Symtorns, which fare wont to be 
complicated with the Eſſential, and from them they are named. Among theſe are wont to berecko-

Whence it ap- 
pears, that a Legitimate Burning Fever 1s no other but a continual Tertian Fever, whole Matter 
is more ſharp and plentiful than ordinary, and contained in the larger Veſſels which are n. ar the 
Heart; whereas the Matter cauſing a {imple continual Tertian, is in Veſſels remoter trom the heare.

Horrifica Febris, in Greek Phricodes, is that Fever in which the Patient doth often undergo 
ſhaking-fits 5 it is cauſed by a mingled matter, viz. partly Cholerick, and partly Flegmatick or 
wheyiſh, which being unequally moved, is wont to excite thoſe Horrors or Shakings; either becauſe 
the thin, ſharp and wheyiſh matter doth twitch and nip as it were the ſenſible and membranous parts, 
or the inflamed Choler doth putrifie and put in motion the crude humors ; or becauſe nature doth 
in vain ſeek to ſhake off the crude undigeſted humor, whereupon the heat being driven back to the 
Centre, the extreme parts of the Body are cold 3 and afterwards, when the ſame blazes out again, 
they grow hot.

Aſſedes Felris, the Fever fo called, is a kind of Burning Fever, in which the ſick do tumble and 
tols, and are exceeding unquiet, much oppreſſed with the Diſeaſe, being for the moſt part ſubje& to 
Stomach-ſicknefſes and vomiting, becaute it is wont to ariſe from the vexation of the Stomach by 
ſharp and Cholerick Humors, biting the Orifice vr Coats thereof. 
The Fever Eldoes, is that in which the Patient perpetually Sweats ; and it is cauſed by 
Putrefa&ion or Malignity of Humors, diffolving the fubſtance of the Body. x | 
The Fever Syncopalss, is that in which the Patient often Swoons and Faints away. Avwvicenna 
makes two ſorts thereof,. one of thin, ſharp and venomous Choler : another of much Flegm, or 
abundance of crude Humors. The former is called Syncopalis Hinuta, becauſe it ariſes from a little 
quantity of Humor, but thin and malignant. The latter Avicenna doth call Syncopalis Humoroſa, 
vel R epletionalis, becauſe of the great quantity of crude and flegmatick Humors abounding therein ; 
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and there is alſo joyned a weakneſs of the mouth of the ſtomach, by which means eſpecially the fick 


perſons come to {woon ſo often, IE 
That Fever is by Galen termed © Epiala. 2. de aff. Feb. cap! 2. & Lib. de inequali intemperie, 
cap. 8. in which at the ſame time through the whole Body in the ſmalleſt particles thereof, there is 
felt both cold and heat. For albeit one and the fame. part cannot be the ſubje& of contrary quali- 
tics ; yet is that which hath been ſaid of this Fever to- be underſtood of the ſmalleſt particles in 
reſpect of ſenſe, butnot indeed and in truth. Galen ſhews, that this Fever is cauſed two ways 
the one is by means of Glaſſy Flegm mingled with bitter Choler, & ſo difufſed into the whole body. 
For Choler caulcs a ſenſe of heat, and the Flegm a ſenſe of cold: The other is by means of Glaſly 
Flegm alone, but partly putrefied, and partly void of putrefation. For inaſmuch as Glaſſy Flegm 
- isextreme cold and clammy, it doth nor readily putrefie, nor all at once, but only by piecemeal : 
ſo that one portion thereof being putrefied, the other remains unputrefied. That part of the ſaid 
flegw thereof which is not putrefied, being ſhed among the ſenſitive parts, cauſes a ſenſe of cold, 


by reaſon of the extreme coldneſs thereof; and that which is putrefied caules a ſenſe of heat. And fo 


the whole body at one and the ſame time feels both cold and heat. Platerus alſo hath invented a way 
how this Fever may be bred, viz. when intermitting Fevers or Agues do one fall upon the neck 
of-another the ſame day in the ſame Patient, ſo that the cold fit of the latter Apue begins ere the hot 
_ fit of the former be ended; or elfe when intermitting Fevers coincide with thoſe which are conti-

For if. the Inflamation be of blood.the Fever is called 
Phlegmonodes ; if it be of Choler, Typhodes. .And-peculiatly, an E ſipelas or Cholerick Inflamati- 
on of the Stomack and Guts, brings the Fever called Lypirzs, in wht the outward parts are very 
colds and the inward parts burn. For the inward burning doth, draw the blood and ſpirits to the 
part inflamed, whereby the heat is ſo encreaſed, that the inward, parts ſeem to be burned with un

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el, and ſo impacted, that the ſabſtance of the bowel is for the moſt part vitiated. And when a por- 
tion of the putrid humour is ſhed into the veins, and mixed with the blood, it ſcizrs up a ſlow Fe- 
very and fo mild, that it troubles the patient with no grievous ſymptom, yea, and the patient is 
ſcarce ſenſible of any Fever. -Yet ſome notes of putrefaGion appear in the pulſe and urine: 'And 
ſometimes this Febris Lexta is bred of the putrefaQion and corruption of ſome of the bowels, be- 
cauſe by the veins inſerted into that bowel,putrid and hot vapours do breathe unto the heart.Such 
a kind of Fever is often bred in the Conſumption of the Lungs, which degenerates into an Heaick. 
Ic is alſo ſometimes cauſed, when the ſubſtance of the Liver or Spleen corrupts, or when putrefa- 
d&ion ſettles upon the Meſentery, the Caul, or the Pancrea, or other parts or alſo ſometimes when 
the Child or Afﬀter-birth are corrupted in the womb. And hence not only flow Fevers, but ſome- 
times alſo acute ones do ariſe, according to the different nature of putrefaRtions. And finally, to 
this kind of ſlow,Fevers, thoſe are to be referred which are found in CacheRical perſons, and in 
Maids which have the Greenficknefs, which Fernel3us concei ves do ariſe from a light putrefaQion 
of wheyiſh flegm (hed abroad in the body. 

Beſides theſe forenamed differences of continual Fevers, which are moſt frequent, and are com- 
monly (ct. down by Authors, there are alſo fome other ariſing from peculiar and extraordinary cau- 
ſes, which ſometimes. we meet with in our practice. The calc of a certain Infant may ſerve for ex- 
ample,, propounded by Zechius in his 46 Counſel : The Infant was ſcarce two years old, and had 
a continual Fever, with moſt grievous ſymptoms, vis. Unquietneſs, Convulſions, and continual 
tomack-lickneſs inclining to vomit 5 and it was conjeured, that there was ſome malignity ad- 
Joined, becauſe ſuch grievous ſymptoms did not anſwer to that Fever.

And firſt, for Synochus Putrids, ſeeing it is of the kind of acute Fevers, it is not without dan- 
ger. Yet if ſigns of ConcoGion do evidently appear upon the fourth day, and no error be commit=- 
ted, it will terminate towards health the ſeventh day. But if the ſigns of ConcoRion appear later, 
it may reach unto the eleventh or fourtecath day; but if no figns of conco@iion appear ,and the fick 
have a round ſwollen face like a globe, it ſignifies the diſcaſe will. be long. By how much the urine 
is redder at the beginning, other figns correſponding,by ſo much ſafer it is, and fignifics the diſeaſe 
will ſoon come to an end, if. there appear therein figns of ConcoGtion 3 but with ſigns of crudity 
it threatens death eſpecially if. the party be weak ; White Urinefis the worſt of all, and commonly 
portends death. Among the differences of Synochus, Paracmaſtica is more ſecure, Acmaſtics more 
dangerous, Epacmaſtics moſt dangerous of all. Furthermore, an exquiſite Synochus,and being right- 
ly cured, is ſafe-3 a Baſtard, one that hath malignity in it, with cruel ſymptoms and ſtrength decay- 
ed, is dangerous. p renal ras Eads: 

Cholerick Fevers, inaſmuch as they are acute, are alſo dangerous 3 and that more or lefs, accor- 
ding to the more orleſs diſtemper, vehemence of-.the Symptoms, and validity of rhe Patients 
ſixength. The diſtemper is meaſured not only abſolutely by the degree of heat it ſelf ; but alſo 
comparatively, with reference to the naturai conſtitution of the fick party ſo that look how much 


the heat is encreaſed above the natural temper of the Patient,ſo much the greater is the danger.So 


a Burning-Fever in an old man; or in Winter, is for the moſt part deadly. he vehemency of ſymp- 
tomes is conſidered in a&ions Animal, Vital, and Natural 3 in-Excrements, qualities changed, and 
proper adjunds; whoſe enumeration requires a work by it ſelf, according'as we have expounded 
them in the third Section of our Semiotica, or DoQrine of Signs, out of Hypocrates his Aphoriſms, 
Prognoſticks, Predictions; and his Coic Prexotions, which may calily be transferred to this place. 
And tinally, the irength of the Patient muſt be compared with the vehemency of the Symptoms: 
for if the ſtrength be luſty, and likely to hold out againſt the Crueity of the Adverſaries, there is

A continual ©xotidzan is wont to be lorg,by reaſon of the thickneſs & contumacy of the humor : 
but if divers evacuations happen in its courſe, it is wont to be the ſhorter. We muſt _— the

the chief care oughtto be, leſt it degenerate into a Cachexy or Drophiez by reaſon of the Obſtry.

Finally, The Prognoſtick or Symptomatick Fever is to be gathered from the excellency of the 
parts affe@&ed, vehemience of the ſymptoms, and validity of the Patients ſtrength. Ny: 
CURE Now inthe Cure of all Putrid Feverss we muſt take our Hints or Indications from the 
Fever, from its cauſe; and from the Patients ſtrength, -The two former indicate their own ablatior. 
orxenioyal ; the thirdyits own' preſervation. Whith:muſt be done by aſliftance of thoſe ordinary 
Medicinal Utenſils, viz. Diet, Manual operation, and Medicaments. ID. - 
The Diet in al Cholerick Fevers ought to be cooling and moittening, tn tkegmatick and me- 
lancholick more warming and attenuating. Let therefore the air be cold and moiſt, which being 
drawn in by the-lungs unto the heart, doth exceedingly temper the burning heat thereof. Yet muſt 
not the Patient be laid bare to the cold air, becauſe tranſpiration, which is exceeding needfal, 
would by that means be hindered, and the ſooty vapours and ſweats would bedriven back again 
into the body. Howbeit the ſick-muK be covered only with light-and ſoft coverings,and not load- 
ed with over-many blankets or rugs 3 alfo the Feather-bed muſt be taken away, and a Flock-bed 
put in place, upon which alſo in the extremity of 'Summer a covering of Leather wil] conveniently 
belaid-on. Let the bed be wide; that the ſick may change place therein. Let the Patients Linnen 
ſhifts be often changed, contrary to the vulgar opinion, provided they be not newly waſhed, nor 
ſmell of ſoap, and that the time of the Crifis be not at hand, in which nothing is to be ſtirred, leſt 
the-motion of Naturebe hindered and diſturbed. The Sun-beams are to bs kept out of the Pati- 
ents'Chamber, and fiore of company is to be avoided, Water is often to be poured out of one veſ- 
ſel into another in the ſick perſons chamber 3 the pavement of the chamber is to be ſprinkled with 
water, vinegar, and rofe-water mingled; or with cooling herbs. and flowers, as vine-leaves, wil- 
low-leaves, leaves of water-lillies, flags, roſes, and flowers of violets, and of water-lillies, which 
muſt be'kept at hand in good quantities in a cool place, and be often freſh ſprinkled and fttrowed 
about the Patients chamber; for when theſe herbs and flowers are dryed, they heat the chamber. If 
the chamber be cold; as in the{winter, it muſt be alittle tempered with a fire, avoiding fmoak : 
Howbeit in flegmatick Fevers, the air muſt be moderately hot and dry. © | | 
' As for point of Nouriſhmenty the diet ought to be thin and ſpare in acute fevers. And therein 
the'Ancients wereſo ſeverely diligent, as to place the greateſt part of the Cure in ordering the diet; 
etjoining ſuch as were ſick of a moſt acute Fever, to keep a moſt thin and ſlender diet; and giving 
them nothjng bur a Pcifan-drink of Barley-water. as moſt convenient for perſons in a Fever, ſee- 
ing it cools and moiſtens,withal extenvating and opening, and hindering no evacuation. And they 
had two'kind of Ptiſans 3 one ſimple ſo called, or whok Pcifan not trained; the other was firain- 
ed; which we call Barley-Cream. Barley cleanſed of the husks, boiled in fair water to a confiſten- 
cy or pottage, is the whole Ptiſan 3 this beipg firained with prefling,-is called Cream or Juyce of 
Barle'y. | Ys 
b "Bot in our times, at leaſt our Countrey, by the refraQorineſs of women (who fear nothing but 
that the (ick perſon ſhall be ſtarved,as all their care in a manner is to cram their children with meat 
like Puddipg-bags, how empty their brains of wit, or their hearts of grace and wiſdom, matters 
not) and the Indulgenceof Phyſicians(who the beſt of them ſmell too ſtrong of the Mountebank) 
it is grown into.afafhion in all Fevers, yea the moſt acute and violent, to allow the fick at all times 
broths of the fleſh of Hens, Chickens, Capons, Mutton; and that for the moſt part they give eve- 
ry third, or 'at moſtevery fourth hour. And in the Summer the fleſh of 2Paller, Kid, or Lamb, is 
14d<d'to rhe former Diet- And ſometimes again Broths are made of nothing but a Chick with 
cooling herbs, as Lettuce, Endive, Sorrel and Purflain. Or to ordinary Broths, is added Juyce of 
Oranges, Lemons, oriPomegranates, when the beat of the Fever is very great, or the putrefaRion 
very intenſe.

* Motcover in Fevers not ſq very acute,Panadaecs are given twice or thrice in a day made of waſh- 
ed bread and broth. Alſo Barley-broths are ſometimes uſed of the Ptifan of the Ancients being 
ſtrained, with the broth of the fleſh aforeſaid, and Sugar 3 or without broth, adding Sweet-Al- 
monde. But theſe for the moſi part do oppreſs the ſtomach, and therefore the uſe of fimple Broths 
and Panadaecs ſeems more convenient, Howbeit very profitable it, is to boyl a little Barley with 
fleſh, and thereof to make Broths. RN F FM 
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In long Fevers, a fuller Diet is fitting, of the fleſh of Chickens, Veal , Hens and Pullets; Caponss 
Partridges, Mutton, or of the Juyce preſſed out of them, Jellies made with them, and ſich like. 

Concerning the time of giving the Patients meat,this is principally to be obſerved, that they never 
eat in the time of Exacerbation or Fit, but in the time of the abatement of the Fever. But if the 
Exacerbation be very long, let the Patient eatin the declination theyeof, 

For drink, the Priſan of the latter Phyfitians, made of the Decottion of Barley with Liquoris, is 
uſually given in all Fevers. To which, if the Fevers be very burning, may be added a little Let- 
tuce, Sorrel, Tamarinds, but more ordinarily are added the Roots of Grafs or Sorrel, which makes 
the water look of an Elegant Colour like Wine ; but in long Fevers may be added ſweet Fennel- 
Roots, Parſly-roots, Annis-ſeed, Coriander-ſeed, or Cinnamon, as oft as the ſtomach through 
weaknels is offended with drinking. | | 

Take of the ordinary Ptiſan-arink of Barley and Liquoris two pints, Spirit of Sulphur as much as 
foal ſuffice for to make it pleaſantly tart. Harts-horn burnt till it be white, one ounce : Let the Pati- 
ent uſe it for ordinary drink, ſhakzng the Veſſel before it be poured forth. 

Alſo water that hath had a picce of Bread boyled in it either by it ſelf, or ſweetned with Sugar; is 
good 3 or mingled with a little Vinegar, or water alone boyled ro take away the Crudity, where- 
with ſometimes a little Sugar is mixed ; and ſometimes a little of the Juyce of Lemons, Pomegra- 
nates,Barberries,Cherries,or of their Syrups; or as much ſpirit of Sulphur or Vitriol as may ſerve fot 
_ a grateful Acidity ; or a little Sal Prunelle, if need be, of potent refrigeration. 

Water is commend<d, wherein are ſteeped Tamarinds, Barberries or Prunes: 

A DecoRion of French Prunes is very pleaſing to the taſt. | ET 

Or Barly is boyled with Tamarinds ; and towards the end, the Broth is aromatized with yellow 
Sanders and Cinnamon. Which drink doth not only quench Thirſt, but looſens the Belly, and cools 
and ftrengthens the Liver: 7 | 

Take Sugar eight ounces, Sal Prunellz one ounce : Make it into a Powder to be taken with the Pa- 
tients ordinary drink, Wherennto if thirſt be extreme, the ſpirit of Vitriol may be added. 

Touching ſpirit of Vitriol and of Sulphur, this is diligently to be obſerved, that in putrid Fevers 
the uſe thereof is great,becauſe they have a mighty cooling;opening & putrefaRtion-quelling-faculty; 
prohibit the Inflamation of the humors, and quench thirſt, Howbeit in the Pleurifie, Inflamation 
of the Lungs, Spitting of Blood, Conſumption of the Lungs, and other Diſeaſes thereof (unleſs they 
ipring from thick flegm, ſtopping the Veſſels thereof }) Inflamation of the Stomach, Dyſentery oc 
Blood-flux, Piſſing of Blood, Ulcers of the Kidneys and Bladder, they do very much hurt, and there- 
fore we muſt abſtain from them. 

In Fevers ariſing from very thin and hot Choler, or joyned with a ſharp thin diftillation, 
ſharp things are not convenient; but rather ſuch as gently thicken, as Syrup of Violets, of ' dried red 
Roſes with Barly-water, or Bread-boyled-water, or ſimple water boyled, or ſmall Beer mixed 
therewith. 


Where thick and clammy Humors abound, the Syrup of Vinegar will be very profitable inffead 
of thoſe laſt named. ; 

Alſo ſometimes Conſerve of Roſes, Violets, or Borrape, is wont to be mingled with clear water 
boyled with Barley-water, and to be ſtrained through an Hypocras Bag for ordinary Drink, unto 
which ſome drops of Spirit of Vitriol may profitably be added. Or a Tinure of Roſes is made after 
this manner, moſt delightful in colour and in taft. 

Take red Roſes one ounce, bloodwarm Water three pints , Spirit of Sulphur or Vitriol one dram 
and an half Let them ſtand infuſing cold for three or four hours. To the ſtraining add white Sugar 
four ounces, Roſe-water half a pint : Make thereof aclear Fulep for ordinary Drink. | 


Alſo Fulepus eAlexandrinus is very good, and extreme pleafarit. It is thus ade : 

Take Fountain-water one pint, Roſe-water, Fayce of Lemons and white Sugar, of each fonr ounces ; 
boyl them over a laght fire tall you have taken away the ſciim. | 7 

As fox other things pertaining to Diet, Sleep is extreme good, and watchings bad. Yet over-much 
Sleep doth over-whelm the natural heat, and hinder the Evacuation of Excrements. Reſt is neceſſary 
in acute Fevers3 but in long Fevers, light and gentle exerciſc' is good. Alſo we muſt endeavour 
that nothing be retained which ought naturally to be expelled 5 howbeit all immoderate Evacuations 
wy exhauſt the ſtrength; are to be ſtopped, and all vehement perturbations of mind muſt be turned 
out of doors. » FI 

Among manual Operations, Blood-letting holds the chiefeſtplace z for it doth not only diminiſh 
plenitude, whether it be a ſimple fulneſs ſo as to ſtretch the Veſſels; or only a fulneſs with reference 
to the ſtrength of the Patient ;-whether it be in the whole Body, or in ſome part; but alſo revels the 
influx of Humors, cauſing Obſtruions, cools the whole Body, and makes it perfpirable, keeps back 
putrefaion, and furthers the concoRion of putrefying Humors. Preſently therefore; and at the 


beginning 
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beginning of the Diſeaſe, blood muſt be drawn (unleſs weakneſs hinder, as in the ſwooning Fever; 
and other like Caſes) and that after the Belly hath been looſned with a Clyſter or a Suppoſitory 
How much blood ſhould be taken, is gathered from the Patients ſtrength, from the greatneſs of the 
Plethory Cuſtom of the Patient to bleed or not to bleed, and other Circumſtances, The Ancients 
in the Synochus Putrida, and the burning Fever, didlet blood till the Patient fainted away, gy, . 
it is much more ſafe (as we have ſaid in the Cure of a ſimple Synochus) to take away at ſeveral + 
times ſo much as ſhall be ſufficient, than ſuddenly to put the Patient in danger of death. _4vice,. 
74 in a burning Fever, and in a continual Tertian, doth forbid letting blood, unleſs the Urine he 
thick and red. For he fears leſt Choler ſhould be more inflamed, which he faith is bridle by 
Blood. But the wiſer Phyſitians do explode this Opinion of his, ſeeing theſe kind of Fevers are 
often terminated even by Nature her ſelf, by bleeding at the Noſe ; and they do ſometimes cauſe 
Frenzies, and other Inflamations- and finally, becauſe Blood-letting doth potently refrigerate, 
doth rather ſtop than further the Ebullition, or boyling and working of the Blood, and Choler 
comes away as well as blood when a Vein is opened ; fo that in that maſs of blood which is in the 
greater veins remaining, there is the ſame proportion of blood to Choler which there was before. 
Nay verily, when a vein is opened 3 if the ſick party be any thing luſty, and the blood flow amain, 
only the putrid blood which is offenſive to Nature is voided, the purer remaining in the Veing, 
which few Authors have taken notice of, although it be in the courſe of PraQtice every where obſer- 
vable : For if the blood flow out of the yein drop by drop, it is the pureſt blood, becaule it comes 
out of the Vein by its own-proper motion z but if it ſpring out with a forceable ſtream, it appears 
- foul and corrupted, Nature expelling the worſer part of the Maſs of blood. Howheit blood is 
more ſparingly to be taken from ſuch as are of a very Cholerick Conftitution in the middle of Sum- 
mers heat and Dog days, than in other Natures-and times; but in Flegmatick and Melancho. 
lick Fevers, Blood muſt he taken away in lefſer quantity : and moreover, great regard is to be had 
to Coindicants and Contraindicants.z foraſmuch as Quotidian Fevers do for the moſt part happen 
unto Children, or old Perſons in cold Countries, and cold Seaſons of the year ; which conſiderati- 
ons do lefſen the quantity of Blood which otherwiſe the Diſeaſe, or its Cauſe require, ſhould be ta- , 
keri away. When the Fever is cauſed by over-much labour, blood muſt be taken away more ſparing- | 
ly: If a Fever happen by over-great uſe of Carnal Embracements, blood-letting is pernicious. 


Concerning the time of blood-letting, it is to be noted, That a Vein muſt not be opened pre- 
ſently after the Patient hath eaten 3 but after Digeſtion is paſt, and after the Patient hath been at 
ſtool. Again, Blood is to be let when the Fever is moſt remiſs, and not in the vigor thereof, for 
then Nature is not able to bear both the violence of the Diſeaſe, and the loſs of blood. As for the 
repetition of blood-letting, if the ſame be neceſſary to cauſe Evacuation, it muſt be repeated the ſame 
day : if for reyulſions ſake, on another day. For where Evacuation is neceſſary, eſpecially in 
acute Diſeaſes, the Body muſt be ſuddenly changed into another condition; allo it oftens happens 
that a Diſcaſe is quickly paſt its firſt time or beginning; ſo afterward we cannot ſo conveniently 
open a Vein ; but in Revulſion we have reſpe& to the motion of. the Humors, which is then beſt 
ordered, when it is done at divers times, ſome ſpace being interpoſed, whereby Nature becomes ac- 
cuſtomed to a contrary motion, For in the ſpace between bleedings, the Blood which was ſhed into 
the parts, regurgitates into the Veins, and by another Blood-letting is profitably drawn forth. We 
underſtand that Blood-letting muſt be iterated, if that blood which was firſt drawn forth were very 
much corrupted ; and there is reaſon to think, that there is yet a great quantity thereof abiding in 
the Veins. 

| Yea verily, although the blood at firſt ſeem pure and uncorrupted, yet muſt we not deſift from 
taking the ſame away, but continue ſo doing until it appear more impure and corrupted. And truly 
that precept delivered by Hypocrates, in his 4. de Vittus Ra. in Morbis acutts, in the Cure of a 
Pleuriſie, may very profitably be obſerved in acute Fevers, viz. That Blood-letting be ſo long 
continued;till the blood change colour; ſo that if at firſt corrupt blood come away, we muſt let it run 
till it appear more pure z and on the other ſide, if at firſt the Blood appear laudable, we muſt ſuffer it 
- to flow, till that which is impure and corrupted be come away. 

Yet is there ſome diverſity to be obſerved in both Caſes; For if at firſt good blood come away, 
blood ought to be again taken from the ſame Vein z that putrid blood reſiding in the innermoſt parts 
of the body, may the ſooner be drawn forth. But if at firſt corrupt blood be taken away, Blood is 
next time to be taken out of the other Arm, and afterwards out of the former again, and fo in courſe 
as oft as need ſhall require. p | 

Butif the Symptoms declare, that the Putrefaftion is in the inner branch of the Yena (vs de- 
ſcendent; as heat and painin the Loins, redneſs and thickneſs of the Urine : after two or three

Under the Alterative, we comprehend Coolers, Actenuaters,Cutters, Openers and 
Strengtheners. Of all which we ſhall ſet down the Compoſition and uſe in order, according to

And that we may begin with Purgatives, it's a great Queſtion among Authors, Whether or no 
they ought to be uſed in the beginning of Fevers? Which Controverkie, omitting all Circumlocu- 
tions, is thus determined. Inreſpect of the Matter immediately producing a continual putrid Fe- 
ver, whichis contained in the greater Veins,Purgationis not convenient in the beginning;un!efs the 
ſaid matter do heave and work,being fo ſtirred by Naturezprovoked by the ill quality thereof, and 
endeavouring to expel it,that thereby ic becomes more diſpoſed for expulſion,and there be danger 
by the aforeſaid working thereof,lefſt it ruſh into ſome noble part; howbeit this ſeldom happening, 
for the moſt part the Concofion thereof is to be expeced, before we undertake to evacuate the 
fame by Purging-Medicines.But in reſpec of the Matter contained in the firſt Region;if it be very 
much, and do encreaſe the Fever, oppreſs Nature, and divert her from concoGting of that which 
is in the Veins 3 Purgatives may be given the next day after blood-letting, but they muſt be gentle, 
ſuch as evacuate only the firſt Region. Now that naughty humors and Excrementitious do abound 
in the firſt Region 3 that is to ſay, in the Stomach, Guts, Melentery, or about the Midrif, may be 
known by Stomach- ſickneſs, Bitterneſs of the mouth, Thirſt, pain of the Stomach, or ſome other 
part contained in the lower Belly,Looſneſs of the Belly, and other Symptoms; in regard of which, 
purgation is ſometimes to be pra@iſcd before blood-letting. Now the Medicines for this intent,

Judgment of Hypocrates, it the matter be turgent. Now this ſame Turgefcence and boyling ag i 
were of the matter, is known hereby, becauſe the Patient perceives in divers parts light pains, which 
ſoon go away and ſhift ſuddenly from place to place , and hath divers colours of the Face and Othey 
parts, ſo that ſometimes there is a redneſs,and then again a palcneſs in ſome part of the Face. Ag 
in a word, the Patient is exceedingly tormented with anxiety and unquietneſs, continual]

Howbeit that Rule of Hypocrates touching the uſe of Purgation, when the Morbifick matter doth 

ferment and work in the Patients Body,jis not obſerved in ordinary Practice: but when the Humor 
appear in their fermentation and motion, we do more ſafely apply our ſelves to blood-letting ; ang 
by that means we do more readily prevent the ruſhing of the ſtirred Humors into any noble part, 
which being agitated by the Purgation, may more eaſily flow into the ſaid parts, 
' Sometime alſo in the beginning of theſe Fevers, Vomit is to be procured, 28z. when the Paticnt 
is much vexed with illneſs of ſtomach, and with vomiting; for then Nature endeavours to evacuate 
the Morbifick matter upwards,and the Phyſitian ought to atjift her endeavours. And many times it 
falls out.that great quantity of matter is contained in the Stomach and parts thereabout, which muſt 
be evacuated as ſoon as potſible may be by Vomit , ſecing no concoction can be expected of ſuch 
Excrementitious matter in (o great a quantity 3 and what-ever the Patient cats or drinks, is chan- 
ged into ſuch alike Humor, and encreaſes the matter which is cauſe of the Diſeaſe. For Fernelins 
hath well obſerved in his third Book, of the Method of healing, Chap. 3. That all Superfluity of 
Humors in the Stomach, Spleen, Pancreas, Meſentery, and the Cavity of the Liver, is conveniently 
emptied out by a Vomit, which ſomet imes will not be removed with Medicines that work down- 
wards,though divers times adminiſtred. And it comes often to paſs, that the matter being Vomited 
up, the Fever is taken away at{ the firſt, which otherwiſe would have proved long, in caſe that 
matter had been tranſmitted into the more inner parts of the Body, and very well mixed with the 
Blood. 

Now of the three degrees which we reckon of Vomitories,the mildeit is to be choſen;as Barly-wa- 
ter luke-warm wirh Oyl of Almonds or common Oyl, with a little quantity of Whitewine Vine- 
gar. Alſo Syrup of Vinegar, or Oxymel ſimple, with Chicken broth, or a DecoQion of Dill-ſced, 
Rhadiſh or Orach, whereunto alſo Oyl may be added. A'l which are to be given to the quantity of 
a pint or more for in a leſs quantity they abide in the Stomach. And ſeeing theſe weaker ſorts of 
Vomits are of little efficacy, we may ſometimes apply our ſelves to thoſe of the middle Rank, which 
ſhall be propounded hereafter in the Cure of a Tertain Ague. : 

And not only in the beginning of the Diſeaſes before Blood-letting, but alſo the whole Courſe 
thereof, Clyſters muſt be given every day, or every other day, if the Belly be not of it ſelf very free, - 
made of a'decocion of Emollient and refrigerating things, ſuch as French Barly, Prunes, Mallows, 
Violets-leaves, Mercury-leaves, Bears. foot, Orach, Lettuc:, Endive, Houſleek, Water-lillies ; dif- 
ſolving therein Catholicum, Caſſis,sDiaprunum ſimple, Red Sugar, Honey of Violets, and Honey of 
Mercury 3 Oyl of Water-lillies, Violets, &c. But ina violent hot Fever, it is better not to add the 
Oyls, becauſe they are eaſily inflamed. |

If the Fever do fiill continue,Purgation muſt be ever & anon repeated,ufing between whiles pre- 
parativesand digeftives,till the whole ſeminary of evil humors be taken away. For otherwiſe; if we 
ctaſe Purging before the-Pever be perfectly abated and gone, the Patient wil! be in danger of a Re- 
lapſe,yet this Rule needs ſome reſtridion-For if after many Purgations a lingering Fever continues 
which doth by little and little pine the Patients, and ſeemto caft them into a Conſumption 3, it will 
be the beſt courſe to leave Purging, and ſeck to conquer the Fever only by Alteratives and Dict. 
For it ſometimes falls out,when there is ſome evil diſpoſition of the Bowels,cauſing a protraGion of 
the Fever, that ſolong as Medicaments arc given, ſo long the Difeaſe continues, becauſe that ne- 
. ture is weakned. Which afterwards(Purgation. being omitted gathers ſixength,concoRts the cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe, and being concoaed; expels the fame _*' ,- 
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- Butif alingring Fever ariſe from ObſtruGions, as is often ſeen in Childrem, frequent and very 
aentle Purging, which draws away Humors by little and little, is wont to remove the Diſeaſe 3 e- 
pecially if che Purgation be compounded with Rhubarb, which both opens obiruRtions and (treng. 
thens the Bowels. The Commendations whereof celebrated by Momanw in his:tenth Counſel of 
Fevers, is worthy to be ſet down in this place. He ſetting down the Cure of a Boy that had alin- 
 gring Fever ariling from Obftructions : Among other things,; I ſhall commend ((aith he) one which 
{ have by long Experience found never to fail, viz, That be take every day the Infuſion of Rhue 
barb in Endive-water. For I never knew Fever from Obſtrudtions , which was not cured by this 
Medicament 5 pravided it were conſtantly taken without wearin:ſs , or- givizg over, For I bavt 
ſometimes ſeen moſt groſs Humors impatted into the narrow paſſages of the Body, and ſuch obſtrufii».

But ifnature do expel the Reliques of the Morbifick matter. to the habit of the Body,Sudorificks 
are to be uſed 3 not to thoſe hot ones, which are more properly called Sudorificks ; but others more 
temperategwhich are the ſame in a manner with the Diureticks;an@ being of an attenuating faculty, 
do diſpoſe the Humors in ſuch ſort,as Nature may more eafily expel theni by what place or way ſos 
ever ſhe is moſt enclined. Howbeit, to theſ&may be added, Carduus water, Spirit of Vitriol, and 
other things, which ſhall be more fully deſcribed,. when we ſhall treat of malignant Fevers. . 

| Befides inward medicaments, divers things are alſo ofitwardly applied, to temper the Fever- 
iſh heat, to confirm the ſirength of the principal parts, or to open the pores of the Skin, and draw 
out the ſmoaky. vapors, and Feveriſh heat, viz, Epithems, Liniments, and other things to be.ap- 
plied unto the Region of the Heart, Liver and other parts. Which arc invented to mitigate the hear,

Neither need we fear left it ſhould hinder the voidance of Excrements by the pores, becauſe they 
are few that come that wayzlo that there comes miore good than hurt by the cooling, of thoſe parts. 


The Patients may therefore hold in their hands balls of Marble; Ivory; Brafs or Lead: Or they 
may hold their hands in cold Water, with a little Wine and Vinegar mingled therewith. To:the- 
ſoals of their Feet maybe applied the Leaves of Lettuce,of Water-lilly wet in Water and Vinegar..

We arc further more to note,that the Antients freqenutly uſed baths of freſh water to cure putrid 
Fevers, as we ſee iu Galen in his Book de Marcore, Cap. 7. and in the 11 of his Method, 
Cap, 6.and 20. and in his 1. to Glaxc. Cap. 9. and thoſe Baths were either cold in a vehement .. 

.Fever, ſach as is an exquiſite burning Fever ; or Blood-warm in the declination of Fevers, when 
the ſigns of Concoftion appeared. But in this Age of ours, theſe kinds of Baths cannot be uſed 
without danger, and they are convenient only in one Caſe, viz. when the Fevers become very 
laſting, and poſſeſſing a Body hot, and dry, and lean, ſeem likely to turn toan He&ick. 

And one thing yet more[ ſhall add for a Conclution of all, that if the Fever terminate with ſome 
Crifis,the reliques of the Morbifick matter muſt be taken away with a Purge;eſpecially if the Crifis 
were by way of Sweat or bleeding.For by thoſe Evacuations only the thinner portion of the matter 
is voided forth, but the thicker being left behind is afreſh inflamed, and brin gs the Patient into a 
Relapſe. Only therefore that Critical Evacuation which is wont to proceed by way of Stool, is [c- 
. cure from a Relapſe: Yet we muſt not ſo contide therein, as to abſtain uſually from all Purgationg 

' Fortheparts about the Midriff are yet fou}, and do corrupt the nutriment which comes into thoſe 
Quarters, from whence proceeds either a relapſe into the former,or ſome new Diſeaſe. Therefore it 
is by far the beſt wayCas ſome latter Phyſitians have obſerved) by repeating once and again a gen-- 
tle Purge, ſo to cleanſe away all the remainders of the morbifick Cauſe, that all fear of a Relapſe, 
and all occafion of another Diſcaſe may be taken away. | 
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Chap. 2. Of the Symptoms which accompany

LL Authors in a manner who have writ of Fevers, have deſcribed thoſe Symptoms which 
T'\ either accompany or follow upon them, with their Cures at the end of their work.that ſo they 
might be belt accommodated to all kinds of Fevers. Which Counſel of theirs, though I ſhall not 
diſallow,yet I have thought it much more commodious for the ſervice of Praditioners,to joyn them 
immediately after the DoCrine of putrid Fevers, \ſceing in thoſe kind of Fevers they are wont to 
be mott vehement and frequent, and require peculiar Remedies. | 
So that although very many Symptoms are wont to be cured by the Remedies aforeſaid, accom- 
modated to-the Cauſe and the Diſeaſe: yet very many there are more offenſive than the Diſeaſe it 
ſelf, which are here briefly to be deſcribed, | | | . 
Head-ach, want of Sleep and Ravings, are Cured in a manner with the ſelf-ſame Remedies, viz. 
' Revellers, Repellers, Derivers, Refolvers and Anodines. Revellers are emollient Clytſters, and ſuch 
as are Laxative, Gentle Purgations, Blood-letting, Cupping- glaſſes, and waſhing the Feet. Repel- 
lers are frontals, Vinegar of Roſes, Unguents or Liniments 3 Derivers ate opening of the forchead- 
' Vein and Velicatories. Reſolvers are certain Oyls, and certain live Creatures applied to the Head, 
which likewiſe are Anodines. And while the foreſaid Remediet are uſed, Juleps are given and Emul- 
fions to temper and qualific hot and (harp Humors. After all theſe,come Narcotick Medicines which 
are not to be uſed, but upon extream nccellity,when other things willdo no good. The matter of all 
which Medicaments is ſet down in our Chapters of the Phrenzy and Head-ach, proceeding from an 
hot Cauſe. But in the adminiſtration of the ſaid Medicaments, one thing muſt be diligently noted, 
that they be not to be uſed when the Crifis of the Fever is near : for they would then diſturb the 
motion of Nature, and hinder the Criſis. Which is to be underſtood as of all the refi, ſo more elpe- 
cially of the Narcoticks. | 

Againſt want of Sleep and Ravings, a Cataplaſm Jaid to the Soals of the Feet will be very good, 
being made of freſh gourds beaten, the Leaves of the larger Houſe-leek, of Lettuce, and ſuch like. 
Asalfo to waſh the Feet with a decoQton of refrigerating Herbs. For by this means the coldneſs 
is communicated through the Nerves unto the Brain. | PN 

Convulſions in Fevers, eſpecially Malignant ones do ſometimes happen, by reaſon of Malignant 
Vapors which vex and fret the Skins which cover the Brain, called Meninges. Againſt which con-" 
vulſion-fits we muſt uſe revelling Clyſters and Cuppirig-glafſes 3 alſo often give in Juleps or Broth 
Epileptick Powders, and finally anoint the Paticnts'Back-bone with Oyl of Chamomel, Violets, 
Sweet Almonds, and of the Indian Nut. BA ; 

When profound ſleep happens to ſuch as are in Fevers, the ſame Remedies are given which have 
been deſcribed in the Cure of ſleepy Diſcaſes 3 only obſerving this one thing, that we give no very 
hot Medicine inward.

The thirſt of Perſons Feveriſh is chiefly allajed with refrigerating and moiſtening drinks. But if 
thirſt be (o violent, that moderate drinking cannot afſwage it (and to drink over-much doth much 
hurt, and oft-times endangers the Patients life ) we muſt by other means deceive and aſſwage the 
fame.

trefaQion of Natural Choler. But a Baſtard Tertian hath fits that laſt above twelve hours. Bur.if 
it exceed twenty four hours, it is termed Tertiana extenſa, a ftretched Tertian. Andit is cauſed 
either by Preternal Choler putretying, or by Natural Choler mingled with other Humors, eſpe- 
cially with flegm. | PIT 

Alſo Tertian Agves are Simple, or Double, or Triple. A Simple Tertian is that whoſe Fits con\e 
every Other day : A Double Tertian is that whoſe Fits come everyday. And although herein it 
differ not from a Quotidian or every day Ague, yet they are known one from the other by their pro- 
per Signs 3 ſhewing che abundance of Flegm or Choler in the Patient 3 of which Signs in their place. 
Sometimes notwithſtanding in a double Tertian there art two fitsin one day,the other day re maining 
frees. and this ſome latter Phytfitians do call two Tertians, and make it differ from a double Tertian. 
Which Diſtinion notwithſtanding is of {mall moment : A Triple Tertian is when there are three 
fits in the compaſs of two days.

A @Quotidian Ague is ſo called, becauſe its Fits co return every day. Wherein it agrees with a 
A double Tertian, and a triple Quartan, but is diſtinguiſhed trom them by figns-proper to its 
ſelf. This Feaver is moſt rarely ſeen; fo that among ſix hundred Patients that have Agues which 
come every day, {carce one of thern is troubled wich a Quotidian or every:day-Apue. 

CAUSES.) This Ague is cauſed by flegm putrifying in the firſt Region of the Body : and 
therefore all ſuch things as multiply flegm in the Body, may cauſe this Ague, ſuch as are a cold and 
moiſi.diftemper of the Bowels, 'old age, childs age, an idle life, Autumn ſeaſon, meats cold and moiſt, 
long ſleeps, and ſuch like.

DIAGNOSTIC XK.) The Diagnoftick figns are ſuch as teſtifie legm to abound in the Body ; 
as greatneſs ,of bulk, ſoftneſs and fatnefs, white colour or pale, dull fenfe, profound fleep, an 
dreams of Waters. Alfo this Feaver for the moſt part comes in the night, and that without ſhaking, 
only with a coldnefs or light ſhivering, becauſe the morbifick matter being benign, and not much an 
enemy to Nature, doth leſs provoke her 3 and therefore the heat is not ſuddenly drawn inward as in 
a Tertian ague, but retires by little and little. The time of coldneſs being over, heat is flowly 
and unequally kindled, 1o that the Patient feels ſometimes heat, and then cold, and then heat again.

DIFFERENCES.\ Now Melancholy is of two forts: Natural, and Preternatural. The 
Natural is bred of the thicker and more earthy part of onr Nouriſhmentz being cold and dry. The 
Preternatural is cauſed by aduſtion of choler, and is therefore hot and dry. Hence ariſe two forts of 
Quartan agues ; for that which is bred of Natural melancholy, is called a legitimate Quartan ; that 
which is bred of Preternatural melancholy,is called a baftard-quartan. Howbeit, the baſtard-quartan 
may alſo come of Natural melancholy, being mingled with ſome portion of choler. 

Again, a Quartan ague is either ſingle, double or triple: a ſingle quartan is when one fit alone 
comes every fourth day ; a double is when two fits happen upon two days one immediately after 
the other, and the third day is free; a triple quartan is when the fits come every day, as they do in a 


Quotidian, and in a double Tertian. Now thele donble and triple Quartans come of melancholy,pu- 
trityins in divers parts of the body. 

SIG NS.] The ſigns to know this Ague by,are firſt, ſuch things as argue that melancholy abounds 
in the Patient. Unto which muſt be added the coming of the fit upon the fourth day, which is the 
peculiar ſign. Allo the form of the fit differing from the fits of other Apues, doth diſcover this 
diſeaſe. For it begins with yawning and ſtretchings, together with heavineſs of the whole body ; af- 
ter which follows cold, and then. ſhivering and ſhaking, in which the Patients ſcem to have their 
bones broken. Allo the heat is kindled by little and little in a cold and thick matter, The Pulſe is 
ſeldomer and flower than in other Feavers. The Urines are at firſt white,thin and watry ; but in the 


progreſs they are more coloured, and thicker. Now thefe ſigns appear in a legitimate Quartan, But 


in a baſtard quartan, the vehemence of the ſymptoms being greater, doth argue the Humor to be 


thinner and hotter. But a baſtard-quartan is not diſtinguiſhed from a legitimate herein alone,in that 
in a baſtard quartan, the heat, thirff, watchings, and other ſymptoms are more vehement ; but in 
that the legitimate begins of it ſelf, without any Feaver foregoing ; but a baftard-quartan ſucceeds 


other Feavers and Agues, by reaſon of the aduſtion of the Humor which cauſed thoſe diſeaſes, by 


means of which aduſtion, it degenerates into Preternatural melancholy. 


A double Quartan is eaſily known by the courſe of the fits. And a triple-quartan is diſtinguiſhed. 


from a double Tertian, and a Quotidian, not only by the ſigns of Melancholy abounding, = by 
the form of the fits ; but alſo becaute it was firft a ſingle or a double Quartan, before it came to be 


a triple-quartan. For very rarely, or never doth a Quartan-ague begin with a triple; but a imple

| Aped perſons above ſixty years, being taken with a Quartan-agve, do for the moſt part Yie of it : 
becauſe their natural heat is too weak to'overcome ſo contumacious an humor, as 
An intermitting Quartan, being changed into a continval, is for the molt part deadly:;Becaule that 
ſeaver whoſe motion was outward,is changed'into-one whoſe motion is inward, Which moſtly falls 
out in the Winter, the cold meeting with the humors which were but outward, and beating them 
back into the innermoſt cloſets of the body. The which alſo comes to paſs by-unſeafonable uſe of 
ſharp - vehement purges. For thereby of ſimple Quartans, Double, Treble and Continual are pe- 
nerated.. | | 
.+A Quartan-ague coming -upon one that hath the Falling-ſickneſs, cures the ſame, accotding to 
Hypocrates in the 70 eAphoriſm of the 5 Seftion, Thoſe that have Quartan- Agues are not much 
rroubled with ( onvulſions * eAnd if having firſ# (onvulſions, a Quartan eAgue follows, they are freed 
from their Convulſions. Now the reaſon which Galen in his Comment gives hereof, is becauſe the 
thick matter which cauſed Convulfion, 'is by the long heat of this Ague, attenuated and digeſted. 
Alto by the ſhaking of the body'in the cold fits, the ſaid humor is more eafily ejeted. We mult alſo 
add, That the evil humors lurking in the brain and other parts,as alſo in the veins, is transferred to the 
Hypochexadria and more ignoble patts, where the Melancholy Quartanary humors are ſeated, and ſo 
leaves the parts aforeſaid. III CL EEPAE SY 
A Bloody-flux coming upon a Quartan-ague, tends to health, according to Hypocrares, in the 48 
Aphoriſm of the ſixth Se&ion, To ſuch as are Splenetick a Dyſentery ts good. Now in a Quartan-ague, 
commonly the Spleen is miſaffeRed, and a melancholy humor is coinmon to a Quartan-ague, and a 
milaffe&ed Spleen : but this muſt be underſtood of a ſhort Dyſentery, for a long one is wont to be 
mortal; as we have it in the 43 Aphoriſm of the ſaid Seftion, Sich as being troubled with the Spleen 
bave a Flux of the Belly with pain; if it turn into a long Dyſentery or 5loody- flux, they fall either into 
4 Dropſie, or a Lientery, and die. | : | 
' To bleed at the Noſe in a Quartan-ague is a very bad fign; Becauſe the hucgor which cauſes a 
Quartan is too thick and too cold to be voided that way; and becauſe ſuch bleeding is lymptomatical;, - 
and if it continue, will breed a Dropſie ; it muſt preſently be ſtopped by opening the 'Baſtlica Vein, 
out of which the putrid blood may flow, becauſe the pure blood comes from the Nole. ;

CURE.) The Quartan-ague hath a double cure according to the two kinds thereof. For the re- 
medies uſed in a baſtard Quartan, inuſt be far different from thoſe which are uſed in a legitimate 
one. | | : 

And that we may begin with a legitimate Quartan, we muſt preſently ſet our ſelves to van- 
quiſh the cauſe thereof, not regarding the Feaver. And ſeeing the cauſe thereof is an Humor 
cold: and dry, thick and earthly, we muſt uſe Medicaments that do heat, moiſteh and atte- 
' nuate. Alſo the peccant humor muſt be at ſeaſonable times evacuated, which notwithſtanding 
will require a long time to do; becauſe of the extream conturacy of the' humor, and length 
of the diſeaſe, But before theſe Medicines be uſed, we rhuft appoint the Patient -a Convenient 
diet. Let the Patient therefore uſe meats of good juice, eaſt to digeſt, of thin ſubſtance, and: 
moderately heating and moiſtening) - as fleſh of young Animals and Mountain- Birds, new Eggs 
| ſoft boiled, Fiſhes that are taken in tony Rivers. In the tate of the diſeaſe we rhay allow the. 
Patient fſalt-fiſh,, Capers and Olives. Galen 1. ad Glaxco. frants likewite Pepper and Muſtard, 
Among Herbs, Borrage is commended, and Bugl6fs, Pimpernel and Spinach, Fennel and_ Parſly- 
roots, but eſpecially Turneps, which muſt be firſt boiled in Water, and aftewards in fat Broth, 
which is very good for ſuch as have the Quattan. Crato in his Counſels collefted by Scholtzixa,, 
brags that he had cured many-of the Quartan-ague by the ſecond , broth of Turneps 4ealoned 
with butter and fugar. Of Fruits, Apples, and ſtewed Prunes, Raiſins of the Sun, fat Figs, Al- 
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monds, Dates, Pine-kernels are good. And finally, to ſpice their Meats, let them uſe Cinnamon,

Galen in 1. ad Glauco, ch, 11. bids us give only gentle and benign Medicaments in the beginning 
of this Ague, otherwite, it is to be feared, that if we uſe ſtronger Medicaments, of a ſimple Quartan 
we ſhall make a double, a triple,or a continual Feaver:.

if the Liver be affe&ed, it may be drawn from the right arm. And their opinion is ridiculous, who 
lay that we muſt expe concoQtion before we be let Blood, becauſe then the blood will be more thin - 


and apt to flow : for it is better digeſted and prepared, if firſt ſome quantity thereof be taken away. 
Neither muſt we give ear to them which ſay, That Blood-letting is not to be allowed of in a Quar- 
tan-ague,unleſs redundancy of. blood do ſhew it ſelf by the {welling of the Veins, 

For there is evermore at the beginning a Pletbora ad Yires, viz Such a fulneſs of blood as the ſtrength 
of the Patient cannot manage, unleſs a Quartan do follow ſome other long Feaver. But that Precept 
of Galen formerly mentioned in 1. Glauconem, is worthy of all commendation, which lays, that if 
the blood which firſt comes away be black and impure, that then the greater quantity is to be ta- 
ken away : butif it be red and pure, little muſt be taken, and the Patient muſt not be let blood any 
more, - The well days are fitteſt both for bleeding and purging. Yet ſome let blood upon the fit-day, 
five or ſix hours before the fit ; which is not amils, becauſe the Humors beginning then to be m

Moon is in the Full. For then, by reafon of the Moons influence, that earthly melancholick humor 


And he doth teftifie that 
many have by bleeding at that time been helped, and ſome perfeRly cured, who could not by any 
other means receive help. But Botallas, contrary to the.mind of Galen and all other Phyſicians doth 
aver,” That frequent Blood-letting doth cure the Quartan-ague, yea, When it threatens a Dropſie 3 
and he endeavours to confirm his opinion by reafons and examples. Which notwithſtanding is to be 


rejeRed as a Paradox, ſeeing the refrigeration of the whole body caufed by much bleeding, makes 
the Morbifick matter more thick and contumacious, | | 


The Flux of the Hemorrhoids is very good in Quartan-apues,

The opening of the Vein between the little Finger and the Ring finger, called Yana Salvatella, is 
ap proved by the Ancients, and many. later Phyſicians, who faid it cures the Quartan-ague. Bur very 
many others reject this conceit, as being founded upon no reaſon, becaule the forefaic Vein is. a 


- branch iſſuing from the atm-veins. Yet being commended by others with many Experiments, I con- 


ceive it ought not wholly to be negle&ed, Some hold, It ought to be opened in the ConjunRtion of 
the Moon with the Sun; others, when the Moon inclines two hours betore the fit, at three ſeveral 
times, in three immediate fucceeding fits, which in ſome perſons happened very well. | 

After thele firſt Evacuations, we muſt bend our ſtudy to concodt and prepare the Humors, with 
certain Juleps, compounded after this, or ſome ſuch manner : : 

Take R oots of «Aſparagus, Bruſcus, (achory, Bugloſs ſteeped in White-wine of each one ounce \, Bark 
of T. amarik half an ounce, Leaves of Borrage, Bugloſs, Ceterach, Maiden hair, Fumitory, (Frvunass- 
der, Ground-pine, of each one handfal ; Liquoris one ounce ; the three cordial flowers, of each one pu- 
gil. Boil all to a pint axd an balf. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Syrupus Eizuntinus, ard ſyrup of 
Maiden-hair, of each two ounces. Make thereof a Fulep to be taken at four 1imes, four mornings toge- 
ther, which muſt alſo be continued many days, for the matter being contumacious, requires long prepara- 
rion. Or if the Patient be mice, and ſqueezy, Broths muſt be wade of part of the aforeſaid Simples, chuſing 
ſuch 4s are moſt grateful to the taſte, whereunto, 4s alſo to the Juleps, Cream of Tartar may profitably 
he added. os | 

With theſe preparative Medicaments, between whiles, Purgatives muſt be given; ſo that every 
third or fourth day thePafient muſt take a purge, with this caution, That wh as the matter is 
very crude, we uſe mild purgatives: and when concoQtion begins to go well forwards, we muſt then' 
give ſuch purges as arc a little tronger. Now the materials for thelc purgations are very well 
known, ſo that we need not reckon them up. Ye i$ 

It is ſometimes good to preſcribe an Apozem both purgative and preparative, for four or five Do- 


| ſes, thata good part of the. morbifick matter may be cleanſed away. Which Apozzm may be made 


of the materials of the foreſaid Juleps, adding purgatives thereunto. Bur if the thickneſs and con- 
tumacy of the Humors, with the cold diſtemper of the bowels, do ſeem to threaten that the diſeaſe 
will be long, and bring a Dropſie, we muſt then fly to ſuch Medicaments as do powerfully cut and 
divide the {aid Humors 3 of which this following Apozem may be compounded : | 

T ake of the five opening Kodts ſteeped in White wine, of each one ounce, Enula Campana, Gentian, 
Ariſtolochia, and Aſarum roots, of each half an ounce \, Leaves of Germanaer, cAgrimony, Hops, 
Borrage, Ceterach, Wormwood and Centaury, of each one handful; Liquoris and Raiſins ſtoned, of 
each one ounce; Senna one ounce and an half , Epithymum one ounce ; Agarick, newly Trochiſcated 
three ounces , Ginger and Cloves, of each one dram. Boil all to. a pint and an half. In the ſtrain-. 
ed liquor diſſolve ſyrup of {ichory with Rhubarb five ounces, Troches of Capers, and ſalt of Worm- 
wood, and of Tamartck,, of each one dram, Make of all an Apozem for five Doſes to be taken un the 
morning « wh | 

In this Chronick and laſting diſcaſe, an obſtinate perſeverance is necefſary,. that the perpetual 
viciffitude of Medicines may concoct and purge away the cauſe thereof, For this is in a manner the 
only caule why many that have Quartan-agues remain uncured, becauſe after the ule of a few Medi- 
cines they grow wearys and wholly reje@ arid diſdain all the reſt, wed 

For a continual Uſe thereof, certain purgatives are always to be in a readineſs. Which may be 
made in the form of a Magiſtral Syrup, or of Pills, or in any form. 

A-Magiſtrat Syrup may be made of the materials of the Apozem aforeſaid; adding a triple quan- 
tity of the purgative Ingredients. | 


Pills for frequent uſe may be thus compounded : | | + 
Take Aloes _—_ ſteeped with the Fuice of Wormwood, half an ounce; Gum Ammoniach diſſolved 
in Vinegar, and 4 terward thickned, two drams : choice Myrrh a dran and an half : Gummy Tiurbith 
and A paricknewly made into cakes, of each two drams : Diagridium one drawn * ſalt of Wormwood and 
Tamarish., of each two ſcruples ; Saffron balf a ſcruple. With Oxymel ſimple, wade all into a Maſs of 
Pill-ſtuff.

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It the Patient be of an hot Conſtitution, theſe following Pills may be uſed.

Let all evaporate and thicken” over a gentle fire, 
aading towards the concluſion of- the Powders of Diarrhodon Abbatis,and Lztificans Galeni, of each one 
ſeruple : ſalt of Wormwood and Tamar , of each half a dram : Extratt of Saffron half a ſerihle, 
Make a maſs of Pill- ſtuff for the aſe aforeſaid. ; TTY 
Ailo a purging-Medicament very familiar, and moſt eafie to prepare, but very profitable, may be 
made of three ounces of the decottion of Wormwood, wherein two drams of Senna hath been inf. 
ſed, which muſt be taken now and then. -— La 
Thele purging-Medicines are wont to be given the day before the fit, becauſe the Patients are 
then ſtronger than at other times. Yet many contend that they ought to be given before the fit; he- 
caule the matter being agitated by the fit,is made more apt for Expulſion. This opinion they undet- 
prop with the authority of Aypocrates in his Book de Afﬀettionibus,who would have a Medicine pur- 
ging downwards to be given at the beginning of the fit. And although in Galens Judgment, that is 
none of Hypecrates his Writings, but of his Son-in-Law Polypas ;, yet they conceive it ought not 
therefore to'be of no authority, ſeeing Polypxs alfo was a very learned man, and frequent- Experi- 
ence confirms this opinion ,as the ſaid experience is ſet down by Arculanus, Genitilus, Amatus 
Luſitanus, and others, who have ordered that the purging. Medicament ſhould be given four hours 
before the fir. Which praQtice notwithſtanding hath need of much warineſs and prudence in the Phy- 
ſician, ſeeing the ſhaking-fit intercepts the evacuation, and in the ague-fit the- humors are moyed 
with a motion quite contrary to that wherewith the purge doth move them z by which means great 
diſturbances may fall out in the patients body. Wherefore this courſe is not to be followed but in 
ſtrong bodies. | 
The conſent of Phyſicians is greater, and more general touching the giving of Vomits in the be- 
ginning of the Ague fits; becauſe nature is at that time more prone to that kind of Evacuation, Nei- 
ther is it to be doubted, That a Vomiting cauſed in the beginning of the fit,and at the ſame time often 
repeated, doth make the diſeaſe gentle and ſhorter. The materials of Vomitories are ſet down in 
our cure of a Tertian. But in a Quartan-ague, Aſarum is preferred before the reſt, one dram being 
given in powder, in White-wine, and three or four times repeated. . 
' In the Intervals of purging, Clyſters muſt frequently be given, which do accuſtom nature to expell 


the hurtful humors into the Guts, and do by little and little bring away ſome of the Morbifick mat- 
ter contained in the Meſeraick Veins. Pw i

The dilcafe continuing (as for the moſt part it is long and laſting) we muft ſometimes reſt and - 


abſtain from phyſick a month, or thereabouts, that nature in the mean time may gather ſtrength, 
being wearied with continual uſe of Medicaments, \and may ſet her ſelf to conco& the Morbifick 
matter. And afterward we muſt return to our preparatives ahd purgatives. | 

Howbeit, ina long Ague, we muſt not always uſe the ſame Medicaments, leſt Nature" be over- 
much uſed thereunto, and the patient become weary of them. Alſo becauſe from more gentle ape- 
ritives.and purgatives, we muſt paſs on to ſuch as are ſtronger, various ſorts of purgatives have been 
already propounced, And thele following aperitives beſides the Apozems aforeſaid, and the Juleps, 
may be uſed in the progrels of the diſeaſe, when the ſigns of digeſtion begin to appear. 

T ake White-wine three pints, Enula Campane Roots three ounces: Bark of (aper-roots balf an 
ounce :- Tops of common Wormwood dried one ounce.” Infuſe them three days in Balneo Mariz : 
Keep all together without ſtraining, and give of this Wine to the Patient two or three ounces in the

Powder of Diarrhodon eAbbatis two drams ;, Salt of Wormwood and Tamarick,, of each one dram; 

With ſyrup of preſerved Citrons, make all into an Opiate : of which let the Patient 
take the quantity of a Cheſnut every morning two hours before meat. Or if inthe morning the Patient

To the ſame intent is commended as a moſt excellent Remedy, the Extract of Germander mixt 
with {alt of Tamarik made into Pills. 

Add hereunto, Diſcuſſers and Diaphoreticks, which are very uſeful to diſcuſs the reliques of the . 
declining difeaſe, when ſigns of concoRion appear. For they do not only diſcuſs the ſaid reliques, 
but they do likewiſe correct that diſtemper which is bred by fo long a diſeaſe,and amend the ill habit 
of the body, and ſtrengthen the ſtomach, liver, and other bowels, weakned by the length of the 
diſeaſe, Among theſe Medicaments, FYenice-Treacle challengeth the firſt place, being by older 
and later Phyſicians commended to this Ule. It is given one hour before the fit, one dram in weight 
with Wine, or in a decoRion of Germander. Or if. its heat be feared, it may be given with a deco- 
Qion of Egrimony, or with the Juice or Water of Planrane. This medicine muſt be repeated before 
divers fits one after another. It may alſo be given in the mornings for ſome days together on the 
well-days. But a little before the fit,it operates happily, becauſe it hinders the encreaſe of cold, and 

doth more commodioully diſcus the Humor, which is the cauſe of the fit, now beginning to work in 
the Veins, and by this means it diminiſheth the fit z and if the Morbifick matter be little, take it 
quite away. Here, notwithſtanding; great caution is to be uſed, leſt Treacle or other ſuch hot Me- 
dicines ſhould be given when the humors are yet crude, for they difſolve the putrid humors, from 
whence ariſeth a confuſion in the body, and an encreaſe of the Ague-fits ; fo that a ſingle Quartan 
comes to. degenerate into a double and triple, yea, into a continual Feaver. As it happened to 
Enxedemus the Peripatetick, as Galen relates in Lib. de Precog. ad Poſth. cap. 2, & 3. in whom a 
ſingle yn the Phyſicians of Kome having given him Treacle unſeaſonably, was changed into*a 
. triple. Howbeit, afterwards when the ſign of concoRion appeared, Galen.gave him of the ſame 
Treacle, and cured him. ET | 

Among other Diaphoreticks,lome commend the Roots of China and Sarſaperilla, whoſe firſt and 
ſecond decotion being given twenty days together, doth ſometimes cure contumacious Quartans. 
But they work more effeQually, if with the Primary Deco&ion, Purgatives be mingled. 


Other Remedies ate alſo given before the fit, which are accounted ſpecifical; and appropriate to 
this Ague, and being given towards the declination, they do very often keep back the fits, and cure 
the Quartan. The chief of this ſort, are theſe which follow : 2 |

thereupon conveyed to a hot bed, and hot Tiles {prinkled with odoriterous Wine, and wrapped in 
linhen clothes, be.applied to the foals of the feet, and palms of the Patient's hands. 

While the aforeſaid Medicaments are uſed, a ſpecial care muſt be had of the Spleen : becauſe thar 
part is always affected in this Diſeale: and therefore thoſe Medicaments which ordinarily are pre. 
{cribed for ob!trution of the Spleen, viz. Fomentations, Liniments and Plaiſters, may be long 
uſed. 

Yea verily, and ſometimes a Bath of luke-warm Water, after many Evacuations, have been cele. 
brated, is good, not only to mollifie the Spleen, but allo to moiſten the whole body,and to further 
the coQion of the Morbifick matter. The Bath may be uſed on the days of intermiſſion, giving di. 
ligent hee that it be no other than luke-warm. For if it ſhould be hotter, iris to be feared leſt the 
Humors being thereby diſſotved; ſhould run on a ſudden into divers parrs of the body, and breed 
dangerous Impoſthumes. $7 is on 


Finally, ſuch things as are wont to be laid to the Wriſts, are not to be negle&ted, ſeeing Authors 
of good account do make ſome reckoning of them. For Rondelerixs affirms, That he hath uſed this 
following Medicament, with great ſuccels. 

T ake leaves of Elder, Sage, Doves foot, Rue, of each balf an handful, £arigolds a third part : 
a handful of ſalt, and little Wine, Beat all together, and apply to the Wriſts before the Fit, Crato 
applys the roots of Nettles being beaten and moiſtned, or ſteeped in Vinegar, to the arteries of the 
Wriſts, and of the Feet. Sennertus relates, That a certain Citizen having had a Quartan-ague the 
whole Autumn and Winter, and. at laſt being afflicted with moſt ſharp pains in his left ſhoulder, by 
the per ſwaſion of a certain Woman, be applied Crowfoot to his Wriſt, which raiſed a Puſh, and freed 
him both from his pain and Feaver, | | 

A Baſtard quartan is cured with the ſame Medicines in a manner, which have been propounded for 
the cure ofa Tertian; adding to the decoQtion of Juleps and Apozems, ſuch things as do peculiarly 
regard Melancholy aduft. Whereunto may be added all the more temperate, and tefs heating Me- 
dicaments, which have hitherto been propounded for a Legitimate Quartan. Ob 

In the beginning therefore it is good to uſe Borrage, Bugloſs, Fumitory, Hops, Sorrel, Cichory, 
Ceterach, Scolopendria, Agrimony and Odoriferous apples: Whoſe decoQions, diſtilled Waters, 
and ſometimes their clarified Juices,may be preſcribed in the form of a Julep,and Apozeme or Magi- 
ſtral Syrup. 

Butin progreſs of the diſeaſe, it will be good to add unto the Simples aforeſaid, the bark of Ca- 
per roots, of Tamarisk, Enula Campane, and Wormwood. 

While the Patient uſeth theſe Preparatives,Purgatives are frequently to be interpoſed ; which are 
to be given the day before the fit, and to be repeated twice a Week. To which intent various forms 
may be preſcribed. But for fuch as are Delicate, a Laxative Ptiſan, Syrzpas de Pomis ſaporis, or the 
broth of a Chicken qualified with Borrage, Bugloſs, Pimpernel, and three drams or half an ounce 
of Senna, may profitably be given. 

Blood-letting in the beginning muſt not be omitted, and fo much quantity of blood muſt be taker 
away as ſhall correſpond unto the quantity and quality of blood, and to the age and conſtitution 
of the Patient. | | | 

If the'diſeaſe prove long,when the fervor of the blood is abated, Vomits profitably may be admini- 
ſtred 3 eſpecially t&fuch Patients as are troubled with Stomach-ſickneſs and Vomitings in the be- 
ginning of their fits. Among Vomitories good for a Quartan, Aſarum (as was ſaid before) is the 
principal, being given to the quantity of a dram in white Wine, arid divers times repeated, if the

' Intermittents are complicated with Continuals two ways,viz.An iaterniittent Tertian with a con- 
tinual Quotidian, or a Quotidian intermittent with a continual Tertian. And each of theſe is termed 
a Semi-Tertian, conſtituting Species or ſorts thereof. 

| Yet that is properly and truly a Semi-Tertian which is made of an intermitting Tertian, and a con- 
tinual Quotidian 3 and conſequently is cauſed from Choler putrifying without,and Flegm putrifying 
within the Veſſels. By Hypocrates and Galen in 1. Epsdem:. it is named Horrifica, or the ſhaking-

The PREFACE. 
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L L «Authors (very near ) who have writ of Feavers, do diſtinguiſh 4 Peſtilential Feaver from & 

| Malignant, and do treat of each of them ſeverally in divers Chapters ;, ſo that by the name of # 
Peſtilential Feaver they do underſtand the true Peſtilence or Plague, and by a Malignant Feaver they 
mean that which is commonly called the ſpotted Feaver > or ſuch a Feaver which though it be Epidemichl © 
and contagious, yet it is not ſo dangerons but that more live than die of it : where the true eſſence of the 
Plagne conſiſts in this,that more die thereof than recover. But for as much as theſe Feavers differ one from 
another only according to the greater or leſſer degree of malignity, and muſt be cured with the ſane'Me- 
dicaments \, we thought it more convenient 10 inclulle all theſe kind of Feavers in one Chapter; anid'to 
handle them all under the name of Peſtilential Feavers. And conſequently this laſt Seftion ſhall conſiſt 
of two Chapters, the firſt of which ſhall treat of the Peſtilential Feaver , and the latter of the Meaſles 
and ſmall Pox. For ſeeing a Malignant Feaver does. always attend them, all Authors do juſtly treat of 
them in thi place. £2 .

My Hat Feaver is rermed Peſtilential, which does afflit Nature not only by a bate diſtemper; or 
by heat ariſing from putrifaftion, but allo with a malignant and venomous quality; This:is 
wont-to be for the moſt part popular and epidemical; ſo that many are at the ſame time fick thereof : 
yet ſometimes it is Sporadick' or ſingle, affliting but here and' there one, which ariſes from evil 


Humors that have attained a venomous quality. '- - | 
' It is likewiſe contagious, ſo that it may be caught not only by: means of the common cauſe, v;z; 
corruption of the air or diet ; but alſo by converſing with thofe that are ſick. WE, 
It is alſo commonly called a Malignant Feaver 5 whereas many diſcafes are termed malignant by 
Teaſon of their'evil and cruel ſymptoms in which no venomous quality is found, in which alone the 
efſence of a Peſtilential diſeaſe conſiſts. | 
- In what Feaver ſoever therefore, this ſame venomous quality is found, whether it be a Diary, an 
HeRick, or putrid Feaver, it is rightly termed Peftilential : although a Diary and HeRick are much 
controverted, touching which conſult Authors. | L

The Differences of a peſtilential Feaver are takentither from the matter wherein that venomous 
quality is produced 3 or from the place wherein the ſaid matter is contained ; and fo they follow the 
difference of putrid Feavers, which in reſpe& of the matter of putrifying are divided into the Feaver 
Synochus, Terti21a, Quartana and Quotidiana, according as the matter putrifying is Blood, 
Choler, Melancholy, or Flegm. And in reſpe& of the place wherein the Humors putrifie, they 
are divided into continual and intermittent ; according as the aforeſaid Humors are lodged within 
or without the V.ias 3 even ſo peſtilential Feavers, ſome are termed 'Synochs, others Tertians, Quar- 
tans or Quotidians3 ſome continual, others intermittent : although Hypecrates hath ſaid in the 
43+ Aphoriſm of the 4.Sefion; That intermitting Feavers are void: of danger however. they intermit,

Fhere are other Differences of a Peſtilential Feaver taken from the intenſneſs: of theit degree or 
Remiſneſs - namely, as ſome are greater, others leſſer; ſome pzrtake of greater: malignity, ſome of 
leſſer. They are ſaid to be ſimply greater, or leſſer, according, as the putritaQion is greater or leſs, 


or as the preternatural heat ariſing therefrom, is more intenſe or remiſs 3; more-malignant or benign, 


according to the greater or leſs intention cf the venomous quality. Hence it comes to paſs, that 
ſometimes a peſtilent Feaver hath extream putrifacion and malignancy at the higheſt ; and'then 
it is wont to be moſt fierce, and therein in regard of the malignancy the vital faculty is exceedingly 
afi&ed 3. and in regard of the extream putrifacion the other faculties are likewiſe hurt, and crucl 
Symptomes follow thereupon. But ſometimes in this Feaver the putiifaGion is very high, and the 
malignant quality remiſs and then the Feaver is troubleſome by-reaſon of the putrifaQion; but the 
vital faculty is leſs afflicted 3 contrarily ſometimes putrifaQion is little, but the malignant quality 
intenſe : and then the Feaver in regard of putrifaQtion ſhews no ſuch bad Symptomes, and ſeems re- 
ro4(s3 yet the firengthof the Patient is more than ordinarily weakned.

: the truth. propounded,which may thus be antwered. - All created ſubſtances are conſidered two ways: 
Either as they are things in being and do concur to the compleating and perteQion of the Univerſe;ang 
in that reſpe& they are all good; for to be,and #9 be good, are one and the ſame ; neither hath the - 
High God blefſed for ever,created any thing which ought to be termed evil,fimply conſidered;ox oy - 
they are conſidered in regard of their operations;and then they may be termed evil,foraſmuch as th 
may damnifie ſome other things by reaſon of the antipathy and inbred enmity of nature. Ang al. 
though almoſt innumerable contrarieties of nature are found in the world,yet muſt they all be termeg 
goodiin reſpe& to.God their Maket;and inregard of the Univerſe, whoſe perfe&ion conſiſts chief 
in variety. Furthermore, the operations of things created, may be termed evil two ways,abſolutely, 
or {imply conſidered in themſelves,or in reſpe& of fomewhat elſe 5, they are abſolutely evil; when ar 
all timesin all places and upon all occaſions they do perpetually evil 3-and in this fenſe no Creatuye 
can be found which is evil ;/ in reſpe& of ſome other thing, the operations of things may be termed 
evil, when they hurt onezand do another good ; and fo there is nothingin the whote Univerſe ſo hurt- 
ful,but that it hath ſome other ways its uſes and benefits for which it was created; o all poyſons,al= 
though moſt hurtful to men or other animals, yet conveniently uted they do a great deal of good to 
them. And in the art- of Phyſick thereis fearce ſo deadly a poyſon found, but that out of it, þy 
skill of art,. an healthy medicine may be drawn. And finally,the a&tions of Stars upon theſe inferior 
Bodies ate conſidered two ways, either in reſpe& of the whole ſublunary world,containing the Ele. 
ments, and all mixed things ; and ſo the a&tion of the Heaven and Stars is ſimple, benign,ingendering, 
conſerving, vivifying all things 3 and doing all other good offices which tend to uphold the Univerſe; 
and in this ſenſe moſt true it is, that theſe inferior bodies are cheriſhed and ſuſtained by the influence 
of the Heaven and Heavenly Bodies 3 or they are conſidered in reſpe& of the proper nature of this or 
that Element, or this or that living creature ; and then it is no abſurdity to ſay that there are ſome 
influences hurtful to-ſome Element or living Creature, in ſuch or {uch a part ſo and ſo affeted,which 
depends not of any fault of the Stars (for: they are of a moſt perfe& nature) but rather of the injper- 
feAion of. ſublunary things,which.cannot ſuffer any conſiderable mutation without the corruption of 
their proper ſubſtance 3 now theſe divers natures and qualities of the Stars, produced in ſublunar 
| Bodies by their divers concourſe and influence,were ordained by the great archite®- '' this Univerſe, 
for the conſervation of the whole world, which being made up of ſo divers and ſo contrary natures, 
had need of as great variety in the influence of the Stars, that all things might be preſerved, as it were 
in aneven balance.Out of which diverſity of influences notwithſtanding, it could hardly come to pals 
but that ſome parcel of things fo different ſhould ſometimes ſuffer, not in any whole kind or fort 
(which ſhould tend to the deftrution-of the Univerſe) but only in ſome individuals that were leſs 
able to reſiſt, and for the moſt part miſaffe&ed, and only in ſome part of the air more diſpoſedto 
receive malignant influence, From whence we may*conclude, that thoſe corruptions do chiefly-de- 
pend upon the defe& of the fublunary Bodies : Foraſmuch as many places are in the world,” where 
the air is fo perfe&ly conſtituted, and the inhabitants fo evenly tempered, that let never ſo malignant 
Influencesof Stars ſhowr upon them, yet are they never infe&ed with the peſtilence.: RT

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It was carried with the common motion of the Stars from Eaſt to Weſt, but it ſeemed to be moved 
ſomewhat ſwifter than the Stars, for in the firſt days of its apparition, it was wont to rife a little 
before five in the morning z and afterwards it roſe gbout four a clock and before four, and fo ſooner 
and-ſooner, till it prevented the midnight and bed-time : and we have reaſon to believe, that this 
Comet was the prognoſtick and forerunner of rey ph and peſtilential diſeaſes, and alfo of thoſe 
Wars, wherewith whole Europe in a manner hath fince that time been laid waſt, 

And although the air be chief among the mediate caufes of malignant and peſtilential feavers p 
yet ſure enough other non-natural things do concur to their Generation, as I ſhall particularly and

And in the firſt place, when the fruits of the earth and trees, by reaſon of a bad conſtitution of 
the year, viz, Over-moiſt or over dry, or corrupted by miſts, or ſome tempeſt zous weather, 0: 
{ome malignant influence of the Stars do, being eaten, produce bad juices in the body. 

Secondly, When there is great famine and ſcarcity of corn : From whence came that Proyerb, 
Ho loimos meta limon, the plague follows famine. For then the poor common people are forced 16 
61] their bellies with ſuch meats as are cheap and bad, whence ariſes abundance of bad Humors : 
and which is much worſe, when a plenty, prefently follows famine, they do then ſuddenly cram 
themſelves with much meat, which by the languiſhing heat of the internal parts cannot be well di- 
geſted, and thereupon thoſe meats come to participate of a malignant putrifaRion. 

Thirdly, When aliments, which in their own nature are good, do by ſome way or other, gain 
putrifation or ſome evil quality, ſuch are wheat, barley, beans and peaſe, and other kind of (grain, 
which being either over-long kept, or il] laid up in a moiſt place, of otherwile miſaffe&ed; do come 
to be muſty,or have ſome other putrifaRive quality : ſuch is fleſh over-long kept, or ſtinking, or fucki 
2s is of beaſts that were not killed, but died of {ome diſeaſe : as Fulins Obſequens relates, that in 
the Iſle called Lipara when the Sea was made hot with the Fires which by means of an Earthquake 
were forcibly vomited out of the Movtit of Ana, and had boiled the Fiſhes, cafting them upon the 
ſhore: the Inhabitants eating greedily of thoſe Fiſhes, a ſore peſtilence followed. 

Neither is there power in drinks, when putrid and corrupted Wines, Beer or other Liquors are 
drunk : or when water is drunk out of putrid and muddy Lakes, or otherways infe&ed ; as good 
Hiſtories do teſtifie that numerous Artnies have beet: deſtroyed by peſtilential diſeaſes, with drinking

Theſe non-natural things mentioned, zz. air, and meats, and drinks, have the great: ſt force-to 
engender malignant feavers. But the four remaining. viz. thirigs voided or retained, motion and 
reſt, ſleep and waking, with paſſions of the mind, are of lels efficacy, and do only concur as adjuvant 
cauſes, ot ſuch as diſpoſe the body to conceive a' malignant putrifaRtion ; as in our expoſition of 
them ſhall preſently appear. | :

The ſigns which foreſhow a peſtilential Feaver, are taken from three things, v5z. From the 
diſpoſition of the body, from the preſence of cauſes,and from ſome intermediate diſpoſitions. Thoſe 
bodies are dilpoled fo receive peſtilential infeRion, which have colleRed evil juices through bad diet, 
and by a prepoſterous uſe of the fix non-natural things aforeſaid, Or ſuch as being plethorick do 
gorge themſelves and inordinately and unſeafonably repleniſh themſelves, Furthermore,ſome that are 
neither plethorick nor cacochymical, do diſpole their bodies to the reception of this diſeaſe, while 
they torment their minds with moſt troubletome paſſions, or give themſelves immoderately to carnal 
imbracements ; for from theſe two caules, the peſtilential feaver-is very ordinarily produced, for- 
aſmuch as by them corruption is eaſily introduced even amongſt good humors. 'For paſſions of the 
mind do diſtra& and draw away the ſpirits from their proper operations; and overmuch carnal 
imbracement does weaken all the powers of the body z but the ſpirits being deſtrated, and the ver-

For ſome are ſuperficial, others 
profound; ſome clean, others foul ; ſome benign, others malignant ; ſome with a Cruſt, others 
without. And the Cruft is ſometimes white, ſometimes yellow, ſometimes blewiſh or black. Thoſe 
which are deep, filthy and malignant, and that have a black Cruſt, are the moſt dangerous, 

Carbuncles and Buboes, are wont to riſe in divers parts of the body, but eſpecially where the 
Glandules are 3 becauſe the expulſive faculty, being provoked by a malignant quality, does expell 
the pernicious matter from the internal parts, eſpecially the more noble ones to the external; fo that 
from the Brain ſhe ſends it to the Glandules, or kernels behind the cars ; from the Heart, to the 
Arm-pits; from the Liver to the Groyns ; whence ſwellings under the Ears, called Parorides, and 
thoſe in the Groyn, called Bubones, do ariſe.

Neither muſt we therefore be- 
ieve, that Critical Sweats do never any good in theſe Fevers. For by how much lets Venom there 
is in the Diſeaſe, they do ſo much the more good as it happens in ordinary Fevers, And we find by 
Obſervation, that ?ris far the better for the patients to Sweat often at the beginning of the Diſeaſe 
(provided they be not worle after their Sweats)for *tis a ſign that Nature doth attenuate the matter 
by little and little, and expell the ſame by ſweat.

Looſneſs of the Belly is a very uncertain ſign. For oftentimes a Loofneſs at the beginning of the 
| Diſeaſe hath been go00d,which yet experience ſhews, is forhetimes a deadly token, Again, atter fome 
Co&ion, we have {een the patient killed by a Looſneſs, and ſometimes by the fame recovered ; Yet 
we muſt thus diſtinguiſh. When a venomous quality hath the maſtery, the more the matter goes 
away by Stool at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the leſs danger. But when the Diteaſe ariſes mot 
part from putrefaCion of the Humors,they are worſe that are looſer at the beginning of the Diſeaſe. 


Purple ſpots, when they are many and larpe; and of a benign colour, and break out Critically, 
they foretel that Nature will Conquer. But if they be. tew, {mall,and of a bad colour and are Symp- 
tomatically put forth, they ſignifie that Nature 1s wotſted. Arid further, If they go in again,its the 
worlt ſign of all ; for it ſhews the Morbifick matters reflux into the inward parts. 

Exanthtmata,or wheals appearing in divers parts of the body;are effeQs of greater malignity than 
purple ſpots, and conf:quently portend greater danger. | 

Carbuncles and Buboes; or rifings in the Groyn, and ſome other parts, do witnels greateſt maligni- 
ty, and threaten moſt danger : ſeeing they are wont to follow thoſe Fevers, whoſe peculiar Chara- 
Fer it is, that more die of. them thari recover. . add one 

Carbuncles and Buboes, by how mich they art'further from the heart, grow faſter, and come 
quicker to ripen, by ſo much the lefs dangerous are they. But if Tumors encreaſe ſuddenly with bad 
Snboms ris ill. Carburicles vety great, of a filthy colour, with an eating Ulcer,or which turn into 
a Gangrene, are deadly ; as alſo thoſe which'ate riear the heart, or riſe upon the Throat. Expert- 
ence hath taught, that many Carbunc!es are more dangerous than few ;and contrarily many Buboes, 

6r 6ther rifings are more ſafe than few. Parotides (or rilings behind the Ears) in malignant and 
purple Fevers, are in the Augment and ſtate deadly. But if they appear when the Diſcafe doth never 


ſolittle deny afid come to Suppuration, they are a good token, * | 

The Cure of a peftilential Fever is divided into two parts. The firft contains the preſervation of 
thoſe-that have it not; The ſecond contains the healing of thoſe that have it. _. | 

The preſervation from the Peſt conſiſts chiefly in taking away of thoſe Canſes which make bo- 
dies fit to receive. the Peſtilence, and breed it in them. And they are Internal or External ; the In- 
ternal are a Niſpolition of the Body apt thereto, a Plethory, a Cacochymy and Obftruftions. The 
External are elpecially, a vitiated Air, and a wandring Coritagion. © Bodies difpoſed to this Diſcaſe, 
are ſuch as either naturally or accidentally, are norte. moiſt than they ought to be; 'Weak, Lax, and 
Rare, denſe and compa&. Moiſt bodies muſt be dried ;' dry muſt be prefervediin that temper 3 the 
former ,muſt avoid full Diet, much dfioking, and all moiſt nouriſhments; ſuch as are eſpecially fruits 
that will not keep Herbs, Fiſhes, Meats made of Milk ; the South-air; ſuch as' comes from Lakes,

he propounds a preſervation from a peſtilential Fever, tte preſcribes indeed purgation, and Opening 
of obſtruions ; but he makes no mention of Phlebotomy. | 


To Cacochymy we muſt oppoſe purging, ſuch as is proper for the humours offending, convenient 
preparation being premiſed, if it ſeem neceſſary: with this caution, that benign Medicaments be onl 
uſed, abſtaining trom ſuch as have a malignant and deadly quality, with which it will be good to mix 


ſomeBezoarticks, and ſuch things as are Alexipharmical. 


Obſtructions are cauſed by the multitude of humors, their thickneſs and clammineſs; The mut.. 


titude will be helped by ſuch things as evacuate, the thickneſs by ſuch as attenuate; the clammineſ 
by things that are abſterſive or cleanſing. 

| In reſpe& of External Caules, Precaution muſt be made firſt by correRing the exceſſes of the air; 
iz, by cooling that which is too hot, as we taught in continual Fevers ; by drying that which is 
oyer moiſt, with Fires both in Streets and in private Houſes, and that as much as may be, made with 
Iweet Woods, as Juniper, Bayes, Roſemary, and ſuch like. Secondly, By removing all the Cauſes 
above recited, which do infe& the air. Thirdly, By conſuming and diſſipating the infeRions in the 

air z which may be done by kgndling of fires, as we ſaid in correRing the moiſture of the air, and 
the perfumes of {weet-ſmelling and Alexipharmical materials. Alſo by vehement agitation of the 

air, to which end the frequent diſcharging of great Guns will be very effeQual. 


But if the air ſhall be very much infected, ſo as therefrom a Fever truly peſtilential ſhall ariſe, 
the beſt kind of preſervative is to change the air, and they that are forced to continue, or to 


converſe in places infeQed, and.among the ſick, bave need of many other cautions,. and they muft 


often uſe Antidotes. All which are at large ſet down by ſuch Authors as have treated expreſly of 
the Plague, and from thence the Reader muſt fetch them z becauſe my defign is but briefly to touch 
{uch things as are requiſite to the Cure of the true Peſtilence z becauſe few Phyſicians of any note 


dare hazard themlelyes in the Cure of the true Plague : And contrarily feeing both in England and = 


in France, and whole Europe over, all Phyſicians in a manner haye imployed themſelves in the 
Cure of Spotted and Malignant Fevers; I have thought it moſt worth my pains to dire& this 
Cure to that kjnd of peſtilential Feyer, which.is amp! called Malignant, and the Spotted or pur- 
ple Feyer.. Yet1o that it may ſerve for the Cyre « the true Pla 

ginning, the {ame Medicines, and the ſame Indicatipns will ſerve jor both. 


The Cure therefore of thoſe which are pay ck, muſt be direRed unto the Fever, the putre- 
faion, and the malignant quality. . The Fever muſt be oppoſed with coolers and moiſtners, 
the putrefa&ion, with Evacuators and Alterers. The Malignant quality with Antidotes.. All 
which intgotions wuſt be ſatisfied by a threefold Medicinal Means, after the manner follow-

But it is to 
be remembred that in the firſt days of the diſeaſe Wine mult never be given, left the crude matter 
be too much agitated ,but only about the ſtate, when the figns of Malignity do begin more and more 
ro ſhew themſelves. Howbeit Zacxtus Lufitanus in the 93. Obſ, Lib. 1: of his wonderful Cures 
and Caſes, relates that in a peſtilential Fever, the patient being extream thirſty, with a dry and 
þlack Tongue and paſt hope, he gave Wine with a moſt happy ſucceſs; ſo that the patient 'wascured 
therewith alone. But here that ſaying of Cornelius Celſus is to the purpoſe, Thoſe which Reoſor 
_ could not, have many times been cured with Raſhneſs. WE, | ILY 
.. Diet being ordered, the Cure muſt be begun by Blood-letting, a Clyfter being premiſed : for 
bleeding is very convenient,both.jn regard of the greatneſs of the Diſcaſe;the hot diftemper and the 
patrefaQion- But in defining the quantity of blood which is to be taken away, prudence is necef- 
fary, when in regard of. the Malignant quality, it does no good but hurt; for thereby the vital 
faculty is exceeding weakned, and thoſe which are let blvod after being poyſoned, are haſined to 
their Death. Therefore if a malignant and venomous quality be more than the putrefaRtion, which 
may eaſily be known by the proper ſigns aforeſaid, little blogd muſt be taken away but if putrefatis 
on be more conſiderable than the venomous quality,blood muft be taken in a greater quantity. And 
conſequently, if by reaſon ofa ſickly Conſtitution of body, and of Putrid humers ccntained in the 
Veins, the malignant Fever hath been produted chiefly 3. blood-letting may ſafely be repeated, once 
twice or thrice until the burthen of vitious humors contained in the Veins be diſcharged ;- and that 
eſpecially if Inflamation of -any of the Bowels be feared, which many times happen in Malignant 
BETTS Now bleeding muſt be uſed betimes and at the beginoing of the Diſeaſe, for it the Difeaſc 
all have taken progreſs and the malignity be diffuſed into the whole Maſs of Blood; bleeding does 
not only no good,but very much weakens nature ſo that very many Authors hold,that blood muſt 
not be let after the fourth day is paſt, And truly, foraſmach as malignant Fevers do at ſeveral 
times differ much one from another,in regard of the diflcrent degree of Malignityzwhen they begin 
to be rife once,diligent obſervation muſt be made ,what good the paticnts receive by blood-letting, 
For ſome Fevers being of the kind of Synochi, in which there is great putrefaQion-and little malig+ 
nity, are much leſſened by phlebotomy. And others whoſe nature confiſts: very near wholly in 
malignity do become more pernicious by blood-letting. This appears in the true Peſt, in which by 
the experiment of many. approved Authors, it is aſſured, that all which were let blood died, So 
Wierns relates in an Epidemical Catarrh which wandred all Exrope over inthe year 1580. in which 
all in a manner recovered, ſo that ſcarce one thouſand died : yet all that were let blood dicd thereof. 
Now we muſt diligently obſerve that which Galen hath taught us in the 14+ Method. Chap. 10. that 
in the Cure of Carbuncles it is good to take blood till the patient faint away, that the boyliing blood 
. which cauſes the Carbuncle may be plentifully eyacuated, When as the ſarhe Galen Lib. de Cu- - 
rat. per vente, S. Cap. 14- commands, that in Phlegmonous Tumors blood be taken away, till 
the colour change, unleſs the patients be weak, or the Phlegmon malignant. Whereby is intimated, 
that Galen admits Copious Blood-letting in a ſimple Carbuncle that is void of malignity but not 
{na malignant and Peſtilent one ; which agrees to an hair with the former precept propounded by

\ Ascontcetning the times and intervals of Blood-letting whercin it is to be iterated, this is fo be 
noted: that if the diſeaſe proceed ſlowly, the Blood-lettings muſt not be haſtened : for the Patients, 
fixepgth is too ſoon weakned 3 ſo. that it cannot hold out, till the Morbifick matter be expelled.

And there is a great Controverſic,whether when purple-ſpots.or wheals appear,phlebotorhy is to. 
be uſed. For ſome account it to be an hainous. Crime to let blood when the Exanthemars appear, 
becauſe at that time the humors are moved from the Centre to the Circumference, which motion 
mult be by all means furthered 3 and by blood-letting the bumoxs are put into a cleap contrary mo- 
tion, and the blood is drawn from the Circumference to the Cece, when as the ioner parts being 
emptied, it muſt needs be that the blood contained ig the outward parts,ſhquld run inwards again > 
which Galex plainly teacheth in his 9, De ſavpt., Tuend. Cop. 19 vis, That the blood when a Vein 
is opened, does low-back from the whole-bulk. of the Body, into the internal parts. And the ſame 
Gajrw in his Conment upon the 9.

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days in which a vein is wont to be opened, if blood were not ſuthciently taken away before, it muft 
even then be drawn in a moderate quantity z Neither 1s there any danger to be feared by ſo d oing3z 
ſceing the ſame Eruption of the wheals, which comes1n the beginning of the diſeaſe, is not critic 7 
but $ymptomatical only, ariſing from an exceeding Ebullition of blood,and from rhe fervency of m> 
lignant and putrifying humors ; and therefore the motion of nature cannot be hindered, when there 
is none to hinder. For in caſe the Patients body being Plethorick, the Urin thick and red, you ſhall 
not let blood becauſe of. the Exanthemata or wheals breaking forth 3 Nature will ſcarce be able tg 
maſter ſuch a quantity of humors, and it is to be feared left they ſhould ruſh into tome internal pare 
of the body and breed therein a pernicious Inflammation 3 Howbeit, blood at ſuch a time muſt be 
ſparingly taken away, notſo as the veins may be emptied, which might cauſe a retraction of theeyil 
humors inward again ; but only ſo as to take away their over great abundance, which being taken 
away, the veins draw no new blood, but only fall a little together as it were and become a little 
Jooſened ſo as to purſe themſelves the better, and conſequently to be the better able to rule the re- 
maining blood. And fo is the motion and expullion of nature furthered which ſhe endeavours toward 
the ſurtace of the body, for ſhe being eaſed of part of her load wherewith {he was oppreſſed, does 
more eaſily caſt off the remainder, and drive the ſame out. Which we do every where behold in our 
Pradtice, whiles the very ſame day oftentimes, in which a vein is opened, yea verily ſomtimes, a 
few hours aſter, plentiful ſweats, critical and healthful do break forth. And in truth, though nature 
were ſo ſtrong that ſhe could ſufficiently rule all the redundant blood,ſeeing that in Plethorick bodies 
the blood is wont to be thick and by theſe Eruptions into the Skin, the thinner part of the blood only 
is Evacuated, the thicker abiding in the veins does more and more putrifie, and makes the diſcaſes 
much more dangerous. But I hold the moſt adviſed courſe to be, a little afrer the blood-letting, 
to faſten many Cupping-glafſes, that the motion of the humors to the outward parts, may be here- 
by the more aſſiſted : of the Adminiſtration of which Cupping-glaſſes we ſhall ſpeak by and by. Now 
it muſt be diligently noted, as we ſaid before, that we obſerve the time in which the Exanthemarg 
| do begin to appear. For if it be in the beginning of the dilcaſe,and before the fourth day, in whick 
time their breaking forth cannot be critical, and no help comes to the Patient thereby; but the Symp- 
toms do rather grow more vehement,in which regard blood-letting ought by no means to be hindered, 
But if they break forth after the fourth day and that in great quantity, fo that the ſick party is there: 
by bettered, and the Symptoms leſſened , it is much better to abſtain from blood-letting, and to fix 
many Cupping-glaſſes with Scarrification, that the motion of the humors outwards may thereby be 
well Ps te | 2 an 
What we have hitherto ſaid of blood-letting, is to be underſtood of opening a vein in the Arm, 
which does quickly diminiſh the blood. Howbeit ſometimes, *tis very profitable to open the inferior 
veins, viz. If the Patient be weak, and cannot ſuffer reiteration of the former Phlebotomy. But 
 . this is eſpecially good in Women ; for it is as Orzbaſms ſays. Lib. 95. Chap. 10. proper to Women 
and yery efficacious, becauſe it imitates the manner of their natural Evacuations. Yea verily and 
when they want their courſes that kind of bleeding is proper for Women, becaule naturally they have 
much blood in theſe Veins which arenigh the Womb. alto it is good for ſuch, in whom we fear a 
tranſlation of the matter into the brain, which is often wont to happen in theſe Feavers and to cauſe a 
Phrenſie. Which may be perceived ealily (as we faid in the Prognoſtick) by the Urins thin, white, 
and void of Colour: and when the Urins are ſo, it. will be very good to open the inferior veins. 
Alfo Oribaſiz relates in the forecited place that he was taken with a peſtilential Feaver, and having 
two pound of blood drawn from his inferior yeins, he recovered: and all that uſed the like bleeding,

The opening of the Hemorrhoid veins by Horſe-leeches works the ſame effe&. For ſeeing by this 
means the blood is drawn out by little and little, there follows little abatement of ſtrength, Yet is 
the blood revelled from the inmoſt bowels, where is wont to be heat and the matter which foments 
the diſeaſe. And this is ſpecial good for Melancholick perſons, becauſe in ſuch, Nature is wont to 
Evacuate earthy blood, by thele ways. | | 
- After ſufficient blaod-letting, Revulſions muſt be Celebrated by Cupping-glaſſes, both dry and 
with Scarrification. Dry ones, when we would only revel: but Scarrified ones when the redundancy 
| of blood is not wholly taken away by blood-letting, which the Patients ſtrength could no longer 
bear, : For, blood is drawn by Cupping with much leſs expence of ſtrength, and beſides the yeno- 
mous ſpirits lurking within, are thereby drawn to the Surface of the Body. But Authors agree not 
touching the places where Cupping-glaſſes are. to be applied: for ſome and' eſpecially all Jealier 
Phyſitians very neer do hold they ought to be applied to the inferior parts, viz. tothe thighs and but- 
tocks and no where elſe, that the venomous matter may bedrawn from the heart te the moſt diſtant 
parts : but that they are not good to be faſtened to the Shoulder-blades or the'Back, becauſe they 
draw hurtful Humors from other parts next the Heart. Others are of a contrary opinion; that 
 Cupping-glafſes are beſt to be applied to the Shoulders and Back, viz. that poyſonſom Humors and: 
 Yapors may bedrawn from the' Centre to the' Circumference, which motion is moſt —_— the 
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motion of Nature in-this Diſeaſe. But T am of opinion, that Cupping:-Glaſſes (fiould be faſtned to 
each and every of the places aforeſaid; ard that it is to ſet them tirſt upon the lower parts,that 
ſome portion of malignity may be drawn back unt0 the more remote parts: but becauſe the Glaſſes 
6xed in thoſe parts cannot ſufficiently draw back the venomous Humors andVapors from the Heart, 
and its neighbouring-parts3 itis good to faſten them likewiſe to ſych parts as are near the Heart, 
viz. To the Shoulders and Back. For by this means the motion of Nature is very much furthered; 
ſeeing that expertence doth' teach) that the eruption of the ſpots is commonly in thoſe parts which 
by frequent tixing of Cups is much furthered. Which Mercatus hath moſt elegantly delivered in 
theſe words. Howbeit in the mean time, while the body is plied with other Medicaments, ſmall C 
ping-Glaſſes mu't either many at once, or a few, frequently be applied, A nd if the venom of the Diſcat., 
or the weakneſs of the Patient be much, they may be fixed without any, or with very little Scarrification. 
In which kind of uſe, and upon that occaſion, it is the beſt courſe to Scarrifie thoſe which are ſet upon 
the back, over - againſt the heart, which experience bath taught to be of ſuch moment, that Anxieties 
and Inequality of the Pulſe, and orber grievous accidents have thereupon ceaſed. Therefore we muſt not 
coſe applying of them, until the venomous accidents are mitigated, or wholly taken away, 


But the Rezſon urged by thoſe of the former opinion, is of ſmall moment, for the fear leſt ill 
Humors ſhould be drawn from other parts unto the heart, For this Reaſon might peradventure be 
of ſome force, if they ſhould be uſed at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the whole body being full of 
humors. Burt after an univerſal-Evacuation ſufficiently procured by blood-letting, they can cauſe 
no ſuch danger 3 which is.made manifeſt by a clear example drawn from a pleurifiez in wha: be- 
ginning, if the pained ſide ſhould be Cupt, doubtleſs it would bring the humors more and more to 
the grieved part. But when aſter often Blood-letting, a Cupping-Glaſs is fixed upon the pained 
fide, it doth not only draw nothing from other parts to the place affeed, but that humor which is 
fixed and wedged into the part, is thereby powerfully drawn\tfut, ſo that oft-times the Diſeaſe is 
thereby perfe@ly cured. Although in this Diſcaſe, there is more danger of drawing humors to the 
part affeQed, becauſe it is in a manner external, and near the Cupping: Glaſs. | 


Zacutes Lufitanu in Obſerv. 13, Lib: 5. Proxeos admirande, doth very much commend Cups - 
with Scarrification, faſined near the Groins and Arm-pits. For by ſuch Cupping-Glaſſes ſo fixed; 
the vicious humor is drawn to the ignoble parts, and to thoſe common EmunQories unto which

But where great malignity doth poſſeſs the - 
whole body, and grievous Symptoms affli& the Patients, one Velicatory will not ſuffice, but more 
muſt he laid on : .I am wont when the Diſeaſe is very violent, to lay them on in five places, viz. The 
Neck, both the Arms on the infide, between the bending of the Arm and the Shoulder, and to both

The acid Spirits of Sulphur and Vitriol are highly extolled, eſpecially by Chymiſts, and their rare 
virtues approved by long experience, have cauſed that long ſince they have been entertained by Ga- 
' leniſts, and ordinarily preſcribed. And that it may appear how highly the Chymiſt eſteems of them, 
let it ſuffice to cite the words of Mcndererus alone in his 18 Book De Peſtalentia, where treating of. 
Spirit of Vitriol and Sulphur, and of other Medicaments made of Sulphur ; There is (ſays he) ns 
putrefattion, whoſe neckthey break.not, no infefion which they do not overcome, no pravity of humors, but 
they can conquer. Verily (to deal clearly) if 1 ſhould be forbidden or bihdred from the uſe of Vitriolated 
Medicaments,” I ſhould tiever come to cure the Plague, or always without my weapons. 


To the ſame Juleps may ſometimes be added Sal Prunele, becauſe it powerfully cools, and extin- 
viſhes the Feveriſh heat 3 and it hath beſides a kind of Diaphoretick faculty, by means whereof it 
is excellently fitted for Malignant Fevers. EU | 
\ Inplace of Juleps for the more delicate ſort of Patients, may be ſubſtituted, ſometimes medicated 
Broths, made with the Leaves of Borrage, Sorrel, Pimpernel, and other Herbs that are not offenſive. 
to the Palate, with Skins of fragrant Apples, with the pulp and juyce of Citrons, and a Chicken; and 
to them Sal Prunelle may ſometimes be added, for to cool more effeQually. TY

- Now in the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe, Antidotes muſt be uſed, not only mingled. in Juleps,

forms. And becauſe all are not to be uſed indifferently, nor at all times of the Dileaſe ; that their 
[Tight uſe may be well diſtinguiſhed, they muſt be ſorted into four Tribes. The firſt concains thole,

The Alexipharmick Medicaments of the third Tribe, viz. The Diaphoreticks and Sweaters, muſt 
be given only in the fate or declination of the Diſeaſe, as was faid before. Which is to be under- 
ſtood, when they are given in a Fever ſimply malignant or ſpotted : for in the true Plague, they 
muſt be uſed at the very beginning, that the venomous quality, which would quickly kill the patient, 
may be ſuddenly and potently oppoſed, and the malignant vapors diſcuſſed. Yea verily, and in 
ſimple malignant Fevers, if the venomous quality ſeem to be greater than the putrefaQion, they are 
likewiſe to be given at the beginning in ſmall quantity ; making choice of ſuch as are leaft hot, mix- 
ing them with Juleps, and other cooling Medicines formerly preſcribed, A: —4 

Now of theſe Diaphoretick Medicaments, there ate divers degrees,for ſome are more hot; as An- 
gelica, Zedoary, Diamnum, Treacle, Metridate, Treacle-water 3 which are never to be given, 
when the heat of the Fever is at the higheſt, but only when the ſame is much abated, and then the 
ſigns of Malignity do very much prevail. But others are lefs hot, as Scabious, Carduus,Mead-ſweet, 
Scordium, which may ſafely be given, though the Fever be in its height. And theſe diftinQions 
are carefully to be obſervedin pradtice: and as for the forms of particular Medicaments, every

dicaments. They alſo commend their Medicine,which is called by them £:xtura Simplex, or Mixty- 
ra ſpirituals, made of Treacle-water Camphorated, Spirit of Vitriol, and of Tartar ; and they 
mingle a dram hereof in Juleps and Antidotary potions. r 

A Phyſician that undertakes the Cure of malignant Fevers, ought to have divers Antidotes in a 
readineſs, and to charge them ever and anon, left Nature be too mnch accuſtomed to one and the 
ſame, and flight the virtue thereof. Alſo the Nature of the venomous quality is not always one and 
the ſame, hut very divers, according to the diverſity of the patients bodies.So that what hath helpt 
one, will do another no good ; fo that when he hath for ſome time uſed one Antidote, he muſt try

' - While the foreſaid Diaphoreticks are uſing,if we have a mind at any time to help their Operation, 
| that they may more powerfully bring out the poylon into the ſurface of the body, ſome external 
Helps may be uſed, viz.

In the whole Courſe of the Cure, the greateſt care of all, muſt be to preſerve the patients ſtrength, 

. which is much deje&ted by the venomous quality. It is beſt kept up, firft'by convenient Broths 
made with a Capon; unto which, when neceſſity urges, may be added the diſtilled Broths of Fleſh, 
and eſpecially the «£qua Caponts, which is made in Balneo Marie per Deſcenſum, as the common 
manner is now to make it. Confe&ion of Hyacinths given in Broths, doth repair the ſtrength, and 
doth oppugn the malignant quality. In the fame Broths, Gelly of Harts-horn doth ſatisfic both In- 
dications. If the ſtrength of the patient be very much decayed , we may make bold with ConfetFip 
Alkermes, provided the heat of the Fever be not very violent.

nient diſtances, that the evil humers may be perfealy rooted out. Otherwiſe there will be danger 
of a Relapſe, or at leaſt the patient will be long in recovering perfe& health, Becauſe though nature 
be ſtrong enough to maſter the reliques of the Morbifick matter, yet can ſhe not do it bnt in a long 
time,' and in the mean ſpace the body is long in recovering its former ſtrength. 
For the perfe& compleating of this Cure, it remains only that we fpeak ſomething of the Cor. 
re&tion of fuch Symptoms as happen in this diſeaſe. Now their Cure is very near the ſame which 
hath been propounded in the ſecond SeRtion of this Treatiſe, Chap.2. where we delivered the Cure 
* of ſuch Symptoms as attend putrid Fevers. And the Symptoms of this Fever are the ſame in aman- 
ner with thoſe of putrid Fevers, the difference being only in degrees of more or leſs; and therefore 
the ſame Remedies will tuit with both. Howbeit, 1 ſhall here ſet down ſuch things as have been fre. 
- quently tried ia the taming of ſuch Symptoms as attend malignant and peſtilenrial Fevers, and which 
have proved moſt ſucceſsful. And we ſhall withal declare the Cure of ſuch Difcaſcs, as do ſupervene 
upon theſe Fevers. | | 
And firſt of all, In-pains of the Head, want of Sleep and Raving, at the beginning Revellers of 
all ſorts muſt be uſed, as opening of the inferior Veins, and of the Hzmorrhoids; Emollient Clyſters, 
Friftionsof the nether parts, Cupping-Glaſfles, firſt tet upon the Calves of the Legs, afterwards up- 
on the Back and Shoulders, both dry, aad without Scarrification; and Veſicatories, which in a ſimple 
Delirium or Dotage ariſing from a Chollerick matter, muſt be applied to the Arms and Thighs. But 
if with the Raving there be joyned a dulneſs and ſſeepinefs, a Veſicatory muſt be applied alto to the 
© Neck; and then Repellers muſt be applied unto the Forehead and Oxyrrhodenes ;, of which it is to 
be noted, that they are not ſo good in malignant, as in meer putrid Fevers ; becauſe the venomous 
Vapors muſt by all means be expelled, and at no hand be kept within the body. And therefore firſt

. AmongRepellers of the gentler ſort is reckoned that common frontal of the Flowers of Water- 
Lillies, Violets and Roſes, the greater cold Seeds and Cherms-Berries, Bedewed with the Vapor of - 
Vinegar; And if that will not ſuffice, let this following be laid on. |

A Loofneſsis very frequent in this diſeaſe, and herein the wiſdom of the Phyſitian is very neceſſa- 
ry. For if it be unſeaſonably ſtopped, the venomous matter is kept within. And if it þe left alone, 
it weakens. the Patients, and many times brings them to their Deaths. In the Cure of this Looſ- 
neſs, we-muſt therefore thus proceed If it be fo moderate that it weaken not. the Patient, it muſt not 
be ſtopt, but only moderately by ſtrengthening Clyſters; bur if ir be immoderate, and do very much 
weaken the Patient, it is wont to be a melting Looſnels, that thaws the Patient as it were away, and 
muſt be boldly ſtopped 3 whichnew Treacle to the quantity of half a dram, or.

When the malignant and venomous quality bears great ſway in theſe Feavers, that theycome.negs 
the Nature of the true peſt ; in ſuch Patients there are commonly riſings behind their Ears, and Car.

In the beginning of a Parotis or Riſingnear theEar,as ſoon as it bepins to appear, the Part recipient 
muſt be relaxed and widened as it were, and.if the fiwelling riſe but ſlowly, the motion of nature en- 
deavouring to expel the Morbifick matter that way muſt be aſſiſted, by applying drawing things to 
the ſwelling; and by giving Antidotes and Diaphoreticks. To retax the part, make an Inje&Qion of 
Oyntment of Marſh mallows, and lay on afterwards moiſt Wool which is greafie, from the Sheep, 
AttraQtion may be cauſed by applying Whelps or young Pigeons, by which alſo the pain will be mi.

When Suppu- 
ration is made, let the Tumor be opened let the reſt of the matter be digeſted by continuing the 
Cataplaſm, or by laying on a plaiſter of Diachylon. Let the Ulcer be cleanſed with that common 
Digeſtive made of Turpentine, yelks of Eggs and Oyl of Roſes, Let the Ulcer be kept long open with 
a Tent, that all the venom of the diſeaſe may fufficiently be purged out, and at laſt heal it up and Ci- 
catrize it. Yet this one thing is to be obſerved, That if the Tumor doth lo encreaſle as to cauſe danger 
of Suffocation or Choaking, it muſt be opened before it be perte&ly ripe: For ſo ſome portion of the 
matter being drawn forth, the Tumor will fall ſomewhat, and the danger of Suffocation will be avoi- 
ded. Inlike manner, if the malignity be very intenſe, that the Patient ſeems likely to miſcarry before 
\ the Tumor be ripe then alſo it may be opened before its due time, that the force of the Venom may 

expire, whence oftentimes the Patient recovers, And upon this account, in the peſt, the Buboes or 
{ſwellings in the Groin are wont to be opened before they come to Suppuration. 

Finally, It were a wickedneſs to paſs over in ſilence a Rare Experiment, which hapened to me in 
that ſame Epidemick Feaver, which cruelly raged and ranged at eontpeher in the year 162z. $9 
that near half of thoſe that were ſick died of the Difeafe. But eſpecially, So many as had ſwellings by 
their Ears (which were wont to happen about the ninth or eleventh day of the diſeafe) they all died 
within two days after; there preceding or happening at the ſame time time Raving,Stupidity,Convul- 
fions, with an unequal, frequent and very ſmall-pulle, as it were the creeping Piſmire-pulſe. And 
after 1 had ſeen divers in this condition, who could not be helpt by Antidotes, or by drawing things 
Laid to the ſwelling z muſing with my ſelf if by any means poſſible they mighs be delivered from fo 
certain deſtruRion : I began at laſt to think, that therefore theſe {wellings proved ſo fatal, becauſe 
the part in which they happened was not capable to receive all the Morbifick matter, which being 
retained within, kills the Patient; and that therefore the work of Nature being only begun in thoſe 
{wellings, might be ſupplyed by Evacuations, v#z. Blood-letting and Purgation : when as alſo 
Galen in his 3 de Comp. Medic. Secund. Loca, Cap. de Parotidibus, In the Cure of theſe ſwellings 
preſcribes Blood-letting. But this advice was contradited by the extream weakneſs of the Pa- 
tients, which was ſo great,that they ſeemed to be even now in the pains of Death, which alſo it ſelf 
foon followed. But Galen in the fore-cited place, when he preſcribes Blood-letting in the Cure of ſuch 
Tumors, does propound two conditions, viz. If Blood abound, and the ſtrength of the Patient will 
bear bleeding. Both which Conditions were abſent in theſe Caſes, for Blood had been before ſuſhi- 
ciently drawn, both by repeated Phlebotomies, and Cupping-glaſſes: Alſo the Patients were ex- 
|  treamly decayed in their ſtrength. Weighing all theſe things with my {elf, I conceived that golden 

' ſaying of (ornelius Celſus, was in this Cale (ifever) ſeaſonable, viz. That many things are done rightly 

in time of eminent danger, which were otherwiſe to be omitted: And that it's better to Experiment 
a doubtful Remedy in one or two perſons, than to leave ſo many perſons to undoubted Deſtruttion. 
I was alſo encouraged by conceiving, That this great Weaknels of the Patients, was rather from 
oppreſſion of the Morbifick matter, than diſſipation or diſſolution of their ſtrength. For therefore 
their —_— did ſaddenly decay, becauſe Nature was not able to caſt off her heavy burthen ; and 
1 hoped when that Burthen was made lighter, ſhe would be freed, Add hereunto, That Bleed- 
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| dleeding might be fo ordered, that no danger ſhovld be feared therefrom, viz. If two or thre: 
ounces only were taken away at firſt, for trial ſake, and if the ſucceſs were good, a great quantity 
might be taken away afterward, I reſolved therefore upon this courſe. And a Merchant of Moxtpe- 
lier named Bernardier, being the firſt I met with, and a Tumor arole behind his left Ear on the 
eleventh day of the Diſeaſe with ſuch a Pulſe and other Symptoms as aforeſaid ; I preſcribed bleed- 
ing to the quantity of three ounces, which the Chyrurgeon being an Ancient and experienced man 
re{uſed to do, for fear the Patient ſhould die under his Hands afterwards being emboJdened by my 
preſence and authority, he took away three ounces of Blood); after three or four hours, I viſit m 
Paticht again, and find his pulſe was better and ſtronger. The Blood was very corrupt ; The day 
following I preſcribed him a purge of Senna, Rhubarb and Syrup of Roſes ; and fo the Patient w:5 
recovered from the Jaws of Death. And afterwards all the fick that had Riſings behind their Ears, 
firſt I bled ſeveral times a little at a time, and the day following purged them : and fo all of them 
(to God be the honor and praiſe) ſo many as were thus ordered happily recovered ; and neves any 
afterwards that had thoſe riſings behind their Ears, died in the whole year. | 

Howbeit it is to be noted (which we hinted in the prognoſis) that the ſivelling doth often appear 
critically and profitably, and thereby the (ick are recovered of their Diſeaſes, viz. So oft as the 
appear in the declination of the Diſeaſe; and this is eaſily feen by the, abatement of the Symptoms 
which follow upon the Riſingsz and ſuch are wont to happen in Feavers of leſs malignity. But in 
the time aforeſaid, ſuch was the malignity of the Epidemical Feaver, that the Tumors behind tre 
Ears would often break forth in the ſtate of the Diſeafe, and Symptomarically and deadly, until by 
the Remedies aforeſaid their deftruQive faculty was taken away. | | L 

In a Carbuncle {upervening upon a apwiey - Feaver, if before its apparition Blood were not ſuſi- 
ciently taken away, if the Patient can bear urther Blood-letting, open that Vein which is nigh the 
Carbuncle, that the greater attration may be made of the venomous matter to the part affeRed. Af- 
terward let the Tumor be Scarrified on every fide round about, and that with pretty deep gaſhes, and 
foment it a while with warm Salt-water, that the corruption of Blood may be hindered, and the 
Flux thereof promoted. A while after apply a grain of a Cauſtick to the middle of the puſtule, and 
upon the whole ſwelling, lay this following Cataplafm : | 6 : 

Take Leaves of R ne and Scabious brusſed, of each ont handful ;, three pair of dried Figs bruiſed ;, 
ſharp Leven an ounce \ Pepper powdered one dram ;, two yelks of Eggs, Mix all into a Cataplaſm, 
which muſt be applied for two days together.

Reade the beginning may be applied the Cataplaſm de Arnogloſſo, defcribed in the Diſpenſatory 
Or Bauaeron. 

But to the Eſchara after the Applicatation of the Cauſtick, apply VUnguentum Baſilicum, adding 
thereto Treacle, Oyl of Scorpions, and the yelk of an Egg. 

When the Tumor is grown, leſt the malignant matter ſhould flow back again to the internal. parts, 
let the compaſs thereof be anointed with Oyntment of Bolus, twice or thrice ina day : And upon 
the E/chara or Cruſt, that its falling off may be haftened, lay Unguentum Baſilicum with Butter and 
- Sows greaſe mixed therewith. After the cruſt is come away, let the Ulcer be cleanſed with this ſol- 
lowing Oyntment. oy 

Take juyce of Marigolds, Wormwood, Scabious and Smallage, of each one ounce :, choice of Myrrh 
Florentine, Orris, Ales, Sarcocolla, of each one dram ; Honey of R oſes two ounces : make of all att 
Oyntment, tobe uſed till the ſore be perfettly cured. 


| CHAP. II. 
Of the Meaſles and Small-Pox. 


Tx Feaver which is commonly attended by the Meaſles and Small-pox, may juftly te teckoned 
among malignant and peftilential Feavers ; ſeeing it is Epidemical and Contagious, and kills 

very many Children, to whom it commonly happens. «ek

What is the Difference between the Meaſles and ſmall-pox, Authors are not yet well agreed. 
But cuſtom hath obtained, that thoſe ſame larger puſtules or whelks like unto Warts ( from whence 
they have their name) ſhould be called in Latin Yariole, in Engliſh the ſmall-pox ; but thole little 
puſtules and as it were aſperitics of the Skin oy oF redneſs like St. Anthonies Fire or the obs

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which are diſcuſſed within five or ſeven days without ſuppuration, are called in Latin Morbilli, aa 
in Engliſh Meaſles. There is alto another kind of puſtles common to Children, like unto the Small- 
Pox in re{pe& to the faſhion and ſize : bur herein it differs, in that the Small Pox begins with red- 
nels and Inflamation ; but theſe are white, and as it were bladders full of a wheyiſh humor, which 


within three days break and dry-up, and are wont to cauſe no danger, and commonly break forth 


' without a Feaver. lt is deſcribed by Vid Vidins, in theſe words z (Some beſides the two former 4;

Touching the Small Pox and Meaſles Authors diſpute much, and eſpecially whether theſe,be new 
Diſeaſes, or if they were known unto the. Antients, and what is the next and immediate cauſe of 
them. But ſince I affe& all poſſible brevity in my LeRures, I have been wont to omit all Contro. 
verſies, - propounding only the plain and naked deciſions of them z and accordingly I ſhall briefly 
unfold what is to be thought of the foregoing Queſtions. 

CAUSES, | 

And in the firſt place, I conceive the Small-Pox and Meaſles to be no new Diſeaſe, ſeeing they - 
riſe from a moſt ancient Cauſe, viz. The impurities of the maternal blood ; which when the 4-4. 
bians obſcrved, they accounted it.-no new Diſeaſe. But if they had firſt come abroad in their times, 


.they Fould have mentioned their novelty. And although they were the firſt that exaQtly deſcribed 


them ;; and Hypocrates and Galen with the reſt 'of the Antients have ſcarce mentioneg them » We 
muſt ſuppofe that therefore the Antients did not write diſtin&ly of them, becauſe they are only acci- 
dents of a malignant Feaver, and critical Eruptions, which do not make adiſtin& diſeaſe by them- 
ſelves. Or becauſe in Greece through the mildneſs of the Air, theſe diſeaſes were ſo light, as not to 
deſerve the care of a Phyſitian, Even as in the Weſtern Indzes, in regard of the great temperate- 
neſs of the Air, it was wont to be ſo light, that it was ſcarce taken notice of before the coming of the 
Spaniards into thoſe parts. But a Blackgmore which was brought thither, being taken with Peſtilen- 
tial ſmall-Pox, the malignant and venomous quality being ſpread by infection, the diſeaſe began ſo 
to range and rage, that a great part of the Ind;ans were lain thereby. For whereas before, thoſe im- 
purities of their Mothers blood remaining in them, were wont eaſily to be diicufſed, through the cle-* 
mency of the Air 5 now when a venomous quality was added to them; they cauſed grievous diſeaſes. 
- Now that the mothers blood is the true cauſe of the ſmall-Pox and Meaſles,is hence chiefly gathe- 
red, becauſe among many thouſands of men, it is hard to find one, who once in his Life hath not had 
theſe diſeaſes. But a diſeaſe common to-all men, muſt needs depend upon ſome common cauſl::; 


ſuch as are the principles of Generation, viz. The Seed and Mothers Blood. 


But the Seed cannot be the caule of the ſmall-Pox and Meaſles, becauſe from it comes Hereditary 
difeates, ſuch as laſt a mans life-time ; it remains therefore that theſe diſcaſes ſpring from th- mo- 
thers blood, with which the Child is nouriſhed in the Womb. For therein, be it never ſo pure, ſome 
impurities are found, which communicate their pollution to the parts,of the Child ; and that pol- 
lutionof the parts doth defile the Maſs of Blood ;, and being provoked by ſome occafion, doth. make 
the ſame to boyl 3 by help whereof the Blood ferments and becomes putrified, both it and the parts 
aforeſaid, This the Arabians do manifeſt by a clear example of Wine, which being poured whilss 
it is. new into a muſty or otherwiſe ill-qualified Veſſel, receives that ill-quality from the Veſſel, but 
when it begins to work and putrifie, it cleanſes both it ſelf and the Veſſel. Now this working doth 
commonly happen to Children ; howbeit ſometimes to thoſe that are elder and have attained mans 
eſtate, becaule it is evermore ſet on work by ſome external Cauſe, ſuch as is eſpecially a certain 
difpolition of, Air proportionable to this difeaſe z whence it comes to paſs, that ſometimes the ſmall- 


 Pox, ſometimes the Meaſles are rife, becauſe the Air is ſometimes entlined to the one, and ſome- 


times to the other. ES . 
Neither can thoſe impurities of the Mothers blood infe& her, and cauſe in her the ſame diſcaſes,

Again, That moſt impure part of the Blood which Is kept-in the Veins of the Womb and of the.

+, Furthermore, it's not tobe wondred at, that the breaking dut of the Small-Pox and Meaſles, is 
ſometimes {> long deferted, as that ſome have them at mans eſtate. For thoſe impurities do not 
ſubſtantially: remain in the Body as many imagine : for they would be corrupted by long ſtay, and 
acquire a moſt grievous putrifation. But only an evil quality is by them imprinted upon the parts 
of the Child, which in proceſs of time infe&ting ſome part of the Humors, becomes offenfive to 
Nature: which then rouzing her {elf, doth drive thoſe infe&ed portions of the Humors into the

And foraſmuch as in the Maſs of Blood a twofold Excrement is found, the one thick, the other thin: 
of the thick, the Small-Pox are bred : of the thin, the Meaſles. And although the evil and malignant 
quality be one and the ſame, infeing both Excrements: yet becauſe the Nature of the Excrements is 
different, the Analogy of the External Cauſe unto them both is different. Whence it comes to pals, 
that ſometimes the Small. Pox and ſometimes the Meaſles are Epidemically ſpread abroad. 

And although the Small-Pox are wont to break forth in the whole Body, yet are they wont to ap- 
pear in greateſt quantity in the Face, Feet and hands ; which is otherwile in the purple ſpots of the 
purple Feaver, tor they appear moſt on the Breaſt and Back, The cauſe of which difference is this, 
That inaſmuch as the Small-Pox ariſe from an Ebullition of the Blood, by help whereof, an Excretion 
is made-of the Excrements lurking therein unto the Skin ; and the Liver being the Fountain and ori- 
ginal of Blood, whoſe*EmunQories are the Face, Hands and Feet z whence it comes that ſuch as haye 
hot. Livers, have red and rubied Faces, and feel intenſe heat in the Palms of their Hands and Soals of 
their Feet, -it foilows that the Small-Pox and Meaſles muſt come out there more than any where elſe, 


Contrariwiſe, the purple Spots which appear in malignant Feavers, do ariſe principally from the miſ- - 


affeion of the Heart, and therefore they break out chiefly in parts near the Heart, and eſpecially 
about the Loyns; becauſe in them the Yena Cava aſcendens, and'the Arteria aorta which are annex- 

ed unto the Heart, have their Courſe. DARES be + 

Alſo another difference is to be noted between the Small-pox and purples 3 becauſe the Small- 
Pox and Meaſles appearing on the third or fourth day from the beginning of the Feaver, are wont to 
be critical, and for the moſt part void of danger : but the purple Spots, though they appear on the 
ſeventh. day are commonly Symptomatical, and render the diſeaſe worſe z when-as a man would 
tbink it ſhould be otherwiſe, for a diſeaſe is more crude on the fourth than the ſeventh day. But the 
Cauſe of this difference conſiſts herein, That in the Small- Pox and Meaſles the Feaver commonly 
begins at the higheſt ; ſo that not only on the third and fourth day,but alſo on the firſt or ſecond days 
excretions may be in them critical. But malignant Feavers proceed more ſlowly, and their beginning 


is commonly extended- to the ſeventh day : fo that excretions which then happen cannot be critical.. 
Now that the Pox and Meaſles comes ſo ſoon to their ſtate, and not the jv pe Feavers, is hence z 


becauſe the Pox and Meaſle-Feaver come from the lighteſt putrifation, and rather from an Ebulli- 
tion of the blood, than from any intenſe putrifa&tion of the matter; and therefore Nature by help of 
CoRtien makes it to ceaſe before the ſeventh day, becauſe it was a light Feaver, and roſe from the 
ſlighteſt Cauſes. But in malignant Feavers, ſo great and ſordid is the putrifation, that it cannot be 
corrected in the fourteenth, nor ſometimes in the twentieth day. And therefore the Spots breaking 
qut before that time, the diſeaſe is exaſperated z becauſe Nature was forced to expel them, without 
Conco&tion and Symptomatically. | 
_ The expulſion therefore of Small-pox and Meaſles is cauſed by anEbullition of the Blood : which 
Ebullition according to Avicenna's Dottrene is twofold ; the one perfeRive, the other corruptive. 
The perfeRive or depurative is that in which only the impurer and Excrementitious parts of the 
Blood are by nature purged forth, that the whole maſs may afterwards remain pure ; and then the 
Small-pox are innocent, which are Cured without any help of Phyſick. But the corruptive is, where- 
in not only the Excrementitions parts of the Blood, but the ſincere Blood it {elf is putrifiedz whence 
ariſe dangerous and deadly Pox; and according as there is more or leſs putrifa&ion, in more or fewer 
parts of the blood, fo is the danger more or leſs. This corruptive Ebullition doth chiefly happen 
when thoſe diſeaſes are Epidemical, being occaſioned by a malignant Conſtitution of the Air, by 
which an Ebullition of the Humors, and a malignant putrifa&ion is cauſed ; whence many and 
og Small-Pox are cauſed ; which are ſometimes (according to Rhaſis) the Fore-runnersof the 
UE, | | | 
Pox and Meaſles are reckoned among acute diſeaſes, becauſe ordinarily they are terminated within 
the ſpace of fourteen days. Now ſore do wittily obſerve a double order of times.in this diſcafe,viz. 
the time of .Ebullition and the time of Eruption : the time of Ebullition is commonly terminated in 
| four days; fo that the firſt day is counted the beginning, the ſecond the augment, the third the fate, 
andthe fourth the declination : for then the Feaver and other Symptoms are wont to remit. 
- Rut the beginning of the Eruption of the Pox, is the fourth day it {elf, the augment reaches to

For the great Ebullitionand immoderate feryor of blood, if they be not tempered, 
are wont to deſtroy 'the Patients ; and therefore it is good in ſuch acaſe to uſe bridlers and'coo'ers.

Which Example I 
thought good to cite in this place word for word, that the young beginners may perceive in what 
caſes the Cure is molt to be varied. The Boy of Altaraſius (ſays he) began to have rhe Small Pox, ſome 
of which did run together, ſo that in two days they flead his Miſerable Carcaſe : for the Puſtiles creft 
along and did only flay off the Skin , which T have likewiſe obſerved in other Children - Againſt which 
I thus ſet my ſelf to work : Firſt, becauſe this matter was tos thin, I endeavoured to thicken the ſame, 
and nat only ſo, but to abate the evil quality of the Liver and internal parts, that no-thore ſach thin ſub- 
tile Humor might be bred. Thi I did with refrigerating Medicaments, as Syrup of Roſes, of Cichory 
ſimple, of Endive and Violets, with Waters of the like nature mixed with them, He was anointed with 
Ceratum Santalinum, But the Diet likewiſe helped much, which was ordered told and moiſt. By all

And for ordinary Drink preſctibe a decoQion of Barley and Sorrel Roots. And theſ: Remedies 
muſt be continued until the Fervency of the humors ſhall begin to abate ; if Nature ſeem to want 
their aſſiſtance. | De A nt > 2s Maj pins + nag; 

- Theſe things might ſuffice for a dire& Cureof the Small Pox. But becauſe they may bring great 
damage to divers parts, both internal and external, ' we muſt endeavour the Prevention and Cure

The internal parts may eſpccially be preſerved with a Deco&ion of Lentils, of Gum Lac and Tra- 
Sacanth; deſcribed before. For Gum Lac defends the Liver and Spleen, Lentils the Guts, and Tra:

But the Lungs are peculiarly preſerved by Conſerve of Roſes and Violets, and Syrup of Violets, 
Jujubes, Myrtles, dryed Roſes, Poppies, and alfo theſe following LOHOCHS.

'The Guts will be preſerved by the fame Remedies which were appointed to preſerve the Lungs, 
But if a preſent Looſneſs or Dyſentery be urgent, firſt detergent and lenitive Remedies muſt be uſed 
and afterwards aſtringents. And fo Clyſters muſt be made of chalybeated Milk, of Sugar and yelks 
of Eggs: and afterwards of a DecoCtion of Barley and red Roſes with the yelk of an Egg: And laſt 
of all, of a Deco&ion of Plantane, Knotgraſs, and Prunella or Self-heal, and other Simples ſet down 
in our.Cure of the Dyfentery. And it is to be obſerved, That a Looſneſs in Children that have the 
Pox, is oftentimes cauſed by worms, which laſts during the whole diſeaſe, whence they are in the 
danger of Death; becauſe the expulſion of the Pox is thereby hindred wholly or leſſened. Which 


is eaſily known by the thickneſs and viſcolity of the Excrements, and their gray or whitiſh colour ; 


then muſt be adminiſtred ſuch things as kill worms, and ſweet Clyfters muſt be injeRed. 
Sometimes alſo the Kidneys are affe&ed and are exulcerated, whence ariſes Piſſing of Blood. In 
this Calc it is good to give an emulſion of the four greater cold Seeds, with Trochiſchs of Alkekengy 


- de Carabe, and other things ſet down in our Chapters of Piſſing of Blood. 


Among external parts, the Eyes are moſt of all to be guarded from the fmall-Pox. For being en- 
dued with a ſoft and humid ſubſtance ; the matter of the Pox is cafily driven unto them: whence 
ariſe grievous Calamities, and ſometimes total Blindneſs. | 

Before the Pox break out therefore, or when they begin to appear, the Eyes muſt be anointed 
every hour with Plantane and Roſe-waters, in which alittle Saffron is diſſolved; or with the follow=. 
ing Eye-Salve, which doth more effeQually preſerve them. | 

T ake Water of Roſes and Plantane, of- each one ounce and an half. Powder of Sumach-ſeeds two 
drams. Infuſe them a little while hot., Then ſtrain the Liquor bard out. To the ſtrained liquor add 


 Camphire ten grains. Saffron five grains. Makg all into a water for the Eye#. 


It will be yet more effe&ual, if inſtead of the waters, the Juyces of Knot-graſs and Shepherds- 
pouch be mingled with the reſt.

And if ſome Pox begin to peep out of the Eye it ſelf, Pidgeons blood muſt be often-dropt in, that 
their refolution may be haſtened. Then alſo this following Eye-water is to be uſed. 

Take Red Roſe water two ounces \ Eye-bright water half an ounce ; Trochiſcs alhi Rhaſrs one dram ; 
T atty prepared one ſcruple , Camphire five grains : Saffron two grains. Make all into an Eye-water, 
and wet the Eyes often therewith, with a thin linnen rag.

If by negle&ing the Remedies aforeſaid, or through the extream malignity of the humor, there 
remain pits and pock-holes, all diligence muſt be uſed to repair the ſame. Which notwithſtanding 
is extream hard to do perfeftly ; although many have taken great pains thereabout to- gratifie Vir- 
gins and other Women, who are exceeding careful to preſerve their Beauties. Among infinite Me- 
dicines recorded by Authors to this intent, I ſhall propound the choiceſt, 6D 

And in the firſt place, Oyl of Egg-yelks does nouriſh and ingender Skin, and therefore is very

But the filthineſs of pock-holes is much amended, if they be waſhed firſt with Yarrow-water or 
Cows-dung-water diſtilled in May, and then anointed in Mans-Greale.

Take Oyl of ſweet- Almonds and white: Lillies, f each one ounce: Fat of a Cayon three drams : 
Powder of ph of Orris and Litharge of Gold, of eachten grains : Sugar Candy one ſcruple. 
Mingle all well in a warm Mortar, ſtrain them through a Cloth, and anoint the Pock holes therewith 
morning and night, And afterwards let them be well waſhed with Water diſtilled out of Calves-feet - 
and when that 1s not at hand, uſe the Water of Yarrow inſtead thereof. 

Neither muſt I omit that which many Pra&itioners do teach, viz. That when the Pox be ripe, 
they muſt be bored through with. a golden or a filyer Needle, leſt the Quittor tarrying long in them, 
ſhould leave holes in'the part. Which PraRtice is notwithſtanding now in a manner grown out of 
uſe, ſince Experience has taught, That the Pox being bored are longer in healing, and do longer 
hold their Cruſts, becauſe of the weakneſs of Natural heat, cauſed in the part by boring, whereby 
more deformed Scars are left behind. And therefore it is better to gbſtain trom this boring, and to 
commit the Evacution of the Quittor, to Nature alone. | 6 | 

To conclude this Cure; I ſhall ſubjoyn how thoſe diſpoſitions of Itching and Exulceration which 
happen to perſons that have the Small-Pox, may be remedied. | | 

And in the firſt place, When the Small-pox come forth, or when they begin to ripen, ſometimes 
an huge pain or itching doth afflict the patients; eſpecially in the Palms of the Hands and Soals of 
the Feet, becaulſe the thickneſs of the Skin in thoſe parts hinder the Eruption of the Pox. 

Which Symptom you ſhall help, if you cauſe tlioſe parts to be held in hot water, or Foment them 
a long time with an Emollient Deco&ion. But when there is great Itching in the Face, which com- 
pels the Patients to ſcratch, whence great deformity and foul Scars follow ; uſe this following Re- 


medy : | 
ile Leaves of Pellitory of the Wall one handful ; Flowers of Chamomel and Melilot, of each half 
a pugil.

than ordinary, fo that he was in extream danger of death; wascalled to hin on the 28.of May

;great. Labours both of Body and Mind : whence much Choler was bred, vvhich by aduſtion

His blood was exceeding red, and all in a man- 
ner turned into Serum : upon his blood-letting he became ſtronger and was better; alfo his U- 
rines, which before were like Water, became coloured, - A'detergent Clyſter being giveri him 
in the afternoon, he was again let blood ſeven ounces; the blood was very like the former, and 
he was the better after it.

A. Gentleman of 50 years old, of a cholerick conſtitution, having a long time committed 

many errors in his diet,eſpecially by feaſtings, and immoderate and unſeaſonable Exerci- 
ſes 3 ' began for two years laſt paſt to be tormented with fundry pains, which ſometimes afflicted 
his arins and hands, other whiles his feet, legs, and other parts, and they were never fixt, but 
ſometimes in one part, lometimes in another, fo that to day his right hand, to morrow his left 
hand would be pained, and a white after it would leave. his hands and go into his feet. And 
when the pain left the parts, a great weakneſs remained in them, ſo that the Patient was com- 
pelled ts lye by it many days together, Nor did theſe.pains afli& only. his joynts, but'alſo 
the other parts; for ſometimes his Head was pained, otherwhiles his teeth and jaws, ſometimes 
his ſhoulder;otherwhiles his Hypochondria ; ſo that no part of his body,in a manner,wasfre 
from pains. . At the beginning of the diſeaſe, the diſtance between his Firs were longer, ſo 
that being afflited with his pains fifteen or fixteen days together; he was afterwards free'for $ 
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month or two ; but now his free times from pain were much: ſhorter; :and he could ſcarce en» 
joy his health eight days together. Sometimes he had alight Feaver, eſpecially when his pains 
came, and he was grown «xtream lean, and.weak all his body .over. Many remedies were 
preſcribed by fuch Phyſitiars as were at hand, for the maſtering of: this rebellious diſeaſe, eſpe- 
cially evacuating remedies, viz, Blood-letting ;.and purging, but all. in vain 5 [and there-

_ From the Hiſtory of the Symptomes with which this worthy Gentleman has been longtime 
afflited, it may be conjectured, that he is troubled with that diſeaſe which is called the Rheu- 
matick diſtemper,which name we do not uſe according to.the yulgar and common fignification 
by which .all thoſe diſeaſes are uſually termed, in which fome :matter is transferred from the 
head to lome other parts, as 1s uſually conceived in Catarrhs- But-properly and peculiarly ac- 
cording to the doGrine of Hypocrates in his Book de Locts sn Homine, and of Galen in his - 
firſt Book of the differences of Feavers, and in his 1 « { ompoſitione Medicamentorum Secundius 
genera, We call that the Rheumatick Diſeaſe, which takes its original from the habitual diſtem- 
per of the whole body, which is punQually deſcribed by Galer in his firſt book of Feavers, 
Chap. 7. in theſe words : . You ſhall underſtand that the Rheumatick diſeaſes ſo called; 
are cauted after ſome ſuch manner as this, viz. The whole body being weak, the principal 
parts though there be little blood,yet being burthened therewith, they thruſt it into the fleſhy 
parts of the Skin, fo tar Galen, Whence it appears that the true nature of the Rheumatick 
diſeaſe does herein confiſt, that the whole body is habituall y fo weak, that when any princi- 
pal part thereof happens to be burthened-with blood, though it exceed not much in quantity, * 
it tranſmits the ſame into the fleſhy parts beneath the skin, and into the kin -it ſelf, and from 
thence it eaſily {lips into the joynts. Now that principal part which in this diſeaſe we judge 
to be moſt offended, is the Liver, which by reaſon of ſome adventitious diſtemper breeding 
blood not ſufficiently fit for nouriſhment, it is wont to affli& the whole body with the like 
weakneſs, and very.much to trouble the ſame. Now this kind of weaknels has its original from 
ſome diſtemper, which-that we may more accurately find out, we muſt call to mind that the 
inbred temper of the parts may be changed four manner of ways. Firſt, by defe&of the in- - 
bred heat and of the Humidum Radicale.Secondly,by the augmentation of ſome of the four qua- 
lities, wherein the Temper is conceived to confiſt. Thirdly, from a vitiqus and malignant or 
venemous quality,introduced into-the part.

Thoſe moſt excellent Phyſitians could not attain to the cure of.this diſeaſe for two Reaſons ; 
Firſt, becauſe (as was ſaid before) the diſtemper which breeds the Rheumatick diſeaſe proper- 
ly fo called, is habitual and confirmed ; and therefore is hardly changed. Secondly, becauſe 
they ſeem not to have obſerved that precept propounded. by Galen in. the Cure of this diſeaſe 
in his firſt book of Feavers, Chap. 6. Which is this. The true ſcope thereof in the Cure of 
theſe diſeaſes is, not evacuation, bnt ſtrengthening of the whole body.: which words are not 
lo to be underſtood, as it no evacuation were requiſite (for the ſame Galen before begins the 

cure of this diſeaſe with blood-letting, and if the excrements alſo. were depraved, he gave a 
purge)but becauſe we myſt work more and more- frequently with ſtrengtheners,, leſs and more

Seeing therefore, an hot diſtemper proceeding;,from his remarkable and very great Errors in 
diet, bred chiefly in his Liver,caufes a weakneſs thereof and of the whole body z; We muſt with 
all our Art oppoſe the fame with ſuch remedies as may corre& the ſaid diſtemper, and by a 
ſpecified property, may ſtrengthen and refreſh the Liver. And becauſe that diſtemper is ha-

For his drink let him uſe a thin infuſion of Rhubarb; made after this manner.

Theſe two ſtories teach us, that the purgations of the Womb, when they ſtink like a dead 
Carkaſs, do for the moſt part ſignifie, that there is ſome part of the ſecondines abiding yet in 
the Womb.

Of Suppreſſion of Urine. 


| R. Reymund Rate, ſixty years of Age, a plethorick perſon, and troubled with the ſtone, 
LY 4 who had beenaccuſtomed without any hurt to void: many ſtones at times with his 
| Urine; about the end of Fanuary, 1635.'after he had: voided many ſtones upon. occaſion-of 
immoderate exerciſe, fell into a total ſuppreſſion of Urine, which ſuppreſſion ( as was clear- 
ly apparent by ſigns) was in his Kidneys not in his Bladder. For three days together he had 
made no water, when I was called to conſult} with two antienter Phylitians, the one of which 
was his ordinary Phyſitian, who during the three days aforeſaid, had preſcribed ſundry Diure- . 
ticks, both external and internal; Clyſters, baths to ſit in, potions, and the like. And be- 
fore that he was called, the Patient had been purged with a gentle Cathartick. I delivered my 
Opinion in the firſt place,and ſaid that the chief cauſe of this Diſeaſe, or at leaſt which Foments 
this 5ymptome, is a mighty plenitude of the Veins above the Kidneys, which by reaſon of di- 
ſtention, cauſed by a plenty of the ſeroſities, retained the ſpace of three days, cannot eafily 
contract themſelves to expel the ſame, whence many times a difficulty of making water docs 
ariſe, Now that there is a great plenitude of ſerous humor, is apparent both from the pleni- 
tude of the Patients body, as alſo becauſe he has been uſed to drink much ; and when he was in 
health, he was wont to make three or four pints of water every night. Therefore I judged that 
| Diureticks werenot to be uſed, which by bringing humors to thoſe paſſages, might encrafe 
_ their diſtention. But that rather ſome notable revulſions were to be procured by —_— —— 
and purging, and that blood ſhould be taken away in good quantity as ſoon as might be; and 
that five or ſix hours after, a ſtrong phlegm and water puring medicament ſhould be adqini- 
Rred. Theother Phyſitians were of the ſame mind, arid a pound of blood was taken my 
before noon 3 and at evening one dram of the powder of Diacartabwins withont the feeds, w S 
given him, which gave him many ftools, and after four or five tools, he began to make water, 
 - and madefirſt four ounces of blackiſh Urine, and a little: after a grezter quantity of red, and 
| after thatclear as water. He voided abundance of Urinein the ſpace of a day, and wascured. 
Almoſt ſuch another caſe was propounded in the firſt Obſervation of this Century. 7 
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Pain at the Stomach. 

N the 25. of Fantary, 163 5- I was called by a Gold-ſmith of Jontpelier, who. for two 

O months had been tronbled with a moſt violent and perpetual pain in his his tomach,fo that 
by the pain and want of reſt, he was grown extream lean. During the ſaid ſpace of time, his 
ordinary Phyſitian had preſcribed him gwelve or fifteen gentle Purgarions, and many other re- | 
medies both internal and external, not omitting Fomentations, Liniments, and ſuch like. At 
laſt three Phy fſitians being called to conſultation, a vomit was preſcribed of a Jecottion of Rha- 
diſh-ſeed, Orach, &c. Which are commonly preſcribed to caule vomit ; which having taken, 
he vomited not at all; and having taken the like Medicine again,he eaſed his tomach,and vomi- 
ted plentifully, whereby his pain was not at all eaſed. Afterwards he was again purged, and a 
ſweating Diet was preſcribed him, Two days after his purging, betore he began the uſe of his 
{ſweating deco&ion, ſome body put into his head to ſend for me, which hedid about the even- 
ing, and told me the Hiſtory of his Diſeaſe. And | to ſhew that he might have eaſe, atleaſt 
for a time,preſcribed him for that night five grains of Laudanum,with which his pain was whol- 
ly taken away, and he ſlept all night; whereas for three months, he had never flept longer than 
an hour. In the morning he ſaid he was cured 3 Yet his pain returned, and could no ways 
be aſſwaged, but by giving him Laudanum divers times, and that for a ſmall while, till at laſt 
he dyed of a Conſumption. His body. being opened, a mighty Schirrhus was found, which 
poſſeſſed the whole Pancreas and part of the Heſentery; allo it went about the Pylorus, and 
the beginning of the Fejunum Inteſtinum; ſo that it d1d ſo ſtraiten the paſſage from the Sto- 


' - machto the Guts, that it was almoſt quite ſhut up, and his ſtomach was found full of meat and - 


drink. Seeing therefore the nouriſhment could not be diſtributed into the body, he died of a- 
Conſumption. The Schirrhus could not be felt by the hand, becauſe it lay concealed under the 
Stomach and Guts. It made ſo great a pain, becauſe it poſſeſſed the.Pylorus and the lower part

At night he took the potion again, and was .next day well, ſo that his Friends did not 

. Cefirg he ſhould take any more Phyſick. Two days after he felt into the ſame Diſeaſe, and was 
much more grievouſly tormented than before, with unquietnefs and continual groaning, even 
in his ſleep. I preſently prefcribed him a potion of the infuſion of Rhubarb inſyrrup of Roſes in 
Purſlain-water, with which he had | three ſtools of exceeding black excrements ; and after' his 
purgation all the Symptomes remained, as alſo his vomiting was encreaſed, ſo that: he caſt up all 
his Broths, and whatever he drank z whence it was, that the potion formerly given him again 
the Worms had now no. effe& ( though formerly it did him ſo much good) becauſe he vomited 
it up again. And therefore conſidering that he. did not vomit the Confettio de Hyarinths 
which was given him-in Broth; I gave it him two times more, with an addition of four grains 
of Bezoar, whereupon he vomited no more, ſlept in the night, and was much better. Whence

If therefore a 
double endeavour does unavoidably kill any child, a child that is weak may well periſh by one 
endeavour. Allo this weaknels might caule the childs death another way, inatmuch as being 
brought into the world, by reaſon of the faid weakneſs, it might be unable to endure the air 
and light, and be killed by them. And finally, it might proceed from the ſtrairneſs of the 
womib or its Neck, becaule at the time of birth, it does colle& and purſe it 1c!f ro force out 
the child; and if the faid conſtri&ion ſhall be too violent, it may choak the child, The fame 
may happen from the neck of the womb, if it too much contraR it {elf when the child comes 
into it; for by that ſtraitning of it {elf ir may deſtroy the child.

_ and ſickly, fell by reaſon of long grieving, into divers Symptomes, which vexed her frequently, 
but eſpecially in the night.

Bur becauſe they frequently returned, ſhe purged twice 
in four days. And her Symptomes returning again, 1 gave her two grains of Laudanm Opia® 
tum, with conſerve of Roles in form of a Bolus, when ſhe went to ſleep 5 wherewith in an hours 
| ſpaceallher Symptomes were quite taken away,and ſhe ſlept quietly; nor did thoſe Symptomes 
\ return any more fo violently, but they were much gentler. Afterwards ſhe was purged twice

-He renowned Mir. de Serres, the Kings Councellor in the Court of Accounts and Subfi- 
dies, and Comptroller of the Exchequer, being fifty years old, of a Cholerick tetuper and 
Melancholick, having for many days together ſuffered grievous diſturbances and fadneſs in his 
Mind, and by that means had loſt a nights ſleeps made bloody Urines, which appeared preſently 
after he came from Horſe-back ; and at the ſame time he was troubled with ſharpneſs of 
Urine. After which time, as oft as he journeyed.on. Horſback, he made bloody Urines in like 
manner, and with the like ſharpneſs, Yea verily, the forefaid ſharpneſs of his Urine, - was of: 
ten wont to retumn.upon him, although his Urines were.no way infe&ted with blood, - Alſo with 
his Urine he voided gravel,which ſtuck to the ſides of the Chamber-pot, which he had been ac- 
cuſtomed to.yoid for many years.

A 
ſone contained in the Kidneys, and by its roughneſs tearing the ſmall, veins, and drawing blood 
from them ; or Humors ſharp, Salt and Cholerick, opening the mouths of the foreſaid Veins:

| The Periodical voiding of blood happening then only when the patient does vehemently 
exerciſe himlelf with riding,though it may poſſibly come from a ſtone in the Kidney; yet there 
- © is no queſtion but it may allo proceed from heat ſtirred up in the Kidneys and the whole maſs 
of blood, without any preſence of the ſtone, For Cholerick and ſharp humors, or ſuch as. 
are of theNature of ſalt Flegm, being agitated by motion and heat, are ſent unto the Kidneys, -- 
being mingled with the Serofities of the blood, and lopening the ſmall Veins of the Kidneys, 
they caule a flux of blood.

That-this opinion of mine is agreeable to the judgment of moſt learned men, is eafie to ſhew 
by infinite examples.

Chapter of internal Diſeaſes, ſays, That 
ſome perſons woid blood by way of Urine, as others do by their noſe, the Hemorrhoid Veins, or 
by. Vomit: And experience ſhews that ' this kind of woidance of blood does often happen 
in ſuch! 'as.iare thereunto - diſpoſed, when their bodies are heated by vehement exerciſe: 
Wherefate piſſmg of blood may Bappen, and veturn by fits, when mens bodies are heated with ve- 
hement exerrife.' Which the fame Author does more plainly evidence in his comment 
upon the 7B. Aphorifia of the fourth Seion. There are( quoth he ) ſome, who if they ride 
hard, or: exe*ciſe themſelves immoderately, their | Kidneys are ſo heated, that they piſs 
bleod,' The: moſt learned: e Homtanus, in his 28 3, Countel, propounds the cafe of a certain 
Hungarian Biſhop, ſolike this preſent caſe of ours, that I think fit to inſert the ſame word for 
word. {igoteived ( quoth' he) That this moſt reverend Byſhop did therefore make ' bloody 
and troubled Urine , becauſe a dilatation is made both in the ( avities of his Kidneys, and 
.#n, his Urmary Veſſels, by reaſon of extream heat raiſed in his back, by reaſon of wialent 
mation ,:'cauſed by the ſhaking of his coach paſſing over rough ways, and by reaſon of great 
haiat following, while he walked up hill in a Fur red Coat when the Sun ſhone extream hot. By. 
all which means ſo great an heat was raiſed in the parts about his Kidneys, that by reaſon of 
too much. dilatation, he voided bloody Urine. Whence it is, that ſtill as often as he is wearied, 
and exerciſes his body, he falls into the ſame Symptome, viz. Of Turbid and bloody Urine. For 
the dilatation is cauſed by motion, which ceaſes upon reſt. Now the burning heat when he voids 
his 'water,: and - alſo the pain about his Fundament, proceed from the ſame cauſe, viz. From 
tbe ſaid dreggy urine, which has in it ſharp and biting parts, either of Choller, aduſt humors, 
or ſalt flegm,, or all together. Now the pain which he feels about his Fundament, is in the 
muſcles of the Neck of his Bladder, which Neck, borders upon thoſe parts, and there is good rea- 
ſon that the pain ſhould chiefly be felt in that part. So far Montanus. From whence it alſo | 
appears,that the {uſpition of a ſtone in his bladder, which our patient imagines to himſelf, becauſe 
of the ardency of his Urine and the vexation of his Fundament, is vain; ſeeing thoſe Symp- 
- tomes may proceed from the ſame Cauſes which we have ſhewed to be the original of his bloo- 
dy. Urine. Horſtius, in the 39. Obſervation of his 4. Book, A Boy ( quoth he )) eight years 
old, the Son of Johannes Stuppius che magnificent Chancellor , of a lean habit of body , has 
210. ſlowach to meat, is thirſly, and voids bloody urine , without any pain in his Loyns , nor 
does he feel any trouble in the voidance thereof. Although bloody urine often happens, as ts 
| manifeſt in the ſtone of the Kidneys , in the ulceration of them and neighbouring parts, and 
. ſuch like diſeaſes ;, yet this is arare caſe, becauſe this piſſing of blood 3s without pain, whence 
may be colleted, that this bloody excretion is not cauſed by a ſtone cutting the Kidneys , nor 
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by an exulceration. It remains therefore , that the Canſe of the diſeaſe muſt be the - acrimeny 
of  Cholerick blood and the weakneſs of his Kidneys. So far Hollerins. Which examples 1 was 
 willingin this place to ſer down more exaly, that the mind of our worthy patient might.be 
wholly freed from fear of a ſtone bred in his kidneys. or bladder, with which fear he has been 
long tormented by reaſon of the opinion of his other Phyſitian. " 


As for that concerns the Cure, it muſt aim at two things, viz. to temperthe acrimony of the

LF Obn Richards a Citizen of Montpelier , having been afflicted with a Malignant Feaver, 
for fix wecks together, was ſo extreamly weakned, that he ſeemed to be near his'grave, | F 
coming, then firſt to him,and hearing that he had been little purged, all his Diſeaſe long, Icon- 
ccived his ſirength was overpowred with the burthen of Humors, but ſo weak withal that he 
could hardly bear purging. Therefore I undertoook to purge him by degrees, and preſcribed 


| him apotion of the Infuſion of one ſcruple of Senna in Chichory water, and half a {cruple of 
Cream of Tartar, adding one ounce of Roſes : This potion he took for threedays one after 
another, and had two ſtools every day, his ſtrength was a little encrcaſed ; on the fourth day 


he took an ounce of Syxup of Roman Worttwood. - Qn-the fifth day T'gave him the Infuſion 


of a dramof Senna, which being continued for twodays, he was gently purged to good purpoſe. 


Whereupon- he began to be better, recovered by little and little; repeating his pirgations at&er- _ 

tain times, Some time after he fell into a relapſe, and ſent for no Phyſitian, till he was & lalt 

caft, and ſo he died. This one thing only is worthy of Note in this Obſervation 3 :that a-pur-

The original of this 
Looſneſs was from bad Diet, for they crammed him with much meat, and ſometimes gave him - 
pure Wine to drink; whereby his Natural heat was ſo waſted, that his Nourithment was ccn- 
verted into crude and Flegmatick Excrements 3 for his fiools were in a manner nothing 
but mere Flegm, when I firſt viſited him 3 whereas before they had been Yellow, Green, Ver- 
digreaſe coloured, and bloody, as I was informed. Having ordered his Diet, I preſcribed him 
a Medicament of Syrup of Chichory with Rhubarb one ounce, and halfa dram of Rhubarb to 
be taken three days together : after that, two ſpoonfuls of Tin&tuie of Corals, to be taken morn- 
ing and evening 3 within five days he was better, and the Remedies being continued, he reco-

' * days together, and thei with a fume of Cinnabar, ſothat the Cure ſeemed perfeRly accompliſh- 


cd. Yet he began afterwards to be troubled with a grievous Head-ach, on the left fide of his 
Head, which upon the change of Scaſons, and eſpecially at the beginning of Autumn, did gric- 
vouſly torment him, and remained like a Nail evermore fixed. in the ſame place, And when 
he had tried many Evacuating, revelling, deriving, and Anodyne Medicaments in vain, he came 
to me.

Now that.reſpect may be had to all theſe Cauſes, In the firſt place I preſcribed an univerſal 
Evacuation, by blood-letting and Purgation, by Apozems for four days. 


After that a Sudorifick Diet-drink, of a Deco&tion of Gxajacum and Sarſaperilla, for thir- 
ty, or forty days, reſpect being had to the temperament 3 for if itbehotter than ordinary ( for 
I could not ſee the man, only my advice was defired upon a Relation of the Caſe in writing; 

' wherein the complexion of the Patient was not expreſſed ) it may be corrected with bathand 
cooling Broths. For many times a Lwes Venerea that could not becured with Mercuxy, has been 
Cured by a long uſe of Decoctions. And it the Head-ach arife only from the Virulerit Humors 
which Vellicate the Membranes, it may be cured only with a longer uſe of the Diet-drink. * 


And if that fame Head-ach ſhall not give way to the Decoction long uſed, it muſt be con- 
fidered if ſome Mercury be not collected m the part, which may be known by putting a little 
pellet made of Leate Gold roundup into his left Noſtril as far as can be, and pulling it out af- 
ter it had been in ſome time 3 for if it come out Wheyiſh, *tis a ſign there is Mercury. The ſame 
ray be experimented alſo, by covering a Cephalick, Plaiſter with Leaves of Gold, and putting 
it upon the part pained 3 for if the Gold turn white, *tis a ſign there is ſome Mexcury in the 
part, which may be drawn forth by little and little, if a thin plate of Gold be continually 
worn upon the pained place, and a ſolid pellct of Gold be frequently thruſt upinto the Noſe.

culiar and very well worth obſervation 3 That when her Legs were drawn forth by her Ser- 
vants,or were any other waies ſtirred, preſently they became ſtiff and convullſed, in the manner of 
a Tetanus. To which is added a certain Convullive motion ike that of perſons which have the 
falling-ſickneſs, which is wont alſo frequently to take her of it ſelf by fits. And when ſhe is 'ta- 
ken with theſe Symptoms, ſhe perceivesa kind of motion in het Hypochondria, moreover ſhe is

I could indced have wiſhed, that the Diſeaſe had been more exaaly deſtribed, by thoſe skil- 
ful Phyſitians who had her under Cure, to the end that the nature of ſo moſt intricate and difh- 


- cult a Diſcaſe might be better known, and the Cure more (i lidly undertaken, by a diligent 


meditation upon all the Circumſtances thereof. Yet ſhall I not forbear, ( to ſatishe the defire of the 
Patient ) to ſhew my opinion, ſubmitting the ſame tothe Judgment of thoſe moſt expert Phyſi- 
tians, who are able to obſerve all the particularities of the Diſcaſe, and perfe&ly to ſee into the 
nature thereof. TR | | | 

I conceive therefore, that this Diſcaſe is no true Palſie ariſing from a flegmatick Humor, looſ-- 
ning and reſolving the Nerves 3 but that it is rather a mixt Diſcaſe contiſting partly of a ba-- 
ſtard pallic, and partly of a Convulſion. Now theſe baftard Palfies, compounded with diſtenſi- 
ons and Convulfions of the Nerves, are in thoſe inferior parts often produced by cholerick, me- 
lancholick, or Wheyiſh Humors contained in the Hypochondria, or other parts of the Tower bel- 
ly, and tranſlated into the back-bone 3 from which'ſeeing the Nerves ariſe, which bring mo- 
tion and ſence into the parts, as alſo into the Muſcles and skin of the belly, it is no wonder, that 
the animal aQtions of thoſe parts are very much hurt. This may be confirmed by a larger diſ- 
courſe, the Judgment of Authors, and by experience, but unto ſuch learned men it may ſuffice, 
to declare a few things, which make this conjecture of mine ſufficien:ly probab!z. 


. In the firſt place therefore it muſt be taken as a certain and unqueſitonable truth 3 that all pri- | 
vation of ſence and motion does not draw its original” from the flegmatick Humor 3 but that it 


- proceeds ſometimes from an hot and dry diſtemper, and Humors following with ſuch conſti- 


tution, This may be confirmed by the opinion of Trallianxs alone, who in the 16, Chap of his 1. 
Book, alledges ſuch a Cauſe, and confirms it with a clear example in theſe words. 

T knew, truly, a man that was palfied through ſorrow, much care and faſting, and baving taken Hz- 
era picra be became ſo bad, that be could not (tir at all, and was near to death unleſs be bad been al- 
tered to the contrary, both with all kind of moiſtening things and potions, and meats, and other things 
that might reduce him to the right temper, eſpecially with baths and frequent anointings with water 
and Oyl, with mutation of the Air to a temperate kind, and to uſe all kind of cheerfulneſs. 

A ftory not much unlike to this may be ſcen in Foreſtus his 97 obſervation of his-10. Book, 
of a Certain young man who being deprived of motion from his Thighs to his feet, with an ex- 
tenuation and non-nutrition of the ſaid parts, and growing continually worſe and worſe by the 
uſe of hot and dry Medicaments preſcribed by other. Phyitians, atlaſt he was cured by Foreſtas, 
only with moiſtening Medicaments, which were partly taken in, and partly applied externally.

A Woman of Giniacs, forty five years old, came to Montpelier, to mk advice concerning a 

Diſeaſe ſhe had, She told us, that being never married, ſhe had todo with a young man 
by whom ſhe conceived,and thereupon loſt her Stomach, was pale all her body over,longed for 
certain meats, with other figns of being with Child. 

. Forty dayes after her Conception,ſhe perceived a kind of Palpitation about her right Hy- 
pochondrium,and from that time ſhe began to be better, and her Appetite was reſtored. Her _ 
Belly grew daily bigger\ber Dugs did ſwell, and at.laſt Milk began to breeediin them, viz. In _ 
the fourth month in her left Dug, and that was reddiſh, and after wards there came Milk into 
her right Dug, which was white. 

© In the fourth month ſhe had her Courſes plentifully three dayes ignker, whereupon the 
f welling of her belly abated. But it began afterwards by little and little to riſe again. Her 
Courles came every month, as they uſed before ſhe conceived. She peeecived a motion in 
her'Betly, like that in an Infant i in the Womb.

becauſe long taſtings, and the flux in her Courſes had defrauded the Child of its due Nourifh- - 
ment, whereby the Child could not ſo ſoon grow to perteCtion, and thereupon did ſtay longer 
than ordinary in the Womb, Howhbeit, it is agreed upon by Phyſitians, Philoſophers and Law- 
yers, by whom this controverhie has been oft diſputed, That the laſt term ofa Childs being in 
the Womb cannot be extended beyond the Eleventh Moneth, © Nor let any man ſay.

Alſo in Schenkzas certain Hiſtories 
are propounded, of Infants born two years in the Womb, who began to ſpeak and go as ſoon 
as they were born, For-Lavouch, That theſe are no Hiſtories but Fables 3 which is cafie 
to confirm by reading them : For as for what Concerns Madam ge Cardet, by Reaſons pro-

For the fame Lady, being, yet alive; ſayes ſhe has been 
with Child now twoand twenty years :: Which Aſſertion'of her, takes all the Credit away from 
her other Speeches. But-the Hiſtories collected by Schenkzws, are thereby convinced of Falfity, 
m that they afhrm Children new born, to have begun preſently to ſpeak 3 but every man knows 
' that'to ſpeak comes by diſcipline'and teaching, As true as the xeſt, is that which Avicenna (Yes, 
was told him by a faithfut Woman 3 for he profeſſes himſelf only and Ear, not an Eye-wit- 
nels.

which being grown to its determinate magnitude, does encreale no more, but is only nouriſhed 
like a Child, whence it comes to paſs, that neither the Womb 1s more widened, nor does the 
Conception die for want of Nouriſhment. For fo Hiſtories tell us, That ſome Women hath 
brought forth Serpents, Moles, Frogs, Mice, Birds and other Animals, Yea verily, and in Apy- 
lea and Lombardie, many Authors relate, That ſuch Animals are frequently bred in Women, and 
therefore thoſe kind of Animals are termed the Lombards Brethren : Gardonius Tornamira, and 


other barbarous Phylitians term them Arps or Arpia, becauſe this kind of Monſter has for the 


moſt part many feet, which in that Barbarous Language they term Arpas, This being, I ſay, 
ſuppoſed, we may fatisfie all the Phenoweng.' For at the beginning of fucha gravidation, all the 


true ſigns of a Woman with Child might appear, viz. Milk in the Dugs 3 a motion like that 


ofa true Infant, which might appear on the fortieth day, becauſe ſuch a kind of Creature as we 
{peak of, might be ſooner ſhaped than a true Child 3 moreover, the Animal being perfected, 
the Belly encreaſes no more 3 yet it provokes not nature to expel it, becauſe it lives only by tran- 
{piration, and is nouriſhed by the warmth of the Womb. Now that there are two of theſe A- 
nimals, may be conjectured, becauſe two diftin& bodies are felt in the Womb. Through ſuch 
conjectares as theſe, the Mind may rove at uncertainties, till the excluſion of the Conception 
(what cvcrit be ) ſhall make it viſible to the Eye-fight. Which exclufon ( which is all I ſhall 
{ay of the Cure.) I would not further by Art, leſt the Woman ſhould come in ſome hazard of 
her life; but it is beſt to wait ſo long,till either Nature of her own accord caſt off the burthen, 
or that her Belly ſwell yet bigger, which notwithſtanding I muſt avouch, from the Founda- 
tions before laid down, will never be. Some years after it was told me that this Woman was 
delivered 3 but how, or of what, I could never fiſh out, becauſe ſhe ftudioufly concealed the ſame. 


- It will not a little conduce to the Iltuſtration of this tory, to-relate another Caſc told me by 


an ancient Midwife touching a Woman. of Montpelier 3 who firſt of all miſt her Courſes, after- 
ward loſt her Appetite, and fell to: long for fome certain Meats ; but ſhe ſpecially deſired to 


eat Oyſters and ſuch like ſhell-Fiſh, wherewith ſhe could never be ſatisfied. After the ſecond 


month of her being great, ſhe perceived the Conception ſtir in her Womb, and fo it contmued 
the following days. and Moneths ; which nevertheleſs appeared ſtrange to her and other Wo- 
men, ſceing a Child in the Womb is not uſed to ſtir before the third month. After the ſe- 
venth Moneth milk appeared in her Dugs, but of a bad greeniſh colour. Her delivery was de- 
layed to the end of the Tenth Moneth. At what time having her pains upon her, ſhe ſent for 
the Midwife, and continued in thoſe pains for three whole days together. And herein her pains 
were different from the ordinary pains of Women in Travel, becauſe ſhe ſaid ſhe felt her Belly 
to be prickt and cut, and her Womb to be torn. And o fierce was that pricking pain, that ſhe 
was compelled tocry out exceedingly, At laſt after many throwes, ſhe brought forth a certain 
Animal or Monſter, not unlike a Toad, but ithad more than twenty feet round about his body- 
Being received out of the Womans Womb. intg the Midwives lap, it skipt from thence into 
the Floor, and ran a good pace, and at laſt got under the Bed 3 whence being drawn, it was

Sr. - B, a Metchant of Montpelier, having contrafted a Gonorrhea by lying, with a 
pollouted: Bed-fellow, adviſed with a Chirurgeon, who let him blood in the Foot, 
gave him a Bolus of Caſſia, and the day following a Bolus of Turpentine, and 
other Remedies afterwards, wherewith the Gonorrþea was ſtopped 3 whereupon 
the influent matter being tranſlated another way, a ſwelling and inflammatioon aroſe in one of 
his ſtones, ſo that in two days *twas grown as great as a Man's Filt. At laſt he came to me on 
the 8, of Fuly, 1643, I cauſed him to bleed again in his Foot, I preſcribed him Emulfions, 
and a Cataplaſin of Bean-meal boyled in Water and Vinegar mingled together, Theſe Re- 
medies being uſed two days together did no good, the Tumor and pain of his Teſticle con- 
tinuing not without a Feaver. I deſired to ſee the Cataplaſm, which the Chirurgeon had made 
too hard, and therefore it did not allay the Inflammation tor want of Vinegar, and it did heat 
the part, by reaſon of its over great ſolidity. I ordered him to be let blood in his Arm, and his 
Teſticle to be fomented with Roſe-Water, and the fame Cataplaſm to be repeated with equa] 
| parts of Water and” Vinegar, and that ſhe ſhould uſe the Emullions again made of a cooling 
Decoction 3 all which were made by the Apcthecary according to Art : The next day he was 
better, his Feaver and Inflammation - were abated, the Tamor remaining in the ſame condition 
as formerly, I preſcribed him a Purgation of Senna, Rhubarb, Manna, and Syrup of Ro- 
ſes; he was well purged, the Feaver quite gone, and the Inflammation much abated 3 but his 
Teſticle did continue ſwelled, He was again let blood in his Arm, and a Cataplaſin made of 
Bean-Meal boyled in pure Vinegar applied. The Tumor was thereby much abated. but the oy

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neſs of the Vinegar did make his Cods ſmart 3 to remedy that; Icauſed the Vinegar to be firſt

Madam Luquiſa, Siſter to the Baron de Ia Roquette, was taken with a grievous Dyſentery 
the 14. day of Fuly, 1634. the Weather being extream hot ; I was called to her on the 
third day of her Diſcaſe, I preſcribed her a detergent Clyſter, : and to be let blood. 
On the fourth day ſhe was purged with one dram and a half of Rhubarb, and half a dram of 
Myrobalans infuſed in Plantane Water, difſolving therein one ſcruple of Powder of Rhubarb, 
and one ounce of Syrup of Roſes. She had two ſtools of Excrementitious humours : but in 
her other ſtools which were many,. ſhe voided a ſnotty kind of matter drenched in blood, 
At night I gave her two grains. of my Laudanum, whereby her. gripings were ſomewhat a- 
bated, and her ſtools were not fo frequent, alſo by ſhort fits ſhe ſlept a little, ' whereas in the

foregoing-Nights ſhe had not ſlept at all. : 3. 

On the fifth day, her gripings were the ſame, her ſtools frequent and bloody, Clyſtersof 
Milk and Yelks of Eggs were frequently adminifired. In the Evening ſhe took again three 
grains of Laudanum with Conſerve of Roſes, and her pains preſently ceaſed, and ſhe went to 
ſtool only once in an hour, and flept between whiles. | 

' On the fixth day in the morning her ſtools were yet more frequent, with extream pains, 
She was again let blood, and three hours after ſhe took Broth of, a Wethers Guts, with a 
dram of the powder of AGes Berries, Her pains were quite abated and gone, and her 
ſtools were much ſe1domer, but preſently after blood-letting, her whole Belly was anoint= 
ed witha mixture of Oyl of Roſes, Vinegar and Roſe-water, to allay the Inflammation of 
her Guts, which, was known by the Feaver, and becauſe any light touch upon her Belly was 
painful 3 and with this Remedy ſhe was much eaſed. In the Evening a Clyſter was given 
her of Milk and three ounces of Juyce of Plantanc, to afſwage the Inflammation of her Guts 
aforeſaid 3 for I conceived that it was.a matter of-very great moment, in ſo extream hot and 
ſoultry Weather, to dire& the Cure chiefly to the aſſwaging of the Inflammation of thoſe 
parts, . becauſe the greateſt danger uſes to ſpring there-from : for commonly thoſe that die of 
a Dyſentery are brought to their;end by a Gangrene of the Guts, which is eaſily cauſed by 
the continual flowing in of bad hamours into the parts inflamed and ulcerated. Alſo at 
night I gave her a Julep of Plantane Water, with a dram of the powder of AGes Berries, 
All night long ſhe ſlept not, and went frequently to ſtool, but without pain. | r A 

The ſeventh day, the frequeticy of her ſtools continued, but without pain 3 her Clyſters

On the eighth day ſhe took a dram of Rhubarb powdered in Broth, after which her ſtools

A Country-man fifty years old, being troubled with an old Inflammation of his Eyes, by the 
4. advice of a Phyſitian, did for a long time obſerve a cooling Diet, and did drink water, bur 


found no caſe, At laſt another Countrey-man perſwaded him to leave off that cooling Diet 

and give himſelf to drink pure Wine. After his firſt Cup of Wine he perceived his Eyes to ho 
better, and within a few days continuing the ſame drink, his Eyes became well. I have heard 
that the like happened to two more, which confirms the Aphoriſm of Hypocrates, that pains of 
the Eyes are ſometimes cured by drinking of pure Wine, viz.Whea the ſoreneſs of the Eyes pro- 


ceeds from thick and flegmatick. blood faſtened into the tunicles of the Eyes, which by the uſe of _ 


pure Wine is melted, attenuated and diſcuſſed.

TJ He moſt illuſtrious Msr. Axdeyer, Preſident in the Senate of Grenoble, being fifty ſeven 

” years old, was tormented with moſt grievous and contumacious Infirmities 3 the Nature 
whereof, that it may be more exactly diſcovered, I muſt ſet downa bead-role of thoſe Intirmi- 
ties briefly, with which he was conflicted now this twenty years. + 


And in the fixk place, it muſt be known, that he was of a Melancholick ahd Chalerick Com- 

 plcxion, of a thin and lean habit of Body, At the firft beginning of his Maladies was Arthri- 
tick pains; which began to infeft him by fits ſince the year .1622, "And after them. followed 
certain light fits of the Falling-Sickneſs, which did firſt invade him about the ycar 1626, And 
fcturned by fits, and within the ſpace of two years they quite left him. At the ſame time his Ar-

If the Symptoms may be preferred to any kind of Diſeaſe,I conceive they belong to that ſort 
of M-lancholy,which is termed Hypochondriacal ; ſeeing they had their firſt original from a 
grievous and long ſadneſs,in a body hot and dry ; whence arole 2 great maſs of Melancholy hu- 
mors, which bred itubborn obſtruction in his Hypochondria, Yea verily,and although the Scur- 
vy which is frequent in Northern Counties,is not uſual in this of ours 3 Yet this Diſeaſe ſeems 
to approach unto the nature of the Scurvy, fecing the two ſymptoms aforeſaid, viz. itraitneſs 

of the Breaſt,and ſhortneſs of breath,are moſt frequent Symptoms of that Diſcaſe,as Severinns 
Eugalenns has noted in very many Obſervationsz in whoſe County that Diſeaſe is molt fre- 
quent : and in imitation of him,Daniel Sexnertusin his Book of the Scurvy,Chap. 4. where he 
propounds the ſigns of that Diſcaſe,and in the 9.Article of the ſaid Chap.does fo deſcribe theſe 
two ſymptoms, that he ſeems to deſcribe the condition of our illuftrious Patient to an hair. 

And although ( as has been faid ) the-Diſcaſe called the Scurvy is not uſual, and hardly 
ſcen in theſe Countries of ours; yet I'( to negle& nothing inthe Cure of fo great a Diſeaſe ) 
preſently uſed the ſpecifical Remedies belonging to that Diſeaſe, mixed with others that were 
good to open ObſiruQtions, and correct and expel melancholy humors. And therefore, in 
the firtt place, I gave him the juyces of Water-Creſſes, Brook-lime and Fumitory for mariy 
dayes together,mixing'therewith Salt-of Tartar and-Spirit of Vitriol, alſo frequently infuſing 
alittle Senna 3 and fo thick, clammy_ Tartarous Humors were purged out by little and litcle.

He Maid Servant of Msr. de Sauterear, a Senator of Grenoble, being thirty years of Ape, 

was held of an intermitting Tertian Ague, and (he had ſuffered hifteen Fits thereof, in 

the Courſe of which, ſhe was twice let blood 3 and a purge was twice given her, and many 

cooling Juleps were preſcribed and Aperitive, by the ordinary Phyſitian 3 who after the fifteenth 

Fit gaveher twenty grains of my Ague-Frighter on her well day, which was the twenty fifth of 

Fune, 1645.

Agues to a long Patience, and put them off till the Spring ſeaſon, whoſe temper is moſt accom- 
modate to concoCt and purge out the Humor offending : but the Winters cold is ſo contrary 
| Bccauſe the tar- 

tarous and Melancholly Humors are more condenſed, and as it were congealed 3 alſo the paſ- 
ſages of the body as well ſenfible as inſenfible are ſhut up, ſo that all hope of Evacuation or 
Tranſpiration, ſeems taken away 3 Yea verily and the ſtubbornnefs of the morbifick matter is 
ſometimes ſo great, that many Quartan-Agues have been by *moſt learned Phyfitians ſet upon 
in a due Method in the Spring and Summer time, with all variety of vulgar Medicaments;

Bur 
when the Diſeaſe would not give way, we begun to think of opening a Vein, about which we 
were divided in our Opinions : his old Age and a Cachexia begun, which was clear from his 
extream itching and the ſwelling of his Legs and Feet pleading againſt blood-letting. Howbeit 
his Feaver growing more intenſe, he was let blood, and not without cauſe; ſceing that it is bet= 
tcr to run a hazard, than certainly to periſh, Bad blood came away, he bore it wcll, and had his 
Criſis on the ſeventh day, the reliques of the morbitick matter being driven out into the habit of 
his Body to his Legs. After ſome days we thought tit again to purge out the ill Humors 


that were gathering head afreſh, that we might more ſafely uſe a Bath of treth water, to procure 


tranſpiration, to temper the heat and Acrimony of the Humors and Vapors, alſo to open the 


skin-and let them forth. After the Bath had been uſed divers days, his itch became move trou- © 


bleſome than before, the ill Humors being drawn from the Centre to the Circumference, which 
had not been ſufficiently purged forth, Woherctore becauſe our Patient refuſed to take any more 
Purges, I reſolved to draw the Humors away by little and little with a gentle Lenitive, and to 


- try what Aſſes Milk would do,which Hypocrates ſometimes uſed inlicad of a Lenitive and pur- 


ging Medicament, as may be ſeen in the fourth Book de Dieta Acutorum. And the event was 


according to my delire 3 for having a whole Moneth together drunk of Aﬀes milk, his Belly of 


it ſelf very dry and coſtive was looſened, and he voided abundance of excrementitious Humors, 
in the place of which good Humors bred, and the Dregs of his groſs Humors being attenuated, 


© his Hemorrhoid Veins opened, by the flux whereof he was reſtored to his tormer Health 3 yea, 


and became more luſty.I fay nothing of the ſtrengthening things we gave him, nor of the Oynt- 
ments and other outward applications to mitigate the itch; and when the fervor of the Shingles 
wasabated, to diſcuſs the remaining Morbifick matter; all which did much good to our Paticnt, 
by the blefling of Almighty God, the giver of Health and all good things belide,

neſs of her Belly in all parts thereof, being defired of herParents, I cut her Belly, and ſo great 


a quantity of Wheyith Liquor came-out, that it weighed above Ninety pound weight, At laſt 
there cane a.thick and troubled'Humor,which was the grounds and ſetlings of the Wheyiſh ex- 
crement. Which being done, and ſpunges put into the holes which we had cut to letout the 
Hydropick Humor, We procceded in an orderly way to difſe& her whole Belly, and when 
we looked for the Peritoneum that we might difſe& the. fame, ( a ſtrange thing to ſay, but more 
ſtrange to ſee ) this Membrane whole office is to cover the Natural parts, did fo ſtrongly 
deave to the forepart of the Stomach, that'it could not be parted without breaking or cutting 
Yea, and we found our (topple which we had left in the Wound, ſlipt into the Cavity of the” 
Stomach. Before the cutting up whereof, we did conlider a while its uſual .greatneſs, and its: 
two Ofifices, the Stomachus and Pyrolus having both the ſame ſ{cituation, and touching one the 
other,the Caul poſſcing the otherRegion,the Liver ſound enough, which yet the {welling ofthe 


| Stomach did bear up, the Heart { with the Midriff between ) bearing-heavy thereupon, had ſet 


its print upon it, as if it had been upon Wax. No wonder ſhe was ſo troubled with ſhortneſs 
of Wind for two years ſpace. The reſt of her inwards, as the Spleen, Kidneys Guts, Meſente- 
tery, Gall-Bladder, Piſs bladder and Womb were ſound, arid little altered by the heat of her 
Feaver. Theſe things thus obſerved, we drew forth that mighty ſtomach with the Gullet & Gut 
Durdenum;and being cut open through.the middle, it.was above a Paris Ell-broad; in the lower 
part thereof we obſerved a ſerous Mudder, being the remainder of the ſetlings of the foreſaid 
Hydropick Humor, All the tibres of the inner Membrane were far ſeparated one from another. 
There was no fault in either of its Orifices, ſave that in, the middle of the Pilorus in its upper- 
moſt part, there hung a Blidder halt a Finger long, and a little thickerthan a mans Thumb, full 
of tranſparent Water, and cntring almoſt into the Cavity of the Dxodenum Gut, We obſer- 
ved alſo the innerMembrane of the Stomach,ftudded as it were with many little water bladder- 
kies, part whole, and part caten aſunder, And thefe are things ( if I mittake not Jnever obſer- 
ved before by any mortal man-z I am ſure I never read or heard of the like. Now when I con-, 
ſidered ſeriouſly with my {clf, what ſhould be the Cauſe of fo unwonteda Dilcaſle as this, being 
a Droplie proceeding from the Stomach 3. I could lay the fault no where. elſe, but in. an habitu- 
al cold and moi't diftemper of the whole Stomach, which when it drew nouriſhment from the 
trunk of Vena Porta by the Ramus Gaftricus, and other branches, by reaſcn ot its diſtemper it 
turned the nouriſhment into a Wheyiſh Excrement , juſt as the Liver does, when a Dropſie 
is cauſed thereby. And the ſaid cold and moiſt diſtemper of the Stomach came by much drink- 
ing of cold Water, eating of xaw Fruit, and othet ſuch like cauſes, And for as much as by reaſon 
of the great looſneſs of the hbres of the Stomach, and the perverſe tigure of that part, the lower 
Oritice was ſcituate juſt even with the upper, the meats did eaſily paſs from one to the other, 
ſo that they were not drowned in that valt Whirle-pit of Serofities. but were in ſome meaſure

ma Certain Perſon infeted with the Whore-Maſters Pox, was cured with Merturtlt 
| ' Frictions, which by order of the Apotheciry, being uſed more frequently and longer 
than the Phyſitian had preſcribed 3 the extream violence bf the Flux, had ſo ſwelled 
| his Tongue, that it hung out of his Mouth the bredth of four Fingers. Which to Re 
medy, the . Phyfitian would prefctibe nothing, taking it hainouſly tHat the order by him pre-, 
ſcribed had been neglet&ted and exceeded. Wheteupon the Patient continued in this miſerable 
condition for the ſpace of four Moneths, and liis Tongue being altered by the Air, was grown 
three fingets thick. I being ſent for,after blood-letting, walhing of the part affected, and 4 Seton 
faſtened in his Neck, ordered 4 powdet to be applied to his Tongue, made of Pepper, Gin- 
ger, Muſtard-ſeed andparched Salt, With the uſe wherecf his Tongue began, to grow ſoft, and 
to move it {elf the firſt day. The third day I ordered them to waſh it oftentimes th Aqua Vite 
very well re&tified 3 fg that upon the fourth day it appeared much fofter.and might be thruſt 
into his Mouth, howbeit ic. would come out again preſently. But afterward , perceiving cer- 
- tain Ulcers in the lower part of his Tongue near the Veins called Ranule,which proceeded from 
the grating of the Teeth whereupon-it reſted 3 I cauſed the faid Ulcers to be waſhed with the 
white Water made of white Precipitate, and I ordered deep Scarrifications to be miade about the 
 foreſaid Veins. By which means, within few days the Tumor. was wholly diſcuſt, and the

JN many a Depreſſion of the Skull has been cured, a Cupping-glaſs ( after once or twice 
+, btood-letting ) being faſtened upon the depreſſion with much flame; and ſometimes Incigon 
is added with many Scarrifications, and Tometimmes without them. Among the reſt,I ſhall inſtante 

in one remarkable Patient named Arthaudus, a Proctor of Grenoble. This man being upon a 
far Journey, met . his Enceiiy and - was ſtrack'on the Os Parietal Siniſtrum, with which blow 
he was ſtruck to the ground, and left for dead. Being carried thence into a Neighbour Village 
two Chyrurgeons did undertake to. cure him , who uſed only blood-letting and Cupping- 

Glaſſes, without any regard of his Wound, becauſe they could perceive no: manifeſt ſolution: of 
Continuity. I being ſent for, found the man wallowing in blood, which came-out of his Mouth - 
and Noſirils, with Stomach-lickneſs, and almoſt perpetual vomiting , hardly knowing them 
that were about him, Speaking with great difficulty, and not {o much as opening his Eyes, 

Having viewed his-whole Head, when I did but touch his Skull where it. was dented.in, never 
ſo little with the top of my finger, preſently he began to be Stomach ſick. Which having oh. 
ſerved, I ordered the Chyrurgeon to ſhave that part, and apply a great Cupping-Glaſs thereun- 
to with much flame, which though it reſted upon the ſound and ſolid parts, did ſo much pain - 
the Patient, that not being able to ſpeak,” he ſhrunk down muttering into-his bed. - But after 
the Cupping-Glaſs was removed, and Incifion made upon the part affeRed, and the Cupping- 
Glaſs again ſet on, he was ſo far from being pained, that he perceived great comfort thereby : 
and thereupon began to {peak to me, and knew all the By-ſtanders. And though ſeven or eight 
- ounces of Blood were drawn away by the Cupping-Glaſs 3 I ordered nevertheleſs that the 

next day he ſhould-be again let blood, And thys the ſick: man, a few days after, recovered his 
perfe@ health.

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” Monſtrous and unwonted Hiccup. 


A Ny; 16344in the Moneth of December, A Tailor of fifty years old, by reaſon of Faſting, - 


cold, and journeying, fell into the Feaver Ephemera, which within twenty four hours 

was diſcuſſed by plentiful ſweat : ſo that the following day, he continued free from his Feaver 
and Head-ach until eight a dock 3 howbeit he had no appetite to meat, arid was very ſleepy 
_ and ſluggiſh, But upon the eighth day in the morning,he was again ſeized by the Feaver without 
any ſhakirig 3 and a while after, towards the evening, he was tormented with a moſt grievous 
Hiccup, the noiſe whereof was heard four Houſes off in the Neighbour-Row, and eaſily in the 
| firect without any truce or intermiſſion. In the mean time, he was not very thirſty, and well 
inhis wits, but very impatient-of ſo cruel a Symptoms At eleven. a-clock with couching he 

' yomited a crude mitter not unlike corrupted fleſh, which the By-ſtanders took to be a piece of 
Marmalade of Quinces, which the Patient had eaten not long before, But the day. following, 
he caſtup a bit of the ſame colour and greatneſs, viz. red, and as big as a Hazel Nut 3 which I 
cauſed firſt to be waſhed in water, and then laid upon the coals, whereupon loſing its red 
colour, which isleft in the Water, and fiinking extreamlym the broiling, it appeared to be(asI 
. formerly gueſſed by the ſtory ) a piece of fleſh with the Membranes, eaten off from the Ocſopha- 
gus, or upper Oxtfice of the Rtorhach, by an Ulcer which lay concealed in the faid Ocſophagus. 
Whether the Ulcer was bred all on a ſudden, taking its riſe the firft day in which the man was 
taken with the Feaver Ephemera: ox whether 1t was contracted long time before, is uncertain, 
Yet it is likely. it begun not ſo ſoon : firſt, becauſe no Inflammation-or other Tumor had gone 
before, which is commonly attended by an Ulcer : Again, becauſe that for many years he had 
been vexed with a light Cough, which brought up nothing viſible. So that the Diſeaſe, which 
had long fince rooted it ſelf under the' firſt Coat of the Oeſophagus or Stomach, being, produced 
by thoſe external cauſes fore-recited, did all on a ſudden diſcover it felt, Now the Symptom 
was continual by reaſon of the Ulcer, whereof he died upon the fourteenth day raving: For 
- the Hiccupping would remit nothing of its fierceneſs, neither with. Blood-letting, Cupping,

F*He molt noble and illuſtrions young, Gentleman, Monſieur de Larthandiere! thirty ſeven 
years of Age, tcl wto the Uog-days into a moſt grieyons and ſharp. pain of his Head, 
which troubled him molt in the hinder part, and towards the left fide; . He had: an obſcure and 
very light Fever, his Sences were vigorous, cſpecially his . Taft : howbeit he was mighty 
 thirfiy, and could take no reli. His Forchead was not at all hot, his Headibut little, he felt. 
no pain, though his Head were hard touched 3 laying our hands, one.to his Forchead, the oth&t 
to the Hindcr part of his Head,we perceived his Brain tobe thaken and pulled;within his-Skull; 
and his whole Head did involuntarily ſhake this way and that way; his Urines were at firſt thick 
and white, Which things having, obſerved, fcaring there was a Phlegmone or Eryfipelas in his 
Brain, I ordered him to blecd 3 tirft from the. Cephalica or Head Vein, then from the Mediane; 
two pounds of Blood, The following days becauſe the 'pain raged terribly, we cauſed him at 
ſeveral times to bleed two pounds more in the other Arm, On the iifth day. we purged him-3 
on the {ixth day we drew half a pound of blood,with Cupping-Glaſſes faſtened to his Shoulders: 
In the mean while, his Head was ſhaven, and bathed with Vinegar of Roſes, and .-we omitted 
nothing which might revel, derive or repel any kind of Humors from the Brain, On the 
fourth day of the Diſcaſe, there brake forth a {mall Tumor on the right fide of his Tongue, 
which he tound to be hard, hollow, and Ulcerated without feeling, and indeed no other than a 
- Cancer.  -On the ſeventh day towards the evening, he raved a little, and ſoon after he began to 
ſweat, firlt in his Face, and then plentitully over his whole Body , fo that he hoped - there 
would be a true and perfect a Crilis : his Sweat was wiped off, his Linnen changed,and he did 
Sweat again abundantly. - And now he began to complain of the Cloaths, crying out that he 
was {mothered, which being removed, and the {weat wiped off as before, we found him almoſt 
quite ſpent, and perpetually raving. His ſtrength, which was very firm before the Sweat, awe 
perceived to be wholly weakened, and in this condition he continued all night untill nite-# 
clock in the morning of the eighth day. He raved and talked exceedingly, being hepctial 
all that had-happencd, or had been done about him, during his whole Diſeaſe. About ten'& 
the Clock he ſeemed to come to himſelf, and to remember ſome things, and ſo we ſhould have 
had ſome hope of him, but that his ,Convulſive Pulſe, and the trembling of his Limbs did'de- 
clare his Brain to be extreamly diſordered. Soon after he piſt plentifully, and his Urine was 
Red and ſhined like tire. About the ſame time as the day before, towards the*evening he raved 
again, which was fo much the'worle, becauſe, having recovered ſtrength, he became Frantick, 
and drove all the By-(tanders from him with great terror, At nine a clock in the morning, he 
came to himſelf again, and continued fo until: the evening, about which time, a ſwelling aroſe 
in his Neck, as big as an indifferent Apple, not painful, nor different in colour from the reſt '6f 
his Skin, nevertheleſs he continued raving with a Convullive trembling in his Hands. On the 
tenth day all things continued alike, Towards the end of the eleventh day,he died with Con- 
vullions. And becauſe he was one of an.illaftrious Family, and much eſtecmed by his Friends, 
and dicd ſo unexpectedly, his death not being foreſcen till the ſeventh day,” nor fotetold, "it 
was thought convenient to open his Body,that thecauſe of his death might be rmanifefted to his 
Friends. Theother parts of his Body were found in a good condition, all fave'his Brain: For 
his £kull being opened, great plenty of very black blood, but thin, flowed prefently forth, be-. 
fore the Coats of his Bram were opened, and ere the Bone was well ſawn afunder; jt came out; 
by the Saw 3 which blood being [hed between the Skull and the Coats of the Brain, was gueſt, 
to be two pounds or. more. When the Coats of the Brain were diſcovered, we ford them dia-* 
pred all over with little Veins, which ſwelled with black aduſt blood. And fa'the hinder part, 
tor the depth of two tingers, and the length of four, where the Torcular Brain-tuihel"is aid 
- tobe ſcituate, there was not only blackneſs, but the Membranes were ofa bright red Gotour, and 
periſhed with a Gangrene: into which part, when I cauſed a Pen-knife to be an

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there came forth five or fix ounces of a purulent' matter-or quittor, which ſtunk, Afterward the 
Chyrurgeons making deeper inciſion, all the Batis of the Brain very near, eſf ecielly the Cerc- 
bellum, and that part of the Marrow of the Back, which is contained in the uppernioft Verte- 
braes, and upon which the ſwelling did ariſe, were tound likewiſe Sphacelated and mortiticd. 
And the Coats of the Brain were on the left tide eaten through with Ulcers, through which 
*tis probable the blood had Iflued out, which was found immediately under the skull. By the 
narration of all which, it is caſie to infer, that the cauſe of that ſame ſharp pain, want of Sleep, 
Ravings and Convullions was the {olution of Continuity, in the hinderpart of the Brain called 
Cercbellum, or thelittle Brain, Now two cauſes there were of the Solution of its Continuity,viz, 
an Ulcer and an Inflammation. The Ulcer being the principal cauſe, which was contracted ſome 
Moneths fince, by means related to me, but not to be publiſhed, produced that little Ulcer in 
his Tongue, and made the Brain wcak and ſubject to be inflamed. Now the Cholerick Inflam- 
mation was augmented, by the Patients youthful Age, hiz temper being Sanguine mixed: with 
 Choller, and by the hotneſs of the weather : but certain external Caules did cſpecially further 
the ſame; vis. Swimming in cold Water, in the open Air,after he had been heated by abiding in 
the Sun and by being chafted with anger. "But the Cauſes, why {o obſcure a Feaver ſhould te 
attended with ſo many terrible Symptoms, were theſe, The firſt was, becauſe his Brain was only 
| affeted, and all other parts of his body ſound. Secondly,becauſe the Brain has ofit (elf but little 
fedling,and is of a cold and moiſt temper. The third and moſt remarkable was, becauſe the Brain 
i5-far diſtant from the Heart, and therefore the Spirits which paſs to and fro in the Brain, being, 
once gotten into thoſe Labirinthian Contextures of Veſſels in the Brain, can hardly return unto 
the Heart, and conſequently do not communicate therunto the Contageon of the part atfe&ed.

' Virgin of good Parentage, being over fourteen years of Age ( as many ſuppoſed ) was ta- 
T'N ken away.by Death, Two years before, ſhe was given to fighing, ſhe loved folitarineſs, 
| and her Face and whole body was pale and white, Two Moneths before, when l viſited her 
Brother, who was alſo waſted with a Lingering Difſcale,her Mother deſired me to feel her pulſe, * 
© Whether ſhe was Feaveriſh. 1 obſerved her pulſe .languilhing and unequal, but without any 
' Feaveriſh heat 3 wherefore, after I had a while conſidered her pale countenance, and queſtion- 
ed her Age, it-cameinto my mind, that her Courſes was about to come, which being by reaſon 
of the narrowneſs of the Veins and other paſſages hindered, Nature endeavoured to make 
way for them , whereupon the blood was by them infeqed , and ſtirred up thoſe light 
Symptoms, as often happens to Virgins of the ſame Age, and her Mother and Kinſ-woman 
were of the ſame mind, Whereupon thele things being done and faid upon the by, I depart- 
ed, reſolving, to inquire further into the matter, it her ilneſs continued, or the Symptoms ſhould 
grow worſe, But theſe promiſes on both ſides, being either - neglected or forgotten, two 
Moneths after I was called in good earneſt to the Maid; 1 tound her Diſcaſemuch more grievous, 
as: being, accompanied with want of Appetite and a continual Feaver, and intended or encreaſed 
towards Night, without any burning biting heat, or other ſenſible Symptoms or token 3 ſhe 
was very much weakned, the circumference of her Noſtrils did widen themſelves as ſhe breaths 
ed, and yet ſhe had no great difficulty in fetching her breath, no thirſt, no redneſs in her Cheeks, 
no. want, to ſleep ; as the lay on her bed, ſhe Coughed a little without Spitting. Her Heart, 
being, moved more frequently and firong]y ſtill towards the evening was perceived to pant by 
laying on of a bodies hand, ſhe her ſclfnot perceiving the ſame 3 her Urines were thick, white, 
fatty, with a broken Encorema or ſwim of the ſame condition.

Her Bowels contained 
in the Belly were ſound, only her Liver was a litt 


tle more black than ofdinary, and her Stomach © 
very ſmall and coloured with Choller green as Leeks. When we, came unto her Cheſt, from 


the Cavities thereof being difſeGed, there iſſued an abundance of . venemous ſinking Water, to 
the Quantity of four pints... "Tis a wonder that it had not cauſed great difficulty of:Breathing, 
while ſhe lived, or that it had not been perceived to fluctuate by the Ear, Her Lungs we found 
blaſted 3 ,alſoin theix edges round about, we ſaw every where whitiſh ſpecks, which did break 
with the lighteſt totach; and quittor with corrupt Humor came forth of them. Yea and the in- 
{dion had dyed all the Veſſels and Cavities of the Lungs witha light red colour, The Mem- 
brane Plexra and the intercoſtal Muſcles were tainted with.a greeniſh colour-z the Midriff was 
well but the Pericardium or Heart-Bag by reaſon of Neighbourhood, was withered, putrified and 
drycd up, The Heart and.Brain were ſound. All things being conſidered, it was determined 
and reſolved, that this infe&tion had its original from the Parents, either from the ſeed or blood. 
The examples of her Brothers prove the thing.And if this Diſeaſe in the Virgin had come from 
.any external cauſe, ſome part of her Lungs would have been Diſcaſed, and not the whole 
body of them. For (he had not offended in her Diet, and courſe of Life : alſo her quiet death 
did teſtific, that the corruption in the ſubſtance and temperament of thoſe parts was made by 
little and little, and came not by a violent cauſe. And again, fotaſmuch as ſhe had no Cough, 
it is thereby apparent, that no flux or colleCtion. of Humors did corrupt her Lungs. Further- 
- more, as no man doubts that ſuch Diſeaſes are propagated from the Parents to the Children 3 
ſoit cannot be denied, that they may eafily be communicated 3 and we ordinarily find, that in 
Families infeted with ſuch Diſeaſes, many are taken with the ſame Diſcaſe, either all together, 


or one after another 3 yea, and ſometimes they are tranſmiited unto the fifth or ſixth Genera- 
tion, and infe& other Perſons that converſe with them,

TY N the year, 1593: a certain Souldier having received a Wound in his Arm, with which his 
Radius and Cubitus were cut croſs-ways, {o great effuſion of blood happened, that after 
divers aſtringent things had been applied, and the uſe of Caulſticks and Eſcharoticks, the 
blood would notwithſtanding flow by fits 3 ſo that the Phyfitians and Chyrurgeons had 

thoughts to cut his Arm quite off, But I, to whom the Cure was commited; rouled a Linnen 

Cloth into the form ofa Cylinder, or Garden Rowling ſtone, four fingers breadth in length, and 


as thick as a mans Thumb,which I thruſt perpendicularly downr-right into the Wound.filling the

by-ſpaces with little bolſters 3 and becauſe the end of my Rowl came an Inch above the ſur-

' A Young man of Montpelier, named N. Peyre, had received a Wound in a ſingle Combat, 

in- the fore part of . his Arm, near his Arm-pit, by which the Axillary Vein and Artery 
were cut, whence ſo great bleeding aroſe, that I judged it could no ways be ſtopped with aſtrin- 
gents, I preſently betook my felt to make a Ligature, which I happily performed after this 


manner, I thruſt a crooked Needle into the ſound fleſh above the Wound, fo that it went un- 


to the bone, and compaſſed the foreſaid Vein and Artery, beginning at the inferior part where 
the Muſculus Extenſor Longus was transfixed, and the Needle where it came out pierced 


through the Muſculus Biceps 3 in the Eye of the Needle there was a four-fold thred, with 


which the Vein and Artery were compaſſed within; then having laid a Rowl or Cylinder made 
of Linnen Cloth upon the Skin, between the two ends of the Thred, I tied the Thred cloſe up- 
on the Cylinder or Rowl, which I did to keep the Skin and Veſſels from being broken or cut 
aſunder by the Thred 3 and thus the Vein and Artery aforeſaid were fo tied, that the blood if- 


ſued no more. After ten or eleven days, when the Wound ſeemed to be cloſed up, I cut off 


the Thred, and thePatient was cured. In the mean ſpace, after the forefaid Ligature was made, -

In imitation of 
whom I mingled one dram of the ſaid Mercury, with an ounce of Diapalma Plailter, and laid it 
upon the ſuppurated Tumor, which within four. days ſpace was perfectly diſcuſſed. |

" Oucbing Carbuncles, I have noted two things worthy of Obſervation ; the one is, that 
though Carbuncles are wont always to have. a Feaver accompanying them, by reaſon of 
the great Inflammation whjch we {ce in them, as Galen teaches in his ſecond Book ad Glaco- 
nem, in theſe words : Whenever blood very hot- and thick, ſhall ſuddenly flow. into any part, it 
burns the ſame, and cauſes an Ulcer with a Cruſt and the parts round about are thereby brought 
into a burning Inflammation, and vexed with grievous pon  Howbeit fince the time that I 
have addicted my ſelf to Chirurgery, it has been my hap to ſee three” Carbundcles, which have 
run through their times without any Feaver,and without any other grievous Symptome, ſo that 
the Patients continually followed their Employments ; one was in the Cheek, the other in the 
Neck, and the third under the lower Eye-lid of the left Eye. All which were cured with the 
ſame Medicines, wherewith we are wont to cure potential Cauteries, viz. Such as procure the 
falling of the Eſchar, ay ew a, ; 

My other Obſervation touching Carbuncles is, That in that moſt cruel Peſtiletce which ras 
ged at Montpelier in the years 1620. and 1639. there appeared Carbuncles attended - with 
quite different figns from thoſe deſcribed by Galen, Gzido, and late Writers.

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A fleſhy Exereſcence on the Right Leg. 


A Vous man named Claparede, had a fleſhy Excrefcence, which the Greeks call $42rcoma. 
in the inner ſide of his right Leg,four fingers above the Ankle, of the ſhape of a Rowling- 
- Pin or Cylindre; the length of it was four tingers bredth, and it was as thick as the Arm ofa- 
new bbrn Infant. This Tumor was nouriſhed by an Artery which was carried unto the Baſis 
thereof, which being very broad, could, not be bound, It the Patient happened at any time to 
hit the Tumor with his other Leg, it would fall ſo a bleeding as to endanger his Life. Msr. $4- 
muel Formius, an old skilful Chirargeon was called to conſult with me, and it was Reſolved 
upon between us, to take away the Tumor by the Roots , and to avoid effuſion of blood, we 
ſought the Arteria Poplitea, which when we had groped out in the upper and inner part of the 
Leg, we made a bolſter hard and compa of Linnen Cloths cloſely folded together4n the ſhape 
ofa Cylindre or Rowling Pin, which being wet with the juyce of Netles, and ſmeared with 
the common Aſtringent Medicine, we laid upon the Artery all along according to the length 
thereof, ſwathing it very many times about with a fillet or ſwath-band very falt. Then we a 

plicd other Bolſters unto the whole Leg, and the extremity of the Thigh ſmeared with the tore. 
faid Afiringent, and ſwathed very cloſe and ſtrait, Alſo actual Gauteries were had in a readineſs 
to ſtop the flux of blood, in caſe, notwithſtanding the foreſaid Ligatures, it ſhould break vio- 
lently forth.All things being thus in a readineſs,I took hold of the Tumor with my left hand & - 
drew it outwards, and with my Incifion-Knife in my right hand,l. cut it out by the Roots, with- 
out any profuſion of arterial blood. Soon after I applied an Aftringent Plaiſter to the wound, 
which was left ſticking twenty four hours after. Which being taken off, there followed no 
bleeding at all; not at any time afterward. And becauſe ſome ſuperfluous and unſound flh 
remained upon the part, it was conſumed away by gentle Corrofives, The Ulcer yielded well 
conditioned matter, and at laſt by detergents, Epuloticks, and ſuch things as bring the Scar to- 
gether, it was perfectly cured. | x |

MN Prieſt ſixty years old, of a ſanguineComplexion, was oftentimes troubled with an Inflam- 
A mation of his Throat, eſpecially when he ſtrained himſelf more than ordinary in fingiag ; 
which Inflammation was cured with blood-letting, and a Gargariſme of Vinegar and Water 
mixed together.In the laſt coming of the ſaid Inflammation, while I was bufily viewing the part

Theſe Symptoms cauſed a great ſuſpition of 
Quittor or purulent matter collected in his Cheſt, But I looking for the Scar of his former 
Wound, and finding it in the upper part of his Belly, I admired how a Wound inflicted in the 
Belly could cauſe a colle&tion of matter in the Cheſt, At laſt enquiring in what poſture the 
Patient was when he was wounded 3 he ſaid, He was then wpon a pair of [tairs in a certain houſe, 
and he that wounded bim ſtood upon a lower lair, and ſo ſtruck the Dagger in his Belly. Where- 
by I came to conjecture, that the: wound taking, its paſſage from beneath upwards, had pierced 
the Midriff, and had ' come into the cavity.of the Cheſt, by which means matter might eaſily 
proceed from the blood (hed out of the Veins of the wounded Diaphragma or Midriff, I open- 
ed his {ide between the fourth and hfth true Ribs, reckoning from the lowelt upward, four 
fingers breadth from the back-bone, Apertion being made, there came out white Quittor very 
ſtinking : at the firſt bout I took away three porringers, the day after as much more, and ſo by

A Rupture. 


He ſame perſon related that he was troubled with a Rupture in his Belly for many years 

together, and was cured by three Plaiſters given himby a certain Emperick, each of which 
he bad him wear nine daies with a Truſs: they were all made of the ſame materials, and very 
ſtinking: and when they were taken offall the matter was conſumed, ſave that upon the Leather 
appearcd a little powder, like to poudered Glaſs. By the uſe of the firſt Plaitter no Effe&t 
appeared, after the ſecond was laid on, the Urines came plentifully, and of. divers colours; 
ſometimes green, ſometimes black, and ſometimes with pain. After the twenty ſeventh day 
the three Plaiſters being conſumed, the parts ſeemed withered and lean, ſo that all the fleſh 
| and fat ſeemed quite conſumed. By reaſon of the ſtink, I conceive this Plaiſter was made of 
Galbanum, which having an exceeding faculty to attenuate, was ab'e to diffolve and liquihe the 
Humors which fell into the part affected, and were perhaps congealed about the ſame, ſo that 
Nature might afterwards void them, partly by Urine, and partly by  Tranſpiration. | 
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A Dropfee with Bladders. 


A Certain Colntrey- man being Hydropick, had aa Impoſthume aroſe on the right fide of 
his Belly, which being opened, there came out an almoſt infinite number of little Bladders 
Il of water, more than two hundred were reckoned, and that for the ſpace of many daies toge- 
ther, And ſo he became perfe&tly Cured: By this Obſervtaion, that Hiſtory related by Schenkius 
5 confirmed of a certain Hydropical Perfon, whoſe Body being opened after his Death, 
his Belly was found full of bladders of water ſticking to the Peritonzum, and other parts.

Of a Catarrh, with pain of one fide of the Head, and their Cures. 


AS near as I can gather by your Letters, thoſe legmatick Tumors, which now for theſe many 

years have quartered upon your Face and Cheeks,do ariſe from a diſtillation lowing from 
the topof your Head into the ſaid parts : and becauſe the Catarrh falls ſo frequently into the 
fame place, *tis like the place it ſelf has ſome infirmity which intices the fluxion to it. But 
there can thence be no certainty gathered,unleſs the ſeat and ſort of the Diſeaſe be firſt through- 
ly known, But that ſame Hemicrania or pain of half the Head,touching which your laſt Letter 
deſires advice, is a diſtin and different Diſeaſe, which requires a peculiar method-of Cure. 
For the immediate caule thereof,isa vapour which ariſing fromCholler flowing out of theLivex 
into the Stomach,does ſmite and twitch the Membranes of the Brain,yiclding matter peradven- 
ture to the diſtillation, That ſame Catarrh with which by its oft returning you are ſogrievouſly 
afflicted, muſt be ſtopped with one dram of the Maſs of Pilulz fine Quibus ( which are moſt 
proper both for your Age and Temperament ) eſpecially if for eight or ten days laſt paſt, you 


have taken no medicine againſt the Catarrh. The next day after,bags as hot as can be endured 


mult be applied to the crown of your Head being ſhaven, morning and evening before Sup- 
per: which may draw the matter out from thence in moſt parts and reſolve the ſame,and they 
muſt abide on for the ſpace of half an hour or thereabouts, and be continued for certain days, 
till the fluxion be: ſtopt. Moreover,an Aſtringent Plaiſter to ſtop the paſſages mult be applied 
to theTemples,or to thoſe parts through which the humors go 3 which muſt berenewed every 
- Other day, and not taken away till the fluxion ceaſe. And if it ſhall no longer run down by the 

Mouth and Cheek-bone, yet that the Gums and inner parts of the Mouth may not ſo eafily 
receive the fluid humor, let them be waſhed three or four times a day,with an aſtringent and 
ſtrengthening Gargariſm, And becauſe all the matter of the Catarrh is not ſo ſoon dryecd up, 
ſome portion of this Gargariſm muſt be drawn by little and little through the Mouth and No- 
ſirils.through which the cavity of the Brain may be purged,morning and evening before Sup- 
per.Keep in the mean while a fitting diet:live frugally,uſe meats of good Juyce,and thin Wine. 
very well allayed with Water, partly becauſe of the cold diſtemper of your Brain, and partly 
becauſe of the hot diſtemper of your Liver. Abſtain from immoderate drinking, broths and 
other moiſt meats, the Wind,the cold and the rain 3 exerciſe your ſelf moderately in the mor- 
ning long before dinner. When you go to bed cauſe your Arms, Back, Thighs and Legs to be 
rubbed downwards. -Let your Belly be always ſoluble, cither of its own accord, or by artifi-

A Virgin three and:twenty years of Age,low of ſtature,of acompadt and thick habit of Bo- 
dy.is vexed with theſe Symptoms, For this five or ſix years,three or four days before the laſi 
quarter'of the Moon, fhe has an huge pain in her Head, both before and behind, but chiefly 
on the Jcft ſide.

| T His moſt grievous Diſcaſe of the Falling-ſicknefs ariſing from a ſtrong and inveterate caufe 
in an impure and now ill-habited body, will hardly admit of any Cure. Moreover,the 

Patient is ſo weak, that no part is freed from diforder excepting the Lungs. His Head is 
vexed with pain, Swimming, Melancholy and the Falling-fickneſs, his Bowels are exccedin 
impure, by Which means the reſt of the Body is infeQed his Urines are thick and gravelly ar- 
guing an obſtrucion and heavineſsin his Kidneys, Nor is his old pain in his Thigh as yet 

one, 
p In ſo great a Concourſe of Diſeaſes the Cure muſt begin with purging, which becauſe je 
can ſcarce ſafely be performed by Purgatives,we muſt endeavour to do it rather by a thin dryþ 
ing Diet with Guajacum, Let him therefore firſt be purged either with the Syrup which I 
formerly preſcribed him, or by a Medicine of the Infuſion of Rhubarb and Agarick,with two 
drams of Diaphenicon. _ 

The third or ſecond day after let him begin his thin Diet, in which let him feed ſparingly 
only on roaſt meats and let himdrink a timple Decoction of Guajacum Wood without the 
Bark; that he may the better accuſtome himſelf to it. Let him ſup at ſeven in the Evening 
at five or fix in the morning, and again at four in the afternoon, let him drink a Cup of pure 
and ſtrong DecoQion made of the Wood and Bark of Guajacum and Polypody, with Sage, 
Betony and Stechados : and this in the firſt daies ſhall be inſtead of a Preparatory Apozen, 
' nor let him be forced to ſweat. | 

When {ix or ſevendaies are over, and the Humors thus prepared and ftirred, let him be 
purged again with the former, or ſome like Medicament, or to which Senna and Epithymum 


are added. | 
And then Ichim begin to ſweat with the Decodtion aforeſaid,that the inner parts of his 
Belly being Evacuated, the upper parts may conſequently be disburdened of Superfluities. 
When the Sweat ſhall liberally Evacuate and putrihe his Body, fo that it ſhall become cx- 
tenuated and leaner, it will be time to uſe Topical Medicaments. 

And then attenuating and diſlipating Fotnentations muſt be applied to his Thigh, which 
was the firſt cauſe of all his weakneſs, and after the Fomentations a Cataplaſm mult be appli- 
ed of the crude Roots of Briony and wild Cucumer, with Muſtard-ſeed and the pulp of 
Figs mingled together in a convenient proPortion z which though I ſhould expreſs to a No- 
vice, I need not to you, If theſe things ſhall ſeem to you not to have done enough towards 
the Cure, at laſt a Phenigmus muſt be applied of Leven and Cantharides. till the Roots of the 
Diſeaſe be plucked up. For you ſhall do more by theſe ſtrong drawers, than with a very long 
Ulcer or Iffue, which only receives the Humors, but does not draw them. 

And then you muſt alſo open the Hexmorrhoid Veins, either with the juyce of Mercury 
leaves or of Figs 3 or with a Suppoſitory of Hiera Simple, with the Root of round Birth- 


wort, but ſo as an Emollient Fomentation be premiſed, Or if they cannot be ſufficiently ' 


opened or will not run, it will be good to open the Vena Saphena in his left Foot, and to 
let him Bleed as his ſtrength will bear, | 

While you apply theſe Topicks to the Cure of his Thigh, you may likewiſe ſet about the 
Application of Topicks to his Head. And in the firſt place Errbina, which may fixongly draw 
ſaivel out of the Brain. Then uſe Fridtions of his Head,with bags made of diſcuſſing Seeds, 
Millet and Salt, fried. Aﬀer which his Head being ſhorn to the Skin, lay on a Plaiſter of 
Roots of Florentine Orris, with HermodaQyls and Muſtard-ſeed : which being poudered 
muſt be made up with Melilot Plaiſter, and a ſufficient quantity of Turpentine. And after- 
wards uſe a ſtronger, if need require 3 and tothe ſame purpoſe Cupping-Glafſes, ſometimes 
without, ſometimes with Scarrification may be faſtened to the hinder part of his Head, And 
you mult perſiſt in the uſe of theſe things, with the foreſaid Diet of Guajacum, till both ine 
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award and outward parts of his oP ſhall appear ſufficiently cleanſed frorh _ Hu- 
mors. --

But in the mean while, -till we ſhall be certified of theſe things, a peneral Cure is to be 
begun, which isalike common to all theſe infirmities. Firſt a drying and attenuating 'Diet

Afterwards not allowing that the 
Brain is the ſpring of Rs DUeuG Jon ask me why every,internal cauſe which moves a Catarrh, 
does not produce the Gout ? ou ſhould likewiſe have asked, why every diſtillation from the 
Brain does not cauſe a Cough ? You know(worthy, Sir)that every diſtillation holds not one 
andthe fame courſe; alſo ſeveral Humors encline ſeveral ways. And as ſome parts are weaket

fixty years, his temperament cold, the habit of his body carpulent, plenty of clammy and thick 
fcgm in his Brain,.

Howbeit, 


the life of the Patient mult be lengthened as long as by Art is poflible, by gentle and debonair 
Medicaments, which mitigate the Diſeaſe without weakening the Patient. And thercfore 


abſiain from any further Blood-letting, And in caſe Blood happen at length to break out a- 


gain, it will be better ſuppreſſed, by a Yram of choice Rhubarb poudered. 
Or if it ſhall any ways ſeem fit to putge, it will be ſcufficient to give him Caſha Fiftula, or

["His moſt noble Lady had been now ſix moneths with Child,ſtill ſabje& to defluxions from 
her Head into her Breaſt : whereas after a' long ſtay in the Sun, and acrimony of blood 
contracted by patiions of mind, ſhe fel! intoa ſpitting of blood, which was much in quantity, 
hot and of a flouriſhing colour, all which ſigns ſhew, that it came from no other part ſave the 
Lungs, ad rather by opening the Mouth of a Veſſel, than by breaking the ſame, or fretting 
it inſunder, as things going before and following after do perſwade us. Now this Smyptom 
ceaſing only by Medicaments and thoſe but few, which did abate the fervency of blood, and 
furniſhed with an aſtringent and ſoddering faculty, the Phyfitian who was with her thought 
fit to abſtain from blood-letting, and other fixonger Remedies accommodated to her Diſcaſe, 
till being brought to bed, ſhe might more cafily bear them through increaſe of ſirength.

: f KEE palpitation of the Heart ( as itis largely, plainly and faithfully deſcribed ) ſprings not 
_ ** from over great ſtore of Blood,nor from a watry humor preternaturally ſhut up in the Pe- 

ricardium or Heart-bag, nor from any ſmall bunch growing thereunto, or any other of thofe 
cauſes celebrated by the Ancients, which preſs the Heart by their weight'; but from a difcaſe 
in the left Hypochondrjum,out of which I have for the moſt part perceived this Diſeaſe to pro- 


\  ceed, For there lies both the Spleem and the Sweet-bread under the bottom of the Stomach, 


and other neighbouring parts are full of nzughty humors, not ſimply melancholick, which is 
as it were the dregs of the blood, but rather black cholerick, which-have grown together by 
little and little of yellow choller aduſt, and caſt into thoſe parts: which as often as by An- 
ger, Excrciſe, ſtrong Wine, or hot meats, it comes to. be ſtirred, it breaths out an ugly and 
melancholick ſpirit, which entering into the Arteries (of which there are many all the ſpleen 
over) itcafily creeps into the neighbouring Heart, The heart being vexcd and provoked by the 
malignity thereof, endeavours by palpitation to caſt from it felf that which is hurtful and 
troubleſome, even as the brain does in the Falling-ſtckneſs.. Part of the vapor being carried 
higher into the Brain, breeds. Watchings, -Dreams, Frightments with Hobgoblins, full of fear 
and ſorrow, as if there were ſome admixture of Mclancholy : *and the truth is, this Diſeaſe, 
- which js the original of all the evil which the Patient complains of, is very like that which 
cauſes hypocondriacal melancholy, For Crudity of ſtomach, fowre belchings, abundance of 
wind breaking out aboyg and beneath, rumblings of the Belly, and ſuch like ſymptomes, 
which do moſt of aJl ſhew themſelves in the Patient when he ets any hot meats, are in no wiſe 
cauſed by a primary fault in his ſtomach 3 but by conſent,and through plenty of black choller 
abounding in the lefr hypochondrium, and about the ſtotmach';z in which parts peradven- 
ture a man may feel ſomewhat contracted or bentyhard, Pp or pulſative, Hence alſo did 
precede that ſame great extenuation of body,Jong Feaver,lingring,continual,, and like an He- 
dick. But the ſureſt fign of all is,that all the Symptoms grow milder.,and the Patient is much 
bettered by medicaments, purging burnt choller, by looſneſſes, and breaking out of the He- 
morrhoids. That therefore by imitation of theſe, the reſt of the Cure may be compleated ; x 
* adviſe that he uſe frequent and gentle purges,ſuch as the ſyrup now preſcribed To which 
- "Nevertheleſs ſometimes a dram of Rhubarb may be mixed : and that ſame purgation which he 
is ordered to take twice a week will be more effeEual and profitable,it he ſhall take it two daies 
together one after another; ifhis ſtrength permit,he may take it oftner; but if not, whenhe is co- 
ſive let him at leaſt uſe alenitive Clyſter.

But the. weakneſs of the Stomach alone is not the total cauſe thereof, But the 
Cauſe is to be . fought higher in the Liver, for it is both wholly diſtempered, and much ob-_ 
firacted, and has a Vein broken or eaten aſunder, out of which blood came in times paſt, 
and was voided by vomit, By which Cauſes all digeſtion is corrupted, and many Ditaſe? 
uſually threatned to the Stomach and whole body. But this Diſcaſe,if it be not diligently cu- 
xcd. is the fore-ruoner of a Dropſie or Cachexy, or ſome more grievous Diſeaſe, Many Re-

And then giving him another Mcdicament to purge,the likc black Stools came awa 
reſembling burnt blood, which ceaſinghis pains ceaſed likewiſe. Hence the Cauſe of the pain 
was cvidently known, and it was apparent, that blood came by little and little out of ſome

The beſt way of prevention is,for the 
Gentleman to abſtain from all thoſe things which make the blood hot or thin,or which violent-= 
ly move the ſame, or by any means make it break out of the Veins. Such are vchement and 
unſeaſonable exerciſe of the body,anger, wrath, fear and other diſturbances of the mind : thin 
and irog Wine, Muſtard,ſalt things,and all things which are peppered, and all Sawces made. 
thefcof. Alſo heating the body,cither by extream heat of weather, or by the fire or baths,or 
by any great commotion. He mult therefore abſtain altogether from all theſe things, that ve- 
xy little or. no blood may hereafter be ſhed-ont of the Veins, But if all this will not-ſerve to 
prevent the Diſeaſe, ſo that ſome Rudiments of the ſwelling and pain may hereafter appear, 
as it were ina (ct courſe or period of time ; than all ſpeedy help mult be applied.

Tis Gentlewomans Diſeaſe ariſing from ſlight beginnings,is by little and little grown to 2 
Cachexy and a Dropſie,whercin her belly is not very big,bur the greateſt ſ\wellingis in her 
feet and legs:yet that ſame old and fiiff hardneſs of her liver which now is near to aſchirrhus, 


| is very conſiderable, with ſtomach-fickneſs,vomiting,want of appetite,and unquenchable thiclt. 


For theſe things argue that ſorne part of the humor is putriticd in that bowel, Since therefore 
by fault, and corruption of the ſaid humoryher ſtomach is defiled,that muſt be in the firſt place 
cleanſed,that the aforeſaid Symptoms may abate, She mult be often purged with a Medica- 
' micnt made of Rhubarb,Senna and Agarick, which muſt be ſteeped in a convenient decoction, 
adding the Syrup of Damask-Roſes. And ſhe muſt talie ſuch a like potion every eighth or 
tenth day. And that ſhe may not think it a trouble to take the fame potion ſo oftenga laxative ſy- 
rup may be compounded for the ſame purpoſe, wherein ſometimes the juyce of Damask-Roſes 
may be mingled, or the juyce of Dwarf-Elder clatified by ſetling, eſpecially when we would 
purge the watry humor, But I conceive we ought to abſtain from the juyce of Iris or Gladiolus, 
becauſe it is exceeding biting,and oftentimes cxulcerates the inner parts.

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In this Cure,the chiefcſ care is to be taken of her diſordered Liver, Fomentations,Oyntments, 
Plaiſters, which ſoften the hardneſs of the Liver, muſt be repeated as often as may be, the 
ſtrength thereof being il! preſerved;. Make her an EleCtuary of the Powder of Diacubebs and 
Trionſantalon with Ivory. The ſwelling of the Legs and Feet procceding from -flegm muſt 
be diſcuſſed with Whey and Lye, boyled with the Roots of Dwarf-Elder, Elicampane,Roſe- 
mary,Marjerom, Thyme,Laurel,Origanum,and ſuch like things. If the ſwelling of her Belly 
ſeem to fall into her Legs and Feet,eſpecially after walking,it were good-to raiſe bladders in 
the moſt ſwoln places, with Leven,pulp of Figs, and a little Cantharides, which being opened, 
all the Humor which ſwells the belly has been ſeen to come out that way. Let her Diet be 
{paring and dry ,and lct her drink very little. |

T* Ouching theConſtitution of the Gentleman our Patient,I told you before that he was trou- 
bled not only with a Cachexy,but the beginning of a Dropſie : whereby both his belly was 
immeaſurably ſwelled and firetched, and his Face bleated and diſcoloured. The beginning 
of the miſchief was from his Liver, with which the Spleen docs confederate. For both thoſe 
bowels were found to be ſwoln, fiiff and hard,and to make ſhew not only of an obſtruction, 
but of a Schirrhus, 

I endeayouring the Cure of theſe Maladies,ordered him to keep a moderate and dry courſe 
of Diet 1 gave him a purge, I {irengthened his Bowels with an Electuary which moderately 
opened}; and having uſed theſe things only four daies, he'ſzemed ſo much holpen, that he took 
hinfelt to be already cured. Bat verily, that which cauſes and foments his Milady lurks ill 
within, viz; a Schirrhus of both the Bowels, which I would thus Cure, Every tenth or twelfth 
day/you ſhall purge him with a Medicament that briags away choller, melancholy, fl:gm and 
watry humors. And if in the interim-he be bound, give him a Clylter allo in the ſaid interim 
you ſhall endeavour to open obſtructions both by Apozems, and alſo by aperitive and deterſive 


| Syrups 5 and with Oyntments externally applied you ſhall ſoften his Liver and Splecn, being 


ſiill careful to preſerve their ftrength. Following this Method of Curethus generally propoun-- 


| ded;you will reſtore the tick Gentleman to his former health, whom theretore I leave to your

He Patient having naturally a very hot Liver, by a continual working of his mind,by cares, 
watchings and immoderate labors, and peradventure by ſome diſorders in his Diet and 
courſe of Life, has added an acquired diſtemper to that which was natural. - And theſe Caulcs 
etting head, it is come to paſs that the Liver bzing ſo hot, is become asit were roaſted, and 
Fa Choller does after a mn1re inſolent mannerabound; Hence comes that fame violent burn- 
ing Feaver 3 and after that, wandring uncertain Feavers, and an Eryfipelas with thirſt, watch- 
iogs,unquictn?{s,and other far.ous Symptoms of Choller, which upon every light occaſion have 


' vexcd the Patient. And theſe things happenzd then chicfly, when only a diſtempcr and the 


ſervency of the Choller did purge, But afterwards the miſchief grew higher : For the Liver 
has b:cn long obſtructed with the redundancy of Choller and other Humors, and at laſt is 
hardened with a Schirrhus. Morcover,the proper fubſtance thereof is depraved,and the inbred 
heat much waſted. For the tokens of its obfiruction is the laſting cf the Diſcaſe,and tie pale 
and whitiſh Excretments of the Belly, And the fign of a Schirrhus, is, that he can lie longer, 
eali:r,and With 1cfs trouble on his right ſide than his left 3 for on this tide the Liver lying.do.s 
by its bulk preſs and ſtifl-the ſtomach as it were, and hinders the motion of the Pi#cordia or 


{olr, 
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Gof,the Cauſe isa watry Humor ſhed out under the Peritonzum,and placed before the Liver, 
which makes that a Man cannot feel his Liver, Morcover, that the ſubſtance of the Liver is 
. weakened, and its natural heat waſted and dulled, fo that it is now no longer fit to nouriſh 
the Body, the Atrophy or non-nourilhment of the Limbs and whole body is a fign,fo that the 
wholebody does as it were melt away. Alſo the Crudities long ſince obſerved,frcquent weak- 
neſs and decay of ftrength, old pains of his Feet, after that, ſwcllings of his Leys firſt, and 
then of his Thighs, cauſed by flegm 3 a ColleGion of waters about his Belly, which argues 
not onely a Cachexy, but a true Droplie, and of that ſort which is termed Aſcites, 


This truly is the end of all theſe infirmities, towards which they long ago conſpired, and 
which might have been foreſeen by many things preceding long ago. Now therefore there js | 
an evident Dropſie,which though it do notmuch diftend his belly 3 yet ſceing it is not bred by 
immoderate uſe ofcold drink,nor by any cffulton of blood,or fault of the Spleen;but has gone 
further, having ſo grievous a Cauſe as I ſaid before, and that ſo manitold, contracted by lit- 
tle and little a long time in the Liver, and deeply rooted, it will very hardly be rooted our. 
Truly, when I conſider with my (elf ſo long aferies of cauſes,and the continuation of ſo many 
effe&s, which have introduced both leanneſs and conſumption of the budy, a fecble pulſe,and 
great weakneſs,if I ſhall not judge the Caſe deſperate;yet 1 dare hardly promiſe a pertcd cure, 

thinking it ſufficient,if ſome of che infirmitics be removed,and others afſwaged,that life may 


| be asmuch aspollible prolonged, and with as little Tediouſneſs as can be to the Patient, Which 


how it may be effeed, 1 ſhall here ſet down: The Cure, ſuch as can bz hoped, mult be per- 
formed two waics,viz, By removing the cauſe,namely,the Diſeaſes of the Liver, and by purg- 
ing out the water, The greateſt care is to be had of the cauſe, which alone may at lit brin 
the Patient to his end.and inthe laſt place we muſt look to the: water; For though all the wa- 
ter ſhould be drawn away, yet more will breed as. Jong as the cauſe continues. Now the Re- 
medics to both intents ſhall be thus ordered, If his firength will bear it,he muſt be trequent- 
ly purged with one dram of Rhubarb ficeped in Horchound or Fennel-Water, with half a 
ſcruple of Cinnamon,adding thereto Sugar or Syrup of Cichory. For ſo Choller being void- 
ed by little and little, without weakning the Patient, his thirſt will not oncly be aſſwa- 
ged, and his Stomach-ſickneſs taken away, and appetite provoked, but his Liver alſo be- 
ing ſtrengthened, will brced leſs water. Nor would I venture to give him any ſtronger purge, 
in regard of his ſo great weakneſs, In the intermediate daies, if his belly be bound, give him 
\ Aconvenient Clyſter, If peradventure abundance of water ſhall ſtretch his Bzlly,it may twice 
a moneth be purged forth with a convenient Medicament. And in this caſe, we muſt not a]- 
low the juyce of Iris, becauſe it burns.the Throat and Gullet, nor yet wild Cucumer nor 
Chamelza, becauſe it offers violence to the body. I commend Danewort or Dwart-Elder,the 
Juyce whereof gently purges water without offence, Beat an ounce and half in a Mortar,and 
| then pour on Wine or Barley-water, and then ſtrain it,and give it him when he has no looſ- 
neſs. His facaltics and bowels will be (trengthened by the frequent uſe of an Elecuary made 
of the Powder of the EleQuary of Cubebs,, Trionſantalon and Ivory with Sugar diſſolved 
in Horehound-water. I would not burthen the fick Gentleman waſted by his . Diſeaſe and 
old Age, nor oppreſs his wearied faculties: onely I would refer the greatelt part of the Cure 
to a good Diet, which is of greateſt moment in this caſe. Let his meat be fleſh of good juyce, 
eaſily digeſted, ſor the moſt part roaſted,never boyled, or very ſeldom. Let him abſtain from 
ſupping meats, and all moiſt things: yet I allow him ſawces to provoke his Appetire, It is 
good for him to eat frequently a little at a time, three or four times a day, that his weak fa- 
culties may not be over-burthened, and his meat well digeſted, Let him drink excce- 
ding ſparingly, that for want of drink the parts being dried, the Reins may exhauſt 
the ſuperfluous waters 3 and the matter of the bowels. themſclves not being hindred 
by impertinent Humors, may purge, amend and ſirengthen it ({f, Let his drink be not 
pure Wine, which moſt order in theſe caſes, but ſuch as is well allayed with water. which 
may both ſoon aſſwage his Thirſt, and temper the heat of his Liver. And if Age and 
Stomach did not adviſe the contrary, I ſhould bid him drink cold water, which does af- 
ſwage thirſt, and rcfiit the Cauſe better than Wine, and yet it does not more encreaſe wa- 
tery Humors, For it is an extream-hard thing in ſo mighty a thirſt; tocontent himſelt with 
little drink, But he muſt endeavour with all his might to do it, as a thing which has cured 
many

by the Magnihers of thoſe Baths, 
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' many; uſeand cuſtom will make it eaſie to him. For when he forbears drink, yet his mouth 


may be moiſtened by Humors drawn from other parts, Howbeit a very ht Remedy may be 
provided for this Inconvenicnceit Maſtich or any thing of like faculty be continually chewed; 
for it will draw much water to the mouth, not out of the Head alone as ſome thinky but out 
of the Stomach and Belly : and fo it will be good in many reſpe&ts. Some like of Vomits to 
this intent; Theſe I conceiveto be the chict Heads of this Cod which may much be added by 
thoſe Learned Phyſitians to whom the whcle Care of his Perſon is committed. I can hope 
for no good from the Lutenſian waters,becauſe they are not remarkable for-any ſenſible qua- 
licties,nor have any taft but that of our ordinary waters, Some have gone to thoſe waters,ahd 
others have had them brought to them, but to no purpoſe 3 though they have drunk ſeven 
or fen pints in an hour,and (ſweat upon it, and diligently obſerved all the Rules preſcribed

A LET the Symptomes that are deſcribed do appertain to the Obſtruction of the Liver and 

; A Spleen,with their hardneſs or ſiretching, with whom the ſtomach does neceſflarily conſents 
For ſo great is the impurity of the bowels and bordering parts;that all digeſtion being hindred 
and depraved, the whole body is become foul, and being over-whelmed as it were with bad 
Humors, it isfallen into a kind of Cachexia or evil habit. The fame impurity of the bowels 
is cauſe of Inflation or puffing up, Suffocation, Stomach-ſickneſs and wandring Winds, with | 
rumbling,and ſundry pains; Finally, it is the cauſe of faintings and decay of tirength, and it 
makes the Patient ſo frequently deſire meat 3 for he endeavours to prevent the fainting fit'at 
hand, by quelling the acrimony of the Humor by the debonaire quality of the meat.* Tis hard 
to cure theſe old Infirmities, unleſs the Patient punually follow the Phyficians advice, In 
the firſt place he muſt live very ſparing]y,cat only threetimes a day at juſt diſtances, and meat 
of thin and good juyce. He mult abſtain from ſuppingsand broths, all liquid things; and im- 
moderate drinking, becauſe the natural heat is over-whelmmed with plenty of moiſture,and the 
concoQion hindred. He muſt chooſe a thin and dry Diet; thin Wine and well watered, mo- 
derate exerciſe, and ſometimes ſtrong, as his 'ability of Body canbear. Moreover, his Ob- 
iru&ions muſt be removed by Medicaments, and all the bad Humor mult by little and little 
be drawn away into his Belly.and that by way of Epicraſis, after this manner. Let him have 
an Apozeme for three doſes; Then let him take of Pilula de Tribus: In the Intermediate 
daies when he ſhall not purge, his Stomach and Guts muſt be ſtrengthened with this EleQu-

T he Cure of 4 long and often returning Feaver for one 
of the Emperours Court. 


His plain and diſtin& Enumeration of all the ſigns and ſymptomes obſerved in this {ick 
Gentleman, has ſet before mine eyes the very expreſs Nature of the Diſeaſe, and all its 
cauſes both internal and external. His form,figure,habitude and whole conkitution of body, 
and the integrity of his Funions,both natural and animal do ſhew a laudable natural tempe- 
rament ; but in that the largeneſs of his Veins argue that 1t enclines a litile to heat;this is ha 
ned by courſe of time and his age, which by little and. little has made his body hotter, And 
now at laſt the heat has exceeded the bounds of Nature 3 by reaſon of great perturbations of 
mind, watchings.cares, troubles, which this Gentleman has undergone in the management of 
great Aﬀairs, From theſe and the like evident caules, his Liver is inflamed and enclined to 
breed much_Choller 3 which being augmented in trad of time,and coming to work and boil,is 
the efficient cauſe of all the Symptoms deſcribed. This,even in his healthy time,cauſes ſudden . 
and vehement Paſſions of mind and frequent Wrathfulneſs, The ſame is the cauſe why his 
Belly being bound, his Head is offended with a ſharp vapour, and the reſt of his body not ha- 
ving the benefit of tranſpiration, is ſometimes hot and ſometimes cold, and the palms of his 
hands and ſoles of his feet are burning hot,which is alſo a fign of an hot Liver, And therefore: 
Choller ſo much abounding, ia-the by-paſt years, has cauſed that the whole body as it were 
melting, is fallen into a certain leanneſs; and alſo that Choller not being timely purged, but 
keptin,and now. and then putrifying,has many times cauſed cholerick Feavers : and that much 
more often in his latter years, whercin a greater quantity thereof has been colle&ed,and when 
hisBody has been ſ@ difpoſed and preparcd,that upon the lighteſt occafions of heat,cold, Labor, 
Paſlions of Mind and Diet, it is wont to fall into theſe kind of Feavers:which is an argument 
truly of the inner Cauſe abounding, ſo as to. be burthenſome and very troubleſome to nature... 
Moteover,the ſort of Feaver,and the manner of its Invaſion do demonſtrate and expreſs the 
inner Cauſe : for ſhaking at the firſt a biting heat,redneſs and inflammation of his face, with 
a light raving, aquick pulſe, and reſpiration quick likewiſe, Urine red, and thick cholerick 
_ Stools towards theend of the Diſcaſc are all figns of ſuperabundance of yellow Choller, which 
by permifiion makes the Blood moſt thin and fervent. | | 
And therefore'both the Feaver,and the cauſe of all the ſymptoms related,can be referred to 
nothing elſe but to the exuberance ef Choller, and the immoderate heat of the Liver, And 
thereto belongs the Cure of Erylipelas, and all fluxions which fall into his thighs; becauſe 
the Erfiypelas pteſently follows the Feaver as a certain Indication thereof, finceit ariſes from 
the Gamehumor that cauſes the. Feaver. But if ſo be any Qcdematous or Flegmatick tumor of 
the feet ſhall. ſeem to have diſcuſſed the Erylipelas,though he was wont *to have it during his 
health, and was thought to be familiar; yet ought it to be ſuſpe&ed,and we ſhould fear leaſt it be 
the forerunner of a Cachexy ſhortly to follow, For commonly the Liver being obſtructed with 
much thick Chollex,does contra obſcure rudiments of a ſchirrhus, while by degrees and inſen- 
ſibly they gather Head, they caſt a man headlong into a Cachexia and Dropſi:. And though 
thefe frequent returns of Feavers and defluxions into his thighs are inveterate;and the age of 
the Patient does now decline. . Yet he that ſhall take time and diligence, hc may in that fo 
luſty and Vigorous old age of-the Patient promiſe either a perfect cure, or very great eale : 
eſpecially if nothing ſhall be perceived hard, nor reſiſting the touch in the right Hypochondri- 
um,nor any trouble ſhall be perceived when he lies thereon. Now the ſcope.of the Cure mult 
be to open the Obſtructions of the Liver,to purge out the ſuperabundant Choller thereof by 
degrees,and to cool and ſtrengthen the bowel it ſelf, Which things he that ſhall ſeaſonably per- 
form, he (hall verily take away all the Caufe of the Feaver, draw dry the fountain of ecflux- 
ions,and lengthen thePatients life yet many years.In the firſt place therefore give kim a purge 
of the infuſion of two drams of Rhubarb rightly prepared, whereby all that ſuperfluity of 
crude and half-putried humors, Fluuating in the ſtomach , and about the Veins of 
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the Meſentery may, cither be expelledor corredted. In the next place the obttuQions of the = 


Liver and Spleen muſt bz removed by theſe Remedies, which whiles they extenuate and open; 
they do withall draw the matter of the obltruction into the Belly by little and hitle. Such an 
ones Sy of Cichory compound, which for a. doſe mayhave'two ſcruples of Rhubarb. This 
| mat be given every other day, or every third*day-three hours before meatwithout any' obſer- 
vance. If you ſhall. intcrmit too long.all our labour will be in- vainznor (hall weattain the'ef. 
fe& we expected. For ſo by frequent purging,the ways being opened and looſthied; nature will 
be gradually accuſtoined to: carry the choller into his belly. A Syrup againſtbbrne cholles. ©

' Theſe kinds of purgations will leiſurely void all ſuperfluity of.choller by tool, not ſuffering 
the Feaver to be kindled, nor the fluxion to fall down intohis thighs z nor'willthey weaken 
but rather ſtrengthen his natural faculties and powers, while they eaſe nature of the burthen of 
hurtful humors. In the remnant of this Summer, while the humors of the body are fluent by 
rcaſon of the heat, and melted as it were, you muſt ſet upon the Cure, The other ſcope of the 
Cure will be to cool and to ſtrengthen the whole body; and chat muſt be doneby courſe of 
Diet, rather than by medicaments. Let the Patients Diet be therefore ſpare at the beginning 
of the Cure, which may moderately cool and moiſten : Hens-broth boyled with Lettace,Sor- 
re], Juyce of unripe Grapes or Verjuyce, Buglofs, Borrage, Let him dip his roaſted meatsin a

His body.being made 
purer by Phy ſick, his meat may be-encreaſed in quantity, keeping the ſame quality. Twenty 
daics being ſpent in the Cure,let him drink in. the morning Barley broth duly prepared ; and 
aſter it let him ſleep if he can,and continue the uſe thereof two or three moneths,or if he will 
all his life long,after the example of thoſe who are wont to uſe this much to the advantage of 
their Health. I conceive nothing is to bz applied to his thighs, except waters or juyces of 
Night-ſhade, Plantane and Roſes, with an eighth part of Vinegar, provided as much as may -

He fick Woman mentioned in the _Letterybeing afflicted, by a grievous Ague, with frequent 

. vomitings, with faintings,and an exceeding weakneſs of her whole body, but eſpecially of 
her bowels, becauſe ſhe has neglected all uſe of Phylick,and- not timely uſed fuch Medicamenits 
\ as were adviſed her,is juſtly fallen into moſt cruel pains of her belly, with which ſhe has beets 
Tong and vehemently tormented. For the morbifick Cauſe of che Feaver out of the Bowels 
(where the root of all Agues lies) is fallen.into the ſpace between the membranes of the Belly 
and Peritonzum, and fo finiſhing the Ague, has brought tlieſe pains. And when RI” 
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it could not fallout of theſe membranes, nor. could find any ready palloge, whereby it migh* . 
| flip into the belly, becoming as it were furious;it takes at length its courſe another way, and 

fo leaps over into the head and limbs of the body, where alſo it moves new torments, *Tis to 
be feared, leſt at latt occupying the Nerves and the tendons, it ſhould breed a kind of Palſie, 
which Pals faics,is bred of the Cholick pain, and of which I have obſerved many things in 
my Writings. Theſe verily; are of all Diſcaſes the moſt grievous, which are wont to happen 
after Agues negleQed orill cured. But we muſtnow come to the Remedy 3 And though 
purgations will-not now do {o much good as formerly they might have done,yet they muſt be 
preſcribed, and thoſe ſufficiently firong,that they may revel the noxious humor out of the ex-. 
tream and upper parts into;the Belly : or if the Woman will not take the ſtronger, give herat 
leaſt ſuch weak ones as ſhe has :been accuſtomed unto,frequently repeating them. After pur- 
eations,pain-aſſwaging Oyntments muſt be applied, and diſſcuſſers co the pained part,which 
may be made of Oyl of Worms,Oleum Irinum,and Oyl of Turpentine,adding ſuch things as

Hat I may return a well-grounded Anſwer to thoſe queſtions ſent me touching a lingring 
©” Feaver, *twill be worth the labor to enquire the true cauſe and original thereof : which 
ſecing it has followed other intermitting and uncertain Feavers; IT am of opinion, that the 
root thereof lies cither in the Kidneys,or in ſome bad quality of the Liver or Spleen : for it is 
ſymptomatical,and therefore to judge diſtinly thereof, we muſt conſider the Urines. For if 
they be thick,grols, white, matteriſh; or it formerly they have been bloody, itis a ſign that 
ſome Impoſthume or Ulcer lurks in the Kidneys, | 

But if there be no diſorder in them, we muſt ſeek the cauſe in the Liver and Spleen. For 
I. cannot think that theſe Infirmities are the conſequences of the Cholick or Nephritick pain, 
wherewith the Patient has been troubled. Histhirfi and defire to drink Wine rather than Beer, 
- his loathing of meat.eſpecially that which is moſt firong and nouriſhing,belching,rumbling in 

his Guts, Wind,noiſe of the Stomach,and abſurd digeftion thereof,and ſwooning fits do argue

I” Rom her tender years and firſt childhood, the Patient has been found-to be ſubje@ to the 
Tiffick, becauſe when the Air is moiſt,and there is a new Moon, a new diſtillation does. 
more vehemently vex her. She has been often taken with-great and dangerous fits of the Mos 
ther, wherein both her underſtanding and all her ſences-periſh; and by vehemency of the ſubs 
focation, the ſmall veins of her neck, Eyes and Face do gape, fo that red ſpots do long after 
remain in thoſe parts. But ſheis eſpecially troubled with thoſe numerous obfiruQions of the 
Liver, by means of which ſhe has often fallen into long Feavers, and many-times' into/a: very 
ſtubborn Jaundice.

Let him abſtain fromall ſuppings,all liquid things, boyled A.ſh, fiſh, cheeſe, 
fruits and immoderate drink. Let him fced on fleſhes'of good juyce,and all roafted,or ſeldom 
boyled, which if he pleaſe he may dip in Sawces of Pepper, Ginger, Cinnamon, Nutmeg, and 
ſgynetimes Muſtard.

. long, time'had ſame Rudiments and Foundations, Sadneſsand Fear without occaſion which 

bave frequently troubled the Gentleman, Solitarineſs,deep and ſerious Cogitation,troubleſome 
ſleeping moleſted with Apparitions and ſundry Frightments do all proclaim Melancholy ;

\ Eyes, and a Vertigo or dizine(s and (wimming of his head b-ginning) an unability to fit con- 
ſtantly at his Study, are all ſizns and ſymptoms of an Head and Brain il|-affe&ted. And the 
pzrſeverance of the ſymptoms, and continuance of the whole Diſecaſe,do argue that in this 
Gentleman; it is not only by ſympathie and conſent of-the lower parts, that his Head is at- 
fected, but by a Diſeaſe proper thereunto,and bred immediately thercin : ſeeing it muſt needs 
be, that the Head ſhould in time be altered by the habit and humor of the lower parts, and 
partake of their faults.

For ſince the time he has been freed from the quartan Ague, he was taken with a pain in his 
Ieft Hypochondrium.and has ever fince been ſo tormented with a diſcaſein his ſpleen,that he 
was never able to lye vpon his left fide . and from hence the concoQion of his ftomach is of- 
fended by way of contagion, His appetite has been long time much dejeced. He is much 
troubled with belchings,and much ſpittle comes out of his throat into his mouth. Hence alfo - 
fancies, and dreadful dreams, alſo fear and ſadneſs, and a certain clowniſh kind of bafhfulnefs 
alwaics apt'to bluſh, and falſe and abſurd imaginations of fad and ſorrowful things.

The Letter of Mr. Mclinus a Phyſitian, to Mfr. Fertielius, propounding the © neſtion, 


Am not ignorant of the multitude of your Employments and troubles.For all that are trou- 
bled with any very grievous diſeaſe do flic to you for help,as to an Aſculapins, or Terrene 
Diety:which thing would peradventure have ſcared another man from writing to you. But I 
who know the fruitfulneſs of your witzand how eafie a thing it is for you to anſwer any que- 
ſtion propounded in the Art of Healing,: do know alſo, That ſame gentleneſs of your man- 
ners, which giyes cahie accels to all in a manner : and therefore I would not ſuffer my (clt to be 
longer vexed with that ſcruple, whereof T informed you in my latt Letters. Which it will be 
more eaſie for you to take out of my mind, than offer it to me to be taken out : which now I 
entreat you again and again, that you will be pleaſed to do. The former Winter I fell into an 
ulccrous wearinefs, which came of it ſelf, which praQtitioners(ifT miftake not) do call Pruri- 
zus, A while after I disburthened my liver and ſpleen 'with a gentle purge; Since that time 
puſhes have riſen in ſundry parts, very dry, and ticking very clofe, which being ſcratched off, 
black and thick blood came out. At laſt a furunculus or felon riſing upon the lower part of 
my right Leg, asalſo an Herpes or tetter, I was provoked' in my tifind to uſe ſtronger reme- 
dies. Whereupon 1 opened a vein, and took away about «three ounces of blood, and after 
the uſe of Whey,Prunes, Tamarinds,and ſuch like things,T purged twice vr thrice Jaftily, with 
Catholicon,S:nna, Confe&ion Hamech, ſometitmes adding Rhubarb,  By-which means and a 
few topicks, I was cured. Yet about eight daies after the tormer blood-letting, I again open= 
ed my Baſilica vein, and took away about two ounces of blood. But the Chyrurgeon which 
Claudius Lavallus Embaſſador from the moſt Cnriltian King, had ſent for to ears me,and 
the Phyſitians were of opinion that I ſhould loſe mach blood. Their reaſon was this:my blood. 
was very bad, and my age and firength were in their prime; or not mich declined : moreo- 
ver they daily uſed ſuch a kind of blood-letting, and that with good ſucceſs, But I follow- 
ing the mind of Galen in his fourth Buok of preſervation of Health, where he diſcourſes of 
ulcerous wearineſs coming of its own accord, of the Itch and Scabbineſs; I maintained that T 
was fo loſe very little or no blood at all; and that for revulfion ſake rather than evacuation. 
For thus he ſaies; When there is a coming ſhort of blood, or a proceeding beyond the ſame, a mart 
may boldly let blood ; which place of Galen 1 thus interpet, when the blood by under or over 
boyling is either crude or cholerick, then there is no danger in large evacuation thereof, But 
there wcre none of thoſe ſigns in my urine, which Galey a lictle before ſaid were arguments of 
crudity. Moreover, thelaft winter foregoing, I did cat for the moſt part only once a day : 
therefore that ſmall crudity would not perſwade me to draw much blood. Moreover my 
blood is not cholerick, or defiled with black choler : which is argued both by my temper and 
Ague which is now declining and the colour of my whole body which is yellowiſh lead-co- 
loured ; | alſo my by-paſt labours, cares, and long iudies, and therefore I ought not to bleed; 
For Galen alſo preſently adds to the ſpeech foregoing ; Where there is more, we muſt ali more 
warily;, where there is very much, in ſuch we muſt not let blood at all. And by and by after, he 
faies likewiſe; It is good alſo to view the quantity: as for examples ſake 3 if there be mw 
| ; - food 
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good blood, aud of the reſt of the Tuyees very much; verily, in ſuch perſous we ' muſt altain fron 
blood-letting, But if other Humors are little in quantity, and blood plemiyful, we may boidiy 1, 
bigod, This ſaying of Galen, has wonderfully afflicted me, to. this very day. For when blecd 
Comes a way impure, thick, black, or other waics faulty, molt Phyſitians and Chyrurgecons ar; 
wont-to take away, a great quantity : but when it is pure and florid, they ſpare it ; unic{; 
therebe over plenitude. in the veins,becauſe daily expericnce does ſhew *tis good to Ietblood 
in that caſe. And therefore cither there is now another way of curing an ulcerous wearine(s 

coming of its own accord, than there was in the dayes of Galen ( which indecd is true, if we 
conſider what Gale# has written of indifferent friction, that which is flow, and that which is

How to aſſwage the Symptoms. 


In very deed and in truth,all ſymptoms ceaſe,when the diſcaſe ſhall be throughly cured. But 
nevertheleſs,if during the time of the Cure, they ſhall vehemently rage, they muſt be pacified 
with a peculiar r:medy, eſpecially his palpitation of Heart, nd his fainting fits, - Asoften 
therefore, as either of theſe ſhall happen,rub his belly,loins, and thighs downwards, that a re- 
vullion may be made of the vapour creeping upwards, Alto 'Ict a large cupping-glaſs be 
fixcd to the lower part of his belly without ſcarritication, Let his b-Ily be provoked with a 
ſuppoſitory if it be bound. And apply to his Heart and lefi Hypochondrium this tollowing 
Epitheme, 5 

fake diſtilled waters of Plantane,Roſes, Purſlane, Bugloſs, Balm,Carduns Vinegar, each two ous- 
ces.In theſe diſſolve,of the three Sanders,of red Roſes pougered,of Amber.each three drams ; Trochisks 
of Camphire,half an ounce > Make an Epithem, and spply it blood-warm, 


Let him take inwardly the juice of fower Pomgranate, which is a moſt ſpeedy remedy in 
theſe fits. In want thereof, uſe the juyce of a Citron, or a Quince, or of Barberics. For by 
theſe the biting quality, and alſo the malignity of the humor is blunted, whereas contrariwiſe, 
*tis provoked and exaſperated with hot thingszand it in the fit,there will be leiſure to give him 
ſome of the Confe&ion aforeſaid, it will do him much good. 


His Diet. 


A good courſe of diet is of no mean force,both to cure the Diſeaſe and aſſwage the Symp- 
toms, without which ſcarcely any thing worth ſpeaking of,can be effetedin this Diſeaſe, He 
muſt wholly abſtain even by the counſel of Galen from all hot and fervent qualitied meats as 
moſt adverſe to him; ſeeing they both encreafe the fomenting cauſe of all the miſchief and 
malady,and exaſperate and provoke the fymptoms. He muſt therefore eat cold and moiſt meats, 
though the crudity of his ſtomach ſeems to perſwade the contrary ,as Veal, Kids fleſh,Capons, . 
Chickens, and young Pidgeons and theſe boyled with Lettuce,Purſlane,Sorrel, and Borrage, 
rather than roaſted: or if happly he ſhall delight to eat theſe meats roaſted, or Partriges, or 
little birds roſigd, let him dip them in ſome cooling and aftringent juices, as of ſorrel, fower 
Grapes, Pomgranates, or Quinces, or alſo Vinegar. For by theſe, the humour is dulled, and 
the ſowering fits kept off,as they are by ſugared things exaſperated.He muſt abſtain from ſalt 8 
aromatick things,let his bread be neither ſalted,nor too much fermented.Lethis wine be pale 
red, ſomewhat tart,& moderately aſtringent,that it may ſtrengthen the mouth of his ſtomach,and 
drive away his fainting fits; and let it be allaicd with good ſtore of water,leaſt it provoke va- 
pours, Let him ſhun all zich, white,thin, vaporous wine,as moſt hurtful for him.

whole Body. Which being accompanied with the Livers heat,as appears by rhe heat of the Pa- 
tient*s Hands and Feet, it argues:a Cachexy. very near at hand, and peradventure a Dropfic 
alſo; which having ſo manifeti rudiments and beginnings in his flouriſhing age, when he comes 
to decline and grow old they will bring him to his end : they muſt therctore be oppoſed with 
all pollible care and diligence. And-in the firlt place let his Dictbe pure, and let him abſtain 


from Inwards,and Tripes,and Feet. of Beaſts, and from much tith and Chceſe, and all clam- 


my roaping meat 3 and for about two moneths let him uſe no ſupping things: Let him avoid 
elutting himſelf, nor kt him eat ſo grecdily as he has been accultomed, He muſt by all means 
live more temperately,and pine himſclf, whatever come of it, and omit his Suppers. And let 
his Wine be little and temper*d well with water, and let him commonly ule fuch as is white 
and thin, Let him uſe frequent and firong'exerciſc 3 which if he cannot perform, let him 
ſupply the defect thereof with a thin diet. Nor can diſeaſes which have been long a gather- 
ing in the body be cured by diet alone,unleſsthe uſe of fome gentle Medicaments be added.

On the daies in which he purges not, an hour and an halt before meat let him take a Ta- 
ble or Lozenge of Aromaticum Roſatum, both to reliſt Crudities and help the digeſtion of his 
meat. 

For the fretting or eating that is in his lower gum, which is laſt of all deſcribed, mix Gin- 
ger powder one ſcruple; Burnt Allum one dram 3 Honey of Roſes one ounce i Herewith,as 
with a Liniment rub his Gum very hard twice or thrice a day.

-A S theſe Pains were moſt grievons and hard to ctrewhich did fo cruelly torment this Rea 
nowned Gentleman 3 ſo I perceived there was doubting touching their cauſe, and the 
place effeed about which the Renowned Phylitians could not agree, For though the pains 
were ſpred far and near, yet we did think there'was-ſorhk primary and peculiar feat thereof 
whereout it brake into other parts, This controverted Queſtion, being thereto intreatcd, 1 
did bricfly diſcuſs, that tHe ſcat of the. pain being known, ſorve proper Remedies might be he. 


ted and applied thereto. In thehir{t place therefore, his Urines being g60d both in ſubſtance 


and colour,and like to ſuch as are natural(fave that by continual lying of the Patient they were 
ſomewhat yellowiſh) without any gravel or flegm, did ſhew: that the Cauſe of the pain did 
neither belong to the Uretors, nor the Kidneys. Nor verily had the pain propounded the ap= 
pearance of a Nephritick pain, not was it ever known that a pain continued in the Kidneys 
three years together without the coming away of any matter, Nor could this pain be any waies

Let therefore his 
dict be of good juyccdrying and attenuating, very ſpare 3 let him eat the fleſh of Capons,Pid- 
geons,Turtles,Partridges, litt!e Birds, young Leverets and ſuch like, and. theſe roaſted rathet 
than boyled. Alſo Sawces will do well, eſpecially with Nutmeg, Ginger, and a litt!e Pepper 
in them. Wine though it be thoughtto help by its heat 3 yer becauſe with its Vapor and thin- 
neſs it {mites the Brain and Nerves,we muſt count it-moſt hurtful in this caſe.

retained,and any other Humors putrifying in the Wombare wont to acquire, Whereupon, fil-

The Anſwer of Myr. Fernelius; 


It muſt needs be a very great cauſe which vexes the Patient with fo many and ſuch grievous 
Symptoms 3 and I judg it tobe twofold: The former is in the firſt Region of her body,Visz. 
In her Stomach,Guts, Meſentery,and hollow part of her Liver; For theſe parts are filled and 
obftructed with thick Excrementitious flegm, which is the cauſe of her ſo long coſtivencG.For 


ſometimes it grows together in the Giats,eſpecially in the Colon,out of which we ſee it ſome- 


times drawn by force of a biting Clyſter. Hence therefore proceed the Cholick pains, which 


poſſeſs the whole Region of cher Belly: The other cauſe is in the heat of her Liver, for it 


breeds much Choler: which becauſe-it cannot be voided forth by the natural paſſages,becauſe 
of obſtrucions,it lows with the blood into the whole body. And that ſome of it is ſhed into 
the 'Stomach,appears by her Vomitingzin which bitter and cholerick Excrements do ſometimes 
come away after the flegmatick. This Choler in a flegmatick Body breeds a Semi-tertian A- 
gue, which ending by Sweat, leaves behind it Ulcerous or Flegmonous wearineſs, For the .. 
blood of her great or leſſer Veins, which are.in the habitof her Body,is not at all purged;but 
is defiled with fl:gmatick Choler, which is the cauſe of theſe wearineſſes. + | 

The Intention of the Cure is to purge her Body of theſe Excrements, - You muſt therefore 
prepare the Flegm with; Oxymel wherein Hyſlop,&c.is boyled, with an eighth part of Vinegar, 
and a fourth part of Honey, Alſo apply an extenuating and emollient Fomentation to her Belly, 
L:t her take every day a [harp Clyſter, wherein diflolve Hiera Dacolocynthidos and Diapbeni. 
cox, of each halt an ounce with Honey, . Sometimes give her a gentler Clytter, ro-fotren the 
dung and to make her Guts ſlippery, Once in a Week give her a potion made ot Rhubarb, 
Hiera ſimple and Diaphenicon. For Diaphenicon is neceſlary to bring thick and tough Flegm, - 
and without it, Rhubarb will not avail. Let her uſe at meals thin Wine allaycd with Water, 
and betwixt meals a Deco&ion of Guajacum or Wormwood, witiz Wine and Water. When 
her firſt Region ſhall be cleared; the ſecond and third muſt allo be freed with Remicdies not 
much unlike the former, Howbeit, I do not think it neceſſary to revel the humors out of the 
habit of her Body into her Belly, but that this Region is to be cleanſed by Sweating with a 
irong Decod&ion of Guajacum, or other mixt Remedies. . Let her'Dier bedry and extenyua- 
ting,wherein let her abſtain from all moiſt things: Her whole Body being well cleanſed, her 
Womb will be cured. But if nevertheleſs ſomewhat ſhall ſecrm to remain therein,it may be re« © | 
moved either by a ſuffumigation,a Peſſary or other things accommodated to that end.

Concerning a Child born on the two hundred and ſceond' day after Marriage, ſceing it was 

perfeQly ſhaped, and likely enough to live3 a doubt and queſtion has been raiſed, Whe= 
ther or no it were not conceived before the time of Marriage, and fo had fulfilled the com- 
pleat time of Nine moneths ? Secondly, Whether a Child born within fuch a compats of daies 


is to be judged a ſeven moneths birth,and of a juſt and good Age ? 


To the former Queſtion, Mſr. Fernelius anſwers. 


That the Age of anew born Child cannot by any figns ot tokens certainly be known;and 
Abortive Children which come before their time are ſometimes to' be ſeen compleatly formed 
and perfe& ; otherwhiles chey have no Hair, Nails, Lips,nor Eyc-brows,their Ears being hard- 
ly ſeperate from their Heads. Whereas I have likewifec ſeen an Abortive Birth 40 daies old, 
as big as half a Finger, with all its Members diſtin and ſometimes I have ſeen one in the 
third moneth repreſent a rude and undigetted Lump the Cauſe whereof is, the variety of the 
ſecd,and the (irength or weakneſs of the Formative Faculty which is therein, 


- The 
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The latter Dneſtion be Anſwers, 


That aChild born in the two hundred and ſecond day is to be counted a ſeven monethsBirth. 
For Hypocrates ad the Ancient Greeks, both Philoſophers and Phyſitians, who dilipently 
ſearched into this matter, were unacquainted with the Roman Moneths 3 for they meaſured 
them, as the Hebrews did by the courſe of the Moon : and a moneth conſiſts of 29 daies and 
an half, which is the ordinary ſpace betwixt two Moons, According to this Computation of 

the Year, which muſt be principally and puncually obſerved in the going of a Woman with 
_ Child, in the Decretory or Judicatory daies.' In a word, in all Medicinal Obſervations, this 


_ * Child,touching which the Queſtion is moved,was born on the 25. day compleat of the ſeventh 


moneth. Nor is it neceſſary(that it might be counted a ſeven moneths Birth) for it to abide. 
in the Mothers Womb ſeven moneths compleat : : and- ſeven daies over or under breaks no 
ſquares in this way of Account.For {o Ptolomexs and other moſt Renowned Afirologers have 
delivered in their Writings, viz. That the forces of the Stars which govern us do not conſiſt 
in a moment, but are contained within their Limits, and therein have power to work their 
Effe&s. And that a Child born in-the ſeventh moneth will live, beſides that it is celebrated 
by the Authority of Hypocyates and all Phyſitians, I have likewiſe by long Experience obſer- _ 
ved the fame to be true, The reaſon whereof muli be demanded of the Aitrologers, who 
place the firſt moneth of Conception under the Dominion of Saturn, and the ſeventh under 
the power of the Moon, which bettows life and firength upon all Living Creatures.

Hoſe Hzmorrhoids by you deſcribed which flow without pain are blind and inward:and 
| I conceive none of them are to be ſeen outwardly. And they(ſeeing they have been very 
long accuſtomed, viz, twelve years, to flow liberally) they ought not by any means to be 
quite ſtopped, leſt thoſe Inconveniences ſhould follow which Hypecretes mentions and fears. 
But ſeeing at this time immoderate running does weaken the body, and very much cool the 
Patients Liver, by which means the Jaundice, and perhaps a Cachexia does now appear and 
ſhew it ſelf at hand 3 it ſeems not only profitable but very neceſſary to ſtop them, Yet ſo, 
that every third or fourth moneth ſomewhat may be. ſuffered to run. / | 

They may profitably be ſtopped in this Conſtitution of our Patient to me deſcribed, not by 
Revultion with blood-letting from the Arm,or by Cupping-Glaſſes tixed tothe Hypochondria ;

His Gentleman was troubled with two Diſcaſes, which are very near of kin one to ano: 


| © ther: Theone was an Exulceration of his Kidneyzthe other was a light Exulceration ofhis 


Yard or Urinary Paſſage, with a fleſhy Knob growing thereto. That one or both his Kidneys 
were exulcerated, was known by his Urine, which was white,thick and matteriſh, in which the 
matter or quittor was ſeen to ſettle in the bottom. Allo becauſe the laſt Summer, after vehe-. 
hement Exerciſes and Labourshe voided bloody Urines. For when the Ulcer was bred, and 
that (as I conjeQure) by a ſtone fretting his Kidney which a few moneths before grew tn his 
Kidney. Now the Ulcer being grown fouler,inſtead of blood there came quittor, The figns of 
theUlceration of his Urinary paſſage are,that ſame heat and ſharpneſs which vexed him when 
he made water.and in that many moneths before he had been vexed with a foul and virulent 
Gonorrh#a, which is wont to £xulcerate this paſſage. And that to the Ulcer ill cured, there 
grew a fleſhy Knob, was xndwn by the difficulty of his making water,which came away iria 
ſtream no bigger than a very ſmall thread,and becauſe ſometimes his Urine was quite ſuppre(- 
fed. To cure theſe intangled Diſeaſes perfectly, was no eafie matter, An Ulcer of the Kidney 
does hardly ever deal, becauſe it is a Spermatick patt 3 and the fleſhy Knobs which grow in 
tho(e parts are with great difficulty, and very hardly cured, Yet ſometimes a Purgation does | 
g00d, either of Caſſia alone, or ſometimes with an addition of Rhubarb : The day aſter, twa 
drams of waſhed Turpentine will be good, Alſo to fup in the morning a Deco&ionof Marſh- 
mallow Roots and Red-Vetches,with Honey of Butter, will cteanſe the Ulcer- in his Kidney. 
Hydromel ſimple will do the ſame, if citherhe drink it to-quench his thirſt, or take a draughe 
at the beginning of his meals inſtead of Beer. Ido not approve of more vehement Remedies ; 
The fleſhy Knob muſt be rooted up,by frequently thruſting ina Catheter,that by the rough- 
neſs thereof ſome portion of the ſaid Knob may be gradually worn off; for this kind of Cure 
is ſhort and ready. Which nevertheleſs, if the Patient. cannot endure, a Wax-Candle muſt be 
thruſt in, which will dilate the paſſage,and flatten the Knob. And it may ſometimes be ſmear- 
ed witha Pouder,which will both conſume the Knob,and ſodder.up the Ulcer, ſuch as is this

Impoſhume or an Ulcer, Which nevertheleſs is neither in the Yard,nor in the Bladdcr, nor 
| In the Uretors, But ſecing it is without any ſence of pain, we thereby gather that it is in the 
Kidneys alone. And from them pretty large ſtones,and bloody Urine have often proceeded, 
which did then declare that an Ulcer was cauſed by the grating of ſtones upon the Kidney. 
And now that which comes away is ſordid and purulent : A perted& Cure is hardly to be hoped 
for z and diligent heed muſt be taken, that the quittor be not ſtopt nor kept in; for by that 
means rebounding and flowing back into other parts,it becomes the Cauſe of grievous Symp- 
toms, The beſt way will be gently to purge the Ulcer, and to procure a continual and free 
paſſage for the quittor. Let him therefore abſtain from all vehement motion of his Body and 

xerciſe ;, from ſalt, hot and biting things, leſt the Ulcer be exaſperated. It will be good for | 

him to uſe Hydromel for his Drink,eſpecially to make his firſt draught thereof,and ſometimes 
inſtead thereof, a Decoction of Barley will be good.

Alſo from all Fiſh that haveno ſcales,and which breed 
in muddy waters 3 for Beans and Peaſe, and all Cruſts, dough-baked Bread, Cheeſe, and 
all raw Fruits alſo from black and thick Wine,and that which is rough or ſweet. But you 
\ may eatof light meats,and ſuch as are eafie of Digeſtion, as the fleſh of young Creatures roſt 
or boyled : Let roots of Parſly or Fennel be boiled in your broths.

He voiding of Gravel in Urine, and the beginning of the ſtone in the Kidneys,in a conſti- 
" tution of body very cholerick,and the blood thereofibeing thick and earthy,is for the moſt 
part over ſcorched,ought thus to be prevented ; ſeeing thick and:clammy blood is the matter 
that breeds the Gravel,and the heat of the Liver and Kidneys is the efficent cauſe by burning 
the faid blood, and ſo turning the ſame into Gravel and Stones. He muſt keep a cool and 
moiſt diet, which does withal ſcour and moderately extenuate, without manifeſt heat. The 
flcſh of Chickens,Pigeons and Veal boyled with Lettuce, Marſh-mallows,Mallows or French- 
barlcy, and the broth thereof taken. in the morning is exceeding good, and ſometimes Barley- or 
cream with Sugar, And at other times he may eat fleſh roaſted or boyled, and _—_ G_

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| or dipped .in the juyce of Lemons3 which if it be not to be had, juyce of four Grapes, 'or of 
$orrel.,and ſometimes Vinegar may ſupply its place. Let his Wine be thin and weak. and very 
well tempered with water, For many profeſs they have been cured of theſe Infirmities, by ab- 
ſtaining from Wine,and drinking only Water, To rub the Back and Loins in the mornin .

ment, with a defire to make water and go to ſtool ? - Whether his Urine come away in a full 


fiream? Whether it be not ſtopped in the middle of its courſe ? For theſe are (ure figns of a - 
ſtone,cſpecially if the Patient have been at any time troubled with a pain in his Kidneys. But  . 


if none of theſe ſigns have appeared, you muſt ask him, Whether or no there comes not filthy 
iuff ſometimes from his Yard without ſenſe,and when:he makes not water ? If before or after 
the ſwelling of his Tefticle, the ſick man have been at any time infeed with the virulent 
Gonorrh#a? Whether his water come away in full ftream; or like a' {mall threed as it iwere ? 
If in the ere&ion of the Yard,or when it is handled, either any pain or Tumor is perceived; 
for then is a filthy and Fiſtulous Ulcer in the Neck of the Bladder,or-in the paſſage of the Yard 
it ſelf. And that the conjecture which 1s taken from theſe figns may be ſearched out and'cop- 
firmed by the Judgment of ſence, a Catheter muſi be gently thruſt in, that ſo the immediate 
and continent cauſe may be more certainly known; 

The place aff:&ed being at length known, and the proper original of his Malady, peculiar 
Remedies muſt be accommodated chereunto,and {uch,as*tis hoped, will do him good. And 
it any demwr ſhall happen, his pain in tnaking water muſt be aſl waged with an emollient fo- 
mentation, or ſuch as ſhall as afſwage pain, applied to his privy. parts, and ſometimes with a 


fomentation of luke-warm Milk. Alſo with an Oyntment which is'of the ſame faculty, the

T fe Diſeaſe which has been and. ” ogg clearly unfolded, although by a Qrious mixture: 
and uſual concourſe of Symptorhs, it ſeems to be very obſcure and new z yet if we ſhall 
more deeply ſearch into the force and nature of the figns.,both will-become apparent, an dthe 
' cauſe of the Diſeaſe will be found. by compariſon oft other Diſeaſes. The Cauſe of theſe 
Symptoms is not one {imple Diſeaſe, but comparing and weighing their Natures,we ſhall find 
three Diſeaſes intertwiſted, The one is an Inflammation of the Legs woke by fits, For 
Redneſs and Heats are figns of an Inflammation, which they term Phlogoſis, Yet it cannot be 
counted an Eryſipelas,leeing it does not ppſſels the Skin alone, but the Fleſh under. the fame, 
and the whole part ſwells into a great bulk..It remains therefore, that it is a Phlegmongqus in- 
flammation of the Legs: The immediate and continent cauſe whereof is thin and fervent blood, 
which offends the part not only by its redneſs and heat,but alſo by its immoderate quantity. 
Which being not .confined to one place, it does not cauſe that ſort of Phlegmon,which at laſt 
ends in an Impoſthume 3 but being equally diffuſed all the Legs over,it cauſes a Phlegmonous 
Tumor, which continues ſo long,that fervor of the blood being repreſſed, it is all either. mani- 
felily or-inſenſibly ditlipated and exhaled. Now this blood flows down from the whole Body, 
but eſpecially from the Bowels, and out of all the Veſſels, wherein at certain periods of time 


\. {tis wontto be colle&ed and to {uperabound, and that by means of the natura) conſtitution of 


the Patient. For ſceing both his temperament and habit of Body,his:Dict: and courſe of Life 
argue him to be ſanguine and apt to breed much blood,it happens at-certain ſet-times.that his 
whole body is (urcharged with blood, Which becoming troubleſome and burthenſome to. Na- = 
ture it is either by Nature driven, or falls of his own accord out of the Veins into: the Legs, 
being by ſome means or other become weak. Even as in thoſe that are of like Cogltitution,it 
breaks out in ſome at the Noſe,and in others by the Hemorrhoide Veios; and jn others by 0- 
ther wayes, And the very truth is,unleſs in this Gentleman the Paticnt,this ſuperfluity of blood 
did fall into his Legs,he would be in danger'either of ſudden choaking,or of the. breaking of 
- a Vein: ſeeing we ſometimes hear of great quantities of blood 'vomited up, not without the 
opening or breaking of a Vein,which comes either trom'the Liver orather neighbouring parts 
| and places in the Stomach. Now that this flux of blood into the Legs cames from the;whole 
Body,and all the Veins thereof, it plainly appears by fuch thingsas wearc informed do hap- 
pen at the beginning of the fit 3 viz, heavinels of his-whote body,a diſtending wearinek, ſhort- 
neſs of breath,head-ach, working and burning of theinward parts, Anxiety of Mind ; all 
which are Suymptoms of ſuperabundance of hot blood. briA one} 

The other Diſcaſe which troublesthe fick Gentleman,is Melancholy the Companion of In- 
flammation,and that kind of Melancholy,as I conceive,which we cal} Hypochondriacal.' For 
the pain which is wont to ſettle on his left fide, under the ſhort Ribs,. and the Palpitation of 
thoſe parts reaching as/high as his left pap, Anxiety of Mind,Sadnefs. Solitude, variety. of trou- 
| bleſome Dreams,dulnefs of Underftanding in adminiſtration of Aﬀaits,and in diſcourſing,with 
weakneſs of Memory 3 are figns which cannot be referred to any thing but- lilack: Cholex, 
. Whoſe vapours gliding into the Heart and Brain, are wont to cauſe fach-Symptoms as theſe 
and far worſe, Seeing a very great heat of his inner/bowels and hutmorshas contitiued;ſo ma- 
ny years 3 it can hardly be,but that a very great quantity of yellow Choleris burnt and turned. 
into black Choler, which being ſent into the Spleen,its proper receptacle,it ſhews the force of 
its Malignity. ; 

His third Diſeaſe is the involuntary going away of his Water, which happens commonly 
in his ſleep, fo that he never perceives ir. Nor is thisany effc& of the Inflammation or Infirmi- 
tics aforeſaid,nor need he to fear hereafter fuch a painful making of water as has formerly tor- 
mented him : But the cauſing of this. paſſing away of his Water isthe hurting of the oper 

| | | uſcle, 
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Muſcle,which cloſes the Neck of the Bladder : for by putting in of the Catheter,it is ffretched 
and torn,by which occaſion alſo much blood came away, And being thus hurt,it cannot per- 
form its office of ſhutting the Bladder. And ſo much for the knowledge of his Diſeaſes, and 
their cauſes.” The premiſſes therefore confidered,a perfect Cure may be hoped for of all theſe 
Diſeaſes, provided the Patient in his flouriſhing age wherein he is, and in the heighth of his 
ſtrength be ſo diligent as is requiſite, 


The Method of the Care. 


The laſt Diſeaſe of involuntary making of water becauſe it is very fingle,and he voids no fil- 
thy matter with his Urine,it may be cured only by aſtringents and ſtrengthening things.Such 
are the fomentation of his Privities with Roſes, Balauſtins, Plantane, Pomgranate-peels, and 
ſuch like things boyled in Smiths-forge water. And alſo Plaiſters of the faid materials, and of 
metalick fimples, as Lithrage and Allum, Bole-Armenick and Maſtich made up with Myrtle, 
- Oyl and Vinegar. And if theſe things extcrnally applied do not help, they muſt be injeded 
with a Syringe, that they may.tough the part affe&ed. For fo their uſe will be found much 
more effecual, | 
 Theother two infirmitics becauſe they are in ſome ſort complicated,and the one is the effe& 
of the other, there is in a manner one and the ſame Cure for both. That ſame Inflammation 
of his Legs coming by tits may pollibly be hindred and cured,only by obſerving a good Diet, 
and courſe of living. But the Mclancholy infirmity requires ſome Cure. Therctore, to purifie 
his blood and whole Body, every fifth or fixth day purge him with a Syrup made of juyce of 
Bugloſs, Borrage, Fumitory, Hops, Sorre), and ſuch like, adding to every pound of the juyces 
four ounces of Senna,and half an ounce of Cinnamon, and a pound of Sugar, The doſe where- 
of muſt be two ounces tempered with Whey. If he ſhall be much troubled with melancholy 
Symptoms,give him on the daies between his purging the like Syrup made without the Senna. 
Alſo I preſcribed him an EleQuary of the Species Letificans Galeni, Diambra © de Gemmis 
made into Lozenges,with Sugar difſolved in Bugloſs-water. Uſe no {tronger purge, nor open 
hereafter any Vein,unleſs ſome greater necellity ſhall happen. But the Hemorrhoid Veins may 
eaſily and very profitably be opened, if they happen to ſwell,or are fuller than ordinary,and 
apparent in any meaſure 3 and that cither with a Lancet or Leeches,or Medicaments. Add 
hereunto ſuch a Diet as may breed good, thin, moderately cold and moiſt juyce, namely fuch 
as all men commend in the caſe of Hypochondriacal Melancholy. Now the cure of the Inflam- 
mation of his Legs returning by fits,does chiefly herein conſiſt,viz, That he live ſparingly,and 
with a thin Diet pine himfelf with hunger and thirſt, and keephis blood and humors in a mo- 
derate quantity,ſo as not to burthen and trouble Nature,. Let him therefore uſc means of good 
Juyce cold and moiſt,and of indifferent Nature, and let him eat leſs by halt than he has been 
accuſtomed to do. Let him(if the ſtrength of his Stomach will give leave)abſiain from Wine 
two or three moneths. And inſtead thereof, let him drink either {mall Beer,or Water ſeaſoned 
with Cinnamon,or a Decodtion of Guajacum. It alſo he procure himſelf to ſweat,and make 
his body more open, I conceive it will do him very much good, In' the whole courſe of his 
life, let him- ſhun ſtrong Wine, ſurfeiting and full feeding : For all the hope of his Cure does 
conſit in a cooling and ſpare Diet. I do not approve of their Judgment that would have 
him drink Aſſes-milk, becauſe milk. in an hot and cholerick confiitution is ſoon corrupted, 
' nor does the Patient fall away in his fleſh. Much leſs do I like of the uſe of Baths 3 becauſe 
they by melting and diſſolving the Humors cauſe fluxions : now his body is afflicted with di- 
vers defluxions already, ' Now that the Humors may not hereafter fo readily fall into his.

When the Humors 
of his head ſhall ſeem for the moſt part difſipated, you ſhall apply ſuch Medicaments to his - 
neck and back-bone, which I know you have copies of, written. down, And for the ſtony-knobs 
on his Joynts, certain plaiſters which'you may remember I preſcribed at large for Mſr. de 
Chauvigne. When by the continuance of theſe Remedies, you have quite curcd all thejoynt 
pains and theRnobs,and filuckt\up the diſkaſe by the roots; in.the laſt, place his joynts muſt be 
ftrengthencd with Medicincs provided to that end : of which likewiſe you have good fore, 
But before the cure come to that forwardneſs, I hope I ſhall fee you again :. If by thele Re- 
mediesthe Gonorrh&a ſhall not be quite rooted up,fuch things muſi be conveyed into his yard

Iargneſs of the Child, and the narrowneſs of the wombs neck, and the weakneſs both of 
the Child and Mother : they are ſometimes ſo hidden and obſcure,that the beti Phylitianggan= 
not find themiout, And ſometimes it happens through a peculiar nature ot the womb,thatfhe 
Child isnot therein rightly ſcituate,though the woman hath-not tranſgreſſed inexternal things, 
as £00 ſtrait lacing of her {clt, violent motion of her mind or body,and ſuch like. And when I 
ſeriouſly meditate of the cauſes of that ſame. hard labour wherewith this Gentlewoman is 
troubled.I tind it tobe a peculiar nature of hex Womb, whence it comes to pals, that when by 
the mixture of both ſeeds the Child is ſhaped, it comes to have a depraved (cituation. For 


I Tis hard to judge of the cauſes of that good womans difficult labour concerning whom you 


your letters to me do not mention any external or internal manifeſt caules, which might bring 


-. this hard labour unleſs peradventure we ſhould blame the weaknels of the Child, whereby ic 
is not able to affitt the labours of the mother to bring it forth. And there 1s, truly,ſome reaton 
to conjecture the weakneſs thereof : ſecing you lignitie in your letter, that her womb ſettles 
downwards,now when ſheis gone but four moneths and an half,at which time the Child is not 
ſo great asto be aburthen to her.

Touching blood-letting,l cannot certainly tell what to adviſe, 
her womb being ſo weak, and falling ſo m uch downwards, Yet if there appear the figns of 
blood abcunding,you may take away two ſmall poringers. As to the latter end of your letter, 
| wherein you defire of me ſuch Remedies as may cauſe eafie Labour, then when -Nature ſhall 


ſet her ſelf to exclude the Child, I have always judged that emollient Clyſters are of great 


force 3 and then certain Liniments and ſoftening oyls, to anoint her belly and loyns. To the 
fame intent,a ſyrup made of Cinnamon, Saffron,and powder of-Date>ſiones, with Trochisks 
of mirrh is very cffeual, Galen commends Caſtorium in this caſe, which is able to bring a- 
way the dead Child. The Ancients have commended. the ſtone At3tes or Egle ſtone to facili- 


tate womens labours,being applyed to their thigh 3 and to hinder Abortion, being applycd a» 
bove the Navil.

And 
that is moſt of all troubleſome,that ſhe feels a perpetual coldneſs in her head,of which ſhe ve- 
hemently complains. For to ſtop this defluxton;moſ learned Phylitians have appointed very 
many Medicaments 3 whereby they have provided both for the health of her whole body, as 
alſo of the parts affeted,her Head and Lungs howbeit there is as yet no good done,the fame 
ſymptoms continuing,which did before trouble her : and therefore ſhe defires Remedies from 
me,to ſtop that old defluxion of Rheum into her Lungs, and to free her from theſe inconvent-

XJ 7X TE have communicated our minds one to another, touching Perſons troubled with the 
'Y Stone in our former Letters,ſomewhat more briefly than to ſatisfie cither of us; And 


have promiſed that I will briefly handle ſome certain Heads or Points, which, though common; 
are far from vulgar. W_ EAA 
"They are far, I ſay, from vulgar, becauſe I know not what, for an opinion has gotten head 
touching the uſe of Diuteticks, and ſuch like things 3 which Hercales himſelfis not able to pluck 
up by the Roots. Which work is ſo much the. harder, becauſe ſome principal Women, and 
who are highly eſteemed by the common People, do Magnihe their Diuxetick powders and 
ſimples, and offer them to the Diſcaſed freely of their own accord, ſo that it ſeems now to have 
the force of a Law. But as one exccllently well ſaid, They conceive witty, Rich and wealthy 
Perſons, and of aged experience, worthy to be believed and truſted, wherein peradventure 
they are miſtaken : but the opinion of the vulgar people can hardly he - changed, and there- 
z#nto they ſquare all things 3 both thoſe that judge and thoſe that follow their fadcy. Whercin 
conliſts a great Error,and of very large extent, far and wide : But eſpecially in this Diſeaſe, the 
foreſaid Error holds, Which nevertheleſs is a Diſeaſe of ſo great conſequence; that *tis reputed - 
the Croſs and Torment of Men 3 and wherein many times the Induſtry of the Phyſician lan- 
guiſhing and becoming quite mute 3 we ſee. in him rather a ftupid blockiſhneſs, than the new 
invention of a profitable Remedy : And yet who does not profeſs the axt of driving out Gravel, 
and of waſting the Stone > No .old Wite but has her Desks and Boxes, ſtone-breaking and 
ſtone-forcing powders. Yet there is nothing wherein the common people are more blind and 
Ignorant, and *wherein the Indufiry of the Phyfician grows cold. But if poſſible, let us be- 
.* come wiſer than others. Now certain Heads are to be by us, debated : 1, Whether the vul- 
gar ule of Diureticks be ſafe or not ? 2 What that ſame. Snivel and Flegm-is which grows 
in the Bladder of choſe troubled with the Stone, and which they void ? 3. Whether it be ſafe 
to ſcour that flegm away by ltone-breaker, or it be not better to let it alone? 4. Whetherit is 
beſt to temper the ſharpneſs of Urine or not, ſzeing Acrimonious Urine has certain faculties of 
"Its own, for it isof a ſcouting Power? 5, We are toencuire what means that of Hypocrates, 
Apalunaikai Malacunai, to make tender and to ſoften ? Whether it be not only intended 
before the uſe of Hellcbore to avoid Convultions: and contrariwiſe, whether it bz not dange- 
Tous to {often and weaken the body of the Kidneys with Fomentations? 6, The laſt quettis 
 -on is touching the conſent of the Kidneys with the upper or lower Parts : Why the left 
Kidneys do not ſo uſually ake as the right ? why there is notin like meaſure an equal Sympa- 
_ thy of the Kidneys, with the upper as with the lower parts, ſeeing they lie in the middle of 
the Body 3 And hrit as touching the Diuretick or Urine-forcing Medicines, -Galen confutes 
their opinion, who give hot and biting things promiſcuoully to all perſons troubled with the 
ſtone. For the body is to be conlidered, and the matter it ſelf, and the cfhicient cauſe. If the 
Body be very fat, intemperate, given to Oluttony za man muſt deal otherwiſe than he would 
do if his Patients body were lean, Cholerick, full of hot and dry Heat, For a groſs and fat 
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body faſting, and the ule of attenuating things is good : . but to an hot and. cholerick perſon 
faſting, is not good; nay, it is dangerous, as cauſing more matter to be heaped up. And the uſe 
of Diureticks-is very good in the others, but in theſe latter dangerous; And the ſame Author t 
diſtinguiſhing Arthritick and Diuretick Medicaments, will have them to be Diureticks, which 
., are of forcible heat and Acrimony, and they do diſſolve, melt and ſeparate. And both of them 
do the ſame thing to perſons that have the ſtone, as to perſons diſeaſed of their Lunge, and 
therefore they ate forbidden to them both. But in the Diſeaſes of the Lungs, becauſe while 
they melt and ſeparate the ſerous or wheyith ſubſtance, they render that which remains more 
Riff and hard to be brought up. Secondly, when Milk-provokers are diſtinguiſhed from ſuch 
things as move the Courles; the latter mult be more biting, and hottes, becauſe the womb draws 
not to it ſelf: contrariwiſe, Milk-provokers ought to be leſs hot, becauſe both blood of it {{4f 
goes to the Dups, and is drawn thither : and why then do we uſe things ſo hot and biting to 
purge the Kidneys,feeing they have a moſt ſtrong attractive faculty 2 It is one thing to be ab. 
{oJutely Diurctick, another to have the power of moving Urine, another to have the power to 
waſt and weare the ſtone, or to cut the matter. Such- as cut ſtony collections, though they cur, 
yet ought they not to be very hot. For too much heat contracts and renders the ſtone hard 
and compact by drying it, but does not.cut the ſame nor divide it. And therefore thoſe things 
- Which dry not and moderately heat, do breed Milk; ſuch things as heat more, zn41 dry-not' 
very xn provoke the Courſes, and both provoke Urine: as allo ſuch things as heat and 

dry ; and-they are termed Diureticks, not becauſe they al:ne move Urines , but becauſe the 
move nothing bat Urines, neither Milk nor Courfes, But ſometimes Diurcticks. arc to be uſed, 
other whiles Ureticksz and theſe latter, when we would. lenihe, moiſten and diſſolve the 
body of the ſtone, but not to melt and diſlolve. it by taking away the thinner part, and ren- 
dring the thicker more ſtubborn and rebellious to work upon. For things that moitien and 
co0l, and withall in fome meaſure move Urine; becauſe they correct the dryneſs, they remove 
the occaſion of more contumacions concretion or growing together of the ftony matter. The 
Author of the Book of Kidney-difeaſes, who ever he were, waſts the ſtone with things of a 
lnkewarm temper. For hot Urine-provokers harden the ſtone, but Inkewarme things by little 
and little diminiſh the ſame, and make it not barder. For ſeeing the ſtone is gathered and 
compatted by over-much heat, Iuke-warm things are good, as being contrary to thoſe things 
which did breed the ſtone. But Diuretick and very hot things do make the ſtone harder : But 
' when there is as yet no ſtone, or it is not great, ytt Obſtruction is cauſed by Gravel, and by 

thick, and clammy TFayces, then you may ſafely adminiſter hot things, and ſuch as open obſtru- 
Gions. Which is the Counſel of Galen, when he: cxplains thoſe rwo words, Leptunai, and 
Hapalunai, to attenuate and to ſoften; fo as Leptznai to attenuate, is to be referred to the 
Humors, Hapalanai to ſoften, is to be- referred to the folid Members. Although, fates he; 
we do not give Hellebore, it is good that the Humors be thin, and the body of the Kidneys 
ſoft, that the Humors may eafily. paſs through them. For” the ſtone will never begin to breed, 
if a man ſhall have his Humors alwaies thin, and the . body of his Kidneys ſoft. And that. I 
may conclude, it is-one thing to conſider, the fand it ſelf and gravel to be voided, and- ano- 
ther to conſider the ſtone, which either is made or in making, For the Gravel, and apainſt 
 Obſtrudtions, Diureticks, and things ſomewhat ſharp, as detergents or {courers will be g 0d: 
but for the ſtone in making, ſuch as hinder its encreaſe, as ſcour away the ' adhering Gravel, 
cut and attenuate the glue, and ſodder the ſtone. But for the ſtone already made, ſuch 
things are good as foften, and have a certain lukewarm faculty, eſpecially that the ſharp, bi- 
ting: and dry heat may be tempered, which is the compacter 'and baker of the ſtone If: the - 
law of Contrariety is to be obſerved, a Phyfician muſt oppoſe what is thick by ſuch things as 
attenuatez what is hard, by things that ſoften; what is clammy and*tough, by things which 
divide and cut, Now openers and Diaphorcticks have mixt forces; for Openers have a 
mixture of the powers of things which divide and make thinz and Diaphoretick, of the powers 
of Attenuaters, Aperitives and Detergents 3 for {o the waies being opened, and the humor 
attenuated, that will be ſcoured off which was faulty, and forced into the Skin , to be dri- 
ven out by ſweat and exhalation. And now for that ſame Snivel of Flegmatick matter 
which grows together in the Bladders of ſuch as are troubled with the ttone, whence 
comes a Flegmatick ſnotty Urine:, And Mfr, Fernelizs reckons, that ſuch, an Urine pro- 
occds cither from an. Ullcer, or a ſtone contained in the Bladder, It reſembles _ 
| which

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which Women uſe about their Cloaths, or rather the Mufilage drawri out of ſeeds infuſed in 
lukewarm water. *Tis incredible what a deal of this Mufilage is voided by one that has a ſtone 
 jn his Bladder, Nor ceaſes it tobrecd in a Bladder with a ſtone. till the ftone be taken out. _ 
* But when the fione is taken away, its no longer voided, The Cauſe whereof is known to few, 
and requires more time and letfure to {peak of, It is bred alſo in thoſe who have had a malig-. 
nant Gonorrhza, whence breeds the fleſhy knob in the piſ8-pipe. For while that which is 
thin is voided forth, and the thick ſettles to the bottom, and Nature becauſe of its thickneſs and 
the ſtraitneſs of the paſſages cannot ſoften it; hence ſometimes a ſtone is bred. Sometimes the 
Urine is ſtopped; Hence the whole bladder almoſt is ſometimes taken up, whiles it ſticks to the 
walls of the bladder,and there encreaſes: hence the Patients: have a continual provocation to 
- make water, and many are brought to their laſt end. The Queſtion is, whether it be ſafe to ſcour © 
off and cleanſe away the forcſaid flegmatick ſnivel by the uſe of detergent or ſcouring Medica- 
ments; For in the hiſt place, according to Hypocrates, it is as it were a glew, whereby the Gra- 
vel is combin'd and united into the form of a ſtone. Moreover it ſuppreſſes the Urine; and third 
ly it falls ſometimes by its abundance the whole bladder, whence neceffarily death muſt follow. 
Now ſometimes it is convenient to cleanſe the fame away, and ſometimes ſnivel is ſer- 
viccable to aſſwage the pain, For it daubs and covers the ſtone with its clammineſs; whence its 
roughnels 1s made ſmooth, and cauſes leſs trouble, Alſo it blunts the ſharp corners of the ſtone 
by daubing and clamming the ſame. And therefore it makes the Patients life more ſweet and 
eaſefull, And haply (if my conjefture may find place) Nature by an inconſiderateand fortuitous _. 
prudence doth ſuggeli this flimy matter, that the ſtone may be made thereby leſs offenſive.Nor 
is there any need to ſcour away this flegm and mulilage, which, would otherwiſe mitigate the 
Paticnts pains. For as long as it is not in ſo great quantity, as to fill the cavity of the bladder, fo 
much profit comes thereby, that the ſtone being daubed therewith, becomes familiar to the blad- 
der, and by that means much leſs pains do happen in making, water. As touching the Urine, 
whether or no it ought to belenified and tempered, may be reaſonably queſtioned : for what 
need have we to ſeek detergents and {courers from abroad, when we have an equivalent reme- 
dy at home. For the Urine does purge, ſcour, and waſh away . Yea, and ſome Stone-cutters 
- after they have taken out the Stone, do judicioully forbear to put any detergent -and purging 
Medicaments into the Ulcer, becauſe the Urine. coming that way, doth by its cleanſing faculty 
ſupply their place. And when in perſons ſubject to the Stone, the Urine is tempered to avoid 
pain, it loſes ſo much of its cleanſing faculty. ButI leave this 'to the conſideration of others. 
*Tis now time to come to the laſt Queſtions concerning the proper ſenſe of the words Apalu- 
nai and Leptunein, I have already ſpoke occaſionally. Hypocrates ſeems to require a certain ſoft- 
ning of the Kidneys when they are too hard, and an exact attenuation or thin- making of the 
' humors, but that principally, becauſe he ſpeaks of an Heleborate medicament, which is uſeful in - 
young bodies and old diſeaſes, which cannot be ſtirred without a Lever, Now this ſoftning of 
' the more ſolid bodies is therefore procured, that the Patient may not incurr the hazard of ſuffoca- 
\ tion, and that there may be no great occaſion of a convulſion. But Galen docs more largely ex- 
' tend the ſenſe of thoſe words of Hypecrates: And though we uſe no Hellebore, - yet he thinks * 
the more ſolid body of the Kidneys ought to be looſened and mollified, But in Fomentations 
bathing and ſoftening; great caution muſt be uſed, for three inconventencies follow. In the 
firſt place, frequent Fomentations effeminate the fleſh : alſo, by cauſing weaknels, it weakens | 
the, expulſive faculty eſpecially, ſo that it cannot ſo well quit it {elf of what is moleſtful. Third- 
ly, thought I grant there may be great occalions to nſe theſe medicaments 3 yet when the 
body of the Kidneys is made effeminate and ſoft, they become more apt- to receive Excre- 
ments from the whole body, whence a relapſe is occafioned. But the Phylician - muſt uſe ſuch 
cere and providence, that when there is uſe of Baths and Fomentations, before he diſmiſs the 
Patient, he may again ſtrengthen the parts which have beeen for a time looſened and ſoftened: 
leſt (as Galen ſpeaks) they be brought to a Rheumatick diſpoſition, which is nothing but a 
- facility and pronenels to receive excrements flowing thereto from the whole body. But how 
far the uſe of theſe ſofteners muſt extend, it belongs to the prudent and diſcreet ' Phyfician to 
. conſider, Moreover, the laſt queſtion has a certain latitude: For the matter propounded 
is the conſent of the Kidneys, with the upper and lower parts. Why the left parts, when 
the left Kidney is troubled, are more vexed than the right parts are, when the right 
- Kidney is diſeaſed ? Whether the upper lower parts do equally ſympathize mw = 
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diſcaſed Kidney, ſceing it is ſeated in the middeft betwixt both. And in the firſt place, when parts 
are diſeaſed, it is very good to know whether they are affected ut themſelves, or by ſympathy 
with ſome other parts. And Hypocrates did not impertinently at firſt admoniſh, that the difley- 

; ences of the pains in the ſides or breſt, and other parts was to be obſerved; as in ſome, the parts 


\ behind the midriffand the ſhoulder blades are pained) in others the thigh is nummed; yea, and in 


the ſame part there is a difference of the pains; for onepain is dull, the other ſharp, in which caſe 
the prudent covtideration of the Phyfitian is deſired. For the common people, and ſome unskil- 
ful Phyſitians do frequently by miſtake attribute the cauſe of the pain to a Catarrh,when it whol- 
ly belongs to the. Kidneys, and all the cuie is to beapplicd to them. Aid therefore Hypocrates, 
- an excellent Teacher writes thus, Thoſe who being diſeaſed in their Kidneys, bave pains about 
the Muſcles of their back: bone if they ariſe aboitt the external parts; expett an Impoſthume out- 
wards, &c, . Whereupon, the molt learned Arculanus, -among ſigns of an Impoſthume in the 
Kidneys, eſpecially in the coats of the ſaid Kidneys, reckons a difficulty in bending of the back, 
.. a troubleſome Cough, and that the Patient cannot eaſily Rand or go upright. And yet many {6 
aftected have becn by Phylicians cured, as if they were troubled with a Catarrh, whereby they 
have loſt all their labour. And amongſt the ret, diigent.attention ought to be given to what 
- Hypocrates writes, touching the ſundry forts of Diſcaſes Ich molett the Kidneys. - In expli- - 
cating whereof, he writes, that among other concomitant ſigns of Diſcaſes in the Kidneys, are 
pains in the Breſt and Thighs. Yea verily many. have been cured for the Pleurifie, when as the 
chick cauſe of the Diſeaſe was.the Kidney, either having a ltone in it, or otherwiſe diſeafed. 
Hypocrates celebrates two humors as chief” cauſes of Kidney- Diſeaſes, viz. flegm and choler, 
And it is to be obſerved, that great care be had, leſt the greatneſs of. the Kidney deceive us, 
eſpecially ſuch a greatneſs as ſome long and hidden diſeaſe has cauſed. For a Phylician is often 
- thereby deceived, believing that it is a tumor in. the Spleen, and that thoſe pains which ariſe 
_. often under the baltard ribs, are from the Spleen,whercas they proceed wholly from the growth 
_ of the Kidney. For diſſecion alone after the Patients death, declares that which the Prudence 
of Phyſicians could not attain unto. And therefore in the ſame part there are ſundry ſorts of 
pain : In the Kidney an heavy pain, and two wayes heavy; for that is truly heavy which carties 
with it a ſence of heavineſs, and bareiz odzne, an heavy pain, is Oxeia, a ſharp pain. For both 
_ theſe pains happen: The truly heavy, it the {fione lie in the ſubſtance of the Kidneys ; alſo if 
the ſubſtance of the Kidneys be inflamed. An acute pain, when other parts than the ſubſtance 
of the Kidneys are pained, as the coat incompaſſing the Kidneys ( and it may be pained by a 
one contained in the ſubſtance of the Kidneys by diſtention, in caſe the ſolid ſubſtance of the 
© Kidneys be dificnded ) the inner cavity of the Kidney, the Veins and Arteries which are termi- 
nated into the Cavity of the Kidneys, and the originals of the Uretors. This is the true Judg- 
ment of Galen concerning the cauſes of pain in the Kidney : Concerning which three occaſional 
Queſtions may be asked. Firtt, whether the Kidney may be inflamed, . without" inflamation of 
other parts 3 viz. The Veins and Arteries, becauſe he ſayes there is an heavy pain, that is with 
a ſence of feavineſs joyned thereto, when the ſubſtance of the Kidneys is inflamed, which would 
| not happen if the Veins and Arteries were inflamed : for the pain would then be acute or ſharp. 
Secondly, whether or no when the Veins and Arteries are inflamed, the pain is acute z For it 
ſeems not. Thirdly, whether or no to make an acute pain; it be neceſſary that all the foreſaid .. 
parts be affected together at one and the.ſame time? --viz. .The inner cavity of the Kidney, the 
'. mouth of the Uretors, the: Veins, Arteries, and alſo the coat it (elf; or that they be affected ſe- 
. verally ? of which-I ſhall diſpute no more in this place, but leave this ſcruple in the minds of - 
the Readers. I come now to the nuramednels. | 
© There was long fince a prime Phytician(as a mans reaſon and underſtanding is apt to miſtake) 
| who applied Remedies to one that had a numneſs in his Leg, as fearing that: he would fall into 
the Palſicz until. a more quick-fighted Phyſician declarcd the numneſs to be no beginning of 
the Palfie, but a ſign of a diſcaſe in the Kidney of the fame fide: And at laſt the truth was 
diſcovered., I {ce Galen and the Author of the Book of Kidney-Diſcaſes do a little vary; For 
thus {ayes Glen, A numneb is cauſed in the Thigh, by xeafon of the conjunEtion of the Veſſels 
xetting upon the back, viz. The Vena Cava, and the great Artery with the Kidneys and the 
Thighs : for they ſhoot very large into the Kidneys, but into the Loins they are not inſerted 


: large. But thoſe who conceive the Kidneys are coupled to the Thighs by the Urinary paſſages 


or. membranes-or nerves,or the Peritonzum, are unskilful in Anatomy, 


- 
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This is the opinion of the other Author when the ſtone is bred in the Kidneys, that Vein is 
affected which deſcends unto-the Thighs : for they are both from one branch of the Vena Cava, 
which Nature has diſiributed to the lower, parts. Now the Vein which go. s into the Thighs be- 
ing tilled, the Nerve or Muſcle 1s compreſſed, whereupon the aniral ſpirit docs nbt paſs unto = 
| the Thigh. Here mention is made of the Nerves, but in the other not: And one thing is to be 
noted, which the fame Author oblerves,viz, That in the diſturbance cauſed' by a fone in the - 
Kidncy, one or other of the Teſticles is drawn back, according as the right or left Kidney is af- 
feted. And how that comes to paſs, they ſhew from Anatomy: It remains that we reaſon about 
- the ſubverſion oftheftomach, and difficulty of breathing. The Kidneys (faith he) are placcd 
| befides the Back-bone, behind the Gutsand Stomach. Therefore a certaia violent diſtention 
being made in the Kidneys bythe mutualties, the,diſeaſe paſſes to the Guts and Stomach, . and 
thence the diſorder aſcending the Stomach is made ſick. And now happens that ſame painfull 
diſtention, ſeeing the Kidneys by reaſon of their ſolidity are not firetched. For there is a certain 
' contrary endeavor when the veſſels are (tretched; and the body of the Kidneys by reaſon of their 
{olidity does not give way. Alſo they conceive, that tcertain ſhortneſs of breath ariſes; by rea- 
ſon of the Midriff, which in its lower part is furniſht. with the Peritonazum, a coat which apper- 
tains unto the Kidneys, and above with a Membrane, which is-ftretcht out before the Ribs. In 
that the Midriff ſuffers with the Kidneys, being an Inſirument of free-breathing, it 4s a cauſe of 
ſhortneſs of breath, But certain Anatomilts (. as Nature ſports her ſelf with. variety in ſeveral 
bodies) while they diligently follow the propagation of the Nerves, have found. a.' remarkable 
part of thoſe Nerves arifing from the fixth pair, inferted into the Kidneys: which” part paſles 
through the middle of the Midriff, and reaches as far as to the Claviculz or Chanel bones. 
Hence arifes-difficulty of breathing, and a ſort of Orthopnza. Whereupon a Perſon of: Quality 
being troubled with a Diſcaſe in his Kidneys, and having withal the Orthopnza,moſt men accu- 
{cd an hidden diſeaſe of his Lungs: others of more underſtanding, judged all came from his 
Kidneys, and that there was no fault in his Lungs. They ſet themſelves to cure his Kidneys, and 
he recovered . And trueis that ſaying of Hypocrates, + Touching '*moſti hard and un-apparent 
Diſeaſes, opinion judges rather thanart. As for the conſent of upper and lower parts, let us 
hear only Arculanus : There are other Symptoms, when the right Kidney-is diſeaſed, others 
when the left. When the right is troubled, the Liver is co-aftected, and the upper parts ra- 
ther than any others : If the left, the evil is communicated rather to the lower parts. . Is this - 
true? Do they differ in fittation ? Or are they equally placed betwixt the upper and lower 
parts? .The Anatomiſts muſt reſolve us in this particular. I ſhall ſpeak of one thing by the.way, + 
which ſome have obſerved : When there is a like cauſe of pain in both Kidneys, more and 
greater troubles ariſe from the lcft Kidney diſeaſed, than from the right, becauſe as they Gay, the 
Gut Colon where it touches the left Kidney, 1s much narrower than where it touches the right 
Kidney. Of which, conſult Anatomy, And becauſe leſs ſerious and ſporting matters are ſome- 
times to be joyned to ſerious, that the leſs ſerious may ſomewhar lighten the labour taken to un- 
derſtand the more ſerious; I will alledg one thing from Hypocrates, which ſeems in ſomeſort to- 
be reckoned among Miracles. A certain Man named Moſcheus, was. exceedingly given to 
breed ſtones; a little {welling broke out upon his upper Eyc- lid, which was the occaſion of the 
breaking away of his lower Diſeaſes. From this place, it ſeems the ſwelling which roſe on the 
Eye- lid, apart far diſtant from the Kidney, did cure the man of the ſtone : Which is a kind of a 
monſirous thing; One Interpreter refers the cauſe thereof to the Brain, from whence he draws 
a certain original of ſtones, becauſe the Brain affords a cold matter, which is the cauſe of the 
ſtones growing and being congealed together. Which matter when it drives not downwards, 
it breeds ſomething reſembling ſtones m the Eye-lids or other bordering parts. And he brings 
an example from his own Father; who being troubled with the Strangury and Stone, cauſing 
himſelf to vomit, and diligently purging his Brain, he was freed from thoſe troubles, I donot 
_ condemn the Opinions of others; every mans judgment is his own, and free, And it is better 
to invent ſome reaſon or other, than paſs over an Author's Text unexpounded. But I expect 
ſome others will give light to that obſcure place with more accurate judgment : But, to dif- 
courſe over- long and over-accurately to an Artiſt, were to bring Owls to Athens, or Coals to 
 New-Caftle, according to the Proverb. Farewel, "—_

Thoſe more 
effectual Remedies were to be -.fetcht from 
the ſhops of the Chymiſts. , And for better 
retention, they were-to be well taſted , and 
to be given at fach times as her vomiting 
was lea(t urgent. 
that from. noon to bed-time ſhe was not vex- 
ed with - vomiting; I conceived her Medica- 
ments were to be given, in the After-noon.

593..Monſicur Gerard, Councellor in the 
Court of Accompts, Subſidies, and Royal 
Exchequer, being fixty three years of Age, 
had bcen ſick of a double Tertian five weeks, 
in which time many Remecdics had been ap- 
\ plied by another Phylitian 3 * a Vein was four 
times. opened, he was many times purged, 
and many Juleps and other Medicaments 
wcre given him, And yet his Diſeaſe grew 
worle and worſe, and the fits became more 
grievous {o that when T firſt came to him, 
I found him aſtoniſhed and ſiupihed as it 
were with a dead fleep, and the by-(tanders 
were very much afraid of his life. Now ſo 
orcat was his weakneſs, that I conceived no 


evacuation was to be uſed. Wherctore the 


frſt day I took charge of him, I gave him 


this following Julep one hour - before his 
Fit, | 


” Take Cichory Water three ounces, Salt of 


Wormwood balf a dram \, Spirit | of Sulphur 
one ſcruple : mix them all into a Julep. - 
On the ſecond day the ſame Remedy was 
' repeated, which he took an hour before his

703. The ordinary Judg at Nemours .cal- 
led Blanus, was troubled with a Tertian A- 
ove that held him with moſt fierce fits.

troubled with ſo vehement and malignant 
Symptoms, that he fell into a ſwoun, viz. 
Becauſe blewiſh ſpots were ſuddenly broke 
out all his body over: And being unwilling 
to emit any .thing that might contribute to 
his heath,” he ſent for me to meet with Dr, 
Veyratins, and as ſoon as I came to him, he 
complained of an intollerable burning cau- 
ſed by the Purples, with a weakneſs of his 
forces, and beſeeched me to give him ſudden 
hclp being in ſo great danger. And I well con- 
fidering, the ſpots which ſtill ſeemed to come

ter fit to breed Worms, although one was of 
opinion. that they came of putrifation bred 
in thoſe parts : moreover, they had no ready 
way, but full ſiops, turnings and windings.
